F it be true that Authors do render themſelus commendable by their 
Works, there is no denbt, but that Fernand Mendez Pinto 2 by 
this ſame of his juſtly acquired ſuch reputation, as will make him 
be eſleemed for euer. He was a man of a ſtrong wit, aud ſound judg- 
ment, and indued with a moſt rare, and extraordinory memory , as 

| appears in the Relation of his Voyages and Adventures, which ſuffi- 
dienily teftifie how far he excelled therein, retaining in his remembrance an infintie 
of ſuch 24 and wonderful — , (whereof to his coſt he was for the moſt part 


an eye witneſs ) as many great Perſonages-of Aſia and Europe took no little delight 
an hearing him recount them; eſpecially Philip the ſecond King of Spain, who at ſe- 
veral times ſpent many houres in di ſtour ſing with him there about, which — — 
leſe he would never have done, being a Prince, in the opinion of all the world , of 4 
moſt exact aud profound judgment, had he not been verily perſwaded that whas he 
delivered was true. Nevertheleſs ſince there may be ſome who in regard of the ſtu- 
pendious things which he delivers, wil ſcem to give no credit thereunto; I have held

Since then it 
hath pleaſed God to deliver me from ſo many , ind to me from the fury of that 
adverſe Fortune, for to bring me into a Port of ſafety and aſſurance, I ſce that I have not ſo 
much cau(e to complain of my Travels paſt,as I have to render him thanks for the benefits which 
until now I have received of him, ſeeing that by his divine bounty he hath preſerved my life, 
to the end I might have means to leave this rude and unpoliſhed Diſcourſe unto my children for 
a memorial and an inheritanee. For my intention is no other but to write it for them, that they 
may behold what ſtrange fortunes I have run for the ſpace of one and twenty years, during the 
which I was thirteen times a erptive, and ſeventeen times ſold in the [ndiaes, in Ætbiapia, in 
Arabia, in China, in Tartaria; in Madagaſcar, in Sumatra, and in divers other Kingdoms and 
Provinces of that Oriental Archipalage the Confines of A ſia, which the Chineſes, Siawes, 
Gear, and Lecquios name; and that wich reaſon in their Geography, the eye-lids of the World, 
whereof t hope to entreat more particularly and largely hereafter.

u in the year 1537. and the eleventh of March, that I parted from this Kingdom in a $.1 
Fleet of five Ships, whereof there was no General; for each of thoſe Veſſels was com- 
manded by a particular Captain: For example, in the ſhip named the Queen, commanded Don 
Pedro de Silva, ſuruamed the Cock, ſon to the Admiral Don Vaſco de Gama; In the ſhip, 
called S Rock, commanded Don Fernando de Lima, ſon to Diego Lopez de Lima, grand Pro- 
voſt of the Town of GVimaranet, who dyed valiantly in defence of the Fortreſs of Ormuz, 
whereot he was Captain the year following, 15 38. In the S. Barba,commanded Don Fernando 
4 Lima, who was to be Governor of the Town of Chau! ; Of that, which vas called che 
Flower of the Sea, Lope Vaz Vagado was Captain; And in the fifth and laft (hip, named Ga- 
legs, commanded Martimde Freitas, born in the Iſle of Madera, who the fame year was 
flam at Dawao, together with five and thirty men that followed him. Theſe Veſſels, ſailing 
different ways, arrived at length at a good Port called Ax ambique; There we met with che 
S. Michel, that wintered there, and was commanded by Daart Triſtao; who parted thence 
richly laden for to return into Portugal; Howbeir I beleeve (he was taken, or ſuffered ſhip- 
wrack, a3 it happens but too often in this: Voyage to the Indiats, for he was never heard of 
fince. After our five Veſſels were equipped with all that was neceſſary for them, and ready 
to ſet fail from Moxambique, the Lievtenant of the Fortreſs, called Vincent Pegado, ſhew- 
ed che Captains of the ſaid five (hips a Mandate from the Governot, named Nunbo de Cunha, 
whereby he expreſly commanded that all Portuga/ ſhips;which did arrive in that Port this year, 
ſhould go to Dis, and leave their men therefor the guard of the Fortreſs, becauſe of the fear 
they were in of the Turkiſb Army, which was every hour expected in the Indiaet, by reaſon 
of the death of Sultan Bandur King of ( ambaya, whom the ſaid Governot had put to death + 
the Summer before. In regard this affair was of great importance, it was the cauſe that all the 
'Caprains aſſembled together to deliberate thereupon; Ar length to meet with the preſent ne- 
ceffity they concluded, that three of thoſe five (hips, appertaining to the King, ſhould go to 
Dis, contorinable to the contents of the ſaid Mandate, and that the other two, which belonged 
to particular Merchants, ſhould purſue their coe to Goa : The Kings ehrer ſhips failing to 
Din, and the other two Merchants towards Goa, it pleaſed God to conduct them ſafe thither. 
Now as ſoon 3s the Kings three ſhips came to the mouth of the River of the Port of Dix. which 
tell on the fifth of September the ſame year, 1538. Antonio de Silvera, the Brother of Lowys 
Sitvera, Earl of Sortelha, who was Captain there at that time, gave them all the teſti 
that poffibly he could of che joy he took at this their arrival; For proof whereof he beſtowed 
liberally on every one, kerpiog a ſet table for above ſeven hundred perſons which they brought 
along with them, beſides his ſecret rewards, and extraordinary gifts, whereby he ſupplyed the 
neceſities they had ſuffered during their Voyage. Whereupon the Soldiers conſidering how 
this Captain entreated them very royally, that be payed them before-hand, diſtributed their pay 
and munition unto them with his own hands, eauſcd the ſick to be carefully tended, and ſhe w- 
ed himſelt moſt ready to aſſiſt every one, it ſo vrought upon them, that of the ir own' accord 
they offered to ſtay there far to ſerve him, being no way eonftrained thereunto, as they uſe to 
be in thoſe Countries in all the For treſſes which expect a ſiege. This dore, as ſoon as the three 
thips had ſold the Merchandiſe they had brbaght;” they ſetfailfot Ga, carrying none with them 
but the Officers ot the Veſſcls,and ſome Sta ae to conduRt them; where they abode till ſuch 
time a5 the Governor had given them diſpatebet for to go to ( velin, where being atrived they 
took in their leding, and recurinud all five fate into Portugal. ns 5} aan 
bs .Seventeer) days after we were arrived at the Fortreſs of Div, where at that time two Foiſts 
were ready prepated to go tothe Streight'of Mecqua, ſot to diſcover, and find out the defigri 8. 
7 the Turliſb Army, whoſe eoming wa greaty feared inthe I»4iaes, becauſe one of thoſe

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Foiſts was commanded by a Captain that was a great friend of mine, who gave me good hope 
of the Voyage he was bound for, I imbarqued my ſelf with him; Relying then on the promiſes 


| Which the Captain made me, that by his favor and means I ſhould quickly be rich, the only \ 


thing in the world that I moſt deſired, and ſuffering my ſelf to be decerved by my hopes, I ima- 
gined that I was already Maſter of great wealth, never conſidering how vain and uncertain the 
promiſes of men are, and that I could not reap much benefit by the Voyage I was going to un- 
dertake, by reaſon it was dangerous, and unfeaſonable for Navigation in that Country. Now 
being departed from Dis, we failed in a time full of ſtorms, becauſe it was about the end of 
Winter, which ſeemed to begin anew, ſo impetuous were the winds, and ſo great was the 
rain : Nevertheleſs, how violent ſoever the Tempeſt was, and dark the weather, we letted not 
to diſcover the Iſles of Curia, Maria, and Avedalcaria, at the fight whereof we thought our 
ſelves quite loſt, and without hope of life. Whereupon to decline the danger we turned the 
prow of our Veſſel to the South-calt, knowing no other mean then that to avoyd (hipwrack ; 
But by good fortune for us, it pleaſed God, that we let fall an anchor at the point of the Iſland 
of Socotore ; there we preſently anchored, a league below the place, where Don Franciſco 


& Alweyda cauſed a Fortreſs to be built in the year 1507. when he came from Portugal, us the 


firlt Victory that ever was in the /ndiaes. In the faid place we took in freſb water, and ſome 
proviſion ot Victuals, that we bought of the Chriftians of the Country, which are the deſcend- 
ing refreſhed thus, we 

failed nine days

that remained, the moſt part, ſeeing themſelves reduced to — caſt themſelves into the 
Sea, chooſing rather there to be drowned, then to be burnt in their (hip with the artificial fires 
that we had but led into her, ſo that of all the fourſcore there eſcaped but five very ſore hurt, 
whercof one was the Captain. This ſame, by force of torture, whereunto he was expoſed by 
the Command of our two Captains, confeſſed that he came from ↄudaa, und that the 7 wrks/b 
Army was already departed from Szes, with a defign to take in Adem, and then to build a For- 
treſs there before they attempted any thing io the /ndiaes, according to mexpreſs charge ſent 
Nr Conſtantinople to the Baſſs of grand Cairo, who was going to be Ge- 
—＋. the which be (aid, that be renegado Chriftan b — 
W t he was an, Maliorquin on, 

at Cerdenha, and ſon to one named Pax! Andros, n Merchant of — and that about 
four years before growing enamored of a very lait Grecſbo A. bumetan, that was then his 
wife, for the love of her he had abjured Chriſtianity, and embraced the Law of Aſfabomer. 
Our Captaim much amazed hereat, gently perfywaded him to acquit this abomiruble belief, and 
become a Chriſtian again, whereunto the wicked Caytiff made anſwer with u brutiſh obſtinacy, 
that at no hand he would yield to forſake his Law, ſhewying himſelf ſo hardened in the reſolution 

to 
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to continue therein, as if he had been born ia it, and never had profeft any other. By theſe 
ſpeeches of his, the Captains, r recalling him from his damnable 

error, cauſed him to be bound hand and foot, and ſo with a great ſtone tyed about his neck to 

be caſt alive into the Sea, ſending him to participate with the torments of his Adabower, and to 

be his companion in the other world, as he had been his confident in this. This Infidel being 

executed in this ſort, we put the other priſoners into one of our Foiſts, and then funk their Veſſel 

with all the goods that were in her, which conſiſted moſt in packs of ſtained Cloths, whercof 

we had no uſe, and a few pieces of Chamlet that the Soldiers got to make them apparel. 


CAP. III. 
Onr traveling from Marua by land to the Mother of Preſter John ; as alſo our re- 
imbarquing at the Port of Arquics, and that Which befell us by the 
incounter of three Turkiſo Veſſels, 


E departed from this place with an intent to go to — the Territory of Prefer 5. i. 
N pabn, Emperor of Ætbiopia, for we had a Letter to deliver, which Antonio de Syl- 
vera ſent to 2 Factor of his, named Anriqu- Barboſa, who had been three years refident in 
that Country by the Conumandmeng of the Governor Nuno de Cunba. When we were arrived 
at Gottoy, x league lower then the Port of Maua, wo were all received there very courteouſly, 
as well by the Inhabirants, as by a Por:ngal, called Vaſco Martins de Seixas, born in the 
Town of Obidos, who was come thither by Henrico Barbeſa's order, and had been there 2 
mtb attending the arrival of ſome Pertagal (hip. The cauſe of that his abode was to deliver 
a Letter from the ſaid Henrico, ns accordingly he did to the Captains of our Foifts ; By this 
Letter he certified the eftate of the 7 7ki/o Army, and beſought them at any hand to ſend him 
ſome Portugals, to induce them whereunto, he remonſtrated unto them how ir much imported 
the ſervice beth of God and the King, and that for his own part he could not come unto them, 
becauſe he was employed with forty other Porrwgals in the Fort of Gi/optor for the guard of 
the perſon of the Princeſs of Tigremabon, Mother to Prefter peu. The two Captains, having 
peruſed this Letter, communicated it to the chiefeſt of the Soldiers, and ſat in Councel upon it, 
where it was determined that four of them (bould go along with V aſee Martins ta Barboſa, 
and that they ſhould carry the Letter which Antonio de Sylvera had ſent him: This was no 
fooner reſolved then executed, for the next day three other Portugal, and my ſolf, departed 
accordingly, and we went by Land mounted upon good Mules, which the Ciquaxy, i 
of the Town, ſent us by the Command of the Princeſs, the Emperors Mother, together with 
fix Abiſſins to accompany us, enn aon ; 
The next day before the Sun roſe we travelled along by a River, and by that time we had rode 
five leagues we arrived at a place, named Bit oute, where we ſpent that night in a Convent of 
religions perſons, dedicated to S. Mic hac; there we were very well entertained both by the 
Prior, and the Fryers : A little after our arrival, the ſon of Bernagau, Governor of that Em- 
pire of Ætbiopia, a very proper and courteous Gentleman, about ſeventeen years old, came 
to ſee us, uccompanied with thirty men, all mounted upon Males, and himſelf on a horſe fur- 
niſhed after the Poyt»ge/ manner ; the furtiture was of Purple Velvet trimmed with Gold 
frioge, which two years before the Governor Nuno de Cunha ſent him from the India, by 
one Lepez, Chanoca, who was afterwards made a ſlave at Gray Cario, whereof this young 
Prince being advertiſed, he preſently diſpatched away a 7ews/& Merchant of Azabiba toredeem 
him, but as ill fortune would he dyed before the Jew could ger thither, — — 
Princs when he underſtood of it, as the ſuid Vaſco Martine us that in the faid Monaſtery 
of S. Michael he cauſed the moſt honorable funerals to be celebrated for him that ever he ſaw, 
wherein affiſted above four thouſand P beſides a greater number of Novices, which in 
their language are called Sant ilcos: Nor was this all, for this Prinee hearing that the deceaſed 
had been married at Goa, and likewiſe that he had left three daughters there behind him, which 
were very young and poor, he beſtowed on them three hundred Oqueas of Gold, that are worth 
twelve Crx/adoes of our inony a piece, inert on. and which I relate here, as well 
to awplific the nobleneſs of this-Prince,as that ic may ſerve for an example to others, and render 
— —ͤ—é— 1 

8 next morning we continued our journey, making all the bafts that poſsibly we could, 
to which end we got upon good Horſes, Wege a by this ner n W — 
pointe 
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pointed four of his ſervants to accompany us, who during our Voyage entertained us every 
where very ſumptuouſſy. That day our lodging was at a goodly place, called Zetenigne, 
which fignifies a royaFhouſe, and in- truth it was not without reaſon ſo named, for on whatſo- 
ever part one caft an eye it was invironed with gallant high Trees for three leagues about, nor 
is it to be credited how'pleafing this Wood was, for that it was compoſed all of Cedars, Cy- 
pres, Palm, Date Trees, and Cocos, like to thoſe in the /ndiaes ; Here we paſt the night 
with all kind of contentment j In the morning we proceeded on our journey, and travelling after 
five leagues a day we paſt over a great Plain, all full of goodly Corn; Then we arrived at a 
Mountain, named Vangaleu, inhabited by Jews, which were very white and handſom ; Two 
days and an half after we came to à good Town, called Fumbau, not above two leagues diſtant 
from the Fort of Gi/eytor, there we found Barboſa, and the forty Portugals aforeſaid, who 
received us with great demonſtrations of joy, but not without ſhedding of ſome tears, for 
though they lived there at their eaſe, and were abſolute Maſters of all the Country, as they ſaid, 
yet the conſideration how they were as men baniſhed from their Country into this place, did 
very much trouble them. 

Now becauſe it was night when we arrived, and that we had all need of reſt, Barboſa was 
of the opinion that we ſhould not ſee the Emperors Mother till the next morning, which was 
2 Sunday, the fourth of O tober; that come, and we well refreſhed, we went, accompanied 
with Barboſa and his forty Portugali, to the Princefles Palace, where we found her at Maſs 
in her Chappel : A while after being advertiſed of our arrival, ſhe cauſed ns to be admitted into 
her preſence ; Whereupen we fell on our knees before her, and with all kind of humility kiſſed 
the Ventilow that ſhe held in her hand; To.-theſe ſubmiſsions we adjoyned many other Cere- 
monies according to their faſhion, . conformable to the inſtructions we had taken from the Por- 
tegale that conducted us thither. She received us with a ſauling countenance, and to teſtifie 
bow much ſhe was pleaſed with our coming; Verily, ſaid (be, you cannot imagine how glad 
Ia te ſec you; that are right Chriſtians, for it bath been a thing which I bave always as 
much defired, 45.4 fair garden enamaled With flowers deth the mornings dew, Wherefore you 
are-moſt welcome come, and may your entrance into my houſe be. as propitious, as that of the 
vertuors Queen biclkenx's as into bleſſed Fernſalemi Herewith ſhe made us to fit down upon 
matt not above five:or ſix paces diſtent from her Then ſhewing het ſelf exceedingly contented, 


ſhe queſtioned us about certain matters, of which, ſhe aſſured tu, tbat (be very much longed to 
be ſatisfied : Firſt ſhe asked us the name of our holy Father the Pope, alſo how many Kings 


there were in Chriſtendom, and whether any of us had exer been in the holy Land; whereupon 
ſhe much condemned the Chriſtian Princes, for their neglect and want of care in ſeeking to 
ruine the power of the Turk. ho, (he ſaid, was the common Enemy of them all. Likewiſe 
ſhe would know of us whether the King of Portugal wis great in the Indiaes, what Forts he 
had there, in what places they were ſeated, and how defended. Sbe made us many other like 
demands, to the which we anſwered the belt we could for to content her; whereupon ſhe diſ- 
miſſed us, and we-returning to pur lodging, continued there nine days, which we ſpent in 
waiting on this Princeſs, with whom we had much diſeoutſe on ſeveral ſubjeRs : That Term 
expired, we went to take our leaves of her, and in kiſſing of her hands ſhe ſeemed to be ſome- 
what troubled at our departure. Trul, ſaid ſhe, is grieves me that you Will be gone ſo ſoon, 
but ſince there 14 no remedy, I Wiſh your Voyage may be ſo profþeroms, that at your arrival in 
the Indiaes you may be as Well received by yours, as the Qucen of Sheba Was heretofore by 


King Solomon in the admirable Palace of his greatneſs. Now before we departed ſhe be- 


ſtowed. on us twenty four Oquea of Gold, which make two hundred forty Dackers of our 
mony; She cauſed ns alſo to be conducted by a Neigue, and twenty Abiſſins, as well to ſet ve 
us for Guides, and guard us from Robbers, whereof that Country was full, as to furniſh us 
wich Victuals and Horſes until (uch time as we got t9 Arquice, where our Foiſts attended for 
us. This Princeſs alſo ſent a rich preſent of diversJewels of Gold and Stones by Vaſco Martins 
de$1ixas unto the Governor of the Indiacs, which by ill fortune was loſt in this Voyage, as 
ſhall be declared bereafcer.. | | 1 


8.2. Alter we were returned to the Pore of Arguico, where we found our companions caulking 


of our Foiſts, and furniſhing them with all that was neceſſary for aur Voyage, we fell to work 
with them for the ſpace of nine days. At length all things being ready, we ſet ſail, and parted 
from thence on Tueſday, the ſixth of Vevember, 1538. We carried with us both Vaſes 
Martins de Sejxas, that had the Preſent and a Letter from the Princeſs to the Governor of the

A Mutiny happening in the Town of Mocaa, the occafien thereof, that Which befel 
thereupon, and by What means I Was carried to Ormuz ; 4 alſo my ſailing 
from thence to Goa, and What ſucceſs I had in that Voyage. 


C.r. © Fre next day, in regard that we had been ſo miſerably moiled, and our hurts, that were 


great, but ill looked unto, of us nine there dyed two, whereof one was named Nuno 
Delgado, and the other Andre Borges, both of them men of courage, and of good families. 
The Jaylor, which in their language is called Mocadan, repairing in the morning to us, and 
finding our two compunions dead, goes away in all hafte cherewith to acquaint the Gawzi/, 
which is as the Judg with us, who came in perſon to the priſon, attended by a great many of 
Officers, and other people; Where having cauſed their irons to be ſtriken off, and their feet 
to be tyed together with a rope, he commanded them ſo to be dragged from thence clean 
through the Town, where the whole multitude, to the very children, purſued and palted them 
with ftaves and ſtones, until ſuch time as being wearied with harry ing thoſe poor bodies in ſach 
faſhion, they caſt them all battered to pieces into the Sea. At laſt we ſeven, that were left a- 
live, were chained all together, and brought forth into the publique place of the Town, to be 
fold to them that would give moſt : There all the people being met together, I was the fiſt 
that was put to ſale ; whereupon, juft as the Cryer was offering to deliver me unto whomſo- 
ever would buy me, in comes that very Cacs Moulana, whom they held for a Saint, wich 
ten or eleven other Cacis his Inferiors, all Prieſts like himſelt of their wicked Sect, and addreſ- 
ſing his ſpeech to Heredrin Sofo, the Governor of the Town, who fate as Preſident of the 
Portſale, he required him to ſend us, as an alms, unto the Temple of Xecqua, ſaying, that he 
was upon returning thither, and having reſolved to make that pilgrimage in the name of all the 
people, it were not fit to go thither without carrying ſome offering to the Prophet Noby, (ſo 
they termed their Mabemet,) a thing, ſaid be, that would utterly diſpleaſe Rax dada Aſon- 
laua, the Chief Prieſt of Medina Talnab, l or 
pardon to the Inhabitants of this Town, which. by reaſon of their great offences food in ex- 
tream need of the favor of God, and of his Prophet. > TDs Par. 
The Governor having heard the Caris ſpeak tus, declared unto him that for his particular ho 
had no power to diſpoſe with any part of the booty, and that therefore he ſhould apply himſelf 
to Solymen Dragus his Son- in- law, who had made us ſlaves, ſo that in right it appertained 
only unto him to do with us as he pleaſed; and I do not think, added he, that be will contra- 
dict ſo holy an intention as this is. Thou haſt reaſon for it, anſwered the Cacis, but wit hall 
thou malt know, that the things of God, and the alem that are done in his name, loſe their va- 
lue and force, when they are ſifted through ſo many hands, and turmoiled with ſuch humane 
opinions, for which very cauſe ſeldom doth any divine reſolution follow thereupon;eſpecially in 
a ſubject ſuch as this is, which thou mayſt abſolutely diſpoſe of, as thou arc ſoveraign Com- 
mander of this people: Moreover, as there is no body can be diſpleaſed therewith, ſo I do not 
ſee how it can bring thee any diſcontent. For beſides that, this demand is very jult, it is alſo 
moſt agreeable to out Prophet Noby, who is the abſolute Lord of this prize, in regard the Vic- 
tory came ſolcly from his holy hand, though with as muchfalfhood as malice thou goeſt about 
to attribute the glory of it to the valor of thy Son. in law, and the courage of his Soldiers. 
At this inſtant a N anixary was preſcne, Captain of one of the three Gallies that took us, a man 
that for bis exceeding valor was in great eſteem amongſt then, called *opaGeynal, who netled 
with that which he heard the Cacs ſpeak, ſo much in contempt both of himſelf, and the reſt 


of the Soldiers, that had carried themſelves very valiantly in che fight with us, returned him 


this anſwer, Certainly you might do better for the Salvation ot your Soul, to diftribuge ſome 
part of the exceſsive riches you poſſeſs amongſt theſe poor Soldiers, then ſeck wich feigned 
ſpeeches, ſull of hypocriſie and deceit, to rob chem of theſe ſlavet, which have colt the lives of 
ſo tary brave men, their fellows, in arms, and have been. dearly bought by us that ſurvive, 
even with our deareſt blood, as the wounds we have upon us can but two well witneſs ; ſo 
can it not be ſaid of your Cabayage (a Sacerdotal Robe after their falbion,) which for all ic ſita 
ſo trim and neat upon you, covers a pernicious habit you have of purloyning other mens eſtates 
from them: Wherefore I would wiſh you to deſiſt from the damnable plot you have layd a. 
gaiaſt the abſolute Maſters of this Prize, whereof you ſhall not have ſo much as a token, 2 
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ſeek out ſome other Preſent for the Cacs of Mecqua, to the end he may conceal your theevo- 
ries, and impiety, provided it be not done with the expence of our lives and blood, but rather 
with the goods you have fo lewdly gotten by your wicked and cunning devices. 

This Cacus Monlana having received ſo bold an anſwer from this Captain, found it very rude, 
and hard of digeſtion, which made him in bitter terms, and voyd of all reſpects, exceedingly to 
blame the Captain, and the Soldiers that were there preſent, who, as well Tarks xy Saracens, 
being much offended with his ill language, combined together and mutined againſt him, and 
the reſt of the people, in whote favor he had ſpoken ſo-infolently ; nor could this mutiny be 
appeaſed by any kind of means, though the Governor of the Town, Father-in-law to the ſaid 
Solyman Dragut, together with the Officers of Juſtice, did all that poſsibly they could. In 
word, tha! I may not ſtand longer upon the particulars of this affair, I ſay, that from this ſmall 
mutiny did ariſe ſo eruel and eoraged a contention, as it ended not but wich the death of fix 
hundred perſons, of the one and the other fide : But at |-ngth the Soldiers party prevailing, 
they pillaged the moſt part of the Town, eſpecially the ſaid Cacis Moulama s houſe, (killing 
ſeven wives and nine children that he had, whoſe bodies together with his own were dif- 
membered, and caſt into the Sea with a great deal of crucley. In the fame manner. they intreat- 
ed all that belonged unto him, not ſo much as giving life to one that was known to be his. As 
for us ſeven Portugal, which were expoſed to ſale in the publique place, we could find out uo 
better expedient to ſave our lives, then to return into the ſame hole, from whence we came, 
and that too without any Officer of Juſtice to carry us thither; neither did we rake it for a 
ſmall favor that the Jaylor would receive us into the priſon. Now this Mutiny had not ceaſed 
but by the authority of So Dragut, General of the Gallics aforeſaid; For this man with 
very gen:l- words gave an end to the ſedition of the people, and pacified the Mutiners, which 
ſhevus of what power courteſie is, even with ſuch as are altogether ignorant of it. In the mean 
time Heredrin Sopho, Governor of the Town, came off but ill from this hurly burly, by rea- 
ſon that in the very firſt incounter he had one of his arms almoſt cut off. Three days after this 
diforder was quieted we were led all ſeven again to the Market place, there to be ſold with the 
reſt of the booty, which conſiſted of our Stuff, and Ordnance, that they had taker) in our Foifts, 
and were ſold at a very eaſie rite: For my ſelf, miſerable that I was, and the moſt wretched of 
them all, Fortune, my ſworn enemy, made me fall into.the hands of a Greek renegado, whom 
I ſhall deteft as long xs I have a day to live, becauſe that in the ſpace of three Months I was 
with him, he uſed me ſo cruelly, that becoming even deſparate, tor that I was not able to en- 
dure the evil he did me, I was ſeven or eight times upon the point to have poyſoned my ſelf, 
which queſtionle(s I had done, if God of his infinite mercy and goodneſs had not diverted mg 
from it, whereunto I was the rather induced ro make him loſe the mony he payd for me, be- 
caufe he was the moſt covetous man in the world, and the moſt inhumane, and eru 
to the name of a Chriftian. But at the end of three Months it pleaſed the Almighty to deliver 
me ont of thr hands of this Tyrant, who for fear of loſing the mony I coft him, if I ſhould 
chance ro make my ſelf away, as one of his neighbors perſwaded him I would, telling him that 
he had diſcovered ſo much by my countenance, and manner of behavior, wherefore- in pity of 
me he counſe lled him to ſell me away, as he did not long after un'o a Jew, named Alrabam 
AMuga, Natit: of a Town, called in thoſe quarters Toro, not above a league and an half diſtant 
from Mount Sinay: This min gave for me the value of three hundred Reals in Dates, which 
was the Merchandiſe that this Jew did ordinarily trade in with my late Maſter, and fo I parted 
wich him in the company oſ divers Merchants for to go from Babylon to Cayxem, whence he 
carried me to Ormuz, and there preſented me to Don Fernand de Lima, who was at that time 
Caprain of the Fort, and to Doctor Pedro Fernandes, Commiſlary General of the Indiacs, 
that was then reſiding at Ormux for the ſervice of the King by order from the Governor Nun- 
ho de ¶ unba. Thele two, namely Fernaudez and de Lima gave the Jew in recompence for 
me two hundred Pardaos, which are worth three ſhillings and nine pence a piece of out coyn, 
whereof part was their own mony, and the reſt was raiſed of the alms which they cauſed to be 
gathered for me in the Town, ſo we both remained contented, the Jew for the ſatisfaQion be 
bad received from them, and I to find my felt at full liberty as before. 

Seeing my ſelf by Gods mercy delivered from the miſeries I had endured ; after I had been $-2- 
ſeventeen days at Ormuz, 1 imbarqued my (elf for the Indiaes in a (hip that belonged to one 
Jorge Fernandez Taborda, who was to carty Horſes to Goa. In the courſe that we held we 


ſailed with ſo proſperous a gale, that in ſeventcen days we arrived in view of the Fort of Dis ; 
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There, by the advice of the Captains, coaſting along by the Land for to learn ſome news, we 
deſcryed a great number of fires all that night, alſo at times we heard divers Pieces of Ordnance 
diſcharged, which very much troubled us, by reaſon we could not imagine what thoſe fires, 
ot that ſhooting in the night ſhould mean, in ſo much that we were divided into ſeveral opini- 
ons During this incertainty our beſt advice was, to fail the reſt of the night with'as little cloth 
2s might be, until that on the next morning by the favor of day light we perceived a great many 
fails, which invironed the Fort on all ſides. Some affirmed that it was the Governor newly 
come from G to male peace for the death of Sultan Bandur, King of Cambapa, that was 
ſlain a little before. Others (aid that it was the Infant, Brother to the King Dow pov ar, lately 
arrived there from Portugal, becauſe he was every day expected in the /»d5aes, Some thought 
that it was the Patemercas, with the King of {{#bicuts hundred Foiſts of Camorin. And the 
laſt aſſured us, how they could juſtifie with good and fafficient reaſons that they were the 
Tarte. As we were in this diverſity of minds, and terrified with that which we diſcerned be- 
fore our eyes, five very great Gallies came forth of the midſt of this Fleet, with a many of bar- 
ners, flags, and ſtreamers, which we ſaw on the tops of their Maſts, and the ends of their ſail- 
yards, whereof fome were ſo long that they touched even the very water. Theſe Gallies, be- 
ing come forth in this ſort, turned their prows towards us in ſuch a couragious and confidene 
manner, that by their failing we preſently judged them to be Twrks ; Which we no ſooner 
knew to be ſo indeed, but we clapt on all our cloth, for to avoyd them, and to get into the 
main Sea, not without exceeding fear, leſt for our fins we ſhould fall into the like eſtate, from 
whence I was ſo lately eſcaped. Theſe five Gallies having obſerved our flight, took a reſolution 
to purſue us, and chaſed us till night, at which time it pleaſed God that they racked about, and 
returned to the Army from whence they came. Seeing our ſelves freed from fo great a danger 
we went joyfully on, and two days after arrived at the Town of Chaul, where our Captain 
and the Merchants only landed for to viſit the Captain of the Fort, named Simon Guedez, unto 
whom they reported that which had befallen them. Aſſuredly, ſaid he, you are very much 
bound to give God thanks for delivering you from one of the greateſt perils that ever you were 
in, for without his aſſiſtance it had been impoſſible for you ever to have declined it, or to tell 
me ol it with ſuch joy as now you dot Thereupon he declared unto them, that the Army 
they had incountred. was the very ſume, which had held Antonio de Silveyra twenty days to- 
gethar heſieged, being compoſed of a great number of 7 »rks, wheteot Solymasn the Baſſa, 
Vie · roy of (aire, was General, and that thoſe Sails they had ſeen, were eight and fifty Gal- 
lies great and ſmall, each of which carried five Pieces of Ordnance in her prow, and ſome of 
thom were Pieces of Battery, befides eight other great Veſlels, full of T»rks, that were kept 
in reſerve to ſuccor the Army, and ſupply the places of ſuch as ſhould be killed ; Moreover he 
added, that they had great abundance of victuals, among the which there was twelve Baſi- 
ligks; This news having much amazed us, we rendered infinite praiſe to the Lord for ſhewing 
us ſuch grace, as to deliver us from ſo imminent a danger. 
$.3- We Raye at ¶ haul but one day, and then we ſer fail for Goa; Being advanced as far as to 
the River of Carapat an, we met with Fernand de Mora, Captain of three Foifts, who by 
the command of the Vire-roy, Dom Garcia de Noronha, was going to Dabul, to the end he 
might ſee whether he could take or burn a 7 »rks/> Veſſel, which was in the Port, laden with 
Victuals by order from the Baſſa. This Fernand de Morais had no ſooner gotten acquaintance 
of our (hip, but he defired our Captain to lend him fifteen men, of twenty that he had, for to 
ſupply the great neceſſity he was in that way, by reaſon of the V c:-roys haſtening him away 
upon che ſudden, which, ſaid he, would much advance the ſervice both of God, and his High- 
neſs. After many conteſtations of either part upon this occaſion, and which, to make (hore, 
I will pals under ſilence, at length they were agreed, that our Captain (Bould let Fernand de 
Aorais have twelve, of fifteen men, that he requeſted, wherewithall he was very well ſaci(- 
fed : Of this number I was one, as being always of the leaſt reipeRed, The ſhip departing tor 
Goa, Fernand d Mora with his three Foifts continued his Voyage towards the Port of Da- 
bul, where we arrived the next day about nine of the clock in the morning, and preſently tool 
a Patach of Malabar, which laden with Cotton Wool and Pepper, rode at anchor in the mid{t 
of the Port. Having taken it we put the Captain and Pilot to torture, who inſtantly confeſſed 
that a few days before a (ſhip came into that Port expreſly from the Baſſa to lade ViRtuals, and 
that there was in her an Embaſſador, who had brought Hida/car à very rich Cabaya, that is 
a garment worn by the Gentlemen of that Country, Mich he would not accept of, ſor — 
thereby 
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thereby he would not acknowledg himſelf ſubject to the Terk, it being a cuſtom among the 
Mahumetans, for the Lord to do that honor to his Vaſſal; and further, that this refuſal had fo 
much vc xed the Embaſſador, as he returned without taking any kind of proviſion of Victuals, 
and that Hidalcan had anſwered, he made much more eſteem of the King of Portugal. amity, 
then of his, which was nothing but decrit, as having uſurped the Town of Goa upon him, after 
he had offered to ayd him with his favor and forces to regain it. Moreover they ſaid, that it 
was not above two days ſince the (hip, they ſpake of, parted from the Port, chat the Cap- 
tain of her, named Cid Ale, had denounced War againſt Hidalcan, vowing that as ſoon as 
the Fort of Dis was taken, which could not hold out above eight days, according to the eſtata 
wherein h: had left it, Hidalcan ſhould loſe his Kingdom, or life, and that then he ſhould to 
his coſt know how little: the Portugalt, in whom he put his confidence, could avail him. 
With cheſe news Captain Mora returned towards Goa, where he arrived two days after, and 
gave accompt to the Vice-roy of that which had paſt, There we found Gongallo vax Continbo, 

who was going with five Foiſts to Onor, to demand of the Queen thereof one of the Gallies of 
Solymans Army, which by s contrary wind had been driven into her Ports: Now one of the 
Captains of thoſe Foiſts my ſpecial friend, ſecing me poor and neceſſitous, perſwaded me to 
eccompany him in this Voyage, and to that end got me five duckets pay, which I gladly 
accepted of, out of the hope I had that God would thereby open me a way to a better fortune. 
Being imbarqued then, the Captain and Soldiers pitying the caſe I was in, beſtowed ſuch ſpare 
dothes as they had upon me, by which means being reaſonably well pieced up again, we parted 
the next morning from the Road of Bardees, and the Monday following we caft anchor in the 
Port of Onor; where, that the inhabitants of the place might know how little account we 
made of chat mighty Army, we gave them a great peal of Orduance, putting forth all our fights, 
beacing our D:ums, and ſounding our Trumpets, to the end that by theſe exterior demonſtra- 
tions they might conclude we regard:d not the 7 arks awhit.

F fallo va Comtinho (ent Bento Caſtanbo, n very diſcreet and eloquent man, to the Queen 

of Onor, to preſent her with a Letter from the Vice-roy, and to tell her that he was come to 

complain of her, for that (he had ſworn a peace and amity with the King of Portugal, and yet 

ſuffered the Turi, mortal enemies to the Portugals, to abide in her Ports. Hereunto ſhe re- 

turned this anſwer; That both himſelf and his company Were very welcome, that ſbe greatly 

«(teemed of them, becauſe they were Vaſſals to the King of Portugal, and «s touching that 

be ſaid of rhe peace Which ſhe bad with the King, and hu Governors, it Was moſt true, and 

that ſhe deſired to maintain it as long as (he lived: For that Which he ſaid of the Turks, ſpe 

rack her God to Witneſs how much againſt her will ſhe had received and ſuffered them in ber 

Ports, but that finding her ſelf too Weak for to reſiſt ſuch powerful enemies, ſhe Was conftrain- 

ed to diſſemble, which ſhe would never have done had ſbe been furniſhed with ſufficient forces ; 

Ferther more, to clear her ſelf the better unto them, ſhe offered both her power and people for 

to r:pel them out of her Ports, and where. u he had brought men enough to chace them thence, 

ſhe requeſted him to do it, wherein ſhe would aſſiſt him all that poſſibly ſhe could, Which ſhe 

; Confirmed With oaths, ſmearing by the golden Sandals of the & overaign God Whom ſhe adored: 

To this ſpet ch ſhe added, that ſbe ud be as wel pleaſed if God Wonld give him the viſtory 

over them, 44 if the King of Narſingus, whoſe ſlave ſhe Was, ſhould ſet ber at the table with 

buy Wife. Gongale vas. Continbo having received this Embaſſage, and other complements from 

the Qu: en, theugh he had little hope of any performance on her part, yet did he wiſely difſem- 

ble it. Afrerwards being fully informed by the people of the Country of the Turi intention, 

of che place where they were, and what they did at that inſtant, he called a Councel thereupon, 

2nJ having throughly debated and conſidered all things, it was unanimouſly concluded, that 

both for the King of — their Maſters honor, and his own, it was — to ſet upon 

this Galley, eicher for to take, or fire it, wherein it was hoped that God, for whoſe glory we 

foughr, would be aſſiſting to us againſt thoſe enemies of his holy Faith. This reſolution bei 

made, and ſigned by us all, he entered {One two ſarilcons ſhot within the River, where he 
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ſesro4gnchared,: when as a little Boat, which they call an Almadia, came aboard us, with a 
Jaanbimun that ſpala very good Portwgwerze : This: man delivered a ineflage from the Queen 
unte ont Captain, whereby (he earneſtly deſired him, that for the Vice · roys ſake he would de- 
ſi item the enterprize he had undertaben, and not to aſſault the uri any manner of way, 
which; ſaid (he, could not be done without great diſadvantage, for that (he had been adver- 
tiſel by her Spies, that they had fortified themſelves with a good Trench, which they had caft 
up heat the place where they had moored their Galley, in regard whereof it ſeemed to her al- 
maſt impoſſidle or him with no more Forces then he had to be able to prevail in fo great an at- 
tewpt: whereforeſhe took her God to witneſs how much ſhe was troubled with the fear ſhe 
vas in leſt ſome mii · iortune ſhould beride him. Hereunto our Captain returned an anſwer full 
of wildem md coutitſie, ſaying, that he kiſſed her Highneſs hands. for the extraordinary favor 
ſhe did him ia giving him ſo good advice: but as for his Combat with the T wrks he could not 
follow ber cqunlſel, and therefore would proceed in his determination, it being always the cu- 
ſtom of the Pertagali not to enquire whether their Enemies wer few, or many, ſince the 
mort they were, the more ſhould be their loſs, and the greater his profit and honor. Thus was 
the Arachwman diſmiſſed, our Captain beſtowing on him a piece of green Chamlet, and an Hat 
lined with red Sattin, wherewith he returned very well contented. © - | 
$.2.. The Brachmandifmilt, Gengallo bar Comtinho reſolved to fight with the Turi, but before 
ba groeeeded any further be was advertiſed by Spies what ſtratagems the Enemy would uſe a 
gainſt us, and that the precedent night by the favor of the Queen they had moored up the Ga- 
ley, and by it raiſed up a platform, whereupon they had flanked five and twenty Pieces of Ord- 
nance, but all that ſtayed him not from advancing towards the Enemy; Sceing himſelf then 
withio a Cannon ſhot of them, be went out of his Foiſt, and with fourſcore men only landed, 
the reſt which ho bad brought with him from G for this enterprize, being but an hundred 
more, he left for the guard of the Foiſts. So after he had ſet his men in Battel array, he march- 
ed couragiouſly againſt his adverſaries, who perceiving us making towards them valiantly re- 
ſolved to defend themſelves, to which eod they (allied ſome five and twenty or thirty paces ou 
of their-Frenches, - where che fight began on either fide with ſuch fury, that in leſs then a quar- 
ter of an heut fi und forty lay dead in the place, amongſt the which there was not above A* 
of ours; Hereupon our General, not contented with this firſt charge, gave them a ſecond, 
mem beten it pleaſed God to male them turn their backs, in ſuch ſort that they retired 
pell-mell; as men routed and in fear of death: Mean while we purſued them to their very 
Trenehes, whete they turned upon us, and made head anew, in the heat hereof we were ſo far 
and intargled together, that we knocked-one another with the pummels of our ſwords; 
Mead yxhile our Foilts arrived, which were come along by the ſhore to ſuccor us, and accord- 
ingly they diſcharged all their Ordnance upon our Enemies, to ſuch good purpoſe, as they kill- 
ed eleven or twelve of the valianteſt fanizerics, which wore green Turbants, as 2 mark of 
their Nobility. The death of theſe ſo terrified the reft, that they preſently forſooł the field, by 
means whereof we had leaſure to ſer the Galley on fire upon the expreſs command of out Ge- 
netal Gengallo, ſo that having caſt into her five pots of powder, the fire took hold oo her with 
luch violence, 28 it was apparant it could not be long before (he were utterly conſumed, for 
the malt and fail yards were all of a flame, had not the Turi, knowing the danger ſhe was in, 
mot eouragiouſly quenched the fire ; but we labored all that poſſibly we could to hinder them 
from it, and co make good that we had ſo bravely begun, which the enemies perceiving, as 
their lalt refage they gave fire to a great Piece of Ordnance, which charged with ſtones, and 
other ſhot, killed fix of ours, whereof the principal was Diego vas ¶ ontinbo, the Generals 
{ag, beſides a dozen others were hurt, that put us quite in diſorder ; Whereupon the Enemies 
finding bow they hed ſpoiled us, fell to (boutiog in tign of Victory, and to rendring of thanks 
to their Aabomas; at the namiog of this their falſe Prophet, whom they invoked, our Gene- 
ral the better to cacourage his Soldiers, Fellows in arms, ſaid he, ſeeing theſe Dogs call ap 
rte age them, let ns pray unto our Saviour Feſus Chriſt to aſſiſt . This ſaid, we 
ance: Mate aſſaulted the Trench, which the Enemies no ſooner perceived, but they crafedy 
tamed their backs, and took their flight towards the Galley, but they were inſtantly followed 
by ſoe of oute, who within a while made themſelves Maſters of all their Trenches, in the 
mean time the Infides gave fire to a ſecret myne, which they had made a little within their 
Ircoches, and ble up ſix of our Portwgals, and eight Slaves, maiming many others beſides ; 
Naw the ſmoal was ſuch and ſo thick, as we could hardly diſcern one another, in regad 
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hereof our General, fearing lesſt ſome greater loſs then the former ſhould befall him, re- 
— — water ſide, — * along wt him both the dead bodies, and all the hurt men, 
and ſo went where his Foiſts lay, into. the which every one being imbarqued, we returned 
with ſtrength of rowing to the place from whence we came, where with extream ſorrow 
be cauſed the ſlain to be interred, and all chat were hurt to be dreſt, which were a very great 
— day that was ſo fatal to us, a lift being talen of all the ſurviving Soldiers, that ſo it Y.3- 
might be known how many had been loſt in the laſt fight upon faulting of the Trench, we found 
that of fourſcore which we were, there was fifteen ſlain, fifty four hurt, and nine quite maimed 
for ever: The reſt of the day, and the night following, we kept very good watch to ayoyd 
all ſurprizes of the Enemy. As ſoon as the next morning appeared, there came an Embaſſador 
from the Queen of Onor t6 the General Congallo, with a Preſent of Hens, Chickens, arid new 
layd Eges for the relief of our fick men; Now though we had great need of thoſe thingy, yet 
in ſtead of receiving our General utterly refuſed them, and ſhewing himſelf very much dif- 
pleaſed with the Queen he could not forbear laſhing out ſome words, that were a little more 
harſher then was requiſite ; ſaying, that the Vice-roy ſhould ere long be advertiſed of the bad 
Offices ſhe had rendred the King of Portugal, and how much he was obliged to pay her that 
debt, when occafion ſhould ſerve : Further he bid him tell her, that for an aſſutance of that 
which he faid, he had left his ſon dead and buried in her Land, together with the other Portu- 
gels, who had been miſerably ſlaughtered through her practiſes, by aſſiſting the 7»rks againſt 
them: and in a word, that he would thank her more fully another time for the Preſent ſhe hid 
ſent, the better to difſemble what ſhe had executed againſt him, for which he would one day 
return her 2 recompence according to her merit. | | | 
The Embaſſador, very much terrified with this ſpeech, departed ; and being come to the 
Queen his Miſtreſs, he ſo throughly repreſented Gongallos anſwer unto her, as ſhe greatly 
doubted that this Galley would be an occaſion of the loſs of her Ki ; wherefore to decline 
fo great a miſchief (he thought it neceflary to ſeek by all means po to maintain the 
with our General, to which end (he aſſembled her Countel, by whoſe advice ſhe diſpat 
another Embaflador unto him, who was 2 Brachman, à grave and reverent perſonage, and her 
neareſt kinſman, At his arrival where our Foiſts lay, our General gave him very good enter- 
tainment, and after the ordinary ceremonies and complements the Brachman having demand- 
ed permiſsion to deliver his Embafſage ; Signior, ſaid he to out Governor, if you will give 
me audience, I will declare the canſe of my coming hither from the Queen of Onox ney Mi- 
ſtreſs. Hereunto Gongalls replyed, That Embaſſadors had always aſſurance for their per- 
ſens, and permiſſion freely to deliver the particulars of their Embaſſy, ſo that he might boldly 
ſay what he would. The Brachman having thanked him, Verily, continued he, I ans not able 
te expreſs unto you, how ſenſible the Queen my Miſtreſs is of the death of your ſon, and of 
thoſe other Portugals, that Were yeſterday ſlain in the fight; Aud without lying I ſwear un- 
to you by her life, and by this ſtring of a Brackman that I wear, the mark of my Prieftly dig- 
nity, and only proper to thoſe Which are of that profeſſion, wherein I have been exerciſed 
from my youth, that ſhe was ſo exceedingly afflicted at the notice of your diſaſter, and the un- 
luc kie ſucceſs of your conflict, as ſhe could not have been more vexed if ſhe had been made to 
eat (omi fleſh (Which & the greateſt fin committed among ſt us) at the principal gate of the 
Temple, where her father interred: Whereby you may jndg, Signior, what a fare ſbe 
bears of your ſorrow, But ſince there is no remedy for things done, ſhe defireth, and v 
anſtantly beſeecheth you to confirm the Peace unto ber anew which other Governers have 
ways granted her heretofore; Mhereunto ſhe the rather intreats you, becauſe ſhe knows of 
what power you are With the Vice · roy: Now that confirmed unto her, ſhe aſſures you, and 
faithfully promiſeth, Within four days to burn the Galley, that bath put you to ſo much pain, 
and turn the Turks ont of the limits of her Kingdom, Which is all that ſhe can do, and which 
Jeu may be moſt confident ſhe will not fail to execute accordingly. | 
Our General knowing of what importance this affair was, preſently accepted of the Brach- $.4; 
mans offer, and told him that he was contented that the League ſhould be renewed betwixt 
them, according whereunto it was inſtantly publiſhed on either part with all the ceremonies 
2ccuſtomed in ſuch caſes ; Thereupon the Brachmas returned to the Queen, who afterwards 
labored all {be could to make good her word; Bur becanſe Gongalls could not Ray the four 
days, which (he had demanded, in regard of the extream danger he ſhould thereby bave expoſed 
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our hurt men unto, he reſolved to be gone, and ſo the ſame day after dinner we departed ; 
Howbeit he firſt left one, nam d Georgio Neoguegra, there, wich expreſs order exactly to 
obſerve all that was done concerning that affair, and thereof to give certain intelligence to the 


Vice · roy, as the Queen her ſelf had requeſted. 


CATx. VI. 
What paſſed till ſuch time as Pedro de Faria arrived at Malaca ; bis receiving an 
Embaſſador from the King of Bitas; With bis ſending me to that 
King, and that Which arrived to me in that Voyage. 


8.1 He next day our General Gongallo vax Continho arrived at Goa, with ſo many of us as 
22 4 remained alive; There he was exceedingly welcomed by the Vice- roy, unto whom he 
rendred an accompt of his Voyage, as alſo of that which he had concluded with the Queen of 
Onor, who had promiſed to burn the Galley within four days, and to chace the Turks out of 
all che Confines of her Kingdom, wherewith the Vice-roy was very well ſacisfied. In the mean 
time after I had remained three and twenty days in the ſaid Town of G, where I was cured 
of two hurts which I had received in fight at the Turi Trenches, the neceffiry wherennto I 
ſaw my ſeli reduced, and the counſel ot a Fryer, my Friend, perſwaded me to offer my ſervice 
unto a Gentleman, named Pedro de Faria, that was then newly preferred to the Charge of 
Captain of Malaca, who upon the firſt motion was very willing to entertain me for a Soldier, 
a> promiſed me wit hall to give me ſomething over and above the reſt of his Company during 
the Voyage which he was going to make with the Vice-roy. For ic was at that very time when 
as the Vice roy Dom Garcia de Noronha was preparing to go to the ſuecor of the Fortreſs of 
Dix, which he certainly knew was beſieged, and in great danger to be taken, by reaſon of the 
great Forces wherewichall it was inveſtcd by the Twrk,, and to relieve it the Vice- roy bad aſ- 
ſembled a mighty Fleet at Goa, conſiſting of about two hundred and twenty five Veſlcls, 
whereol fourſcore and three were great obe, m_y Ships, Gallions, Carvels, and the teſt 
Brigantins, Foiſts, and Galleyt, wherein it was ſaid there were ten thouſand Land- men, and 
thirty thouſand Mariners, befides a great number of Slaves. The time of ſetting ſail being come, 
and the Foiſts provided of all things neceſſary, the Vice-roy imbarqued himſelt on Saturday the 
fourteenth of November, 1538. Howbeir five days paſt away before he put out of the Haven, 
in regard he ſtayed for his men that were not all ready to imbarque, the mean while a Catur ar- 
rived from the Town of Dia with a Letter from Antonio de Silveyrs, Captain of the Fortreſs, 
wher: by he advertiſed the Viec-roy, that the Turks had railed the fiege, and were retired. 
Now though theſe were good nzws, yet was the whole Fleet grieved thercat for the great de- 
fire every one had to fight with the Enemies of our Faith. Hereupon the Vice-roy abode there 
five days longer, during the which be took order for all things nece ſſiry to the conſervation of 
his Government of the Indiacs, and then commanding to hoiſt ſail he d-parted from Goe on a 
Thurſday morning the ſixteenth of December. The fourteenth of his Navigation he went and 
caſt anchor at Chaul, where he remained three days, during the which he entred inte confer- 
ence with [nezamn/uco, a Mahometan Prince, and took order for certain affairs very much 
importing the ſurety of the Fortreſs: After that he can ed ſome of the Veſſels ot the Fleet to be 
rigged, which he furniſhed with Soldiers and Victuals, and then d parted for to go to Din; 
But it was his ill fortune, as he was croſsing the Gulph, to be ſuddenly overtaken by ſuch a 
furious Temp: ſt, that it not only ſeparated his Flzet, but was the loſs of many Veſſcls, chic fly 
of the Baſtard Galley, which was caſt away at the mouth ot the River Dabul, whercof Dow 
Alvaro de Noronba, the Vice-roys ſon, and General of the Sea · forces, was Captain ; In the 
ſame Gulph alſo periſhed the Galley named £ #þinbeyro, commanded by Jevan de Souſa, how- 
beit the moſt part of their men were ſaved by ('briſtophilo de Gama, who came moſt oppor- 
tunely to their ſuccor. During this T there were ſeven other (hips likewiſe caſt away, 
the names of which I have forgotten, in ſo much that it was a month before the Vice-roy could 
recover himſelf of the loſs he had ſuſtained, and re- aſſemble his Fleet again which this ſtorm had 
ſcattered in divers places: At length the ſixteenth of January, 15 39. he arrived at the Town 
of Dis, where he cauſed the Fortreſs to be re-buile, the greater part whereof had been demo- 
liſhed by the Twrks, fo as it ſermed that it had been defended by the beſieged, rather by mi- 
racle, then force : Now to effect it the better he made proclamat on, that all che Capcairs with 
their Soldiers (hpuld each of them take in charge to re-baild that quarter, which ſhould be al- 
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blotted them; and becauſe never a Commander there bad more then Pedro de Faria, he 
thought fit to appoint bim the Bulwark, which looked to the Sea, for his quarter, together 
wich the out-wall that was on the Lands fide; wherein he beſtowed ſuch care and d 
that in fix and twenty days ſpace, both the one and the other were reſtored to # better ſtate 
then before, by the means of three hundred Soldiers that were employed about it. This done, 
for that it was the fourteenth of Alarch, anda fit time for Navigation to Malaca, Pedro de 
Faria ſet (ail for Goa, where by yertue of a Pattent granted him by the Vice-roy be furniſhed 
himſclf with all things neceſſary for his Voyage; Departing then Goa on the thirteenth 
of April with a Fleet of eight Ships, four Foiſts, and one Galley, wherein there were five 
bundred men, he had ſo favorable a wind, that he arrived at Malaca the fifth day of uuc in 
the ſame year, 1539- | E | 
Pedro de Faria ſucceeding Dom Eſtevano de Gama in the Charge of Captain of Malaca, &. 2. 
arrived there fafely with his Fleet, nothing hapning in his Voyage worthy of writing. Now 
becauſe at his arrival, E e van de Gama had not yet ended the time of his Commiſſion, he was 
not put into the poſſeſsion of that Government until the day that he was to enter upon his 
Charge. Howbeit, in regard Pedro de Faria was ere long to be Govemor of the Fortreſs, 
the neighboring Kings ſent their Embaſſadors to congratulate with him, and to make a tender 
of their amity, and of a mutual conſervation of Peace with the King of Portugal, Amongſt 
theſe Embaſſadors there was one from the King of Bata, who raigned in the Iſle of Samatra, 
where it is held for a ſurety that the Iſland of Gold is, which the King of Portugal, Dom Joana 
the Third, had reſolved ſhould have been diſcovered by the advice of certain Captains of the 
Country. This Embaſſador, that was Brother-in-law to the King of Bata, named Ag 
rem Dabolay, brought him a rich Preſent of Wood of Aloes, Calambaa, and five quintals of 
Benjamon in flowers, with a Letter written on the bark of a Palm tree, where theſe words 
were inſerted, 

More ambitious then all men of the ſervice of the crowned Lyon, ſeated in the dreadful 
Throne of the Sea, the rich and mighty Prince of Portugal, hy Maſter and mine, to whom, in 
thee Pedro de Faria, I do now render obedience With a ſincere and true amity, to the end I may 
become his Subjelt with all the purity and affettion Which a Vaſſal is obliged to carry unto his 
Maſter ; 1 Angeefsiry Timorrais, King of Batas, deſiring to inſinuate my ſelf into thy friend- 
ſhip, that thy Subjects may be inriched with the fruits of this my Country, 1 do offer by a new 
Treaty to repleniſh the Magazins of thy King, who ts alſo mine, with Gold, Pepper, Cam- 
fire, Benjamon, and Alocs, upon condition that With an entire confidence tos ſhalt ſend me 
4 off condadt, Written and aſſigned with thine own hand, by means Whereof all my Lanchares 
and Jurupanges may navigate in ſafety. Furtbermore, in favor of this new amity, I do again 
beſcech thee to ſuccor me with ſome Powder and great Shot, Whereof thou haſt but tos much 
in thy Store-honſes, and therefore mayſt 2 them; for I had never ſo great need of all 
kind of Warlike munitions as at this preſent, This granted, I ſhall be much indebted to thee 
if by thy means I may once chaſtiſe thoſs perjured Achems, the mortal and eminent Enemies 
of thy Malaca, With whom, I ſwear to thee, I will never have peace as long as 1 live, wntil 
ſuch time as I have bad ſatisfattion for the blood of my three children, which call upon me for 
vengeance, and that therewith I may aſſwage the ſorrow of their noble Mother, who having 
given them ſuck, and brought them up, bath ſeen them ſince miſerably butchered by that 
cruel Tyrant of Achem in the T owns of Jacur and Lingus, «s thou ſhalt be more particularly 
informed by Aquarem Dabolay, the Brother of theſe childrens deſolate Mother, whom I have 
ſent unto thee for a confirmation of our new amity, to the end, Signior. that he may treat with 
thee about (uch things as ſhall ſeem good unto thee, as well for the ſervice of God, as for the 
good of thy people, From Paniau the fifth day of the eighth Moon. 

This Embafſador received from Pedro de Faria all the honor that he could do him after 
their manner, and as ſoon as he had delivered him the Letter it was tranſlated into the Por- 
gal out of the Malayas Tongue wherein it was written. Whereupon the Embaſſador by 
his Interpreter declared the occahon of the diſcord, which was between the Tyrant of Achem, 
and the King of Bates, proceeding from this, that the Tyrant had not long before propounded 
unto this King of Batas, who was a Gentile, the imbracing of Mabomets Law, conditionally - 
that he would wed him to a Siſter of his, for which purpoſe he ſhould quit his wife, that was 
allo a Gentile, and married to him fix and twenty years; Now becauſe the King of Bates 
would by no means condeſcend thereunto, the Tyrant, incited by a C acis of his, — 
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denounced War againſt him: So each of them having raiſed a mighty Army, they fought # 
moſt bloody Battel, that continued three hours, and better, during the which the Tyrant per- 
ceiving the advantage the Bataes had ot him, after he had loſt a great number of his people, he 
made his retreat into 8 Mountain, called Cagerrendan, where the Bataes held him beſieged by 
the ſpace of three and twenty days, but becauſe in that time many ot the Kings men fell ſick, 
ad that alſo the Tyrants Camp began to want Victuals, they concluded a Peace, upon condi. 
tion that the Tyrant ſhould give the King five bars of Gold ( which are in value two hundred 
thouſand crowns of our mony) ſox to pay his Soldiers, and that che King ſhould marry his eldeſt 
ſon to that ſiſter of the Tyrant, who had been the cauſe of making that War. This accord be- 
ing ſigned by either parc, the King returned into his Country, where he was no ſooner arrived, 
but relying on this Treaty of Peace he diſmiſt his Army, and diſcharged all his Forces. The 
tranquillity of this Peace laſted not above two months and an half, in which time there came to 
the Tyrant three hundred Tur, whom he had long expected from the Straight of Mecqua, 
and for them had ſent four Veſſels laden with r, wherein alſo were brought a great many 
Caſes full of Muskets and Hargebuſezes, together with divers Pieces both of Braſs and Iron 
Ordnance. Wherrupon the firſt thing the Tyrant did was to joyn thoſe three hundred T wrks 
to ſome Forces be had ſtill afoot, then making as though he would go to Pacem for to take in 
a Captain that was revolted againſt him, he cunningly fell upon two places, named I acur and 
Lingus, that appertained to the King of Bates, which he ſuddenly ſurprized when they with- 
in em leaſt thought of it, for the Peace newly made between them took away all the miſtruſt 
of ſuch an attempt, ſo as by that means it was eaſie for the Tyrant to render himſelf Maſter of 


thoſe Fortreſſes. Having taken them he put three of the Kings ſons to death, and ſeven hun-. 


dred Omreballones, ſo are the nobleſt and the valiante ſt of the Kingdom called. This while the 
King of Batas, much reſenting, and that with good cauſe, ſo great a Treachery, ſware by the 
denk of his god Puiay Hocombinor, the principal Idol of the Gentiles ſet, who hold him for 
their god ' Jaſtice, never to cat either fruit, ſale, or any other thing, that might bring the 
leaſt guſt to his palate, before he had revenged che death of his children, and drawn reaſon 
from the Tyrant for this loſs ; proteſting further, that he was reſolved to dye in the mainte- 
nance of ſo juſt a War. To which end, and the better to bring it to paſs, the King of Bata 
ſtraight way aſſembled an Army of fifteen thouſand men, as well natives, as ſtrangers, where. 
withall he was affiſted by ſome Princes his friends: and to the ſame effect he emplored the 
Forces of us Chriftians, which was the reaſon why he ſought to contraR that new amity, we 


have ſpoken of before, with Pedro de Faria, who was very well contented with it, in regard 


he knew that it greatly imported, both the ſervice of the King of Portugal, and the conſerva- 
tion of the Fortreſs, beſides that by this means he hoped very much to augment the Reverue 
of the Cuſtoms, together with his own particular, and all the reſt of the Por:»gal: profit, in 
regard of the great Trade they had in thoſe Countries of the South, 


3. After that the King of Batas Embaſſador had been ſeventeen days with us, Pedro de Faria 


diſmiſſed him, having firſt granted whatſocver the King his Maſter had demanded, and ſome- 
thing over and above, as fire- pots, darts, and murdering Pieces, wherewith the Embafſador 
departed from the Fortreſs ſo contented, that he ſhed tears tor joy, nay, it was obſerved, thac 
aſſiag by the great door of the Church, he turned bimſclf towards it, with his hands and eyes 
itt up to Heaven, and then as it were praying to God; Almighty Lord, ſaid he openly, that 
in reſt and great joy liveſt there above ſeated on the Treaſure of thy Riches, Which are the 
ſpirits formed by thy Will, here I promiſe thee, if it may be thy good pleaſure to give us the 
victory againſt this Tyrant of Achem, and to permit us toregain that from him, which with 
ſuch notable treachery he bath taken from us in thoſe places of Jacur and Lingua, we will al- 
ways moſt faithfully and ſincerely acknowledg thee according to the Law of the Portugals, and 
according to that holy Verity, wherein confiſts the Salvation of all that are born in the Worl4 : 
Furtkermore, in our Ccuntry we will build fair Temples unto thee, perfumed with ſweet 
odo urs, Where all living Souls ſhall on their bended knees adore thee, as it hath been always 
ſed to be done unto this preſent in the Land of Portugal. And hear What be ſides I promiſe, 
and ſwear unto thee with all the aſſaredueſi of a good and faithful ſervant, that the King my 
Maſter ſhall never acknowledg any other King then the great Portugal, Who is now Lord of 

Malaca. 
Having made this proteſtation, be preſently imbarqued himſelf in the ſame Lauc hara, 
wherein he came thither, being accompanied with eleven or twelve Balons, which are ſmall 
Ba ques, 
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gu ques, and ſo went to the Iſle of Upa, diſtant not above half a league from the Port, There 
the Bandara of Malaca (who is as it were chief I uſticer amongſt the Hahometans ) was pre- 
ſcne in perſon by the expteſs commandment of Pedro de Faria for to entertain him; And ac- 
cordingly he made him a great Feaſt, which was celebrated with Hoboys, Drums, Trumpets, 
and Cymbals, together with an excellent conſort of voyces framed to the tune of Harps, Latex, 
and Viols after the Portugal manner. Whereat this Embaſſador did ſo wonder, that he would 
often put his finger on his mouth, an uſual action with thoſe of that Country when they mar- 
vel at any thing. About twenty days after the departure of this Embaſſador, Pedro de Faria 
being informed, that if he would ſend ſome Commodities from the Indiaes to the Kingdom of 
Batas, he might make great profit thereof, and much more of thoſe which ſhould be returned 
from thence, he to that effect ſet forth a urupango, of the bigneſs of a ſmall Carvel, wherein 
he ventured a matter of ſome ten thouſand duckets ; In this Veſſel he ſent, as his Factor, a cer- 
tain Mabometan, born at Aalaca, and was deſirous to have me to accompany him, telling me 
that thereby I ſhould not only much oblige him, but that alſo under pretext of being ſent 28 
Embaſſador thither, I might both ſee the King of Batas, and going along with him in his jour- 
ney againſt the Tyrant of Achem, which ſome way or other would queſtionleſs redound to my 
benefit. Now to the eod that upon my return out of thoſe Countries I might make him a true 
relation of all that I had ſeen, he prayed me cavefully to obſerve whatſoever ſhould paſs there, 
and eſpecially to learn whether the Iſle of Gold, ſo much talked of, was in thoſe parts, for 
that he was minded, if any diſcovery of it ſhould bs made, to write unto the King of Portugal 
about ir. To ſpeak the truth, I would fain have excuſed my ſelf from this Voyage, by reaſon 
thoſe Countries wereunknown to me, and for that the inhabitants were by every one account» 
ed faithleſs and treacherous, having ſmall hope beſides to make any gain by it, in regard that all 
my ſtock amounted not to above an hundred duckets; But becauſe I durſt not oppoſe the Cap- 
rains eſire I imbarqued my ſelf, though very unwillingly, with that Infidel who had the charge 
of the Merchandiſe. Our Pilot ſteered his conrſefrom Malaca to the Port of Sorotilau, which 
is in the Kingdom of Aaru, always coaſting the Iſle of Samatra towards the Mediterranean 
Sea, till at length we arrived at a certain River, called Hicandure; After we had continued 
five days failing in this manner we came to an Harbor, named Minhataley, diſtant ſome ten 
from the Kingdom of Pecdir. In the end finding our ſelves on the other fide of the Ocean 
we ſailed on four days together, and then caſt anchor in alittle river, called S aateamgim, that was 
not above ſeven fathom — — we paſt ſome ſeven or eight leagues. Now all thewhile 
we failed in this River with a fair wi 
ſuch a many Adders, and other crawling creatures, no leſs prodigious for their length, then for 
the ſtrangeneſs of their forms, that I ſhall not marvel if they that read this Hiſtory. will not be- 
leeve my report of them; eſpecially ſuch as have not travelled, for they that have ſeen little 
beleeve not much, whereas they that have ſeen much beleeve the more. All along this River, 
that was not very broad, there were a number of Lizards, which might more properly be called 
Serpents, becauſe ſome of them were as big as an 4/madia, with ſcales upon their backs, and 
mouths two foot wide. Thoſe of the Country aſſured us, that theſe creatures are ſo hardy, 
as there be of them that ſometimes will ſer upon an Almadia, chiefly when they perceive there 
is not above four or five perſons in her, and overturn it with their rails, ſwallowing up the 
men whole, without diſmembering of them. In this place alſo we ſaw ſtrange kind of crea- 
tures, which —_ ( aqueſſeitan ; They are of the bigneſs of a great Gooſe, very black, 
and ſcaly on their backs, with a row of (harp pricks on their chins, as long as a writing pen: 
Moreover, they have wings like unto thoſe of Bats, long necks, and a little bone growing on 
their heads reſembling a Cocks ſpur, with a very long tail ſpetted black and green, like unto tha 
Lizards of that Country; Theſe creatures hop and fly together, like Graſhoppers, and in that 
manner they hunt Apes, and ſuch other beaſts, whom they purſue even to the tops of the higheſt 
Trees. Alſo we ſaw Adders, that were copped on the crowns of their heads, as big as a mans 
thigh, and ſo venomous, as the Negroes of the Country informed us, that if any living thing 
came within the reach of their breath, it dyed, preſently, there being no remedy nor antidote 
againſt it. We likewiſe ſaw others, that were not copped on the crowns, nor ſo venomous 
as the former, but far greater and longer, with an head as big as a Calves. We were told that 
they hunt their prey in this manner: They get up into a tree, and winding their tails about 
ſome branch of it, let their bodies hang down to the foot of the tree, and then laying one of 
their ears cloſe to the ground, they harken whether they can hear any thing ſtir during the ſtill- 
D neſs 
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neſs of the night, ſo that if an Ox, a Boar, or any other beaſt doth chance to paſs by, they pre- | 


ſently ſeize on it, and ſo carries it up into the tree where he devours it. Io like ſort we de- 

a number of Baboons, both grey and black, as big as a great Maſtiff, of whom the Ne- 

s of the Country are more afraid, then of all the other htaſts, becauſe they will fer upon 
them with that hardineſs, as they have much ado to reſiſt them. =_

* that time we had failed ſeven or eight leagues up the River, at the end we arrived at a 
D litcle Town, named Botterrendan, not above a quarter of a mile diſtant from Pauaia, 
where the King of Bar was at that time making preparation for the War he had undertaken 
apainſt the Tyrant of Acbem. This King underſtanding that I had brought him a Letter and a 
Preſent from the Captain of Malaca, cauſed me to be entertained by the A abandar, who is he 
that wich abſolute power governs all the affairs of the Army: This General, accompanied with 
five Lanchares, and twelve Ballons, came to me to the Port where I rode at anchor; Then 
with a great note of Drums, Bells, and popular acclumations, he brought me to a certain Key 


of the Town, called ( ampalator; There the Benilara, Governor of the Kingdom, ftayed for * 


mo in great ſolemnity, attended by many Onrebalons ind Amborraias, which are the nobleſt 
perſons of his Court, he moſt part of whom for all that, were but poor and baſe, both in their 


habit; and manner of living, whereby I knew that the Country was not ſo rich as it was 


thought to be io Aalaca. When I was come to the Kings Palace, and had paſt through the 
fr Court, at the entrance of the ſecond I found an old woman, accompanied with other per-

Having 
faid ſo, ſhe carried me where the King was, unto whom I did obeyſance according to the man- 
of the Country, they I delivered him the Letter and the Preſcne I had brought him, which he 
griciouſly accepted of, and asked me what occaſion drew me thicher. Whereunto I anſwered, 
28 J had in commiſſion, that I was come to ſerye his Highneſs in the Wars, where I hoped to 
deaths honor to attend on him, and not to leave him till ſuch time as he returned Conqueror 

his Enemies: Hereunto I likewiſe added, that I deſired to ſee the City of Achem, as alſo 
the ſcieuation and fortifications of it, and what depth che River was of, whereby I might know 
whether it would bear great Veſſels and Gallions, becauſe the Captain of Malaca had a deſign 

come and ſuccor his Higneſs, as ſoon as his men were returned from the [ndiaes, and 0 


cliver his mortal Enemy, the Tyrant of Ac bem, into his hands. This poor King preſently 


believed all that. I ſaid'to be true, and ſo mach the rather, for that it was conformable to his 
deſire, in ſuch fort, that riſing out of his Thtone where he was ſet, I faw him go and fall on 
his knees before tim carcaſs of a Cows hend, ſet up againſt the wall, whoſe horns were guilt, 
and crowned wieh flowers; Then lifting ap his bands and eyes, O thou, ſaid he, that not con- 
ſtrained by any material love, Wherennto Nature bath obliged thee, doſt continually make 
glad all thoſe that deſire thy milk, as the own mot her doth bim Whom ſbe bath brought into 
She World, Without participating either of the miſeries, or pains, Which ordinarily ſpe ſuffers 
from whom we takes our Being, be favorable unte the prayer Which now With all my heart I 
offer up ante thee: and it is no other but this, that in the meadows of the Sus, where with 
the payment and recompence Which thou recaveſt, thou art contented with the good that thou 
deft here below, thou Wilt be pleaſed to conſerve mein the new amity of thu good Captain, to 
the end he mu put in execution all that this man here hath told me. At theſe words all the 
Courters, which were likewiſe on their knees, ſaid three times as it were in anſwer, How 
happy were be that could ſee that, and then dye incontinentiy ! Whereupon the King aroſe, 
and wiping his eyes, which were all beblubbered with the tears that proceeded from the zeal of 


the prafſer he had made, he queſtioned me about mavy particular things of the /ndines, and 
| Malaca. 
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ca. Having ſpent ſome time therein, he very courteouſly diſmiſſed mo, wich a promiſe 

- — the McrGaodiſe, which the Mabometan had brought in the Caprain of Mal aas 
name, to be well and profitably put off, which indeed was the ching I moſt defired. Now 
for as ach af the King ac my arrival was making his preparations for to march the Ty- 
ranc of Achem,- and had taken order for all things neceflary for that his Voyage, I had re- 
mained nine days in P4n45#, the Capital City of the Kingdom of Bara, be departed wich 
ſome Troops towards a place, named Turban, ſome five leagues of, where he arrived an hour 
before Sun-ſet, without any manner of reception, or ſhew Joy, in regard of che grief he 

was in for the death of his children, which was fuch as he never appeared in publique, but with 
| demonſtrations of ſorrow: * £546 | : 
5 Ihe next morning the King of Bets marched from Turban towards the Kingdom of A. $.2. 
chem, being eighteen leagues thither : He carried with him fifteen thouſand men of War, 
whereof eight thouſand were Bataes , and the reſt Menancaber, Lufons, Andragnite}, 
dabei, and Bournees, whom the Princes his neighbors had affiſted him with, as 7 1 
Elephants, and twelve Carts' with ſinall Ordnance, namely, Faulcons, Baſes, and other 
Pieces, amongſt the which there were three that had the Arms of Fraxce, und were taken in 
the year 1526, at ſuch time as Lops Var de Sampayo governed the State of the Indians. Now 
the King of Bara marching five leagues 2 day came toa River, called 2xi/em ; There by ſome 
of the Tyranty Spies, which he had taken, he learnt that his Enemy waited for him at Tonda- 
cur, two leagues from Achens, with a purpoſe to fight with him, and that he had great ſtore 
of firangers in his Army, namely Twrks, Cambayans, and Halabars : Where! the King 
of Bates aſſembling his Councel of War, and —_— conſulration of this affair, it was co 
daded as moſt expedient to ſer upon the Enemy be more ſtrong. With this reſo 


lation having quit the River he marched ſomewhat faſter * ind aitived about ten 
of the dock in the night at the foot of a Mountain, half a lengue from the Enemies Camp, 
where, after he had repoſed himſelf a matter of three hours, he marched on in good order, s 
for which effect having divided his Army into four Squadron, and along by a 
when ke came to the end thereof he diſcoveted a great Plain ſowed with Ri 
my ſtood ranged in two Battul ions. As ſoon as the ewo Armies deſcryed one 
at the ſound of their Trumpets, Drums, and Bells the Soldiers had ſet up a 
encoantred very vnliantly together, and after the diſcharge of their ſbot on b 
came to fight hand to hand with ſuch courage, that I crembled with fear to behold 
The Bartel continued in this manner above in hour, and yet could it not pe 
which party had the better. At laſt the Tyrant foreſceing, that if he m 
ſhould loſe the day, becauſe he perceived his men to grow faint and weary dto: 
rifing ground, that lay South of the Baraes, and about x Fanlcons (hot diſtant 
There his intention was to fortifie himſelf in certain Trenches which before he had cauſcd to be 
caſt up againſt a Rock in form of 2 garden, or tilth of Rice; Bur a brother to the King of Au- 
& aquire interrupted his deſign, for ſtepping before him with two thouſand men, he cut off his 
way, and ſtopt him from paſſing further, in ſo much that the medly grew to be rhe ſame it was 
before, and the fight was renewed between them with ſach fury, as cruelly wounding one 
another, they teſtiſied ſufficiently how they came but little ſhort of other Nations in courage. 
By this means the Tyrant, before he could recover his Trenches, loſt fifteen hundred of his men, 
of which number were the hundred and threeſcore Turks, that a little before were come to him 
from the Straight of Moc qua, with two hundred Sarrazins, Malabars, and ſome Abiſſins, 
which were the beſt men he had ; Now becauſe it was about mid-day, and therefore very hot, 
the King of Batas retired towards the Mountain, where he ſpent the reſt of the day in cauſing 
thoſe that were wounded to be looked unto, and the dead tobe buried. Hereupon, not being 
well reſolved what to do, in regard he was altogether ignorant of the Enemies deſign, he took 
care to have good watch kept all that night in part. The next morning no ſooner began 
the Sun to appear but he perceived the Valley, wherein the Achems had been the day before, 
to be quite abandoned, and not one of them to be ſeen there, which made him think the Enemy 
was defeated : la this opinion, the better to purſue the firſt point of his Victory, he diſmiſſed 
all the hurt men, as being unfit for ſervice, and followed the Tyrant to the City, where arriving 
two hours before Sun-ſer, to ſhew that he had ſtrength and courage enough to combat his Enc- 
mies, he reſolved to give them proof of it by ſome remarkable action before be would 
hiafclf ; To which effect he fired two of the Suburbs of the Town, as alſo four Ships, and

1 Mahometan end I returning to our lodging, departed not in four days after, employs gx; 
ing that time in (hippitg an hundred Bars of Tin, and thirty of Benjamin, which were 
Rill on Land. Then being fully ſatisfied by our Merchants, and ready to go, I went to wait 
upon the King at his Paſſeiras, which was u gent place before the Palace, where thoſe of the 
Country kept their moſt ſoletm Fairs ; There I gave him to underſtund, - that mow we had no- 
thing more to do but to depart if it would pleaſe his Majeſty to permit us : The ericertsiemnent 
that he gave me then yas very gracious, and for anſwer he ſaid to me; I am very glad for'that 
Hermon X abandar (who wis chief General of the Wars) aſſured me that your C 
exits commodities were well ſold, but it muy be chat that which he told me was not ſo, 
chat he delivered not the truth for to pleaſe me, and to actommodate himfelf. to the defire he 
kocw I had to have it ſo, wherefore, continued he, I pre. thes declare unto me freely whether 
he dealt truly with me, and whether the Mabometas that brought thein be Fully ſatisfied, for l 
would not that to my diſhonor thoſe of 214/a0a ſhould have cauſe to complain of the Mer- 
chants of Pana, ſaying, that they are not men of their word, and that there is riots King 
there who cin conſttain them to pay their debts ; and I ſwear to thee by the faith of Pagan,

When we came to his Court we found, that with a great 
dealof pomp, excellent muſick, daneing, and largeſs to the poor, he was ſolemm ing the fune- 
rals of bis Father, whom he himſclf had poynarded, of purpoſe for to marry his own mother, 
rer. he had gattem her with child: Wherewichall not being contented, to decline the murmur, 
which ſo wicked and horrible an ct might provoke noto, he had made proclamatior, that on 
pin of a moſt rigorom death no perſon whatſoever ſhould be ſo daring, as to ſpeak a word of 
that which had paſt, and it was told us there, how for that cauſe he had moſt tyrannically put 
che principal Perſonages of his Kingdom, and a number of Merchants already to death, whoſe 
8 had confiſcated to his own uſe, and thereby enriched his Coffert with two milliom of 


201d 4, 80 pen our arrival we perceived ſuch a general fear to be amongſt the people, 3s 
not the-moſt hardy oſ chern all durft for much as make the leaſt mention in the world of it. Now 


in regard the Aabome tan, my companion, named Coia Ale, was 2 man liberal of his tongue, 
| and 
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ind that would ſay any thing which came into his head, he perſwaded himſelf, in regard he was 
a ſtranger, and the Captain of Maleca's Factor, that he might with more liberty then thoſe of 
the Country talk what be lifted, and the King not puniſh him for it, as he did his Subjects; 
Bat he found himſelf far ſhort of his account, and this preſumption colt him his lite: For being 
invited to a feaſt by another A. abometan like himſelf, a Merchant ſtranger, botn at Patana, 
when as they were both of them high with wine and meat, av learned fince, they began to 
talk boldly, and without any reſpect of the Kings Brutality and Partzcide, whereof the King, 
being inconginently advertiſed by Spies, which he had in every corner for that purpoſe, he 
cauſed the houſe to be preſently irvefted, and all the gueſts to be apprehended, to the number 
of ſeventeen perſons ; Theſe poor wrerches were no ſooner brought bound before him, but 
immediately, without obſerving any form of Jultice, or hearing what they could ſay for them- 
ſelves either good or bad, he commanded them to be put to a molt cruel kind of death, called 
by them Gregoge, which is, to ſaw off the feet, hands, and heads of them that are condemned 
co it, as I beheld afterwards my ſelf. This exceution done, the King, feating leſt the Captain 
ot Malaca ſhould be offended for that he had executed his Factor thus with the reſt, and there- 
fore might arreſt ſome goods that he had at Aalaca, ſent the night following for me to the 
furupango, where I was ſleeping, and altogether ignorant of that which had paſt ; unde 

ing the Kings pleaſure away I went, and coming about midnight to the Palace I perceived in the 
outward Court a great many men in arms; the fight whereof I mult confeſs put me into a migh- 
ty am1zement and miſtruſt, becauſe I could not imagine what ſhould be the cauſe of it, and 
doubting leſt it might be ſome ſuch Treaſon as at other times they had practiſed againſt us, 1 
would fam have returned, but they that accompanied me, judging that my fear proceeded from 
the Soldiers which I beheld there, bid me be afraid of nothing, for theſe men were only goitig 
forth to apprehend an offendor by the Kings commandment ; Having ſaid thus with an intene 
to conficm me, I could not for all that be ſatisſied, but was ſeized with ſo terrible fear, as I 
was not able to utter a word, howbeir at length recollecting my ſelf a little, I ſignified to them 
the belt I coald, how if they would permit me to return to my Skiff for to fetch a thing-which 
I had forgotten, I would give them forty Ctownt in Gold; whereunto they anſwered, that 
if I would give them all the Silver in Afafaza they would not let me 75 for if they ſhould, they 
were ſure to loſe their heads | This ſpeech of theirs redoubled my fear, which yet incteaſed 
when I ſaw my ſell invironhed with twenty more of thoſe armed men, who guarded me all 
that night. The next morning the King being advertiſed that I was there, commanded me to 
be brought unto him, into i next Court, where I found him mounted on an Elephant, and 
accompanied with m hundred perſons beſides thoſe of his guard, which were far more in num- 
ber; When he ſaw me coming towards him, much troubled, and indeed more dead then alive, 
he ſaid twice to me, Be not afraid, but come nearer to me, and thou ſhalt know the cauſe Why 
I ſent for thee. Thereupon having made a ſign to me with his hand that I ſhould look that way 
he pointed me to, I turned me about and beheld a great many bodies extended on the place, and 
weltring in their own blood, amongſt the which I preſently knew the Mabometan, Coia Ale, 
with whom 1 came, which I no ſooner perveived, but like = man diſtraught of his wits I 
caſt my ſelf at the feet of the Blephane whereapon the King rode, and with tears in my eyes 
cryed out, O Sir, have pity on me, and take me for thy ſlave, rather then cauſe me to end my 
days with the torments which have taken thoſe ont of the world whom I fee here; I ſwear 
unto thee by the faith of a Chriſtian, that I havt not deſerved death, as having no way offend- 
ed thee ; Conſider likewiſe, I beſecch thee; that I am Nephew to the Captain of Malata, who 
will give thee any ranſom for me thou wile dente, as alſo that thou haſt Jaropange; where- 
in I came, in thy Port, full of goods, all which thou mayft take it if thou pleaſeſt. Hearing 
me ſpeak in this fort, God forbid, (aid he, 2hat ever I ſhould do any ſuch thing, no, no, be not 
afraid, but ſtand up, and recolieft thy ſelf, for I ſee well thou art much worbled, and When 
thou art in better caſe to hear me I will tell thee Wherefore I cauſed the Moor, that came with 
thee, to be executed ; and in good faith if he had been either a Portugal; or a Chriſtian, I 
would not have put him to death, no, though he bad killed mine own ſon, Hoheit perceiving, 
that all which he could ſay would not rid me of my far, he commanded-a pot of freſh water 


to be brought me, whereof I drunk pretty quantity, and withall made one of his followers 


to fan me with a ventilow for to retreſb e: A quarter of an hour, or thereabouts, was ſpent 
in thus action, at the end thereof finding that I was ſo well recovered, as I was ble with good 
ſence to auſwer unto the queſtions he ſhould at me; Portugal, ſaid he unto me, I know that

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thou haſt bern told, ſince thy coming hither, how I killed my Father, as indeed I did, becauſe 
I was ſure he would have killed me, incited thereunto by the falſe reports of ſome of his ſlaves, 
would have made him believe that I had gotten my mother with child, whereof I had never fo 
much as the leaſt thonght, whereby thou mayſt ſee what ill tongues can do. Indeed it is true, 
that being moſt aſſured he had without all reaſon given ſuch credit to thoſe ſlinderous reports, 
as he was fully reſolved to have taken away my life, to decline that imminene peril I prevented 
him, and caught him in the ſame ſnare he had layd for me ; But God knows how much againſt 
my mind this fell out, and how I always made it my chiefeſt glory to tender him the dutitul of- 
fices of a moſt obedient ſon, as it may well appear now at this preſent : for to keep my mother 
from being a ſad and deſolate widow, as many others are, ſeeing my ſelf to be the cauſe of her 
miſery, and obliged to comfort her, I have taken her to wife; judg then whether I have been 
wrongfully blamed, or no, fince that for her I have refuſed many great parties, thee have been 
propgunded unto me from Patacia, Berdio, T anangarin, Siaca, Jamba, and Andragia, 
who were no leſs then Siſters and Daughters of Kings, and offered unto me with very rich 
dowries. Now being informed that ſuch falſe reports had been diſperſed abroad of me, for to 
arreſt the tongues of Detractors, which are ſo audacious as to talk of any thing comes in their 
heads, I cauſed it to be proclaimed, that none ſhonld dare to ſpeak of that affair; But for as 
much as without any regard at all of this my Injunction, this fellow of thine, which lies there 
in the company of thoſe other Dogs, like unto himſelf, ſpoke yeſterday of me moſt reproach- 
fully in publique, ſaying, I was an Hog, or worſe then a very Hog, and my mother a ſalt Bitch; 
as well to puniſh his Aanders, as to preſerve my honor, I was conſtrained to put him to death, 
together with theſe other Dogs, who were no leſs {landerous then he: Wherefore I am to de- 
fire chee, chat as my friend thou wilt not think this procedure of mine any way e. Now 
if thau ſhouldſt happen to thipk, that I have done it on purpoſe to ſeize upon the Captain of 
Mealaca's goods,be confident that I never meant it, & thou mayſt truly certifie him ſo much; For 
Lſyenr unto thee by my Law, that I have ever been a great friend to the Portugals,and fo will 
continue all my life. Hereupon being ſomewhat recovered from the fear I was in a little before, 
I anſwered him, How his Highneſs had much obliged his very good friend, and brother, the 
Captain of Malaca, by the execution of that Mahometar, who had imbezelled away a great 
part of the goods committed to his charge, and underſtanding that I had diſcovered his knavery 
he had twice gone about to poyſon me ; whereunto alſo I added, how this Dog when he was 
drunk would bark at every one, and ſpeak his pleaſure at large. This anſwer made upon the 
ſudden, and not knowing well what I ſaid, very much pleaſed the King, who commanding me 
to comme nearer to him, Verily, continued he, by this ſpeech of thine I perceive thou art an ho- 
neſt man, and my friend, and being fo I doubt not but thou wilt give a good interpretation to 
my actions, contrary to thoſe maltiff Dogs that lie there weltring in their own blood. Having 
faid ſo, he took a purſe from his girdle trimmed with gold, and gave it me, as alſo a Letter di- 
rected to Pedro de Faria, whereupon I took my leave of him, with a promiſe that I would ſtay 
there a week longer; howbeit getting ſpeedily aboard my 7#r»pargo, I made. not a minutes 
ſtay, but inſtantly cauſed the Mariners to hoift (ail, and away, {till imagining that ſome were 
following to apprehend me, by reaſon of the extream fear I wat in, having ſo lately eſcaped, as 
I chought, the danger of a moſt cruel death. | | 

$.3. - Being departed from the River of Parles on a Saturday about Sun-ſer, I made all the ſpeed 
chat poſſibly I could, and continued my courſe until the Tueſday following, when it pleaſed 
God that I reached to the Iſles of Pullo Sambalin, the firſt Land on. the Coaſt of Aue. 
There by good fortune I met with three Por:ngel (hips ( whereof two came ſtom Bengale, 
and the other from Pegs) commanded by Triſtan de Gan, who had ſometimes been Gover- 
nor of. the perſon of Don Lorenzo, ſon to the Vice-roy Don Franceſco d Almeda, that was 
after ward put to death by Mirooc em in (han! Roade, 28 is at large delivered in the Hiſtory of 
the Diſcovery of the Indiaes. This ſame Triſtan furniſhed me with many things that I had 
great need of, as tackle, and Mariners, together with two Soldiers, and a Pilot; moreover, * 
both himſelf and che other to ſhips had always a care of me until our arrival at Aalaca where 
diſ- imbarquing my ſelf, the firſt thing | did was to go to the Fortreſs for to ſalute the Captain, 
and to render him an account of the whole ſucceſs of my Voyage, where I diſcourſed unto him 
at large what Rivers, Ports, and Havens IT had newly diſcovered in the Iſle of Samatra, us well 
on the Meditærraus an, as on the Ocean Seas (ide, as alſo what commerce the inhabitants of 


the Country uſed.; Then I declared unto him the manner of all that Coaſt, al all thoſe Ports, 
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and of all thoſe Rivers ; whereunto I added the ſcitnations, the heights, the degrees, the names, 
and the depths of the Ports, according to the direction he had given me at my departure. There- 
withall I made him a deſcription of the Rode wherein Roſado, the Captain of a French ſhip, was 
loſt, and another, named Matelote de Brigas, as alſo the Commander of another (hip, who 
by a ſtorm at Sea was caſt into the Port ot Dix in the year 15 29. during the raign of Saltan 
Bandar, King of ( ambaya. This Prince having taken them all, made fourſcore and two of them 
abjure their aith, who ſerved him in his Wars againſt the great Mogor, and were every one 
of them miſerably ſlain in that expedition. Moreover I brought him the deſcription of aplace 
fit for anchorage in Pull Bot um Roade, where the Biſquayn Ship ſuffered ſhipwrack, which 
was ſaid to be the very ſame, wherein Magellan compaſſed the World, and was called the 
Vittoria, which traverſing the Iſle of 7 was caſt away at the mouth of the River of Sonda. 
I made him a recital likewiſe of many different Nations, which inhabic all along this Ocean, and 
the River of Lampon, from whence the Gold of Menancabo is tranſported to the Kingdom of 
Campar, upon the waters of Jambes and Broteo, For the inhabitants affirm out of their Chro- 
nicles, how in this very Town of Lampon there was anciently a Factory of Merchants, eſta- 
bliſbed by the Queen of Sh:ba, whereof one, named Nauſem, ſent her a great quantity of 
Gold, which ſhe carried to the Temple of peruſalem, at ſuch tim: as ſhe went to viſit the wiſe 
King Solomon; From whence, ſome ſay, (he returned with child of a ſon, that afterwards 
ſucceeded to the Empire of A thiopia, whom now we call Preſter- John, of whoſe race the 
Abiſſins vaunt they are deſcended. Further, I told him what courſe was uſually held tor the 
fiſhing of ſeed pearl betwixt Pull Tiquo and Pullo Quenim, which in times paſt were car- 
ried by the Betaes to Pazem and Pedir, and exchanged with the Txrks of the Straight of 
Mecqua, and the Ships of 7xdga, for ſuch Merchandiſe as they brought from Grand Cairo, 
and the Ports of Arabia Felix. Divers other things I recounted unto him, having learnt them 
of the King of Bras, and of the Merchants of Panais : And for concluſion, I gave him an in- 
formation in writing, as he had formerly deſited me, concerning the Iſland of Gold: I told 
him, how this Iſland is beyond the River of Calandor five degrees to the Sourhward, inviron- 
ed with many ſhelfs of ſand, and currents of water, as alſo that it was'diftant ſome hundred 
and threeſcore lesgues from the point of the Iſle of Samatra. With all which'reports Pedro de 
Faria remained ſo well ſatisfied, that he made preſent relation thereof to the King Dom Fovar 
the Third of happy memory, whe the year after ordained Fravceſco d Almeida for Captain to 
diſcover the Iſle of Gold, a Gentleman of merit, and very capable of that charge, who indeed 
had long before petitioned the King for it in recompence of the ſervices by him performed in 
the Iſlinds of Banda, of the Molucques, of Ternate, und Geilolo : But by ill fortune this 
Franceſco d Almeida, being gone from the Indiaes to diſcover that place, dyed of a feaver in 
the Iſles of Nicubar; Whereof the King of Portugal being advertiſed, he honored one Diego 
Cabral, born at the Maderaes, with that Command, but the Court of Juſtice deprived him 
of it by expreſs order from Martinex Alphonſo de Souſa, who was at thut time Governor, 
which partly proceeded, accordiog to report, for that he had murmured againſt him ; Where- 
upon he gave it to peronimo Frguereydo, a Gentleman belonging to the Duke of Braganca, 
who in the year 1 542. departed from Goa with two Foiſts, and one Carvel, wherein there 
were fourſcore men, as well Soldiers, as Mariners; But it is ſaid, that his Voyage was without 
eflect, for that, according to the apparanc:s that he gave of it afterward,it ſeemed that he defired 
to enrich himſelf too ſuddenly : To which end he paſſed to the Coaſt of Tauaſſery, where he 
took certain Ships, that came trom Mecqua, Adem, Alcoſſer, pu daa, and other places upon the 
| Coaſt of Per ia. And werily this booty was the occaſion of his undoing, for upon an unequal 
partition thereof falling at difference with his Soldiers, they mutined in ſuch fore againſt him, as 
afrer many affronts done him they bound him hand and foot, and ſo carried him to the Iſle of 
Ceilan, where they fer him on Land; and the Carvel, with the two Foiſts, they returned to 
. the Governor Do» Jeano de Caſtra, who in regard of the neceſſity of the time pardoned them 
the fault, and took them along with him in the Army, which he led to Dia for the ſuccor of 
Don Noana Maſcarenhas, that was then firaicly beſieged by the King of 4 embaya's Forces. k 
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Since that time there hath been no talk of the diſcovery of this Iſſind of Gold, although it ſeems 
very much to import the common good of our Kingdom of Portugal, if it would pleaſe God it 
might be brought co paſs, | | f 
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- C HAP. IX. 
The Arrival of an Embaſſador at Malaca from the King of Aaru to the Captain 
thereof ; his ſending me to the ſaid King, my coming to Aaru, and 
that Which happend to me after my departing from thence, 


§. 1. Nlxe and twenty days after my coming to Malaca, Dom Stephano de Gama being ſtill Cap- 
F tain of the Fortreſs, an Embaſſador arrived there from the King of Aars, for to demand 
ſuccor of men from him, and ſome munitions of War, as Powder, and Ballets, for to defend 
himſelf from a great Fleet that the King of Achem was ſetting forth againſt him, with an in- 
tention to deprive him of his Kingdom, and ſo be x nearer neighbor unto us, to the end that 
having gained that paſſage, he might afterwards ſend his forces the more eaſily againſt our kor- 
trefs of Malaca : ' whereof Pedro de Faria was uo ſooner advertiſed, but repreſenting unro {| 
himſelf how important this affair was for the ſervice of the King, and preſervation of the For- | 
treſs, he acquainted Dom Stephano de Gama with it, in regard his Command of the place was | 
to continue yet {ix weeks longer; howbeit he excuſed himſelt from giving the ſuccor, which 
was required, ſaying, that the time of his Government was now expiring, and that his being 
ſhortly to come in the duty of his charge did oblige him to take care of this buſineſs, and to 
think of the danger that menaced him. Hereunto Pedro de Faria made anſwer,that if he would 
relinquiſh his Government for the time he had yet to come in it, or give him full power to diſ- 
poſe of the publique Magazins, he would provide for the ſuccor that he thought was neceſſary. 
In a word, and not to ſtand long on that which paſt betwixt them, it (hall ſuffice to ſay, that 
this Embeſſador was utterly denyed his demand by theſe two Captains, whereof the one alledg- 
ed for excuſe, that he was not yet entered upon his Charge, and the other that he was upon the 
| finiſhing of his: whereupon he returned very ill ſatisfied with this refuſal, and ſo far reſented 
1 injuſtice, which he thought was done unto his King, as the very morning wherein he imbarqued 
| himſelf,” having met by chance with the two Captains at the gate of the Fortreſs, he ſaid aloud 
before them publiquely with the tears in his eyes; O God! that with a ſoveraign Power and 
Majeſty raigneſt in the higheſt of the Heavens, even with deep ſighs fetch'd from the bottom 
of my heart, I taks thee for Judg of my cauſe, and for Witneſs of the juſt occaſion I have to 
wake this requeſt to theſe Captains here, and that in the name of my King, the faithful Vaſſal 
of the great King of Portugal, p homage ſworn by his Anceſtors to the famous Albu- 
quei que, Who promiſed us, that if the Kings of our Kingdom did always continue true and 
lojal SubjeRts to his Maſter, that then both he and his [OE would oblige themſelves to 
defend them againſt all their enemies, as belonged to their ſoveraign Lord to do; Wherefore 
fince we have continued ſtill loyal to this day, What reaſon have you, my Maſters, pot to ac- 
compliſh this obligation, wherein. your King and you are ſo deeply engaged, eſpecially ſeeing 
Jeu kxow that only in ref of you this per fidious Tyrant of Achem takes our Country from, 
#4 ; For there is nothing he ſo much reproacheth us withall, as that my King is 44 good a Por- 
rugal and Chriſtian, as if he had been born in Portugal; and yet now that he deſires you to ſuc- 
cor him in his need, as allyes and true friends ought to do, you excuſe your ſelves with reaſons 
that are of no validity. I he ſuccor we require of you for to ſecure us, and to keep thu [aithleſs 
wretch from ſeizing on our Kingdom, is a very ſmall matter, namely, forty or fifty Portugals, 
that may inſtrutt us in the military art, together With four barrels of Powder, and — | 
dred Bullets for field Pieces; a poor thing in compariſon of that you have. Now if you can | 
yet be perſwaded to grant us this little ayd, you ſhall thereby ſo much oblige our King, as he 
will ever remain a faithful ſlave to the mighty Prince of Portugal, your Maſter andours, in | 
Whoſe name I beſeech you, once, twice, nay an hundred times, that you will perform that ap- 
pertains unto your duty to do, for this Which I thus publikely demand of you it of 
ſo great importance, that therein conſiſts, not ſo much the preſervation of the Kingdom of 
Aaru, 4s the ſafety of this your Fortreſs of Malaca, Which that Tyrant of Achem our enemy 
ſo extreamly deſires to poſſeſr,and to that purpoſe he hath gotten the aſſiſtance of divers ſtrange 
Nations; but becauſe be finds that our Kingdom is a let to the execution of bis deſign, he en- 
deavors to uſurp it upon us, and then be intends to guard this Straight in ſuch ſort, as be Will 
quite exclude you from all Commerce with the Spices of Banda and the Molucques, and from 
all the Trade and Navigation of the Seas of China, Sunds, Borneo, Timor, and ] appon, and 
this his own people ſtic not to boaſt of even already being alſo further manifeſted by the accord, 
Which 
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which he bath lately made with the Turk, through the inter poſure of the Baſſa of grand Cairo, 
who in conſideration thereof hath promiſed to aja him with great Forces : Wherefore at length 
give ear unto the requeſt Which { bave made unto you in the name of my King, and that if 
much concerns the ſervice of yours, for ſince you may yet give a remedy to the miſcbief, Whic 
Jon ſee is ready to fall, 1 deſire you to do it ſpeedily; Aud let not one of jou excuſe himſelf by 
alledging that the time of his Government 1s almoſt at an end, nor the other, that he is not as 
yet entered upon his Charge, for it is ſufficient that you know you are both of you equally ob- 
liged ther:mnto : 5 

Having finiſhed this ſpeech in form of a requeſt, which availed him nothing, he ſtooped 
down to the ground, from whence taking up two ſtones, he knocked with them upon a Piece 
of Ordnance, and then the tears ſanding in his eyes he ſaid, The Lord, Who hath created us, 
will defend us if he pleaſe, and ſo imbarquing himſelf he departed greatly diſcontented for the 
bad anſwer he carried back. Five days after his departure Pedro de Faria was told how all the 
Town murmured at the ſmall reſpeR, that both he and Dom Stephano had carricd to that poor 
King, who had ever been a friend both to them, and the whole Porrnge/ Nation, and conti- 
nually done very good offices to the Fort, for which cauſe his Kingdom was now like to be taken 
from him: This advice cauſing him to ſee his fault, and to be aſhamed of his proceeding, he 
labored to have palliated it with certain excuſes, but at laſt he ſent this King by way of ſuccor 
fitteen quintals of fine Powder, an hundred pots of Wild- fire, an hundred and fifty Bullets for 

t Ordnance, twelve Harquebuzes, forty ſacks of ſtones, threeſcore Headpieces, and 3 

Ear ot guilt Mail, lined with Crimſon Sattin for his own perſon, together with many other 
garments of divers ſorts, as alſo twenty piects of Caracas, which are ſtained linnen, or Cotten 
Tapeſtry, that come from the Indiaes, and cloth of Malapa, where with they uſually apparel 
themſelves in that Country, as well for his wife, as his daughters. All theſe things being laden 
aboard a Lanchara with oars, he deſired me to conduct ind preſent them from him to the King 
of Aars, adding withall, that this buſineſs greatly concerned the King of Portugals ſervice, 
and that at my return, beſides the recompence I ſhould receive from him, he would give me an 
extraordinary pay, and upon all occaſions employ me in ſuch Voyages, as might redound to my 
profit; whereupon I undertook it, in an ill hour as I may ſay, and for a nutace of my fins, 
in regard of what arrived unto me thereupon, as ſhall be ſeen hereafter. So then I imbarqued 
my ſelf on Tueſday morning, the fifth of October, 1539. and uſed ſach ſpeed, that on Sunday 
— I arrived at the River of Panetican, upon which the City of Aars is ſcitu- 
xted. 
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I no ſooner got to the River of Paneticas, but preſently landing I went direAly to a Trench, C.2. 


which the King in perſon was cauſing to be made at the mouth of the River for to impeach the 
Enemies diſ-imbarquing ; Preſencing my (elf unto him, he received me with great demonſtra- 
tion of joy, whereupon I delivered him Pedro de Faria's Letter, which gave him ſome hope of 
his coming in perſon to ſuccor him, if need required, with many other complements, that coſt 
little the ſaying, where with the King was wonderfully contented, becauſe he already imagined 
that the effect thereof would infallibly enſue ; But after he ſaw tbe Preſent I brought him, con- 
ſiſting of Powder, and Awmunitions, he was ſo glad, that taking me in his arms, My 
friend, ſaid be unto me, I aflure thee that the laſt night I dreame how all theſe things, which I 
be hold here before me, came unto me from the King of Portagal, my Maſters Fortreſs, by 
m: ans whereof, with Gods affiftance, I hope to defend my Kingdom, and to ſerve him, in 
the manner I have always hitherto done, that is, molt faithfully, as all the Captains can very 
well celtifie, which have heretofore commanded in Malaca. H:reupon queſtioning me about 
certain matters, that he defired to know, as well concerning the /ndiaes, as the Kingdom of 
Portagal, he recommended the finiſhing of the Trench to his people, who wrought very ear- 
neſtly and chearfully in it, and raking me by the hand, on foot as he was, attended only by five 
or fix Gentlemen, he led me directly to the City, that was about ſome quarter of a league from 
the Trench, where in his Palace heentertained me moſt magnificently, yea and made me to ſa- 
lure bis wife, a matter very rarely practiſed in that Country, and held for a ſpecial honor, which 
when I had done with abundance of tears he ſaid unto me, Portugal, here is the cauſe that 
makes me ſo much to redoubt the coming of mine Enemies,for were I not withheld by my viite 
I fwear unto thee by the Law of a goad and true Moor, that I would prevent them in their de- 
figns without any other ayd then of my own Subjects; for it is not now that 1 begin to know 
what manner of man the p-rfidions Achem is, or how far his power extends; Alas | it is the 
E 2 great 
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great ſtore of Gold, which he poſſeſſeth, that covers his weakneſs, and by means whereof he 
wageth ſuch forces of ſtrangers, wherewith he is continually ſerved : But now that thou mayſt 
on the other ſide underſtand how vile and odious poverty is, and how hurtful to a poor King, 
ſuch as I may be, come thee along with me, and by that little which I will preſently let thee fee 
thou ſhalt perceive, whether it be not too true, that Fortune hath been exceeding niggardly 
to me of het goods; Saying ſo, he carried me to his Orſenal, which was covered with chatch, 
and ſhewed me all that he had within it, whereof he might ſay with reaſon, that it was no- 
thing in compariſon of what he needed for to withſtand the attempts of two hundred and thir- 
ty Veſſels, repleniſhed with ſuch warlike people, #s the Achems and Mulabar Turks were; 
Moreover, with a ſad countenance, and as one that deſired to diſcharge his mind of the grief he 
was in for the danger was threatened him, he recounted unto me, that he had in all but fix thou- 
ſand men Aarunt, without any other forraign ſuccor, forty Pieces of ſmall Ordnance, as Fal- 
conets, and Baſes, and one caſt Piece, which he had formerly bought of a Portugal, named 
Antonio de Garcia, ſomętimes Receiver of the Toll and Cuſtoms of the Ports of the Fortreſs 
of Pacem, whom Georgio a Albuqurque cauſed ſince to be hanged and quartered at Malac a, 
for that he treated by Letters with the King of Bintham about a plot of Treaſon, which they 
had contrived together; He told me beſides, that he had alſo forty Muskets, fox and twenty 
Elephants, fifty Horſemen for the guard of the place, eleven or twelve thouſand Raves hardened 
in the fire, called Salignes, whoſe points were poyſoned, and for the defence of the Trench 
kitty Lances, good ſtore of Targets, a thouſand pots of unſlack'd Lime made into Powder, and 
to be uſed in ſtead of pots of Wild- fire, and three or four Barques full laden with great flints; In a 
word, by the view of theſe, and ſuch other of his miſeries, I eaſily perceived he was ſo unpro- 
vided of things neceſlary for his defence, that I preſently concluded the Enemy would have no 

great ado to ſeize of this Kingdom: Nevertheleſs he having demanded of me what 1 
of all this Ammunition in his Magazin, and whether there were not enough to receive the 
gueſts he expected, I anſwered him, that it would ſerve to entertain them; but he underſtand- 
ing my meaning ſtood muſtng x pretty while, and then {baking his head, Verily, ſaid he unto 
me, if your King of Portugal did but know what a loſs it would be to him, that the Tyrant 
of Achem ſhould take my Kingdom from me, doubtleſs he would chaſtiſe the little care of his 
Captains, who, blinded as they are, and wallowing in their avarice, have ſuffered my Enemy 
to grow ſo ſtrong, that I am tnuch afraid they (ball not be able to reſtrain him when they would, 
or if they could, that then it maſt be with an infinite expence. I labored to anſwer this which 
he had ſaid unto me with ſuch reſentment, but he confuted all my reaſons with ſo much truth, 
as I had not the heatt to make any farther reply; withall he repreſented divers foul and enormous 
actions unto me, wherewithall he charged ſome particulars amongft us, which I am contented 
to pals by in ſilence, both in regard they are nothing pertinent to my diſcourſe, and that I deſire 
not to diſcover other mens faults ; For a concluſion of his ſpeech, he related unto me the little 
iſhment which was ordained for ſuch as were culpable of theſe matters, and the great re- 
wards that he had ſeen conferred on thoſe which had not deſerved them ; whereunto he added, 
that if the King deſired throughly to perform the duty of his Charge, and by Arms to conquer 
people fo far diſtant from his Kingdom, and to preſerve them, it wis as neceflary for him to 
punjſh the wicked; as to recompence the good. | This ſaid, he ſent me to lodg in a Merchants 
houſe, who for five days together, that I remuined there, entertained me bravely,though to ſpeak 
truth I had rather have been at that time in ſome other place with any poor victuals, for here 
[ was always in fear, by reaſon of the Enemies continual alarms, and the certain news that came 
to the King the next day after my artival,how the chem: were already marching towards Aa- 
ru. and would be there within eight days at the fartheſt, which made him in all haſte to give 
directions for ſuch things as he had not taken order for before, and to ſend the women, and all 
that were unfit for War, out of the City five or fix leagnes into the Wood, amongſt the which 
the Queen her ſeli made one, mounted on an Elephant. Five days after my arrival, the King 
{ent for me, and asked me when I would be gone, whereunto I replyed, at ſuch time as it 
would pleaſe his Greatneſs to command me, though I ſhould be glad it might be with the ſoon- 
(lt, for that I was to be employed by my Captain with his Merchandiſe to China · Thou haft 
reaſon, anſwered he; then taking two Bracelets of maſſy Gold off from his wriſts, worth 
ſome thirty Crowns, I pre-thee now, ſaid he, giving chem to me, do not impure it to miſet- 
ablenefs chat I beſtow (0 little on thee, for thou mayſt he aſſured, that it hath been always my 
dcfire for to have much for to give much; withall I muſt deſite thee to preſent this Letter, and 
this 
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this Diamond from me to thy Captain, to whom thou ſhalt ſay, that whatſoever I am further 
engaged to him in for the pleaſure he hath done me by ſuccoring me with thoſe Ammunitions 
be hath ſent me by thee, I will bring it to him my (elf hereafter, when I ſhall be at more liberty 
then now I am, 

Having taken leave of the King of Aars, I preſently imbarqued my ſelf, and departed about 
Sur ſet, rowing down the River to an Hamlet, that is at the entrance thereof, compoſed of 
ten or eleven houſes covered with ftraw : This place is inhabited with very poor people, that 
get their living by killing of Lezrdr, of whoſe livers they make a poyſon, where with they 
anoint the heads of their arrows; For the poyſon of this place, chiefly that, which is called 
Pocauſilim, is held by them the beſt of thoſe Countries, becauſe there is no remedy for him that 
is hurt with it. The next day, having left this ſmall Village, we failed along the coalt wich a 
land wind until evening, that we doubled the Iſlands of Anchepiſan, then the day and part of 
the night following we put forth ſome what farther to Sea: But about the firft watch the wind 
changed to the North-eaſt, for ſuch winds are ordinary about the Iſle of Samatra, and grew 
to be ſo tempeſtuous, that it blew our maſt over board, tore our ſails in pieces, and ſo ſhattered 
our Veſſel, that the water came in that abundance into her at two ſeveral places, as ſhe ſunk in- 
continently to the bottom, ſo that of eight & twenty perſons, which were in her, three and twen- 
ty were drowned in leſs then a quarter of an hour. For as five that eſcaped by the mercy of God, 
we paſſed the reſt of the night upon a Rock, where the waves of the Sea had caſt us. There all that 
we could do was with tears to lament our ſad fortune, not knowing what counſel or courſe to 
rake, by reaſon the Country was ſo moorifh, and invironned with ſo thick a Wood, that a 
bird, were (he never ſo little, could hardly make way through the branches of it, for that the 
trees grew ſo cloſe together; We fat crouching for the ſpace of three whole days upon this 
Rock, where for all our ſuſtenance we had dothing but Snails, and ſuch filth, as the foam of the 
Sea produced there. After this time, which we ſpent in great miſery and pain, we walked a 
whole day along by the Iſle of Samatra, in the owze up to the — and about Sun: ſet 
we came to the mouth of a little River, ſome Croſsbow-ſhot broad, which we durſt not un- 
dertake to ſwim over, for that it was deep, and we very weak and weaty ; ſo that we were 
forced to paſs all that nighe, ſtanding up to the chin the water. To this miſery was there 
adzoyned the great affliction which the Flies and Gnaty brought us, that coming out of the 
neighboring Woods, bit and ſtung us in ſuch ſort, as not one of us but was gore blood. The 
next morning as ſoon as we perceived day, which we much defired to ſee, though we had lit- 
tle hope of life, I demanded of my four companions, all Mariners, whether they knew the 
Country, or whether there was any habitation thereabout; Whereupon the eldeſt of them, 
who had a wife at Malaca, not able co contain his tears, Alas ! anſwered he, the place that 
now is molt proper for you, and me, is the houſe of death, where ere it be long we muſt give 


nan account of our fins, it therefore behoves us to prepare our ſelves for it without any further 


delay, and patiently to attend that which is ſent us from the hand of God: For my part, let me 
intreat thee to be of a good courage whatſoever thou ſeeſt, and not be terrified with the fear of 
dymg, ſince, every thing well conſidered, it matters not whether it be to day, or to morrow. 
This ſpoken, he embraced me, and with tears in his eyes defired me to make hin a Chriſtian,

becauſe he beleeved, as he ſaid, that to be ſo was ſufficient to ſave his Soul, which could not 


otherwiſe be done in the curſed ſect of Mahomer, wherein he had lived till then, and for which 
he craved pardon of God. Having finiſhed theſe laſt words, he remained dead in mine arms, 
for he was ſo weak, as he was not able to ſubſiſt any longer, as well for that he had not eaten 
ought in three or four days before, as in regard of a great wound the wrack of the Lanchara 
had given him in his head, through which one might ſee his brains all patrefied and corrupted, 
occaſioned both for want of looking unto, as by ſalt water and flies that were gotten into it. 
Verily this accident grieved me very mach, but for my ſelf I was in little better caſe, for I was 
likewiſe ſo weak, that every ſtep I made in the water I was ready to ſwoon, by reaſon of cer- 
tain hurts on my head and body, out of which I had loft a great deal of blood. Having buried 
him in the owe the beſt we could, the other three Marmers and my ſelf reſolved to croſs the 
River, for to go and ſleep on certain great Trees, that we ſaw on the other fide, for fear of the 
Tygers and Crocodiles, whereof that Cauntry is full, beſides many other venomous creatures, 
a5 an infinite of thoſe copped Adders I have ſpoken of before in the ſixth Chapter, and divers 
ſorts of Serpents with black and green ſcales, whoſe venom is ſo contagious, as they kill men 
with their very breath. This reſolution being thus taken by us, I dcfired two of them to ſwim 
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over firſt, and the other to ſtay with me for to hold me up in the water, for that in regard of 
my great weakneſs I could hardly and upon my legs: whereupon they two caſt themſelves 
preſently into the water, exhorting us to follow them, and not be afraid; Bur alas | they 
were ſcarce in the midſt of this River, when as we ſaw them caught by two great Lezards, that 
before our faces, and in an inſtant tearing them in pieces, dragged them to the bottom, leaving 
the water all bloody, which was ſo dreadful a ſpectacle to us, as we had not the power to cry 
out; and for my ſelf, I knew not who drew me out of the water, nor how I eſcaped thence, 
for I was gone before into the River as deep as my waſte, with that other Mariner which held 
me by the hand. 


CHAP. X. 


By What means I wa carried to the Town of Ciaca, and that Which befell me there; 
my going to Malaca with a Mahomeran Merchant; and the Tyrant of 
Achems Army marching againſt the King of Aaru. 


Inding my ſelf reduced to that extremity I have ſpoken of, I was above three hours ſo be- 
F fides my ſelf, as I could neither ſpeak, nor _ At length the other Mariner and I went 
into the Sta again, where we continued the reſt of that day. The next morning having diſco- 
vered a Bu que, that was ſeeking the mouth of the River, as ſoon as it was near we got out of 
the water, and falling on our knees with our hands life up we defired them to come and take us 


up ; whereupon they gave over rowing, and confidering the miſerable ſtate we were in they 


judged" immediately that we had ſuffered ſhipwrack, ſo that coming ſomewhat nearer they 
asked us what we deſired of them; we anſwered, that we were Chriſtians, dwelling at AAA. 
lacs, and that in our return from Aars we were cat away by a ſtorm about nine days before, 
and therefore prayed them for Gods ſake to take us away with them whitherſoever they pleaſed, 
T one them, whom we gueſſed to be the chiefeſt of them, ſpake to us thus, 
By that which I ſee, you are not in caſe to do us any fervice, and gain your meat, if we ſhould 
receive you into our Barque, wherefore if you have any mony hidden, you ſhall do well to give 
it vs aſorehand, and then we will uſe towards you that charity you require of us, for otherwiſe 
it is in vain for you to hope for any help from us: Saying ſo, they made ſhew as though they 
would be gone ; whereupon we —_ them again weeping, that they would take us for 
ſlaves, and go ſell us where they pleaſed; hereunto I added, how they might have any ran- 
ſom for me they would require, as having the honor to appertain very nearly unto the Captain 
of Malaca. Well, anſwered he then, we are contented to accept of thy offer, upon condition, 
that if that which thou ſayſt be not true, we will caſt thee, bound hand and foot, alive into the 
Sea. Having replyed, that they might de fo if they found it otherwiſe, four of them got pre- 
ſently to us, and carried us into their Barque, for we were ſo weak at that time, as we were 
not able to ſtir of our ſelves. When they bad us aboard, imagining that by whipping they might 
make us confeſs where we had hid our mony, for ſtill they were perſwaded that we had ſom-, 
they tyed us both to the foot of the Maſt, and then with two double coards they whipp:d us 
till we were nothing but blood all over. Now becauſe that with this beating I was almoſt 
dead, they gave not to me, as they did to my companion, a certain drink, made of. a kind of 
Lime, Reep:d in Urine, which he having taken it, made him fall into ſuch a furions vomiting, 
as he caſt up both his lungs and his liver, ſo as he dyed within an hour after. | And for that they 
found no gold come up in his vomit, as they hoped, it pleaſed God that that was che cauſe 
why they dealc not ſo with me, but only they waſhed the ſtripes they had given me with the 
ſaid liquor, to keep them from feſtering, which notwithſtanding put me to ſuch pain, as I waz 
even at the point of death. Being departed from this River, which was called Ariſſumbea, 
we went the next day after dinner aſhore at a place, where the houſes were covered with ſtra w, 
named Ciaca, in the Kingdom of }ambes, there they kept me {even and ewenty:days, in whuch 
time by the aſſiſtance of Heaven I got my ſelf throughly cured of all my hurts. Then they that 
had a ſhare in my perſon, who were ſeven in number, ſeeing me unfit for their Trade, which 
was fiſhing, expoſed me to ſale three ſeveral times, and yet could meet with no body that 
would buy me; whereupon being out of hope of ſelligg me, they tutned me out of doors, be- 
cauſe they would not be at the charge of feeding me. I had been fix and thirty days thus aban- 
doned by theſe Inhumanes, and put a graſing like a caſt Horſe, having no other means to live 
but what ! got by begging from door to door, which God knows was very little, in regard 
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thoſe of the Country were extream poor, when as one day, as I was lying in the Sun upon the 
tand by the Sea fide, and lamenting my ill fortune with my (elf, it pleaſed God that a Maho- 
me tan, born in the Iſle of Palimban, came accidentally by: This man, having been ſometimes 
at Malaca in the company of Portugals, beholding me lie naked on the ground, asked me if I 
were not 2 Portugal, and willed me to tell him the truth; whereunto I anſwered, that indeed 
I was one, and deſcended of very rich parents, who would give him for my ranſom whatſoever 
he would demand, if he would carry me to Malaca, where I was Nephew to the Captain of 
the Fortreſs, as being the ſon of his ſiſter. The Mabhometan hearing me ſay thus, If it be true, 
replyed he, that thon art ſuch as thou delivereſt thy ſelf to be, what ſo great fin haſt thou com- 
mitted that could reduce thee to this miſerable eſtate wherein I now ſee thee ? Then I recount- 
ed to him from point to point how I was caft away, and in what ſort the fiſhermen had firſt 
brought me thither in their Barque, and afterwards had turned me out to the wide world, be- 
cauſe they could not find any body that would buy me. Hereat he ſeemed to be much aſtoniſh- 
ed, ſo that muſing a pretty while by himſelf, Koow ſtranger, ſaid he unto me, that I am but 2 
poor Merchant, all whoſe wealth amounts not to above an hundred Pardains(which are worth 
two ſhillings a piece of our mony) with which I trade for the rows of Shads, thereby hoping 
to get my living; Now I am aſſured that I might gain ſomething at Malaca, it ſo be the Cap- 
tain, and the Officers of the Cuftom-houſe there, would not do me the wrong, which I have 
heard ſay they do to many M:rchants that come thither to traffique ; wherefore if thou thinkſt 
that for thy ſake I ſhould be wall uſed there, I could be contented to redeem thee from the 
fiſhermen, and go thither with thee. Thereunto I anſwered him, with tears in mine eyes, 
that conſidering the ſtate I was in at the preſent, it was not likely he could give credit to any 
thing I ſaid, becauſe it was probable that to free my ſelf out of my miſerable captivity I would 
prize my perſon at a far higher value then it would be eſteemed for at Malaca; howbeir if he 
would lend any belief to my oaths, ſince I had no other aſſurance to give him, I would ſwear 
to him, and alſo ſet it under my hand, that if he would carry me to Malaca, the Captain ſhould 
do kim a great deal of honor for my ſake, and beſides the exempting of his Merchandiſe from 
paying of cuſtom, he ſhould receive ten times as much as he ſhould disburſe for me. Well, re- 
plyed the Aahometan, Iam contented to redeem, and reconduct thee to Malaca, but thou 
muſt take beed that thou ſpeakeſt not a word of that we have concluded on, for fear thy Ma- 
ſters hold thee at ſo dear a rate, as I (hall not be able to draw thee out ol their hands though I 
would never ſo fain ; whereupon I gave him my faith to do nothing but what he would have 
= 3 in that particular, which I held to be moſt nece ſſary for the better effecting 
of our deſire. 
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redeem me, uſed the interpoſure of a man born in the Country, who under hand went to the 
fiſhermen, and catried the buſineſs ſo cunningly with them, as they quickly conſented to my 
redemption, for they were already very weary of me, as well in regard that I was ſickly, as 
for that I could no way ſtand them in any ſtead, and therefore, as I delivered before, they had 
turned me out of doors, where I had continued a month and better; ſo by the means of this 
third perſon, whom the Mahomet an had employed, the fiſhermen ſold me to the Merchant for 
the ſum of ſeven mazes of gold, which amounts in our mony to ſeventeen ſhillings and fix 
Ide Mabometan as ſoon as he had redeemed me, brought me to his houſe, where I 

was five days out of the tyranny of theſe fiſhermen, and in a far better captivity then the for- 
mer ; At the end whereot my new Maſter went five leagues off to a place, named Sorobaya, 
where he got his Merchandiſe aboard, which, as I ſaid before, was nothiog but the rows of 
Shads ; For there is ſuch great abundance of them in that River, as the Inhabitants do there- 
with every year lade above two thouſand Veſſels, which carry at leaſt an hundred and fifty, or 
two hundred Barrels, whereof each one contains a thouſand rows, the reſt of the fiſhnot yield- 
ing them a peny. After that the Mabometan had laden a Lanc hara with this commodity, be 
preſently ſer fail for Malaca, where within a while he ſafely arrived, and carrying me to the 
Fortreſs preſented me to the Captain, relating unto him what agreemgnt we had made together. 
Pedro de Faria was ſo amazed to ſee me in ſuch a lamentuble plight, as the tears ſtood in bis 
eyes, whereupon he bade me ſpeak out aloud, that he might know whether it was I that he 
beheld, for that I did not ſeem to be my ſelf, in regard of the ſtrange deformity of my face. 
Now becauſe that in three months ſpace there had been no news of me, and that every one 
thought me to be dead, there came ſo many tolls to ſee me, as the Fortreſz could ſcarce hold them: 
Here 
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Here being demanded the occaſion of my mii fortune, and who had brought me into that mi- 
ſerable caſe, I recounted the adventures of my Voyage, juſt in the ſame maoner as I have al- 
ready dehvered them, wherear the whole company were fo aſtoniſhed, that I ſaw ſome go a- 
way without ſpeaking a word, and others ſhrink up their ſhoulders, and bleſs themſelves in 
admiration of that which they had heard from me; but in conclufion their compaſſion towards 
me was ſuch, that with the very alms they beſtowed on me I became far richer then I was be- 
fore I undertook that unlucky Voyage. As for Pedro de Faria, he cauſed threeſcore duckets 
to be given to the Mahometan Merchant that brought me, beſides two pieces of good Chine 
Damask ; moreover he freed him of all the duties he was to pay for the cuſtom of his Merchan- 
diſe, which ameunted to very near a like ſum, fo as he remained exceeding well ſatisfied of the 
bargain he had made with me. After this, to the end I might be the better uſed and looked 
unto, the Captain commanded me to be lodged in the Regiſters houſe of the Kings Cuſtoms, 
where for that he was married there he thought I might be better accommodated then in any 
other place, as indeed I was very well entreated by bim and his wife, ſo that having kepe 
my bed about the ſpace of a month, it pleaſed God to reſtore me unto my perfect 
health. 

When I had recovered my health, Pedro de Faria ſent for me to the Fortreſs, where he 
queſtioned me about that which had paſt berwixt me and the King of Aaru, as alſo how and 
in what place I was caſt away, whereupon I made him an ample relation thereof. But before 
I proceed any further, it is requiſite I ſhould here report what was the ſucceſs of the War be- 
tween the Kings of Aars and Achem, to the end, that the deſolation, which I have ſo often 
foretold, of our Fortreſs of Malaca, may the more evidently appear, it being a matter of too 
mach importance for to be ſo neglected as it is by thoſe, who ought to have more care of it. 
For this is certain, that either the power of the King of Achem is utterly to be ruined, or by it 
we (hall be miſcrably expelled out of all che Countries we have conquered all along the South- 
ern Coaſt , as Malaca, Bands, Maluce, Sunda, Borneo, and Timor, and Northwards, 


C hina, Japan, and the Leqwor, as alſo many other parts and Ports, where the Portugait 


are very much intereſſed by reaſon of the Traffique which they dayly uſe there, and where 


reap more profit then in any other plaee, that is yet diſcovered, beyond the Cape of good hope, 


the extent thereof being ſo great, that it contains along the Coaſt above three thouſand leagues, 
2s may eaſily be ſeen by the cards and globes of the world, if ſo be their —_—_— be true. 
Beſides, if this loſs ſhonld hippen, which God of his infinite mercy forbid, though we have 
but two much deſerved it for our cireleſſneſs and fins, we are in danger in like manner to loſe 
the Cuſtoms of Mandorim of the City of Goa, which is the beſt thing the King of Portugal 
hath in the Jadiacs, for they are Ports and Iflands, mentioned heretofore, whereon depends 
the greateſt part of his Revenue, not comprehending the Spices, namely, the Nutmegs, Cloves, 
and Maces, which are brought into this Kingdom from thoſe Countries. Now to return to 
my diſcourſe, I ſay, that the Tyrant of Acbem was adviſed by his Councel how there was no 
way in the world to take Malaca, if he would affail it by Sea, as he had done divers times be- 
fore, when as Dons Stephano de Gama and his Predect ſſors were Captains of the Fortreſs, but 
firſt to make himſelf Maſter of the Kingdom of Aur», to the end he might afterwards fortific 
himſelf on the River of Panetican, where his Forces might more commodiouſly and neatly 
maintain the War he intended to make : For then he might have means with leſs charge to ſhut 
up the Straights of C:mcapnra, and Sabaon, and ſo ſtop our Ships from paſſing to the Seas of 
( bina, Sunda, Banda, and the Moluc quei, whereby he might have the profit of all the Drugs 
which came from that great Archipelague; And verily this counſcl was fo approved by the Ty- 
rant, that be prepared a Navy of an hundred and threefcore Sails, whereof the moſt pare were 
Lanebares with oars, Galiots, C alabuxes of Jaos, and fifteen Ships high built, furniſhed 
with Munition and Victual. In theſe Veſſels he imbarqued ſeventeen thouſand men, nunely 
twelve thouſand Soldiers, the reſt Sailers and Pioners. Amongſt theſe were four thouſand 
Strangers, Twrks, Abiſſins, Malabares, Guſurates, md Lnſons of the Iſle of Borneo. Their 
General was one, named Heredin Mabomet, Brother · in- law tothe Tyrant, by marriage with 
a Sifter of his, and Governor of the Kingdom of Baarros, This Fleet arrived fafely at the Ri- 
ver of Panetican, where the King of Aars attended them with fix thouſand of his own natural 
SabjeRs, and not a forraigner amongſt them, both in regard he wanted mony for to entertain 
Soldiers, and that alſo he had a Country unptovided of victual to feed them. At their art wal 


the Ene mies found them fortifying of the Trench, whereof I ſpake herete fore; Whereupon 
' without 
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without any further delay they began to play with their Ordnance, and to bacter the Town on 
the Sea fide with great fury, which laſted fix whole days together. In the mean time the be- 
fieged defended themſelves very valiantly, ſo as there was much blood ſpilt on either fide: The 
General of the Achems, perceiving he advanced but little, cauſed his Forces to Land, and 
mounting twelve great Pieces he renewed the battery three ſeveral times with ſuch ĩmpetuoſity, 
that it demoliſhed one of the two Forts that commanded the River, by means whereof, and 
under the ſhelter of certain packs of Cotton which the Achems carried before them, they one 
morning aſſaulted the principal Fortreſs: In chis aſlault an Abiſſin commanded, called Ma- 
medecan, who a month, or thereabout, before was come from 7da, to confirm the new 
League made by the Baſſa of Caire on the behalf of the grand Signior with the Tyrant of A- 


chem, whereby he granted him a Cuſtom-houſe in the Fort of Pazemw. This Abiſſin rendered 


himſelf Maſter of the Bulwark, with threeſcore Turi, forty Janizaries, and ſome Malabar 
Moors, who inſtantly planted five Enſigns on the walls; In the mean time the King of Aars, 
encouraging his people with promiſes, and ſuch words as the time required, wrought fo effectu- 
ally, that with a valorous reſolution they ſet upon the Enemy, and recovered the Bulwark 
which they had ſo lately loſt, ſo as the Abiſſin Captain was ſlain on the place, and all thoſe that 
were there with him. The King following his good fortune, ar the ſame inſtant cauſed the gates 
of the Trench to be opened, and ſallying out with a good part of his Forces, he combated his 
Enemies ſo valiantly, as he quite routed them; In like manner he took eight of their twelve 
Pieces of Ordnance, and ſo retreating in ſafety he fortified himſelf the beft he could for to ſu- 
Rain his Enemies future affaulcs,

The Death of the King of Aarn, and the cruel puſtice that Was exeduged..on him by 
his Enemies ; the going of his Qucen to Malaca, and her reception ter, 
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He General of Achem, ſeeing the bad ſucceſs which he received in this incounter, was $+1- 


more — for the death of the 46:/in Captain, and the loſs of thoſe eight Pieces of 
Ordnance, then for all them that were ſlain beſides z whereupon he aſſembled his Councel of 
War, who were all of opinion that the commenced ſiege was to be continued, and the Trench 
aflailed on every (ide, which was ſo ſpeedily put in execution, that in ſeventeen days it was aſ- 
ſaulted nine ſeveral times, in ſo much as by divers ſores of fire-works, continually invented by 
a Turbiſb Engineer, that was in their Camp, they demoliſhed the greater part of the Trench; 
Moreover they overthrew two of the principal Forts on the South fide, together with a great 
Platform, which in the manner of a falſe-bray defended the entry of the River, notwithſtand- 
ing all the refiltznce the King of Aarau could make with his people, though they behaved them- 
ſelves ſo valiantly, as the Achems loft above two thouſand and five hundred men, beſides thoſe 
that were hutt, which were far more then the ſlain, whereof the moſt part dyed ſhortly after 
for want of looking to. As for the King of Aaru, he loſt not above four red men, how- 
beit for that bis people were but few, and his Enemies many, as alſo better ordered, and berter 
armed, in the laſt aſſault, that was given on the thirteenth day of the Moon, the buſineſs ended 
unſortunately by the utter defeat of the King of Aaru's Forces; For it was his ill hap, that 
having made a ſalley forth by the advice of 2 Cacs of his, whom he greatly truſted, it fell out 
that this Traytor ſuffering himſelf to be corrupted with a bar of gold, weighing about forty 
thouſand duckets, which the Achem gave him, whereof the King of Aars being ignorant, ſer 
couragiouſly on his Enemies, and fought a bloody battel with them, wherein the advantage re- 
mained on his (ide in all mens judgment, but that Dog, the perfidious Cacu, whom he had left 
Commander of the Trench, (allied forth with five hundred men, under colour of ſeconding the 
King in his purſuit of ſo proſperous a beginning, and left the Trench without any manner of 


defence, which perceived by one of the Enemies Captains, a Mabomeran Malabar, named 


Cutiale Marcaa, he preſently with fix hundted Guſarates and Malabart, whom he had led 
thither for that purpoſe, made himſelf Maſter of the Trench, which the traytrous Cacs for the 
bar of gold he had received had left unguarded, and forthwith put all the fick and hurt men that 
he found there to the ſword, amounting to the number of about fifteen hundred, whereof he 
would not ſpare ſo much as one. In the mean time the unhappy King of Aaru, who thought 
of nothing leſs then the treachery of his Cac is, ſeeing his Trench taken, ran to the ſuccoring of 
it, being a matter ct moſt imported him: But finding himſclf the weaker, he was conſtrained 
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to quit the place, ſo that az he was making his retreat to the Town ditch, it was his ill fortune 
to be killed by a (hot of an Harquebuſe from a Twrk, bis enemy. Upon this death of his enſued 
the loſs of all the reſt, by reaſon of the great diſorder it brought amongſt them. Whereat the 
Enemies exceedingly rejoycing, took up the Corps of that wretched King, which they found 
among the other dead bodies, and having imbowelled ind ſalted him they put him up io a 
Caſe, and ſo ſent him as a Preſent to the Tyrant, who, after many ceremonies of Jultice, cauſed 
him to be publiquely ſa wed into ſundry pieces, ind then boiled in a great Cauldron full of Oy 
and Pitch, with a dreadful Publication, the tenor whereof was this: 

See here the Juſtice, Which Sultan Laradin, King of the Land of the two Seas, bath cauſed 
tobe executed, Whoſe will and pleaſure it is, that as the body of thu miſerable Mabometan 
hath been ſawed in ſunder, and boiled here on Earth, ſa bu Soul ſhall ſuffer Worſe tor ments in 
Hell, and that moſt worthily, for hi tran{greſſing of the Law of Mahomet, and of the per- 

felt belief of the Muilelmans of the Honſe of Mccqua : For this execution is very juſt, and con- 
farmable to the holy Doctrine of the Book of Flowers, in regard this Miſcreant bath ſhewed 
himſelf in all bis Works to be ſa far Without the fear of God, as be bath wnceſſantly from time to 
time betrayed the moſt ſecret aud important affairs of this Kingdom to thoſe accurſed Dogs of 
the other end of the world, Who for our fins, and through our negligence, have with notorious 
Tyranny made themſelves Lords of Malaca. This Publication ended, a fearful noiſe arofe a- 
mongſt the people, who.cxyed out, This pumſoment is but 100 little for ſo execrable a crime. 
Behold truly the manner of this paſſage, and how the loſs of the Kingdom of Aarau was joyned 
with the death of that poor King, who lived in ſuch good correſpondence with us, and that 
in my opinion might have been ſuccored by us with very ſmall charge and pains, if at the be- 
ginning of the War he had been affiſted with that little he demanded by his Embaſſador; Now 
— was in the fault hereof, I will leave to the judgment of them which moſt it concerns to 
now it. 


5.2. After that this infortunate King of Aarau had miſerably ended his days, as I have before re- 


lated, and that his whole Army was utterly defeated, both the Tow. and the reſt of the King- 
dom were e: quichly taken in. Thereupon the General of the Achem: — 4 
Trenches, and fortified them in ſuch manner 25 he; thought requiſite for the conſervation and 
ſecurity of all that; he had gained: which done, he left there a Gariſon of eight hundred of the 
mof{ couragious men of his Army, who were commanded by a certain Luſan Atabometan, 
named Sapets de Raia, and incontinently after departed with the reſt of his Forces. The 
common report, was that he went to the Tyrant of Achem, who received him with very much 
honor for the good ſucceſs of this enterprize; For, as I have already delivered, being before 
but Governor and Aandara of the Kingdom of Baarros, he gave him the title of King, fo 
that ever after he was called Sultan of Baarros, which is the proper denomination of ſuch as 
are Kings amongſt the {abometayr, Now. whilelt things paſſed in this ſort, the deſolate 
Queen remained ſome ſeven leagues from Au, where being advertiſed and affured of the 
death of che King her husband, and of the lamentable iſſue of the War, ſhe preſently reſolved 
to caſt her (df into the fire, for fo ſhe had promiſed her husband in his life time, confirming 
it ata Jus great oaths ; But her friends and ſervants, to divert her from putting fo de- 
ſperate a deſign in execution, uſed many reaſons unto her, fo that at length, overcome by their 
perſwaſions, Yerily, ſaid (he unto them, althongh I yield to your requeſt, yet I Would have 
you know, that neithes the conſiderations you hats proponuded, nor the ⁊cal you ſeem to ſhow 
of good and faithful Subjects, were of power to turn me from ſo generous a determination, as 
that is Which I promiſed to my King, my Huſb and. and my Maſter, if God bad nit inſpired 
me With this thought, that living I may better revenge bis death, as by bis dear blood I vow 
unto you to labor as long as I live to do, and to that end I Will undergo any extremisy what0- 
ever, nay if need be turn Chriſtian a thouſand times over, if by that means I may be able to 
compaſs this my deſire, Saying ſo, (he immedintely got up on an Elephant, and accompanied 
with 2 matter of ſeven hundred men, ſhe marched towards the Town with a purpole to ſet ic 
on fire, where incountring ſome four bundred Achems, that were buſie about pillaging of ſuch 
goods as were yet remaining, (he ſo encouraged her people with her words and tears, that they 
cut them all preſently in pieces; This execution done, knowing her ſelf too vzeak for ro hold the 
Town, ſhe returned into the Wood, where ſhe ſojourned twenty days, during which time 
(he made War upon the Townſmen, ſurpriſing and pillaging them as often as they iſſued forth 
to get water, wood, or other neceſſaries, ſo as they durſt not ſtix out of the Town to provide 
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themſelves ſuch things as they needed, in which regard if the could poſſibly have continued this 
War other twenty days longer, (he had fo famiſhed them, as they would have been conſtrained 
to render the Town : Bat becauſe at that time ic rained continually by reaſon of the Climate, 
and that the place was boggy and full of buſhes, as alſo the fruits, where withall they nouriſhed 
themſelves in the Wood, were all rotten, ſo that the moſt part of her people fell fick, and no 
means there to relieve them, the Queen was conſtrained to depart to a River, named Minha- 
cumbaa, ſome five leagues from thence, ' where (ſhe imbarqued her felf in ſixteen Veſſcls, ſuch 
as (he could get, which were fiſhermens Paros, and in them (he went to Malaca, with 
a belief that at her Arrival there ſhe ſhould not be denyed any thing ſhe would ask.

Pedro de Faria, being advertiſed of the Queens coming, ſtent Alvaro de Faria, his ſon, F.3. 


and General of the Sea. forces, to receive her with a Galley, five Foiſts, two Catures, twenty 
Balons, and three hundred men, beſides divers perſons of the Country. So (he was brought 
to the Fortreſs, where ſhe was ſaluted with an honorable peal of Ordnance, which laſted the 
ſpace of a good hour. Being landed, and having ſeen certain things, which Pedro de Faria 
deſired to (hew her, as the Cuſtam-houſe, the River, the Army, the Manuſactures, ſtores of 
Powder, and other particulars, prepared before for that purpoſe, (he was lodged in a fair houſe, 
and her people, to the number of ſix hundred, in a field, called 1/her, in Tents and Cabbins, 
where they were accammodated the beſt that might be. During all the time of her abode, 
which was about a matter-of five months, (he contioued ſolicitinꝑ for ſuccor, and means to 
revenge the death of her husband. But at length perceiving the ſmall aſſiſtance ſhe was likely to 
have from us, and that all we did was but a meer entertainment of good words, (he determined 
to ſpeak freely unto Pedro de Faria, that ſo ſhe might know how far (hs might truſt to his 
prom ſes; To which end, attending him one Sunday at the gate of the Fortreſs, at ſuch time as 
the place was full of people, and that he was going forth' to hear Maſs, ſhe went to him, and 
after ſome complements. between them, ſhe ſaid unto him; Noble and valiant Captain, I 
beſerch you by the generoþty of your race, to give me the bearing in a few things I have to re- 
preſent; unto you. Canſider,. I pray yong. that albeit. 1: ama MMahemetan, and that for the 
greatne(s of my ſins I am altagetber ignorant in the knawledg of your holy Law, yet in regard 
1 am woman, and have been a Queen, you onght to carry ſome re ſpełt to me, and to behold 
wy miſery With. the eyes of. a Chriſtian. Hereunto at fall Pedro de Faria knew not what to 
anſwer, in the end putting off his cap, he made her a low teverence, and after they had both 
continued a good while without ſpeaking; the Queen bowed to the Church gate, that was juſt 
before them, and then ſpake again to Pedro de Faria. Truly, ſaid ſhe, the deſire I have al- 
Ways had to revenge the death of my huſband, hath been, and ſtill is, ſo great, that I have 
reſolved to [cek ont all the means that poſſibly I may ta effect it, ſince by reaſon of the Weakneſs 
of my ſex Fortune Will, not permit me to bear arms; Being perſwaded then that this here, 
which 45 the firſt I have tryed, wa the moſt aſſured, and that I more relyed upon then any 
other, 4s truſting in the ancient amity Which hath always been betwixt us and you Portugals, 
and the obligation wherein this Fortreſs is engaged to us, paſſing by many other conſiderations 
Well known to you, I am nom to deſire you With tears in mine eyes, that for the honor of the 
high and mighty King of Portugal, my ſoveraign Lord, and unto whom my huſband Was ever 
a lojal Subject and Vaſſal, you Will ayd and ſuccor me in this my great adverſity, Which in 
the preſence of many noble Perſonages you have promiſed me to do; howbeit now | ſee that in 
head of performing the promiſes Which you have ſo often made me, you alledg for an excuſe 
that Jou have Written unto the Vice-roy about it, Whereas I have no need of ſuch great Forces 
45 you ſpeak of, for that with an hundred men only, and ſuch of my own people as are flying up 
and down in bope and expettation of my return, I ſhould be able enough, though I be but a 
Woman, ix 4 ſhort ſpace to recover my Country, and revenge the death of my huſband, through 
the help of Almighty God, in whoſe Name 1 dec and require on, that for the ſervice of 
the King of Portugal, my Maſter, and the only refuge of my Widowhood, you will, ſince you can, 
aſſiſt me ſpeedily, becauſe expedition is that Which in this affair imports the moſt, and ſo doing 
you hall prevent the plot Which the Wicked enemy hath upon this Fortreſs, as too Well you may 
perceive by the means he hath uſed to effect it, If you Will be pleaſed to give me the ſuccor I 
demand of you, ſay ſo ; if not, deal clearly with me, for that you will prejudice me 4s much in 
making me loſe time, at if you refuſed me that which ſo earneſtly I deſire, and Which as a ¶ hri- 
tian you are obliged to grant me as the Almighty Lord of Heaven and Earth doth well kyow, 

Whom I take to Witneſs of this my requeſt,

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, Cu Ap. XII. 
The Queen of Auru' departure from Mualaca; her going to the King of Jantana ; 
his ſummoning the T yrant of Achem to reftore the Kingdoms of Aaru, 
and that Which paſt between them thereupon, 


Edvo de Faria, having heard what this deſolate Queen ſaid openly unto him, convinced by 

F his own conſcience, and even aſhamed of having delayed her in that faſhion, anſwered her, 
that in truth, and by the faith of a Chriftian, he had recommended this affair unto the Vice- 

roy, and that doubtleſs there would ſome ſuccor come for her ere it were long, if fo be there 

were no trouble in the /ndiaes that might hinder it, wherefore he adviſed and prayed her to 

ſtay till in Ai alaca, and that ſhortly ſhe ſhould (ee the verity of his ſpeeches. Thereunto this 

Princeſs having replyed upon the uncertainty of ſuch ſuocor, Pedro de Faria grew into choller, 

becauſe he thought (he did not believe him, ſo that in the heat of his paſſion he laſbed out ſome 

words that were more rude then was fir. Whereupon the deſolate Queen, with tears in her 

eyes, and beholding the Church gate, which was juſt againſt her, and ſobbing in ſuch manner 

as ſhe could ſcarcely ſpeak ; The clear Fountain, ſaid (he, is the God Which is adored in that 

bouſe, out of Whoſe month proceeds all truth, but the men of the Earth are finks of troubled 

water, wherein change and faults are by nature continually remaining, Wherefore accurſed 

ir he that truſts to the opening of their lips ; For 1 aſſure you, ¶ aptain, that ever fince I knew 

my ſelf to this preſent I have neither heard, nor ſeen ought, but that the more ſuch unhappy 

Wretches, as my late huſband was, and my ſelf now am, do for you Portugals, the leſs you re- 

gard them, and the more you are obliged, the leſs you acknowledg, Whence I may well conclude 

that the recompence of the Portugal Nation conſiſts more in favor, then in the merits of per- 

ſons ; And would to God, my deceaſed huſband had nine and twenty years ago but known what 
now for my fins I perceive too Well, for then he had not been ſo deceived by you as be Was : 

But fince it is ſo, I have this only left to comfort me in my miſery, that I ſee many others 

ſcandalized with your amity as well as wy ſeif ; For if you had neither the power nor the will 


to ſucror me, Why would you ſo far engage your ſelf tome, a poor deſolate Widow, concerning 


that which I boped to obtain from you; and ſo begwile me with your large promiſes: ? Having 


f thus, ſhe turned her back to the Captain, and without harkening to what he might ſay | 


inſtantly returned to her lodging, then canſed her Veſſ:ls, wherein ſhe came thither, to be 
made ready, and the next day ſet ſail for Bintan, where the King of Pantans was ut that time, 
who, according to the report was made of it to us afterward, received her with great honor 
at her arrival. To him (he recounted all that had paft-betyyixt her and Pedro de Faria, and 
how (be had loſt all hope of our triendſhip; Unto whom, it is ſaid, the King made this anſwer, 
That he did not marvel at the little faith ſhe had found in au, for that we had ſhewed it but too 
much upon ſundry occaſions wnto all the worid. Now the better to confirm his ſaying, he re- 
cited ſome particular examples of matters, which he ſaid had befallen us, conformable to his 
purpoſe ; and like a Aabometan, and our Enemy, he made them appear more enormous theo 
they were : So after he had recounted many things of us very ill done, amongft the which he 
interlaced divers Treacheries, Robberics, and Tyrannies, at length he told her, that us 2 good 
King, and a good Mabometan, he would promiſe her, that ere it were long (he ſhould fee her 
ſelf by his means reſtored again to every foot of her Kingdom; and to the end ſhe might 
be the more aſſured of his promiſe, he told her that he was content to take her for his wife, if 
ſo ſhe pleaſed, for that thereby he ſhould have the greater cauſe to become the King of Achems 
Enemy, upon whom for her ſake be ſhould be conſtrained to make War, if he would not by 
fair means be perſwaded to abandon that which he had unjuſtly taken from her. Whereunto 
(he made anſwer, that albeit the honor he did her was very great, yet ſhe would never zccept 
of it, unleſs he would firſt promiſe, as in way of a dowry, to revenge the death of her former 
husband, ſaying, it was a thing ſhe ſo much defired, as without it ſhe would not accept of the 
Soveraignty of the whole world. The King condeſcended to her requeſt, and by a ſo- 
— Oath taken on a Book of their Set confirmed the promiſe which to that effect he made 
After that the King of Pantana had taken that Oath before z great Caci of his, called Ria 
Moulana, upon a feſtival day when as they ſolemnized their Ramadan, he went to rhe 11: of 
( ompar, where immediately upon the celebration of their Nuptials he called a Councel — to 
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adviſe of the cout ſe he was to hold for the performance of that whereunto he had engaged him- 
ſelf, for he knew it was a matter of great difficulty, and wherein he ſhould be forced to hazard 
much of his Eſtate. The reſolution that he took hereupon was before he enterprized any thing 
co ſend to ſummon the Tyrant of Achem to ſurrender the Kingdom of Aars,which in the right 
of his new wife belonged now unto him, and then according to the anſwer he ſhould receive to 
govern himſelf. This Councel ſeemed ſo good to the King, that he preſently diſpatched an Em- 
baſſador to the Tyrant, with a rich Preſent of Jewels, and Silks, together with a Letter con- 
caining theſe words. S ibri Laya quengon, pracama de Raia, lawful King by a long ſucce ſſion 
of Malaca, Which by ſtrong hand, and the injuſtite of the faithleſs Kings of Jantana and Bintan 
hath been uſurped from me, To thee Sixy Sultan Aaradin, K ing of Achem, and of all the Land 
the two tat, my true Brother by the ancient Amity of our forefathers, I, thine Ally in 
fleſh and in bleod, do give thee to underſtand by my Embaſſador, that about the ſeventh Moon 
of thus preſent year the noble Widow Ancheſiny, Queen of Auru, came to me full of grief and 
tears, and profirating ber ſelf on the ground before me, ſhe told me that thy Captains had 
taken ber Kingdom from her, as alſo the two Rivers of Lava and Panetican, and ſlain Alibon- 
car her huſband, together with five thouſand Amborraias and Ouroballons, all men of mark, 
that Were with him, and made three thouſand children ſlaves, Which bad never offended, tying 
their hands bebind them, and ſcourging them continually without pity, ar if they had been the 
ſons of unbelieving mothers, Wherefore being moved with compaſſion I have received her 
under the protection of my faith, to the end that I might with more certainty inform my ſelf of 
the reaſon and right thou hadſt ſo to do, and perceiving by her oaths that thou hadſt none, 1 
have taken her to my Wife, that I might the more freely before God demand that Which is hers. 
I defire thee then, as being thy true Brother, that thou wilt render that thou haſt taken from 
ber, and thereof make her a good and full reſtitution ; And tonching the proceeding that i to 
be beld in this reſtitution Which [demand of thee, it ts to be done according to the manner that 
Syribican wy Embaſſador will ſhew thee, And not doing thus conformable to What in juſtice 1 
require of thee, I declare my ſelf thine Enemy in the behalf of this Lady, unto whom I am 
obliged by a ſolemn Oath to defend her in her affliction. This Embaſſador being come to A- 
chews, the Tyrantreceived him very honorably, and took his Letter; But after he had opened it, 
and read the contonts, he would preſently have put him to death, had he not been diverted by 
his Councel, who told him, that in ſo doing he would incur great infamy: Whereupon he in- 
ſtantly diſmiſſed the Embaſlador with his Preſent, which in contempt of him he would not ac- 
cept of, and inanſwer of that he brought him he returned him a Letter, wherein it was thus 
written. J Sultan Aaradin, K ing of Achem, Baarros, Pedir, Paacem, and of the Signories of 
Dayaa, and Batas, Prince of all the Land of the two Seas, both Mediterranean and Ocean, 
and of the Mynes of Menencabo, and of the Kingdoms of Aaru newly conquered upon juſt cauſe, 
To thee King, repleniſoed With joy, and deſirous of a doubtful heritage: I have ſeen thy Let- 
ter, Written at the table of thy Nuptials, and by the inconfiderate Words thereof have diſ- 
cerned the drunkenneſs of thy Councellors and Secretaries, Whereun:o I Would not have 
vouchſafed an anſwer, bad it not been for the humble prayers of my ſervants, As touching 
the Kingdom of Aaru, do not thom dare to ſpeak of it if thou deſireſt to live, ſufficeth it that 1 
have canſed it to be taken in, and that it is mine, as thine alſo ſpall be ere long, if thou haſt 
married Anchefiny with a purpoſe upon that occaſion to make claim to a Kingdom, that now ts 
none of hers ; Wherefore live with her as other hnſbands do with their Wives, that tilling the 
are contented with the labor of their bands, Recover firſt thy Malaca, ſince it was once 
thine, and then thou mayſt think of that which never belonged to thee. I will favor thee as 4 
Vaſſal, and not as a Brother, as thou qualifieſt thy ſelf. Fan my great and Roya Houſe of 
rich Achem, the very day of this thy Embaſſadors arrival, Whom I have preſently ſent away 
Without further ſering or hearing of him, as he may tell thee upon his return to thy pre- 
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The Kg of 7axtana's Embaſſador, being diſmiſſed with this Anſwer the very ſame day §. N 


that he arrived, which amongſt them they for a mighty affront, carried back the Preſent, 
which the Tyrant would not accept of in the greater contempt both of him that ſent, and he 
that brought it, and arrived at Compar, where the King of N autana was at that inſtant, who 
upon the underſtanding of all that had paſt grew by report ſo ſad and vext, that his ſervants have 
vowed chey have divers times ſeen him weep for very grief that the Tyrant ſhould make ſo little 
reckoning of him; Howbeit he held a Councel there upon the ſecond time, where it _ — 
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cluded, that at any hand he ſhould make War upon him, as on his mortal Enemy, and that the 
firſt thing he (bould undertake, ſhould be the teeovery of the Kingdom of Aaru, and the Fore 
of Panetican, before it was further fortifizeh The King accordingly fer forth a Fleet of two 
hundred Sails, wherecf the molt part were 'Z#a3tbkres, Calaluſes, and hifceen tall Juncks, ſur- 
niſhed with Munition neceſſary for the enterprize z And of thix Navy he made. General the great 
Laque Xemena, his Admiral, of whoſe valor the Hiſtory-ot the Iudiaet hath ſpoken in divers 
places. To him he gave two thouſand Soldiers, as alſo four:thouſand Marinergand gally ſlavts, 
all choyce and trained men. This General departed immediately with his Fleet, and arrived at 
the River of Panetican cloſe by the Enemies Fort, which he àſſaulted five ſeveral times, bath 
with ſcaling ladders, and divers artificial fires, but pereeiving he could not prevail chat way; he 
began to barter it with four hundred great Pieces of Ordaamte; which ſhot continually for the 
ſpace of ſeven whole days together, at the end whereof the moſt part of the Fort was ruined, 
and overthrown to the ground, whereupon he pteſernly cauſed his men to give an aſſault to it, 
who performed it fo valiantly, that they entered ity ind ſlew fourteen hundred Achemi, the 
moRt of which came thither but the day before the Fleet arrived under the conduct of a Trrks 


Captain, Nephew. to the Baſſa of (aire, named Mora do Arruix, who w alſo ſliin: there 


with four hundred Turłs he had brought along with him, whereof Laque A emena would not 
ſpare ſo much as one. After this he uſed: fuch diligence in repairing that which was fallen, 


wherein moſt of the Soldiers labored, that in twelve days the Fort was rebuilt, and made as, 


ſtrong as before, with the augmentation of two Bulwarks. The news of this Bleet, which the 
King of pant ana prepared in the Ports of Bintan and Compar, came to the Tyrants cars, who 
fearing to loſe that which he had gotten, put inſtantly to Sea another Fleet of fourteen hundred 
and twenty Sails, Foiſts, Lanchares, Galiots, and fifteen Galleys of five and twenty banks of 
oars a piece, wherein he cauſed fifteen thouſand men to bo ĩmbarqued, namely, twelve thou- 
fand Soldiers, and the reſt Mariners, and ſuch as were for the ſervice of the Sea; Of this Army 
he made the ſame Heredin Mabomet General, ho had before \( as I have already declared) 
conquered the Kingdom of Aaru, in regard he knew him to be a man of 4 great ſpirit, and 
foxtunate in War, who departing with this Army arrived at a place, called Aape ſſumhee, with- 


in four leagues of the River of Pauetican, where he learnt of certain fiſhermen, whom he took 


and put to torture, all that had paſt concerning the Fort and the Kingdom, and how Laque Ne- 
menu had made himſelt Maſter both of the Land and Sex in expectation of him. At this ne ws, 
ic is ſaid, that Heredin Mabomet was much perplexed, becanſe intruth he did not believe the 
Enemy could do ſo much in ſo/little time; By teaſon whereof he aſſembled his Councel, where 
it was concluded, that (mce hoth the Fort and Kingdom were regained, and all the men he had 
left there cut in pieces, as likewiſe for that the Enemy was very ſtrong, both at Sea and Land, 
and the ſeaſon very unfit for their deſign, thetefore they were to return back: Neverth: leſs He- 
redin Mahomet was of a contrary opinion, ſaying, that he would rather dye like a man of cou- 
rage, then live in-diſhonor, and that ſeeing the King had made choyce of him for that purpoſe, 
by the help of God he would not loſe one jot of the reputation he had gotten; wherefote he 
vowed and ſwore by the bones of Mahomet, and all the Lamps that perpetually burn in his 
Chappel, to put all thoſe to death as Traytors that ſhould go about to oppoſe'thls intent of his, 
and that they ſhould be boiled alive in a Cauldron of Pitch, in ſuch manner as he meant to deal 
with Laque Xemena himſelf; and with this boiling reſolution he parted from the place where 
he rode at anchor, with great cries, and noiſe of Drums, and Bells, as they are accultomed.to 
do upon like occafions. In this ſort by force of oars and fails they got into the entry of the Ri- 
ver, and coming in ſight of Laque Xemena'y Navy, who was ready waiting for him, and well 
reinforced with a great number of Soldiers, that were newly come to him from Pera, Bintan, 
Siaca, and many other places thereabout, he made towards him, and after the diſcharging of 
their O:dnance afar off, they joyned together with as much violence as might be. The fight 
was ſuch, that during the ſpace of an hour and an half there could no advantage be diſcerned on 
either part, until ſuch time as Heredin Mabomet, General of the Achems, was (lin with 2 
great (hor, that hit him juſt in the breſt, and battered him to pieces. The death ot this Chit f- 
tain diſcouraged his people in ſuch manner, as lahoting to return unto a Point, named Barogui- 
rin, with a purpoſe there to unite and forxifie themſelves until night, and then by the favor 
thereof to fly away, they could not execute their deſign, in regard of the great currant of the 
water, wh ch ſeparated and diſperſed them ſundry ways, by which means the Tyrants Army 


eſcaped, 
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eſcaped, and the other hundred threeſcore and (ix were taken, and in them were thirteen thou- 
ſand and five hundred men killed, beſides the tourteen hundred that were ſlain in the Trench. 
Theſe fourteen Sails that ſo eſcaped returned to Achem, where they gave the Tyrant to un- 
derſtand how all had paſt, at which, it is reported, he took ſuch grief, as he ſhut up himſelf 
for twenty days without ſeeing any body, at the end whereof he ſtruck off the heads of all the 
Captains of the fourteen Sails, and commanded all the Soldiers beards that were in them to be 
ſhaved off, enjoyniog them expreſly upon pain of being ſawed aſunder alive, to go ever after 
attired in womens apparel, playing upon Timbrels in all places where they went, and that 

whenſoever they made any proteſtation, it ſhould be in ſaying, So may God bring me back my 

huſband again, as this is true, or, So may I have joy of the children 1 have brought into the 

world. Moſt of theſe men ſeeing themſelves inforced co undergo a chaſtiſement fo ſcandalous 
to them, fled their Country, and many made themſelves away, ſome with poyſon, ſome with 
halters, and ſome with the ſword. A relation altogether true, without any addition of mine. 
Thus was the Kingdom of Aaru recovered from the Tyrant of Achem, and remained in the 
5 hands of the King of pant ana until the year 1574. At which time the ſaid Tyrant with a Fleet 
; of two hundred Sails, feigning as though he would go to take in Patava, fell cunningly one 
| night on Fa»tana, where the King was at that time, whom, together with his wife, children, 
and many others, he took priſoners, and carried into his Country, where he put them all to 
moſt cruel deaths, and for the King himſclf he cauſed his brains to be beaten out of his head 
with a great club. After theſe bloody executions he poſſeſt the Kingdom of Aaru, whereot he 
preſently made his eldeſt ſon King, the ſame that was afterward (lain at Aalaca, coming to 
deſiege it in the time of Don Lions Perera, ſon to the Earl of Feyra, Captain of the Fortreſs, 
| who defended it ſo valiantly, that it ſeemed to be rather a miracle then any natural work, by 

reaſon the power of that Enemy. was ſo great, and ours ſo little in compariſon of theirs, as it 

may be truly ſpoken how they were two hundred Mabomotaus againſt one Chriſtian.

| O return unto the Diſcourſe where I left, I ſay, that when I was recovered of the ſickneſs 5. r. 
| which I got in my Captivity at Siaca, Pedro de Faria, deſiring to find ont ſome occafion 
| to advance and benefit me, ſent me in a Lanchara to the Kingdom of Pan with goods of his, 
to the value of ten thouſand dackets, for to conſign them into the hands of a Factor of his, that 
recided there, named Tome Lobo, and from thence to go to Patava, which is an hundred 
beyond that. To that purpoſe he gave me a Letter and a Preſent for the King, and an 
| ample Commiſſion to treat with him about the redemption of five Portugalt, who in the 
Kingdom of Siam were Slaves to Monteo de Bauc ha his Brother - in. law. I parted then from 
Malaca upon this employment, and the ſeventh day of our Voyage, juſt as we were oppoſite 
to the Iſland of Pullo Timano, which may be diſtant from Malaca ſome ninety leagues, and 
ten or twelve from the mouth of che River of Pan, a little before day we heard at two ſeveral 
| tines great lamentations at Sea, and being not able in regard of the darkneſs of the night to 
| know what it was, we were all ſuſpended into divers opinions, for that we could not imagine 
, what it ſhould be, in ſo much that to learn the certainty thereof I cauſed them to hoiſt up ſail, 
| 2nd row towards that part where we heard the lamentation, every one looking down round 
g about cloſe to the water, the better to diſcern and hear that of which we were in ſuch doubt. 

Aſter we had continued a pretey while in this manner, we perceived far from us a black thi 

that floated on the Sea, and unable at firſt to diſcover what it was, we adviſed together about 
| tr. Now there being but four Portugals of us in the Lanchara,we were all of difterent minds, 
| fo that I was told how I way to go ditectly to the placg whither Pedro de Faria had (ent me, 
thatlofing but an hours time I might endanger the Voyage, and hazard the goods, and fo for 
want of performing the duty-oÞ my charge ] might very much wrong him. Whereunto I an- 
ſwered, that happen what mighr, I would not leave off laboring to know what ic was, and 
that if in fo doing I committed any fault, the Lanc hara appertained to none but Pedro de Fa- 
ria, unto whom my ſelf was to render an account of the goods in it, and not they, that had 
nothing elſe in the Veſſel but their perſons, which were in no more danger then mine: During 


this debate it pleaſed God that the day appeared, by the light whereof we perceived p:ople that 
Were 
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were caſt away, who floated pell-mell together upon planks, and other pieces of wood : 
Whereupon without further fear we turned our prow rowards them, and with force of fails 
and oars we made to them, hearing them cry (ix or ſeven times, without ufing any other ſpeech, 
Lord bave mercy wpon 16. At the ſight of this ſtrange and pitiful ſpectacle we remained ſo a- 
mazed, that we were almoſt beſides our ſelves, and cauſing ſome of the Mariners to get with 
all ſpeed into the Cock-boat, they fetcht three and twenty perſons of them into the Lanchara, 
namely fourteen Portugals, and nine Slaves, which were all ſo diſ- figured in the face, as they 
made us afraid to look on them, and ſo wezk as they could neither ſpeak nor ſtand. After they 
had been thus taken up by us, and entreated in the beſt manner we could, we demanded of 
them the cauſe of their miſ-fortune, whereunto one of the company we / ping anſwered, My 


Maſters, I am named Fernand Gil Porcalbo, and the eye, which you behold I want, was 


ſtrucken out by the Achems at the ſiege of Malasd, when as the ſecond time they came to ſur- 
prize Dom Eſtcvano de Gama, who dtſiring to do ſomerhing for me, becauſe he ſaw me poor, 
a$1 was at that time, gave me leave to go to the Aolucgues, where would to God I had ne- 
ver been, fince my Voyage was to have ſo bad a ſucceſs: for after I deparzed from the Pore of 
Talagame, which is the Roade of our Fort at Ternate, having ſailed three and twenty days 
with a favorable gale in a Junck that carried a thouſand bars of Cloves, worth above an hundred 
thouſand duckets, my ill tortune would, that at the point of Surabaya in the Ifle of 7aoa, there 
aroſe ſo impetuous a Nrth- wind, that our Junck brake in the prow, which conſtrained us to 
lighten the hatches ; So we paſſed that night by the ſhoar, without bearing ſo much as a rag of 
fail, by reaſon the Sea was e xceedingly moved, and the waves molt inſupportable. The next 
day we perceived that our Junk ſank, fo that of an hundred forty and ſeven perſons that were 
in her there were ſaved but fix and twenty, and now it is fourtain days that we have been u 
cheſe planks, having during all that time eaten nothing but a ſlave of mine that dyed,with whom 
we bave ſuſtained our ſelves cighe days, and the very laft night two Pertag als more dyed, on 
whom we would not feed, although we were very much preſt to it by our hunger, becauſe we 
hoped that this or the next day would give an end both to our lives and miſery. 

The relation, which this man made us, having rendred us all very penſive, and full of amaze. 
ment to ſee him and his companions reduced to ſo deplorable an eſtate, we greatly wondered 
at the means, whereby God had ſo miraculouſly delivered them, wherefore we gave him moſt 
humble thanks for it, and comforted our new gueſts, in repreſenting unto them all thoſe things 
which the duty of true Chriſtians and our poor captivity obliged us to tell them. After that 


vue beſtowed part of our clothes on them, and layd them in our ordinary beds, then we apply- 


ed thoſe remedies to them, which we thought neceſſary for their recovery; for not having 
ſlept of a long time, they were ſo exceeding dizzy in the hend, that they would fall down 
ſtunned in ſuch ſort, as they continued without any knowledg for an hour together. This done, 
we went to ſeek out the Port of Pax, where we arrived near about midnight, caſting anchor 
in the Roade, juſt againſt a little inhabited place, called ( ampalaru. The next morning by 
break of day we rowed up the River about ſome league to the Town, where we found Tome 
Lobo, who, as I have alteady declared, refided there, as Factor for the Captain of Malaca, 
into whoſe hands I conſigned all the Merchandiſe that I brought along wich me. The ſame day 
three of the fourteen Portxgali, which we took up at Sea, dyed, whereof the afore-named 
Fernando Gil Porcalho was one, as alſo five young men that were Chriſtians, whom we caſt 
ai into the Sea, with great ſtones tyed to their feet and about their necks for to make them (iok 
to the bottom, in regard we could not be permitted to bury them in the Town, although 7 ome 
Lobo offered them forty duckets for that purpoſe, the reaſon they alledged was, that if they 
ſhould ſuffer it, their Country would remain accurſed, and incapable of nouriſhing any thing, 
becauſe the decraſed were not purged from the Hogs fleſh they had eaten, it being che moſt de- 
teſtable and enormous (in of all others ; As for thoſe which reſted alive, Tem: Lobo gave them 
very good entertainment, and furniſhed them with all things that they wanted, until ſuch time 
as they recovered and returned to Malaca. Not long after, preparing my ſelf for my Voyage 
to Patana, Tome Lobo very eatneſtly defired me not to go thither, and told me that he held 
not himſclt ſafe in that Town, by reaſon he was advertiſed that one Taan Nerrafa, a man of 
reputation, and of the chiefeſt of the Town, had ſworn to burn him in his houſe, with all che 
goods chat were in it, ſaying, that at Malaca the Captains Factor had taken from him cho va- 
lue of five thouſand duckets in Benjamin, Silk, and wood of Aloes, at a far lower rate then it 
was worth, and that he had payd him at his own pleaſure, and there with not contented had 

in 
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in part of payment given him rotten ſtuffs, which he could make nothing of; moreover, that 
for all his five thouſand duckets worth of Commodities, that in Malaca would have yielded 
him ten thouſand, and by exchange of vendible-wares, he might eaſily have returned, would 
have made him ten thouſand more, he never could get above ſeven hundred duckets; and there- 
fore to be revenged of this wrong, he had picked quarrels of purpoſe to tole him forth to kill 
him, in regard whereof he inſtantly defired me to ſtay, and not abandon him and the Captains 
Rock to ſuch apparant danger: Whereupon having uſed all the reaſons I could to facilitate my 
voyage, he would by oo means approve of them, but contradicted me in all my propoſitions. 
For concluſton, I remonſtrated unto him, that if it were his ill fortune, as he ſaid he feared, to be 
killed for that which be had, I ſhould be in no better caſe, and therefore I marvelled why he 
would let thoſe eleven Portugals go, with whom rather he (ſhould have imbarqued himſelf for 
Halaca. Hereunto after a little pauſe he made anſwer, that he was very ſorry he had not done 
ſo, bat fince it was now too late, he intreated me not to forſake him in this extremity, and that 
for the Captains ſake, who he knew would not take it well I ſhould leave him ſo alone with his 
goods, which were noleſs worth then thirty thouſand dackers, beſides thoſe — to him- 
ſelf, that amounted to almoſt as much more. This requeſt of his made to me with ſuch inſtance 
on the one fide, ſomewhat perplexed me, and on the other confidering the extream hazard I 
ran if I ſtay d, I knew not what to reſolve ; At length after I had well thought of the matter, I 


| was conſtrained to come to this accord with him, that in caſe he did not within fifteen days 


imbarque himſelf with me in my Lanchara for Patana, with all his Commodities reduced 
into gold, or {tones, whereof there was great plenty in the Town, that then I might go whete 
I pleaſed without him; an offer that he was forced to accept of, and ſo we remained agreed. 
The fear Tome Lobo was in, left that wherewithall he was threatened ſhould befall him, made $.3. 
him uſe ſuch diligence in ſelling away of his commodities, that by means of the good peny- 
worths he — — —_ leſs _ eight days — his ben he the other 
aces wherein y; fo that utterly refuſing Pepper; Cloves, and ſuch other Drugs, which 
— up too much room, he trucked all away for gold of Menencabo, for Diamonds of Lavo 
and Tauc ampura, and Pearls of Borneo, Now having made a full diſpatch of all, and that 
we were reſolved to imbarque the next day, by ill fortune a moſt t accident happened 
the night enfuing, which was, that one, named via Geinal, the King of Borneo Embaſſador, 
who had been three or four years reſident in the King of Pan: Court, and a maryelous rich 
man, killed the King upon finding him in bed with his wife, which eauſed ſuch a commotion in 


the Town, that it ſcemed to be a Tumult of Hell rather then any humane buſineſs ; Whereupon 


certain rogues and vagabonds, that wiſhed for nothing more then ſuch like occafions, to the 
end they might do what before for fear of the King they durſt not enterprize, made a Troop of 
five or ſix hundred, which ſeparated into three bands, went directly to the houſe, where Tom: 
Lobo dwelt. Having aſſaulted it in fix or ſeven places, they entred by force, notwithſtanding 
all che reſiſtance we could make, and that in defending it we loft eleven men, whereof the Por- 
r1mgals, which came with me from Malaca, were three. During this violence, all that Tome 
Lobo could do was to eſcape away with fix great blows of a ſword, one of the which had cac 
his right cheek almoft away, ſo as he was like to dye of that hurt. We were both of us then 
conſtrained to abandon the houſe to them, together with all the goods that were in it, and re- 
rire to the Larnchars, where we remained with five Boys and eight Mariners, not having ſo 
much as the worth of a peny left of all our merchandize, which amounted to fifty thouſand 
crowns in gold and ftone only. In this Lanchera we paſt away all the night very much afflict- 
ed, and ſtill harkening what might be the end of this mutiny, which was rilen among the peo- 
ple, as I have before related. Ac length perceiving the matters grew worſe and worſe, and that 
there was no hope for us to recover any part of our goods, we thought it a far ſafer courſe to 
go away to Patana, then by ſtaying to run a hzzard of being killed, as above four thouſand 
perſons were. With this reſolution we parted from this place, and in ſix days arrived at Patana, 
where we were very well received by the Portugals which were in that Country, unto whom 

we recounted all that had paſt at Pan. and the pitious eſtate wherein we had left that miſerable 

Town. This accident very much afflcted them, ſo that defiring to give ſome remedy there- 

unto, with a true afſection of charicable Chriſtians they went all to the Palace of the King, and 

complained to him of the wrong that had been done to the Captain of Malaca, beſeeching 

him thereupon they might be permitted to recover, if it were poſſible, the loſs they had ſuſtain- 

ed, and have leave granted to right themſelves upon any merchants goods belonging to the 

G Kingdom 
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Kingdom of Pan, to the value of the ſum they had been deſpoyled of. The King having heard 


- their complaint, and preſently granting what they demanded ; It is reaſonable, ſaid he, that yon 


ſbonld do as you have been done unto, and that you ſhould ſpoyl them that firſt have ſpoyled 
you, eſpecially in a matter that concerns the Captain of Malaca, unto whom all of you are 
ſo much obliged. The Portwgals, baving rendred him very humble thanks for this grace, re- 
turned to their honſes, where they concluded to ſeize upon all the goods they could meet with 
belonging to the Kingdom of Pan, until ſuch time as they had fully recovered their loſs. It 
hapaed then about nine days after they being advertiſed, that ſome ten leagues off, in the river of 
Calantan, were three Junks of China, very rich, and appertaining to Aahome tan Merchants, 
Natives of the Kingdom of Pas, that by foul weather at Sea were eonſtrained to put in there, 
our people reſolved to fall upon them: To which effect, out of three hundred Portugals, that 
were then in the Country, we choſe out fourſcore, with whom we imbarqued our ſelves in two 
FoyRts, and one round ſhip? well provided of all things we thought tobe neceflary for this en- 
terprize. So we departed three days after with all ſpeed, for fear leſt the Mahometuns of the 
Country, having diſcoyered our deſign, ſhould advertiſe them of it whom we went to ſeek; 
Of theſe three veſſels one Joare Fernandez Dabrea, born in the Iſle of Adadera, was Genera), 
who with forty Soldiers went in the round ſhip, and the other two Foyſts were commanded 
by Laurence de Goes, and Vaſco Sermento, both of them of the City of Braganca in Portugal, 
and very well experienced in Sea-ſervice. The next day we arrived at the river of Calentan, 
where as ſoon as we decryed the three Junks riding at anchor, which we had been told of, we 
ſet very valiantly upon them, and albeit thoſe that were in them did at firſt do their beſt endevor 
to defend themſelves, yet at length all their reſiſtance was in vain, for in leſs then an hour we 
reduced them all under our power, fo as ſeventy and four of theirs were ſlain, and but three of 
ours, though we had many men hurt. I will not hold you here with any particular diſcourſe 
of what was done on either (ide, let it ſuffice, that after the three Junks had rendred themſelves, 
we preſentlyer fail, and carryed them away with us in all hafte, becauſe the whole 
thereaboq was in an pproar, directing out courſe towmds Pana, where by the favor of x 
fair wind we arriyed the next day in the afternoon : Having then caft anchor, we ſaluted rhe 
Town wit h apeal of Ordoance in ſign of joy, which put the Aabemotans of the Country out 
of all patience ; for though;werſtood in the terms of good friends with them, yet they left 
not to uſe all poſſible means, both of Preſents which they gave to the Governors and the Kings 
Fayorites, and otberwiſe, for to make our prizes woyd, and that the King would expel us out 
of his dominions, whereunto he wonld at no hand conſent, ſaying, that he would not for any 
thing in the world break the peace, which his Aoceſtors had made with the Chriſtians of A4. 
laca, and that all that he cculd do therein was to become a third betwixt them: Whereupon 
he deſired us, that the three Necedas of the Junks, ſo are the Commanders of them called in that 
Country, reſtorivg unto us what had been taken from the Captain of Malaca, we would lillo- 
wiſe render unto them as well their veſſels free, as the overplus, a matter which 7 Fer. 
rande Dabrea, and the reſt of the Portugals very willingly agreed unto, to teſtiſe the defire 
they had to content him ; As indeed he was exceedingly well pleaſed with them for it, which 
be expreſſed both in courteous language, and many promiſes of his ſuture favor. Thus were 
the fitty thouſand duchets recovered, that Pedro de Faria and T ome Lobo had loft, and the 
Portygals were in great eſteem over all that Country, ſo that their valor rendred them very 
fort tothe Mabometars, A little after the Soldiers aſſured us, that in the three Junks 
we had taken, there was only in lingots of ſilver, beſides the other merchandize whetewithall 
they were laden, to the value of two hundred Tazew, which in our mony amounts to an hun- 
dred thouſand duckets. N

of China that I had, there arrived a Foyſt froty Malaca, commanded by one Antonio de 
Faria, who came thither by the expreſs co t of Pedro de Faria to treat with the 
King about ſome accord, as alſo to cenfirm the ancient league anew which he had with — 
aca, 


8.1. T_T Aving ſojourned fix and twenty days at tro for to ſell away ſome few commodities 
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lara, and withall to give him thanks for the good entertainment he gave in his Kingdom to 
thoſe of the Portugal Nation. This buſineſs was carryed with a fair ſhew of an Embaſfic, ac- 
comparyed with à Letter and a Preſent of Jewels, ſent in the name of the King of Portugal 
our Maſter, and taken out of his Coffers, as all the Captꝛins of that place uſed to do. Now tor 
235 much as the ſaid Antonio de Faria had brought along with him ſome ten or twelve thou- 
ſand crow m worth of Indias woolen and linnen cloth, which he had taken up on his credit at 
Malaca, and that he ſaw there was ſo little utterance of that commodity, as he could not meet 
with any Merchant that would deal for it, he was fain to reſolve for to ſpend the winter there 
until ſuch time as he might meet with ſome opportunity to put it off; Howbeit he was ad- 
viſed by ſome of the beſt exp: rienced of the Country to ſend it unto Lugor, which is a great 
Town in the Kingdom of Siam, an hundred leagues lower towards the North, for they alledg- 

ed that this Port was very rich, and of great vent, by reaſon of a world of Junks that arrived 
there dayly from the Iſle of aa, from Lava, Taniampura, Japara, Demaa, Panaruca Sy- 
dayo, Paſſarvan, Solor, ind Borneo, whofe' Merchants were uſed cogive a good rate for ſuch 
like commodities, in excharige of gold, or ſtone. This advice was well approved of by Anto- 
xio de Faria, who inſtantly went about co put it in execution; To which end he took order 
for the providing of a veſſel, by reaſon the Foyſt wherein he came was altogether unfit for a 
further voyage: Matters thus diſpoſed of, he depnted one, named Chriſtouano Bor balbo, for 

his Factor, a man exceeding well vers'd in baſmeſs of Traffique, with whom there imbarqued 

ſome ſixteen men, as well Soldiers as M-rchatns, with a hope that one crow would yield them 

fix or ſever, what in the commodities they (ſhould carry, as in thoſe they ſhould return. Here- 

upon, wretched I being orie of the ſixteen, we parred from the Port on a Saturday, and ſailed 
with a favorable wind along the coaſt till Tharſday next in tlie morning, that we arrived at Lu. 


ger Road; and acichored at the mouth of, the River; Theo ir was chought fit to paſs the reſt 


of the day, to the end we might inform oar ſelves of what Was behovetul for us to do, as well 
for tho fale of our commodities, as for the ſafety of our perſons : And to ſay truth, welearne 
fuch good news, that we were confident of gaining above fix times double, and to be ſure of 
freedom and liberty during all the month of September, according to the Ordinance of the King 
of Siam, becauſe it was the month of the Kings Symbayes; Now the better to clear this, you 
muſt now, that all along this coaſt of Malaya, and within the Land, a great King commands, 
who for a more famous and recommendable Title above all other Kings, ezuſeth himſelf to be 
called Prechas Salew, Emperor of all Sornau, which is a Country wherein there are thirteen 
Kingdoms, by us commounily called Siam, to the which fourteen petty Kings are ſubject, and 
yield homage, that were anciently obliged to make their perſonal repair unto Odiaa, the Capi- 
ral City of this Empire, as well to bring their Tribute thither, as to do the Sumbaya to their 
Emperor, which was indeed to kiſs the Courtelas that he ware by his fide ; Now becauſe this 
City was ſeated fifty leagues within the Land, and the Currents of the Rivers ſo ſtrong, as 
— were oftentimes forced to abide the whole winter there to their great charge, they 
petiti the Prechau, King of Siam, that the place of doing this their homage might be al- 
tered, wherenpon he was pleaſed to ordain, that for the future there (ſhould be a Viceroy reſi- 
dent in the Town of Lager, which in their language is called Poyho, unto whom every three 
years thoſe fourteen Kings ſhould render that duty and obedience they were accuſtomed to do 
unto himſelf, and that during that time they ſpent there in performing the ſame, being the whole 
month of September, both their own merchandize, and that of all othets, as well natives as 
ſtrangt rs, that eit her came in, or went out of the Country, ſhould be free from all manner of 
mpoſts whatſoever : So that we arriving in the time of this freedom, there was ſuch a multi- 
tude of Merchants that flocked thither from all parts, as we were aſſured there was no leſs then 
fifteen hundred Veſſels in the Port, all laden with an infinity of Commodities of very great value: 
And this was the good news we learnt at ſuch time as we atrived at the mouth of the River ; 
wherewith we were ſo well pleaſed, that we preſently reſolved to put in as ſoon as the wind 
would permit us. But alas ! we were ſountortunate, that we could never come to ſee whac 
we ſo much deſired; for about ten of the clock, juſt as we had dined, and were preparing to 
ſer fail, we ſaw a great Junk coming upon us, which perceiving us to be Portugals, few in 
number, and our Veſſel imall fell cloſe with our prow on the larboard fide, and then thoſe 
that were in her threw into us great Cramp-irons, faſtened unto two long chains, wherewithall 
they grappled us faſt unto them, which they had no ſooner done, but ſtraightway ſome ſeventy 
or erghty Mabometans came flying out from _ their hatches, that till then had lien lurking 
2 there, 
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there, who with a mighty cry caſt ſo many ſtones, darts, and lances, which ſell as thick as hail 
upon ws, that of us == Portugal: twelve refted dead in the place, together with ſix and 
thirty others, 38 well Boys as Mariners. Now for us four remaining, Port»gals, after we had 
eſcaped ſo dreadful an incounter, we leapt all of us into the dea, where one was drowned, and 
we three that were left getting to land as well as we could, being.dangerouſly hurt, and wading 
up to the waſt in mud, went and hid our ſelves in the next adjoyping, wood. In the mean time 
the Mabometans.of the Junk, entring into our Frigot, not contented with the ſlaughter 

bad made of our men, like mad dog they killed (ix or ſeven Boys out-righe, whom they found 
wounded on the D;ck, not ſparing ſo much as one ef them: That done, they imbarqued all 
the goods of our Velifl into their Junk, then made a great hols in ber, and fo ſunk her: Im- 
— AK whererpgn, leaving their anchor in the Sea, and the Crawp-irons wherewithall they 
had grappled us unto them, they (er ſail, and made away as faſt as ever they could for fear of be.

ter this our eſcape, ſeeing our ſclves all ſore hurt, and without any hope of help, we did 
Nr but weep =p complain, for ip this diſaſter we knew not what to reſolve on, ſo much 
were we amazed with that which had befaln us within the ſpace of half an hour. In this de- 
ſolation we ſpent the reſt of that {ad day, but confidering with our (elves, that the place was 
mooriſh, and full of Adders and Lizards, we thought it our ſafeſt courſe to continue there all 
the night too, as accordingly we did, Randing up to the middle in the Owe : The next moti- 
ing is {on as it was day we went along by the Rivers fide, until we came unto a little channel, 
which we dutſt not pals, a3 well for that it was very deep, as for fear of a great number of 
Lizards that we ſaw-in,ir, ſo that io great pain 1 only that night there, hut fire des 
xter, being not able either to go forward, or turn aſage, by reaſon of the bogs round about us, 
all covered over with ruſhes: Ia the ingen time ona of our companions dyed, whole namo wes 
Baftian Anriques,, tich man, and, that had loſt eight thouſand crowns in the Laxchara, in 
ſo much that of al the company we were before. there remained naue but Chriftovare For. 
ralhs and my (el, that, with tourt fat kamenting over the poor dead mans body, which we had 
covered with a litele earth as wellas we could, for we were then ſa weak, that we could hard- 
ſtit, or almoſt ſpeak, ſo zs we had (er up our xeſt to mali an end of thoſe. few hours we 
Nel to live in that place. The next day, being the ſeventh of our diſaſter, about dun- ſet we 
elpyeds be Nani ootaing: fournng up the River, whereupon as ſoon ag. it was near us, wo 
proſtrated our ſelvts on the ground, beſceching thoſe that were aboard her to take us io; They 
wondering at us, preſently made a Rand, ſeeming much amazed to ſee us ſo on out knees, and 
our hands lift up to Heaven, as thongh we were at our prayers; nevertheleſs without ſpeaking 
at all to us, they made as if they would go on, which conſtrained us afreſb to cry aloud to them 
viich tears that they would not ſuffer us tor want of ſuccor to dye miſerably there. Upon thoſſ 
our cries and lamentations an ancient woman came forth from under the hatches, whoſe grave 
countenance repreſented her to be ſuch as afterwards we found her to be; ſhe ſeeing us in fa 
pitiful a plight, moved with our misfortune, and our wounds that wa ſhewed her, (he tool up 
a Rick, and therewith firuck three or four of the Mariners becauſe they would not take us in, 
whereupon approaching to the bank, five or (ix of them leapt on ſhore, and by ber command- 
ment took us upon their ſhoalders, and carryed us into the Barque, This honorable woman, 
much grieved to behold us ſo hurt, and our (hirts and linnen drawers all bloody and mired, 
cauſed them ſtraight way to be waſhed, and having given each of us, a linnen cloth to cover us 
withall, he would needs have us to fit down by her, where commanding meat to be broughe 
us, (he her (elf preſenting it to us with her own hand, Eat, eat, ſaid (be, poor ſtrangers, and 
be not afflitted to ſee y nr ſelves reauced unto the eſtate you are in; for I, whom now you look 
a pon. and that am but a Woman, not having as yet attained to the age of fifty years, have ſeen 
my ſelf a ſlave, and defpoyled of above an hnndned thouſand duc lets worth of goods : Nor u 
that all, for to this miſfortune was the death of three of my ſans adjoyned, and that of my 
1 Whom [ held far more dearer then theſe eyes of mine, theſe eyes, alaſs ! wherewith 
1 beheld, both the father and the ſons torn is pieces by the King of Siam Elephants, together 
with two brothers, anda ſon.in-law I bad; Ever ſince I have bad a languiſbing life, and to 
l theſe miſeries have many others far greater ſucceeded, for (a implacable hath fortune been 
wnto me, that I have ſeen three daughters of mine ready to be marryed, as alſo my fai her, 
mother, and two and thirty of wy kinſmen, nephews, and confing, thrown into burning fur- 
waces, Where their cries and lamontations could not chnſe but reach unto Heaven, for _ te 
Mecor 
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ſuccor them in the violence of that inſupportable tor ment; but laſt ! the endrwiity of my 
[ns no donbt ſo ſtopped the eats of the clemency of the Lord of Lords, that be would not hea? 
aur requeſt, which ſeemed very juſt to ne; nevertheleſs I deceived my ſelf, fince — Tt 
jet bat what it pleaſeth bis divine Majeſty to ordain. Hereurto'we ed, chat the 

which we alſo had committed againſt him were the cauſe of our calamiries. Seeing it is fo, re- 
plyed (he, mingling her tears with ours, it is always good in your adverfities to acknowledg, 
— the touches of the hend of God are evermore righteous, for both in that, av alſo ins con- 
teſſion of the mouth, in a ſorrow. for having , and in firm reſolution to do ſo no 
more, conſiſteth all the remedy of your ſufferings and mine. Having entertained us thus wu 
the diſcourſe of her misfortane, ſhe enquired of us the occafion of ours, and by what meam 
we came to be in that miſerable eftate, whereupon we recounted unto her all that had paſt, and 
that we neither knew who it was that had ſo ill intreated us, nor wherefore he did it; Her 
people, hearing us, ſaid, that the great Junk, whereof we ſpake, belonged to a Mabomeran, a 
Guzarat by Nation, named Coia Acem, who the ſame morning went out of the River laden 
with Brazil, and was bound for the Iſle of Ainan: Herent the good woman ſmote her breſt, 
and ſeeming to be much moved, Let me nos live, ſaid (he, I it be nos ſo, for I have heard that 
Mahometan, of whom you ſpeak, vaunt publiquely before all that wonld give ear unto him, 
that he bad ſtain a great number of the race of thoſe of Mulnca, and that he hated them in ſuch 
ſort, as he bad promiſed to his Mahomet to li mere of them in time. Being amazed herear, 
we defired her to deelare unto us who that man was, and why he was ſo much our enemy, 
whercunto (he anſwered, that ſhe knew oo other reaſon, but tor that a grent Captain of out 


| Nation, named Helter ds Sylvaire, had. killed his father and two of his brothers in (hip, 


hich he took from them in the ſtraighe of Acqua, that was going from Fades to Dabul. 
Thus ouch did this good Matron tell us, and many other afrerwards cocicerning the 
great hatred this {abexvey as, bore ys, v alſo what lycs he to render us infamous. 
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: This honorable woman, departing from the place where (hs found us, went ſome two 5.3 


leagues up the River, till (h-came; tp a little Village, where (ho lay that night; The next morn- 
ivg, parting from thence; (be. made direftly to the Town of Lager, which was above fire 
leagues further. Arriving. there about poop, ſhe landed, and wene to her houſe, whither [hie 

us with her, and lept us chere three and eweney days; during which time we were very 
well looked unto, and plencifully accommodated with all that was neceſſary for us* This 
woman was a widow, and of an hogarable ſamily, as afterwards we learne, and that had been 
marryed to the Captain General, which they call Xabander of Prevediw, whom the Pata 


| of Taſapara King of 2x4;nan bad put to death in the Iſle of Jan the year 1538, At the 


tima ſhe met with us as I have related, (he came from a Junk of hers, lay at the Road 
laden with Salt; and becauſe it was great, and could not paſs up by reaſon of the ſhelves, ſhe 
cauſed it to be unladen by little and little with the# Barque. By that time the three and twenty 
days, I ſpalce of, were expired, it pleaſed God to reſtore us to our perfect health, ſo that this 
virtuous Dame ſeeing us able to travel, recommended us to a Merchant, her kinſman, that was 
bound for Patana, with whom, after we had taken our leave of that noble Matron, unto 
whom we were ſo much obliged, we imbazqued our ſelves in a Catalus with Oars, and fail- 
ing on a River, called Sum boc hit ans, we arrived ſeven days after at Patana. Now for 2s 
much as Antonia de Faria looked every day for our return, with a hope of good ſucceſs in his 
buſineſs, as ſoon as he ſaw.us, and underſtood what had paſt, he remained ſo fad and diſcontent- 
ed, that he continued above an hour without ſpeaking a word; in the mean time ſuch a number 
of Portugals came in, as the houſe was ſcarce able to contain them, by reaſon the greateſt part 
of them had ventwied goods in the Lane bara, , whole lading in that regard amounted to ſeven- 
ty thouſand duckets and better, the molt of it being in filver coyn, of purpoſe with it to re- 
turn gold. Antanio de Faria ſeeing himſelf ſtti of the twelve thouſand duckets he had 
borrowedat MAalasa, reſolved not to return thither, becauſe he had no means to pay his Cre- 
ditors, but rather thought it fitter to purſue choſe that had robbed him of his goods ; ſo that 
he took a ſolemn Oath! upon the holy Eveogeliſts.to part inconcinently from that place for to 
go in queſt of thoſe Pyrats, for to revenge upon them the death of thoſe fourteen Portagaſi, 
and thirty fix Chriſtians, Boys and Mariners, killed by them as aforeſaid; Addi — 
that if ſuch a courſe were not taken, they ſhould every day be uſed fo, nay far All the 
Aſſiſtants very much commended his valorous reſolution, and for the execution thereof there 
were many young Soldiers amongſt them that offered to accompany him in that yoyage ; { 
| likewiſe 
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| likewiſe preſented: him with mony, and others furniſhed him with divers neceſſaties: Having 
pted theſe offers and preſents of his friends, he uſed ſuch diligence, that within eighteen 
days he madeall his preparations, and got together five and fifty Soldiers, amongſt whom poor 
unfortunate I was ſain to be one: for I, ſaw my ſelf in that caſe, as I had not ſo much as 2 
ſingle token, hot knew any oe that would either give or lend me one, being indebted beſides 
at Malaca above five hundred. duckets, that I had borrowed there of ſome of my friends, 
Which, with as much more, that dog had robbed me of amongſt others, as I have related be- 
fo:e, having been able to ſave nothing but my miſcrable carcaſs, wounded in three places with 
z lavelin, and my skull cracke with a ſtone, whereby I was three or four times at the point of 
cath ; But my companion Chriſtevan Borralbo was yet ſar worſe entreated then my ſelf, and 
at with wore hurts, which he received in ſatisfaRion of five and twenty hundred duckets 
at he was robbed of as the relt.

, Antonio de Faria's ſetting forth for the Iſte of Ainan, his arrival at the River of 
=P . 4+ \ +» Tinacoren; and that which befell us in this Voyage. 


8.1. A ſoon ns Avtonio de Faria was teady, he departed from Patana on a Saturday the ninth 
of A, 15401 and ſteered North North- weft, towards the Kingdom of Champaa, 
with an intent to diſcover the Ports and Havens thereof, as alſo by the 'mears of ſome good 
booty to farniſh-himſclf with ſuch things as he wanted ; for his haſte to part from Patana was 
ſuch, as be had not time to furniſh himſelf with that which was neceflary for him, no not with 
victual and warlike ammunition enough. After we had failed three days we had ſight of an 
Hand, called Pale Condor, at the height of eight degrees and quarters, on the North 
Conſt, and almoſt North- weſb towards the mouth of the River of Camboia, ſo that having 
- -roupded all the Coaſt, we diſcovered a good Haven Eaſtward, Where in the Iſland of Camboia, 
* *diſtang ſome ſix feagues from the firm Land, we inet with a Junk of Lequior, that was going to 
the Kingdom of Siam with an Embaſlador from the N autauquim of Lada. 


all: ;T bat t be time would come when as they ſbould communicate With us in the true love of 
the Law of God, and ef his infinite clemency, Who by his death bad given life to al men, and 
& perpetual inheritance in the houſe of the good, and that they beleeved this ſhould be ſo, after 
the half of the half time was paſt. With this completnent they ſent him a Courtelas of great 
value, whoſe handle and ſcabbard was of gold, as alſo fix and twenty Pearls in a little Box 
likewiſe ot gold, made after the faſhion of a Salt-ſeller, whereat Antonio de Faria was very 
much grieved, by reaſon he was not able to tender the like unto this Prince, as he was obliged 
to do, for wh n the ¶ hineſe arrived with this meſſage they were diſtant above a league at Sea 
trom us. Here upon we went aſhore, where we ſpent three days in taking in freſh water, and 
fiſhing. Then we put to Sea again, laboring to get to the firm Land, there to ſeek out a River, 
named Pullo Cambim, which divides the State of Camboia from the Kingdom of Champas, 
in the height of nine degrees, where arriving on a Sunday the laſt of Aay, we went up three 
agus in this River, and anchored juſt againſt a great Town, called Catimpars, there we te- 
mained twelve days in peace, during the which we made our proviſion of all things neceſſary. 
Now b. cauſc Antonio de Faria was naturally curious, he endevored to underftand from the 
people of the Country what Nation inhabited beyond them, and whence that mighty River 
rook its ſource 5; where unto he was anſwered, that it was derived from a lake, named Pinator, 
d ſtant from them Eaſt ward two hundred and ſixty lesgues in the Kingdom of Quitir van, and 
that it was invironed with high mountains, at the foot whereof, upon the brink of the water, 
were eight and thirty villages,of which thirteen were very great, and the reft ſmall,and that only 
in one of the great ones, called X:ncalex, there was ſuch a huge myne of gold, as by the re- 
port of choſe that lived thereabout, there was every day a bar and a half drawn out of it, 
which, according to the value of our mony, makes two and twenty millions in a year, and that 
four Lords had ſhare in it, who continually were in war together, each one ſtriving to make 
himſeit maſter of it; I, and that one of them, named Raiabitau, had in an inner yard of his 
houſe, in pots under ground, that were full co the very brims, above fix hundred bars of gold 
10 powder, like to that of Aerancabo of the Iland of Samatra; And that if three hundred 
| Har quehuſiers 


, who was Prince 
of the Iſland of Teſa, and that had no ſooner diſcovered us but he ſent a meſſage by a Chineſe 
Pilot to Antonio de Faria, full of complements, whereunto was added theſe words from them 
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Harquebuſiers of our Nation ſhould go and aſſault it, without doubt they would carry it: 
Moreover that in another of choſe Villages, called Buaquirim, there was a quarry, where out 
of an old Rock they digged a great quantity of Diamonds, that were very fine, and of greater 
value then thoſe of Lava and Tariampure in the Ifle of 7a. Whereupon Antonio de Fa- 
ria having queſtioned them about many other particularities, they made him a relation of the 
fertility of ehe Country, which was further up this River, no leſs fit to be deſired, then eaſie to 
be conquered, and that with little charge. 


Being departed from this River of Pullo Cambim, we failed along the Coaſt of the Kingdom 8.2. 


of Champaa, till we came to an Haven, called Salej⁊acau, ſeventeen leagues farther on to- 
wards the North, whereinco we entred. Now becauſe there was nothing to be gotten there, 
we went out of this phceabourſun-ſetting, and the next morning we came to a River, named 
Toobaſoy, without the which Antonio de Faria caſt anchor, becauſe the Pilot would not ven- 
ture to enter into it, for that he had never been there before, and therefore knew not the depth 
of it. As we were conteſting hereabout, ſome for to enter, and others gainſaying it, we diſ- 
cerned a great fail making towards this Port from the main Sea. Hereupon, without ſtirring 
from the place where we were, we prepared to receive them in a peaceable manner, ſo that as 
ſoon as they came neer us, we falured them, and hung up the flag of the Country, called Cha- 
rac hina, which is a fign of friendſhip, uſed among them in ſuch like occafions. They of the 
ſhip, in ſtead of anſwering us in the ſame matmer, as in rexſon it ſeemed they ſhould have done, 
and knowitg that we were Por , to hom they wiſhed not well, gave us very vile and 
baſe words, and from the top of their — ſlave hold up his arſe bare to us 
with a mighty noiſe and din of Trampets, Drums, and Bells, by way of ſcorn and derifion of us. 
Wherext Amon xe Faria was ſo offended, that hegave thema whole broad (ide, to ſee if that 
them ef ane wn eee eee td ll lets; eas eren 
t nance, r and to ieces ; whereupon conſulti 
together what we ſhould do, we refolved to abide where we were, for we held it — 
undertake fo Aoubtſul an enterprize, until ſach time us the next days light might diſcover the 
forces of this Veſſel unto us, that ſo we inighe after wirds either ſet upon her with the more ſe- 
curity, ot let her paſs by: This eounſel was approved both by Antonio de Faria, and us all, 
ſo that keepinggood watch, and giving order for all that wi necſſary, we continued in that 
place expecting day; now ubdut two of the dock in the morning we perceived three black 
things cloſe to tha water cuting towards td, which we could not weill diſcem, whereupon we 
wakened Antonio de Faria, Who was then aſteep on the hatches, and ſhew¾oed him what we 
had diſcovered, being by that time not far from us; He featimg, as we did, leſt they were 
Enemies, cryed out preſently, Arm, Arm, Arm, wherein he was firaightway obeyed ; for 
— — thut they wete Veſſels rowing toyards us, we betook us to our Arms, 
and were ed by our Captain in places moſt neceſſiry to defend our ſelves. We conceived 
by their ſilent approaching ts us, that they were the Enemies we had ſeen over night, ſo that 
Antonio de Faria ſaid unto us, My maſters, this is ſome Pyrat coming to ſet upon us, who 
thinks we are not abvve ſiæ or ſeven at the moſt, as the manner is in ſuch kinde of Veſſels ; 
Wherefore let every man ſtovy down, ſo as they may not ſee any of 149, and then we ſhall ſoon 
know their de fign ; in the ran time let the pot. of powder be made ready, with which, and 
our ſwouds, I hope we ba give a good end to thu adventure: Let every one alſo hide bis 
match in ſuch ſort, as they muy not bs diſcovered, whereby they may be prrſwaled that we are 
aſlzep : all which, as he had prudently ordained, was incontinently executed. Theſe three 
Veſlels, being come within ui flight ſhoot of oars, went round about her, and after they had 
viewed her well, chey joyned all cloſe together, is if they had entred into ſome new conſulta 
tion, contirming ſo about x quarter of an hout; that done, they ſeparated themſelves into two 
parts, namely the two lefler wert together to out poup, and the third, that was greater, and 
bettet armed, made to the ſtarboard of us; Heteupon they entred our Lorch where moſt con- 
veniertly they could; fo that in leſs ten half a quarter of an hour above forty men were pot- 
ren in, which ſeen by Antonio de Faria, he iſſued out from under the hatehes with ſome forty 
Soldiers, and irlvoking Saint 7 mes our Patron, he fell ſo couragiouſly upon them, that ina ſhore 
tige he Vile chem almoft all; Then with zyd of the pots of powder, that he canſed to be 
calt in amongſt thoſe that were remaining in the three Veſſels which he preſently rook,he made 
an end of defeating them, che moſt of them being conſtrained to leap into the Sea, where they 
were all drowned but five, whom we took up alive, whereof one was the capher _ — 
ewe 
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ſhewed us his tail, and the other four were one Turk, two Azhems, and the Captain of the 
Junk, named S:milar, a notorious Pyrat, and our mortal Enemy. Antonio de Faria com- 
manded them it iſtantly to be put to torture, for to draw out of them who they were, from 
whence they came, and what they would have had of us, whereunto the two Acbems an- 
ſwered moſt brutiſhly ; and when as we were going about to torment the ſlave in like maner, 
he began with tears to beſeech us to ſpare him, for that he was a Chriſtian as we were, and 
that without tortare he would anſwer truly to all our demands; whereupon Antonio de 
Faria cauſed him to be unbound, and ſetting him by him, gave him a piece of Bisket, and 
a glaſs of wine, then with fair words he perſwaded him to declare the truth of every thing to 
him, fince he was a Chriſtian, as he affirmed ; To which he replyed in this fort, If 7 do not 
cal the truth unto you. then take me not for ſuch as I am; my name # Sebaſtian, and I was 
ſlave to Gaſpar de Mello, Whom this dog Similau, here preſent, ſlew about two years ago in 
Liampao, With five and twenty other Portugals that Were in bis ſhip. eAntonio de Faria hear- 
ing this, cryed out, like a man amazed, and ſaid, Nay now I care not for knowing any more; 
is this then that dog Similas, that ſlew thy maſter ? Tes, anſwered he, it is he, and that meant 
likewiſe to have done 45 much to you, thinking that ye Were not above fix or ſeven, for Which 
effect he came away in haſte With a purpoſe, as he ſaid,to take you alive, for to makg your brains 
fly out of your beads with a frontal of cord, as he did to my Maſter, but God I hope will pay 
him for all the miſchief he hath committed. Antonio de Faria being alſo advertiſed by this 
fave, that this dog Simi/a had brought all his men of war along with him, and left none in 
his Junk but ſome Chineſe Mariners, he reſolved to make uſe of this good fortune, after he had 
put Simi lan and his companions to death, by making their brains fly out of their heads with 
2 cord, as Similau had done to Gaſpᷣar de Hells, and the other Portwgals in iampas : Where- 
fore he preſently imbarqued himſelf with thirty Soldiers in his Boat, and the three Machne, 
wherein the Enemies came, and by means of the Rood and a favorable wind, he arrived with- 
leſs then an hour, where the Junk rode at anchor within the River about a league from us, 
whereupon be preſently boarded. her, and made bimſelf maſter of the poup, from whence, 
with only four pots of powder, which he caſt in among the Raſcals that were aſleep upon the 
hatches, he made them all leap into the Sea, where nine or ten of them were drowned, the teſt 
crying out for kelp were taken up and ſayed, becauſe we ſtood in need of them for the navi- 
gation of the Junk, that was a great tall Veſſel. Thus you ſee how it pleaſed God out of his 
divine juſtice to make the arrogant confidence of this curſed dog a means to chaſtiſe him for his 
cruelties, and to give him by the hands of Portugali a juſt 12 for that which he had 
done unto them. The next morning, taking aa inventory of this prize, we found ſix and thir- 
ty thouſand T ae in ſilver of Japan, which amounts in our mony to fifty four thouſand duckets, 
beſides divers other good commodities, that were not then praiſed for want of time, 
the Country was all in an uproar, and fires every where kindled, whereby they uſe to give 
warning one to another upon any alarm or doubt of Enemies, which couſtrained us to make a- 
way with all ſpeed. | | 
5.3. Antonio de Faria parted from this River of Toobaſoy on a Wedneſday morning, being 
Corpus Chriſti Eve, in the year 1540. and failed along by the Coaſt of the Kingdom of 
Champaa, fearing to abandon it, the wind being Eaſterly, which in that place is oftentimes 
very impetuous, eſpecially in the conjunction of che new and full Moons. The Friday follow- 
ing we found our ſelves juſt againſt a River, called by the inhabitants of the Country Tinaco- 
reu, and by us Varella, whereinto we thought fit to enter, as well to be informed of certain 
things Antonio de Faria deſired to know, as alſo to ſee whether he could learn any news of 
Coia Acem whom he ſought for, in regard that all the Junks of Siam, and of all the Coaſt of 
A1m/4ya, that ſail to China, uſe to trade in this River, where many times they ſell their com- 
modities well in exchange of gold, Calembouc wood, and Ivory, whereof there is abundance 
in that Kingdom; and having eaſt anchor a little within the mouth of the River, over agaiaſt. 
a Village, named Taquilleu, there came a number of Pareos, and many other ſmall Bonts with 
fiſhermen, full of refr. ſhments, who having never ſeen men made like unto us, ſaid one to 
another; Le, this i a ſtrange novelty wherewithall God dath viſit us, let us beſerch him he 
will be pleaſed, that theſe bearded men may not be ſuch as for their particular profit d» fy 
Countries like Merchants, and afterwards rob them like Theeves. Let us get to the Woods 
for fear leſt the ſparks of theſe firebrands do not burn up our houſes, and reduce the fieldy of 
aur labors into aſuies, as they uſe to do unto the Lands 75 other men. Whereunto ſome of — 
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made anſwer, God forbid it (ſhould be ſo; but if by misfortune they ſhould come —_ 
us, let us carry our ſelves in ſuch ſort, as they may not perceive we fear them as Enemies, for 
ſo they would ſet upon us with the more confidence ; wherefore the beſt courſe for us will be, 
ina fair way, and with gentle words, to endevor to learn of th: m what they would have of us, 
that upon knowledg thereof we may certiſie it unto Hoyas Paquir, who is now at Congran. 
Antonio de Faria, making 2s though he did not underftand them, although all that they ſaid 
was delivered to him by an Interpreter, received them very courteouſly, and bought the re- 
freſbmencs, which they brought, of them at their own price, wherewithall they were very 
well ſatisfied ; And they demanding of him from whence he came, and what he would have, 
he anſwered them, that he was of the Kingdom of Siam, and as a Merchant was going to traf- 
fique in the Iſle of Zequies, being come into that place only to learn ſome news di a friend of 
his named Coia Acem, that was alſo bound thither : whereupon he enquired of them whether 
he were paſt by, or no; howſoever he intended to depart thence ſuddenly, both for toloſe no 
time, as for that he knew he could not (:1] his commodities there. To which they replyed, You 
ſay true, for in this village of ours there is nothing but nets and fiſher Boats, wherewith we 
get our living, and that poorly enough God knows. Howbeit, added they, if thou wile go 
up the River to the Town of Pilaucacem, where the King is, thou wile ſell not only the com- 
modities which are in thy Chips, be they never ſo rich, but likewiſe more then ten ſach (hips as 
thine could carry, by reaſon that there are Merchants in that place ſo wealthy, and that drive ſo 
great a trade, as they go with whole Troops of Elephants, Oxen, and Cxmels, whom they 
ſend laden with goods to the Lands of the Lawhos, Pafwnaas, and Gneor, which are inhabited 
by very rich people. Antonio de Faria (ering a good occafion offered to inform himſelf of that 
he deſired to know, queſtioned them at large concerting many things, whereunto ſome of 
them, that ſeemed to be of more authority then the reft, anſwered very aptly, how the River, 
where we rode tt anchor, was called 7ixacores,: and that it extended to Aoncalor, 2 moun- 
tain diſtunt from-thence ſome fourſcore leagues, and that further upwards it was far broader, 
but not ſo deep, where — — there was great ſhelves of ſand, and a world of land 
overflown with water, in the which were ſuch a multitude of fowls, as they covered all the 
Country thereabout ; And how beyond that it vas all monntainous and rocky, and ſo full 
of Elephants, Rhinoceroſes, Lions, wilde Boars, Buffles, and ſuch other wilde , 83 men 
could not poſſibly live there for them; And moreover, how in the midſt of that continent 
there was a great Lake, which the inhabitants thereof called Cunebetea, and others _—_— 
from whence this River took its beginning, as alſo three othery, that watered a good pare of thi 
Country; And that the ſaid Lake,according to the report of thoſe who have written of it, way 
threeſcore Jaos about, each Jao containing three Leagues, all along the which there were many 
Mynes ol Silver, Copper, Tin, and Lead, from whence great quantities thereof were conti- 
nually drawn, which the Merchants carryed away with I ot Elephants and Rhinoceroſes, 
for to 22 it into the Kingdoms of Sornau, by us Siam, Paſſileco, Sarady, Tangu, 
Prom, Calamwiham, und other Provinces, that are very far within land, and diſtant from 
theſe Coaſts two ot three months journey. Further, they told us, that theſe Countries were 
divided into Kingdoms, and Regions inhabited with people, that were white,tawny, and others 
ſomewhat blacker; * thoſe commodities they retutned Gold, Diamonds, 
and Rubies. Having thereupon d ed of them whether thoſe people had Arms, they an- 
ſwered none, but ſtaves hardened in the fire, and daggers with blades two ſpans long ; They 
alſo aſſured us that from hence one could not go thither by the River in leſs then half two 
months, or two months and an halt, by resſoo of the impetuoſity of the waters deſcending 
with a great and ſrong current the molt part of the year, and that one might return in — 
den days at the moſt. After theſe demands Antonio de Faria made them divers others, in 
they alſo gave him good ſatisſaction and reported many other particulars unto him, whereby it 
may be gathered, that if the Country could be taken, it would, without ſo much labor and 
Joſs of blood, be of greater — and leſs charge, then the Indiac . 

The Friday following we left this River of T ixacores, and by our Pilots advice we went 
to find ont Pullo Champeiloo, which is an inhabited Iſland, ſcitnats in the entrance to the Bay 
of Canchenchina in forty degrees and a third to the Northward ; Being come to it, we caſt 
anchor in an Haven, where there was good and ſafe riding, and there we remained three days, 
accommodating our artillery in the beft manner we could; That done, we ſet fail towards the 
Ille of Ainan, hoping to meet wich the Pyrat _ Acem there whom we fought for, and ar- 
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rivingat Path ¶ apa, which was the firſtland that we faw of it, we failed cloſe to the (hoar, 
the better to diſcover the Ports and Rivers on that ſide, and the entries imo them. Now beeauſe 
the Lorch, wherein Antonio de Faria came from Patana, leaked very much, he commanded 
all ha Soldiers to paſs into another better Veſſel, which was immediateſy performed, ind ur- 
riving at a River, that about evening we tound towards the Eaſt, he caft anchor: # lengue out 
at Sea, by reaſon his Junk was great, and drew much warer, ſo that fearing the fands; which 
he had often met withall in this Voyage, he ſent Chriftovane Borratho-with fourteen Soldiers 
in the Eorch up the River to diſcover what fires thoſe might be that he (aw. Being gotie then 
about i lezgue in the River, he ineountred a Fleet of forty very great Junks, whereupon fearing 
lit was the Mandarims Army,whcreof we had beard much tall, he kept aloof off from them, 
and anchored doſe by the ſhoxr ; now abont midnight the tyde began to come in, which Ber- 
ralbe no ſoonet perceived, but he preſently without noife weighed whchor, and deelining the 
Jankshe:went on to that part where he had ſeen the fires, that by this tine were almoſt all out, 
there being not above twẽo or three that gave any light, and which ſerved to guide him. So 
continuing his coarſe very diſcreetly, he eme —— whers he bebeld a mighty company ol 
great and imall Ships, to the number as he of thonſand Sails, through the 
whictryery filly he arrived at x Townot above ten thoaſand houſholds, with a ſtrong 
wall of Brick, with Towers and Bulwarks after our manner, and with Curtains fall of water. 
Here five of the fourteen Soldiers, that were in the Lorch, went on ſhoar with two of thoſe 
Chineſeſes, that were faved out of Similau Junk, who had left their wives as hoſtages with 
us fut their return; Theſe having ſpent three hours in viewing and ſurveying the Town on the 
ontfide,reimbarqued themſetves without ary notice taken of them at all, and ſo went back very 
quietly-ax they came to the mouth of the River, white they found a Jun riding at anchor, that 
was tome thicher fince their in the evening; ' Being returned to Antonio de Faria, 
theprelated unto hinroyhat they had ſeen, particalarly the great Army that lay up in the Ri- 
ver,:as4lfo the Junk; wich they hat left riding at anchor ac the entrance into it, telling him 
that it might well be che Dog Cl Atem whom he ſought for; Theis news ſo rejoyced him, 
chit inflanely he danchor, and fet fail,” puns ras mind gyvY him that it was undoubt- 
cdly he ; and i it fo, be aſſured us all char he was convented to loſe his life in fighting 
with kim, for to be revenged of ſach a Rogbe as had done him ſo much — Approaching 
wirthio fight of the Junk, e evmingnded the Lorch to pais unto the other fide of her, to the 
end tioy might board ber ber together aronce, and charged that not 2 Piece ſhould be (hot 
off, for fear they-ſboutd be heard of the Army that lay up in the River, who might thereupon 
come to diſcover them. As ſoon a5 ere come to the Junk, ſhe w preſently inveſted by 
us, and twenty of our Soldiers leaping in made themſelves Maſters of ber without any reſiſt- 
ance; for the moſt'of het men threw themfclves into the Sea, the reſt that were more _ 
ons-valiantly made head againſt our people; but Ancronio de Farid preſently getting in w 
twenty Soldiers more made an end of defeat them, killing above thirty of theirs, ſo us there 
remiined notis alive but thoſe which voluntarily ceſt-rhemſelves into the Sea, whom he cauſed 
to be drawn up to ſerye for the Navigation of hy Veſſels; and for to learn who they were, and 
from whence they came,” to-which purpoſe he commanded: four of them to be put to torture, 
whereof two runder to dye ſo chen to confeſs any thing ; und as they were ubout to do the 
like co a littie boy, atr old man, his father, that was layd on the deen, eryed out with tears in his 
eyes for to give him the hearing before they did any hurt to the child; Antonio de Faria made 
the Executioner ſtay,” and bade tte old man ſay what de would, provided he fpake ttyth, for 
otherwiſe he vowed, that both he and the boy ſhould be thrown: alive into the Sea, whereas 
onthe contrary,” if he dealt truly, he promiſed to ſer them both ut liberty on ſhoer, and reftore 
unto him whatſoever he would take his oath did appertain unto him: Wheteunto the old A. 
homeran anſwered, I aecept of the proniiſe Whith thon makeſt mo, und I very much thank thee 
far pafeng the life of this child. for a for mine, 414 thing unprofitable, I make no reckoning 
of it, and I Will rely on thy werd, althowgh the vourſs thow holdeſt may well divert me from it, 
in ragard it us no Way donformabie to the Chriſtian Law, which thou haſt profeſt in iby Bap- 
tiſia dan anſ wet, that rendted Autouis de Faris ſo confounded and amazed, as he knew not 
 wharav reply; Hoheit he cauſed him to come neuter to him and queſtioned him gently with- 
out any turther chreatrning. 3 55 i 
5.5. Tn old man then ſat him down by Antonio de Faria, who ſeeing him whitelike unto us, 
asked him whexbet he were a Ter, or a Perſian ? whereunto he anſwered, that he was nei- 
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ther, but that he was 2 Chriſtian, born at Mount Sinai. Antonio de Faria thereupon replyed, 
how he wondred much, being a Chriſtian, as ke ſaid, that he lived not amongſt Chriſtians. 
To which the old man anſwered, that he was a Merchant of a good family, named T ome Mo 
ſtanguo, and that riding one day at anchor in a Ship of his in the Port of 7#daa, in the year one 
thouſand five hundred thirty and eight, Soliman the Biſſa, Vice-roy of Cairo, took his, and 
ſeven others Ships, to carry Victual and Munition for his Army of threeſcore Galleys, where- 
with he went by the Command of the grand Si guior to reſtore Sultan Bandar to his Kingdom 
of Cambaya, which the great Mogul had deprived him of; And that at the end of the Voyage 
going to demand the freight which they had promiſed him, the Turks, that were ever cruel 
and faithleſs, tool his wife, and a young daughter he had; and forced them before his face, and 
becauſe his ſon wept at the ſight of this injury they threw him bonnd hand and foot into the 
Ses; as for himſelf, they layd him in Irons, and continually ſcourging him they ſtript him of 
all his goods, to the value of fix thouſand duckers and better, ſaying, that it was not lawful for 
any to enjoy the bleſſings of God, but the holy and juſt Mouſſilimans, ſuch as they were: 
And that his wife and daughter dying not long after, he found means one night to caſt himſelf 
into the Sea with that little boy, which was his ſon, at the mouth of the River of Dis, from 
whence he went by Land to Surrat, and ſo to Malaca in x ſhip of Garcia de Saas, = of 
Bacaim ; then how by the commandment of Eftevano de Game, going to China with Chri- 
ſtovano Sardinha, which had been Factor at the Moluc ques, one night as they rode at anchor 
in Cincaapura, Yuiay Taijauo, Maſter of the Junk, ſurprized them, and killed the ſaid Sar- 
dinba, together with (ix and twenty Portugals more; as for him, becauſe he was a Gunner 
they ſaved his life. At this report Antonio de Faria ſtriking himſelf on the breſt, as x man 
amazed at this diſcourſe, Lord, Lord, ſaid he, this ſeems to be à dream that I hear; then 
turning himſelf co his Soldiers that ſtood about him, he related the life of this 2557 unto them, 
and further affirmed, that he had (lain at times in ſtrayed Veſſels above an hundred Portuga/s, 
and deſpoyled them of an hundred thouſand duckets at leaſt ; And — 1 — name was ſuch, 23 
this Armenian delivered, to wit, Quiay Taijano, yet after he had killed Chriſtovano Far- 
dinha in Cincaapura, in a vnin · glory of that which he had done he cauſed himſelf to be called 
Captain Sardinha. Whereupon having demanded of the Armenian where he was, he told us, 
that he was very ſore hurt, and hidden in the hold of the Junk ſt the Cables with five or 
fix others. Hereat Antonio de Faria aroſe, and went directly to % where this Dog 
ws hidden, followed by the greateſt part of his Soldiers, which opened the ſcuttle where the 
Cables lay co ſee whether the Armeniax ſpake true or no; in the mean time the Dog, and the 
ſix others that were with him, got out at ſcuttle, and moſt deſperately fell upon our 
men, who were above thirty in number, beſides fourteen boys. Then began there ſo furious 
and bloody a fight, that in leſs then a quarter of an hour we made a clean diſpatch of them all, 
but in the mean while two Portugals, and ſeven boys were (lain, befides I know not how 
many hurt, whereof Antonio de Faria received two downright blows on his head, and one on 
his arm, which put him to very much pain. After this defeat, and that the wounded men were 
dreſt, he ſer ſail, for fear of the forty Junks that were in the River : So getting far from Land, 
about evening we went and anchored on the other ſide of (auchexchina, where Antonio de 
Faria cauſing an Inventory to be taken of all that was in this Pyracs Junk, there was found in 
her five hundred Bars of Pepper, after fifty quintals to the Bir, forty of Nutmegs and Mace, four- 
ſcore of Tin, thirty of Ivory, twelve of Wax, and five of Wood of fine Aloes, which might 
be worth according to the rate of the Country ſeventy thouſand duckets; belides a little field 
Piece, four Faulcons, and thirty Baſes of Braſs, the greateſt pare of which Artillery had been 
ours, for this Maboweran had taken them in the (hips of Sardinha, Oliveyra, and Bartole- 
meu de Matos : There were alſo found three Coffers covered with Leather, full of Silk quilts, 
and the apparel of Portugals, with a great Baſon and Ewer ſilver and guilt, and a Salt-feller of 
the ſame, two and twenty Spoons, three Candleſticks, five guile Cups, eight and fifty Har- 
quebuzes, twelve hundred twenty and two pieces of Bengals Cloth, all which were Portu- 
gals goods, eighteen quintals of Powder, and nine Children about ſeven or eight years of age, 
chained together by the hands and the feet, molt lamentable to behold, for that they were ſo 

— and lean, that one might eaſily through their skins have counted all the bones in their 

ies. 
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CHAP. XVI. 


Antonio de Faris“? Arrival at the Bay of Camoy, Where Was the fiſhing of Pearls for 
the King of China; the Relation made to him of the Iſle of Ainan ; With that 
which happened to him by the means of a renegado Pyrat, and otherwiſe, 


8.1 He next day after noon, Antonio de Faria parted from the place where he rode at anchor, 
: T and returned towards the Coaſt of Ainan, by the which he kept all the reſt of that day, 
and the next night with five and twenty or thirty fathom water. In the morning he came to a 

Bay, where there were many great Boats fiſhing for Pearls, and being unreſolved what courſe 

to take, he beſtowed all the forenoon in counſel with his company thereabout, whereof ſome 
were of the opinion that he ſhould ſeize upon the Boats that were fiſhing for Pearls, and others 
oppoſed ir, ſaying, it was a ſafer way to treat with them as Merchants, for that in exchange 

of the great ſtore of Pearls, which were in that place, they _ eaſily put off the moſt part of 

their Commodities. This appearing to be the beſt and ſafeſt advice, Antonio de Faria cauſed 

the Flag of Trade to be hung out, according to the Cuſtom of China, ſo that inſtantly there 
came two Lanteaas from Land to us, which are Veſſels like to Foiſts, with great abundance of 

refreſhments, and thoſe that were in them, having ſaluted us after their manner, went abo 

the great Junk wherein Autonio de Faria was; but when they beheld men, ſuch as we were, 
having never ſeen the like before, they were much amazed, and demanded what —— 
were, and wherefore we came into their Country. Whereunto we anſwered by an Interpre- 
ter, that we were Merchants born in the Kingdom of Siam, and were come thither to ſell or 
barter our Commodities with them, if ſo be they would permit us. To this, an old man, 
much reſpected ot all the reft, replyed, that here was no Traffique uſed, but in another place 
ſurther forward, called Gn amboy, where all ſtrangers that came trom Cantan, Chincheo, La- 
man, Combay , Sumbor | Liampan , and other Sex-coaſt Towns , did ordinarily trade: 
Wherefore he counſelled him to get him ſuddenly from thence, in regard this was a place de- 
ſtined only to the fiſhing of Pearls for the Treaſure of the houſe of the ſon of the Sun, to the 
which, by the Ordinance of the Tutan of Combay, who was the ſoveraign Governor of all 
the Country of Cauc henchina, no Veſſel was permitted to come, but only ſuch as were ap- 
inted for that ſervice, and that all other ſhips, which were found there, were by the Law to 
— and all that were in them; but fince he, as a ſtranger, and ignorant of the Laws of 
the Country, had tranſgreſſed the ſame, rt out of contempt, but want of knowledg, he 
thought fit to advertiſe him of it, to the end h might be gone from thence before the arrival of 
the Mandarim of the Army, which we call General, to whom the Government of that fiſhing 
appertained, and that would be within three or four days at the moſt, being gone not above 
frx or ſeven leagues from thence to a Village, named — — for to take in Victual. 
Antonio de Faria thanking him for his good advice, asked him how many Sails, and what 
Forces the Aandarim had with him: Whereunto the old man anſwered, that he was accom: * 
panied with forty great Junks, and twenty five Vancans with oars, wherein there were ſeven 
thouſand men, namely, five thouſand Soldiers, and rhe reſt Slaves md Mariners; and that he 
was there every year frx Months, during the which time was the fifhing for Pearls, that is to 
ſay, from the firſt of Afarch to the laſt of An gef. Out Captain defiring to know what du- 
ties were payd out of this fiſhing, and what revenue it yielded in thoſe fix Months, the old man 
told him, that of Pearls which weighed above five Carats they give two thirds, of the worſer 
fort halt leſs, and of feed Pearl the third part; and that this Revenne was not always alike, be- 
cauſe the fiſbing was ſometimes better ir one year, then in another; but that one with another 
he it might yield annually four hundred thouſand Tacw. Antonio de Faria made very 
mach of the old man, andgave him rwo cakes of Wax, a bag of Pepper, and a tooth of Ivory, 
wherewith both he and the reſt were exceedingly well pleaſed. He alſo demanded of them, of 
what bigneſs this le of Ainan might be, whereof fo many wonders were ſpoken. Tell us 
firſt, replyed they, who you are, and wherefore you are come hither, then will we ſatisfie you 
in that you deſite of us; for we vow unto you, that in all our lives we never ſaw ſo many 
young fellows together in any Merchants (hips, as we now ſee in this of yours, nor ſo ſpruce 
and neat ; and it ſeems that in their Country China Silks are ſo cheap as they are of no efteem, 
or elſe that they have had them at ſo eaſie a rate, as they have given nothing near the worth 
for them, for we ſee them play away a piece of Damak at one caſt at Dice, as thoſe that — 
A lightly 
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lightly by them : A ſpeech that made Antonio de Faria ſecretly to ſmile, for that thereby he 
well perceived how theſe fiſhermen had a ſhrewd gueſs that the ſame were ſtollen, which made 
him tell them, that they did this like young men, who were the ſons of very rich Merchants, 
and in that regard valued things far under that they were worth, and had coft their fathers ; 
difſembling then what they thought, they anſwered in this manner, It may very well be as you 
ſay. Whereupon Antonio de Faria gave a ſign to the Soldiers to leave off their play, and to hide 
the pieces of Silk that they were play ing for, to the end they might not be ſuſpected for Rob- 
bers by theſe folks, which immediately they did, and the better to aſſure theſe Chineſes that 
we were honeſt men, and Merchants, our Captain commanded the ſcuttles of the Junk to be 
opened, that we had taken the night before trom Captain Sardinba, which was laden with 
Pepper, whereby they were ſome what reſtored to a better opinion then they had of us before, 
ſaying one to another, Since now we find that they are Merchants indeed, let us freely anſwer 
to their demand, fo as they may not think, though we be rude, that we know nothing but how 
to catch fiſh and Oyſters. 
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The old man deſiring to ſatisfie Antonio de Faria 's demand, Sir, ſaid he, ſince now I know Fg. 3. 


What yon are, and that only out of curioſity yon fairly require to learn this particular of me, 1 
wil clearly tell you all that I know thereof,and What I have heard others deliver concerning it, 
that have been elder then my ſelf, and Which have a long time governed thu Archipelagne ; 
They ſaid then, that this Iſland was an abſolute State under a very rich and mighty King, 
who, for an higher and more tranſcendent title then other Monarchs his Contemporaries car- 
ried, canſed himſelf to be tiled Prechau Gamuu; He dying Without heirs, ſo great a diſcord 
aroſe among it the people about the ſucceſſion to the Crown, as encreaſing by little and little it 
cauſed ſuch effuſion of blood, that the Chronicles of thoſe times affirm, how only in four years 
and an half ſiæteen Lacazaas of men were ſlain, every Lacazan containing an hundred thouſand, 
by means Wheroof the Country remained ſo deſerted of people, that unable to defend it ſelf 
the King of Cauchin conquered it, only with ſeven thowſand Mogores, Which the King of 
Tartarie ſens him from the (ity of Tuymican, that then Was Metrapolitau of all his Empires. 
This Iſland of Ainan being conquered, the King of Cauchin returned into bis Country, and for 
Governor thereof left behind him a Commander of bis, named Hoyha Paguarol, who re volted 
rom him for certain juſt cauſes, as be pretended, that invited him thereunto. Now to have 
the aſſiſtance and ſupport of the King of China, he became his Tributary for faur hundred 
thouſand Taeis by the year, Which amount to fix hundred thouſand dnckets, in conſideration 
whereof the King of China obliged himſelf to defend bim againſt all bis enemies, whenſoe ver 
he ſbould have need: This accord continued bemveen them the ſpace of thirteen years, during 
tbe Which the King of Cauchin Was five ſeveral times defeated in open Battel ; At length this 
Hoyha Paguarol coming to dye without iſſue, in regard of the good offices that in his life time 
head received from the King of China, be by bis teſtament declared him for his Succeſſor 
and lawful Heir, ſo that ever ſince, being now two hundred thirty and five years ago, to this 
preſent, this Iſle of Ainan hath remained annexed to the Scepter of the great Chineſe. And 
touching that you have further demanded of me concerning the Treaſures, and Revenue of this 
Iſland, I am able to ſay no more then What I have learnt of ſome ancient Perſonaget, Who, as 
I have related before, have governed it in quality of Teutons, and Chaems, and I remember 
they ſaid, that all the Revenues thereof, as well in Mynes of Silver, Cuſtoms, and atherways, 
amonnted unto two Millions and an half Taeis yearly ; And perceiving that our Captain was 
amazed to hear him ſpeak of ſo mighty a riches, continuing his diſcourſe, Truly, my Maſters, 
faid he laughing, ¶ you make ſuch a matter of that little I have ſpoken of, What would you do 
if you ſaw the great City of Pequin, Where the ſon of the Sun ( the name they give to their 
King) wit h bis Court is always reſident, and Where the Revenues of two and thirty Kingdoms, 
that depend on this Monarchy, are received, of Which out of fourſcore and (ix Mynes of Gold 
and Silver only is annually —_— above fifteen thouſand Picos, which according to our Weight 
comes to twenty thouſand quintals * After Antonio de Faria had given him many thanks for 
ſatisfying him ſo fully in his demands, he dofired him to tell him in what Port he would adviſe 
him to go and ſell his Commodities, ſceing the ſeaſon was not proper to ſer ſail for Liampoo. 
Whereunto he anſwered, that we were not to go into any Port of that Country, nor to put 
truſt in any Chineſe whatſoever ; fer I aſſure you, ſaid he, there is not one of them will ſpeak 
truth in any thing he ſays to you, and believe me, for Iam rich, and will not lye to you like 2 
Poor man; belides, I would wiſh you to go in this Straight always wich the plummet in — 
han 
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hand for to ſound your way,becauſe there are very many dangerous ſhelvs all along till you come 
to 2 River called Tanauquir, and there is a Port where is very good anchoring, and where you 
may be as ſafe as you can deſire, as alſo you may there, in leis then two days, put off all your 
commodities, and much more if you had them. Nevertheleſs I will not counſel you to diſ- 
imbarque your goods on land, but to fell them in your Veſſels, in regard that many times the 
ſight cauſethdefire, and deſire diſorder amongſt peaceable perſons, much more with them that 
are mutinous and of an evil conſcience, whoſe wicked inclination carries them rather to take 
away another mans goods from him, then give of their own to the needy for Gods ſake. This 
faid, both he that ſpake, and thoſe that accompanyed him, took leave of our Captain, and us, 
with many complements and 3 whereof they are not ordinarily very ſparing in thoſe 
parts, beſtowing on Antonio de Faria, in return of that he bad given them, a little Box made 
of a Tortoiſe ſhell, full of ſeed-pearl, and twelve pearls of a pretty bigneſs, craving his par- 
don for that they durſt not traffique with him in this place, for fear left it they Chould do ſo, to 
be all put to death, conformably to the Law of the rigorous juſtice of the Country ; and they 
agen intreated him to make haſte away before the Ad andarims arrival with his Army, for if 
he found him there, he would burn both his Veſſel, and him and all his company. Antonio de 
Faria unwilling to negle& the counſel of this man, left that which he told him ſhould prove 
true, he ſet fail immediately, and paſſed: to the other fide towards the South, and in two 
days with a Weſterly wind he arrived at the River of Tanaxquir, where juſt over againſt a 
little village, called Neytor, he caſt anchor. 


$.3, We remained all that day, and the next night, at the mouth of the River of Tavauquir, in- 


tending the next morning to ſail up to the Town, which was ſome five _ from thence in 
the River, to ſee if by any means we might put off our commodities there, for our Veſſels were 
fo heavy laden with them, as there was ſcarce a day wherein we ran not twice or thrice on ſome 
ſhelve or other, which in divers places were four or five leagues long, wherefore it was con- 
cluded that before we did any thing elſe we were to ſell away our commodities, fo that we la- 
bored with all our might to get into the River, whoſe current was ſo ſtrong, that though we 
had all our fails up, yet could we prevail but very little =_ it ; As we were in this pain we 
perceived two great Junks in warlike manner come out of the River upon us, which chaining 
themſelves together for the more ſtrength, attzqued us ſo lively, as we had ſcarce the leaſure to 
defend our ſelves, ſo that we were ained to throw into the Sea all that ſtood in our way 
to make room for our artillery, being that we had then molt need of: The firſt ſalutation we 
had from them was a peal of ſix and twenty pieces of Ordnance, whereof nine were Falconets, 
and field-pieces : Antonio de Faria, a3 2 man verſt in ſuch affairs, ſeeing them chained one to 
another, perceived their drift, and therefore made as though he fled, as well to win time to 
prepare himſelf, as to make them beleeve that they were no Chriſtians ; whereupon they, like 
cunning thieves, deſiring that the prey, which they held to be ſurely their own, not 
eſcape out of their hands, looſed themſelves the one from the other the better to ſer upon ds, 
and approaching very near to us, they ſhot ſo many arrows and darts into our Junk, as no man 
was able to appeat upon the deck: Antonio de Faria, to avoyd this ſtorm, retired under the 
half deck, with five and twenty Soldiers, and ſome ten or twelve others, Slaves and Mariners ; 
there he entertained the Enemy with Harquebuſe ſhot the ſpace of half an hour, in which 
time, having uſed all cheit munitions of war, ſome forty of them, that ſeemed to be more va- 
liant then the reſt, longing to finiſh their enterprize, leaped into our Junk, with a purpoſe to 
make themſelves maſter of the prow ; but to hinder them from it, our Captain was — 
to go and receive them, ſo that there began a moſt bloody fight, wherein it pleaſed God with- 
in an hour to give us the upper hand by the ſlinghter of four and twenty of their forty in the 
place: Thereupon twenty of ours, purſuing this good ſucceſs, boarded the Enemies Junk, 
where finding bat ſoul reſiſtance, by reaſon the principals were already ain, all tbat were in 
her quickly rendred themſclyes unto us. That done, Antonio de Faria went with all ſpeed to 
ſuccor Cbriſtovano Borralbo, who was boarded by the other Junk, and very doubtful of the 
victory, in regard the greateſt part of his men were hurt, but at our approach the Enemies 
threw themſelves all into the Sex, where moſt of them were drowned, and ſo both the Junks 
remained in our power. After this we took a ſuryey of out company, the better to underftand 
what this victory had coſt us, and we found there was one Portugal, five Boys, and nine 
Mariners killed, beſides thoſe that were hurt: and on the Enemies part fourſcore were ſlain, and 
almoſt as many taken. Having given order then for the dreffing and accommodating of _ 
wounde 
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wounded men in the beſt mariner that could be, Antonio d- Faria. cauſed as many Mariners to 
be talen up as could be ſaved, and commanding them to be broughe into the great Junk where 
he was,he demanded of them what thoſe Junks were,how the Caprain of them was named, and 
whether he were alive or dead, whereunto not one of them would make any anſwer, hut choſe 
. rather to dye in torments like mad dogs,when as Chriſtovano Borralho eryed out from the Junk 


where he was, Signior, Signior, come hither quickly, for we have more to do then we think of 5, 


whereat Antonio de Faria,accompanyed with fifteen or ſixteen of his men, leapt into his Junk, 
king what the matter was? 7 bear a many talking together ſaid he, towards the prow,Which I 
dowbt are hidden there; hereupon opening the ſcuttle, they heard divers cty out, Lord Peſus 
have mercy apon ; and that in ſuch a woful manner, as ſtruck us all with pity : Antonio de 
Faria approaching to the ſcuttle, and looking down, could perceive ſome perſors there ſhut 


up, but not able to diſcern what they might be, he made two of his boys to go down, who x' 


lietle after broughc up ſeventeen Chriſtians, namely two Portugals, five ſmall children, two 
girls; and ei , which were in ſuch a lamentable caſe, as would have grieved any heart 
to have them; The firſt thing be did was to cauſe their Irons to be ſtrucken off, and then 
he enquired of one of the Portzgals (tor the other was like a man dead) unto whom thoſe 
children appertained, and how they fell inta the hands of this Pyrat, as alſo what his name 
was. Whereunto: he anſwered, that the Pyrat had two names, the one Chriſtian, the other 
Pagan, and that his Pagan name, wherewith he uſed to be called of late, was Necoda Nicau- 
lem, nnd his Chriftian name Fyanciſco de Saas, being Chriſtned at Aalaca, at ſuch time as 
Garcia de Saa was Captain of the Fortreſs, and for that he was his godfather, and had cauſed 
him to be baptized, he gave him that name, and marryed him to an orphan maid, a very hand- 
fom wench, the daughter of an honorable Portagai, to oblige him the more to our Religion 
and Country; but in the year-15 34. ſetting ſail for Chins ina great Junk of his, wherein 
there accempanyed him twenty of: the wealthieft Portugals of Malaca, 23 alſo his wife, and 
arriving at the Iſland of Pale Caen, they ſtayd two days to take in freſb water, during which 
time be and his Company, who were all Chineſas like himſelf, ind no better Chriftians, con- 
ſpired the death of the poor Portagal: for to deſpoyl them of 'their ſo that one night 
whit the Pertagalit were aſleep, and little dream d of ſuch Treaſon, they killed them all 
wich their little hatehets, and their ſervanes likewiſe, not ſparimg the life of any one that bore 
the fiame of « Chriſtiam; after which, he perſwaded, with his write, pm — 
an Idol, that Taran, Captain ot the Junk, had concealed in his cheſt, and vi being free 
from the Chriſtian Religion he would marry her to Tucan, who in exchange would give him 
a ſiſter of hi⸗to wife, that wu Chineſe, md there with him. But in regard ſhe would nei- 
cher adore the Idol :nor:conſent to the reſt, the dog firack berover the head with bis hatchet 
till her brains flew but, and then departing from thence went to the Port of &iampos, where 
the ſame year before he had traded; and not daring to go to Pater, fot fear oi the Portugal: 
char reſided there, he wintered at Siam, and: tha year following he returned to the Port of 
Chincheo, where he took a little Junk that came from S unda, with ten Portagals in her, all 
which he ſle wu; Add becanſe the wickedneſs that he had done us was ln over all the Coun- 
try, doubting to enconmer ſore Portugal ſoroes, be had retired himmſell into this ſtraight of 
Canchenchina,- where 2s Merchant he traded, and as a Pyrat robbed thoſe he met withall that 
wete weaker then kimſell. It being now three years ſince he had taken this River for a refuge 
of his Robberies, thinking binſelf ſecure here from us Portugali, by rexſon we haye not uſed 
to traffique in the-Pores of this ſtraight, and Ifland of Ainar. Antonios de Pavia nsked of him 
whether choſe children belonged to the Portuge/s he had mentioned before; whereunto be 
anſwered, that they:did not, but that both they, and the boys and girls, were the children of 
Nano Preto,Gian de Diax, und of Pero Borges; whom he had killed at Aampollacota, near 
the mouth of the River of Siam in 7oanoOlivegro's Junk, where he alſo purfixteen. Portu- 
gli more to death, only he ſaved their two lives, becauſe one was a ſhipwright, and the other 
a 'Caulker, and had: them along with him in this manner, continually whipping, and 
almoſt famiſhing of them ; further be ſaid, thut when be ſer upon us, he did not think we had 
beet Portagals, bit ſome Chineſe Merchant, like ſuch as he had accuſtomed to rob when he 
found themat advantage, as he thought to have found us. Antonio de Faria demanded of 
him, whether he'could know the Pyrat among thoſe other dead bodies? Having replyed that 
ha eould, the Captam preſently aroſe, and taking him by the hand, went with him into the other 
Junk, char wis fafin*d co his, and having made him view all that lay dead upon the —_— be 
| af 
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ſaid that it was none of them, Whereupon he commanded a Manchuas, which is 3 little boat, 
to be made ready, wherein he and this man went and ſought for him amongſt the other dead 
bodies that floated on the water, where they found him with a great cut over his head, and a 
thruſt quite through the body ; ſo caufing him to be taken up, and layd upon the hatches, he 
demarided of that man again, if he were ſure that this was he, who anſwered, how without 
doubt it was he. Whereunto Antonio de Faria gave the more credit, by reaſon of a great chain 
of gold he had about his neck, to which was faftned an Idol of gold with two heads, made in 
the form of a Lizard, having the tail and paws enammelled with green and black, and com- 
manding him to be drawn towards the prow, he cauſed his head to be chopt off, and the reſt 
of the body to be cut in picees, which were calt into the Sea. 


$.4- Having obtained this victory in the manner I have before declared, cauſed our hurt men to 


be dreft, and provided for the guard of our Captains, we took an Inventory of the goods 
that were in theſe two Junks, and found that our prize was worth forty thouſand T ac, 
which was immediately committed to the charge of Antonio Borges, who was Factor for the 
Prizes. Both the Junks were great and good, yet were we conſtrained to burn one of them 
for want of Mariners to man it: There was in them befides ſeventeen pieces of brafs Ordnance, 
namely four Faulconets, and thirteen ſmall pieces, the moſt pare whereof had the Royal Arms 
of Portugal upon them, for the Pyrat had taken them in the three (hips where he killed the forty 
Portugals. The next day Antonio de Faria went about once more to get into the River, but 
he was adviſed. by fiſhermen, which he cook a little before, that he Chould beware of going to 
the Town, becauſe — adviſcd there of all that had paſſed bet wixt him and the reuegado 
Pyrat, for whoſe death the people were in an uproar, in ſo much that if he would let them 
have his commodities for nothing, yet would they not tale them, in regard that Chiles, the 
Governor of that Province, had contracted with him, to give him the third part of all the 
ies he took, in lieu whereof he would render him a ſafe retreat in his Country; ſo that his 
| 1 the Pyrat, be ſhould be but badly welcomed by him, and 
to that | commanded two 'Rafts, covered with dry wood, barrels of 
itch, and other Ack, en be placed the entering irto the Port, that were to be 
indled and ſent down upon us, a ſoon as we had caſt anchor, for to fire us, beſides two hun- 
dred Paraor, full of ſhot, and men of war were alſo in readineſs to aſſatilt us. Theſe news 
made Antonio de Faria conclude to make away unto another Port, named Autipinan, diftant 
from thence above forty leagues towards the Eaſt, for that there were many rich Merchants, as 
well Natives as Strangers, which cams in great Troops from the Countries of Lanbos, Pafuaæ, 
and Geer, with great ſams of moty. So we ſet ſail with the three Junks, and the = 
wherein we came from Patana, coaſting the Land from one fide to the other, by reaſon of 2 
wind, until we arrived ut x place called Tilawmers, where we anchored, for that the 
current of the water rat very ſtrong againſt ns. After we had continued fo three days together, 
with a contrary wind, and in great want of: victual, our good: fortune about Evening brought 
four Lanteaa unto. us, that are like unto Foyſts, in one of the which was a Bride, that was go- 
ing to 4 Village, named P andures : Now becauſe they were ill in jollity, they had ſo many 
Drums beating aboard them, as it was almoſt impoſſible to hear one another for the noiſe they 
made. Whereupon we were in great doubt wut this might be, and wherefore there was ſuch 
triumphing; ſome thought that they were ſpics ſent from the Captain of 7 «vavquir's Army, 
who inſulting, for that we were already in their power, gave this teſtimony thereof. Antonio 
4 Feria left ks avebors in the Sea, and preparing mt to ſuſtain all that might unto 
him, he diſplayed all his Banners and Flags, and with demonſtration of joy che arri- 
val of theſe Lanteam, who when they perceived us to be all together, imagining it was the 
Bridegroom that ſtay d to receive them, they came joyfully towards us. So atter we had ſalu- 
ted one another after the manner of the Country, they went and anchored by the ſhore. And 
becauſe we could not comprehend the myſtery of this affair, all our Captains concluded that 
they were ſpies from the Enemies Army, which forbore aſſaulting us in expeRation of ſome 
other Veſſcls that were alſo to come; In this ſuſpicion we ſpent the little remainder of ut 
Evening, and almoſt two hours of the night : But then the Bride, ſeeing that her Spouſe ſent 
not to viſit her, as was his part to do, to (hew the love (ſhe bore lum (he ſent her Uncle in one 
of the Lanteaa with a Letter to him, containing theſe words. If the feeble ſex of a Woman 
World permit me to go from the place Where 1 am: for to ſee thy face, Without reproach to mine 
honor, aſſure thy ſelf that to kiſs thy tardy feet my body would fly as doth the hungry ay 
tex 
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after the fearful Heron; But ſince I es from my fathers houſe, for to ſeek thee aut 
here, come thy ſelf hither to me, whert indbed T ans not, for I cannot ſee my ſelf, but in ſee- 
ing tbee; Now if thow doſt not come to ſte me in the obſcurity of this night, making it bright 
fer me, | fear that to morrow morning When thou arriveſt here, thou ſhalt not find me living, 
My Uncle Licorpinau will more particular ly acquaint thee with what I keep concealed in 7

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CHAP. XVIL 


Antonio de En ia / Arrival at the Port : The Information that Antonio de Faria bad 
of the Country ; ſome paſſages between him and the Nantarel of the Town ; 
his going to the River of Madel; With his inconntring 4 Pyrat 
| there, and that Which paſſed betwixt thew. 


Eing arrived at this Port we anchored in a Rode, which the Land makes near to a little 
Iſland on the South fide of the mouth of the River, at the entry wheremto we remained 
without ſaluting the Parc, or making any noiſe, intending as ſoon as it was night to ſend for to 
ſound the River, ind to be i of that we deſired to know. Upon the ing of the 
Moon, which was about eleven of the clock, Antonio dt Faria ſent away one of his Lanteacs, 
well tamiſbed, and twelve Saldiers in her, befides the Captain, named Valentino Martins 
—_—_ 1 diſcreet man, and of great courage, that at other times had given good proof of 
in like occaſions, who departing went always ſounding the depth of the River, urmil 
he arrived where divers Veſſels rode at anchor; There he cook two men that were ſleeping in a 
Barque laden wich earthen ware, and returning aboard undiſcovered he rendred Antonio de 
Faria an accompt of what he had found touching the greatneſs of the place, and the fewneſs of 
the Ships that were in the Port, wherefore his opinion was, that he might boldly enter into it, 
and if it happened he could not trade there 2s he defired, no body could hinder him frem ifſuing 
forth whenſotver: he pleaſed, by reaſon the River was very large, clean, and without any 
ſhelves, ſands, or ocher things that might endanger him. Having conſulted then with his 
company, he concluded by their advice, not to put the two AMabometant, that were taken, 
to torture, 2 was before ordained, becanſe there was no nect{of ic; Day being come, Ante. 
in de Faria deſiring, before be ſtirred, to be informed — — 
— cd. and then deckred his mind: 
that tonching the entrance of the River there 
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divine Law, inviolably 
freely chat right 
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her in their Law they believed, that the great God, which governeth this All, came at any time 
| inte 
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into the world, clothed with a humane form, they ſaid No, becauſe there could he nothing that 
might oblige him to ſo great an extremity, in regard he was through the excellency of the divine 
Nature delivered from our miſeries, and far eſloigned from the Treaſures of the Earth, all things 
being more then baſe in the preſence of his ſplendor. By theſe anſwers of theirs, we perceived 
that theſe people had never attained to any koowledg of our truth, more then their eyes made 
them to ſee in the picture of Heaven, and in the beauty of the day, for contioually in their Com- 
bajes, which are their prayers, lifting up their hands they ſay, By thy works, Lord, we confeſs 
thy greatneſs. Alter this Antonio de Faria ſet them at liberty, and having given them certain 
preſents, wherewith they were very well pleaſed, he cauſed them to be conveyed to Land; 
that done, the wind beginning a little to riſe he ſer ſail, having all his Veſſels ado ned with di- 
vers coloured Silks, their Banners, Flags and Streamers difplayed, and a Standart of Trade hung 
out after the manner of the Country, to the end they might be taken for Merchants, and not for 
dyrats, and ſo an hour after he anchored juft againſt the Key of the Town, which he ſaluted 
wich a little peal of Ordnance, whereupon ten or eleven Almadiaes came preſently to us with 
good ſtore of refreſhments; Howbeit finding us to be ſtrangers, and diſcerning by our habits 
that we were neither Siamt, Naos, nor Malayos, nor yet of any other Nation that ever they 
had ſeen, they ſaid one to another, Pleaſe Heaven, that the dew of the freſs morning may be 
as profitable to us all, as this evening ſeems fair with the preſence of theſe Whom our eyes be- 
hold. Having ſaid thus, one of the Almagiaes xsked leave ro come aboard us, which they 
were told they might do, becauſe we were all their brothers, ſo that three of nine, which 
were infthat 4/madia, entred into our Junk, whom Antonia de Faria received very kindly, 
and cauſing them co fit down upon a Turky Carpet by him, he told them, that he was a Mer- 
chanc of the Kingdom of Siam, and going with his goods towards the Iſle of Ainan he had 
been advertiſed, that he might better and mote ſecurely ſell off his Commodities in this Town, 
then in any other „ becauſe the Merchants thereof were juſter and truer of their word, then 
the Chineſes of the Coalt of Ainan; Whereunto they thus anſwered, Thow art not deceived 
in that Which thou ſayſt, for if thon be a Merchant, as thou affirmeſt, beleeve it, that in every 
Po, aud every Where tou ſhalt be honored in this place, Wherefore thou mayſt ſleep Wwithonms 
car. N a 
Antonio de Faria miſtruſting ſome intelligence might come over Land concerning that C. 2, 
which he had done to the — the River of Tanauquir, and ſo might work him ſome 8 
prejudice, would not diſ-imbarque his goods, as the Officers of the Cuſtom. houſe would have 
had him, which was the cauſe of mach diſpleaſure and vexation to him afterward, ſo that his 
buſineſs was twice interrupted by that means, wherefore perceiving that good words would 
not ſerve to make them cooſent to his Propofitions, he ſent them word by a Merchant, who 
dealt between them, that he knew well enough they had a great deal of reaſon to require the 
landing of his goods, becauſe ic was the uſual courſe for every one fo to do; But he aſſured 
them, that he could not poſſibly do it, in regard the ſeaſon was almoſt paſt, and therefore he 
was of neceſſity to haſten his departure as ſoon as might be, the rather too for the accommo- 
dating of the Junk wherein he came, for as much as (he took in ſo much water, that threeſcore 
Mariners were always laboring at thret pumps to clear her, whereby he ram u gteat hazard of 
loſing all his goods; And that touching the Kings Cuſtoms he was contented to pay them, not 
after thirty in the hundred, as they demanded, but after ten, as they did in other Kingdoms, 
and ſo much he would pay preſently and willingly. To this offer they rendred no anſwer, but 
detained him that carried the meſſage priſoner ; Antonio de Faria, ſeeing that his meſſenger re- 
turned dot, ſet ſail immediately, hanging forth a number of flags, as one that cared not whe- 
ther he ſold or no; Whereupon the Mer ſtrangers, that were come chither to trade, per- 
ceiving the Commodities, of which they hoped to make ſome profit, to be going out of the 
Port, through the perverſneſs and obſtinacy of the Nastare/ of the Town, they went all to 
him, and defired him to recall Antonio de Faria, otherwiſe they proteſted ro complain to the 
King of the injuſtice he did them, in being the cauſe of hindring their Traffique. The Nan 
tarel, that is the Governor, with all the Officers of the Cuſtom- houſe, fearing left they might 
upon this occaſion be turned out of their places, condeſcended to their requeſt, upon conditi 
hnce we would pay but ten in the hundred, that they (hould pay five more, whereunto they 
agreed, and inftantly ſent away the Merchant, whom they had detained priſoner, with a Letter 
full of complements, wherein they declared the agreement they had made. Antonio de Faria 
anſwered them, that ſince he was out of the Port, he would not re-enter it upon any terms, 
I 2 
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by reaſon he had not leaſure to make any Ray, howbeit if they would buy his Commodities in 
groſs, bringing lingots of filver with them for that ſe, he would ſell them to them, and 
in noother manner would deal, for he was much di with the little reſpect the Nautarel 
of the Town had carried towards him, by deſpiſing his meſſages ; and if they were contented 
to accept thereof, that then they ſhould let him know ſo much within an hour at rhe fartheſt, 
otherwiſe he would fail away to Ainan, where he might put off his Commodities far better 
then there. They finding him fo reſolved, and doubting to loſe ſo fair an occaſion, as this was, 
for them to return into their Country, embarqued themſelves in five great Lighters with forty 
cheſts full of lingots of ſilver, and a many ſacks to bring away the Pepper, and arriving at An- 
tonio de Faria's Junk, they were very well received by him, unto whom they repreſented anew 
__— they had made with the Naszterel of the Town, greatly complaining of his ill 
rerntnent, and of ſome wrongs, which withont all reaſon he had done them; but ſince 
they had pacified him by conſenting to give him fifteen in the hundred, whereof they would pay 
five, they deſired him to pay the ten, as he had promiſed, for orherways they could not buy 
his Commodities. Whereun:o Antonio de Faria anſwered, that he was contented ſo to do, 
more for the love of them, then for any profit he hoped to reap thereby, for which they gave 
him many thanks, and ſo being on all ſides agreed they uſed ſuch diligence in diſcharging the 
goods, as in three days the moſt of it was weighed and configned into the hands of the owners 
thereof; whereupon the accompts were made up, and the lingots of ſilver received,amounting 
in all to an hundred and thirty thouſand T ae, after the rate of ſeven ſhillings and ſix _ the 
T ei, as I have ſaid elſewhere. And though all poſſible ſpeed was uſed herein, yerBefore all 
was finiſhed, news came of that which we had done to the Pyrat in the River of T ananguir, 
in fo much that not one of the inhabitants would come near us afterward, by reaſon whereof 
Antonio de Faria was conſtrained to ſer fail in all haſte. | 
5.3. After we had quit the River of Mute pinan, directing our conrſe Northward, Antonio de 
Faria thought good to make to the Coaſt of the Iſland of Ainan, for to ſeek out à River, 


much water, or provide himſelf of a better in exchange upon any terms whatſoever ; 
So having failed for the ſpace of twelve days with a contrary wind, at length he arrived at the 
 Capeot Pulio Hinbor, which is the Iſland of Cocos; There hearing no news of the Pyrat he 
ſought for, he returned towards the South Coaſt, where he took certain Prizes, which were 
of good value, and well gotten as we thought. For it was the main intention of this Captain 
to deal with the Pyrat, whica frequented this Coaſt of Ainan, us they before had done with 
divers Chriftians in depriving them of their lives and goods; For us God doth ordinarily draw 
good out of evil,” fo it pleaſed him out of his divine Juſtice to permit, that Antonio de Faria 
in of the Robbery, committed by Coia Acem upon us in the Port of Luger, ſhould in 
the purſuit of him chaſtiſe other Theeves, that deſerved to be puniſhed by the hands of the Por- 
tu gali. Now having for certain days together with much labor continued our Navigation 
within this Bay of Cauchenc hina, as we were newly entred into a Port, called Made!, upon 
theday of the — of our Lady, being the eight of September, for the fear that we were in 
. of the new Moon, daring the which there oftentimts happers in this Climate ſuch 8 terrible 
ſtorm of wind and rain, as it is not poſſible for ſhips to withſtand it, which by the Chineſes is 
named Taſan, und that the Sky charged full with Clouds had four days together threatened 
that which we feared, it pleaſed God amongſt many other Junks that fled into this Port for 
ſhelter, there came in one belonging to a notorious ¶ hineſe Pyrat, named Hinimilas, who of 
z Gentile, that he had been, was not long before become a Mahometan, induced thereunto 
(ns it was ſaid) by a Cacs of that accurſed Set, who had made him ſuch an Enemy to the 
Chriſtian name, as he vaunted publiquely, that God did owe Heaven unto him for the great 
ſervice he had done him upon Earth, in depopulating it by little and little of the Portwgal Na- 
tion, who from their mothers wombs delighted in their offences, as the very Inhabitants of 
the-imoaky Houſe, a name which they give to Hell; And thus did he with ſuch ſayings, and 
other like blaſphemics, ſpeak as yillanouſly and abominably of us as could be imagined. This 
Pyrac, entring into the River in a very great and tall Junk, came up to us where we rode at 
anchor, and ſaluted us after the cuſtom of the Country, whereunto we returned the like, as ic 
25 the manner there to do at the entry into any of the Ports, they neither knowing us to be 
Portugal, nor we what they were; for we thought they had been Chineſes, and that they 
came into the Port to (brews themſelves from the ſtorm as others did, whereupon, _ | 
yo

five young men, that were Chriſtians, whom this Robber held as Slaves in his Junk, gueſſing 
us to be Portugali, fell a crying out three or four times together, Lord, have mercy upon us. 
At theſe words we all Rood up to ſee who they were, and perceiving them to be Chriſtians, 
we called aloud to the Mariners for to ſtay their courſe, which they would not do, but con- 
trarily beating up a Drum, as it were in contempt of us, they gave three great ſhouts, and 
withall brandiſhet their naked Scymitars in the ayr in a way of threatening us, and then caſt an- 
chor ſome quarter of a league beyond us. Antonio de Faria deſiring to learn the reaſon hereof, 
ſent a Ba/on to them, which no ſooner arrived near them, but the batbarous Rogues pelted 
them with ſo many ſtones, that the Veſſel was almoſt overwhelmed, ſo that they were glad to 
return, both Mariners and Soldiers being very ſore hurt; Antonio de Faria ſceing them come 
back all bloody, demanded the canfe of its Sir, anſwered they, we are not able to tell you, 
only you behold in What plight we are ; ſaying ſo, and ſhewing him the hurts on their heads, 
they declared unto him in what manner they had been entertained. At firſt this accident much 
troubled Antonio de Faria, fo that he ſtood muſing = good while upon it, but at length turn- 
ing himſelf to them that were preſent, Les every one here, ſaid he, prepare himſelf, for I 
cannot be perſwaded but this is that Dog Coia Acem, who I hope this day ſhall pay for all the 
wrong he hath done uu. Whereupon he commanded preſently to weigh anchor, and with all 
the ſpeed chit might be he ſer (ail with the three Junks and Lanteas. Being come within a Muſ- 
ket ſhot of them, he ſaluted them with ſix and thirty Pieces of Ordnance, whereof twelve 
were Faulconets, and other Pield· pieces, amongft the which was one of Bactery, that carried 
calt Bullets, wherewith the Enemies were ſo amated, as all the reſolution t uld take for the 
inſtance was to leave their anchors in the Sea, not having leaſure to we m, and to make to 
the ſhoar, wherein alſo they failed of their deſire; for Antonio de Faria perceiving their deſign 
got befote them, and boarded their Junk with all che Forces of his Veſſels; hereupon began 2 
moſt furious Combat both wich Pikes, Darts, and pots full of Powder thrown from eithet 
fide, ſo that for half an hour it could not be diſcerned who had the better: But at length ic 
pleaſed God to favor us ſo much, that the Enemies, finding themſelves weary, wounded, and 
bart, threw' themſelves into the Sen. Antowmo de Faria, ſeeing theſe wretches ready to fink 
by reaſon of the — — A the current, he imbarqued himſelf with ſome 
Soldiers in two Balons, and with much ado ſaved fixteen men, whereunto he was induced by 
the great need he ood in of them for the maning of his Lantea, becauſe he had loſt a great 
many of his people in the former fights. * 


CAP. XVIII. 
What Antonio de Faria did with the Captain of the Pyrats punk; that Which paſt bo- 
tween hins and the people of the Country ; With our caſting away 
| upon the Iſland of Theeves. |

Ntonio de Faria having obtained this Victory in the manner I have related, the firſt thing F.r. 


he did was to ſee his hurt men dreſt, as that which chiefly imported him; then being 

given to underſtand that the Pyrat Hinimilau, the Captain of the Junk he had taken, was one 
of the ſixteen he had ſaved, he commanded him to be brought before him, and after he had 
cauſed him to be dreſt of two wounds that he had received, he demanded of him what was 
become of the young Portagals which he held as Slaves > Whereunto the Pyrat, being mad 
with rage, having anſwered that he could not tell, upon the ſecond demand that was made him 
with menaces, he ſaid, that if firft they would give him a little water, in regard he was ſo dry 
u he was not able to ſpeak; that then he would conſider what anſwer to make. Thereupon 
having water brought him, which he drank ſo greedily as he ſpilt the moſt part of it without 
quenching his thitſt, he deſired to have ſome more given him, proteſting, that if they would 
let him drink his fill, he would oblige himſelf by che Law of Mabomett Alcoran voluntarily 
to confeſs all that they defired to know of him. Antonio de Faria, having given him as much 
as he would drink, queſtioned him again about the young Chriſtians, whereto he = ed, that 
he ſhould find them in the chamber of the prow ; thereupon he commanded three So ders to go 
thither and fetch them, who had no ſooner opened the ſcuttle to bid them come up, but they 
ſaw them lie dead in the place with their throats cut, which made them cry out, Pe, Feſms, 
come hither we beſcech you, Sir, and behold a moſt lamentable ſpeſtacle; hereat Antonio de 
Faria, and thoſe that were with him, ran thither , and beholding thoſe youths lying ſo or e 
upon 
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upon another, he could not forbear ſhedding of tears; baving cauſed them then to be brought 
upon the deck, together wich a woman and two pretty children,about ſeven or eight years old, 
that had their throats alſo cur, he demanded of the Pyrat why be had uſed ſuch cruelty to thoſe 
poor innocents : Whereunto he anſwered, that itayas becauſe they were Traytors, in diſcover- 
ing themſelves to thoſe, which were ſuch great Enemies to him as the Portugals were, and 
o for that having heard them call upon their Chrift for help, he defired to fee whether he 
would deliver them ; as for the ewo infants, there was cauſe enough to kill them, for that they 
were the childrcn of Portugals, whom he ever hated : with the like extravagancy he an- 
ſwered to many other queſtions, which were propounded te him, and that with ſo muck 
obſtinacy as if he had been a very Devil. Afterwards being asked whether, he were a 
Chriſtian, he anſwered, no, but that he had been one at ſuch time as Don Paulo de Ga- 
we was Captain of Malaca. Whereupon Antonio de Faria demanded of him, what 
moved him, fince he had been a Chriftian, to forfake the Law of e Chrift, wherein 
he was aſſured of his ſalvation, for to embrace that of the falſe Prophet Mabomet, from 
whence he could hope for nothing but the loſs of his Soul. Thereunto he anſwered, that 
he was induced ſo to do, for that ſo long 28 he was a Chriſtian, the Portugals had al- 
ways contemned him, whereas betore when he was a 72 they called him Qriay Ne- 
coda, that is to ſay, Signior Captain, but that reſpeR immediately upon his Baptiſm for- 
ſook him, which he verily believed did arrive to him by Mabomets expreſs permiſſion, to the 
end it ſhould open his eyes to turn Aabometan, as after he did at Bintan, where the King of 
Zantana ws in perſon preſent at the ceremony, and that ever ſince he had much honored him, 
and that all the Mandarins called him brother, in regard of the vow he had made upon the holy 
Book of Flowets, that as long as he lived he wonld be a ſworn Enemy to the Portugali, and 
of all others that proleſt che Name of Chriſt, for which both the King and the Cacis Moulana 
had exceedingly comended him, promiſing that his Soul ſhould be moſt bleſſed if he performed 
that vow. Being likewiſe demanded how long ago it was ſince be revolted, what Portugal Veſ- 
ſels he had taken, how many men he had put to death, and what Merchandize he * 
them of? He anſwered, that it was ſeven years fince he became a Mabometan; that the firſt 
Veſſel: he took was Luiſo de Pavia's Junk, which he ſurprized in the River of Liampeo with 
four hundred Bars of Pepper only, and no other ſpice, whereof having made himſelf maſter,. 
that he had put to death eighteen N beſides their ſlaves, of whom he made no reckon. 
ing, becauſe they were not ſuch as could ſatisfie the Oath he had made; That after this prize he 
had taken four ſhips, and in them put to death above an hundred perſons, amongſt whom there 
was ſome threeſcore and ten Portwgals, and that he thought the Merchandizein them amount- 
ed to fifteen or ſixteen hundred Bars of Pepper, whereof the King of Pax had the better moity 
for to give hima ſafe retrait in his Ports, and to ſecure him from the Pertagali, giving him 
to that purpoſe an hundred men, with commandment to obey him as their King. Being 
demanded, whether he had not killed any Portugals, orlent an hand for the doing thereof, he 
fid no, but that ſome two years before, being in the River of Choabogquee on the Coalt of 
Cbina, a great Juok arrived there with a great many Portugals in her, whereof an intimate 
friend of his, named Ray Lobo, was Captain, whom Don Eftevas de Gama, then Governor 
of the F ortreſs of Malaca, had ſent thither in the way of commerce, and that upon the ſale 
of his commodities going out of the Port, his Junk about five days after took ſo great a leak, 
as not being able to clear her, he was conſtrained to return towards the ſame Port from whence 
he parted, but that by ill fortune clappiog on all his ſails to get the ſooner to Land, (he was 
overſet by the violence of the wind, ſo as all were caſt away ſaving Ruy Lobo, ſeventeen Portu- 
gals,and ſome (laves, who in their skiff made for the Iſland of Leawas, without ſail, without wa- 
tet, or any manner of victual; That io this extremity Ruy Lobo, telyipg on the ancient friendſhip 
that was between them, came with tears in his eyes, and pray d him on his knees to receive him 
2nd his into his Junk, which was then ready to ſer ſail for Patana, whereunto he agreed upon 
condition that therefore he ſhould give him two thouſand duckets, for the performance where- 
of he bound himſelf by his Oath of a Chriſtian. But that after he had taken them in, he was 
counſelled by the Aabometans not to trult unto the friendſhip of Chriſtians, leſt he might en- 
danger his own lite, for when they had recovered ſtrength, they would without doubt ſeize 
upon his Junk, and all the goods that were in her, it being their uſual cuſtom ſo to do in all 
places where they found themſelves the ſtrongeſt : wherefore fearing leſt that which the Mabe- 
metans ſuggeſted ſhould befall him, he flew them all on a night as * ſlept, for the which not · 
Wi:h- 
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wichſtanding he was ſorry afterwards. This declaration fo much i > Antonio de Faria, 
and all tbat were about him, as indeed the enormity of ſo wicked a fact did require, that pre- 
ſencly, wichoue queſtioniog or hearing of. him further, he commanded him to be put to death 
with four more of his company, and ſotheꝝ were all thrown into the Sea. 3 
T This juſtice beivg executed on the Pyrat and his four companions, Antonien de Faria cauſed 5. 2. 
n Inventory to be taken of all that was in the J unk, which was adjudged co amount unto 
forty thouſand Ta i raw and twiſted Silk, pieces of Sattin, Damask, Musk, fine Poutce- 
lain, und other lefs valuable commodities, which with the Iunk we were conſtrained tp burn, 
becauſe we wanted Mariners for our nevigation.

de pleaſed to command him. After this gbing aut of the Fort of 2{adpl; where he had been 
4ourreen days, he ran all along the Coaſt of — tofind our Ca Acem, it being 
abe main dug of all his voyage, 25 I haue declared before: Imegipipg then that be might 
meet wich him in ſome of theſe places, he ſtuyd there above ſiæx months, with much pain and 
Rerard of tis perſon ; At length hearrived at a very fait Fown, named Qgangiparu, wherein 
were goudly buildings and Temples: In this Port he abode all chat day and the night follow- 
ing, under colour of being u Merchant, pearenbly buying chat which was brought him aboard; 
And dect it was x Town of fifteen hundred fires, as we gueſſed, the dext morning by break 
- © 
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of day we ſet fail without any great notice taken of us. So returning to Sea, alchough it were 
wich.a contrary wind, in twelve days with a troubleſom navigation he viſited the ſhores both 
ol the South and North Coaſts; without incountring any thing worthy the obſervation, al- 
though they were repleniſhed with a many of little Villages, whereot divers were incloſed 
with walls of brick, but not ſtrong enough ro withſtand the force of thirty good Soldiers, 
the people of themſelves — weak, and having no other Arms but ſtaves hardned in the 
ee 

on the Earth, a ing wit! eſtore of cartel, and many elds, ſowed wi 
Wheat, Rice, Burly, Miller, an other kinds Oo n alſo repleniſhed with many 
proves of Pine, and A»yrline trees, as in the Indiaes, able to furniſh a world of ſhip- 
ing: Moreover, by the relation of certain Merchants, Antonio de Faria was informed, that 
in this Land there were many Mynes of Copper, Silver, Tin, Saltpeter, Sulphur, and an infi- 
nite deal of untilled, but excellently good ground, altogether neglected by this weak Nation, 
which were it in our power, we might in all 2 be more advanced in the Indiacs, then 
now we are through the of our fins, | 
$.3- Aſtęr we had been ſeven months and an half in this Country, ſometimes on the one (ide, 
ſometimes on the other, from River to River, und on both Coaſts, North and South, as alſo 
in the Iſle of Ainan, without heating any news of Cois Acew, the Soldiers, weary of ſo loog 
and tedious travel, afſembled all r, and defired Antonio de Faria to make a partition of 
that which had been gotten, according to a promiſe before made to them by a note under his 
hand, ſaying that — — ow would: retum unto the Indiacs, or where elſe they thought 
good, whereby a great deal of ſtir aroſe amongſt us; At length it was agreed, that we (bould 
go and winter in Siam, where all the goods which were in the Junk be ſold, and being 
reduced into gold; diviſion ſhould be made of it, us was deſued. With this accord, ſworn 
and igned by all,” we went and anchored in an Ifland, called tho Iſland of Thieves, in regard 
it wag the outetmoſt Iſland of all that Bay, to the end that from thence we might make our 
voyage with the firſt fair wind that hould blow. So having continued there twelve days 
with an earneſt defire to effect rhe agreement we had made togecher; it fortuned, that by the 
conjunction of the new Moon in Odober, which we had feared, there aroſe ſach a 
teinpeſt of rain and wind, as ſeemed to be no natural thing, in fo much that lying open to the 
South * we taverſt the Coaſt, the waves went ſo high, that though we uled all means 


pofſible to fave out ſelves,cuttibg down our Maſts, and all the dead works from poop to prow, 
2c Illo caſting into the Sea even the moſt part of our merchandize, reducing our great Ordoance 


into their places again, out of which they had been toſi d, ard ſtrengthening our Cables, that 
"were half rotten, with ropes; Brit all chis was'not able to preſerve us, for the night was fo 
dk, the weather fo cold, the ſea ſo rough, the wind ſo high, and the ftorm fo horrible, that 
in cheſe extremities nothing could deliver us but the meer mercy of God, whom with continual 
'cries und ttars we called upon for help: But for as much u in regard of our fins we did not de» 
ſerve to receive this grace at his handy, his divine juſtice ordained; that about two hours after 
midaight there came ſuch a fearſul guſt of wind, us drove our for veſſels foul one of another 
updrythe (bore, bers they were all broken to pietes, ſo that four hundred and fourſcore men 
were drowned, atriongft which were eight Portugait, and itpleaſed God that the remainder, 
being fifty three petſom, were ſaved; whereof three and twenty were Portugals, the reft ſlaves 
nd Marinerę. After this lamentable ſhipwrac we pot half naked, and moſt of us Hurt, inte 
1 Mariſh hatd hy, where we ſtay'd-till the next morning, and as ſoon a3 it was day. wereturn- 
ed to che Ses ſide, which we found all Rirewed with dead bodies, 2 ſpeRacle- of that dread 
and horror 35 (carce in one'of us could forbear ſwooning to behold it; over, them we Rood 
lamenting great while, till ſuch time an Antonio de Faria, who by the mercy of God was 
one of thoſe char remained alive, whereof we were all very glad, concealing the grief which 
we could not diſſemble, came where we were, having on & ſcarlet coat, that he had taken 
from one bf the dend, and with x joyſul countenance, his eyes dry und voyd of, teats, he made 
aſhort ſpeeeh unto us, — — -how variable and uncertain the things of this 
world were, and therefore be deſired us as Brethren; that we would endevor to forget them, 
ſeeing / the remembrance of them was but a means to (grieve us; for conſidering the time and 
i etable eſtate whereunto we were reduced, we (aw how neceſſary his connſd was : And 
bow he hoped that God would in this deſolate place preſent us duith ſome good opportunity to 
fame out ſelves; and how we mighe be aſſured that he never permitted any evil — 2 2 — | 
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good; moreover how he firmly believed, that though we had now loſt five hundred thouſand 
crowns, we ſhould ere it were long get above fix hundred thouſand for them. This brief ex- 
hortation was heard by us all with tears and diſcomfort enough, ſo we ſpent two days and an 
half there in burying the dead, during which time we recovered ſome wet victuals and provi- 
Gons to ſuſtain us withall, but they lafted not above five days of fifteen that we ſtayed there, 
for by reaſon of their wetneſs they corrupted preſently, and did us little good. After theſe fif- 
teen days it pleaſed God, who never forſakes them that truly put their truſt in him, miracu- 
louſly — us a remedy, whereby we eſcaped out of that miſery we were in, as I will de- 
clare ter, | 


Cnay. XIX. | 
In What ſort we eſcaped miraculouſly out of this Iſland; our paſſage from thence to 
' the River of Xingrau; aur incountring with a Chineſe Pyrat, and 
the agreement We made With him. 


B eſcaped from this miſerable ſhipwrack, it was a lamentable thing to ſee how we g. 1. 
walked up and down almoſt naked, enduring ſuch crucl cold and hunger, that many of 
us talking one to another fell down ſuddenly dead with very weakneſs, which proceeded not ſo 
much from want of victuals, as from the eating of ſuch things as were hurtful to us, by reaſon 
they were all rotten, and ſtunł ſo vilely, that no man could endure the taſte of them in his 
mouth; But #s our God is an infinite good, there is no place ſo remote, or deſert, where the 
- miſery of ſinners can be hid from the affiſtance of his infinite mercy, which I ſpeak, in regard 
that on the day when as the feaft of S. Michael is celebrated, as we wete drowned in tears, 
and without hope of any humane help, according as it ſeemed to the weakneſs of our little faith, 
a Kite came noexpeRedly flying over our heads from behind a point, which the Iſland made 
towards the South, and by chance let full a fiſh; called a Mullet, about a foot long. This fiſh 
falling cloſe by Antonio de Faria, it ſomewhat amazed him till he perceived what it was, ſo 
that having confidered a little he fell on his knees, and with tears pronounced theſe words from 
the bottom of his heart. O Lord peſus Chriſt, the eternal Son of God, I humbly beſeceh thee 
by the ſorrows of thy ſairid Paſſion, that thou wilt not ſuffer m to be overwhelmed with the 
wnbelief, Whereinto the miſery of our Weakneſs hath caſt us; for I hope, and am almoſt aſſured, 
that the ſame ſurc or Whith thou didft ſend unto Daniel in the Lions den by the hand of thy Pro- 
pher Abacne, thou wilt grant us at this preſent ont of thy infinite goodneſs, and nor only here, 
but in every other place, Where a ſinner ſhall invoke thy azd with a firm and true faith; 
Wherefore, my Lord. and my God, I pray thee, not for mine, but thine own ſake, that thou 
wilt not caſt thine eyes on that We have merited from thee, but on that thou haſt merited for 
, to the tu it mn pleaſe thee to accord iu the ſuccor Which we hope to receive from thee, 
and out of thy bleſſed mercy to ſend us the means Whereby we may get from hence into ſome 
Chriſtian Country, where ftill perſcvering in the holy Worſhip of thee, We may for ever 
continue thyftichful ſer dants. This ſaid, he took the Mullet and cauſed it to be broiled upon 
coals, and given to ſuch of the fick as had moſt need of ir; Then looking towards the point of 
the Iſland whente the Kite came, we perceived divers others, that in their flying made 
many ſtoopirigs, -whence'we concluded that there was ſome kind of prey there whereon theſe 
fowls fed ; now all of us being moſt deſirdus of relief, we went chither in all hafte, and com- 
ing to the top of the higher ground we difcovtred a low valley full of divers fruit trees, and in 
the middle a river of freſhwater, whereupon by good fortune before we went down we ſaw 
a Stag newly killed, and v Tyger beginning to eat him, therewith we made a great cry, which 
frighted himaway into the Wood, leaving us the Stag as he was; Then deſcended we to the 
River, and by the bank of ic ſtayd all that night, making a feaſt, as well with the Stag, as with 
divers Mullers that we took thete, for there were a great number of Kites, that from the water 
catohed a many of thoſe fiſhes, and oftentimes let them fall being (cared with our cries : Thus 
continued e by this River till Saturday following, when about the break of day we diſcerned 
a Sail making as we thought towards the Iſhand where we were, the better tò be aſſured where- 
of we returned to the ſhoar where we were wracked, and there fiaying abvnt half an hour, we 
found it to be ſo indeed, in which regard we got us preſently into the Wood to decline diſco- 
very from thoſe in the Veſſel, which artiving in the Port we perceived it to be a Lanta, and 
that thoſe that were in her faſtened het to the ſhoar with two cables, at the beak and the _ 
| K the 
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the better to accommudate a plank for to paſs in and out of her. Being all diſ- imbarqued out of 
her to about the number oi thirty perſons, more ot leſs, they went preſently ſome to ning 
proviſion of water and wood, — to waſhing of their lingen, and dreſſing of meat, and 
others to wraftling, and ſuch like paſtimes, little thinking to find any body in that place which 
could any way annoy them. Antenio de Faris ſecing them altogether without fear and order, 
and that there was none remaining in the Veſſel able to reſiſt us; Ay Maſters, ſaid he unto us, 
Jou behold the wretched eſtate Whereinto our miſ-fortune bath reduced u, where I confeſs 
my fins are the cauſe, but the mercy of Cod ts ſo infinite, as I am verily perſwaded be will nos 
ſuffer us to periſh thus miſerably here, and therefore hath as it were miraculouſly ſent this 
Veſſel bither, by ſeizing Whereupon we may eſcape from hence, Which before to humane reaſon 
ſeemed almoſt impoſſible ; Wherefore I exhort you ati to joyn with me in making our ſelves 
Maſters ſuddenly of her ere ever We be heard or ſeen, and having ſo done, lat our only care be 
to poſſeſs our ſelves of the Arms ve ſpall find in her, that therewith We may defend our ſelves, 
aud makg good our poſſeſſion, upon which, next under God, aur ſafety depends ; and as ſoon as 
you ſhall bear me ſay three times, — _ jon ſball — — Whereunto -= anſwered, 
that we would diligently perform what he had enjoyned us; we ſtanding all prepared to 
execute his deſi yy dog Faria gave the ſignal which he had of, and withall ran 
25 faſt us cver he c6uld, and we along with him, till he arrived at the Lantea, whereinto we 
ſuddenly entred without any contradiftion ; then ing the two cables with which (he 
was faſtened, we put out to Sea about a Croſsbow ſhot from Land. The Chineſes ſurprized 
in this manner, ran all to the Sea fide upon the noiſe that they heard, and ſeeing their Veſſel 
talen, were wuch amazed, but knew pot how tg help It, for we ſhot at them with an Iron 
Baſe that was in the Lantea, which made them 8 Wood, where no doubt they palled 
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the reſt'of that day in Jamenting the ſad ſucceſs of. their Il fortune, z we bad dpne om ba- 
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b gracious merey to us, an Inventory was taken of the 
goods that were in the Lantea, which was raw Silks, Damasks, Sattins, together with three 
great pots of Musk, amounting in all to the value of faur thouſand Crowns, beſides good ſtore 
of Rice, r, ne than, and two Coups full of Poultry, whereof we had more 
need then of all the reft for the recovery of our fiek men, which were not a fewamongft us. 
Hereupon we all began without fear to cut out pieces of Silk, therewich to accommodate every 
one with clothes. Antonio de Faria, having found a ne he in tha Laxtea, about ſome 
twelve or thirteen years old, demanded of him from whence {he came, and yyhat (be did in this 
place, as alſo to whom ſhe belonged, and whither (he was bound. Al ! anſwered the boy, 
foe nat long fince, belonged to my unfortunate Father, Whoſe il hap. 3 « to bave that takyy 
from bim by you inle{s then an hour) which be bath been above thirty years in getting : He 
came fron a place, called Quoaman, Where in exchenge of lingots of Silver he bewght all theſe 
(ommodities, that us have, With a purpoſe to have gone and ſold them to the Funks of diam, 
Which are in the Port of Combay ; 4 Wanting fre water, it was bus ill hap to come hither 
fer to talę in ſome, Where you baue robbed him of all: that he hath Without any fear at all of 
the divine Juſtice. Whereupon Antonio de Faria bade him lexye weeping, — auling u 
of him promiſed to uſe him as his own ſon, and that he would always account kim fo 1 Herent 
Cniling as it were in diſdain, he anſwered, T bink nat thowph 1 am but a child, that I amn fe 
feoliſb to beleeve, that having robbed my Father, than canſt ever wſe me like thy ſon : But 
if thow wilt do as thou ſayſt, I beſerch thee for the love 7 thy God ſuffe ne to ſm unto tha 
ſad Land Where he remains that beget me, Who indeed in my twat father, With whans I bad 
rather. dye Where I ſee him lamenting, then live with ſuch Wickedl people as you are, Then 
ſome of them that were preſent reprehending and telling him that it was not well ſpoken ; 
Would you hom, replyed he, Why 1/aid ſo ? it mas pecanſe I ſam you after you had filed your 
bellies praiſe God with lifted up hands, and jet for all that like hypocrites never care for ma- 
king reſtitution of that you have ſtollan; but he aſſured, that after death you ſpall feel the ri- 
Cor eus chaſtiſement of the Lord Almighty for ſa unjuſtly taking mens goods from thems. 

Antonia de Far;aadmiring the Childs ſpeech, agked him whether he would become a —_ 
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Wbereunto, earneſtly beholding him, he anſwered, 7 underſtand not What you ſay, nor that 
you proponnd ; declare it firſt unto me, and then you ſpall know my mind further. Then An- 
tonis de Faris began to inſttuct him therein after the beſt manner he could, but the boy would 
nat / anſwer him a word,” only lifting up his hands and eyes to Heaven he faid weeping; Bleſſed 
be thy. Power, .O Lord, that. pemmias [nch people to live on the Earth; that ſpeak, ſo Well of 
thee, and yet ſg.ill-obſerve thy:Law, as theſe blinded Miſcreants do, who think, that rohhing 
and preaching ane things that, aan be acceptable to thee. Having ſaid fo, he got him into 2 
corner, and chece-gemained weeping for three days together without eating any thing that was 
eſented unto him. — to conſult whether were the beſt courſe for us to hold 
— place, either Northwatd, or Southward, much diſpute atoſe thereabout, at length it 
was concluded that we ſhould go to Liampoe; 2 Port diſtant from thence Northwards two 
hundred and threeſcote leagues, for we hoped that along this Coaſt we might happen to it 1 
counter and ſeize on ſome ophes greater and mote commodiqus Veſſel then that we had, which == 
was too little for ſo long a Voyage, in regard of the dangerous ſtorms that are ordinarily enuſed 
by the new Mogngs on the Coaſt of China, where dayly many Ships are caſt away. With this 
deben we par to dea - abopt-Sun-fer, and fo wert on this night with a South? weſt wind, and 
hefore day we diſcavered a little INand;, named Quinto, where we ſurprized a fiſher · boat fall 
of freſh ſiſh, of; which we toak as much as. we bad need of, as alſo eight of twelve men that 
werd in her for the ſervice of out Lantea, by renſon our own were fo feeble as they were not 
ale to bold out aoy longer. Theſe eight fiſhetmen, being demanded what Ports there were 
on this Coaſt to Chincheo, where we thought we mighe meet with ſome Ship of Malacn, an- 
ſwered, that about eighteen Jeagues from thence chere was 2 good River and à good Rode, 
called; Airgras, much frequented with Junk, where we might be eafily and througb- 


with poor x 
al Silks, Musk, Ponrcelains, and many other ſorts of 
anchor juſt againſt it about a lengue in the Sea; for fear leſt our ill fortune ſhould run us into 
the ſame miſchief we were in « * The night following we. took a Paros of fiſhermen, of 
whom we demanded what Juolis there were. in this Rivet, and how they were mam d, wich 
divers other queſtions proper for our deſign. Wbereunto they anſwered, that at the Town 
op the River there was not ahove two buadred Junks, by reaſon the greateſt pare were already 
gone to Ainen, Symber, Lailos, nnd other Ports of Cauchenchina; moreover, that we might 
Tide in ſafety at Lamy, and that there we might buy any thing we wanted; Whereupon we 
entred into the River, and anchored cloſe to the Village, where we continued the ſpace of half 
an hour, being much about midnight. But Antonio de Faria ſeeing that the Lantea wherein 
we failed could not carry us to Liampoo, where we purpoſed to lie all the Winter, ha concluded 
by the advice of his company to furniſh himſelf with a better Veſſel, and although we were not 
then in caſe to enterpriſe. any thing, yer neceſſicy conſtrained us to undertake more then out 
Forces would permit; Now: there being at that inſtant a little Junk riding at anchor faſt by us 
alone, and no other near her, having but few men in her, and thoſe aſleep, Antonia de Farm 
thought he had a good opportunity to effect his purpoſe, wherefore leaving his anchor in the 
Sea, he got up cloſe to this Junk, and with ſeven and twenty Soldiers and eight Boys boarded 
her on a ſudden uneſpyed, where finding ſeven or eight Chineſe Mariners faſt aſleep, he cauſed 
them to be taken, and bound hand and foot, threatening if they cryed out never ſo little to kill 
them all, which put them in ſuch a fear as they durſt not ſo much as queteh. Then cutting her 
cables, he got him ſtraight out of the River, and ſailing away with all the ſpeed be could; The 
next day we arrived at an Iſland, named Pulle Quirim. diltant from Xamoy not above nine 
leagues, there meeting with a little favorable gale within three days we went and anchor. d ac 
another Iſland, called Laxitay. where, in tegard the ayr was wholeſom, and the water good, 
we thought fit to ſtay ſome filteen days for the recovery of our ſick men: In this place we viſit- 
ed the] unk, but found go other commodity in her then Rice, the greateſt pare whereof we 
calt into the Sta, to make her the lighter and ſecurer for our Voyage ; Then we unladed all her 
furniture into the Lantea, and ſet het on ground for tocaulk her, ſo that in doing thereof, and 
waking our proviſion of water, we ſpent (as I faid before) fifteen days in this Kland, by which 
time our ſick men fully recovered their health; whereupon we departed for Liampoo, being 
K 2 given 
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given to underſtand, that many Portugals were come thither from Malaca, Sunda, Siam, and 
Patana, as they uſed ordinarily to do about that time for to winter there. 

5.3. We had failed two days together along the Coalt of Lamas with a favorable wind, when it 
'\pleaſed God to make us incounter wich a Junk of Pataua, that came from Leguio, which was 
commanded by a Chineſe Pytat, named Quiay Panien, u great friend of the Porengal Natlon, 
and mach addicted to our faſhions and manner of life, with him there were thirty Portwgats, 
choyce and proper men, whom he kept in pay, and advan more then the xeſt with gifts 
and preſents, ſo that they were all very rich. This Pyrat had no ſooner diſcovered us but he 
reſolved to attaque us, thinking nothing leſs then that we were Portngals, fo that endeavoring 
to inveſt us, like an old Soldier as he was, aud verſt in the trade of Pyrat, he got the wind: of 
us; that done, falling down within a Musket ſhot of us, he ſaluted us with fifteen Picces- of 
Ordnance, wherewith we were much affrighred,-becauſe the moſt of them were F 3 
but Antonio de Faria Aging his men, like « valiant in, and a good Chriſtian, di- 
poſed them on the hatches in places moſt convenient, as well io as the poop, teſerving 
ſome to be afterwards fitted as need ſhould require. Being thus reſolved to ſee the end of that 
-which Fortune ſhould preſent us, it pleaſed God that we deſcryed a Croſs in our Enemies 
and on the foredeck a number of red Caps, which our men were wont to wear at Sea in th 
times, whereby we were perſwaded that they might be Portwgals, that were going 
Liampeo to Malaca; Whereupon we made them a ſig for to make our ſelves known to 
who no ſooner-pzrceived that we were Portagale, but in token of joy they pave 2 great ſhonk, 
and withall vailing their two top fails in ſhe w of obedience, ——— lion, called a 
Balon, withtwo Portugals in her, for to learn what we were, and from whence we came:

| ——— and then recited unto them his unhappy Voyage, and neten he fad 


ger Mynes of Proaniapars, 
lingots of Silver, beſides a far greater 
quantity that was continually melted all the River, and that without any peril one might 
be enriched. Whereunto the Pyrat Pana made this unſwer, For mine own part, 
Signior Captain, I am nor ſo rich as many think, thongh it i true 1 have been ſo heretofore, 
but having been beaten with the ſame misfortune, Which thou ſay} bath befallen thee, my 
riches have been taken from me; Now to return 10 Patana, Where I have 4 Wife and children, 
I dare not, by reaſon I am aſſared that the King will deffoil me of all that I ſhould bring thi- 
ther,, becauſe I departed from thence Without bus permiſſion, hieb he Wonld make a mot 
baynomn crime, to the end he might ſeize npon my eſtate, as he hath doue to others far far leſſer 
occaſions then that Wherewith he may charge me. Wherefore if thow canſt be contented that 
1 ſhall acc thee in the Voyage thou meancſt to undertaken, With an hundred men that I 
have in my Junk, fifteen Pieces of Ordnance, thirty Muukets, aud forty Harquebuſes, Which 
theſe Signeers, the Portugals that are with me, de carry, I ſhall moſt willingly do it, upon con- 
dition that thox wilt impart unto me 4 third part of that which ſpall be gotten, ＋ that 
«felt I deſire thee to give me an aſſurance und ir thy hand, as alſo to ſmear nnto me by thy Law 
ro perform it accordingly. Antonio de Faria ccepced of this offer very gladly, and after he 
had rendred him any thanks for it, he ſwore unto him upon the holy Evangeliſts fully and 
without all fail co accopypliſh what he required, and thereof likewiſe madc him a promiſe _ 
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his hand, to which divers of their company ſubſcribed their names as witneſſes. This accord 
paſt between them, they went both together into a River, called A»ay, ſome five leagues from 
theres, where they farniſbed chemſelres wirh all chat they ſtood in need of, by means of 2 
Prefent of in hundred duekets, which they gave to the Mandarin, Captain of the Town.

Our Encounter at Sea With a little Fiſher-boat, wherein were eight Portugals very ſore 
Furt; and Antonio de Faria s meeting and fighting with Coia

g parted from xh River of Auay, and well provided of all things neceſſary for the g. 1. 
Bye we had undertaken, Antons de Faria reſolvid by the advice and — iy 
Pavien, om he much teſpected, to go and anchor in the Port of Chincheo, there to be in- 
formed by fuch Ports al a were come Rom Sunda, Malaca, Timor, and Patana, of cer- 
tuin matters requiſite for fis defign, and wherher they had any news from Liampoo, in 1 
the report went in the Cotititry, that the King of Chana had ſent thither a Fleet of four hun- 
dted Juks, wherein there were mn hundred thouſand men, for to rake the Portugali that re- 
fided there, and to burn their houſes, for chat he would not endure them tobe any longer in 
his domimors, becauſe be had been lately advertiſed, that they were not a people ſo faichful 
and peaceable as he had been formerly given to underftand. Arriving then in the Port of 
Chincheo, we found five Portugal (hips that were come thicker about x month before from the 
above mentioned. e ſhips received us with great joy, and after they had given us 
telligence of the Country, Traffique, and Tranquility of the Ports, they told us they had 
fo other news from Liampoo, but char it was ſrid a gteat number of Portugals were come 
thicher from many parti to winter, there; and how that great Army, which we fo much 
. that ie wes dhdpethed to be gone fot the Iſlands of Goto, to 
the ſuccor of $ucan de Poxtir, from whom the brate went n Brother. in- law of his had taken 
his Kingdom, and that in regard Sucas had lately made himſelf ſubject to the King of China, 
ad his Tribncary for an hundred rhoufand Tais by the year, he had in contemplation thereof 
given him this great Army of four hundred J uns, with the forces aforefaid, for to reſtore 
him to his Crown and Signiories, whereot he had been deſpoyled. Being very glad of this 
news, after we had remained in this Port of Chincheo the ſpace of nine days, we departed 
from thence for Liewpoo, taking along with us five and thirty Soldiers more out of the five 
ſhips we found there, to whom Antonio de Faria gave very good pay; and after we had failed 
five days with a contrary wind, coſting from one fide to another, without ing any 
whit at «ll, it happene * one night about the firſt watch we met with a little Fiſhet · boat, 
or Pros, wherein there were eight Portugalt, very ſore hurt, two of the which were named 
Mem Taborda, and Antonia Auriques, men of honor, and very much renowned in thoſe 
quarters, the cauſe why in particular I name them; Theſe and the other fix were in ſuch a piti- 
ul eftare, and ſo hideous to ſec to, as they moved = one to compaſſion. This Paroo 
coming cloſe to Antonio de Faria, he canſed them to be raken up into his Junk, where they 
eſently caſt chemſelves at his feet, from whence he raiſed them up, weeping for pity to be- 
them fo naked, and all bathed in their own blood with the wounds they had received, 
and then demanded of them the occaſion of their misfortune: Whereunto one of the two 
made anſwer, that about ſeventeen days before they ſer ſail from Liampoo for Malaca, and 
that being advanced as far s the Iſle of Sumbor they had been ſer upon by a Pyrat, a Guru 
by Nation, called Coia Acem, who had three Jurks, and four Lanteaes, wherein were fifteen 
bundred men, namely an hundred and fifty Mahometans, the reſt Lyzzons, Faves, and 
Champaas, le of the other fide of Malaya, and that after they had fought with them 
from one to four in the afternon, they had been taken with the death of fourſcore and two 
men,whereof eighteen were Porrugals,and as many made (lives ; And that in their j unk, what 
of his and of others, there was loſt in merchandize above an hundred thouſend Tacis. Anto- 
nio de Faria remaining a good while penſive at that which theſe men related unto him,ac length 
ſaid unto them, I pray tell me how was it poſſible tor you to eſcape more then the reſt, the 
fight paſſing as you deliver ? After we had been fought withal about an hour and an half, 
whe three great punłę boarded us five times, and with the force of their ſbot they ſo tore the 


Prem of our Veſſel, that we Were ready to fink,; Wherefore to keep ont the water, and lighten 
our

advice of ſome of his company Antonio de Faria went to furniſh himſelf with all that was 
neceſſary for the fight he hoped to make with the Pyrat, in the queſt of whom (as I have ul- 
ready delivered) he had ſpent ſo much time, and yet could never till then hear any news of 
him in all the Ports and places where he had been. | a 

5.2. The next morning we arrived at the Port of Lailia, where Quiay Panian had much kinred, 
and many friends, fo that he wanted no credit in that place; wherefore he intreated the Man- 
darin (who is the Captain of the Town) to permit us to buy for our mony ſuch things as ws 
ood in necd of, which he inſtantly granted, as well for fear le ſome diſpleaſure might be 
done him, as for the ſum of a thouſand dackets, preſented unto him by Antonio de Faria, 
where with he reſted very well ſatisfied. Hereupon ſome of out Company went aſhore, who 
with all diligence bought whatſoever we wanted, as Saltpeter and Sulphur to make powder, 
Lead, Bullets, Victual, Cordage, Oyl, Pitch, Roſin, Ockam, Timber, Placks, Arms, Darts, Staves 
hardened in the fire, Maſts, Sails, Sail- yards, Targets, Flints, Pullies, and Anchors; that done, "= 
too 
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took in freſh water, and furniſhed our Veſſels with Mariners. Now although that this place 
contained oot above three or four hundred houſes, yet was there both there, and in the villages 
adjoyning, ſuch a quantity of the aforeſaid things, that in truth it were hard to expreſs it ; for 
China is excellent in this, that it may vaunt to be the Country in the world moſt abounding in 
il things that may, be deſired, Beſides for that Antonio de Faria was exceeding liberal, in re- 
gerd he ſpent out of the general booty, before the partitions were made, he payd for all that 
he bought at the price the ſellert would fer, by meam whereof he had more brought him by 
far then be had uſe for, ſo that within thirteen days he went out of this Port wonderfully well 
accommodated, with two other new great Junls, which he had exchanged for two little ones 
that he had, and two Lanrieaas with Ons, 25 alſo an hundred and ſixty Mariners, both for 
rowing, 2nd for governing the ſails. After all theſe preparations were made, and we ready to 
weigh anchor, a general muſter was taken of all that were in our Army, which in number was 
fourd to be five hundred perſons, as well for fight, as for the ſervice and navigation of our 
Veſſels, a ſt whom were fourſcore and fifteen Portugals, young and reſolute, the reſt 
were Boys, and Mariners, and men of the other Coaſt, v/hich Quiay Pauian kept in pay, and 
were well practiſed in Sea-fight, as they that had been five years Pyrats. Moreover we had 
an hundred and fixty Harquebuſes, forty pieces of braſs Ordnance, whereof twenty were field- 
pieces, that cattyed ſtone- bullets, threeſcore quintals of powder, namely fifty four for the great 
Ordnanee, and (ix for the Huquebuſes, beſides what the Har quebuſiers had already delivered 
to them, nine hundred pots of wtificial fire, whereof four hundred were of powder, and 
free hundred of unſtaked Lime after the Chinefe manner, a great number of tones, Arrows, 
- Half-pikes, four thouſand ſmall Javelings, ſtore of Hatchers to ſerve at —_— ſix Boats 
fall of Flints, wherewith the Sailers fought, twelve om with their hooks faftned to 
great Iron chains for to Veſſels tagether, and many ſorts of fice-works, which an En- 
giveer of the Levant made for uy. With all this equipage we depurted from this Port of Lai- 
leo, and within three days after it pleaſed God that we arrived at the fiſhing place, where 
Coie Acemtook the Portugalt Junk : There nx ſoon 18 it was night Autanie de Faria ſent 
ſpies into the River, for to learn whereabout he was, who took 8 Paro, with fix Fiſhermen 
in her, that gave us counderftand how this Pyrat was ſoma two lexgnes from thence in a River, 
called Tislau, and that he was accommodating the Junk be had taken from the Portugals, for 
to go in her, with two others chat he had, unto Siam, where he was born, and that he was to 
depart within two days. Upon this news Antonio de Faria called ſome of his company to 
ccuncel, where it was concluded, that fitſt of all che places and forces of our Enemy was to be 
viſited and (ten, beeanſe in a matter of ſo much hazard, it was not ſafe to run as it were blind 
foldunto it. but to adviſa on it well beforchand, and that upon the certainty of that which 
ſhould be known, ſuch reſolution might after wards be taken, as ſhould ſeem good to all; 
Then drawing the fiſnermen out ci the Paro, he pur ſome of Qaiay Parian; Marinery into 
ber, and ſendiog her away only with two of thoſe fiſhermen, keeping the reſt as hoſtages, he 
committed the charge of her to a valiant Soldier, named Vincentis Moreſa, attired after the 
binoſe (aſbiari, for fear of diſcovery 5 who axxiving at the place where the Egemy rode, made 
of G(hing as others did, and by that means eſpyed all chat he came for, whereupan re- 
rurning, he gays xn account of what he had ſcen, and aſſured us that the Enemies were ſo weak, 
= upom hourtiing of chem they might caſily be taken. Antonio de Faria canſed: the moſt expe- 
tienend men of his company to be aſſembled, to adviſe thereon, and that in Quiay Pavien: 
Junk, to honor him the more, as alſo to maintain bis friendſhp, which he much eſtcemed : 
At this rnceting it un refalved, chat 3s ſoon as it was night — and anchor at the 
mouth of the River, where the Enemy lay, for to ſet upon him the next morning. before day. 
Tia agreed unto by all, intomio de Faria ſer down what order and contſe ſhould be held at 
che entring into the River, ang bow the Enemy (bould be 8faulced : Then dividing his men, 
he placed thirty Pertagali in Quiay Paniax: Junk, ſuch as be pleaſed to chooſe, becauſe he 
would be ſure to give him no diſtaſte; Likewiſe he diſpoſed fix Portugals into each of the 
2, 10d into Chriftoveno Borrelbs's Junk twenty; the reſt of the Portzga/s, being 
three and thirgy, he retained with himſelf, beſides ſlaves and divers Chriſtians, all valiane and 
tally men. Thus ated and ordered for the execution of his enterprize, he ſee fail 
towards the River of Tinlau, where he arrived about Sun-ſer, and there keeping good watch 
de paſt the night till three of the clock in the morning, at which time he made to the Enemy, 
who rode fome helf a league up in the River. 4 
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83. It pleaſed God that the Sea was calm, and the wind fo favorable, as our Fleet, failing up 
the River, arrived in leſs then an hour cloſe to the Enemy, unperteived of any; But becauſe 
they were Thieves, and feared the people of the Country, in regard of the great miſchiefs and 
robberies which they dayly committed, they ſtood ſo upon their guard, and kept ſo good 
watch, that as ſoon as they diſcerned us, in all hafte they rung an alarum with a Bell, the ſound 
whereof canſed ſuch a rumor and diſorder, as well amongſt them that were aſhore, as thoſe 
aboard, that one could hardly hear one another, by reaſon of the great noiſe they made. 
Whereupon Antonio de Faria, ſeeing we were diſcovered, cryed out to his company, To them, 
my Maſters, to them in the name of God before they be ſuccored by their Lorc hes, where with 
diſcharging all his Ordnance, it pleaſed Heaven, that the (hot lighted to ſach purpoſe, as it 
overthrew and tore in pieces the moſt part of the valianteſt; that then were mounted and ap- 
peared onthe deck, even right as we could have wiſbed : In the neck hereof our Harquebu- 
fiers, which might be ſome hundred and threeſcore, failed not to ſhoot upon the ſignal, that 
had formerly been ordained for ir, ſo that the hatches of the Junk were cleared of all choſe 
that were upon them, and that with ſuch a ſlaughter as not an Enemy durſt appear there after- 
wards; At which very inſtant our two Junks boarded their two in the caſe they were in; 
where the fight grew ſo hot on either ſide, as I confeſs I am not able to relate in particular what 
paſſed therein, though I was preſent at it, ſor when it began it was ſcarce day. Now that which 
rendred the conflict betwixt us and our Ent mies moſt dreadful was the noiſe of Drums, Baſins, 
and Bells, accompanyed with the report of the great Ordnance, wherewith the valleys and rocks 
thereabouts reſounded again. This fight continuing in this manner ſome quarter of an hour, 
their Lorches and Lanteaas came from the ſhore to aſſiſt them with freſh men, which one, 
named Diego Meyrelez, in Quiay Panians Junk, perceiving; and that a Gunner employed 
not his ſhot to any purpoſe, in regard be was ſo befide himſelf with fear, that he knew not 
what he did, as he was ready to give fire to a Piece, he thruſt him away fo rudely, as he threw 
him down into the ſeuttle, ſaying to him, Away Villain, thou canſft do nothing,” rbis buſineſs 

«belongs to men, ſuch a, I am, not to nes: whereupon poirting the Gun with its wedges of 
level, as be knew very well how to do, he gave fire to the Piece, which was charged with 
bullets and ſtones, and * the Lorch that came foremoſt, cartyed away all the upper part 
of her from Poup to Prow, ſo that (he preſently ſank, and all that were in her, not a man 
ſaved: The ſhot then having paſt ſo through the firſt Lorch, fell on the hatches of another 
Lorch, that came a little behind, and killed the Captain of her, with fix or ſeven more that 
were by him, where with the two other Lorches were ſo terrified, that going about to fly 
back to Land, they fell foul one of another, ſo as they could not clear themielves, but remained 
entangled together, and not able to go forward or backward, which perceived by the Ca 
tains of our two Lorches, called Gaſparo d Oliveyra, and Vincentio Moreſa, they preſen 
ſer upon them, caſting a great many artificial pots into them, wherewith: they were ſo fired, 
that they burnt down to the very water, which made the moft'of thoſe that were in them to 
lespinto the Sea, where our men killed them all with their Pikes, fo that in thoſe chree Lorcbes 
alone there dyed above two hundred perſons ; and. in the other, whereof the Captain wes 
ſlain, there was not one eſcaped, for Quiay Panias purſued them in x Champars, which was 
the Boat of his Junk, and diſpatched moſt of them as they were getting to Land, the reſt were 
all battered againſt che rocks that were by the ſhote: which the Enemies in the J unles percei- 
ving, being ſome hundred and fifty A abometant, £1z20;; Borneor, and Favs, they began to 

be ſo diſcouraged, that many of them threw themſelves into the Seu; whereupon the dog 

Coia Acem, who yet was not known, ran to this diſorder, for to animate his men. He had on 
a Coat of Mail lined with Crimſon Sattin, edged with gold fringe, that had formerly beloog- 
ed to ſome Portugal, and crying out with a loud voyce, that every one might hear him, he ſaid 
three times, Lah bilab, hilab la Mabumod, rocol balah, Maſſulmens,' and true Believersin 
the holy Law of Mahomet, will you ſuffer your ſelves to be vanquiſhed by ſuch feeble ſlaves, 
as theſe Chriſtian Dogs, who have no more heart then white Pullets, or bearded women ? To 
them, to them, for we are aſſured by the Book of Flowers, wherein the Prophet Noby doth 
promiſe eternal delights to the Daroezes of the Howſe of Mecqua, that he will keep his word 
both with you and we, provided that we bathe our ſelves in the blood of theſe dogs without 
Law : With theſe curſed words the Devil ſo encouraged them, that rallying all into one body, 
they re-ioforced the fight, and ſo valiantly made head againſt us, as it was a dreadful thing to 
ſee how deſperately they ran amopgſt our weapons, In the mean time Antonio de —_ — 
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exkorted his men ĩ Courage valiant Chriſtians, aud Whiliſt theſe wicked Miſcreants fortifie 
th:mſelves in theit deviliſh Set; let us traſt in our Lord Feſws'Chriſt, nailed on the Croſs for 
ue; Who will never forſaze 16, how great fiunertſoever we be, for after all we are bis, which 
- theſe Dogs here ara not. Wich this ferver and zeal of faith flying upon Coia Acem, to whom 
he had molt ſpleen, he diſcharged ſo great a blow on his head with a to- handed ſword, that 
cutting through a Cap of Mail he wore, he layd him at his feet, then tedoubling with another 
reverſe ſtroke he lamed him of 'borh-his legs; ſo is he could not riſe, which his followers be- 
holding they gave a mighty cry, und aſſaulted Antonio de Faria with ſuch fury and hardineſs, 
is they made no reckoning of xmany of Portugal, by whom they were invironned, but gave 
him divers blobos that had almoſt overthrown um to the ground; Our men ſeeing this ran pre- 
ſantly to his ayd, and behaven hemſelves ſo well, that in half a quarter of at hour forty eight 
of-our enemies lay flaughter c on the dead body of Coin Acem, and but fourteen of ours, 
whereof there were not above ſive Portugal, the reſt were ſervants and ſlaves, good and faith- 
iul Chriſtians. The remainder of them, beginning to faint, retired in diſorder towards the 
foredeck, wit an intent to-fortifie themſelves there, for prevention wWhereof twenty Soldiers, 
of thirty that were in Qaiay Panian Junk, ran inftantly and got before them, ſo that ere they 
could render themſelves Maſters of what they pre tended unto, they were inforced to leap into 
the Sea, where they fell one upon another, and were by our men quite made an end of, ſo that 
of all their nymber there remained but only five, whom they took alive, and caſt into the Hold 
bound hand and foot, to the end they might afterwards be forced by torments to confeſs cer- 
tao matters that ſhould be demanded of them, but they fairly tore out one anothers throats 
with their teeth, for fear of the death they expected, which yet could not keep them from he- 
ing diſmembered by our ſervants, and atcer thro wn into the Seu, in the company of the Dog 
Ceia Acem their Captain, great Cacis of the King of Bintan, the Shedder ad Drinker of the 
blood of Portugali, Titles which he ordinarily gave himſelf in his — — and which he pub- 
liſhed openly to all Aabometant, by reaſon whereof, and for the ſuperſtition vf his curſed Sect, 


he was greatly honored by them. 


| Br CHAP. XXI. | 
What Antonio de Faria did after his Vidtory; his departure from the River of Tinlau, 
With his ill ſucceſs thereupon, and the ſuccor We met Withall, 


His bloody Battel fiviſhed with the honor of the Victory, before-mentioned, in the de- & · T 


ſcripcion whereof I have not uſed many words; for it I ſhould undertałe to recount the 
particular ies of it, and et forth all that was performed by ours, as alſo the valor where with 
the Enemies defended themſelves, beſides that I am unable to do it, I ſhould then be forced to 
make a far larger diſcourſe, and more ample Hiſtory then this is: but it being my intention to 
declare things en pa ſſant, I have labored to ſpeak ſuccinctly io divers places, where poſſibly 
better wits then mine would amplifie matters in a more accompliſhed manner, and this is the 
reaſon that I have now delivered nothing but what was needful to be written. Returning 
then to my former diſcourſe, I ſay, that the firſt thing Antonio de Faria did after this Victory 
was to ſee his hurt men looked unto, whereof there were about fourſcore and twelve, the 
molt part Portugals, our ſervants being included; As for the number of the dead, there were 
on our ſide forty two, amongſt which eight were Portugals, the Joſs of whom afflicted An- 
tonis de Faria more then all the reft, and of the Enemies three hundred and eighty, whereof 
an hundred and fifty fell by fire and ſword, the remainder were drowned. Now albeit this 
Victory brought a great deal of content to us all, yet were there many tears ſhed both in gene- 
ral and particular for the ſlaughter of our companions, the moſt part of whoſe heads were cleft 
aſunder wich the Enemies hatchets. After this Antonio de Faria, notwithſtanding he was 
hurt in two or three places, went preſently aſhoar with thoſe that were in caſe to accompany 
him, where the firſt thing he did was to give order for the burial of the dead; thereupon he 
ſurrounded the Iſland for to ſee what he could diſcover : Compaſſing of it then iti this ſort he 
lighted upon a very pleaſant Valley, wherein were many gardens, repleniſhed with ſundry 
kinds of fruits; there alſo was à Village of about forty or fifty very low houſes, which the in- 
famous Coia Acem had ſacked, and in them ſlain many of the inhabitants, that had not the 
means to eſcape his hands. Further, in the ſaid Valley, and by a delicate River of freſh water, 
wherein were a number of Mullets and Tronts, he met with a very fair houſe, which ſeemed 
L to 
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to be the Paged of the Village, that was full of lick and hurt perſons, whom Coia Acem had 
put there — cured; amongſt theſo were divers Adalomat ans of his kinred, and others of his 
beſt Soldiers, to the number of ninety ſix, whe. ſuoo a9:they perceived Antonio de Faris 
afar off crycd out to him for mercy and forgiveneſs,. hut be by ne means harken umo 
them, alledging that he could not ſpare thoſe ghat had killed ſo many Chriſtians ; Saying ſo, he 
canſed the houſe to be fired in ſix or ſeven places, which in regard & was of wood, bepi 
and covered with dry Palm tree leaves, burned in ſuch ſout us it was dreadful to behold 3 Io 
the mean time it would have moved any man to pity to hear the lamentable cries- made by theſt 
wretches within, and to ſee them caſt themſelves headlong out of the windows, where om 
men, provoked with a defire of revenge, received them upon their Pikes and Haiberds: ' This 
cruelty performed, Antonio de Faria returned to the Sea fide, where the Junk lay, that Cid 
Acem had taken a month bcfore from the Portngalr of Liampoo, and cauſed it to be lanched 
into the Sea, having been forme+ly repaired and eaulked,. which being done, and he abound 
again, he reftored it to Mem T aborda, and Antenio Anriquer, to whom it belonged, ul 
have alteady declared; But firſt, cauſing them to lay their hands om the Book of Prayers, Woreby 
Friends, (aid he unto them, for all thoſe wy companions ſalęs, as ell living as dead, ho fu 
Jour Junk bers have loſt ſo much blood, and fo: many lives, [preſent you with her, and all 
the goods that were in her, « a free gift, to tht end that thereby our Lord may receive us into 
bis everlaſting Kingdom; and beſides, be pleaſed to grant us an aboluion of all our ſins in 
this World, and in the other everlaſting life, as [ ira he hath given to our brethren, that 
thus day dyed like good (briſtiaxs for the holy.Cathbolique Faith; Homboit, I pray and exprefly 
enjoyu you, nay { conjure you by the oath yon are now to make, that you tale no ether goods 
but ſuch only as apper tain unte you, and that you brought fram Liampoo, beth for your ſelves, 
aud tbeſe ther Merchants that Were Venturers with you : For more I do not give you, wet 
Were is reaſonable I ſhould, in regard it Wonid by much againſt the duty of vither of our con- 
ſtienses, for me to give, and you to ricrivr it. Having ſpoken in this manner, Mew Taborda 
and Antonio Axriques, who little looked for any ſuch favor, fell down at his feet, and with 
tears of joy rendred him a world of thanks, and then preſently went aſhoar for to ſeek out their 
goods, taking with them about fifty or threeſcoreſervants, whom their Maſters had lent them 
or to help gather up the Silks that were wet, and hanged ap by the Enemies on Trees a dry ing, 
beſides two great rooms full of ſuch as had never been wet, all which amounted, as it was ſaid, 
to an hundred thouſand Tacis, wherein above an hundred Merchants had a ſhare, as well of 
them that dwelt at Liampoo, as at AMalaca, to whom they were configned 5 The relt of theit 
Commoditics, being a third parc thereof, were loſt, and could never bs heard of. The next 
morning, as ſoon as it was light, he went to the great Junk chat he had taken, which was full 
of the bodies of them that were ſlain in her the day before, hom without further ado he cauſed 
to be thrown into the Sea; howbeir for Coin Acems, in regard he was of a more eminent con- 
dition then the reſt, and conſequently deſerving a greater honor in his funerals, he commanded 
him clothed and armed as he was to be cut into four quarters, and ſo caſt alſo into the Sea, 
where for the merit of his works his body was intombed in the bellies of the hungry Lizards, 
wbereof there was x great y all about our Junk, that ſhewed themſelves above water, 
allured by the appaſt of choſe ly ckrown over-board ; and in precipitating' him ſo diſ- 
membered into the Sen, Aus amis de Faria in ſtend of a prayer, Go Wicked wretch, ſaid he, to 
the butrom of Hell, where thy danmed Soul doth now enjoy the promiſed delights of thy Makc- 
wet, 4s thou did yeſterday publiſh totheſe other Dogs ſuch as thy ſelf. Thereupon he com- 
manded all the Saves and Captives of his company, together with cheir Maſters, before him, 
unto whom be made a ſpeech like a true Chriftian, as indeed he was, whereby he prayed them 
in the Name of God to wanumit theſe Slaves, according to the promiſe he had made them be- 
fore the fight, engaging himſelf to ſatisfie them for it out of his own Eftate : Whereunto they 
anſwered all wich one conſent;thar fince it was his defire they were wel contented, and that they 
did even then ſet them at full liberty, whereof he cauſed a writing to be preſently made with all 
their hands unto it, being as much as could be done lor the inſtant, but afterwards each of them 
had in particular Lætters of manumiſſion granted unto them. This done, n Inventory was taken 
of ſuch Commodities as wre found to be good and merchantable, over and above thoſe which 
were given to the Portwgals, and all was praiſed at an hundred and thirty thouſand 7 ac in 
Silver Lingots of pan, conſiſting of Sattin, Damask, raw Silk, Taffety, Mask, and very 
fine Porcclain, for as touching the reſt they were not put in writing; And all theſe Redbecie 
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the Pyrats had committed on the Coafts between Sumbor and Fucheo, where for above x year 
together they kad courſed up and down. | 
After that Antonio de Faria had remained four · and twenty days in this River of Tinlau, 8.2 
during which time all his hurt men were cured, he ſer ſail directly for Liampos, where he putpoſed 
to paſs the Winter, to the end that with the beginning of the Spring he might ſer forth on his 
Voyage to the Mynes of —— a5 he bad reſolved with Quiay Panian, the Chineſe 
Pyrat that was in his company, but being adyanced even to the point of Micuy, which is at the 
heighe of fix and twenty degrees, ſo great a Tempeſt aroſe towards the North-weſt, that we 
were fain to ſtrike our top-ſails, for fear we ſhould be forced back again from our courſe ; 
but after dinner it increaſed with ſach a terrible ſtorm of rain, and the Sea went ſo high, that 
the two Lenteas were not able to brook ir, ſo that about evening they made to Land, with an 
intent to recover the River of X:/endas, which v7as about a league and an half from thence, 
w Antonio de Faria doubting ſome misfortune, carried as little ſail as poſſibly he 
could, as well for that he would not outgo the Lanteat, xs in regard of the violence of the 
wind, which was ſuch, as they durft not carry more: Now by reafon the night was ſo dark, 
and the billows ſo great, they could not diſcern a ſhelf of ſand, that lay betwixt an Iſland and the 
point of a Rock, ſo that paſſing over it our Junk ſtruck her ſelf fo rudely on it, as her upper keel 
cleft in two or three places, and her under keel a little, whereupon the Gunner would have given 
fire to 2 Falconer,” for to have warned the other Junks to come in to ſuccor ns in this extremity, 
but Antonio de Faria would by no means permit him, ſaying, that fince it pleaſed God he 
ſhould be caſt away in that place, there was no reaſon that others ſhould be loſt there alſo for 
his cauſe ; But he deſired every one to affiſt him, both with manual labor, and ſecret prayers 
unto God to pardon their fins: Having ſaid ſo, he cauſed the main Maſt to be cut down, 
whereby the Junk came to be in ſomewhat a better caſe then (he was before; but alas | the 
fall of it coſt three Mariners and one of our ſervants their lives, who chancing to be under it 
when it fell were battered all to pieces; In like manner he made all the other Maſts from poop 
to prow to be hewed down, together with all the dead works, as the cabins and galleries with- 
out, ſo that all was taken away cloſe to the hatches. And though all this was done with incre- 
dible diligence, yet it ſtood us in little ſtead, for that the weather was ſo foul, the ſea ſo ſwoln, 
the night ſo dark, the waves ſo furious, the rain fo great, and the violence of the ſtorm ſo in- 
tolerable, — ont wichſtand it: —— 
to us, 85 if they alſo were caſt away; Whereupon Antonio de Faria lifting up his eyes 
Ph to Heaven, Lord, ſaid he before them all, a through thy infinite ares thou Waſt faſt 
ened upon the Croſs for the Redemption of finners, ſo I beſeech thee, who art all mercy, that 
for the ſatisfaction of thy puſtice I alone may ſuffer for the offences Which theſe men have com- 
mitted, fince I am the principal cauſe of their treſpᷣaſſing againſt thy divine goodpeſs ; permit 
not then, O Lord, that in this Woful might they may Fu into that danger wherein I ſee my 
ſelf at this preſent by reaſon of my ſins ; but with a repentant Soul I moſt humbly beſeech thee, 
and that in the name of all the reſt, though I am moſt unworthy to be heard, that inſtead of 
having regard to our fins, thon wilt behold ua with the eyes of that pity and infinite clemency 
Wherewith thou art repleniſhed, Upon theſe words we all fell a crying out ſo , 
Lord have mercy upon us, that it would have grieved any heart in the d to have heard us; 
And as all men, that find themſelves in the lie extremity, are naturally carried to the preſerva- 
tion of their lives, without any regard at all of ought elſe, there was not one amongſt us that 
ſought not the means to ſafe bis, ſo that all of us together employed our ſelves in diſcharging 
our Veſſel, by caſting our goods into the Sea; To which efteR about an hundred men of us, as 
well Portugals, as Slaves and Mariners, leapt down into the Ship, and in leſs then an hour 
heav'd all over. board, without any reſpect in ſo eminent a'danger of that which we did, for 
amongſt the reſt we threw twelve great chefts full of lingots of Silver into the Sca, which in 
the laſt incounter we had taken from Coia Acem, befides many other things of great value, 
whereby our Junk was ſome what lightened. i 
Having paſt the night. in ĩbhat miſerable ſtate we were in, at length, as the day began to 8 · 3. 
break, it pleaſed God that the wind alſo began to ſlack, whereby our Junk remained a little 
more at reſt, though (be was {till in great peril, by reaſon of the water ſhe had taken in, it be- 
ng almoſt four yards deep in her, ſo that to avoyd the eminent danger we were threneped 
with, we all of us got forth, and catching hold by the tackle we hnng on the out-fide of the 
Junk, becauſe the waves beat with ſuch —_ againſt her, that we feared to be drowned, 
2 of. 
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or caſt againſt the Rocks, Which had akeady happened to eleven or twelve of out company for 
Gad An, heed : Now when the day began perfectly to appear, it pleaſed God that Mem 
T aborda's and Antonio Anriqueæ Junks . diſcovered. us, and preſently coming up doſe to us, 
they that were in her threw us a-great many ſtaves tyed to cords, to the end we might ſaſten 
our ſelves to them, as we preſently did, and therein an hour was ſpent with much ado, by rea- 
fon of the extream diſorder wag. us, every man deſir ing and Ririving to he firſt ſaved, by 
which occaſion twenty men were drowned, whereof five were Portugals, for whom Ante. 
vis de Faria was more grieved, then for the loſs of the Junk,and all the goods that were in ber, 
although the value thereof was not ſo ſmall, but chat ic amounted to above an hundred thou- 
ſand T ar, and that in Silver alone; for the greateſt part of the booty, taken from Core A. 
cem, had been put into Antonio de Faria's Junk, a5 that which was held to be freer from dun- 
per then all the reft : Thus after we had wich much pexil and pain gotten into Teborde's Jun, 
— palt all that day in continual lamentation for our ill ſucceſs, without heating any news of 
our conſorts ; Nevertheleſs it pleaſed Cod, that about evening we diſcovered two Sails, which 
made ſo many ſhort turnings from ons fide to another, as one might well gueſs. they did it of 
purpoſe to ſpend time, whereby we were perſwaded that they were of our company. Now 
xecauſe it was almoſt night, we thought it not fit, to go to them for ſome reaſons given there- 
upon, but having made them a ſign they anſwered us preſencly with the like according to our 
q efire, and about the end of the laſt watch they approached ſo near unto us, that after they had 
ſadly ſaluted us they demanded how the Captain al and the rc did; wbereunto we ro- 


e they recounted theirs unto us, which ſeemed to be little better then ours ; for they 


declared that a

Antonio de Faria hath news of the five Portugals that were made (aptives ; his

1. A, Fter this furigus Tempeſt was. wholly aſſwaged, Antonio de Faria incontinently im- 
S A barqued himſelf in the other great Junk, that ha had taken from Coin Acem, —_— 
Pegro de Sulva yas Captain, and ſetting {ail he departed with the reſt of his Company, which 
con- 
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conſiſted of three Jupks, and one Lorch, or Lantea, as the Chineſes term them. The firſt 
thing he did then was to go and anchor in the Haven of Nouday, to the end he might learn ſome 
news of the thirteen Captives, that were carried thither; being arrived there about night he 
ſent two ſmall Barques, called Balor, well man'd, to ſpy the Port, and ſound the depth of 
the River, asalſo to obſerve the ſcituation of the Country, and to learn by ſome means what 
Ships were riding there, together with divers other matters anſwerable to his deſign; For 
which effect he commanded the Mariners to endeavor all they could for to ſurprize ſome of the 
Inhabicants of the Town, that by them he might be truly informed what was become of the 
Portngals, by reaſon he was afraid they were already carried further up into the Country. 
Theſe Baloes went away about two hours after midnight, and arrived at a little Village ſcared 
at the mouth of the River on a little ſtream of water, called Nipaphas ; There ir pleaſed God 
that they behaved themſelves ſo well, as they returned before day aboard our Junk, bringing 
along with them  Barque laden with earthen veſſel, and Sugar canes, which they had found 
lying at anchor in the midft of the River: In this Barque there were eight men, and two wo- 
men, together with a little child ſome fix or ſeven years old, who ſeeing themſelves thus in our 
power, became ſo tranſported with the feat of death, that they were in a manner beſides them- 
ſelves, which Antonio de Faria perceiving labored all he could to comfort them, and began co 
ſpeak them very fair, but to all his queſtions, he could draw no other anſwer from them then 
theſe words following, Do not kill us without cauſe, for God will require an account of our 
blood from you, becauſe we are poor folks ; and ſaying thus, they wept and trembled in ſuch 
fore, as they could ſcarce prononnce x word; Whereupon Antonio de Faria, pitying their 
miſcry and ſimplicity, would importune them no further: Howbeit, the better to compaſs his 
intent, he increated a Chineſe woman, that 'was a Chriftian, and came along with the Pilot, 
to male much of them, and to aſſure them they ſhould have no hurt, to the end, that being 
more confirmed by this means, they might unfyyer to that ſhould be demanded of them; 
Wherzin the Chizeſe ſo well acquitted her ſelf, and made them ſo tractable, as about an hour 
after they cold her, that if the tain would let them freely return in their boat to the place 
from whence they were taken, they would willingly confeſs all that either they had heard or 
ſeen. Antonio dr Faria having promiſed them to do fo, and that with many words and pro- 
teſlatiors one them, that was ancienter, and that ſeemed to be of more authority then 
the reft, addreſſing himſelf to him: Truly, ſaid he, I do not rely much on thy Words, becauſe 
tba by amplifying of them in [nch manner thou makeſt me card, that the affect will not be 
conformable to thy ſteech; Wherefore I beſerch thee to ſwear unte me by this Element that 
bears thee, that thou wilt not fail to perform that Which thou haſt promiſed unto me : for 
otherwiſe perjuring thy ſelf, be aſſured that the Lerd, wheſe hand is Almighty, will be incenſed 
againſt thee with ſuch indignatihn, as the Winds from above, and the Seas from below, will 
never Ceaſe to oppoſe thy deſires during br Voyages ; for I vow unto thee by the beauty of theſe 
Stars, that lying uw no leſs odio us and abominable in the ſight of that Soveraign Lord, then 
the pride of thoſe Judges on Earth, that with ſcorn aud contempt do anſwer thoſe Which de- 
mand 7wſtice of them. Antonio de Faria obliging himſelf by oath, as the old man required, 
to perform his word, the Chineſe ſaid he was ſatished, and then he continued in this ſore : A- 
bout two days fince 1 ſaw thoſe men, Whom thou enquireſt after, layd in priſon at Nouday with 
great irons on their legs, becauſe it was beleeved they were notorious T heeves, that made a 
wad: of robbing ſuch as they met upon the Sear, This relation very much enraged and diſqui- 
eted Antonio de Faria, who was perſwaded that it might well be as the old man delivered, 
ſo chat deſiring to take ſome courſe for their deliverance as ſoon as might be, he ſent them a 
Letter by one of the Chineſes, retaining all the reſt in hoſtage for him, who departed the next 
morning by break of day, and becauſe it mach imported the Chineſes to be delivered out of 
captivity, he that carried the Letter, and that was husband to one of the two women, which 
had been taken in the boat of eattben veſſel, and were now aboard in our Juok, made ſuch 
ſpeed, that he returned about noon with an anſwer, endorſed on the Letter we ſent, and fign- 
ed by all the five Portugal:; Thereby they gave Antonio de Faria to underſtand, that they 
were cruelly detained in priſon, opt of which they did not think they ſhould ever get, unleſs it 
were to go to execution, and therefore they beſought him for the paſſion of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, that he would not ſuffer them to periſh there for want of ſaccor, according as he had 
promiſed them at their ſetting forth in that Voyage, and the rather in gas it was only for his 
lake chat they were reduced to that miſerable - Hereunto they added many other very 
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piciful entreaties, as might well come from ſuch poor wretches, that were Captives under the 
Tyranny of ſuch fell and cruel people, as the Chineſes were. Antonio de Faria, having re- 
ceiv.d this Letter, read it in the preſence of all his Company, of whom he asked counſel there- 
upon; but as they were many, ſo were their opinions many and different, which was the oc- 
caſion o much contention amongſt them; whereby perceiving that nothing would be conclu- 
ded concerning this affair, he (aid to them as it were in choller; My Maſters and Friends, J 
promiſed to God by a ſolemn cath that I have taken, never to part from hence, till by ſome 
means or other I have recovered theſe poor Soldiers, my companions, though I ſhould therefore 
venture my life a thouſand times, yea and all my eſtate, Which I make little reckoning of in 
regard of them; Wherefore my Maſters,I earneſtly deſire you, that no — about to oppoſe 
thu reſolution of mine, upon the execution whereef mine honor Wholly depends, for whoſoever 
ſhall contrary me therein I muſt take him for mine enemy, as one that Would ſeck the prejudice of 
my Sonl. To this ſpeech all made anſwer, that he was in the right, and that for the diſcharge 
ot his conſcience nothing ſhould ſtay him from performing the ſame ; adding moreover, that all 
of them would ſtand to him in that behalf to the death. The Captain hereupon giving them 
many thanks, and with tears in his eyes and his hat in his hand embracing them, proteſted that 
he would when time ſhould ſerve acknowledg this good-will of theirs in ſuch real manner 3s it 
deſeryed, wherewith they all remained very well ſatisfied. 

This reſolution being taken, they fell to councel concerning the carriage of this affair, where- 
upon they concluded to treat with the Mandarin in a gentle manner, and for that end to ſend 
unto him to demand theſe Prifoners, with promiſe to give bim for their ranſom whatſoever 
ſhould be thought reaſonable, and that according to his anſwer ſuch further courſe ſhould be 
taken therein as ſhould ſeem requiſite : A Petition then was preſently drawn anſwerable to the 
form, that was uſually preſented to the Judges, which Antonio de Faria ſent to the Manda- 
rin by two of the chiefeſt of the Chineſes he had taken, who alſo carried him a preſent worth 
two hundred duckets, whereby he hoped to induce him to reftore the poor priſoners ; but it 
fell out far otherwiſe then he 5 For as ſoon as the ¶ hineſes had delivered the Petition 
and the Preſent, they returned the next day with an anſwer written on the back of the Petition, 
the tenor whereof was this: Let thy month come and preſent it ſelf at my feet, and after I 
bave heard thee I will do thee juſtice. Antonio de Faria ſeeing what high words the Manda- 
rin gave was exceedingly troubled, becauſe he well perceived by this beginning, that he ſhould 
have much ado to deliver his companions, wherefore having communicated this affair in parti- 
cular to ſome few, whom for that end he had called unto him, they were of ſeveral opinions; 
nevertheleſs after good deliberation it was at length concluded to ſend another Meſſenger, that 
ſhould more effectually demand the Priſoners of him, and for their ranſom offer the ſum of two 
thouſand T ac# in lingots of Silver and Commodities, declarigg unto him, that he wonld not 
part from that place till he had returned them; for he made account that it might be this reſo- 
lution would oblige him to do that which he had refuſed him another way, or that he would 
be carried to it by the conſideration of his own gain and intereſt. So the two Chineſes went 

ain the ſecond time with a Letter ſealed up, as from one perſon to another, without any kind 

cctemony or complement, which theſe Gentiles ſo much uſe amongſt themſelves ; And this 
Antonio de Faria did of purpoſe, to the end that by the ſharpneſs of this Letter the Aandarin 
might know be was diſpleaſed, and reſolved to execute what he had written. But before 1 
proceed any further I will only relate the tyo main points of the contents of the Letter, which 
were the cauſe of the utter ruine of this bufineſs. The firſt was, where Antonio de Faria (aid, 
that he was a Merchant ſtranger, a Portugal by Nation, that was going by way of Traffique 
cowards the Port of Liampoo, where there were alſo many other Merchants ſtrangers like him- 
{clf, who duly payd the uſual Cuſtoms, without committing any manner of ill or injuftice. 
The ſecond point was, where he ſaid, that the King of Portugal his Maſter was allyed in a 
brotherly amity with the King of (ina, by reaſon whereof they traded in his Country, as the 
Chineſes uſed to do at Malaca, where they were entertained with all favor and juſtice duly 
miniſtred anto them. Now though both theſe points were diſtaſtful to the Mandarin, yet tho 
laſt, wherein he mentioned the King of Portugal to be brother to the King of China, was that 
which put him ſo out of patience, that without any regard at all he commanded them that 
broughe the Letter, not only to be cruelly ſcourged, but to have their noſes cut off, and in that 
pickle he ſent them back to Antoni» de Faria with an anſwer written on a ſcurvy piece of torn 
piper, where theſe words were written : Stinking carrion, begotten of vile flies in the filthieſt 
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that over Was in any dungeon of  lothfom priſon, what hath made thy baſeneſs ſo bold, as 
thas then dwveſt undertake to meddle with heavenly things ? Having cauſedihy Petition to be 
read, whereby like Zi, as © ans, thou prayeſt we to have pity on thee, Which art but a poor 
writch, my greatneſs, 0u3'of its generoſity, was even deigning — of thas little thou pre- 
ſentedſ# noe wit ball, and was Alfo inclining to grant thy requeſt, When as my cars were touched 
with the horrible blatfbemy of thy arrogance,” Which made thee term thy King Brother to the 
fan of thi Stn, the Lion ivownid by d ineredib® Power in the Throne of the world under 
Whoſe feet all the Diadems of thoſe that govern the Univerſe are ſubjeted, nay all Scepters do 
ferve but as latches to hi moſt rich ſandals, as the Writers of the golden Temple do certifie 
unde the Law of their Verities, and that through the whole habitable Earth: Know then, 
that for ebe great Herefie thu haſt witived,'T bave ramſeu thy Paper io bt burnt, thereby re- 
weſenting the vile effigies of thy perſon, Which I dere to'nſe in like manner for the enormous 
vine thou baſt commit ted; «Wherefore I command thee ro be ſpeedily packing, that the River 
Which bears ihec may not be'accurſed. S0 ſoon ug the Interpreter bad read'the Letter, and ex- 
ed the contents therebf, all that beard- it were much vexed therewith, but uo man was 
fo ſenfible of it as Antonio di Faria, ho was execedinigly grieved to ſer himſelf thus wholly 
deprived of all of recovering his Priſoners, wherefore after they had well confidered the 
inſolent words of the Manvdarixs Lenter; and his great diſcourtefie, they in the ond concluded 
to go aſhoar, and attaque the Town, in hope that God would aſſiſt them, .* ioten- 
tions were good; For this effect they maſtently prepared Veſſels to land with, were the 
four fiſhermens great Barques they had rakes the night before: Wheretipon) taking a muſtet of 
the Forces he could make for this enterprize, he found the number to he three hundred, where- 
of were Portwgals, the reſt were Slaves and Mariners, befidey iy P anians wen, 
h whom were an hundred and threeſcore Harquebuſiers, the others were roy ton 
Pikes and Lances ; he had alſo ſome Pieces of Ordnance, and other things neceſſary fot his de- 
Te next morning a little before day Antonio de Faria failed up the River with three Junks, g. 3. 
the Lorches, and the four Barques he had taken, and fo went and anchored at fix fathom arid an 
balf of water cloſe by the walls of the Town ; Then caufivg the fails to be taken down without 
any noiſe, or diſcharge of Ordnance, he diſplayed the Banner of Trade according to the faſhion 
of China, to the end that by this demonſtration of peace no complement ſhould reſt unper- 
formed, although he was perſwaded that nothing would prevail with the Mandarin: Here- 
— he ſent mother Meſſenger unto him, never making ſhewy that he had received any ill uſage 
him, by whom with a great deal of complement he demanded the Priſoners, and offered 
him a round ſum of mony for their ranſam, with a promiſe of perpetual correſpondence and 
amity ; But ſo far was this Dog the Mandarin from harkeniog thereunto, that contrariwiſe he 
made the Chineſe, that carried the Letter, to be hewed in pieces, and ſo ſhewed him from 
the top of the wall to the whole Fleet, the more to deſpight us. This tragical act wholly de- 
prived Antonio de Faria of that little hope, which ſome had given him for the deliverance of 
the Priſoners ; hereupon the Soldiers, being more incenſed then before, ſaid unto him, that ſince 
he had reſolved to land, he ſhould oo longer defer it, becauſe further delay would but give his 
Enemies leaſure to gather more ſtrength: This counſel ſeeming good to him, he preſently im- 
barqued with them he had choſen for the action, having firſt given order to his Junks to (hoot 
continually at the Town, and the Enemy, whereſoever they perceived any ſtore of people af- 
ſembled, howbeit with this cantion, to forbear till they ſaw them together by the cars with 
them. Having landed then about a Faulcon ſhot below the Rode, he marched witbout any let 
along the ſhoars fide directly to the Town: In the mean time a number of people appeared upon 
the walls, with divers enſigns of different colours, where theſe Barbarous made a mighty noiſe 
Fifes, Drums, and Balls, and withall booting at us, made us ſigns with their caps to approach, 
thereby intimating the little reckoning they made of us : Now by that time ws were come 
within a Musket (ſhot of the walls, we diſcerned ſome thouſand, or twelve hundred men, as 
we gueſled, (ally out at two ſeveral gates, of which ſome ſieſcore were mounted on horſes, or 
to ſay better, on leancarrien Tits that were nothing but skin and bone, wherewith they began 
to courſe up and down the field in a skirmiſhing manner, wherein they ſhewed themſelves fo 
untoward, as they often ran one upon another, and tumbled down together; which when 
Antonio & Faria aw he was exceeding glad, and encouraging his men to the fighe be ſtood 
firm attending the Enemy, who continued ſtill wheeling about us, being perſwaded, it — 
that 
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that that would ſuffice to skare us, and make us-retire to our veſſels ; But when they 
perceived us remain unmoved, without turning qux backs 26 thay belee vad, and as it 
may bs, they deſired we would doe, they cloſed. themſelves intoyope- body, and ſo in 
very ill order they made a ſtand without adyancing on. But then our, Captain, ſce- 
ing them in this poſture, cauſed all his Muskettiers to diſcharge at one inflang,. who till 
that time had not ſt irred, which ſucceedediwith ſuch. effect, as it. pleaſed: God that he 
moſt part of this goodly Cavalry fell to the ground; with feare ; We [taking this for 2 
good preſage ran and luſtily purſued: them, invoking to our aid the dame of Jeſvs, 
whoſe good pleaſure it was though his divine mercy, to make our enemies ye before 
us fo. amazed, and in ſuch diforder, as. they tumbled pell mell one upon another, in which 
manner arriving at a bridge that croſi che town ditch, they were ſo peſtexed together, as 
they could neither go forward nor backward ;.in the mean time our forces coming up 
to them diſcharged their ſhot to ſuch purpoſe amongſt them, that we laid three hundred 
of them on the earth, which in truth was a pictifull fight to behold, becauſe, there was 
not one of them that had the heart, fo much as to draw a ſword 1 wherenpon hotly 
purſuing the fitſt 7 int of this victory, we ran to the gate, where we found the Ad anda - 
rin in the front of — hundred men, mounted upon à good Horſe, having on # cuiraſle 
lined with purple Velvet, which had belonged, as we knew afterwards, , to: Bortugal, 
named Towe Perez, whom King Don Emanoel of glorious memory had. ſent es Am- 
baſlador 20 China, in Fernando Pere x his (hip, at ſuch time as Lopq Swartz d Alber- 
garia govetned the Indies, At the entrance into the gate the Mandarin and his people 
de head againſt us, ſo that there was a ſhrewd bickering betwieen us, this enemy ſhew- 
ing andtber manner of courage then we had met with on the bridge; but by good hap 
it fortuned that orie of our ſervant hit the Mandarin juſt in the brealt with au Harque- 
buſſe ot, and overthrew him dead from his Horſe, where with all the Chinefts,were ſo 
terrified, as they preſently turned their backs, and in great diſorder retired within the gate, 
not one of themhaving the wit to ſhut it after them, ſo that we chaſed them before us with 
our. Lances, as if they had been a drove of cattell: In this ſcrt they fled pell mell to- 
gether quite through a great ſtreet, and iſſued out at another gate, which was ou the 
lands from whence they got all away, not ſo much as one remaining behind. There- 
upon Antonio de Faria, aſſembling his men into one body, for fear of ſome diſorder , 
marched with them directly to the priſon, where our companions lay, who ſeeing us 
coming, gave 2 great Cry, ſaying, Lord have mercy upon us, ſtraightway the doors and 
iron grates were broken up, and our poor fellows irons knocked off their legs, which 
being done, and they ſet at liberty, all our company had leave to make what purchaſe they 
could, to the end that without ſpeaking afterwards of partition, every one might be Ma- 
ſter of what he had gotten. Howbeit Antonio de Faria delired them to perform it ſud- 
denly, and therefore he gave them but halt an houres time for it, whereunto they all con- 
deſcended very willingly, and fo fell to ranſacking the houſes. In the mean ſpace Anto- 
io de Faria went to that of the Mandarin, which he took for his part, where he met 
with eight thouſand Tais in ſilyer, together with tight great veſſels full of Muske, and 
that he cauſed to be reſerved for himſelf z the reft he left tothe ſervants that were with 
him, who moreover found there a great deal of raw Silke , Sattin, Damask, and fine 
Pourcellain, whereof every one well as much as he could carry, ſo as the four Barques, 
and. the three Champanaes, that brought our men on ſhore, were four ſeveral times la- 
den and unladen aboard the Juncks, inſomuch that the meaneſt Marriner amongſt us ipake 
not of this booty but by whole caſes, beſides what each one concealed in his particular, 
But when Antonio de Faria perceived that an hour and half had been ſpeut in pil- 
laging, he commanded a ſurceaſe thereof, but his company were ſo hot upon the - ſpoil, that 
by no means they would be drawn from it, wherein the perſons of qualitie were moſt ſaul- 
ty, in which regard aur Captain fearing leaſt ſome diſaſter might happen by reaſon the 
night approached, he cauſed the Town to be ſet on fire in eleven or twelve places ; Now 
tor that molt of it was built of Firr, and other wood, it was in ſuch a flame within 2 
quarter of an hour, as to ſee it burn ſo, one would have taken it for a pourtraiture of Hell. 
This done, and all our company retired, Antonio de Faria embarqued without any im- 
pediment, every man being well ſatisfied and contented, onely it was great pittie to behold * 
a number of handſome maids lead away, ticd four and four and five and five together 
with 
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with the matches of their Muskees , weeping and lamenting, whillt our people did no- 
thing but laugh and ſing. 


CAP. XXIII. 


Antenio de Faria? Navigation till he came to the Port of Liampoo; bis - 
arrival and gallant reception there by the Portugals. 


Fter that Antonio de Faria had embarqued his men, the firft thing he did was. 
o give order for the dreſſing of thoſe that were hurt, which were in number fif- 8.1. 
tie, whereof eight of them were Portugali, ind the reſt ſlaves and Mariners: He alſo took 
care for the burial of the dead, that were not above nine, of which onely one was 
2 Portugal, All that night we kept good watch, and placed Sentinels in ſundry parts, 
for fear of the Junks that were upon the River; The next morning as ſoon as it was day, 
our Captain went to a little Town that was on the other fide of the water, where he met 
not with any Inhabitant, they being all fled, howbeit he found a great deal of Merchan- 
diſe in their houſes, together with good ſtore of Victuals, wherewith he had laded the 
Junks, fearing leait that which he had done in this place, ſhould be the occafion of barring 
him from being furniſhed with any in the Ports where he ſhould happen to arrive, Fur- 
thermore, by the advice of his company, he reſolved to go and winter, during the three 
moneths he had yet to make his voyage in, at a certain deſart Iſland, diſtant ſome fifteen 
leagues from the Sea of Liampoo, called Pullo Hinbor, where there was a good roadgand 
good water; whereunto he was chiefly induced, becauſe he thought that going directly 
to Liampoo, his voyage thither might bring ſome prejudice to the traffique of the 
Portsgals, who wintcred there peaceably with their goods: And indeed this advice was 
ſo approved of every one, as it was generally applauded. Being departed then from Nouday, 
after we had failed - five dayes between the Iſles of Comolem, and the continent, we were 
ſet upon on Saturday about noon by a Pirate, named Premata Gundel, a ſworn enemy 
to the Portugali, unto whom he had oftentimes done much damage, as well at Patana, 
as at Sunda, Siam, and many other places,when he found himſelf the ſtronger. This Ro- 
ver bcleeving that we were (kineſes came and aſſailed us with two great |uncks,where- 
in there were two hundred fighting men, befides Mariners; One of them being grappled 
to Mem Taboyda's Junk had almott made her ſelf Maſter of it, which Qiay Panian per- 
ceiving, who was a little before, he turned upon her, and with full ſails running her on the 
Stat board fide gave her ſo terrible x ſhock, that they ſank both together, whereby Mens 
T aborda was delivered from the danger he was in, howbeit Quia Paxian was inſtantly, 
and ſo opportunely ſuccoured by three Lorches, which Antonio de Faria had taken a lit- 
tl: before at Nowday, that all his men in a manner were ſaved, but every one of the ene- 
mies were drowned : In the mean time the Pyrate Premata Gundel, ſett ing upon the 
great Junk, wherein Antonio de Faria was, the firſt thing he did was to grapple her 
poop to prow with two great cramp-irons, faſtened to long chains, whereupon began 
ſuch a fight berwixt them, as deſerved to be ſeen, which for half an hour was ſo coura- 
giouſly maintained by the Enemie, that Antonio de Faria and molt ot his men were hurt, 
and himſelf beſides in danger twice to have been taken; nevertheleſſe it was his good 
hap to be relieved in time by three Lorches, and a ſmall Junck, commanded by Pedro de 
Sylva , by which means it pleaſed God that ours not onely recovered what they had 
loft, but preſſed the Enemie in ſuch ſort, as the fight ended with the death of fourſcore 
and fix Mabometans, which were in Antonio de Faria's Junk, and had held him up fo 
ſtrait, that our men had nothing left them but the fore-deck in her: After this we entred 
into the Pirates Junck, and put all choſe to the edge of the Sword that we found there, 
not ſparing ſo much as one, all the Mariners having caſt themſelves before into the Ses. 
Howbcit we got not this victorie ſo cheap, but that it colt ſeventeen mens lives, where» 
of five were Porewgals, and of the beft Souldiers we had, beſides three and fourty Were 
hurt, Antonio d: Faria being one of them, who had one wound with a dart, and two with 
a f WOrd. The fight being ended in this ſort, an Inventorie was taken of all that was in 
the enemies Junck, and this prize was eſtimated at fourſcore thouſand Tais, the better 
part whereot conſiſted in Lingots of ſilver of Japan, which the Pirate had taken in three 
Merchants Ships, that from Pirando were bound for Chinc heo, (> that the Pirate had — 
M this 
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this onely veſſel to the value of ſixſcore thouſand crowns, and it was thought that the 
other Junck which was ſunk was worth as much, to the extream grief of all our com- 
pany, With this prize Antonio de Faria retired to a little Iſland, called Buncalos, which 
, was three or four Leagues Weſtward from thence, and much commended for good wa- 
ter, and ſafe riding: Having landed in this place, we ſpent eighteen dayes there, lodging 
in Cabbins, that were mads for the accommodation of our hurt men. From this Iſland we 
ſailed towards that part, whither we had reſolved before to go, namely, Antonio de Faria 
inthe great Junk, Adem Taborda, ind Antonio Anriquesz in theirs, Pedro de Sylva in the lit - 
tl: Junk. that was taken at Noaday, ind Dnuiay Panian with all his followers in the Pyrats, 
laſt taken, which was given him in recompence of his that he had loſt, together with ewen- 
ty thouland 7 «cis out of the general booty, wherewith he reſted very well contented, being 
done with the conſent of the whole company at the requeſt of e Antonio de Faria. Sail- 
ing in this manner we arrived fix dayes after at the Ports of Liawpoo, which are two 
Iſlands, one juſt againſt another, diſt ant three Leagues from the place, where at that time 
the Portwgals uſes their commerce; There they had built above a thouſand houſes, that 
were governed by Sheriffs, Auditors, Conſuls, Judges, and fix or ſeven other kinde of 
Officers, where the Notaries underneschthe publique Acts, which they made, wrote thus, 
I, ſuch a one, publique Notarie of thu Town of Liampoo for the King our Soveraign Lord. 
And this they did with as much confidence and aſſurance, as if this place had been ſcitu- 
ated between Santarew and Lisber ; ſo that there were houſes there which coſt three 
or four thouſand Duckats the building, but both they and all the reſt were afterwards de- 
moliſhed for our (ios by the ¶ bineſes, as I hope to relate more amply hereafter : Whereby 
done may ſee how uncertain our jsffairs are in China, whereof the Portugals. diſcourſe with 
ſo much curioſity, and abuſed by apparances make ſuch account, never conſidering what 
hazard they hourly run, and how they are expoſed to infinite diſaſters, 

S.. Between theſe two Iflands, which the Inhabitants of the Country, and they that fail 
in thoſe Sens, call the Ports of Liampoo, there is a channel, ſome two Harquebuſe ſhot o- 
ver, and five and twenty fathom deep, where in certain places is very good anchoring, as 
al ſo a pleaſant River of freſh water, which takes his beginning from the top of a mountaia, 
and paſſeth by thick woods of Cedar, Oak, and Firr trees, whereof many Ships make their 
proviſion for Sail-yards, Maſts and Planks, never coſting chem a penny. At theſe Iſlands 
Antonio de Faria caſt anchor on Wedneſday morning, and there Men Taborda, and 
Antonio Anriquez defired him to give them leave to go and advertiſe the Town of his 
Arrival, as likewiſe to underſtand the news of the Country, and whether there was any 
ſpeech of that which he had done at Nowday ; For ia caſe his coming ſhould prove ne- 
ver ſo litile prejudiciall to them, he was reſolved ( asI have formerly related) to winter 
in the Ifle of Valle Hinhor, concerning the which they promiſed with all diligeace 10 
advercize him ſo much as they could learn: To this requelt of theirs, Antonio de Faria 
condeicended very willingly, and withall ſent certain Letters by them, directed to the 
Principal Governours of the Town, whereby he made them a brief Rgcitall of the 
ſucceſſe of his Voyage, and inſtantly deſired them to ad viſe him what they would have 
him to do, being ready to obey them accordingly, with many other complements of 
kindneſſe, trom whence oftentimes much profit ariſes, without any charge at all. An» 
ronio Anriquez, and Mem Taborda departed about eveniag, and within two hours of 
night, they arrived at the Town, where as ſoon as the Inhabitants heard the effect of their 
Meſlage, they preſently aſſembled upon the ringing of a Bell, at the Church of the 
tion of our Lady, being the Cathedral of fix or ſeven others in the Town, there they de- 
liberated upon the Letters which Antoni Anrqiuez and Mem T aborda had delivered, and 

| in the end having conſigered the great liberalitis that Antonio de Faria bad uſed, as well 
/ to them as to all the reft that had part in the Junk, they concluded to acknowledge it un- 
to him by all demonlirations of affection; For which purpoſe they returned him a Letter, 

ſigned by them all, as the Reſolution of a General Aſſembly, and ſent ic him together with 

two Laxtraes full of divas refreſhments, and that by an ancient Gentleman, named pe- 

ronimo de Rego, a Perſonage of great wiſdome and authoritie amoogſt them: In this Let- 

ter they gzve him thanks in very courteous termes, both for the exceeding favour he hed 

done them by reſcuing their goods out of the enemies hands, and for the noble Tc Rimeo- 

nic ke had given them of his affection by his extraordinary liberality towards them, — 

whic 
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which they hoped that God would throughly requite him: As for the fear he was in touch · 
ing his wint ering there, by reaſon of what had paſt at Nouday, he might be confident 
that way, becauſe the Country was fo full of trouble, by occaſion of a mighty uprore that 
was then amongſt the people thereof, as if he had razed the very Citie of C anton it ſelf, 
they would not much regard it, wheretore he might well thinke they would care much 
lefle for that which he had done at Nouday, which in China, compared with many others, 
was no greater then Oeyras in Portugal is, being equally with Lisbon: And concerning 
the good news he had ſcnt them ot his arrivall in their Port, they eirnaſtly deſired him to 
continue ſtill at anchor there fix dayes longer, that they might in the mean while make 
ſome fit preparation for his entertaiment, fceing that thereby onely they ſhould be able 
to teſt iſie their good will unto him, having not the power other wayes to acquit ſo many 
obligations, wherein they ſtood ingaged unto him. Theſe words of kindneſs were accom- 
panied with many other complements, whereunto Antonio de Faria returned them a mot 
curteous Anſwer, and condeſcending to their defire, he ſent all his fick men on ſhore in the 
two Lante au, Which brought the refreſhments, whom thoſe of Liampoo received with 
great ſhe w of aff-Rion and charity, for preſently they were lodged in the richeſt houſes 
of the Towns, and plentifully a:commodated with all things neceſſary for them, want- 
ing nothing. Now during the fix dayes Antonio de Faria remained in that place, there 
was not a man of any qualitie in all the Towo, but came and viſited him with ma- 
ny preſents, and divers ſorts of proviſions, refreſnments, and fruits, and that in ſuch abun- 
dance, that we were amazed to behold them, the more too for the good order and mag- 
nificence wherewith every thing was accompanied. 


During the ſix dayes, that Antonio de Faria continued inthe Port according to his pro- g. 3. 


miſe to them of Liampoo, he never budgd from his Ships, At length on Sunday morning 


before day, which was che time limited for our going to the Town, an excellent conſort | 


of Muſick was heard, both of Inſtruments and Voyces, the harmony whereof was won- 
derfully pleaſing, and after that a Triumph of Drums and Trumpets together, according 
to the manner of our own country : Thea ſome two houres before —— the night be- 
ing very quiet, and the Moon exceeding bright, Antonio de Faria ſet fail with his whole 
Fleet, having all his Ships decked with Silken Flaggs, and ſtreamers of ſundry Colours, 
and every ſcuttle both of the greater and leſſer maſts hung round about with cloth of Silver, 
and many brave Standards of the ſame : After theſe Veſſels followed a number of row- 
Barges, whtcrein were a great many of Trumpets, Hoboyes, Flutes, Fifes, Drums, and other 
ſuch Inſtraments, each one of a ſeveral Invention, 

When it was broad day the winde began to calm, as we were within half a League of 
the Town, whereupon there came preſently to us ſome twenty Lanteaes, very well ſet 
forth, and full of Muſicians, that played on divers Inſtruments; So in leſſe then an hour 
we arrived at the Road, but firſt there came aboard Antonio de Faria about threeſcore 
Boats and Mancha, xdorned with Pavilions and Banners of Silke, as alſo with Turkie 
Carpets of great value; In theſe Boats were about three hundred men, all richly apparrel- 
led, with chains of Gold, and guile Swords, hanging in Belts after the faſhioa of Afﬀrick, 
every thing ſo well accommodated, that we which bcheld this Equipage, were no lefle con- 
tented then aſtoniſhed therewith. With this train Antonio de Faria came to the Town, 
where there ſtood ranged in excellent order twenty fix (hips, and fourſcore Junks, beſides 
2 great ſort of Vancons and Barcaſſes, all in File one after another, ſo making as it were 2 
fair long ſtreet, every where beautified with Pines, Laurels, and green Canes, with many 
Triumphal Arches, beſet with Cherries, Pears, Lemons, Oranges, and ſundry odoriferous 
green Herbs, wherewith the Maſts and Cordage were covered all over. As ſoon as Auto- 
nio de Faria came neer the place, which was prepared for his landing, he ſaluted the Town 
with a great pealof Ocdnance,which was inſtantly anſwered with the like by all the Ships, 
Juoks and Barques before mentioned, in order, a matter very pleaſing, and wherewith the 
Chineſe Merchaats were ſo taken, is they dearanded of us, Whether this man, unto whomwe 
did ſo much honour, was either the brother or kinſman of our King? whereunto certain chief 
mea of the Town anſwered, That hi Father ſhod the Horſes, whereon the King of Portugal 
rode, and that in that regard all this honour wa dove him; adding withall, That they tboug bt 
themſelves ſcarce Worthy to be bu ſlavet, much leſſe hit ſervants ; The (hineſes beleeving all 
this co be true, (aid one to another, as it were in admiration ; Yerily, there be great Kings 
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is the world, whereof our ancient Hiſtorians for want of knowledge of them have made no men- 
tion in their Writings, and it ſeems that above them all, the King of theſe Portugals is to be 
moſt eſteemed, for by that which is delivered to us of bis greatneſſe, he muſt need: be richer, 
more mighty, and greater then either the T artar, or the ¶ anchin, as ts maſt apparent, ſince 
be that ſhoves his horſes, Which is but an ordinary and contemptible trade in overy Country, 
is ſo reſpeſted by thoſe of his Nation; Whereupon another that heard his Companion ſay 


thus, Certainly, ſaid he, this Prince is ſo great, that if it were not 4 blaſphemy, one might 


almoſt compare him to the Son of the San; The reſt that were about him added, It well ap- 
pears to be ſo by the great riches Which this bearded Nation get in every place Where they 
come by the power of their armes, wherewith they affront all the People of the worid. This 
{alutation bring ended on either part, a Lanteas came aboard Antonio de Faria Junk, 
gallantly equipped, and covered all over with boughs of Cheſnut trees, full of their briſtled 
iruit jult as they grew, and intermingled with delicate ſmall green trees, which thoſe of the 
Country call Lechies, ſtuck every where with moſt fragrant Roſes and Violets, all plaſh- 
ed ſo cloſe toget het, that we could not ſee the Rowers; now upon the upper end of theDeck 


of this Veſſel, there was a kinde of State ſet up, made of Tynſell, under the which ſtood 


a ſilver chair, and about it fix girles of about ſome ten or eleven yeares of age a piece, 
wonderful beautitul, and that very harmonioully accorded their voyces, to certain Inſtru- 
ments of Mufick whereon they playd : In this Lanteaa then Antonio de Faria embar- 
qued himſelt, and ſo arrived at the Key with a great noyſe of Hoy boys, Trumpets, Drums, 
Fife, and other ſuch like, after the manner of the Chine/esr, Malayoes, Champa, Stamiter, 
Borneos, Lequios, and other people, that were then in the Haven under the protection of 
th: Pertugali, for fear of the Pirates, which in great numbers over · ran all that Sea, Being 
landed he found a chair of State provided for him, like unto one of thoſe wherein the 
principall Chaems of the Empire are uſually carried; In this, but with much refuſall firſt 
on his (ide, was he placed, and it being ſupported by eight ſilver pillars, it was taken up 
by eight of the chiefeſt perſons amongſt them, apparrelled in gowns of cloth of Gold 
richly imbroidered,and — was he carried on their ſhoulders into the Town, environed with 
three ſcore Halberdeers, bravely ſet forth, aad their Halberds Damasked with Gold and 
Silver; before him alſo marched eight Sergeants at Armes, carrying great guilt Maces, clo- 
thed in Hongatlines of Crimſon. Velvet embroidered with Gold; In the head of them 
rode eight Knights mounted oa gallant white Steeds, and attired in Sattin of the ſame 
colour, with white Damask Enſigns, and brave plumes of white Feathers, and fore» 
moſt of all were eight other mea likewiſe on Horſeback, wearing Crimſon, and green 
Velvet Caps, which ever and anon cryed out after the manner of China tor people to make 
way. In this ſort was Antonio de Faria carried along till alighting out of his chair he 
went to viſit the Governours of the Town, who in way of complement proſtrated them- 
ſelves at his feet, wherein ſome ſmall time beiog ſpent, two ancient Gentlemen, who had 
lived long in that place, the one named Triſtan de Gaa, and the other Feronime de Rege, 
made an eloquent Ocation in the commendation of him: That done, be was led from 
thence to the Church through a long ſtreet, adorned on bath ſides with Laurel and Firr 
Trees, below ltrewed with Ruſhes, and above hung with Sattinand Damask,amonegſt the 
which divers court-cupboards were placed, whereon ſtood very curious perfuming pans 
of Silver, from whence moſt pleaſing and delicious odours breathed forth: Neer to the 
end of this ſtreet was a Tower of Deal Boards erected, painted all over, as if it bad been 
ſtone, on the top whereof, under a Banner of white Damask, the Royal Arms of Pertu- 
gal were limned in Gold; and in a window of the ſame Tower, certain little Boyes were 
drawn, attired after the Portugal faſhion, as allo an old Woman, that ſeemed to weep, ind 


+ hold a man lying diſ-membred at her feet, whom ſome eleven or twelve armed Caſf illian: 


were a killing, having their Halberds and Partizans dyed with his blou4 ; All which Fi- 
gures were done ſo to the life, that one would have thought them to have been the very 
perſons they repreſented, Now this was to ſigniſie how Nino Gongalles de Faria, chick 
of that Noble Family, gave for his armes his own body, at ſuch time as he was ſlain in 
the Wars, that had been anc:emly between Caſtile and Portugal. Preſently hereupon 
as ſoon as a clock, that was on the top of the ſaid Tower, had ſtruck thrice, and that the peo- 
ple upon this ſigual were all fileat, there came a vencrable old man out of the principall 


Sate, apparrelled in a robe of Crimſon Damask, accompanied with four Beadles, — 
carrie 
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carried ſilver Maces before him: Having made a lovv reverence to Antonio de Faria, he 
told him in termes full of re ſpect, how much all the Iahabitants were obliged anto him, 
28 well for the great liberality he had uſed towards them, as for the favour he had done 
them, by having been the onely cauſe of the recovery of their goods, in acknovy- 
ledgement whercot they all offered themſelves to be his Vaſſals for the time to come, and 
to do him the Homage of Tributaries 2s long as he lived: And further, if he pleaſed to caſt 
his eye upon that Table before him, he ſhould behold there as in a clear Mirror, with how 
much fidelity his Anceſtors had gained the honourable name of his Family, as it was ma- 
nifeſt to all the people of Ss, whereby he might well perceive how much it was for his 
honour that he had performed ſuch generous act ions, in regard whereof be moſt earneſtly 
beſought him, and that in the Name of them all, that for a beginning of the Tribute, which 
they offered to give him by way of Vaſſallage, he would be pleaſed to accept of a ſmall 
Preſent, they now had brought him, onely for to defray the charge of Match for his Soul- 
diers,and that for the reſt wherein they ſtood ſo far ingaged to him, they promiſed to diſ· ob- 
lige themſelves in time and place convenient z whereupon they preſented him with five 
Caſes full of Lingots of Silver, to the value of ten thouſand Tacis. Antonio de Faria ha- 
ving very courteouſly thanked the good old man for this many Honours had hitherto been 
done him, as alſo for the preſent they now offered unto him, excuſed himſelf from recei- 
ving of it, though he were very much importuned thereunto. 

Antonio de Faria ſett ing forward then to go to the Church, whither he was to have been 8.4. 
conducted under a rich Canopie, which fix of the chicfeſt and honourableſt Inhabitants ot 
Liampoo were there ready with for him, he would by no means accept of it, telling them 
that he vvas not born to have ſo much honour as they would do him, aad ſo he pro- 
ceeded on without other pompe then ordinary, being acempanied with a world of peo- 
ple, as well Portugals as others of divers Nations, who for commerce fake wete come to 
that Port, as the beſt and richeſt that was then in that Country. In the mean ſpace whereſo- 
ever he caſt his eye he ſa nothing but publique rej „ which conſiſted in daunces, 
Masks, and Playes of ſeveral kindes, invented by thoſe of the Country that lived amongft 
us; all which became more ſplendidious by the Trumpets, Cornets, Hoboys, Flutes, Harps, 
Vials, Fifes, and Drums, that were heard in every corner, and confounded together in 2 
Labyrinth of Voyces after the manner of China, which fo amazed the ſenſe , that one knew 
not whether it were 2 dream or no, ſo extraordinary it ſeemed : Being arrived at the 
Church door, eight Prieſts came forth to receive him covered vrith Copes all embroidered 
vvith Gold and Silver, vvho going in Proceſſion began to ſing Te Deum, whereunto 
many excellent voyces tuned to the Organs anſwered, which made up as harmonious Mu- 
ſick xs could be heard in the Chappel of any great Prince: In this fort he was carried up 
to the High Altar, where there was a State of White Damask, and under it a Chair of 
Carnation Velvet, and at the foot of it x Cuſhion of the ſame; In this Chair he face him 
down and heard Maſſe, which was celebrated vvith a great deal of Ceremonie, and as mar- 
yellous confort both of Voyces and Inftraments. Maſſe being ended, the Sermon follows- 
ed, that was made by Eftevano Nogueyra, in ancient man, and Curate of the place, vvho, 
to ſpeak: the truth through diſcontinuance of preaching, was but liule verſt in Pul- 

pit matters, and illiterare vvithall, howbeit deſiring to ſhew himſelf that day 2 learned 
man in ſo remarkable # ſolemnity, he laboured to make demonſtration of his beſt Rhe- 
torick; To which effect he grounded all his Sermon on the Prayſes of Antonio de Faria, 
and that ia words ſo ill placed, and ſo far from his Text, as our Captain was much aſlm- 
med at it, wherefore ſome of his friends pluckt him three or four times by the Surplis for 
to make him give over, wherewith being netled, he turned him about to thoſe that would 
have had him leave off, / wil not, ſaid he unto them, but Will rather ſay more, for I ſprake 
nothing but that Which it as true as Goſpel, in regard Whereof, let me alone I pray you, for 1 
have made a vow to God never to deſiſt from commending this noble Captain, as be more then 
deſer ves at my hands, for ſaving me ſeven thouſand D uckats venture, that Mem Tabords had 
of mine in his un and was taken from him by that dog Coin Acem, for which let the ſoul 
of ſo curſed a rogue and wicked Devil be tormented in Hell for ever and ever, whereunto ſay 
all with me, Amen. This Conclufion provoked all the Aſſembly ſo to laugh, that we could 
not hear one another in the Church for the noiſe that was made there, This tumult over, 


there came out of the Veſtry fix little Boyes, attired like Angels, with Inſtruments of _ 
ick 
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fick in their hands guilt all over, and then the ſame Prieſt falling on his knees before the Al. 
tar of our Lady, and lifring up his hands, began to ſing aloud theſe words, Virgin, you are « 
Roſe, whereunto the little Boyes anſwered very melodiouſſy with their Inſtruments, all 
being performed with fuch harmony and devotion, as it drew tears from moſt of the Aſ- 
ſiſtante. 

Naſſe be ing finiſhed, the four principal Sovernours of the Town, namely. Mateus de 
Brito, Langarote Pereyra, peronimo de Rego, and TViftan d: Gaa, came unto Antonio de Fa- 
ria, and bang accompanied with all the Portagali, which were above a thouſand in num- 
ber, they conducted him into a great place before the Town Hall, that was compaſſed a- 
bout with a ſmall thick wood of Cheſnut Trees, all full of Fruit juſt as they grew, ador- 
ned above with Standards and Banners of Silk, and ſtrewed below with Flower de luces, 
and. Red and White Roles, whereof there is great abundance in China, In this Wood 
were three long Tables ſer, under a goodly ſpacious Arbor, that was covered over with 
Myrtle, and round about were divers Conduits of Water, which ran from one to the other 
by certain Inventions of the ¶ hineſea, that were ſo ſubtile, as one could not poſſibly diſcern 
the ſecret ; For by the means of a kinde of Bellows like unto that of an Organ, that was 
joyned to the principall Conduit, the water rebounded up ſo high, that when it came to 
deſcend again it fell as ſmall as dew, ſo that with one onely pot full of water, they could 
gently moiſten that great place; before theſe three Tables were three Court-cup- boards 
placed, upon the which was a great deal of very fine Pourcelain, and fx huge Veſſels of 
Gold, that the Chineſe Merchants had borrowed of the Mandarins of the Town of Liam- 
peo; For in that Country Perſons of quality are ſerved all in Gold, Silver being for thoſe 
of meaner condition: They brought likewiſe divers other pieces all of Gold, as great Ba- 
ſons, Salt ſellers and Cups. After they were diſmiſſed which were not for the Banquet, 
there onely remained thoſe that were invited, being fouri core in number, beſides fiftie of 
Antonios de Faria s Souldiers: Theſe being ſet at Table were ſerved by young Wenches, 
very beautiful, andifinely apparrelled, according to the manner of the Mandarius; At eve- 
ry courſe that was ſerved up chey ſung very melodiouſly to the tune of certain Inſtruments 
vvherebn ſome of their: companiops played As for Antonio de Faria he was ſerved by eight 
Maidens, the Daughters of worthy Merchants, exceeding fair and comely, whom their Fa- 
thers had brought thither for that purpoſe at the requeſt of Mate us de Brito, and Triſtan 
de Ga; They were attired like Mermaids, and carried the meat to the Table, dancing to 
the ſound of divers Inftruments, a marvellous thing to behold, and vvherewithal the Por- 
tagais vvere lo mightily. taken, as they could not ſufficiently commend the excellent Order 
and Gentileneſſe of theſe Magnificencies, by which their eyes and eares were ſo charmed; 
Remarkable it was allo, that at every health, the Trumpets, Hoboys, and Drums plaid 
their parts. In this ſort the Banquet continued two hours, during vvhich there vvas al- 
vvayes one device or other after the Portugal or Chineſe faſhion. I vvill not ſtand here 
to recount the delicacy or abundance of the meats, that vvere ſerved up in it, for it would 
be a matter not onely ſuperfluous, but even infinite to recite every thing in particular. Af- 
ter they were riſen from Table, they went all to another great place, that vvas invironed 
vvith Scaffolds, all hung with Silk, and full of People, where ten Bulls and five vvild Hor- 
{cs were baited, being accompanied with the ſound of Trumpets, Fifes, and Drums ; in ſe- 
quel vyhereof, divers Mummert ies of ſeveral Inventions were repreſented. Now becauſe 
it was late Antonio de Faria vvould have imbarqued himſelf again for to have returned 
unto his Ships, but they of the Town would by no means ſuffer him, for they had prepa- 
red the Houſes of Triſtan de aa, and Mateus de Brito for his lodging, having cauſed a 
Gallerie to be built from the one to the other for that purpoſe ; There was he lodged ve- 
ry commodiouſly during the ſpace of five Months that he abode in that place, alwaics en- 
rertained with new ſports and delights of Fiſhing , Hunting, Hawking, Comedies, and 
Maſques, as alſo with ſumptuous Feaſts, is vvell on Sundayes and Holydayes, as other 
Dayes of the Week, ſo that we paſſed theſe five Months in ſuch pleaſure, as at our depar- 
ture we did not thinke vve had been there five dayes. This term expired Antonio de Faria 
made preparation of Veſſels and Men, for his Voyage to the Mines of 2 eoanaparn,for in re- 
gard the ſeaſon was then proper for it, he, reſolved to be gone as ſoon as poſſibly he could, but 
in the mean time it happened that Quiay Panian fell into a dangerous ſickneſs, whereot not 
long after he died, to the extream grief of Antonio de Faria, vvho exceedingly affected _ 

| or 
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for many good qualities that were in him, worthy of his friendſhip, and therefore he cau- 
ſed him to be honourably buried, as the laſt dutie that he could do to his Friend. Atter the 
the death of Quiay Panias he was counſelled not to hazard himſelf in that Voyage, be- 
cauſe it was reported for a certainty, how all that Country was up in arms by reaſon of 
the Wers which the Prechaa Muas had with the Kings of Chamay, and Champas; And 
withall he had Information given him of a famous Pirate, named Jimilau, whom he went 
preſently to ſeek out, and having found him, the ſaid Similas related ſtrange wonders un- 
to him of an Iſland, called * where he aſſured him there were ſeventeen Kings of 
Chins interred in Tombes of Gold. as alſo a great number of Idols of the ſame Mettal, and 
ſuch ocher immenſe treaſures, as I dare not deliver, for fear of not being credited. Now 
Antonio de Faria, being naturally curious, and carried with that ambition, ounto 
Souldiers are for the molt part inelined, lent ſo goed ear to this Chineſes report, 2s looking 
tor no other aſſurance of it then what he gaye him, he preſently reſolved to undertake this 
Voyage, and expoſe himſelf to danger, without taking further counſel of any man, wherg- 
at many of his friends were with reaſon offended. 


CHAP, XXIV. 


Antonio de Faria departs from Liampoo for to ſeek out the Iſland of Calempluy, the 
ſtrange things that We ſaw,and the hazard we ran in our voyage thither. 


— ſcaſon being now fit for Navigation, and Antonio de Faria furniſhed with all that $,x; 
was neceſſary for this new Voyage, which he had undertaken to make on Manday the 
fourrcenth of May, in the year one thouſand five hundred forty and two, he departed from 
this Port to = the Iſland of Calewpizy ; For which purpoſe he imbarqued in to Pa- 
»onres reſembling (mall Gallies, but that they were a little higher, by reaſon he was coun- 
| felled not to uſe Junks, as well to avoid diſcovery, as in regard of the great currants of wa- 
ter that deſcended from the Bay of Nangniz, which great Veſſels with all their ſails were 
not able co ſtem, eſpecially at the time wherein he ſer forth, for then the ſnows of Tar- 
taria and Nixibupsflas difſolving ran all the Months of Map, uns, and fwly,into theſe Seas 
with a molt violent impetaoſity. In theſe two Veſſels wore fiftie Portugals, one Ptieſt to 
fay Maſſe, and fortie eight Marriners, all Natives of Pataua, 28 alſo two and ſortie flaves, ſo 
that che whole number of our company amounted to an hundred forty and one perſons, 
the Pirate Similas, who was our Pilot, would have no more men, nor Veſſels, for fear of 
being known, becauſe he was to traverſe the ſtreight of Nanguin, and to enter into Rivers 
that were much frequented, whereby we might probably be tubjeR to great hazard. That 
day and al the night following we imployed in getting out from amongtt the Iſlands of An- 
gitur, and purſued our courſe through Seas, which che Portugals had neither ſeen nor failed 
on till then. The firlt five dayes we had the wind favourable enough, being (till within 
fight of land till we came to the mouth of the River of the Fiſhings of Nangnis There we 
croſt over a Gulf of forty leagues, and diſcovered a very high Mountain, called N a»gefo, to- 
wards che which bending Northerly, we lailed fiftie dayes; at length the wind abated 
ſomewhat, and becauſe in that place the Tides were very great, Similas put into a little Ri- 
ver, where was good anchoring and riding, inhabited by men that were white and hand- 
lome, having very little eyes, like co the ¶ hineſes, but much different from them, both in 
language and attire. Now during the ſpace of three dayes, that we continued there, the In- 
habitancs would have no manner of communication with us, but contrariwiſe they came 
in troopes to the ſhore, by Which we anchored, and running up and down like mad-men 
they howled in a moſt hideous faſhion, and ſhor at us with ſlings and croſs. bows, As ſoon 
as the weather and the ſea would permit us, Similau, by whom all vvas then governed, be- 
gan to ſer ſail, directing his courſe Eaſt Northeaſt, and ſo proceeded ſeven day es in fight of 
land; then traverſing another Gulfe, and turting more directly to the Eaſt, he paſt through 
a ſtraight, ten les gues over, called Silewpaquin ; There he failed five dayes more, (till in view 
of many goodly Cities and Towns, this River being frequented with an infinite company 
of Veflels ; whereupon cLntonio d Faria, knowing that if he hapned to be diſcovered he 
ſhould never eſcape with life, reſolved to get from thence; and continue this courſe no lon- 
r. which Jimilas perceiving, and oppoſing the advice that every one gave him; Signior, 


aid unto him, I do not think that avy of our company can accuſe me for miſ-prrforming 2 
uty 
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duty hitherto, you know how at Liampoo I told you publiquely in the General Councel that 
was held in the Chnrch before an hundred Portugals at the leaſt, that We were to expoſe our 
ſelves to great dangers, and chiefly my ſelf, becauſe I Was a Chineſe and a Pilot, for all you 
could be made to endure but one death, wheras I ſhonld be made to endure two thouſand if it were 
poſſible, whereby you may Well conclude, that ſetting apart all treaſon, I muſt of neceſſity be 
faithful unto jon, I am, and ever Will be, not only this Voyage, but in all other enterprizer, 
in deſpight of thoſe that murmur, and make falſe reports unto you of me; howbeit if you 
fear thu danger ſo much as you ſay, and are therefore pleaſed that we ſhall take ſome other way 
leſſe frequented with men and veſſels, and nhere We may ſail Without dread of any thing, then 
you mnſt be contented to beſtow a far longer time in this voyage, wherefore reſolve with your 
company upon it without any further delay, or let us return bach, for ls I am ready to do What- 
ſoever you will. Antonio de Faria, embracing, and giving him many thanks, fell to dif- 
courſe with him about that other ſafer way ef which he ſpake : Whereupon Similas told 
him, that ſeme hundred and forty leagues further forwards to the North, there was 2 
River! ſomewhat larger by half a league, called Swmhepadano, where he ſhould meet with 
no Obſtacle, for chat ic was not peopled like the ſtreight of Nanquin, wherein they now 
were, but that then they ſhould be retarded a month longer, by the exceeding much wind- 
ing of this River. Antonio de Faria thinking it far better to expoſe himſelf to « length 
ot time, then to hazard his life for abridgement of way, followed the counſel that 
Similax gave him; ſo that going out of the ttreight of Nangquin, he coaſted the land five 
- dayes, at the end whereof we diſcovered a very high Mountain towards the Eaſt, which 
Simslau told us was called Fanixs ; approaching ſomewhat neer unto it we entred into a 
very fair Port, forty fathom deep, that extending it ſelf in the form ofa Creſcent was ſhel- 
tred from all ſorts of winds,ſo ſpacious withall, as two thouſand Veſſels how great ſoever 
might ride there at eaſe. Antonio de Faria went aſhore with ſome ten or eleven Souldiers, 
and rounded this haven, but could not meet with any one body; that could inſtruct him in 
the way he pretended to make, 'whereat he was very much vext, and greatly repented him 
for that without any kinde of conſideration, or taking advice of any one, he had raſhly, and 
out of a capecious humour, undertakenthis Voyage: Howbeit he diſſembled this diſplea- 
ſure ot his the beſt he could for fear leſt his company ſhould tax him with want of courage. 
In this Haven ke diſcourſed again with Similas before every one concerning this our Na- 
vigation, which he told him was made but by gueſſe; whereunto the Chineſe anſwered, 

Signior (aptain, If I had any thing I could engage to you of more value then my bead, I pro- 

10 unto you I would moſt willingly do it, for I am ſo (ure of the courſe I bold. that I would not 
fear to give you my very children in Hoſtage of the promiſe I made you at Liampoo : Never - 
theleſſe I advertiſe you again, that if repenting the undertaking of this enterpriſe you fear to 
proceed any further, in regard of the tales your people are ever tatling in your ear, as 1 have 
often obſerved, do but command, and yon ſpall finde how ready I am to obey your pleaſure : And 
Whereas they would make you believe that I ſpin out this Voyage longer then 1 promiſed you 
at Liampoo, the reaſon thereof you know Well enongh, which feemed not amiſſe when I pro- 
pounded it unto you, ſeeing then you once allowed of it, let me intreat you to ſer your heart at 
reſt for that matter, and not to break off this deſign by returning back, whereby at length you 
ſhall finde how profitable this patience of yours Will prove, This ſpeech ſomewhat quieted 
Antonio de Faria's minde, io that he bid him go on as he thought belt, and never trouble 
himſelt with the murwuring of the Souldiers, whereof he complained, ſaying, that it was 
ever the manner of ſuch as were idle, to finde fault with other mens actions, but if they 
did not mend their error the ſooner, he would take a courſe with them to make them to 
do it; wherewith Similau refted very well ſatisfied and contented, 

8.2. After we were gone from this Haven, we ſailed along the coaſt above thirteen dayes 
together, alwaies in ſight of land, and ﬆ length arrived at a Port, called Buxipalem, in the 
height of fortie nine degrees. We found this Climate ſome what colder then the reſt, here 
we ſaw an infinite company of Fiſhes and Serpents, of ſuch ſtrange forms, as I cannot 
{peak of them without fear; Similas told Antonio de Faria incredible things concerning 
them, as well of what he bad ſeen himſelf, having been there before, as of that had been re- 
ported unto him, eſpecially in the full Moons of the months of November, December, 
and anuary, when the ſtorms raign there moſt, as indeed this Chineſe made it 
sppear to cur own eyes, whereby he jultified unto us the molt of that which be — - 
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firmed. For in t his place we ſaw Fiſhes in the ſhape of Thornbacks that were four 
fathoms about, and had a Muzzle like an Oxe ; likewiſe we ſaw others reſembling great 
Lizards, ſpotted all over with green and black, having three rows of prickles on their backs, 
that were very ſharp, and of the bigneſſe of an arrow; their bodies alſo were fall of the 
like, dut they were neither ſo long, nor ſo great as the others: Theſe Fiſhes would ever 
and anon briſtle up themſelves like Porcupines, which made them very dreadful to be- 
hold, they had Snouts that were very ſharp and black, with two crooked teeth out of each 
jawbone, two ſpans long, like the tusks of a wild Boar. We alſo ſaw Fiſhes whoſe bo- 
dies were exceed ing black, ſo prodigious and great, that their keads onely were above fix 
ſpans broad. I will paſſe over in filence many other Fiſhes of ſundry ſorts, which we be- 
held in this place, becauſe I hold it not fit to ftand upon things that are out of my diſcourſe, 
let it ſuffice me to ſay, that durirg two nights we ſtayed here we did not thinke our ſelves 
ſafe, by reaſon of the Lizards, Whales, Fiſhes and Serpents, which in great aumbers ſhew- 
ed themſelves to us. Having left this Haven of Baxipalem, by us called the River of Ser» 
pents, which in great numbers ſhewed themſelves to us, Similas failed fifteen leagues fur- 
ther to another Bay named Calindano, which was in form of a Creſcent, fix leagues in cir- 
cuit, and invironed with high Mountains, and very thick woods, amidſt whereof divers 
Brooks of freſh waters deſcended, which made up four great Rivers that fell all into this 
Bay. There Similas told us, that all thoſe prodigious creatures we had both ſeen and heard 
of, as well in this Bay, as in that where we were before, came thither to feed upon ſuch 
Ocdure and Carrion, us the overflowing of theſe Rivers brought to this place. Antonio de 
Faria demanding ot him thereupon, whence thoſe Rivers ſhould proceed, he aaſwered 
chat he knew not, but it was ſaid that the Annals of Ching affirmed, how two of thoſe Ri- 
vers took their beginnings from a great Like, called Aoſcombia, and the other two from a 
Province, named Alimania, where there are high Mountains, that all the year long are cove- 
red with Snow, fo that the Snow coming to diſſolve, theſe Rivers ſwelled in chat manner 
as we then beheld them, for now they were bigger, then at any other time of the year. 
Hereunto he added, that entring into the mouth of the River, before the which we rode at 
anchor, we ſhould continue our courſe, ſteering Eaſt ward, for to finde out the Port of Nar- 
quin again, which we had left two hundred and threeſcore leagues behinde us, by reaſon 
that in all this diſtance we had multiplied x greater height then that of the Iſland was, 
which we were in queſt of. Now although this was exceeding grievous unto us, yet Simi- 
las deſired Antonio de Faria to think the time we had paſt well ſpent, becauſe it was done 
for the belt, and for the better ſecuring of our lives; being asked then by Antonio de Faria 
how long vve ſhould be in paſſing through this River, he anſwered that vve ſhould be out 
of it in fourteen or fifteen dayes, and that in five dayes after he would promiſe to land him 
and his Souldiers in the Iſl ind of Calempluy, vvhere he hoped fully to content his deſire, and 
to make him think his pains vvell beſtowed, vvhereof he now ſo complained, Antonio de 
Faria, having embraced him very lovingly thereupon ; yowed to be his friend for ever, and 
reconciled him to his Souldiers, vvho were very much out vvith him before. Being thus 
recoofirmed by Similaus ſpecches, and certified of this neyy courſe vve vvere to take, he in- 
couraged his company, and put all things in order convenient for his deſign, to that end pre- 
par ing his Ordnance vvhich till then had never been charged; he cauſed alſo his Arms to be 
made ready, ordained Captains, and Sentinels to keep good vvatch, together vvith all be- 
ſides that he thought neceſſary for our defence, in caſe of any attempt upon us. That done, 
he ſpake unto Diego Lobato, who vvas the Prieſt that vve carried along with us, and one 
that we much reſpected 28 man of tt Chuteh, to make a Sermon unto his company for 
to animate them again(t all-dangers that might happen, which he worthily performed, and 
by the efficacy of his words, tull of ſweetneflf, and excellent examples, he ſo revived our 
ſpirits, that before were much dejeRed through the ipprehenſion of the dangers that me- 
naced us, as there vvas not one amoneſt us, but preſently took freſh heart, boldly to execute 
the enterpriſe vve had undertaken : Whereupon with great devotion and zeal vve ſung 2 
Salvo, before an Image of our Lady, every man promiſing vvithout any future fear to fi- 
niſh the Voyage we had begun. That done, vve joyfully hoy ſed fail, and entring into the 
mouth ot the River, ſteering directly Exſt, and vvith tears in our eyes invoked from the bot- 
tome of our hearts, the aſſiſtance of that Soveraign Lord vvhich (ics at the right hand of the 
Father everlaſting, to preſerve us by his Almighty & 
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Contiauing,on our courſe with the force of Oares and Sails, and ſteering divers wayes, 
by reaſon of the many tutnings of the River, the next day we arrived at a very high mzoun. 
tain exfled Fotinafau, whence ſundry Rivers of freſh water raa down. In this mountain 
were x number Tygers, Rhinocerots, Lyons, Ounces, and ſuch other creatures of ſeverall 
kinds, which running and routing in their wilde manner, made cruell war upon other weak- 
er Beaſts, as Stags, Boars, Apes, Monkeys, Baboons, Wolves, and Foxes, wherein we took 
much detight, ſpending a great deal of time in beholding them; and ever and anon we ery- 
ed out from out Ships to fright them, but they were little moved with it, in regard they 
were not uſed ro be hunted: We were about ſix dayes in paſting chis Mountain, it being 

fome forty or fitty lexgues long, Within a pretty while after we had left this Mountain 
we came to another, named Gangitanon, no leſſe wilde then the former, beyond the which 
an che Countrie was very ſtonie, and almoſt inacceſſible z moreover it was full of ſuch thick 
Woods, a8 che Sun could not poſſibly pierce them with his beams: Similas told us, that 
in this mountiia there were ninery Iragucs of deſert land, altogether unfit for Tillage, 
and the bottume thereof onely was inhabited by certain molt deformed men, called G- 
r4ubos, who [ived.stcer a moſt brutiſh faſhion, and fed on nothing, but what they got in 
Zurtiog. or fome Rice, that the Merchants of ¶ bina brought them to (atas in exchange of 
Furtes ; which the ſaid Merchaats carried from thence to Pocaſſer and Lantau, amounting 
yeuily as by the Books of the Cuſtomes thereof appeared, to the number of twenty thouſand 
Cates, each Cate, or pack, containing threeſcore skins. wherewith the people uſed in win» 
tet to line their Gowos, hang their Houſes, and make coverings for their Beds, to withſtand 
the cold of the Climate, whick:is great there. Antonio de Faria wondring at the Relation 
this Chineſe made of the deformity of theſe Gigawhos, deſired him if it were poſſible to 
let Rim ſee one of them, whereby he ſaid he id more content him then if be ſhould 
give him the treaſures of (Hina; whereunto Similau made him this Anſwer, Signior Cap» 
tain, ſince it it ſo much imports ne, as well to maintain my credit with you, as to ſtop their 
mouthes that mur mur againſf me, and that jogging one another [coffe at me, when I recount 
theſe things unto you, which they accauns as ſo many Fables, and to the end that by the truth 
of the one, they may be aſcortained of the aaber, I will promiſe before Sun-ſetting yet to ſhew you 
4 couple of theſe people, and that you hall alſo ſprak with them, upon condition you do not go 4. 
ſhore, at you have ſtil uſed to do bitherto, for fear ſome miſchance ſhould happen to you, as ma- 
ny times it doth to Merchants in hike caſes : For I aſſure you, tba the Gigauhos are of ſo ſa- 
vage and brutiſh a nature, a they feed on nothing commonly but ram fleſh and blood, dike the 
Wilde Beaſts that li ue in this Forres, So continuing our coutſe all along the fide of this 
Mountain, at length behinde x [ittſe point ef land, we diſcovered 2 young youth, without 
ere an hait on bis face, driving fix or ſeven Cows before him, that paſtuted there by. Si- 
wilas making a ſigu to him with a napkio, he preleny ſtayed, whereupon coming a little 
neerer ca him, Simi lan ſhewed him piece of green Taffuta, which he told us was a ſtuffe 
very acceptable to theſe brutiſh men, and withall by figas demanded of him whether he 
woulg buy it; this drew him to the banke of the River, were he anſwered with an hoarſe 
voice, ſome words that we could not comprehend, becauſe there was not one in all our Vel- 
ſ{ts that underſtood this barbarous language, ſo that of neceſſity this commerce was to be 
made by ſigns : Antonio de Faria commanded three or four yards of the ſaid piece of 
Taffeta to be given him, as alfo (ix Pourcelains, where with this Salvage ſeemed to be ve- 
ry. well plexſcd, for taking both the one and the other, tranſported with joy he ſaid ſome- 
thiag to us, which We could underſtand no better then the former, then making a ſign with 
his hand towards the place of his ab0de, he left his R ran away to the wood, clothed 
as he was with a Tigers skin, bis arms and legs naled, bare · headed, and a ſteffe hardoed at one 
end wich the fire iq his band. For his perſon, he was well proportioned of his limbs, his hair 
red ad curled hariging down on his ſboulders;his ſtature by conjecture was above ten foot 
high, but we were amazed to ſee him return about a quarter of an hout to the very ſame 
place again, citryinꝑ a live Stag on his back, and having thirtern perſons in his company, 
ammely eight men and five women, lending three Cows iyed together, and dancing as they 
went at the ſoung of a kinde of Tabor, upon the which they beat five ſtroaks at a time. 
and is often clapped their hands together ſinging to it, with a very hoarſe voice in their 
language. Hereupon Antonie de Faria cruſed five or (ix pieces of ſill ſtuffe, and a great 
many of Pourcelains to be ſhewed them, for to make them belteve that we were Mer- 
chaats, 
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chants, at the ſight whereof they very much rejoyced; Theſe perſons, both men and wo- 
men, were apparrelled all after one and the ſame faſhion, without any kinde of difference, 
laving that the women wore great tinnen Bracelets about the middle of their armes, and 
theit hair a great deal longer then the mens, ſtuck all about with flowers, reſembling our 
Flower de laces ; they had chains alſo of red Cockles about their necks, almoſt as big as 
Oyſter-ſhels ; as for the men they carried great fteves in their hands, covered to the mid- 
deſt with the ſame skins wherewith they were clothed ; moreover they had all of them 
fierce looks, great lips, flat noſes, wide noſthrils, and were of ſtature very tall, but yet not 
ſo high as we thought they had been; for Antonio de Faria having cauſed them to be 
meaſured, he found that the talleſt of them exceeded not ten ſpans and an half, except one 
old man that reached to eleven. The womens ſtature was not fully ten ſpans : Their ve- 
ry countenances ſhewed them to be very rude and blockiſh, and leſſe rational, then all the 
other people which we had ſeen in our Conqueſts. Now Antonio de Faria being glad that 
we had not altogether loſt our labour, beſtowed on them threeſcore Pourcelains, a piece of 
green Taffety, and a pannier full of Pepper, wherewith they ſeemed to be fo contented, 
that proftrating themſelves on the ground, and lifting up their hands to heaven, they fell 
to laying certain words which we took for a thanksgiving after their manner, becauſe they 
fell down chree ſeveral times on the earth, and gave us the three Cows and the Stag, as alſo 
a great many of Herbs: Having been talking about two houres with them by ſigns, and no 
lefſe wondring at us, then we at them, they returned into- the wood from whence they 
came, and we purſued our courſe up the River by the ſpace of five dayes, during the which 
we ſaw more of them along by the water ſide ; after we had paſt all this diſtance of land, 
which might be ſome forty leagues, or thereabouts, we navigated ſixteen dayes more with 
the force of Ours and Sails, without ſeeing any perſon in that deſert place, onely for two 
nights together we diſcerned certain fires a good way off at land: In the end it pleaſed God 
that we atriyed at the Gulf of Nanquin, 28 Similazs had told us, with a hope in five or fix 
dayes to ſee our deſires — — | 25 | | 
Being come into the gulf of Navquin, Similau councelled Antonio de Faria, that at any 8. ,; 
hand he ſhould not ſuffer any Portugal to be ſeen, becauſe if ſuch a thing ſhould happen he 
feared ſome uproar would follow amongſt the Chineſes, in regard no firangers had ever 
been ſeen in thoſe quarters; adding withall, that it would be for them to keep (till 
in the middle of the gulf, then by the ſhore, by reaſon of the great number of Lorches 
and Lantea as, that inceſſantly ſailed up and down; this advice was approved of every one, 
ſo that having continued our courſe ſome (ix dayes Eaſt and Eaft Northeaſt, we diſcovered 
a great Town, called Sileupamor, whither we directly went, and entred the Haven about 
two houres within night, where we found an infinite company of Veſſels riding at anchor, 
to the number, according to our thinking, of three thouſand at the leaſt, which gave us ſuch 
an alarum, as not daring ſcarce to wag vve got out agzin'vvith all the ſecrecy that might be; 
eroſſing over the vvhole breadth of the River then, which vyas'ſome fix or ſeven leagues, 
vve proſecuted our courſe all the reſt of that day, and coaſted along by great plain, with 
a reſolution to accommodate our ſelves vvith Victuals vyhereſoever vve could firſt meet 
vvich any, for vve were in ſuch ſcarcice, as for tlurteen dayes together, no man had more 
then three mouthfuls of boyled Rice allowance. Being in this extremity we arrived doſe 
to certain old buildings, there went aſhore one morning before day, and fell upon a houſe, 
that ſtood a little vvay off from the reſt, where vve found a great quantity of Ryce, ſome 
Beans, divers pots ful of Honey, poudred Geeſe, Onions,Garlick, and Sugar Canes, vvhere- 
vvith vve throughly furniſhed our ſelves : Certain Chine/er told us afterwards, that this 
vvas the ſtorehouſe of an Hoſpital, which va ſame two leagues off, where ſuch were en- 
tertained, as paſt that way in Pilgrimage. tg the Sepulchers of the Kings of - China z Being 
re-imbarqued,and well e of Victuah we continued on our voyage ſeven daies more, 
which made up two months and an half, ſince we put out of Liawpoo ; Then Anzonio de 
Faria began to miſtruſt the truth of what Simi lu had ſuid, ſo that he repented the / uidex- 
taking of this yoyage, as he conft ſſed puhliquely before us all, nevertheleſſe in regard thete 
was no other remedy tor it but to recommand himielf to God, and wiſely to prepare for 
all that might happen, he.couragiouſly performed u. Hereupon it fell out that Avtonio de 
Faria having one morning demanded of 7 in What part he thought they = he 
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anſwered bim fo far from the purpoſe, and like g man that had loſt his Judgement, or that 
knew trot which way he had gone, as put e untanio de Faris into fuch choller, that he 
was going to ſtab him with 2 Ponyard thut he wore, which without doubt he had done, 
had he not been di verted from it by ſomie, that eounſelled him to forbcar, Jeſt it ſhould be 
the cauſe of his utter tuine, whereupon tnoderatiag his anger he yeelded to the advice of 
his friends; novertheleſſe he was fot for all thut ſo eontzined, but that taking him by the 
Beatd he ſwore, that if within three duyes at the fartheſt, he did not let hie ſee, either the 
truth or the fulſhood of what he hed told him, fie would rd him infallibly, where- 
with Similies was ſo exceedingly terrified , chat the night following as we were abiding 
by the hore he (lid down from the Veſſel into the River, and that ſo cloſely, as he was 
never diſcovered by the Sentinels or any other umtill the end of the firſt Watch, when = 
Antonio ot Fri was thereof advertiiad : This news put him fo far beſides himſelf, as he 
loſt- 8ll patience, the rather for that ke'feared ſome devolt upon it from his Souldiers, whe 
he faw were teb-mnochk difpoſed chereunto. But he pre: went aſhore with 8 great mu- 
ny of his comparly,zod ſpent the molt part of the night in (ecking of Similas, without meet. 
ing him, or any other living foul that was able to tell at ews of him, but the worlt of 
it yet was, that upon his return into his Junk, of forty fir Chineſe Mariners, that he had 
adbard bim, he found ſix ind thirty fled away to prevent the danger they were afraid of, 
whereat e. Tuc de Faria and all his company wore fo amazed, that [lifting up theit 
hands and eyes to heaven, they ſtood & long time mute, the ir texrs ſupplying the defect of 
their ſpeech; thereby eeltifying the ſeret forrow'df their hoares, for confidering well what 


had hapnedunto them, and the great peril they were in. the leuſi that chey could do in this 
confufGon was tb loſe their courage and much more'thrir ſpeech, Howbeit falling 
at icngth to-confult bat we ſhauld do ſor re after much diverfiic of pinion, it was 
inthe 2nd conbluded, that we ſhould purſue oor defign, and ſchuur to take fome body that 
might inform us hem far it 'wes from thence tothe Ifrndof/Ca/omplny, und this re be 
done as ſecretly as poſſible might be for fear the C ſhould viſe ; Ilko wit chat ifupon 


the report ſhould de made us we found it would .b hu Si”s/av hed affored us, 
we hould ten proseed on ohαö ift we ſhoud rem with the currorit of the we 
ter, whiehwould:bring us dire ly 20 the Soa with i urd inn edutie. This reſolution twken 
und apprbved of every one, we went en wich nb leſi eomſuſiem then fear, for in fo manifeſt x 
danger we could mat ebuſe butt bt very much perphtxed ; the night following abort break 
ot dey we diſcovered u lite Barque a hend of us riding at unter in the midit of the Ri- 
ver z het we bourde i wich · us little niiſt as anight be, and too ven aſkep in her, whom 
Antonio de Farin queſtioned exch one part by ſumiſelſ, to ſer how they would agree in 
that they ſaid : To his demands they nnfwered alluf them, that the Country wherein we 
were, was cilled 7 cuuilmyttomn whence the ind of Culamplay wos diftant but ten 
Jexputs, and fo many other queſtions propounded w them for ut common ſeeuritie, they 
anſwered likewiſcleparately ono hom the ot to very good pur poſe, wherewith Auto- 
frio.de Faria und his hole company, were excoe well {&igfied, but yet it grieved 
us not a little, to think what an ineotvenience the lack of S ,œ would prove to us in 
this attempt however Anis d Hurin the five-Chineſor ito be axreſted, and chrin- 
er to onres, coutiaued his courſe t wo duyes and un bal more, at the end whereof it iplext-

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cell wich ſuch of his company as he had called to it, there it was concluded that it was net 
poſſible ſo great and magnificent a thing ſhould be without ſame kind of guard, and there- 
fore it was reſolved that with the greueſt Glence that might be, it thould be round- 
ed all about, for to fee what advenues it had, or what Obſtacles we might meet with 
when there was queſtion of landing, to the end that accordingly we might deliberate more 
amply on that we had to do: With this Reſolution, which was approved by every one, 
eAntronio de Faria weighed anchor, and without any noyſe got cloſe to the Iſland, and 
compufling it about exactly abſerved every 27 that preſented it felf to his ſight. 
This Tang was all incloted with a platform of Jaſper, fix and twenty ſpans high, the 
ftones whereof were ſo neatly wrought, and joyned together, that the wall ſeemed co be 
all of one piece, at which every one greatly marvellcd, as having never ſcen any thing till 
thon, either im the [ndiaes, or elſewhere, that mericed compariſon with it; this Wall was 
(xt and twenty ſpans deep from the bottome of the River to the Superficies of the water, 
lo chat the full height of ic was two and fifry ſpans, Furthermore the top ef the Plat- 
form was bordered with the fame ſtone, cut into great Tower-work z Upon this wall , 
whith invironed the whole Iſland, was a Gallerie of Balifters of turn'd Copper, that from 
ſur to fix fathom joyned to certain Pillars of the ſame Mettal, upon each of the which 
was the figure of a Woman holding a bowl in her hand; within this gallery were divers 
Monſters caſt in mettul, ſt anding all in a row, which holding one another by the hand in 
canwer-ot a. dance incompaſſed rhe whole Iſland, being us I have ſagd, a league about: A- 
midſt theſe motiſtrous Idols there was likewiſe another row of very rich Arches, made 
S fund ry coloured pieces; 2 ſumptnous work, and wherewith the eye might well be en- 
rertamed and eonterted; Within was a littie wood of Orange Trees, without any mix- 
ture of other plants, and in the midſt an hundred and threefcore Hermitages dedicated to 
the gods lord toms of whom theſe Gentiles recount many pleaſant Faltlos in their Chro- 
oittes for the defence of their blindneſs in their falle belief : A quarter of a league beyond 
theſe Hermirages, towards the Ealt, divers goodfy great Edifices were ſeen, ſeparaced the 
oe from the other with ſvYen fore-frones of Honfes, built after the manner of our Churohes; 
from the top to the bottome as far as could be diſeerned, theſe buildings were guile all 
over, and annexed to very high Towers, which in all likelikbod were Steeples z their Edi- 
frees were invironed with two great ſtrects arthed all zlong, like unto the Tp 
che Houfes; theſe Arches were — — very hinge Pillars, on the top w , and be · 


tween every arch was a dai roſpective; now d theſe buildings, towers, pillars 
and their chapters, were ee guile all fever hen could — — dut 
Sold, it perfwaded us ther this Temple muſt needs be wonderfull ſumptuous and rich, 


ſidce ſuch coſt had bern beſtowed on the very Wills. After we had ſurrounded this whole 
Mind, and ubſerved the adyenaes and emries thereof, norwithftanding it was ſome what 
late, yet would Antonio de Faria needs go aſhore to ſee if he could get any 1Incelligence in 
one of choſe Hermirages, to the end he might thereupon reſolve, either to proſecute his 
defign, ot return back: So having left — ſufficie mit for his two Vefſels, and Diego Lo. 
54, his Chaplain, Captain of chem, hie landed with fourty Souldiets, and twenty flaves, 
as well Pikes, as Harquebuſes; He alſo carried with him four of the Chimes, which wie 
took a while before, both for chat they knew rhe plaꝶ well, us having been there at othet 
tines, and likewife that thry might ſerve as for truchnien and guides 2 Being got to the 
ſhore uneſpied of any one. and Without rioife, we entred the Iſland by one of the eight 
Advepuies that it had, and'marching through che middeſt of the little wpod of Orange. trees 
we arrived at the gate of the firſt Henne which might be ſome two Musket- ſhot 
85 the place we diſ imbarqued, where chat hapned unto us which I will deliver here- 
er.

Antonio de Faria went directly to the next Hermitage he ſaw before tic with rhe great- g 

elt fil-nce that might be, and vvith no little tear, for that he knew not into what danger he 8˙2• 
was going to inngag : Himtelt; which he found ſhut on the inſide, he commanded one of 
the 25 ta Mock at it, as he did two or three times, vvhen at laſt he heatd one ſpea in 
this manner, Prayſed be the Creator, Who bath enameled the beauty of the thies, let bim that 
knocks at the gate go about, and be Ib fide it open on the other ſide, where let me know What 
be deſires. , The Chineſe went, preſently about, and entring into the Hermitage by i back 
door, he opened the foregi'e to Antonio de Faria, and let him in with ill his 8 ; 
There 
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There he found an old man, that ſeemed to be an hundred years old; he was apparelled in 4 
long violet coloured damask gown, and by his countenance appeared to be a man of quality, 
as we underſteod afterwards : Being amazed to ſee fo many men, he fell to the ground, where 
lay a good while without ſpeaking a word, howbeir at length he began to be better confirmed, 
and beholding us with a ſerious look, he gravely demanded of us what we were, and what we 
would have; whereunto the Interpreter anſwered by the expreſs Commandment of Antexio 
de Faria, that he was a Captain ſtranger, a native of the Kingdom of Siam, and that ſayling 
in a Junk of his, laden with merchandiſe, and bound for Liampoo, he bad ſuffered (hipwrack, 
whe nee he had miraculouſly eſcaped with all his company, and for that be had vowed to make 
a pilgrimage to this holy place, to praiſe God for preſerving him from ſo great a peril, he was 
now come to perform his vow ; alſo to crave ſomwhat of him by way oft alms, whereby his 
poverty might be relieved, proteſting within three years to render him twice as much as he ſhould 
then take from him: whereupon the Hermit, named Hiticon, having muſed a little on the mat- 
ter, and fixing his eye on Antonio de Faria: Whoever thow art, (aid he unto him, know h 
I throughly underſtand what thou ſayeſt, and that I perceive but too well thy damnable inten- 
tion, wherewith out of the obſcurity of thy blindneſs, liks an infernal pilot, thou carrieſt beth 
thy ſelf, and theſe others, into the profound abiſm of the lake of night : for inſtead of rendring 
thanks ts God for ſp great a favour, as thou confe(ſeſt he bath ſhewwed thee, then comeſt la- 
ther to rob this holy houſe : But let me ak thee, if thou executeſt thy miſebie vous def gus, 
What will the divine ̃uſtice, thinkeſt then, do with thee at the laſt gaſp of thy life ? — 


then thy perverſe inclination, and never ſuffer the imagination of ſo great a in to enter 8 
thoughts ; give credit unto me that tels thee nothing but the very truth, even as 1 lee 10 
thrive by it all the reſt of my life. . Antonio de Faria ſeeming to approve of the counſel, which 
the old Hermit gave him, earneſtly deſired him not to be diſpleaſed, aſſuring him that he had no 
other means or way left to relieve him and his, but what be could find in that place: To which 
the Hermit wringiog his bands, and lifting up his eyes, ſaid weeping, Praiſed be thow, O Lord, 
that permitteſt men to live on the earth, Who offend thee under pretext of ſecking means to 
live, and that vauc hſafe not to ſerva thee one hour, although they know how — 4p thy glory 
i. After he had uttered theſe words, he remained very penſive and much to ſee the 
diſorder we uſed in breaking pp! the coffins. and flinging them out of their places; at length 
ing upon Antonio de Faria, who ſtood leaning upon his ſwordyhe intreated him to fit down 
by him, which he did with a great deal of compliment, not defifting for all that from making 
henes to his ſouldiers to perſiſt as they had begun, that was to take the ſilver which was min- 
ed amongſt the bones of the dead in the tombs, that they brake up; whereat the Hermit was 
ſo grieved as he fell down twice ina ſwoon from his ſeat, but being come to himſelf, he ſpake 
thus to Antonio de Faria, I Will declare unto thee 45 to a man that ſeems diſcreet, the means 
hereby thou mayſt obtain pardon for the ſin, which thou and thy people now commit, tg the 
end that thy ſoul may not periſh eternally when as the laſt breath of thy month ſbal go out of thy 
bod): Seeing ther, as then ſayeſt, that is is neceſſity conſtrains thee to offend in this grievons 
manner, and that then haſt a parpoſe to make reſtitution before, thou djeſt, of that thox takef 
away from hence; if, thow haſt time and power, thou mayſt do theſe three things: Firſt, thou 
ft render again what thou now carrieſt away, that the Sovereign Loyd may not turn bis 
mercy from thes: Secondly, thou wwſt With tears ark him forgivenc(; for thy fault, which 
is ſo odious unto him, never ceaſing M chaſtiſe thy fleſh both day and night : Aud thirdh, 
thou muſt diſtribute thy goods to the poor, as liberally as to thy ſelf, giving them alms With 
Prudence and diſcretion, tothe end the ſervan of the night may have nothing to accuſe thee 
of at the laſt day. Now, for recompence of thu counſel, I deſire thee to command thy 8 
ers to gather together the bones of the Saints, that they may not be deſpiſed on the earth. An- 
fonio de Faria promiſed him very carteouſly to perform his requeſt, wherewith the Hermit 
was a little bettex at quiet then before, but yet not fully ſatisfied, howbeit he ſpake him very 
fair, nod aſſured kim that after he had once ſeen him, he very much repented the nodercaking 
of this enterpriſe, but his ſouldiers had threatned to kill bim, if he returned without exect- 
ricg of it, and this be told him az.a very great ſecret, God grant it be ſo, replyed the Hermit, 
fer that thos ſhalt not be ſo blame- Worthy as theſe other monſters of the night, which 
are ſo greedy, like to famiſhed dogs, that it ſeems all the filver in the World i not able to 
ſattate then. | 
S3. After we had gathered all che (ilyer together, that was in the graves amongſt the oy mens 
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banes, and car ryed it abord our (hips, we were all of opinion not to go any farther to the reſt of 
the Hermicages, as well becauſe we knew not the Countrey, as for that it wasalmolt night, upon 
that the next day we might continue our enterpriſe more at leiſure. Now before he re- 
inbuqued himſelſe, Ant ania de Fania. took leave of the Hermit, and giving him very good 
words, he deſired him for Gods ſake not to be offended with that his followers had done, 
being conſirzioed therennto by weer neceſlity : for as his for particular he exceedingly abhorred 
ſach like act ons, adding withall, that at the firſt fight of him, he would have returned back, 
out of the remover of conſcience, and true repentance ; but that his company had hindered 
him. ſaying, that if be did fo, they would ſurely. kill him; ſo that for to have his life he was 
campdled-to-yeild and conſent thereunto, though he plainly ſaw that it was à very great fin, 
in regard whereaf he was reſqlved, as ſoon as he could rid his hands of them, to go up and down 
the world to perform ſuch penance as was requiſite for the purging ot him from fo enormous 
time. Hereunto the Hermit anſwered, Plea/cth the Lord, who living, reigneth above 
tha beauty of the Hart, that the knowledge, Which. by this diſcomrſe, thow ſueweſ to 
bane, be not prejudicial unto thee; For, I be aſſured, that lle who knows theſe things, 
and dach them nat, runs 4 far greater danger, than he that: ſins through ignorance, Then one 
ob cura, named Nano Coelba, who would needs have an oar in our talk, told him, chat ke was 
not to bz angry for a matter of ſo ſmall importance; whereunto. the Hermit beholding him 
with ſo ſtern a countenance, anſwered, Certainli, the fear Which thas haſt of death 1s yet 
lefſe, nee thou imployeſt thy ſelfe in actiaus as infamous and black as the ſoul that i in thy 
body ; and for my part, I canner but be perſwadgd, thas al thy ambition is wholly placed up- 
ax money, as hut too well appears by the the thirſk of thy inſatiable avarice, Wheraby thou 
wilt mate an end of heaping up the meaſure of thine infernal appetite : Continue then thy 
theeveries, for ſeeing then thou muſt go to hell fox that mbich thay haſt already taken out of 
this bely hawſe, thou ſualt alſo go thither far thaſe tung which thou ſhalt ſteal other Wiſe, ſe 
the bea vier the burden ſbali be that thow bearet, the fooner ſhalt thow be precipitated into 
the batten of bell, Where already thy Wicked marks bave prepared thee an cuerlaſting abade. 
Nu de Caclho prayed. him to take all things patientiy, affirming that the Law of 
God commanded him ſo to do. Then the Hermit lift up his hand by way of admiration, and 
23 it were ſmilins a what the ſouldier had faid, Truly, anſwered he, I am come #0 ſee, that 
1 mever thought to ſce or brar, nawaly, evil actiaus di/gniſed with a ſpecions pretext of vere 
tue, Which makes ma believe that thy blindneſſe w exceeding great, fince truſbing to good 
Werds, tho [pendaſt thy life ſo Wickedly, Wher efore it is nos poſſible thow ſhowldeſt ever come 
to Heaven, or give any account to God at the laſt day, as of neceſſity they muſt do. Saying ſo, 
he turned him to Antonio de Faria, without attending further anſwer from him, and earneſtly 
dcfired him not to ſuffer his company to ſpit upon and prophane the altar, which be vowed 
was more grievous to him, then the induring of a thouſand deaths; whereupon to fatizfie him, 
he preſently commanded the forbearance of it; wherewith the Hermit was ſomewhat comfor- 
ted; Now 'becauſe it grew late, Antonio de Faria tofolved to leave the place, but before he 
departed he held it nect ſſary to inform himſelt of certain other particalars, whereof hu ſtood 
in ſome doube, ſo that he deſerved of the Hermit how many perſons there might be in all thoſe 
Hermitages : whereunto Hiticon anſwered, that there were about three hundred and threeſcore 
Talegrepos, befides forty Menigrepos, appointed to furniſh them with things requiſite for their 
maintenance, and to attend them vehen they were fick: moreover he agked him, whether the 
ing of China came not ſomtimes thithcr ; he told him, No, for, faid he, the King cannot be 
d by any body, be is the fon of the Sun, but contrarily he had power to abſalve 
every one. Nabe eint bim if. thete were any arms in their Hermitages ? O no, an- 
{wered the Hermit, for all ſuch as pretend to go ta heaven have more need of patience to in- 
dure injuries, t hem of arms to revenge themſclves ; Being allo delirous to know of him the 
cauſe why ſo much fuver was mingled with the bones of the dead. T hay flver, replied the Her- 
mit, comes of the alm that the deceaſed carry With them aut of this into the other life, for 
to ſerve them at their need inthe heaven of tbe Moan, whore they live eterually : In con- 
clafion, having demanded of him 'whicher they had any women, he ſaid, That they Which 
would maintain the life of their ſowls, awght not to tafte the pleaſures of the fleſh, ſeeing ex- 
Perience made it apparent, that the Bec which vauriſheth her [elf in an bony-comb, doth often 
os; ſuch as offer to meddle with that ſweetneſs. After Antonio de Faria had propounded all 
theſe queſtions, he took his leave of him, and ſo went directly to his ſhips, with an intenti- 
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on ta return again the next day, for to ſet upon the other Hermitages, where, as he had been 
told, was great abundance of ſilver, and certain Idols of gold, but our fins would not per- 
mit us to ſee the effect of x buſineſs, which we had been two months and an halfe a 
purchaſing with ſo much labor and danger of our lives, as I will deliver hereafter. 

At the clearing up of the day, Antonio de Faria, and ail of us, being embarqued, we went 
and anchored on the other (ide of the Iſland, about a faulcon (hot from it, with an intent, as J 
have before declared, to go a ſhore again the next morning, and ſet upon the Chappels where 
the Kirgs of China were interred, that ſo we might the more commodiouſly lade our two vel - 
{els with ſuch treaſures, which peradventure might have ſucceeded according to our defires, 
if the buſineſs had been well earried, and that Antonio de Faria had followed the counſel was 
given him, which was, that ſince we bad not been as yet diſcovered, that he ſhould have car- 
ried the Hermit away with him, to the end he might not acquaint the Houſe of the Bonzos 
with what we had done; bowbeit he would never hearken to it, ſaying, that we were to fear 
nothing that way, by reaſon the Hermit was ſo old, and his legs ſo ſwoln with the geut, as he 
was not able to ſtand, much leſs to go: But it fell out clean contrary to his expectation, for the 
Hermit no ſooner ſaw us imbarqued, as we underſtood afterwards, but he preſently crawled 
as well as he could to the next Hermitage, which was not above a flight ſhoot from his, and 
giving intelligence of all that had paſt, he bad his companion, becauſe himſclt was not able, to 
go away with all ſpeed to the Boxzoes honſe to acquaint them with ir, which the other inſtant- 
ly performed ; ſo that about midnight we ſaw a great many of fires lighted on the top of the 
wall of the Temple, where the Kings were buried, being kindled to ſerve for a ſignal to the 
Countrey about, of ſome extraordinary danger towards: This made us ask of our Chineſes, 
what they might mean, who anſwered, that aſſuredly, we were diſcovered, in regard wher- 
of they adviſed us without any longer Ray to ſet ſail immediatly ; Herewith they acquainted 
Antonio de Faria, who was faſt aſſeep, but he ſtraightway aroſe, and leaving his anchor in the 
ſea, rowed directly, atraid as he was, to the Iſland, for to learn what was done there : Being 
arrived near to the Key, ha heard many bels ringing in each Hermitage, together with a no 
men talking, wherenpon the Chineſes that accompanied him, ſaid, Sir, never fland te 
ſee more, but retire, we beſeech you, as faſt as you may, and cauſe us not to be all miſerably: 
flain with your further ſtay ; Howbeit little regarding, or afraid of their words, he went 2- 
(hore only with ſix ſouldiers, having no other arms but ſwords and targots, and going up the 
ſtairs of the Key, whither it were that be was vext for having loſt ſo fair an occaſion, or carried 
thereunto by his courage, he entered into the gallery, that invironed the Iſland, and ran up 
and down in it like a mad man, without meeting — - That done, and being returned a- 
bord his veſſel, much grieved and aſhamed, he conſulted with his company about what they 
ſhould do, who were of opinion that the beſt courſe we could take, was to depart, and there- 
tore they r: quired him to put it accordingly in execution; Seeing them all ſo reſolved, and fea- 
ring ſome tumults among the ſouldiers, he was fain to anſwer, that he was alſo of their mind, 
but firſt he thought it fit to know for what cauſe they ſhould fly away in that manner, and 
therefore he defired them to ſtay for him a little in that place, becauſe he would trie whether he 
could learn by ſome means or other the truth of the matter, whereof they had but a bare ſuſ- 
pition ; for which, he told them, he would ask but half an hour at the moſtꝭ ſo that there would 
be time enough to take order for any thing before day; ſome would have alledged reaſons 2 
gainſt this, but he would not hear them, wherefore having cauſed them all to rake their oaths, 

upon the holy Evangeliſts, that they would ſtay for him, he returned to land with the ſame 
{onidiers, that had accompanied him before, and entering into the little wood, he heard the 
ſound of a bell, which addreſſcd him to another Hermitage, far richer then that wherein wo 
were the day before: There he met with two men, apparaled like Monks, with large hoods, 
which made him think they were Hermits, of whom he preſently laid hold, wherewith one 
of them was fo terrified, as he was not able to ſpeak a good while after 1 Hereupon four of the 
fix ſouldiers palt into the Hermitage, and took an Idol of ſilver from the altar, having a crown 
ot gold on its head, and a wheel in its hand; they alſo brought away three candlefticks of fil- 
ver, with long chains of the ſame belonging to them: This performed, Antonio de Faria 
carrying the two Hermits along with him, went abord again, and failing away, he propounded 
divers queſtions to him, of the two, that was leaft affraid, threatning co uſe him in a ſtrange 
faſhicn it he did not teil the truth. This Hermit ſeeing himſelf fo menaced, anſwered, That 
an holy man, named Pillau Angiroo came about midnight to the houſe of the Kings uy 
wher 
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where knocking in haſte at the gate, he cryed out, ſaying; O miſerable men, buried in the 
drunkenneſs of carnal ſl:ep, who by a ſolemn vom, have profeſt your ſelves to the honour of the 
Goddeſs Amida, the rich reward of our labours , hear, haar, hear, O the moſt wretched men 
that ever were horn, There are ftrangers come into our Iſland, from the further end of the 
world, which have long beards, and bodies of Iron, theſe wiched creatures have entred into 
the Holy Houſe of the ſeven and twenty Pillars, of Whoſe ſacred Temple an holy man is keeper, 
that hath told it me, Where after they had ranſacked the rich treaſuret of the Saints, they con- 
temptealy threw their bones to the ground, which they prophaned with their linking and in- 
fectious (pitting, and madra mockerie of them like Devils, obſtinate and hardned in their 
wrete bed ſins, wherefore I adviſe you to look, well to your ſelves, for it is ſaid, that they have 
ſworn to kill us all as ſoon a8 it 18 day: Fly away then, or call ſome people to your ſuccour, 
ſince being Religious men you are not permitted to meddle With any thing that may ſhed the 
blood of man, Herew:th they preſently aroſe and ran to the gate, where they found the 
Hermite laid on the ground, and half dead with grief and wearineſſe through che imbecilli- 
ty of his age; whereupon the Grepos and Meiugrepos made thoſe fires that you ſaw, and 

ithall ſent in all haſte to the Towns of Corpilem, and Fonbaxa, for to ſuccour them ſpee- 
Fay with the Forces of the Country, ſo that you may be aſſured it will not be long before 
they fall upon this place with all th: fury that may be. Now this i all that I am able to 
[ay concerning the truth of this affair, Wherefore I deſire you to return us both unto our Her- 
mitage with our lives ſaved, for if you do not ſo you will commit a greater ſin, then you did 
yeſterday : Remember alſo that God, in regard of the continuall penance we perform, hath ta- 
hen us ſo far into his protection, as he doth wiſit us almoſt every hour of the day, Wherefore la- 
bour to ſave your ſelves as much as you will, yet ſhall you hardly do it; Far be ſure, that the 
earth, the air, the winds, the Waters, the beaſts, the fiſhes, the fowls, the trees, the plants, and 
all things created will purſue and torment os ſo cruelly, as none hut be that lives in heaven 
will be able to help you. Antonie de Faria being hereby certainly informed of the truth 
of the buſineſſe ſailed initantly away, tearing his hair and beard for very rage, to ſee that 
through his negligence and indiſcretion he had loſt the faireſt occalionFthat ever he ſhould 
bei able to meet withall, | „ 1

Our caſt ing away in [the Gulf of Nanquin, with all that beſell us after 
this lamentable Sbipmrac. W

E had already failed ſeven dayes in the Gulf of Nanquin, to the end that the force 
of the Current might carry us the more ſwiftly away, is men whoſe fafery conſili- 
ed wholly in flight, for we were ſo deſolate and (ad, that we ſcarce ſpake one to another 
In the mean time we arrived at a Village, called Saſequerim, where no news being come 
either of us, or what we had done, we turniſhed our ſelves with ſome Victual, and get- 
ting Information very covertly of the courſe we were to hold, we departed within two 
hours after, and then with the greateſt ſpeed we could make we centred into a ſtraight, na- 
med Xalingau, much lefle frequented then the gulf, that we had palt ; here we naviga- 
ted nine dayes more, in which time we ran an hundred and fourty leagues, then entring a- 
gain into the ſaid Gulf of Nanquin, which in that place was not above ten or eleven leagues 
broad, we ſailed for the ſpace of thirteen dayes from one fide to another with a Welterly 
winde, exceedingly afflicted, both with the great labour we were fain to indure, and the 
cruel fear we were in, beſides the want we began to feel of Victuals: In this caſe bein 
come within ſight of the mountains of Conxizacar, which are in the height of forty an 
one degrees, there aroſe ſo terrible a Southwind, called by the Chineſet T vfaon,as it could 
not poſſibly be thought a natural thing, ſo that our Veſſels being low built, weak, and with - 
out Mariners, we were reduced to ſuch extremity, that out of all hope to eſcape we ſuffer · 
ed our ſelves to be driven along the coaſt, as the current of the water would carry us, for 
we held it more ſafeto vemure our {elves amongſt the Rocks, then to let us be ſwallowed 
up in the midſt of the Sea, ind though we had choſen this deſign, as the better and 
lefle painful, yet did it not ſucceed, for after dinner the winde turned to the North-wett, 
whereby the Waves became ſo high, that it was moſt dreadful to behold ; Our fear then 
Was ſo extream, as we began to caſt all that we had into 8 Sea, even to the aa ol 
2 ver 3 
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ed us, as well as our weakneſs would permit. 
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Silver: That done, we cut down our two Maſts, and fo without Meſts and Sails we float- 
ed along all the reſt of the day ; at length about midnight we beard them in Antonio & 
Faria's Veſſel cry, Lord have mercy upon t, which perilw2ded us that they were caſt + 
way, the apprehenſion whereof put us in ſuch a fright, as for an hour together no man ſpake 
a word, Having paſt all this fad night in ſo miſerable a plight, about an hour before di 
our Veſſel opened about the Keel, ſo that it was inſtantly full of water eight ſpans high, 
whereupon perceiving our ſelves to finke, we verily belceved, it was the good pleaſure of 
God that in this place we ſhould finiſh both our lives and labouts: As ſoon then as it was 
day we looked out to Sea, as far as poſſibly we could difcern, but could no way diſcovet 
Antonio de Faria, which put us quite out of heart, and fo continuing in this great affliction 
till about ten of the clock, with ſo much terror and amazement, as words are not able to 
exp:eſſe, at laſt we ran againſt the coaſt, and even drowned as we were, the Waves rovled 
us towards a point of Rocks, that ſtood out into the Sea, where we were no ſooner arrived 
but that all went to pieces, inſomuch that of five and twenty Porte alt, which we were, 
there were but fourteen ſaved, the other eleven being drowntd, together with eightt en Chri- 
ſtian Servants, and ſeven Chineſe Mariners. This miſerable difatter hapned on a Munday, 
the fifth of ¶Auguſt, in the year one thouſand five hundredforty and two, for which the 
Lord be pray ſed everlaſtingly. 


2. We fourteen Pertagali, having eſcaped ont of this ſhipwrack by the meer mercy of 


God, ſpent all that day, and the night following, in bewailing our miſ tortune, and the 
wretched eftate whereunto we were reduced, but in the end conſulting together, what 
conrle to take for to give ſome remedy thereunto, we concluded to enter into the Country, 
hoping that far or neer we ſhould not fail to meet with ſome body, that taking us for ſlives, 
would relieve us with meat, till ſuch time as it ſhould pleaſe Heaven to terminate our 
travels with the end of eur lives. With this Reſolution we went ſome fix or ſeven leagues 
over rocks and hills, and on the other fide diſcovered a great Marſh, fo large and void, as is 
paſt the reach of our ſight, there being no appearance of any land beyond it, which ande 
us turn back agein, towards the ſame place where we were caſt away; being arrived ther 
the day after about Sun-ſet, we found upon the ſhore the bodies of our men, which chr Sea 
had caft up, over whom we recomenced our ſorrow and lamentations, and the next day we 
buried them in the ſand, to keep them from being devoured by the Tygers, whereof that 
Country is full, which we performed with much labour and pain, in regard we had no o- 
ther tools for that purpoſe but our hands and nails; After theſe poor bodies were interred 
we got us into 8 Marſh, where we ſpent all the night, as the ſafeſt place we could chuſe 


to preſerve us from the Tygers: From thence we continued our journey towards the North, 


and that by ſach Precipes and thick woods, as we had much adoc to paſs through them. 
Having travelled in this manner three dayes, at length we arrived at a little ftraight, with- 
out meeting any body, over the which reſolving to ſwim, by ill fortune the four firſt that 
entred into it, being three Portugali and a young youth, were miſerably drowned, for being 


very feeble, and the -ftraight ſomewhat broad, and the current of the water very ftrong,they 


were not able to hold out any longer when they came co the midſt ; ſo we eleven with three 
ſervants that remained, ſeeing the infortunate ſucceſſs of our companions, could do — 


but weep and lament, as men that hourly expected ſuch or a worſe end. Having ſpent 
that dark night, expoſed to the winde, cold, and rain, it pleaſed our Lord that the next moru- 


ing before day we diſcovered a great fire towards the Eaft, whereupon as ſoon as the day 
broke, we marched fair and ſoftly that way, recomending our ſelves to that Almighty God 
from whom alone we could hope for a remedy to our miſeries, and ſo continuing our jour 
ney all along the River, the molt part of that day, at laſt we came to a little wood, where 
we ſound ive men making of coals, whem on our knees we beſough: for Gods take to 
direct us to ſome place where we might ger ſome relief; / would, aid one ot the, 
beholding us with an eye of pitic, is lay in our power to help you, but alas ! all the comfort 
We can give you is tobeſtow ſome part of our Supper on you, Which is a little rice, Where® 


with you may paſſe this night bere With ns if you will, though I hold it better for you 10 - 


fs 
reed on your way, and recover the' place yon ſee a little below, where you ſpall finde an Hoſ- 
pital that ſerves to lodge ſuch ihe opt chance to come into theſe quarters, Having thank- 
ed him for his good addreſſe, we fell to the Rice they gave us; which came but to two 
mouthtuls a piece, and ſo took our leaves of them, going ditectly to the place they had _ 
About 
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About an hour within night, we arrived at the Hoſpital, where we met with four men, that $43; 


had the charge of it, who received ns very charitably : The next morning as ſoon as it was 
day they demanded of us, what we were, and from whence we came ? Thereunto we anſwe- 
red, that we were ſtrangers, natives of the Kingdom of Siam, and that coming from the Port 
of Liampoo to go to the fiſhing of Nanquin, we were caſt away at ſea by the violence of a 
ſtorm, having ſaved nothing out of this ſhipwrack, bur thoſe our miſcrable and raked bodies. 
Whereupon demanding of us again, what we intended to do, and whither we would go; we 
replyed, that we purpoſed to go to the City of Nanquin, there to imbaique our ſelves as row- 
ers in the fult Lanteaa, the ſhould put to ſea, for to paſs unto Cantan, where our countrey- 
men by the permiſſion of the Aito of Panquin, exerciſed their traffique under the protection 
of the ſon of the Sun, and Lyon crowned in the throne of the world, wherefore we deſired 
them for Gods cauſe to let ns [tay in that Hoſpital, until we had recovered our healths, and to 
beſtow any poor clothes of us to cover our nakednedneſs. After they had given good ear unto 


us; It was reaſon, anſwered they, to grant you that which you require with ſo much earneſt- 


neſs, and tears; but in regard the Houſe is now very poor, we cannot ſo eaſily diſcharge out du- 
ties unto you as we ſhould, howbeic we will do what we may with a very good will; Then 
quite naked, as we were, they lead us all about the Village, containing ſometorty or fifty fires, 
more or leſs; the inhabitants whereof were exceeding poor, having no other living but what 
they got by the labour of their hands, from whom they drew by way of alms ſome two Taci: 
in mony, halt a Sack of rice, a little meal, aricot beans, onions, and a few old rags, wherewith 
we made the beſt ſhift we could; over and above this they beſtowed two Taeis more on us out 
of the Stock of the Hoſpital : But whereas we deſired that we might be permitted to ſtay there, 
they excuſed themſelves, ſaying, that no poor might remain there above three days, or five ar 
the moſt, unleſs it were ſick people, or women with child, of whom ſpecial care was to be 
had, becauſe in their extremities they could not travel without endangering their lives, where- 
fore they could for no other perſons whatſoever tranſgreſs that Ordinance, which had of anci- 
ent time been inſtituted by the advice of very learned and religious men ; nevertheleſs, that 
three leagues from thence, we ſhould in a great Town, called Si ſeyiacau, find a very rich hoſpi- 
tal, where all ſorts of poor people were entertained, and that there we (ſhould be far. better look- 
ed unto then in their houſe, which was poor, and agreeable to the place of its ſcituation, to 
which end they would give us a letter of recommendation, by means whereof we ſhould in- 
continently be received. For theſe good offices we rendred them infinite thanks, and told them 
that God would reward them for it ſince they did it for his ſake, whereupon an old man, ene 
of thoſe four, taking the Speech upon him, It i for that conſideration alone we do it, anſwe- 
red he, and not in regard of the world; for G od and the World are greatly different in matters 
of Works, and of the intention which one my have in the doing of them; For the World being 
poor and miſerable as it is, can give nothing that is good, Whereas God is infinitely rich, and 
a friend to the poor, that in the hetghth of their afflittions praiſe him with patience and bumi- 
lity ; The world t revengeful, but God us ſuffering ; the World is wickgd, God is all goodneſs ; 
the world is gluttonous, God is a lover of abſtinence ; the world is mutinous and turbulent, 
God is quiet and peaceable; the world is a lyar and fud of diſſimulation to them that belong to 
it, God is always true, free, and merciful to them that invoke him by prayer; the World is ſen- 
ſual and covetons, God is liberal, and purer then the light of the Sun, or ſtars, or then thoſe 
other lamps Which are far more excellent then they that appear to our eyes, and ars always pre- 
ſent before his moſt reſplendent face; the World is full of irreſolution and falſhood, Wherewith 
it entertains it ſelf in the ſmoak of its vain glory, Whereas God is conſtant in his truth, to the 

end that thereby the humble may poſſeſs glory in all ſincerity of heart; In a word, the World 

ir ſull of folly and ignorance, contrarily God is the fountain of wiſdom ; wherefore my friends, 

although yon be reduced to ſo pitiful an eſtate, do you not for all that diſtruſt bis promiſes ; 

for be aſſured he will not fail you, if you do not render your ſelves untvorthy of his favours, 
in regard it was never found that he was at any time wanting to his; albeit they, that are 

blinded by the world, are of another opinion, When as they ſee themſelves oppreſſed with pover- 

ty, and deſpiſed of every body. Having uſed this Speech to us, he gave us a letter of recommen- 

dation to the Brotherhood of the other Hoſpital, whither we were to go, and ſo we departed 

about noon, and arrived at the town an hour or two before ſun-ſet. The firſt thing we did, 

was to go to the houſe of the repoſe of the poor, for ſo the ¶ hineſes call the Hoipitals ; There 

we delivered our letters to the Maſters of thyt * which they term Tanigories, whom

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we found altogether in à chamber, where they were aſſembled about the affairs of the poor; 
After they had received the letter with a kind of compliment, that ſeemed very ſtrange to us, 
they commanded the Regiſter to read it, whereupon he ftood up and read thus to them that 
were fitting at the Table: We the pooreſt of the poor, unWorthy to ſerve that Sovereign Lord, 
whoſe works are ſo admirable, as the Sun, and the ſtars that twinchle in the'skie, during the 
darkneſs of the night do teſtifie: Having been eletted to the ſucceſſion of this his houſe of 
Buarendoo, ſcituat ed in thu Village of Catihoran, With all manner of reſpect and henour, do 
beſecch your humble perſons, admit ed to the ſervice of the Lord, that ont of a zeal of chari- 
ty, you Will lodg and favour theſe fourteen ſtrangers, whereof three are tawny, the other eleven 
ſome what whiter, whoſe poverty will manifeſtly appear to your eyes, whereby you may judg 
how much reaſon we have to preſent this requeſt unto you, for that they have been cat atvay 
with all their merchandiſe in the impetuous waters of the ſea, that With their accuſtomed fury 
have laid the execution of the Almighty hand upon them, which for a juſt puniſhment goth 
often permit ſuch like things to happen; for to ſheW ws how dreaaful his judgments are, from 
Which may it pleaſe him to deliver us all at the day of death, to the end We may not ſee the in- 
dignation of his face. This letter being read, they cauſed us preſently to be lodged in a very neat 
chamber, accommodated with a Table, and divers Chairs, where after we had been ſerved with 
good meat, we reſted our ſelves that night: The next morning the Regiſter came along with 
the reſt of the officers, and demanded of ns who we were, of what Nation, and where- 
about we had ſuffered (hipwrack, whereunto we anſwered as we had done before to thoſe 
of the Village from whence we came, that we might not be found in two tales, and convinced 
ot lying; whereupon having further enquired of us what we meant to do, we told them that 
our intention was to get our ſelves cured in that houſe, it it pleaſed them to permit us, in regard 
we were ſo weak and ſickly as we could ſcarce ſtand upon our legs: To which they replyed,that 
they would very willingly ſee that performed for ns, as a thing that was ordinarily done there 
for the ſervice of God ; for the which we thanked them weeping, with ſo much acknowledg- 
ment of their goodneſs and charity, as the tears {tood in their eyes, ſo that preſently ſending 
fora Phyſician, they bid him look carefully to us, for that we were poor flocks, and had no o- 
ther means but what we had from the houſe z That done he took our names in writing, and 
ſer them down in a great book, whereunto we all of us ſer our hands, ſaying, it was ne- 
ceſſary it ſhould be ſo, that an aceompt might be rendred of the expence was to be made 
for us. 

Having ſpent eighteen days in this Hoſpital, where we were ſufficiently provided for with 
all things neceſſary, it pleaſed God that we throughly recovered our healths, ſo that feeling our 
ſelves rong enough to travel, we departed from thence for to go to à place, called Z#z0an- 
gances, ſome five l:agues from that Hoſpital, where we arrived about ſun-ſet ; Now in regard 
we were very weary, we fat us down upon the fide of a fountain, that ſtood at the entrance 
of that Village, being much perplexed and unrefolved what way to take : In the mean time, 
they which came to fetch water, ſeeing us ſer there in ſo ſad an equipage, returned with theit 
pitehers empty, and advertifing the inhabitants of it, the moſt of them came preſently forth to 
us; Thęn wondering much, betauſe they had never ſeen men like unto us, they gathered alto- 
gether, as if they would conſult thereupon, and after they had a good while debated one with 
another, they ſent an old woman to demand of us what people we were, and why we ſat fo 
about that fountain, from vyhence they drew all the water they uſed : Hereunto we anſwered, 
that we were poor ſtrangers, natives of the Kingdom of Siam, who by a ſtorm at ſea were caſt 
upon their Countrey, in that miſerable plight wherein they beheld us. Tell me, replyed (he, 
what courſe voc uld you have us to take for you, and what reſolve you to do, for here is no houſe 
for the repoſe of the poor whereimo you may be received? To theſe words one of our com- 
pany anſwered with tears in his eyes, and a geſtute conformable to our defigne, that God, be- 
ing that which he was, would never abandon us with his Almighty hand, but would touch 
their hearts to take compaſſion of ns, and our poverty; and further, that we were reſolved to 
travel in that miſerable caſe we were in till we had the good fortune to arrive at the City of 
Nanquin, Where we deſired to put our ſelves into the Lauteaas, there to ſerve for rowersto 
the Merchants that ordinarily went from thence to Cantano, and ſo to get to Combay, where 
great ftcre of our Country Janks uſually lay, in which we would imbarque our ſelves. There- 
upon having ſorhewhar a better opinion of us then before; Seeing you are, ſaid ſhe, ſuch as you 
deliver, have a little patience till I come again, and tell you what theſe folks reſolve to do with 
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you; wherewith ſh returned to thoſe country people, which were about ſome hundred per- 
ſons, with whom ſhe entred into a great conteſtation, but at length ſhe cam: back with one 
of their Prieſts, attired in a long gown of red damask; which is an ornament of chicteſt dig- 
nity among them, in this cquipag: he came to us with an handful of ears of corn in his hand; 
Then having commanded us to approach unto him, we preſently obeyed him with all kind of 
reſpect, but he little regarded it, ſeeing us ſo poor; whereupon after he had thrown the ears 
of corn into the fountain, he willed us co put our hands upon them, which we accordingly ha- 
ving done : Tou are to confeſs, ſaid he unto us, by this holy aud ſolemn oath, that now you 
take in my preſence upon theſe two ſubſtances of bread and water, which the high Creator 
of all things hath made by his holy will to ſuſtain and nonriſh all that is born into the world, 
during the pilgrimage of this life, whether that Which you told this woman but now be true, 
for upon that condition we will give you lodging in this village conformably to the charities 
we are bound to exerciſe towards Gods poor people; Whereas contrarily, if it be not ſo, I com- 
mand you in his Name that you preſently get you gone, upon pain of being bitten and deſtroyed 
by the teeth of the gluttenous Serpent, that makes his abode in the bottom of the houſe of 
ſmoak. H-reunto we anſwered, that we had ſaid nothing but what was moſt true, wh. re- 
with the Prieſt remaining ſatisfied ; fince you are, ſaid he, ſuch as you ſay, come you along 
boldly with me, and rely on my word: Then returning with us to the inhabitants of th: place, 
be told them that they might beltow their alms upon us without offence, and that he gav= 
them permiſſion ſo to do, whereupsn we were preſently con jucted into the Village, and lodg- 
ed in the porch of their Pagode, or Temple, where we were furniſhed with ail that was 
needful for us, and had two mats given us to lie upon: The next morning as ſoon as it was day, 
we went up and down the ſtreet, begging from door to door, and got four Tacis in ſilver, 
where with we ſnpplied our moſt preſſing neceſſities. After this we went away to another 
place, called X;angwunlra, that was not above two lezgues from that, With a reſolution to tra- 
vel in that ſort, as it were in pilgrimage, to the City ot Nanquin, to which it was then ſome 
hundred and forty leagues ; for we thought that from thence we might go to ¶ antano, where 
our ſhips traded at that time, and ic may be our deſigns had ſucceeded, had it not been for ill 


fortune. About even- ſong we arrived at that village, where we fat us down under the ſha- 


dow of a great tree that flood by it ſelf, but it was our ill hap to meet with three boyes that 
kept certain cattel there, who no ſooner.perceived us, but betaking them to their heels, they 
cried our, Thieves, thieves, whereat the inhabitants came inſtantly running out, armed with 
lances and croſ- bowes, crying out, ſtop the thieves, ſtop the thieves ; and ſo perceiving us, 
that fled from them, they gpauld us cruelly with ſtones and ſtaves, in ſuch manner as we were 
all of us grievouſly hart, eſpecially one of our boyes that died upon it; Then ſeizing on us, 
they tied our arms behind us, and leading us like priſoners into the village, they fo beat and 
buffered us with their filts, as they had almoſt killed us, then they plunged us into a ciſtern 
of ſtanding water, that reached up to out waſts, wherein were a great number of horſe- 
leeches ; In this miſerable place we remained two days, which ſeemed two hundred years 
to us, having neither reſt, nor any thing to cat all that time: At laſt, ic was our good 
fortune, that a man of Zxz9angance, from whence we came, paſting by, chanced to un- 
derſtand how we had been uſed by thoſe of the Village, and thereupon went and told 
them, that they did us great wrong to take us for thieves, for that we were poor ſtran- 
, Which had been caſt away by a ſtorm at ſea, wherefore they had committed a great 
in to impriſon, and handle us in that fort; The report of this man wrought ſo ef- 
fectually with tham, that we were preſently taken out of the ciftern, being all gore blood 
with the ſucking of the horſe-leeches, and ] verily believe that if we had Rayed there but 
one day longer, we had all of us been dead: So we departed from this place about evening, 
and bewayling our bad fortune, continuing on our voyage. = 
After our departure from X5avgwnlca we arrived at a Village, inhabited by very poor 6.10 
people, where we met with three men that were pilling Flax, who as ſoon as they ſiw us 5 
torſook their work, and fled haſtily away into a wood of Firr trees, there they eryed out 
ro thoſe that paſſed by to'take heed of us for that we ware thieves, whereupon fearing to 
incur the ſame danger whence we ſo lately eſcaped, we got us away preſently from chat 
plzce, although it was almoſt night, and continued our journie, in the rain and the dark, 
without knowing whither we went, till we came to a gate where Cattel were kept, and 


there we lay che reſt of the night upon alittle heap of dung; the next morning as ſoon as 
it 
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it was day we got again into the way which we had left, and not long after we diſcover» 
ed from the top of a little hill a great plain full of trees, and ja the midlt thereof a very fair 
Houſe hard by a River, whithgr forthwith we went, and fate us down by a-fountain that 
was before the outer gate, where we remained two or three hours without ſecing any bo- 
dy, at length a young Gentleman about ſixteen or ſeventeen years of age came riding up- 
on a very good Horſe, accompanied with four men on foot, whereof one carried two Hares, 
and another five Nivatores, which are Fowls reſembling our Pheſants, with a Goſ. Hawk 
on his filt, and three or four couple of Spaniels at their heels; when this Gentleman came 
at us he ſtaid bis Horſe, to ask us who we were, and whether we would have any thicg 
with him. Hereunto we anſwered as well as we could, and made him an ample Relati- 
on of the whole event of our ſhipwrack, whereat he ſeemed to be very ſorry, is we could 
gather by his countenance, ſo that ere he went, Stay chere,ſaid he nato us, for by ard by I 
will ſend you what you have necd of, and that for his ſake that with a glory of great riches 
lives raigning in the higheſt of all the Heavens, A little after he ſent an old woman for 
us, which was apparclled in a long garment, with a Chaplet hanging down on her neck, 
the good Dame coming to us, The ton of him ſaid (he, whom me hold for Maſter in this 
houſe, and whoſe Rice we eat, hath ſent for you, foilow me then with all humlity, to the 
end you may not ſeem idle fellows to thoſe that ſhall ſee you, and ſuch as beg onely to 
be exempted from getting your living by the labour of your hands; This ſaid, we entred 
with her into an outward court, all avout invironed with Galleries, as if it had been ſome 
Cloiſter of Religious perſons, on the walls whereof were paiated divers women on Horſe- 
back going on huating with Hawks on their fiits; over the gate of this Court was 2 
great arch very richly engraveo, in the midſt whereot hung a Scutchcon of Arms, in the 
faſhion of 2 ſhicld, taftned to a filycr chair, within it was a man painted almolt in the 
form of a Tortois, with the feet up, and the head downwards, and round about it theſe 
words were read for a device, Ingaalec finguan, potim aquaran, that is to ſay, So is it with 
all that appertains to me; Welearnt afterwards, that by this Monſter the Figure ot the 
world was repreſented, which the Chineſes depaint in this manner to demonſtrate that there 
is nothing in it but falſhood, and fo to diſ-abuſc all them that make ſuch account of it by 
making them to ſee how all things in it are turned upſide down. Out of this Court we 
went up abroad pair of ſtairs, made of fair hewed ſtone, and entred into a great Hall, 
where a woman of about fiftic years of age, was ſer upon a Tapeſtry Carpet, having two 
young Gentlewomen by her fide, that were exceeding fair, and richly apparelled, with 
chains of Pearl about their necks, and hard by them was a reverend old man laid upon 2 
little bed, whom one of the two Gentlewomen fanned with a Vintiloe ; at his Beds head 
| ſtood the young Gentleman that had 1:nt for us, and a little further off upon another Car- 
pet niae young maids, clothed in Crimſon and white Damask, fate ſowing ;z as ſoon as 
we came before the old man we fell on cur knees, and asked an almes of him, beginning 
our ſpeech with tears, and in the belt terms that the time and our neceſſities could inſpire us 
with, whereupon the old Lady beckning to us with her hand, Come, weep no more, laid ſhe, 
for it grieves me much to ſee you ſued ſo many tears, it is ſufficient that I know you deſire 
an almes of ; then the old man that lay inthe bed ſpake unto us, and demanded whe- 
ther any ot us knew what was good for a Fever? Whereat the young Gentlewoman that fan- 
ned him, not able to forbear ſmiling : Sir, ſaid ſhe, they have more need that you would be 
pleaſed to give order for the ſatisfying of their hunger, then to be queſtioned about 4 matter 
which it is likely they are ignorant of, Wherefore me thinks it Were better firſt to give them 
what they want, and after wards to talk With them about that Which concerns them leſſe; For 
theſe words the Mother reprehending her, Go te, ſaid ſhe, yow will ever be prating When you 
ſhould not, but ſurely I ſhall make you leave this cuſtome; whereunto the daughter ſmilingy 
replied, That you ſhall When you pleaſe , but in the mean time I beſeech you , let theſe poor 
ſtrangers have ſomething to eat: For all this the old man would not give over queltioning 
us, for he demanded of us who we were,of what country, and whither we were going, be- 
ſides many other ſuch like things? Io Which we anſwered as oceaſion required, and re- 
counted unto him, how, when, and in what place we had ſuffered ſhipwrack, zs alſo 
how many of our company were drowned, and that thus wandring we travelled up and 
down not knowing whither to ddreſſe our ſelyes. This anſ wer rendred the old man per- 
five for a while, until at length tur ning him to his ſon, Well now, ſaid he unto him, 2 
thinke 
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thinkeſt thou of that which thou haſt heard theſe ſtrangers deliver ? Ic were good for 
thee to impriat it well in thy memory, to the end it may teach thee to know God better, 
and give him chanks for that he hath given thee a Father, who to exempt thee from the la- 
bours and neceſſities of this life hath parted with three of the goodlieſt things in this Coun- 
try, whereof the leaſt is worth above a hundred thouſand Taeis, and beſtowed them on 
thee, but thou art of 8s humour more inclined to hunt a Hare, then to retain this vyhich 
Inovv tell thee ; The young Geatleman made no reply, but ſmiling looked upon his Siſters. 
Then the old man cauſed meat to be brought unto us before him, and commanded us to fall 
to it, as vve moſt yvillingly did, whereat he took great pleaſure, in regard his ſtomack was 
quite gone with his fickneſs, but his young daughters much more, who with their brother 
did aothing but laugh to ſes us feed our ſelves with our hands, for that is contrary to the eu- 
ſtome which is obſerved throughout the whole Empire of China, where the Inhabitants at 
their meat carry it to their moathes with two little ſticks made like a pair of C:zers ; Af- 
ter we had given God thanks, the old man that had well obſerved us, lifting up his hands 
to heaven, with tears in his eyes, Lord, ſaid he, that liveſt raigning in the tranquility of 
thy high Wiſdome, I laud thee in all bumility for that thou per mitteſt men that are ſtrangers, 
come from the fartheſt end of the world, and without the knowledge of thy dodtrine, to render 
thee tharks, and give thee praiſe according to their Weak capacity, which makes me beleeve that 
thou wilt accept of them with @ good a will, as it Were ſome great offering of melodious m- 
ſic . agreeable to thine earesr, Then he cauled three pieces of linnen cloth, and four Tacis 
ol Silver to be given us, willing us withall to paſſe that night in his houſe, becauſe it was 
ſomewhat too late for us to proceed on our journey ; This offer we moſt gladly accept- 
ed, and with complements, after the manner of the Country we teſtified our thankfulneſs 
to him, where with himſelf, his wife, and his ſon reſted very well ſatisfied. 


CuarP.XXVII. 


Onr arrival at the Town of Taypor, Where we Were made Priſoners, 
f and ſo ſent to the Citie of Nanquin. 


He next morning by break of day parting from that place, we went to a Village cal- .. . 
led Finginilau, which was ſome four leagues from the old Gentlemans houſe, where 8.1 
we remained three dayes, and then continuing travelling from one place to another, and 
from Village to Village, ever declining the great Towns, for fear leſt the Juſtice of the 
country ſhould call us in queſtion in regard we were ſtrangers; in this manner we ſpent al- 
molt two months without receiving the leaſt damage from any body. Now there is no doubt 
but we might eaſily have got to the C'itie of Nanquin in that time if we had had a guide, 
but for want of knowing the way we wandred we knew not whither, ſuffering much, and 
running many hazards; At length we arrived at a Village, named Chaxcer, at ſuch a time 
as they were a folemnizing a ſumptuous Funeral of 2 very rich woman, that had diſinhe- 
rited her kindred, and left her eſtate to the Pagod of this Village, where ſhe was buried, 
as we underſtood by the Inhabitants; We were invited then to this Funeral, as other 
poor people were, and according tothe cuſtome of the Country we did eat on the grave 
of the deceaſed : At the end of three dayes that we ſtayed thece, which was ths time che 
faneral laſted, we had fix Tacis given us for an Alms, conditionally that in all our Orai- 
ſons we ſhoald pray unto God for the ſoul of the departed, Being gone from this place 
we continued on our journey to another Village, called Guinapalir, from whence we were 
almoſt two months travelling from country to country, untill at laſt our ill fortune brought 
us to a Town, named 7 aypor, where by chance there was at that time = Chumbriv, that is 
to ſay, one of thoſe Super · intendents of Juſtice, that every three years are ſent throughoue 
the Provinces for to make repott unto the King of all that paſſeth there: This naughty 
man ſeeing us go begging from door to door called to us from : window where he was, 
and would know of us who we were, and of what Nation, as alſo what obliged us to un 
up and down the World in that manner? Having asked us theſe queſtions in the preſence of 
three Regiſters, and of many other perſons, that were gathered together to behold us, we 
anſwered him, that we were ftrangers , Natives of the Kingdom of Siam, who being calt 
a ay by a ltorm at Sea went thus travelling and begging our living, to the end we might ſu- 


ſtain our ſelyes with the charity of good people, until ſach time as we could aprive at n 
Jin, 
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quin, whither we were going with an intent to imbarque our ſelves there in ſome of the Mer- 
chants Lanteaas for Cantos, where the ſhippirg of our Nation lay. This anſwer we made 
unto the Chnmbim, who qut ſtionleſs had been wall enough contented with it, and would have 
ler us go, had it been for one of his Clarks, for he told them that we were idle vagabonds, that 
ſpent our time in begging from door to door, and abufirg the alms that were given us, and 
therefore he was at no hand to let us go free, for fear of incurring the pun ſhment, ordained 
for ſuch as offend in that ſort, as is ſet forth in the ſeventh of the twelve books of the Statutes 
of the Realm; wherefore as his faithful ſervant he counſelled him to lay us in good and ſure 
bold, that we might be forth-coming to anſwer the Law i The Chambim preſently followed 
his Clarks advice, and carried himſelf toward us with as much barbarovs cruelty, as could be 
expected from a Pagan, ſuch as he was, that lived without God or religion; To which effect 
ter he had heard 2 number of falſe witnefſcs, who charged us with many foul crimes, where- 
ot we never ſo much as dreamt, he cauſed us to be put into a deep dungeon, with irons on 
our hands and feet, and great iron collars about our necks ; In this miſerable place we endu- 
red ſuch hunger, and were ſo featfully whipped, that we were in perpetual pain for ſix and 
twenty days together, at the end whereot we were by the ſentence of the ſame Chumbim 
{ent to the Parliament of the Cheam of Nanquin, becauſe the Juriſdiction ot this extended not 
to the condemnation of any priſoner to death. 

We remnined fix and twenty days in that cruel priſon, whereof I ſpake before, and I vo. 
we thought we had been ſix and twenty thouſand years there, in regard of the great miſery 
we ſuffe red in it, which was ſuch, as one of our companions called Foano Rogerignez Brave, 
died in our arms, being eaten up with lice, we being no way able to help him, and it was al- 
moſt a miracle that the reſt of us eſcaped alive from that filthy vermine ; At length, one mor- 
ning, when we thought of nothing leſs, loden with irons as we were, and fo weak that we 
could hardly ſpeak, we were drawn out of that priſon, and then being chained one to znother, 
ve were imbarqued with many others, to the number of thirty or forty, that having been 
convicted for ſundry hainous crimes, were alſo ſent to the Farliament of Nange:n, wheie, as 
I have already declared, is always reſiding a Chaem of Juſtice, which is like to the Sovereign 
Title of the Vice-roy of China: There is likewiſe a Parliament of ſome five and twenty Ga- 
rozemos and Ferucuas, which are as thoſe we call Judges with us, and that determine all 
cauſes, as well civil as criminal: So as there is no appeal from their ſentence, unleſs it be unto 
another Court, which hath power even over the King himſclf, whereunto if one appeals, it is 
25 if he appealed to heaven: To underſtand this the better, you muſt know that although this Parli- 
ament, and others ſuch like, which are in the principal Cities of the Realm, have an abſolute power 
from the Kinꝑ, both over all criminal & civil cauſes, without any oppoſition or appeal whatſoever, 
yet there is another Court of Juſtice, which is call d the Court of the Creator of all things, where- 

unto it is permitted to appeal in weighty and ii portant matters: In this Court are ordinarily afſi- 
ſting four & twenty Menigrepos, which are certain iclig ous men, very auſtere in their manner of 
living, ſuch as the Capuc hins are amongſt the Papiſts, & verily if they were Chriſtians, one might 
hope for great matters from them in regard of their marvellous abſtinence, & ſincerity: There are 
none admitted into this rank cf Judges under ſeventy years ol age, & are elected thereunto by the 
ſuffrages of their chiefeſt Prelates, moſt incorruptible men, & ſo juſt in all the cauſes, whereof there 
are appeals before them, as it is not poſſible to meet with more upright, for were it againſt the 
King himſelf,andagainſt all the powers that may be imagined in the world, no conſideration, how 
reat ſoc ver ĩs able to make them ſwerve never ſo little from that they think to be juſtice. Having 
een imbarqued in the manner I ſpake of, the ſame day at night we went & lay at aigreat tower, 
called Porin/ex, in one jot the priſons] whereof were mained nine days, by reaſon of the much 
rain that fell then upon the conjunction of the NewW- moon: There we happened to meet with 
a Ruſſian priſoner, that received as very charitably, of whom demanding in the Chincſe tongue, 
which he underſtood as well as we, what corintrey-man he was, and what fortune had brought 
him thither ; he told us, that he was of Meſcovy, born in a town, named Hiquegens, and 
that ſome five years paſt, being accuſed for the death of a man, he had been condemned to 2 
perpetual prifon, but as a ſtranger he appealed from that ſentence to the tribunal of the Aytau 
of Batampina. in the City of Peqain, who was the higheſt of the two and thirty Admirals, 
eſtabliſhed in this Empire, that is,for every Kingdom one: He added further, that this Admiral by 
a purticular } urifdiction, had abſolute power over all ſtrangers, whereupon he hoped to find ſome 
relief from him, intending to go and die a Chriſtian among the Chriſtians, if he might have — 
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good hap to be ſet at liberty. After we had paſſed thoſe nine days in this prifon, being rein- 
barqued, we ſayled up a great river ſeven days together, at the end whereof we arrived at 
Nanquin. As this City is the ſecond of all the Empire, ſo is it alſo the Capital of the three King- 
doms of Liampoo, Fanins, and Sambor: Here we lay fix weeks in priſon, and ſuffered ſo 
mach pain and miſery, as reduced to the laſt extreamities, we died incenſibly for want of ſuc- 
cour, not able to do any ching, but look up to heaven with a pitiful eye ; for it was our ill for- 
tune to have all that we had ſtoln from us the firſt night we came thither : This priſon was ſo 
great, rhat there were four thouſand priſoners in it at that time, as we were credibly inform- 
ed, ſo that one ſhould hardly fit down in any place without being robbed, and filled tull of 
lice ; baving layn there a month and an half, as I ſaid, the Anchacy, who was one of the Jud- 
ges befere whom our cauſe was to be pleaded, pronounced our ſentence at the Suit of the 
Atturny General, the tenor whereof was, That having ſeen and conſidered our proceſs, which 
the Chumbin of T aypor had ſent him, it appeared by the accuſations laid to ouicharge, that we 
were very hainous mal: factors, & though we denied miny things, yetin juſtice no credit was to be 
given unto us, & therefore that we were to be pablickly whipped,for to teach us to live better in 
time to come, and that withall our two thumbs (ſhould be cut off, wherewith it was evident by 
manifeſt ſuſpicions,that we uſed to commit robberics,and other vile ccimes; & furthermore, that 
for the remainder of the puniſhment we deſerved, he referred us to the Ayr au of Bataupina, un- 
to whom it app:rtained to take cogniſance of ſuch cauſes,in regard of the j uriſdiction that he had 
of life and death. This Sentence was pronounced in the priſon, where it had bern better for us to 
have ſuffered death, then the ſtripes that we received, for all the ground round about us ran 
with blood upon our whiping,ſo that it was almoſt a miracle, that of the eleven which we were, 
nine eſcaped alive, for two of our company died three days after, beſides one of our ſervants. 

After we had been whipped in that manner, I have declared, we were carried into a great 6.3. 
Chamber, that was in the priſon, where were a number of ſick, and diſeaſed perſons, Iy ing 
upon beds, and other ways; There we had preſently our ſtripes waſhed, and things applyed 
noto them, whereby we were ſomewhat eaſed of our pain, and that by men, much like unto 
the fraternity of mercy among the Papiſts, which only out of charity, and for the honour of 
God, do tend thoſe that are ſick, and liberally furniſh them with all things neceſſary. Hereafter 
ſome ele ven or twelve days, we began to be pretily recovered, and as we were lamenting our ill 
forcune ,for being ſo rigoroufly condemned to loſe our thumbs, it pleaſed God one morning, 
when as we little dteamt ofit, that we eſpied two men come into the chamber, of a good aſpect, 
clothed in long gowns of violet coloured ſatin, & carrying white rods in their hands; As ſoon as 
they arrived, all the ſick perſons in the Chamber cricd out, Bleſſed be the Miniſters of the 
Works of God: whereunto they anſw- red, holding up their rods, Ma it pleaſe God to give youpa- 
tience in jour adverſity : whereupon having diſtributed clothes and money to thoſe that were 
next to them, they came unto us, and after they had ſaluted us very courteouſly, with demon- 
ſtration of being moved at our tears, they asked us who we were, and of what countrey, as 
alſo why we were impriſoned there: whereunto we anſwered weeping,that we were ſtrangers, 
natives of the Kingdom of Siam, and of a country called Malaca, that being Merchants 
and well to live, we had imbarqued our ſelves with our goods, and being bound for Liam 
poo, we had been caſt away juſt againſt the Iſles of Lamas, having It all that we had, 
and nothing left us but our miſerable bodies in the caſe they now ſaw us; moreover we ad- 
ded, that being thus evil intreated by fortune, arriving at the City of Tayper, the Chumbis 
of Juſtice had cauſed us to be 2pprehended without any cauſe, laying to our charge, that we 
were chieves and vagabonds, who to avoid pains-taking went begging from door to door, 
entertaining our idle lazineſs with the alms that were given us unjuſty, whereof the Chumbin 
having made informations at his pleaſure, as being both Judg and party, he had laid us in irons 
in the priſon, where for two and forty days ſpace, we had indured incredible pain and hunger, 
and no mag would hear us in our -lication as well becauſe we had not wherewithall co 
give preſents for to maintain our right, as for that we wanted the language of the Country. 
In concluſinn, we told them, how in the mean time, without any cognitance of the cauſe, we 
had been condemned to be whipped, asalſo to have our thumbs cut off, like thieves, ſo that 
we had already ſuffered the firſt puniſhment, with ſo much rigour and cruelty, that the marks 
thereof remained but two viſibly upon our wretched bodies, and therefore we conjured them 
by the charge they had to ſerve God in aſſiſting the afflicted, that they would not abandon us 


in this need, the rather for that our extream r rendred a5 odious to all the world, and — 
poſe 
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poſed uy to the induring of all affronce, Theſe two men having heard vs atrentively, re. 
mained very penſive and amazed at our ſpeech at length lifting up their eyts, all bathed 
with tears, to heaven, and kneeling down on the ground, O almighty Lord, ſaid they, that 
governeſt in the higheſt places, and Whoſe patience is incomprehenſible, be thou evermore bleſſed, 
for that thos art pleaſed to harken unto the complaints of neceſſitous and miſerable men, to 
the end that the great offences committed againſt thy divine goodneſs by the Miniſters of Jus 
ſtice may not reſt unpuniſhed, as We hope that by thy boly Law they will be chaſtiſed at one 
time or other, Whereupon they informed themſelves more amply by thoſe who were 
about us, of what we had told them, aad preſently ſending for the Regiſter, in whoſe hands 
our ſentence was, they ſtraitly commanded him, that upon pain of grievous puniſhment he 
ſhould forthwith bring them all the proceedings which had been uſed againſt us, as inſt ant- 
ly he did; now the two Officers, ſeeing there was no remedy for the whipping that we 
had ſuff red, preſented a Petition in our behalf unto the Charm, whereunto this Anſwer 
was returned by the Court; Mercy hach no place, Where Juſtice looſeth her name, in regard 
Whereof your requeſt cannot be granted. This Anſwer was ſubſcribed by the Chaem, and 
eight { onchaciit hat are like criminal Judges. This hard proceeding much aſtoniſhed theſe 
two Proctors for the poor, ſo named from their office, wherefore carried with an extream 
deſire to dra us out of this miſery, they preſently preferred another Petition to the Sove- 
raign Court of Juſtice, of which I ſpake in the precrdent Chapter, where the Afenigre pos 
and Talegrepos were Judges, an Aſſembly which in their language is called, The breath of 
the Creator of all things. In this Petition, is ſinners, confeſſing all that we were accul: d of, 
we had recourſe to mercy, vvhich ſorted well for us; for as toon as the Petition was pre- 
ſented unto them, they read the Proceſſe quite through, and finding that our right was o- 
verborn for vvanr of ſuccour, they inftantly diſpatched away two of their Court, vvho with 
an expreſſe Mandate under their hands and Seals, went and prohibited the Chaems Court 
from intermedling with this cauſe, which they commanded away before them. In obedi- 
ence to this Prohipition the (harms Court made this Decree, We, that are aſſembled in thi 
Court of fuſtice of the Lyon crowned in the throne of the World, having peruſed the Petition pre- 
ſented ro the four and twenty Jndges of the auſtere life, do conſent, that thoſe nine ſtrangers be 
ſent by way of appeal to the Court of the Ay tau of Aytaus in the Citie of Pequin, to the end that 
in mercy the ſentence pronounced againſt them may be favourably moderated: Given the ſeventh 
day of the fourth Moon, in the three and twentieth year of the raign of the Son of the Sun, 
This Decree, being figned by the Charm, and the eight Conchacis, was preſently brought us 
by the two Proctors for the poor, upon the Receit whereof we told them, that we could 
but pray unto God to reward them for the good they had done us for his {:ke ; whereunto 
beholding us with an eye of pitie, they anſwered, May bu Celeftial goodneſs direft you in 
the knowledge of his Works, that thereby you may with patience gather the fruit of your labours, 
4 they Which tear to offend his holy Name. 
$6.4, After we had paſt all the adverfities and 'milſerics, whereof I have ſpoker: before, we 
were imbarqued in the company of ſome other thirty or forty Priſoners, that were ſent, as 
we were, trom this Court of Juſtice to that other Soveraign one by way of appeal, there 
to be either acquitted or condemned, according to the crimes they had committed, and 
the puniſhment they had deſerved. Now a day before our departure, being imbarqued in 
1 Lanleaa, and chained three and three together, the two Proctors for the poor came to us, 
and firſt of all furniſhing us with all things needfa); as clothes, and Victuals, they asked us 
whether we wanted any thing elſe for our Voyage ? Wherennto we anſwered, that all we 
could deſire of them was, that they would be pleafed to convert that further good they in- 
tended to us into a Letter of Recommendation unto the Officers of that holy Fraternity of 
the Citie of Peguix, thereby to oblige them to maintain the right of our cauſe, in regard(a$ 
they very well knew ) they ſhould otherwiſe be ſure to be utterly abandoned of®every one, 
by resſon they were ftrangers and altogether unknown. The Proctors hearing us ſpeak in 
this manner : Say, not ſo, replyed they, for though your ignorance diſcharges you before God, 
yet have you committed a great ſin, becauſe the 2 are abaſed in the world through pover- 
ty,the more ſhall you be exalted before the eyes of bis divine Majeſty, if you patiently bear your 
croſſel, Wherennto the fleſs indeed doth always oppeſe it ſelf, being ever more rebellious againſt 
the Spirit, but at a Bird cannot fly without her Wings, no more can the ſoul meditate withowt 
Wor ks As for the Letter you require of us, we Will give it you moſt willingly, knowing it * 
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be very ntce fury for you, to the end that the favour of good people be not wanting to you in your 
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need, This laid chey give. us a fack ful of Rice, together with four Taeis in ſilver, and a 
Coverlet to lay up n us; Then having very much recommended us unto the (hifuw, who 
was the Officer of juſtice that conducted us, they took their leaves of us in molt courteous 
manner; The next morning as ſoon as it was day they ſent us the Letter, ſealed wich three 
S:als in green Wax, the Contents whereof were theſe ; Te ſervants of that high Lord, the 
reſplendent mirrour of an uncreated 7 before whom our merits are nothing in compari- 
ſon of his, we the leaſt ſervants of that holy bouſe of Tauhinurel, chat Was founded in fa. 
vour of rhe fifth priſon of Nanquin, wich true words of reſpeit, Which We ame unto you, we 
give your moſt humble perſons to underſtand, that theſe nine ſtrangers, the bearers of this Let- 
ter, are men of a far country, Whoſe bodies and goods have been ſo cruelly intreated by the fu- 
rie of the ſea, that according to their report, of mnety and five that they were, they only have 
eſcaped ſhipwrack , being caſt by the tempeſt on the ſhore of the Iſies of Tautaa, upon the coaſt 
of the Bay of Sumbor : In Which pitions and lamentable caſe, as we have ſeen them With 
our own eyes, begging their living from place to place of ſuch, as charitie obliged to give them 
ſomething after the manner of good folkes, it Was their ill fortune without all reaſon or ju- 
ſtice ro be apprehended by the ( humbin of Taypor, and ſent to this fifth priſon of Faniau, where 
they were condemned to be whipped, Which was immediatly execute d upon them by the Mini- 
fers of the dilpleaſed arm, as by ther Proceſs better appeareth : But afterwards, When as 
through tov much crueltie their thumbs Were to be cut off, tbey with tears beſonght ns, for 
that So veraig n Lords ſale, in Whoſe ſervice we are imployed,to be aſſiſting unto them, which pre- 
[ently undertaken by us we preferred a Petition in their behalf, wbereunto this Anſwer was made 
by the ¶ ourt of the crowned Lyon, That mercy had no place where juſtice (oft her name; Wbere- 
upon provoked by a true zeal to Gods hononr, we addreſſed our ſelves to the ¶ uurt of thoſe four 
and twenty of the anſtere life, who carried by a bleſſed devotion inftantly aſſembled in the Ho- 
ly Houſe of the remedy for the poor, and of anextream deſire they had to ſuccour theſe miſerable 
agaiuſt them, and ac- 
cordingly the ſucceſs Was agreeable to the mercy of ſo great a God, for theſe 2 Judges re vobin 
the others firſt Sentence, ſent the cauſe by Way of Appeal to your Citie of Pequin with 04 
ment of the ſecond puniſhment, « 1yow may ſee more at large by the proceedings; In regard 
Whereof, moſt reverend and humble Brethren, We beſeech you all in the Name of God to be 
favourable unto them, and to aſſiſt them With whatſu ver you ſpall thinke neceſſary for them, 
that they may not be oppreſſedin thier right Which is a very great ſin, and an eternal infamy to 
, who again intreat you to ſupply them With your Almi, and beſtow on them means to ro- 
ver their nakedneſs, to the end they may not periſh for want of help, which if you de there is 


creatures, they interditted that great Court from proceeding any further 


wo doubt but that ſo pious a Work Will be moſt acceptable to that Lord above, to whom the poor 


of the earth do continually pray, and are heard in the Higheſt of Heavens, as we hold fir an 
Article of Faith ;. On Which earth may it pleaſe that divine Majeſtic, fir Whoſe ſaks We do 
this, to preſerve us till death, and to render us wortby of his preſence in the houſe of the Sun, 
Where he is ſeated. With all his. Written in the Chamber of the zeal of Gods henour, the 
ninth day of the ſeventh Moon, and the three and twentieth year of the Raign of the Lyon

CHAP, XXVIII. 


"The Marvel: of the Citie of Nanquin, our departure from thence towards Pequin, and 
that which hapned unto us, till we arrived at the Town of Scmpitay. 


_ Letter being brought to us very early the next morning, we departed in the man- 
-Y. ner before declared, and continued our voyoge till Sun-fet, when as we anchored at a 
little Village, named Minbaautem, where the Cbiſuu, that conducted us, as born, and where 
his Wife and Children were at that time, vvhich vvas the occaſion that he remained there 
three dayes, at the end whereof he imbarqued himſelf vvith his family, and ſo we paſſed 


on in the company of divers other Veſſels, that went upon this River unto. divers parts of 


this Empire : Now though we vyers all tyed together to the bank of the Lauteas, where vve 


rowed, yet did we not for all that loſe the view of many Towns and Vi 
ſrituated along this River, whereof I hold it not amiſſe to make ſome d 


Which effect, I will begin with the Citie of Nang» 
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City is under the North in nine and thirty degrees, and three quarters, ſcituated upon the ri. 
ver of Batampina, which ſignifies, The flower of fiſh. This river, as we were told then, and 
1s I have ſeen ſince, comes from T artaria, out ef alake, called Faniſtor, nine leagues from the 
City of Lancama, where T amberlan, King gf the Tartarians uſually kt pt his Court; Out 


of the ame lake, which is eight and twenty leagues long, twelve broad, and of a mighty de ptb, ibe 


greateſt rivers, that ever I ſaw, take their ſource ; The firſt is the ſame ; atampina, that paſſing 
threugh the midſt of this Empire of China three hundred and threeſcore leagues in length. diſim- 
beques into the ſca at the bay of Nanquin in thirty fix degrees; The ſecond, named Lec huna, 
runs with great ſwiftnefs all along by the mountains. of Parcorwnum, which ſeparate the Coun- 
try of Cauc bim, and the State of Catebenan, in the height ct ſixteen degrees; The third is 
called 7 aaquiaa, ſigniſying the Mother of Waters, that goirg North- welt, traverſeth the 
Kingdom of Nacataes, a Country where China was anciently ſeated, as 1 will declare here. 
after, and enters into the ſea in the Empire of Sornau, vulgarly filed Siam, by the mouth 
of Cuy, one hundred and thirty leaga:s b:low Patana; The fourth, named Batebaſoy, de- 
ſcends out of the Province of Sanſim, which is the very ſame that was quite overwhelmed by the 
ſea io the year 1556. as I purpoſe to ſhew clſe-where, and renders it ſel into the fea at the mouth 
of Coſmim, in the K ngdom of Pegs ; The fifth and laſt, called Leyſacotay, croſſeth the 
Country by Eaſt as far as to the Archipelago of Xinxipew, that borders upon Mocov ye, and 
fals, as is thought, into a ſea that is not navigable, by rta on the clymate there is in the height 
of Ait degrees. Now to return to my diſcourſe, the City of Nanquin, as I ſaid before, 
is ſcated by this river of Batampina, upon a reaſonable high hill, ſo as it commands ail the 
plaios about it; The d mate thereof is ſomewhat cold, but very healthy, and it is eight leagues 
ahomt, which way ſoever it is conſidered, three lcaguts broad, and one long; The houſes in it 
are not above two ſtorics high, and all built of wood, only thoſe of the A audarins are made 
of hewed ſtone, and alſo invironed with walls and ditches, over which are ſtone bridges, where- 
on they paſle to the gates, that have rich and coſtly arches, with divers ſorts of inventions up- 
on the towers, all which put together, make a pleaſing object to the eye, and repreſent a cet- 
tain kind of I know not what Majeſty. The houſes of the Chaems, Anchacys, Aytaus, T wtons, 
arid (hambims, which are all Gove:nours of Provinces or Kingdoms, have ſtately towers, 
ſix ar ſeven ſtories high, and gui lt all ever, wherein they have their magazines for arms, their 
Wardrobes, their treaſuries, and a world of rich houſholdſtuff, as alſo many other things of 
great value, together with an infinite of delicate and moſt fine porcelain, which amongſt chem 
Is priſed and eſteemed as much as pre cious ſtone, for this ſort of porcelain never goes out of 

Kingdom, it being expreſly torbidd:n by the laws of the Country, to be ſold, upon pain 
of death to any ſtranger, unkfle to the Xaramaas, that is, the Saphyes of the Perſians, who 
by particular permiſſion buy of it at a very dear rate. The Chineſes aſſured us, that in this 
City there are eight hundred thouſand fires, fourſcore thouſand Mandarins houſes, threeſcore 
and two great market plac s, an huodted and thirty butchers ſhambles, each of them con- 
taining fourſcore ſhops, and eight thouſand ſtreets, whereof fix hundred that are fairer and 
larger then the reſt, are compaſſed about with ballifters of copper; we were further aſſured, 
that there are likewiſe two thouſand and three hundred Pagoges, a thouſand of which were 
Mone ſtaries of religious perſons, profeſſed in their accurſed SeR, whoſe buildings were exceed - 
ing rich and ſumptuous, with very high ſteeples, wherein there were between ſixty aod ſeventy 
ſuch mighty huge bels, that it was a dreadful ching co here them rung ; There are morcover in 
this City thirty great ſtrong priſons, each whereof hath three or four thouſand priſoners ; and 
a charitable Hoſpital, expreſly eftabliſhed to ſupply the neceſſities of the poor, with Proctors 
ordained for their defence, both in civil and criminal cauſes, as is before related; At the cv- 


ttance into every principal ſtreet, there are arches and great gates, which for each mans ſe- 
-' curity, are (bur every night, and in moſt of the ſtreers are goodly fountains whoſe water 4s 


62 t to drink; Brſides, at every full nd new moon, open fayts are kept in ſeveral places, 
whicher Merchants reſort from ail parts, and where there is uch abundance of all kind of victu- 
al, as cannot well be expreſt, eſpecially of fl. ſn and fruit; It is not poſſible to deliver the great 
ſtare of fiſh that is taken in this river,chicfly Soles and Mullets, which are all ſold alive, belides 
2 warld of (cx-titb, both freſh, ſal:ed, and dried; we were told by certain Chineſes, that 
in this City there ate ten thouſand trades for the working of falks, which from thence are ſent: 
all over the Kingdom ; The City it ſell is invironed with a very firong wall, made of fair hew- 
eddne; Thegates of it are an hundred and thirty, at each of which there is a Porter, 20d 
| two 
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two Haſberdiers, who are bound to give en account every day of all that pi ſſes in and ou: ; 
There are alſo twelve Forts or Cittadels, like unto ours, with bulwarks and very high towers, 
but without any ordinance at all; The ſame Chineſes alſo affirmed unto us, that the Ciry ycild- 
ed the King daily two thouſand Tacis of fuver, which amount to three thoufand duckats, as 
I have delivered heretofore; I will not ſpeak of the Pallace royal, becauſe I it but on the out- 
fide, howbeit the Chineſes tell fuch wonders of it, as would am: ze a man, for it is my inten: 
to relate nothing ſave what we beheld here with our own eyes, and that was fo much as I am 
afraid to write it, not that it would feem ſtrange to thoſe that hg ve ſeen and read the mat vcls 
of the Kingdom of China, but becauſe I doubt, that they, which woul4compate thoſe won- 
drous things that are io the —7 they have not ſeen with that little they have ſeen in their 
own will make ſome queſtion of it, or it may be give no eredit at all to theſe truth, becauſe 
they are not confo mable to their underſtanding, and ſmall experience. 


Continuing our courſe up this river, the tirſt two days we ſaw not any remarkable town 5. 2. 


or place, but only a great number of Villages, and little hamlets of two or theee hundred fires 
a piece, which by their buildings ſeemed to be houſes of fiſner men, and poor peopie, that live 
by the labour of their hands; For the reſt , all that was within view m the countrey, was 
great woods cf Firr, Groves, Forreſts, and Ocange trees, as alſo plains full of wheat. rice, beans, 
peaſe, millet, panick, barley, rye, flax, cotton wool, with great inclofures of gardens, and 
goodly houſes of pleaſure, belonging to the Mandarint, and Lords of the Kingdom: There 
was likewiſe all along the river ſuch an infinite number of cattel of all forts, as I can afſure ycu 
there is not more in Ætbiopia, nor in all the dominions of Prefter Jobs ; upon the tcp 
of the mountains many houſes of their Seas of Gentiles were to be ſcen, adorned with high 
Steeples guilt all over, the gliſtering whereof was fuch, and ſo great, that to behold them a 
far off was an admirable ſight : The fourth day of our voyage we arrived at atown, called 
Pocaſſer, twice as big as Cant ano, compaſſed about with ſtrong wals of hewed ſtone, and 
towers and butwarks almoſtlike ours, together with a key on the river (ide, twice as long as 
the (bot of a falconet, and incloſed with two rows of iron grates, with very ſtrong gates, 
where the Janks and veſſels that arrived there were unladen; This place abounds with all 
kinds of merchandiſe, which from thence is tranſported over all the — eſpecially with 
copper, ſugar, and allum, whereof there is very great ſtore ; Here allo in the middeſt of 2 
carretour, that is almoſt at the end of the town, ſtands 2 mighty ſtrong caſtle, having three 
bulwarks and five to wers, in the higheſt of which the preſent Kings Father, as the Chineſes 
told us, kept à King of Tartaria nine years priſoner, at the end whereof hz killed himſelf 
with poyſon, that his ſubjects ſent him, becauſe they would not be conſtrained to pay that ran- 
ſome, which the King of ¶ hina demanded for his deliverance :- In this town the Chiſus gave 
three cf us leave to go up and down for to crave the alis of good peopl-,zccompanied with four 
Hupes, that are as Sergeants, or Bailiffs amongſt us, who led us, chained togeth-r, as we were, 
through fix or (even ſtreets, where we got in alms to the value of above ewent, duzkars, as 
well in clothes, as mony, beſides fleſh, rice“ meal, fruit, and other victuals, wich was c ſtaws- 
ed on us, whereof we grve the one half to the Hupes that conducted us, it being the cuſtom 
fo to do. Afterwards we were brought to à Pagodr, whither the people flocked from all paces 
that day, in regard of a very ſolemn feaſt thit was then celebrated there: This Templ-, of 
Pagode, at we were told; had ſomtitme been a Pallace royal, wherethe King then reigning was 
born, now beeznſe the Queer his Mother died there in child · birth, (be commanded her ſelf 
to he buried in the very ſame chamber where '(he was brought to bed, wherefore to honour 
her death the better, this Temple was dedicared to the invocation of Taubinaret, which s 
one of the principal Sets of the Pagans in the Kingdom of China, as I will more am, ly de- 
Clare, when as I ſhall ſpeał of the Labyrinth of the two and thirty laws that are in ic; All 
the buildings of this Temple, together with all the gardens, and walks, chat belong to it, are 
ſuſpended in the ayr upon three hundred and threeſcore pillars, every one of the which i of 
one intire ſtone o very great bigneſs ; Theſe three hundred and threeſcore pillars, are called 


by che names of three hundred and threeſcore days of the year, ind in exch of them is a particular 
tealt kept there with many ums gifts, and bloody facaificrs,accompanied with muſick, dancing, 
and other fports; Wnderthis Pagads, namely berweenthoſe pillars,are eight very fair ſtreets, in- 
cloſed on every fide with grates of copper, and gates for the 2 e of pilg 

ran continually to this feat, 3s it were to Jubilee; The C — 2 | 
lay, was made in the form of a Chappel, but round, and from the top to 
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niſbed with ſilver, the workmanſhip whercof was of greater coſt then the matter ic ſelf ; In 
the midſt of it ſtood a kind of Tribunal, framed round, like the Chamber, tome fifteen Reps 
high, compaſſed about with fix gra'es of filver, on, the top whereof was a great bowl, and 
upon that a Lion of ſilver, that with his head ſupported a ſhrine of gold, three hand-bredths 
ſquare, wherein they4aid, the bones of the Queen were, which theſe blinded ignoranes reve- 
renced as a great relique ; Below this Tribunal in equal proportion were four bars of ſilver, 
that traverſed the Chamber, whercon hung three and tot ty lamps of the ſame mettal, in mt mo- 
ry of the three and forty years that this Queen lived, and ſeven lamps of gold in commamo- 
ration of ſeven ſons that ſhe had; mort over at the entry into the Chappel, juſt againſt the 
door, were eight other bars of iron, whereon alſo hung a very great number of ſilver lamps, 
which the Chineſes told us were offered by ſome of the Wiv:s of the Chaems, Aytaos, Tu- 
roens, and Anchacys, who were aſſiſtant at the death of the Queen, ſo that in zknowledg- 
ment of that honour they ſent thoſe limps thither afterwards ; without the gates of the Tem. 
ple, and round about fix balliſters of copper that invironed it, were a great many Stacues of 
Giants, fifteen foot high, caſt in brafs, all well proportioned with halberts or clubs in their 
hands, and ſome of them tvith battl:-axcs on their ſhoulders, which made ſo brave and ma- 
jeſtical a ſhew, as one could n: ver be ſatisfied enqugh with looking on them; Amongft theſe 
Statues, which were in number twelve bundred, as the Cbineſes athrined, there were four 
and twenty very great Serpents alſo ot braſs, and under every one of them a woman ſeated, 
with a ſword in her hand, and a ft'ver crown on her head; It was ſaid, that thoſe four and 
twenty women carried the Titles of Queens, becauſe they ſacrificed themſelves to the death 


of this Queen, to the end their ſouls might ſerve hers-in the other lite, as in this their bodies 


had ſerved her body, a matter which the Chiucſes, that draw their extraction from theſe wo- 
men, hold for a very great honour, inſumuch as they inrich the creſts of their coats of arms 
with it; round about this row of Giants was another of triumphant arches, guilt all over, 
whereon a number of. ſilver bels hung by chains of the ſame metul, which moved with the 
air kept ſuch a continual rmging, as one could hardly hear one another for the noiſe they made; 
Without theſe arches there were like wiſe at the ſame diftance two rows of copper grates, that 
incloſed all this huge work, and among them certain pillars of the ſame mettal, which ſupport- 
ed Lions rampant, mounted upon bowls, being the arms of the Kings of China, as I have 
related elſewhere. At each corner of the Carretour was a monſter of bra, of ſo ſtrange and 
unmeaſurable an heighth, and ſo deformed to bebold, as it is not poſſible almoſt for a man to 
imagine, ſo that I think it beſt not to ſpeak of them, the rather for that I confeſs I am not 
able in words to expreſs tbe form wherein I ſaw their prodigies; Howbeit as it is reaſo- 
nable to conceal theſe things without giving ſore knowl:dg of them, I will ſay, as much 
35 my weak underfianding is able to deliver. One of theſe Monſters which is on the right hand, 
as one comes into the Carrefour, whom the Cbineſes call, the Serjeant Glutiom of the hol 
low or profound houſe of ſmoak, and that by their hiſtories is held to be Lucifer, is repreſen- 
ted under the figure of a Serpent of an excaſſive beighth, wich moft hideous and deformed 
adders coming out of his ſtomack, covered all over wich green and black ſcares, and a num- 
ber of prickles on their backs above a ſpan long, like unto Porcupins quils; each of theſe Ad- 
ders had a woman between his jaws, with her bair all diſhevelled, and ſtanding an end, as one 
sff:ighted; The monſter carried alſo in his mouth, which was unmeaſurable great, a Vizard that 
was above thirty foot long, and as big as a tun, with his noſtrils & chaps ſo tull ef blood, that all 
the reſt of his body was beſmeared with it, this Viz icd held a greacEliphant between his paws, 
zd ſcemed to gripe him ſo hard, as his very guts came out of his throat, and all this was done ſo 
proportionab!y, and to the life, that it made a man tremble to behold ſuch a deformed figure, 
200 which was ſcarce poſſible for one to imagine: His tail might he ſome twenty ſathom long, 
Was entortilled about ſuch another Monſter, that was the ſecond ol the four, whercof I ſpake, 
in the figure ot 2 man, being an hundred foot high, and by the Chineſes called Turcamparoo, 
who they ſay was the ſon ot that Serpent ; beſidęs that he was very ugly, he ſtood with both 
his hands in bis mouth, that was as big as a great gate, with a. row of horrible teeth, and 4 


' foul black tongue, hanging out two fathom long, maſt dreadfull to behold : As for the other 


two Monſters, ape was in the form of a woman, named by the Chyneſes, Magdelgau, ſeven- 
teen fathom high, and fix thick; This ſame about the virdleſteed before had a face made pro- 
portiprable to her body, above two fathom, broad, and ſhe breathed out of her mouth and 
noſtrils great flakes, not of artificial, but true fire, which proceeded, as they told us, _ 
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her head, where fire was continually kept, that in like manner came out of the ſaid face be- 
low. By this Figure theſe Idolaters would demonſtrate that ſhe was the Queen of the fie- 
ry ſphear, Which according to their belief is to burn the earth at the end of the Werld. The 
fourth Monſter was a man, ſet ſtooping, which with great ſwoln cheeks;as big as the main 
{1il of a Ship, ſeemed to blow extreamly ; this Monſter was alſo of an unmeaſurable height, 
an 1 of ſuch an hideous and gaſtly aſpect, that a man could hardly endure the fight of it; the 
Chin:ſes called it Or anguenahoo, and ſaid, that it was he which raiſed Tempeſts upon the 
Sea, and d:moliſhed Buildings, in regard whereof the people offred many things unto him, 
to the end he ſhould do them no harm, and many preſented him with a piece of money 
yearly, that he might not drown their Junks, nor do any of theirs hurt that went by Sea ; 
will omit many other abuſes which their blindneſs makes them beleeve, and which they 
hold to be ſo true, as there is not one of them but would endure a thouſand deaths for the 
m2inrenance thereof. 
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The next day being gone from the Town of Pocaſſer we arrived at another fair and great 8.3. 


Town, called Xinligau; there we ſaw many Buildings incloſed with walls of Brick, and 
deep ditches about them, and at one end ot the Town two Caſtles, very well fortified with 
Towers and Bulwarks after our faſhion ; at the gates were draw Bridges, ſuſpended in the 
aic with great Iron chains, and in the midſt of them a Tower five Stories high, very curi- 
ouſl; painted with ſeveral Pictures; the Chineſes aſſured us, that in thoſe two Caſtles there 
was as much Treaſure, as amounted to fifteen thouſand pieces of filver, which was the re- 
venue of all this Archipelage,and laid up in this place by the Kings Grandfather now raign- 
ing, in Memorial ob a Son of his that was born here, and named Leuquinau, that is to ſay, 
The joy of all ; thoſe of the Country repute him for a Saint, becauſe he ended his dayes in 
Religion, where alſo he was buried in a Temple, dedicated ro Quiay Varatel, the God of 
all the Fiſhes of the Sea, of whom theſe miſerable Ignorants recount a world of Foole- 
rics, as allo the Laws he invented, and the precepts which he left them, being able to aſto- 
niſh a man, 2s I will more amply declare when time ſhall ſerve. Ia this Town and in 
another five leagues higher the moſt part of the Silks of this Kingdome are dyed, becauſe 
they hold that the waters of theſe places make the colours far more lively then thoſe of 
any other part, and theſe Dyers, which are ſaid to be thirteen thouſand, pay unto the King 
yearly three hundred thouſand Taess, Continuing our courſe up the River the day after 
about ev<ning we arrived at certain great plains, where were great ſtore of Cattle, as Hor- 
ſes, Mares, Colts, and Tows, guarded by men on Horsback, that make ſale of them to 
Butchers, who afterwards retail them indifferently as any other fi-ſh : Having paſt theſe 
plains conta ning ſome ten or eleven Leagues, we came to a Town called Zanquilex, walled 
with Brick, but without Battlements, Bulwarks, or Towers, as others had, where-f I 
have ſpoken before; at the end of the Suburbs ot this Town we ſaw divers houſes built in 
the water upon great Piles, in the form of Magazines; Before the gate of a little ſtreet 
ſtood a Tombe made of (tone, invironed with an Iron grate, painted red and green, and over 
it a ſteeple tramed of pieces of very fine Pourcelain, ſuſtained by four pillars of cacions 
ſtone ; upon the top of the Tombe were five Globes, and two others that ſeemed to be of 
calt iron, and on the one fide thereof were graven in Letters of gold, and in the Chineſe lan- 
guage, words of this ſubſtance. Here yes Trannocem Mudeliar, Oncle to the King of 
Malaca, whem death took out of the World before be could be revenged of Captain Alphon- 
fo Albaquerque, the Lyon of the robberies of the Sea, We were much amazed tobehold 
this luſcription there, wherefore enquiriog what it might mean, a Chineſe, that ſeemed 
morc honourable then the reſt, told us; that about ſome fortie years before, this man 
which lay bai ĩed there, came thither as Embaſſador from a Prince, that ſtiled himielt — 
ot Malaca, to demand ſuccout from the ſon of the Sun againſt men of a Country, that hat 
no name, which came by Sea from the end of the World, and had taken Malaca from him; 
this man recounted many ot her incredible things concerning this matter, whereof mention 
is made in a printed Book thereof, as alſo that this Embaſſidor having continued three 
years at the Kings Court ſuiog for this ſuccour, juſt as it was granted him, and that pre- 
patations for it were a making, it was his ill fortune to be ſurpriſed one night at Supper 
wich an Apoplexie, whereof he dyed it the end of nine dayes, ſo that extreamly afflied ro 
lee himſelf carricd away by a ſuddain death before he had accompliſhed his buſineſs, he ex- 


preſſed his carnelt defire of revenge by the Inſcription which he cauſed to be "_ on - 
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tombe, that poſterity might know wherefore he was come thither. Afterwards we departed 
from this place, and cootinued our voyage up the river, which thereabouts is not fo large as 
towards the City of Nanquin, but the Country is here better peopled with Villages, Boroughs, 
and Gardens, then any other place, for every ſtones caſt we met ſtill with ſome Pagode, Man- 
fion of pleaſure, or Countrey houſe ; Paſſing on about ſome two leagues further, we arrived 
at a place encompaſſed with great iron g ates, in the midſt whereof ſtood two mighty Statues 
of braſs uprighr, ſuſtained by pillars ot caſt mettal of the bigneſs of a buſhel, and ſeven fa- 
thom high, the one of a man, and the other of a woman, both of them ſeventy four ſpans in 

heighth, having their hands in their mouths, their checks hortibly blown out, and their eyes fo 
ſtaring, as they affrighted all that looked on them. That which repreſented a man, was called 
Quiay Xingatalor, and the other in the form of a woman, was named Apancapatur ; Hi 
ving demanded of the Chineſes the explication of theſe figures, they told us that the malc was 
he, which wich thoſe mighty ſwolc checks blew the fire of hell for to torment. all choſe miſe- 
rable wretches, that would not liberally beſtow alis in this lite; and for the other monſter, 
that (he was Porter of hell gate, where ſhe would take notice of thoſe that did her good in 
this world, and letting them fly away into a river of very cold water, called Ochilenday, 
would keep them hid there from being cormented by the Divels, as other damned were : Upon 
this Speech one of our company could not for bear laughing at ſuch a ridiculous and diabolical 
foolery, which three of thei Prieſts, or Banzoes, then preſent obſerving, they were ſo excerd- 
ingly offended therewith, as they perſwaded the Chiſuu, which conducted us, that if he did 
not chaſtiſe us in ſuch manner, as thoſe gods might be well contented with the puniſnment in- 
flicted on us for our mockery of them, both the one and the other would affur: dly torment 
his ſoul, and never ſuffer it to go out of bell; which threatning ſo mightily terrified this dog, 
the Chiſuu, that without further delay, or hearing us ſpeak, he cauſed us all to br bound hand 
and foot, and commandcd each of us to have an hundred laſhes given him with 2 double cord, 
which was immediately executed with ſo much rigour, as we were all in a gore bloud, where- 
by we were taught not to jeer afterwards at any thing we ſaw, or heard. At ſuch time as we 
arrived here we found twelve Bo»zoes upon the place, who with ſilver cenſors full of per- 
fumes of alocs and beniamin, cenſed thoſe two diveliſh Monſters, and chanted out aloud, 
Help us, even 4 We ſerve thee ; whereunto divers other Prieſts anſwered in the name of the 
Idol. with a great noiſe, So / promiſe to do like a good Lord: In this fort they went as it were 
in proce ſſion round about the place, ſinging wich an ill tuned voice, to the ſound of a great 
many bels, that were in Steeples thereabouts; In the mean time there were others, that 
with Drums and Baſins made ſuch a dinne , as I may truly ſay, put them all together, was 
molt horrible to hear, 


CHAvp. XXIX. 


Our Arrival at Sempitay, cur encounter there with a Chriſtian woman, toge- 
ther with the Original and Foundation of the Empire of Chi- 
na; and who they were that firſt peopled it. 


Rom this place we continued our voyage eleven days more up the river, which in 
choſe parts is ſo peopled with Cities, Towns, Villages, Boroughs, Forts and Caſtles, that 
commonly they are not a flight (hot diſtant one from anocher,beſides a world of houſes of plea- 
ſure, and cemples, where Steeples were all guilt, which made ſuch a glorious ſhew, as we 
were much amazed at it; In this manner we arrived at a Town,named Sempitay, wherewe abode 
five days, by reaſon the Chfuus wife, that conducted us, was not well: Here by his permiſſion 
we landed, and chained together, as we were, we went up and down the ftreers craving of 
alan, which was very liberally given us by the Inhabitants, who wondering co ſee ſuch men 
25 we, demanded of us what kind of people we were, of what Kingdom, and how our coun- 
trey was called? Hereunto we anſwered conformably to that we had often ſaid betore, nimely 
chat we were natives of the Kingdom of of Siam, that going trom Liampoo ro Nanquin, we 
had loſt all our goods by ſhipwrack, and that although they beheld us then in ſo poor a caſe, 
yet we had been forme ly very rich; whereupon a woman who was come thither amongſt 
che reſt co ſee us; It is very likely, ſaid (he, ſpeaking to them about her, that what theſe poor 
Nrapgers have related is moſt true, for daily experience doth ſhew how thoſe that trade by 
ſea, do oftentimes make it their grave, wherefore it is beſt and ſureſt to travel upon the earth, and 
to 
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to eſteem of it, as of that, vyhereof it hath pleaſed Cod to frame us; ſaying, fo ſhe gave us 
two mes, which amounts to about ſixteen peace of our mony, adviſing us to make no more 
ſuch long voyages, fince our lives were fo ſhort : Hert upon ſhe unbottoned one of the ſleeves 
ol a red Satin Gown (he had on, and baring her left arm, ſhe ſhewed us a croſſe imprinted on 
it, like to the mark of à ſlive, ſaying, Do any of you know this ſigne, which amongſt thoſe, 
that follow the way of truth, is called a croſſe? or have any of you ever heard it named? To 
this. falling do wn on our knees, we anſwered, with tears in cur eyes, that we know exceeding 
well; Then lifting up her hands, ſhe cried out, Our Father, which art in heaven, hallowed 
be thy Name, ſp:aking theſe words in the Portugal tongue, and becauſe ſhe could ſpeak no 
more of our language, (he. very earneſtly defired us in Chineſe to tell her whether we were 
Chriſtians; we replyed that we were, and for -proot thereof, after we had kifſed that 
arm, whereon the croſs was, we--repeated all the reſt of the Lords prayer, which 
ſh: hid left unſaid , wherewith being aſſured that we were Chriſtians indeed, (he drew 
alide from the reſt there preſent, and weeping ſaid tous; Come along Chriſtians of the other 
end of the world, with her that is your true Siſter in the faith of Jeſas Chriſt, or peradven- 
ture a kinſwoman to one of you, by his fide that begot ms in this miſerable exile, and ſo go- 
ing to carry us to her houſe, the Hupes which guarded us, would not ſuffer her, ſaying, that 
if we would not continue our cravidg of alms, as the Chifun had permitted us, they would re- 
turn us back to the {hip ; but this they ſpake in regard of the ir own intereſt, for that they 
were to have the moitie of what was given ns, as I bave before declared, and accordingly 
they made as though they would have lead us thither again, which the woman perceiving, I 
underſtand your meaning, ſaid ſhe, and indeed it is but reaſon you make the beſt of your pla- 
ces, for thereby you live, ſo opening her purſe, (he gave them two Taeis in ſilver, where- 
with they were very well ſatisfied ; whereupon with the leave of the Chifus, (he carried us 
home to her houſe, and there kept us al} the while we remained in that place, making exceed- 
ing much of us, and uſing us very charitably; Here (ſh: ſhewed us an Oratory, wherein (he 
had a croſs of wood guilt, as alſo candleſticks, and a lamp of ſilver : Furthermore ſhe told us, 
that (he was named, /nez de Leyria, and her Father Tome Pirex, who had been great Am. 
baſſadour from Portugal to the King of China, and that in regard of an inſurrection with a 
Portugal Captain, made at Canton, the ¶ hineſes taking him for a Spye, & not for anAmbaſſodor, 
2$ he termed himſelf, clapped him and all his followers up in priſon, where by order of Juſtice 
five of them were put to torture, receiving ſo many, and ſuch cruel ſtripes on their bodies, 
as they died inftantly, and that the reſt were all baniſhed into ſeveral parts, together with her 
father into this place, where he married with her mother, that had ſome means, and how he 
made her a Chriſtian, living ſo ſeven and twenty years together, and converting many Gentiles 
to the faith of Chriſt, whereof there were above three hundred then abiding in that Town; 
which every Sunday aſſembled in her houſe to ſay the Carechiſme : whereupon demanding of 
her what were their accuſtomed prayers, ſhe anſwered, that ſhe uſed no other but theſe, which 
on their knees, with their eyes and hands lift up to heaven, they pronounced in this manner, 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as it ts moſt true that thou art the very Son of God, conceived by the 
Holy Ghoſt in the womb of the Virgine Mary for the ſalvation of ſinners, ſo thou wilt be 
pleaſed to forgive us our offences, that thereby We may become worthy to behold thy face in 
tbe glory of thy Kingdom, Where thou art ſitting at the right hand of the Almighty. Our 
Father which art in heaven, ballowed be thy Name. In the Name of the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghoſt, Amen. And ſo all of them kiſſing the Croſs, imbraced one another, and 
thereupon returned every one to his own home. Moreover ſhe told us, that her Father had 
left her many other prayers, which the Chineſes had ſtollen from her, ſo that (he had none left 
but thoſe before recited ; whereunto we replyed, that thoſe we had heard from her were ve- 
ty good, but before we went away we would leave her divers other good and wholſome 
prayers ; do ſo then, anſwered ſhe, for the reſpect you owe to ſo good a God, as yours is, and 
that hath done ſuch things for you, for me, and for all in general: Then eauſing the cloth to 
be laid, ſhe gave us a very good and plentiful dinner, and treated us in like ſort every meal, 
during the five days we continued in her houſe, which as I ſaid before, was permitted by the 
Chiſun in regard of a preſent that this good woman ſent his wife, whom (he earneſtly in- 
treated ſo to deal with her husband, as we might be well intreated, for that we were men of 
Whom God had a particular care, as the Chifups wite promiſed her to do with many thanks 


to her for the preſent ſhe had received; In the mean ſpace, during the five days we remained

$.2, After gur departure from the Town of Sempitay we continued our coutfe upon the Ri- 
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in her Houſe, we read the Catechiſm ſeven times to the Chriftians, wherewithall they were 
very much edifyed, beſide, Chriſtophoro Borhalho made them a little Book in the Chineſe 
tongue, containing the Pater Noſter, the Creed, the Ten Commandments, and many other 
good Prayars. After theſe things we tock cur le: ves of Inez de Leyriaand'the Chrifiians who 
gave us fitty Tacis in Silver, which ſtood us fince in good: Read, as 1 ſhall declare hereaf- 
ter, and withall /nez de Leyria gave us ſecretly fifty Tacis more, humbly deſiripg us to re» 
member her in our Prayers to God. 


ver of Batanpina, unto a place, named Leguinpau, containing about eleven or twelve thou- 
ſand fires, and very well built, at leaſt we judged fo by that we could diſcern, as alſo inclo- 
{ed with good Walls, ard Curtains round abcur it: Not fat from it was an exceeding 
long Houſe; having within it thirty Furnaces on each fide, Where a great quantity of Sil- 
ver was melted, which was brought in carts from a Mountzin, ſome five leagues off, called 
Ta xenguim: The Chineſes aſſured us, that above 2 thouſand men wrought continua lly in 
that Mine to draw out the Silver, and that the King of China had in yearly Revenue out of 
it about five thouſand Picos; This place we left about Sun-ſet, and the next day in the 
evening we arrived juſt between two little Towns, that ſtood oppoſite one to another, the 
River oaely between, the one named Pacau, ind the other Nacaa, which although they were 
little, yet were they fairly buil', nd well walled with great hewed ſtone, having a number of 
Temples,which they call Pagods, all guilt over, and enriched with Steeples and Fanes of great 
price, very pleaſing and agreeable to the eye. Now in regard of that they recounted unto us 
here of theſe ewoTowns,I hold it not amiſſe to diſcour ic it in this place, the rether for that I 
have heard it confirmed fince, and that thereby one may come to know the Original and 
Foundation of this Empire of China, whereof ancient Writers have ſpoken little rill this pre- 
ſent. It is written in the firſt Chronicle, of fourſcore which have been made of the Kings of 
China, the thirteerith Chapter, as I have heard it many times delivered, That ſix hundred 
thirty and nine years, after the Deluge there was x Country called then Gnantipotau, which 
2$ may be judged by the height of the Climate white it is ſcituated, being in ſixty two 
degrees to the Northward, abutts on the backſide of dur Germany ; In this Country lived 
at that time a Prince, named Turbano, whoſe ſtate was not very great 2 It is aid of him, 
that being a youth he had three children by a Woman, called Nancaa whom he extreamly 
affected, although the Queen his Mother then a Widow, was exceedingly diſpleaſed at it. 
This King being much importuned by the principal Perſons of his Kingdom to marry; al- 
ways excuſed himſelf alledging ſome Reaſons for it, which they did not well allow of, 
but incited by his Mother, they preſſed him fo far, that at length they perceived he had no 
intent to condeſceud unto thim, for indeed his minde was to legitimate the eldeſt Son he 
had by Nancas, and to re{ign his K:ngdome unto him; to. which effect he not long after 
put himſelf into Religion in a Temple named Giſen, which ſeems to have been the Idol of 
a certain S-& that the Remi had in their time, and that is (till at this preſent in the King - 
domes of China, Jappon, Canchenchina, Cambaya, and Siam, whereof I have ſeen mm/ 
Papods in thole Countries: But firſt having declared hi: ſaid fon King, the Queen his Mo- 
ther would by no means approve ef it, ſay ing, That fince the King her Son would needs pro 
feſi himſelf into that Religion, and leave the Kingdom without a lawful Heir, ſhe would labour 
te reme dy ſo great a diſorder, is indeed ſhe did by inſtantly marrying her ſelt, being fifty years 
of age, to a Prieſt of hers, called Silaa, that was but ſix and twenty, whom ſhe proclaimed 
King, notwithſtanding all oppoſition made to the contrary ; wher:of Turbano being pre» 
ſently advertiſed, and knowing that his Mother had done it of purpoſe to defeat his Son 
of the Crown, he got him forthwith out of his Religion for to repoſſeſs himſelf of it, and 
to that end uſed all the means nnd diligence he could, whereupon the Queen Mother, and 
Silas, fearing that which might follow thereof to both their deſtructions, it he were not 
in time, and that ſpeedily prevented, they ſecretly aſſembled ſome of their partakers, to the 
number of thirty Horſe, and fourſcore Foot, Who going one night where Turban Wi, 
ſlew him, and all his Company; Howbeit Naxcaa ſaved her ſelf, with her three Sons, 
and accompanied with certain of her Domeſt: cal Servants, ſhe imbarqued her (zlf in 8 
{mall Lanteaa, and fled away down the River to a place ſome ſeventy leagues from thence, 
where ſhe landed with thoſe few followers ſhe had: There aſſiſted with ſome others that 
teſorted unto her, ſhe fortified her ſelf in a little Iſland, that was in the middeſt of the _—_ 
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and which ſhe named Pilaunere, that ſigniſies, The retreat of the poon, wit h an intent there 
to end the reſt of her days; no x having lived: ſivæ years in t hat poor and miſerable eſtate, 
the Tyrant Silan, whom the People hated, doubting leſt ihe three young Princes coming to 
age might expell him out of what he had in juſtly uſurped upon them, or ac leaſtwiſe diſſurb 
him wich Wars, by reaſon of the right they precended to the Kingdom, he ſent a Fleet of 
thirty Jenga's, wherein, as it is ſaid, were ſixteen hundred men, for to ſeek ihem out, and de- 
froy them, whereot Nauc aa receiving intelligence fell to conſult whatſhe ſhould do, and at 
length reſolved by no means to attend theſe Forces, in regard her Sous were bur Infants, her 
ſelf a weak Woman, ber Men few in number, and unprovided of all that was neceſſary to 
make any defence againſt ſogreat a number of -Enemies, and ſo well furniſhed ; whereupon 
taking a view of her People ſhe found that they were but thirteen hundred in all, and of 
them onely five hundred Men, the reſt being Women and Children, for all which company 
there were but three little Lanteaa t, and one Jangaa, in the whole River, and they nor able 
tocarry an hundred perſons; ſo that. Nanc aa ſeeing: no means co tranſport them away, the 
Hiſtory ſ aith, She aſſembled all her People, and declaring the fear ſhe was in, deſired them to 
adviſe ber what ſhe ſhould do; but excuſmg themſelves, they ingenuouſly confeſſed, they kyew not 
what counſel to give ker in that extremity: Whereupon, according to their ancient cuſtome, 
they reſolved to catt Lots, to the end that on whom the Lot did fall ro ſpeak, he ſhould free- 
ly deliver what God would be pl-aſed to inſpire him with; For which purpoſe they took 
three days time, wherein with faſting, cries, and tears, they would all wich one voice crav : 
the fayour and aſſiſtance of the Lord Almighty, in whoſe hands was all the hope of their de- 
liverance ; This advice being approved of all in general, Nancaa made it to be proclaim « 
ed, that = pain of Death no perſon whateyer ſhould eat above once during thoſe three 
days, to the end that by this abſtinence of the Body, the Spirit might be carried wich the 
greater attention towards God. | 

The three days abſtinence being expired, Lots were caſt five times one after another, 
and all thoſe five times the Lot fell till on a little Boy of ſeven years of age, named, as the 
Tyrant was, Silau, whereat they were all exeedingly amazed, in regard that in the whole 
Troop there was not another of this ſame name: After that they had made their Sacrifices 
With all the accuſtomed Ceremonies of Muſick, Perfumes, and ſweet Odonrs, to render 
thanks unto God, they commanded the little Boy to lift up his hands unto Heaven, and then 
to ſay what he thought was neceſlary for the remedying of ſo great an A ffliction, as that 
wherein they were; Whereupon the little Boy, Silau, beholding Nanc aa, the Hiſtory af- 
ficms he ſaid theſe words; O feeble and wretched Woman, now that ſorrow land affiiition 
wakes thee more troubled and perplexed then ever thou wert, in regard of the ſmall relief that 
humane underſtanding doth repreſent unto thee, ſubmit thy ſelf with humble ſighs to the om- 
wmpotent hand of the Lord, Eſloign then, or at leaſtwiſe labour to eſloign, thy minde from the 
vanities of the Earth, hfring up thine eyes with Faith and Hope, and thou ſhalt ſee what the 
Prayers of an Innocent, afflitted and purſued before the Juſtice of him that hath created thee, 
can do; For aſſoon as in all humility thou haſt declared the weakneſs of thy power unto the Al- 
myhty, Victory will incontinenly be given thee from above over the Tyrant Silau; where- 
fore I command thee in bis Name to imbarque thy ſelf, thy Children, and all thy Followers in 
thine Enemies Veſſels, wherein amidſt the confuſed murmur of the Waters thou ſhalt wander ſo 
long, till thou arriveſt at a placew here thou art to lay the Foundation of a Houſe of that Re- 
putation, as the Mercy of the moſt High ſhall be publiſbed there from Generatiog to Generation 
by the Voice of a ſtrange People, whoſe Cries ſhall be as pleaſing to him, as thoſe of ſucking Chil. 
dren that lie in the Cradle. This ſaid, the little Boy, according to the Hiſtory, fell down 
ſtark dead to the ground, which much aſtoniſhed Næncaa, and all hers ; The ſaid Hiſtory 
furcher delivers, and as I have often heard ic read, that five days after the ſucceſs the thirty 
Jangaas were one morning ſeen coming down the River in very good equipage, but not ſo 
much as one man in them; the reaſon hereof, by the report of the Hiſtory, which che ( hi. 
neſes hold to be moſt true, was, that all cheſe Ships of War being joyned together for to exe- 
cute unmercifully upon Nancaa and her Children the cruel and damnable intentions of the 
Tyrant Silau, one night as this Fleet rode at Anchor in a place, called Carebaſoy,s huge dark 
Cloud came over them, whereout iſſued ſuch horrible Thunder and Lightning, accompanied 
with mighty Rain, the Drops whereof were ſo hot, thar falling upon them which were aſleep 


in the Veſſels, it made them leap into the Riyer, ſo as wit hin leſs, then an hour they — 
als 
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a[[; And it is ſaid that one drop of this Rain coming to fall upon a body ic burnt in ſuch ſort, 
as it penetrited to the very marrow of the bone with moſt inſupportable pain, no cloths, nor 
arms, being able co teſiſt ij. Naucaa receiving this fayour from the hand of the Lord, with 
abutidance of ceats and humble thanks, embarqued her ſelf, her children, and all her company, 
in the ſaid thitty Tangaas; and ailing down the River was catried by the rength of the cur. 
rent, which for her ſake, the Hiſtory ſaith, redoubled then, in ſeven and forty days to the ye. 
ry place where noty the City of Pequiy is built; There ſhe, and all bers landed, and doubt- 
ing leſt the Tyrant Si lau, whoſe cruelty ſhe feared, might ſtill purſue her, ſhe fortified her 
ſelf in this place the beſt ſhe could. |

The Foundation of the four chief Cities of China; togetber with which of the 
Kings of China it was that built the Wall between China and Tattaria; 

and many things that we ſaw as we paſt along. 
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0 Sect. 1. He ſaid Hiſtory delivers, that few days after the poor Nac aa, and her followets, were 
3s ſetled on ſhore, ſhe cauſed them to ſwear fealty unto her eldeſt Son, and co acknowe 
ledge him for their lawful Prince; Now the very ſame day that he received the Oath of Alle- 
geance from theſe few Subjects of his, he made election of the place where the Fortreſs ſhould 
be erected, together with the incloſure of the Wall; Afterwards, aſſoon as the firſt Foundars 
ons were laid, which was ſpeedily done, he went out of his Tent, accompanied with his 
Mother, who governed all, togethet wich his Brothers, and the chiefeſt of his company, 
atticed in feſtival Robes, wich a great Rone carried before him by the nobleſt Perſonages,which 
he had cauſed to be wrought atorehand; and arriving at the ſaid Foundations he laid his hand 
upon theStone,and on his knees, with his eyes lifted up toHeaven, he ſaid to all that were pre 
ſent, Brethren, and worthy Friends, know that I give mine own Name, that 1, Pequin, 1 
this Stone, upon which this new place is to be built, for I deſire, that hereafter it ſhould beſo 
called; wherefore I pray you all, as Friends, and command you as your King, not to call it 
otherwiſe, to the end the memory thereof may remain immortal to thoſe that ſhall come aftir 
us tothe end of the Warld ; By which means it (hall be manifeſted to all men, that the thirteemb 
day of the eighth Moon, in the year one thouſand fix hundred thirty and mue, after the Lad 
of all things created had made thoſe that lived upon the Earth, ſee bow much be ab horred the 
ſons of Men, for the which he drowned the whole World with Water, that he ſem down from 
Heaven, in ſatisfaition of hs divine Juſtice, it fhall, I ſay, be manifeſted to them, that 
the new Prince Pequin built this Fortreſs,' wherewnto he gave bis Names And ſo conform» 
able to the Propheſie, which the dead thilde hath delivered, it ſhall be publiſhed over all, by ibi 
voice of ſtrange People, in what manner the Lord ib to be feared, aud what Sacrifices are tobe 
made, that they may be juſt and acceptable unto him. Now this was that which King Peqws 
ſaid unto his Vaſſals, and which is at this day to be ſeen engtaven on a filver Scutcheon, fatter» 
ed to an Arch of one of the principal Gates of the City, called Pommicotay, where in me- 
mory of this Prophecy, there is ordinarily a Guard of forty Halberdiers, with cheir Captain, 
whereas there are but onely four in all the reft,who are bound to render an account of all that 
paſs in and out there daily; And becauſe the Hiſtories relate, that this new King laid tbe fir 
foundation of this City on the 3d of the moneth of Auguſt, the Kings of { hina do on that diy 
uſually ſhevy themſelves to the People, and that wich ſuch Pomp and Majeity, that I pro» 
feſs I am not able to declare the leaſt part of it, much leſs co deſcribe the whole. Now ia 
regard of this firſt Kings words, which the C hieſes hold for an infallible Prophecy, his De- 
ſcendants do ſo fear the accompliſhmenc thereof, that by a Law expreſly made by them, the 
admittance of any Strangers into this Kingdom, ſa ving Ambaſſadours and Slaves, is forbidden 
upon moſt grieyous pains So that when any do chance to arrive there, they baniſh chem pre- 
ſently from one place to another, not permitting them to ſettle any where,as they practiſedit 
towards me, and my eight companions, And thus, as I have ſuccinctly delivered, was this Em- 
pire of ¶ hina founded, and peopled by the means of this Prince, named Pegwin, the eldeſt of 
Nancaa's three Sons; As for the ot het two, called Pacan and Nacau, they afterwards found- 
ed the other two Towns aforeſaid, and wit hall gave them theit own Names, It is alſo the 
general opinion, that their Mother Næucaa founded the City of Nanguin, which took its 
denomination from her, continuing ſo to this day, and is the ſecond City of this great Mo- 
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narchy. The Hiſtories furt her affirm, that from the time of chis fir Founder, the Eapice of 
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China augmented always from one King to another, by a juſt Succeſſion till a certain Age, 


which according to out Computation, was in the Year of Lord, one thound one hundred 
and thirty 3 After which a King that then reigned, named X;xpas, incloſeg.che City of Pe- 
quis, within the ſpace of three and twenty years, in ſuch manner as it is ſeen at this day, and 
that fourſcore and two years after another King, his Grand-childe, called Jumbileytay, made 
the like, ſo that both together were ſixty leagues in circuit, namely, each of them thirty, ten 
in length, and five in breadth: Now ic is certain, and I have often times read it, that each of 
theſe Incloſures, or Walls, hat h a thouſand and threeſcore round Bulwarks, as alſo two hun- 
dred and forty Towers, very fair, firong, large, and high, with gilt Lions vpon Globes, being 
the Arms of the Kings of China, which are very pleaſing to the eye. Without the laſt Inclo- 
ſure is an exceeding great Ditch round about it, ten fathom deep, and forty broad, continually 
repleniſhed with many Barques and Boats, covered over head as if they were Houſes, where 
boch Proviſions, and all ſarts of Merchandiſe are ſold. This City, according to the Chineſes re- 
port, hath above three hundted and threeſcore Gates, in each of which, is I have before re- 
citecht here are always fourHalberdiers,who are obliged co render an account of all that go in 
and our daily: There ate alſo certain Chambers in it, whither it is the cuſtome to bring ſuch 
Children as wander and go aſtray, in the Town; to the end their Parents that loſe them may 
be ſure to heat of them there. I will refer my ſpeaking more largely of the Magnificences of 
this goodly City to another place, for that which I have now delivered in haſte, and as it were 
en paſſant, was but to make a brief Relation of the original of this Empire, and of the firft 
Founder of the City of Pequin, (which may be truly ſaid to be the chiefeſt of all the World 
for greatneſs, policy, tiches, ind abundance of all things that can be defired of man) as alſo of 
the Foundation of the ſecond City of this mighty Kingdom, ttut is Nanquin, and of the 
other two. Pacas and Naras, wie teof I have heretofore ſpoken, and in which the Found- 
ers of them are buried in very. ſtately and rich Temples, within Tombs of white and green 
Alabaſter, all garniſhed wich Gold, and erected upon Lions of Silver, with a world of 
Lamps, and perfuming Pans full of divers ſores of ſweet Odours round about them. 

Now chat I have ſpoken of the —_— Foundation of this Empire, together wich the 
circuit of che gteat City of Pœain, I ho'd it not amiſs to intreat as ſuccinctly as I may of 
mother particular,which is no leſs admirable then choſe wheteof I have made mention before: 
It is ritten in the fifth Book of the Scĩtuation of all the remarkable places of this Empire, ot 
rather Monarchy, (tor to ſpeak truly, there is no appellation ſo great but may be well att ti- 
bured unto it) that a King, named C7:/nage! Dicotay, who according to the computation of 
that Book, reigned in the year of our Lord five hundred and eighteen, happened to make war 
with the Tatar, about ſome difference between them concerning the State of Xenxinapas, 
that borders on the Kingdom of Lauhos,and ſo valiantly demeaned himſelf in a Bittel agaiuſt 
him, that be defeated his Army, and remained Maſter of. the Field ; whereupon the Tartar 
confederating himſelf with other Kinge, his Friends, did by their aſſiſlance aflemble toget het 
greater Forces then the former, and therewith invaded the Kingdom of China, where (it is 
{aid) he took three and chitty very important Towns, of which the principal was Panquilor, 
inſomuch that the Chineſe fearing he ſhould not be well able to defend himſelf, concluded a 
Peace with him upon cendicion to relinquiſh his right, which he pretended to that in queſtion 
berwixt them, ind to pay him two thouſand Picos of Sil ver for to defray the Charges of choſe 
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ſttangers the Tartar had encertained in this War ; by this means China continued for a good 


while quiet, but the King doubt ing leſt the ar might in time to come return to annoy 
him again, reſolved cofbuttd a Wall, that might ſerve for a Bulwark to his Empire ʒind to that 
end calling all his Eſtates together, he declared his determination unto them, which was 
preſently not onely well approved of, but held moſt neceſlary ; ſo that to enable him for the 
performance of a buſineſs ſo much concerning his Rate, they gave him ten thouſand Picos of 
Silver,which amount, according to our account, unto fifteen Mi'lions of Gold,afcer the rate of 
fifteen hundred Ducates each Pico; and moreover they encertained him two hundred and fifty 
thouſand men to labour in the work, whereof thirty thouſand were appointed for Officers, 
and all the reſt for manual feryices ; Order being taken then for whatioever was thought fic 
for ſo prodigious ap enterpriſe, they fell to ic in ſuch ſott, as by the report of the Hiſtory all that 


buge Walllwas in ſe ven and twenty years quite finiſhed from one end to the other; which if 


credit may be given to the ſane Chronicle is ſeventy Jaos in length, char is ix W and 
teen 
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fifreen miles aftet nine miles every ao; be rein that which ſeemed molt wonderfull and 
moſt exceeding the belief of man, was that ſeven hundred and fifty thouſand men laboured 
inceſſantly for long a time in K hat great work, Whereof the Commonalty, as I delivered 
before, furniſheg:vne third part 3 the Priefts, and Iſles of Aynen, another third; and the King 
aſſiſied by rhe Prices, Loros, Chaems, and Axchacys of the Kingdom, the reſt of the build. 
ing; which I have both ſeen and meaſured, being thirty foot in height,-andten foot in 


breadth, where it is thickeſt : It is made of Lime and Sar, ;ndplaiſtered on the outſide with 


4 kind of Bitumen, Which renders it {0 ſtrong, t hat no Cannon can demoliſh it:Inſtead of Bul. 


warks it bath Sentt ies, or Watch. towers, two ſages high, flanked with Butt reſſes of Carpen- 


tty made of a certain black wood, which they call Caubeſy, that is to ſay, Wood of Iron, be- 
cauſe it is exceeding ſtrong and hard, every Butt reſs being as thick as an Hogſhead, and ye. 
ry high, ſo that theſe Sentries are far ſtronger then if they were made of Lime and Stone. 


No this Wall, by them termed Chanfacar, which ſignifies, Strong refſkarnbe; extends in 


height equal to the Mountains, whereungo it is joyned, and that t hoſe Mountains 2000 


may ſerve for a Wall they are cut down very ſmooth and fleep, which renders them (gr 


ſttonger then the Wall ic ſelf ; but you muſt know that in all this extent of land there is uo 
Wall but in the void ſpaces from Hill to Hill, ſo that the Hills chemſelves make up the re 
of the Wall and Fence : Further it. is to be noted, that in this whole length of an hundred 


and fifteen leagues, which this Fortification contains, there are are hut onely 5 Entries where- 


by the Rivers of 7arraria do paſs, which are derived from the impetuous Torrents that 
deſcend from theſe Mountains, and running above five hundred leagues in the Country, ten- 
der themſel ves into the Seas of (hina and ¶ auc henc hina; howbeit one of theſe Rivers, be. 
ing greater then the reſt, diſemboques by the Bay of Cuy in the Kingdom of So urnau, com- 
monly called Siam. Now in all theſe five Paſſages both the King of China, and the King 
of Tartaria, keep Garriſons ; the Chineſe in each of them entercains ſeven thouſand men gi 
ving them great pay, whereof fix thouſand are Horſe, the reſt Foot, being for the moſt put 
ftrangers, as Mogores, Pancrws, Champaas, Coroſones, Gizares of Perſia, and other dif- 
ferent Nations, bordering upon this Empire, and which in confideration of the extraordis 
nary pay they receive, ſerve the Chineſes ; who (to ſpeak truthJare nothing couragious, as be. 
ing bur little uſed to the Wars, and ill provided of Arms and Artillery. In all this length 


of Wall there are three hundred and twenty Companies, each of them containining five hun- 


dred Souldiers|; ſo that there are in all one hundred and threeſcore thouſand men, belideg 
Officers of Juſtice, Auchacis, Charms, and other ſuch like perſons neceſſary for the Go- 
vernment, and entertainment of theſe Forces; ſo that all joyned together make up the 
number of two hundred thouſand, which are all maintained at the Kings onely charge, by rex 
ſon the moſt of them are Malefactours condemned to the reparations and labour of the 
Wall, as I ſha'l more amply declare when I come to ſpeak of the Priſon deſtined to this pu- 
poſe, in the City of Pequn, which is alſo another Edifice, very remarkable, wherein there ate 
continually above thirty chouſand Priſoners, the moſt of them from eighteen co forty fire 
years of age, appointed ro work in this Wall, 

Being departed from thoſe two Towns Pacas and Nacay, we continued our courſe upthe 


808. 2. River, and arrived at another Town, called Aindoo, ſome what bigger then thoſe from 


7 


whence we parted, where about half a mile off was a great Lake of Saltwater, and a num- 
ber of Salc-honſes round about it; The Chineſes iſſuted us, that this Lake did ebb and flow 
like the Ses, and that it extended above tg hundred leagues into the Country, rendring 
the King of China in yearly Revenue one hufred thouſand T ae, onely for the third of the 
Salt that was drawn out of it; as alſo that the Town yielded him other one hundred thouſand 
Tais for the Silk alone that was made there, not ſpeaking at all of the Camphire, Sugar, 
Pourcelain, Vermilion, and Quick-filver, whereof there was very great plenty; moreover, 
that ſome two leagues from this Town were twelve exceeding long Houſes, like unto 
Magazines, where a world of people laboured in caſting and purifying of Copper, and the 
horrible din which the Hammers made there was ſuch, and ſo firange, as if there were 
any thing on earth that could repreſenc Hell this was it; wherefore being defirous io un- 
derſtand the cauſe of this extraordinary noiſe, we would needs go to ſee from whence it 
proceeded ; and we found that there were in each of theſe Houſes forty Fornaces, that is 
twenty of either ſide, with forty huge Anvils, upon every of Which eight men beat in ot. 


der, and ſo ſwiftly, as a mans eye could hardly diſcern the blows, ſo as three hundred and 
twenty 
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twenty area w:ought in each of theſe twelve Houſes, which in all the twelve Houſes made 
ap three thouſand eight hundred and forty workmen, beſide a great number of other per- 
ſons th it laboured in other particular things; whereupon we demanded how much Copper 
might be wrought every year in each of theſe Houſes, and they told us, one hundred and 


$ ten or ſix{core thouſand Picot, whereof the King had two thirds, becauſe the Mines were his, 


and that the Monntain from whence it was drawn was cilled { orotum baga, which ſig- 
nifizs a River of Copper, for that from the time ſince it was diſcovered, being above two 
hundred years, it never failed, but rather more and more was found, Havirg paſt about a 
league beyond thoſe twelve Houſes up the River, we came to a place incloſ:d with chres 
ranks of Iron grates, where we beheld thirty Houſes, divined into five rows, fix ia each 
row, Which were very long and compleat, with great Towers full of Bells of caft mettle, 
ani much carved work, as alfo guilt Pillars, and the Frontiſpieces of fair hewed ſtone , 
whereupon many Iaventious were engraved : At this place we went aſhore by the Chi- 
ſau permiſſion, that carried us, for that he had made a Vow to this Pagod, which was cal- 
ied Bigay potim, that is to ſay, God of an hundred and ten thouſand Gods, Corchoo fungane 
ginaco ginaca, Which according to their report ſignifies, frong and great above all others, 
for one of the Errors here with theſe wretched people are blinded is, that they beleeve e- 
very particular thing hath its God, who hath created it, and preſerves its natural being, bat 
tht thu Bigay pot im brought them all forth from under his armepitr,and that from him as a 

father, they derive their being, by a filial union, Which they term Bira Porentaſay; And in the 
Kingdom of Pegu, where 1 have often been, I have ſeen one like unto this, named by theſe 

of the cauntry Ginocoginans, the God of all greatneſs, which Temple wat in times paſt built 
by the Chintſes, when as they commanaed in the Indiacs, being according to their ſupputati- 
on from the year of our Lord jeſus (hriſt 1013. to the year 1072. by Which account it ap- 
pears that the Indiaes Were under the Empire of China but onely fifty and nine years, for 
the ſucceſſor of him that conquered it, called Exiragano, voluntarily abandoned it in regard of 
the great expence of mony and bloud that the unprofitable keeping of it coſt him : In thoſe thir- 
ty Houſes, whereof I formerly ſpake, were 2 great number of Idols of guilt Wood, and a 
like number of Tin, Latten, and Pourcelain, being indeed fo many, as I ſhould hardly be 
believed to declare them. Now we had not palt above five or fix leagues from this place 
but we came to a great Town, about a league in circuit, quite deſtroyed and ruinated, fo 
that asking the Chineſes what might be the cauſe thereof, they told us, that this Town was 

anciently called Cohilonzazthat is, The flower of the field, and had in former times been in very 
great proſperity, and that about one hundred forty and two years before, a certain ſtranger, 
ja the company of ſome Merchants of the Port of Tanagarim in the Kingdom of Siam, 
chanced to come thither, being as it ſee ms an holy man, although the Boxzes ſaid he was 
a Sorcerer, by reaſon of the wonders he did, having raiſ:d up five dead men, and wrought 
many other Miracles, wherea: all men were exccedingly a!toniſhed ; and that having di- 
vers times diſputed with the Prieſts he had ſo ſhamed and contounded them, as fearing to 

deal ꝛay more with him, they inceoſed the Inhabitants aga inſt him, and perſwides them to 
pu: him to death, affi ming that otherwiſe God would coaſume them with fire from Hea- 
ven, whereupon all the Town{men went unto the Houſe of a poor Weaver, where he lodg- 

ed, and Killing the Weaver, with his ſon and two ſons in Law of his, that would have de- 

fended him, the Holy man came forth to them, and reprehending them for this uproar, he 

told them amonelt other things, That the God of the Lam, whereby they were ta be ſaved Was 

called Jeſus Chriſt, who came down from heaven to the earth for to become a man, and that it wa 

nee dful he ſhould dye for men, aud that With the price of his precious blond, Which he ſhed for 

ſonners upn the (roſſe, God was ſatisfied in hu juſtice, and that giving him the charge of Hea- 
ven. and Earth, be had promiſed him, that whoſoever profeſſed bis La With Faith and good 

Works ſborld be ſaved, and have everlaſting life ; and withall, that the gods whom the Bon- 

zes ſerved and adored with ſacrifices of bloud, were falſe, and Idols, wherWwith the Devil dee 

ceived them; Here at the Chuichmen entred into fo great furie, that they called unto the 

people ſaying, Curſed be he that brings not wood and fire for to burn him, which was pre- 

ſently put in execution by them, and the firebeginning exceedingly to rage the Holy man 

lid certain Prayers, by vertue whercof the fire incontinently went out, wherewith ihe 

people being amazed cryed out, ſaying, Doubileſſe the Godof this man is moſt mighty, and 

wort hy to be adored throug hout the whole World, which one of the Bonzes hearing, — — 

ringleader 
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ring-leader of this mutiny, and ſeeing the Toe men retire away in conſideration of that they had 
be held, he threw a ſtone at the holy man, ſaying, They which do not as I do, may the Serpent ef the 
wight ingulf them into hell fire. At theſe words all the other Bon ⁊es did the like, ſo that he was 
preſently krock'd down dead with the ſtones they flarg at him, whereupon they caſt him into 
the river, which moſt prodigiouſly ſtaid its courſe from running down, and ſo continued for the 
ſpace of five days together that the body lay in it; By means of this wonder many imbraced the 
law of that holy man, whereof there are a great number yet remaining in that country: Whileſt 
the Chineſes were relꝛtirg thishiſtory unto us, we arrived at a point of land, where going to dou. 
ble Cape, we deſcryed a little place environed with trees, in the midft whereot was a great 
croſs of ſtone very well made, which we no ſooner eſpied, but tranſported with exceeding 
joy, we fell on our knees before our Conductor, humbly defirirg him to give us leave to goon 
(hoar, but this Heathen dog refuſed us, ſay ing, that they had a great way yet to the place where 
they were to lodge, whereat we were mightily grieved ; Howbeit Cod of his mercy, even 
miraculovſly fo ordered it, that being gore about a league further, his wife fell in labour, ſo as 
he ws conſtrained to return to that place again, it being a Village of thirty or forty houſes, 
hard by where the Croſs ſtood : Here we went on land, and placed his wife in an houſe, where 
ſome nine days after (ſhe died in Child-bed, during which time we went to the Croſs, and pro- 
ſtrating our ſelves before it with tears in our eyes; The people of the Village beholding us in 
this poſture, eame to us, and kneeling down alſo, with their hands lift up to heaven, they ſaid, 
Chriſto Jeſu, Jeſu Chriſto, Maria micauvidau late impone model, which in our torgue ſig- 
nifies, eſus Cbriſt, Jeſus Chriſt, Mary always a Virgine conceived him, a Virgine brought 
him forth, and a Virgine ſtill remained; whereunto we weeping anſwered, that they ſpake 
the very truth; Then they asked us if we were Chriſtians, we told them we were, which 1 
foon as they underſtood they carried us home to the ir houſes, where they entertained us with 
great affection; Now all theſe were Chriſtians,and deſcended of the Weaver, in whoſe houſe the 
holy man was lodged, of whom demanding whether that which the Chineſes had told us was 
true; they ſhewed us a book that contained the whole hiſtory thereof at large, with many o- 
ther wonders wrought by that holy man, who they ſaid was named Matthew Eſcandel, md 
that he was an Hermit of Mount Sinai, being an Hus garian by nat ion, and born in place 
called Buda: The ſame book alſo related that nine days after this Saint was buried, the ſaid 
Town of Cohilouzaa, where he was murthered, began to tremble in ſuch ſort, as all the peo- 
ple thereof in a mighty fright, ran out into the fields, and there continued in their tents, not 
daring to return unto their houſes, for they cried out all with one common conſent, The blood of 
this ſtranger craves vengeance for the unjuſt death the Bonzes hath given him, becauſe he 
preached the truth unto us; But the Bonzes rebuked and told them, that they. committed a 
great fin in ſaying ſo, Ne vertheltſs, they willed them to be of good cheer, for they would go 
all to Qiay Tiguarem, God of thenight, and requeſt him to command the earth to be quiet, 
otherwiſe we would offer him no more ſacrifices:}Immediately whereupon all the Bonzes went 
accordingly in proceſſion to the ſaid Idol, which was the chiefeſt in the Town, but none of the 
ople durſt follow them, for fear of ſome earthquake, which the very next night, about ele- 
ven of the clock, as thoſe diveliſh monſters were making their ſacrifices, with odoriferous per- 
fumes, and other ceremonies, accuſtomed amongſt them, increaſed fo terribly, that by the 
Lords permiſſion, nd for a juſt puniſhment of their wickedneſs, it quite overthrew all the 
Temples, houſes, and other edifices of the Town to the ground, wherewith all the Bones 
were killed, not ſo much as one eſcaped alive, being in number above four thouſand, as the 
book delivereth, wherein it is farther ſaid, that afcerwards the earth opening ſuch abundance 
of water came forth, as it clean overwhelmed and drowned the whole Town, ſo that it be- 
came a great lake, and above an hundred fathom deep; moreover they recounted many other 
very ſtrange particulars unto us, and alſo however ſince that time the place was named Fiun. 
ganorſte, that is, the chaſtiſement of heaven, whereas before it was called Cobilou daa, 


$.4. which ſignifies, the flower of the field, as T have declared heretofore. 


After our Departure from the ruines of Fiunganorſee, we arrived at a great Town, called 
Junquinilau, which is very rich, abounding with all kind of things, fortified with a ſtrong Gar- 
rifon ot Horſe and Foot, and having a number of Junks and Veſſels riding before it: Here 
we remained five days to celebrate the Funeral of our Chiſuus wife; for whoſe ſoul he gave 
us by way of: alms both meat and clothes, and withall freeing us from the oar, permitted us 


to go aſhore without irons, which was a very great caſe unto us. Having left this place, we 
| con- 
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continued our courſe up the river,beholding ſtill on either fide a world of goodly great Towns ini 
vironed with ſtrong walls, as alſo many Fortreſſes and Caftles all along che waters fide; we ſaw 
likewiſe a great number of Temples, whoſe Steeples were all guilt, and in the fields ſuch a- 
bundance of cartel that the ground was even covered over with them, ſo far as we could well 
diſcern : Moreover there were ſo miny veſſels upon this river, eſpecially in ſome patts, where 
Fairs were kept, that at firſt ſight one would have thought them to be populous Towns, be- 
fides other leſſer companies of three hundred, five hundred, fix hundred, and a thouſand boats, 
which continually we met wichsll on both fides of the river, wherein all things that one could 
imagine were fold ; Moreover che Chineſes aſſured us, that in this Empire of China, the num- 
er of thoſe which levied upon the rivers, was not leſs, then thoſe that dwelled in th: Towns, 
and that without the good order which is obſerved to make the common people wotk, and 
to conſtrain the meaner ſort to ſupply themſelves unto trades, for to get their living, they 
woul j eat up one another. Now it is to be noted, t hat every kind of traffique and commerce 
is d:vided among them into three or four forms, as followeth : They which trade in Ducks, 
whereof th te are great quantities in this Countrey, proceed therein div:rſly ; ſome cauſe 
their «gs to be hatched for to ſell the Ducklings, others fat them when they are great for to 
ſell them dead atrer they are ſalted; Theſe traffique only with the egs, others with the fea- 
thers, and ſome with the heads, feet, gizards, and 1ntrails, no men being permitted to trench 
upon his companions ſale, under the penalty of thirty laſhes, which no priviledg can ex mpt 
them from: In che ſam: manner, concerning hogs, ſome (ell them alive, and by whole ſale, 
others dead, and by retail, ſome make bacon of them, others ſell their pigs, and ſome again 
ſell nothing but the chitterlings, the ſweet-breads, the blood, and the haſlets; which is alſo ob- 
ſerv:d for fiſh, for ſuch a one ſels it freſh, that cannot ſell it either ſalted or dried, and ſo of 
other Pcoviſions, as fleſh, fruit, fowls, veniſon, pulſe, and other things, wherein ſuch rigour is 
uſed, as there are chambers expreſl/ eſtabliſhed, whoſe officers have cammiſſion and power 
to ſee, that they which trade in one particular may not do it in another, if it be not for 
juſt and — _ and — — — of thirty laſhes. There be others Com = get their 
livi ſelli ive, which to that purpoſe they keep in te well-boats, ſo ca 
— — countrys, where they — bur ale fiſh. There are likewite 
all along this river of Batampina, whereon we went from Nauquis to Pequin, which is di- 
ſtant one from the other one hundred and fourſcore leagues, ſuch a number of engines for ſu- 
gar, and preſſes for wine and oyl, made of divers ſorts of pulſe and fruit, as one could hardly 
lee any other thing on either fide of the water. In many other places alſo there were an inft- 
nite company of Houſes, and Magazines full of all kinds of proviſion, that one could imagine, 
where all ſorts of fleſh are ſalted, dried, ſmoaked, and piled up in great high heaps, as gammons 
of Bacon, Pork, Lard, Geeſe, Ducks, Cranes, Buſtards, Oſtriches, Stags, Cows, Buffles, wild 
Goats, Rhinoceroſes, Horſes, Tygers, Dogs, Foxes, and almoſt all other creatures that one can 
name, ſo that we ſaid many times amongft our ſelves, that it was not poſſible for all the peo- 
ple of the world to eat up all thoſe proviſions. We ſaw bkewiſe upon the ſame river, a number 
of Veſſels, which they call Paneuras, covered from the poup to the prow with nets, in 
manner of a cage, three inches high, tull of ducks and geeſe, that were carried from place to 
place to be ſold ; when the Owners of thoſe boats would have theſe fowl to feed, they ap- 
proach to the Land, and where there are rich medows, or marſhes, they ſet forth Planks, pen- 
ning the doors of thoſe cages, they beat three or four times upon a Drum, which they have 
expreſly for that purpoſe, whereupon all theſe fowl, being fix or ſeven thouſand at the leaſt, 
go out of the boat with a mighty noiſe, & ſo fall co feeding all along the waters fide;Now when 
the Owner perceives, that theſe fowl have fed ſufficiently, and chat it is time to return them, he 
beats the drum the ſecond time, at the ſound whereof they gather all together, and re-enter with 
the ſame noiſe, as they went out, wherein it is ſtrange to obſerve,that they return all in again, not 
ſo much as one miſſing. That done, the Maſter of the boat parts from that place, and afterwards 
when he thinks it is time fot them to lay, he repairs towards land, and where he finds the 
dry, and good graſs, he opens the doors, and beats the drum again, at which all the fowl of the 
boat come torth to lay, and then at ſuch time as the Maſter judges that theſe fowl have laid, be 
beats his drum afreſh, and ſuddenly in haſte they all throng in to the boat, not ſo much as one 
remaining hehind; Thereupon two or three men get aſbore, with baskets in their hands, wheres 
into they gather up the egs, till they have gotten eleven or twelve baskers full, and fo they 


Proceed on their voyage to mak: (ale of their my being almoſt ſpent, to fiors ſclvcy 
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ſelves anew, they go for to buy more unto them that breed them, whoſe trade it is to ſell 
them young, for they are not ſuffered to keep them when they are great, as the others do, 
by reaſon, as | have ſaid before, no man may deal in any commodity for which he hathnor 


permiſſion from the Governors of the Towns. They that get their living by breeding of 


Ducks have neer to their Houſes certain Ponds, where many times they keep ten or <leven 
thouſand of theſe duckings, ſome bigger, ſome leſſer. New for to hatch the Eggs, they 
have in very long galleries twenty and thirty furnaces full of dung, wherein they bury two 
hundred, three hundred, and five hundred Eggs together, then topping the mouth of each 
furnace that the dung may become the hotter, they leave the Eggs there till they think the 
young ones are diſcloſed, whereupon putting into every ſeveral furnace a Capon halt pul- 
led, and the skin ft: ipt from off his breſt, they leave him ſhut up therein for the ſpace of two 
dayes, at the end whereof being all come out of the ſhell, they carry them into certain pla. 
ces under ground made for that purpoſe, ſetting them bran ſoaked in liquor, and ſo being 
left there looſe ſome ten or eleven day es, they go after wards of themſelves into the ponds, 
where they feed and bring them up for to ſell them unte thoſe former Merchants, who 
trade with chem into divers paris, it being unlawfull for one to trench upon anothers traf. 
fick, as I have before related, ſo that in the Markets and publique places, where proviſions 
for the mouth are ſold, if aby that ſell Goole Eggs do chance to be taken ſeazed with Hens 
Eggs and it is ſuſpeRed that they ſell of them, they are preſently puniihed with thirty laſhes 
on the bare Buttocks, without hearing any juſtification they can make tor themſelves, being 
as I have ſaid, found ſeazed of them, ſo that if they will have Hens Eggs for their own 
uſe, to avoid incurring the penalty of the Law they mult be broken at one end, whereby 
it may appear that they keep them not to ſell, but to eat. As for them that ſell Fiſh a- 
live, it any of theit Fiſh chance to die, they cut them in pieces, and ſal: ing them (ell them 
at the price of ſalt-fiſh, which is leſſe then that of . freſh-fiſb, wherein they proceed ſo ex- 
actly, that no man dares paſſe che limits, which are pre ſei ibed and ordained by the Con- 
chalis of the State, upon pain of moſt ſevere puniſhment, for in all this Country the King is 
ſo much reſpeRed, and ] uſtice ſo feared, as no kinde of perſon, how great ſoever, dares 
gwrmur, or look awry at an Officer, no not at the very Hwppes, which are as the Bayliffs 


or Beadles amongft us. 
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The order which is obſerved in the moving Towns that are made upon the Ri- 
vers, and that Which further befell iu. 


5.1. Ee ſaw likewiſe all along this great River a number of Hogs both wilde and do- 


meſtick, that were kept by certain men on horſeback, and many herds of tame red 
Deer, which were driven from place to place like Sheep, to feed, all lamed of their right 
legs, to hinder them from running away, and they are lamed ſo, when they are but Calves, 
to avoid the danger, that otherwiſe they might incur of their lives: We ſaw alſo divers 
Parks, wherein a world of Dogs were kept to be ſold to the Butchers, for in theſe Coun» 
tries they eat all manner of Fleſh, whereof they know the price, and of what creatur-s they 
are, by the choppings they make of them; moreover we met with many ſmall Barques, 
whereof ſome, were full of Pigs, others of Tortoiſes, Frogs, Otters, Adders, Eecles, Snails, 
and Lizards, for as I have ſaid, they buy there of all thatis judged good to eat ; now to the 
end that ſach proviſions may paſle at an eaſier rate, all that ſell them are permittted to 
make traffick of them in ſeveral faſhions ; true it is, that in ſome things they have greater 
Franchiſes, then in others, to the end that by means thereof no Merchandiſe may want ſale: 
And becauſe the Subject I now treat of diſpences me to ſpeak of all, I will relate that which 
we further obſerved there, and whereat we were much abaſhed, judging thereby how fat 
men ſuffer themſelves to be carried by their Intereſts, and extream avarice; you mult know 
then that in this Country there are a many of ſuch as make a trade of buying and ſelling 
mens Excrements, which is not ſo mean a Commerce amongſt them, but that there are ma- 
ny of them grow rich by it, and arc held in good account; now theſe Excrements ſerve to 
manure grounds that are newly grubb'd, which is found to be far better for that purpoſe 
then the ordinary dung: They which make a trade of baying it go up and down the ſtreets 


with certain Clappers; like our Spictle men, whereby they give to underſtand wo — 
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deſire without publiſhing of it other wiſe to people, in regard the thing is filthy of it ſelf; whereun- 
to I will adde thus mach, that this commodity is ſo much eſteemed ainonſt them, and ſo great a 
trade driven of it, that into one ſea port, ſometimes there comes in one tyde two or thre? 
hundred Sayls laden with it: Oftentimes alſo there is ſuch ſtriving for it, as the Governours of 
the place are fain to enterpoſe their authority for the diſtribution of this goodly commod tv, 
and all for to minure their grounds, which ſoyled with it, bears three crops in one year. We 
ſaw many bouts likewiſe laden with dryed orange pills, wherewith in victualing houſcs they 
boyl dogsfl:th, for to take away the rank favour and humidity of it, as allo to reader it more 
firm: In brief, we ſaw ſo many Vaucant, Lanteaas, and Barcaſſes, in this river, ledn with 
all kinds of proviiion, that either the ſca or land produces, and that in ſuch abundance, as |! 
mult confeſs I am not able to expreſſe it in words; for it is not pofſibk to imag ne the in- 
finite ſtore of things that are in this Country, of each whereof you (hall ſee two or three hun- 
dred Veſſels together at a time, all full, eſpecially at the Fairs, and Markers, that are kept up- 
on the ſolemn. feſtival days of their Pagodes, for then all the fairs are free, and the Pagodes 


| for the moſt part are ſeituated on the banks of rivers, to the end all commodities may th: 


more commodiouſly be brought thither by water. Now when all theſe veflels come to joyn 
together, during theſe Fairs, they take ſuch order, as they make as it were 4 great and fair 
Town of them, ſo that ſometimes you fhall have of them a league in length, and three quar- 
ters of a league in bredth, being compoſed of above twenty thouſand veſſels, belides B a/oxs, 
Guedees, and Manchuas, which are ſmall boats, whoſe number is infinite; For the Govern- 
ment hereot there are threeſcore Captains appointed, of which thirty are to ſee good 
order kept, and the other thirty are for the guard of the Merchants that come thither, 
to the end they may fail in ſafery ; Moreover there is above them a Chaem, who hath abſo- 
lute power both in civil, and criminal cauſes, without any appeal or oppoſition whatſoever, 
during the fifteen days, that this Fair laſts, which is from the new to the full Moon; And in- 
deed more come to ſee the policy, order, and beauty of this kind of Town, then otherwiſe ; 
for to ſpeak the truth, the framing ol it in that manner with veſſels, makes it more to be ad- 
mired then all the Edifices that can be ſeen upon the land ; There are in this moving Town two 
thouſand ſtreets, excceding long, & very ſtrait, incloſed on either fide with ſhips, moſt of which 
are covered with (ilks, and adorned with a world of banners, flags, and ſtreamers, wherein all 
kind of commodities that can be deſired, are to be ſold ; In other ſtreers are as many trades to 
be ſeen, as in any Town on the Land, amidſt the which they that traffique, go up and down 
in little Manc hu as, and that very quietly, and without any diſorder ; Now it by chance any 
one is taken ſtealing, he is inſtancly puniſhed according to his offence ; As ſoon as it is night, 
all cheſs ſteers are (hue up with cords athwart them, to the end none may paſle after the re- 
treat ſounded ; In each ot theſe ſtreets there are at leaſt a duzen of lanthorns, with lights bur- 
ning, faſtened a good heighth on the Matts of the veſſels, by means whereof all that go in and 
out are ſeen, ſo that it may be known who they are, from whence they come, and what they 
would have, to the end the Chaem may the next morning receive an account thereof ; And 
truly to behold all theſe lights together in the night, is a ſight ſcarce able to be imagined, nei- 
ther is there a ſtreet without a Bell, and a Sentinel, ſo as when that of the Chacms (hip is 
heard to ring, all the other bels anſwer it, with ſo great a noiſe of voices adjoyned thercunto, that 
we were almoſt beſides our ſelves, at the hearing of a thing, which cannot be well conceived ; 
and that was ruled with ſuch good order: In every of theſe ſtrects, even in the poorelt of them, 
there is a Chappel to pray in, tramed upon great Barcaſſes, like to Gallies, very neat, and ſo 
well accommodated, that for the moſt part they are enriched with ſills, and cloth of gold; In 
theſe Chappels are their Idols, and Priefts which adminiſter their ſacrifices, aod receive the 
ofterings that are made them, wherewith they are abundantly furniſhed for their living; Out 
of each ſtreet, one of the moſt account, or chiefeſt Merchant is choſen to wacch all night in his 

turn with thoſe of his Squadron, beſides the Captains of che government, who in Ballons, 

walk the round without, to the end no thiefe may eſcape by any avenue whatſoever, and 

for that pui poſe theſe guards cry as loud as they can that they may be heard. Amongſt the 

moſt remarkable things, we ſaw one ſtreet, where there were above an hundred veſſels, la- 

den with Idols of guile wood, of divers faſhions, which were ſold for to be offered to the Pa- 

godes, together with à world of feet, thighs, arms, and heads, that ſick folks bought to offer 

in devotion ; There alſo we beheld other hips, covered with ſilk hangings, where Comedies, 


and other playes were repreſented to entertain the people withall, which in great numbers

flocked thither ; In other places, Bils of excbarge for Heaven were ſold, whereby theſe Prieſts 
of the Divel promiſed them many merits, with great intereſt, affi ming that withcut theſe 
bils they could not poſſibly be ſaved, for that God, ſay they, is a mortal ene my to all ſuch 28 
do not ſome good to the Pagodes, whereupon they tell them ſuch fables and lies, as theſe un- 
happy wretches do often times take the very bread frem their mouths to give it them ; There 
were alſo other veflelsall laden with dead mens skuls, which diveis men bought for to preſent 
as an offering, at the tombs of their friends, when they ſhould happen to dye; for, ſay they, as 
the deceaſed is laid in the grave in the company of theſe skuls, fo (hall his ſoul enter into Hea- 
ven, atterded by thoſe unto whom thoſe skuls belonged, wherefore when the Forter of Pa- 
radiſe (hall ſee ſuch a Merchant, with many followers, he will do him honour, as to a man that 
in this life hath been a man of quality, for if he be poor, and without a train, the Porter will 
not open to him, whereas contrarily the more dead mens skuls he hath buried with him, the 
more happy he (hall be eſteemed; There were many boats likewiſe, where there were men 
that had a great many of Capes, full of live birds, who playing on divers inſtruments of muſick, 
exhorted the people with a loud voice, to deliver thoſe poor creatures of Gcd, that were 
there; in captivity, whereupon many came and gave them mony for the redemprticn of thoſe 
priſoners, which preſently they let out of the cages, and then as they ficw away, the redeem- 
ers of them cried out to the birds, Pichau pitauel catan vacaxi, that is, Go, and tell God, 
how We ſerve him here below, In imitation of theſe, there are others alſo, who in their ſhips, 
kept a great many of little live fiſhes in great pots of water, and like the ſellers of birds invie 
the people, for Gods cauſe to free thoſe poor innocent fiſhes, that had never ſinned, ſo tbat 
divers bought many of them, and caſting them into the river, ſaid, Get ye gone, and tel there be 
low, the good I have done you for Gods ſake. Toconclude all, the wills where theſe things 
are expoſed to ſale, are ſeldom leſs in number then two hundred, beſides thouſands of others, 
which ſell ſuch like wares in a far greater quantity. | 
We ſaw likewiſe many Barcaſſes full of men and women; that played upon divers ſorts of 
inſtruments, and for mony gave them muſick that defired it; There were other veſlcls laden 
with horns, which the Prieſts ſold, therewith to make feaſts in Heaven, for they ſay, that thoſe 
were the horns of ſeveral beaſts, which were offered in ſacrifice to the Idols out of devotion, 
and for the performance of vows that men had made in divers kind of misfortunes, and fick- 
neſſes, wherein they had at others times been; And that as the fleſh of thoſe beaſts, had been 
given here below for the honour of God to the poor, ſo the ſouls of them for whom thoſe 
horns were offered, do in the other world eat the ſouls of of thoſe beaſts to whom thoſe horrs 
belonged,and thereunto invite the ſouls of their friends,as men uſe to mvite others here on earth; 
Other veſſels we ſaw covered with blacks, and full of rombs, torches, and great wax lights, 


az alſo women in them, that for money would be hired to weep and lament tor the dead; o- 


thers there were, called Pitaleus, that in great barques kept divers kinds of wild beatts to be 
ſhewed for mony, moſt dreasful to bebold as Serpents, huge Adders, monſtrous Lizards, Ty- 
gers, and many others ſuch like; we ſaw in like ſore a great number of Stationers, which 
{old all manner of books, that could be deſired, as well concerning the creation of the world, 
whereof they tell a thouſand lies, as touching the States, Kingdows, Iſlands, aud Provinces of 
the world, rogether with the Laws and Cuſtoms of Nations, but eſpecially of the Kings of 
China, their number, brave acts, and of all things elſe that happened in each of their rexgos, 
Moreover we ſaw a great many of the light, ſwift Foyſts, whercin were men very well armed, 
who cried out with a loud voice, that if any one had received an affront, whereof he deſired 
to be avenged, let him come unto them, and they would cauſe ſatisfaRtion to be made him; 
In other veſſels : there were old women, that ſerved for midwives,and that would bring women 
ſpeedily and eaſily a bed, as alſo a many of Nurſes, ready to be entertained for to give children 
ſuck ; There were barques likewiſe very well adorned, and ſet forth, that had in them divers 
reverend old men, and grave matrons, whoſe profeſſion was to make marriages, and to com- 
fore widows, or ſuch as had loſt their children, or ſuffered any other misfortune ; In others 
there were a number of young men and maids, that lacked Maſters, and Miſtreſſes, which of- 
fered themſelves to any that would hire them; There were other veſſels that had in them 
ſuch as undertook to tell fortunes, and to help folks to things loft. In a word, not to dwell 
any longer upon every particular, that was to be ſeen in this moving Town, for then I ſhould 
never have done, it (hall ſuffice me to ſay, that nothing can be deſired on land, which was not. 


to be had in their velels, and that in greater abundance then I have delivered, — 
Wu 
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will paſſ: from it to ſhæw you that one of the principal cauſes why this Monarchy of ( bina, 
that contains two and thirty Kingdoms, is ſo mighty, rich, and of ſo great commerce, is, be- 
ciuſe it is exceedingly repleniſhed with rivers, and a world of Chanals that have been anciently 
made by the Kings, great Lords, and people thereof, for to render all the Co untry navigable, 
and ſo communicate their labours with one another: The narroweſt of theſe Chanals have brid- 
ges, of hewed ſtone over them, that are very high, long and broad, whereof ſome are of one 
ſtone, eighty, ninety, nay, an hundred ſpans long, and fifteen, or twenty broad, which doubt- 
leſſe is very marvellous, for it is almoſt impoſſible to comprehend by what means ſo huge 2 
miſſ: of ſtone could be drawn out of the Quarry without breaking, and how it ſhould be 
tranſported to the place where it was to be ſer. All the ways and paſſages, from Cities, Towas, 
and Villages, have very large cauſeys made of fair ſtone, at the ends whereof are coſtly pillars 
and arches, upon which are inſcriptions with letters of gold, containing the pray ſers of them 
that erected chem; moreover there are handſome feats placed all along for poor paſſengers to 
reſt themſelves on: There are likewiſe innumerable Aqueducks and fountains every where, 
whoſe water is moſt wholeſom and excellent to drink ; And in divers parts there are certain 
Wenches of love, that out of charity proſtitute themſelves to travellers, which have no mony, 
and although amongſt us this is held for a great abuſe and abomination, yet with them it is ac- 
counted a work of mercy, ſo that many on their death-beds do by their teſtaments bequeath 
great revenues, for the maintenance of this wickedneſs, as a thing very meritorious for the 
falvation of their ſouls ; moreover many others have left lands for the ereRing and maintain- 
ing of houſes, in deſerts and unhabited places, where great fires are kept all the night to guide 
ſach as have ſtrayed out of their way, as alſo water for men to drink, and ſeats to repoſe them 
in, and that there may be no default herein, there are divers perſons entertained with very good 
means, to ſee theſe things carefully continued, according to the inſtitution of him that founded 
them for the health of his ſoul. By theſe marvels which are found in the particular Towns of 
this Empire, may be concluded what the greatneſs thereof might be, were they joyned all 
together; but for the better ſarisfaRion of the Reader, I dare boldly ſay, if my teſtimony may be 
worthy of credit, that in one and twenty years ſpace, during which time, with a world of miſ- 
fortune, labour and pain, I traverſed the greateſt part of Aſia, as may appear by this my diſ- 
courſe, I had feen in ſome countrys x wonderfull abundance of ſeveral ſorts of victuals, and 
proviſions, which we have not in our Europe, yet without ſpeaking what each of them mighe 
have in particular, I do nat think there is in all Exrope ſo much as there is in China alone ; And 
the ſame may be ſaid of all the reſt, wherewith Heaven hath favonred this clymate, xs well for 
the temperature of the air, as for that which concerns the policy, and riches, the magnificencs 
ind greatneſs of their eſtate; Now that which gives the greateft luſter unto it, is, their exact 
obſervation of juſtice, for there is ſo well ruled a Government in this Country, as it may jultly 
be envied of all others in the world; And to ſpeak the truth, ſuch as want this particular, have 
no gloſs, be they other ways never ſo great &commendable.Verily, ſo often as Irepreſent unto my 
ſeif choſe great things which l have ſeen in this China, I am on the one fide amazed to think how 
liberally it hath pleaſed God to heap up on this people, the goods of the earth, & on the other fide 
I amexceediogly grieved to conſider how ungratetull they are in acknowledging ſuch extraor- 
dinary favours ; for they commit amongſt themſelves an infinite of moſt enormous ſins, 
wherewithal they inceſſantly offend the Divine Goodneſs, as well in their bruitiſh and diabo- 
lical Idolatries, as in the abominable ſin of Sodowy, which is not only permitted amongſt 
them in publique, but is alſo accounted for a great vertue according to the inſtructions of 
their Prieſts, 


CA. XXII. 


Our Arrival at the City of Pequin; together with our impriſonment, and 
that which moreover bappencd unto us there ; as alſo the great Majeſty 
of the Officers of their Court of Juſtice. FT 


A Frer we were departed from that rare and maryellous Town, whereof I have — 8.75 
we continued our courſe up the river, until at length on Tueſday, the nineteench of Oct - 
ber, in the year 1541. we artived at the great City of Pe quin, whither, as I have ſaid before, 

we had been remitted by Appeal; In this manner chained three and three together, we were 

caſt into a priſon, call:d Gefaniauſerca, where for our welcom we had at the firſt daſh thirty 
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laſhes a piece given us, wherev/ith ſome of us became very ſick : Now as ſoon as the Chifnu 
who conducted us thither, had preſented the proceſs of our ſentence, ſealed with twelve ſeals, 
to the Juſtice of the Aytao, which is their Parliament, the twelve Chonchalis of the ctimi- 
nal Chamber, unto whom the cogniſance of our cauſe appertained, commanded us preſently 
away to priſon, whereupon one of thoſe twelve, affifted by two Regiſters, and fix or ſeven 
officirs, whom they term Hupes, and are much like our Catchpoles here, terrified us not 
a little, as he was leading us thither, for giving us very threatning ſpeeches ; Come, ſaid he unto 
us, By th. power and authority, which I have from the Aytao of Batampina, chief Preſi- 
dent of the two and thirty Judges of ſtrangers, within whoſe breſt are the ſecrets of the 
Lyon crowned on the throne of the world incloſed, I enjoyn and command you to tell me, has 
people you are, as alſo of what country, and Whether you have a King, who for the /crvice 
of God, and fer the diſcharge of his dignity, ts inclined to do good to the poor, and to render 
them juſtice, to the end that with tears in their eyes, and hands lifted up, they may not ad- 
dreſſe their complaints to that Soveraign Lord, Which hath made the bright Enamel of the 
shies, and for Whoſe holy feet all they that reign with him, ſerve but fer ſandals, To 
this demand we anſwered him, that we were poor ſtrangers, natives of the Kingdom of Siam, 
who being imbarqued with our Merchandiſe for Liampoo, were caſt away in a great ſtorm 
at ſea, from whence we eſcaped naked with the loſs of all that we had, and how in that deplo- 
rable;eſtate we were fain to get our living by begging from door to door till ſuch tim: as at out 
arrival at the Town of T aypor, the Chumbim, then reſident there, had arreſted us for priſoners 
without cauſe, and ſo ſent us to the City of Nangain, where by his report we had been 
condemned to the whip, and to have our thumbs cut off, without ſo much as once daigning 
to hear us in our juſtifications, by reaſon whereof lifting up our eyes to Heaven, we had been 
adviced to bave recourſe with our tears to the four and twenty Judges of auſtcer life, that 
through their zeal to God, they might take our cauſe in hand, ſince by reaſon of our poverty 
we were altogether without ſupport, and abandoned of all men, which with an holy zeal they 
incontinently effected by revoking the cauſe, and annulling the judgment that had been given 
againſt us, and that theſe things conſidered we moſt inftantly beſought him, that tor the ſer- 
vice of God he would be plcaſed to have regard to aur miſery, and the great injuſtice that 
was done us, for that we bad no means in this Country, nor perſon that would ſpeak one 
word for us. The Judg remained ſomtimes in ſuſpence upon that we had ſaid to him, at length 
heanſwered, that we need ſay no more to him, for it is ſufficient that I know you are poor, 
to the end this affair may go another way then hitherto it hath done, neverthertheleſs to acquir 
me of my charge, I give you five days time, confermably to the Law of the third Book, that 
within the ſaid term you may retain a Proctor to undertake your cauſe, but if you will be adviſed 
by me, you ſhall preſent your requeſt to the 7anigores of the ſacred Office, to the end chat 
they carryed by an holy zeal of the honour of God, may out of compaſſion of ycur miſeries, 
take upon them to defend your right. Having ſpoken thus, he gave us a T acss in way of alms,and 
ſaid further to us, Beware of the priſoners that are here, for I aJure you that they make ic their 
trade, to ſteal all that they can from any one; whereupon entring into another chamber where 
there were a great number of priſoners, he continued there above three hours in giving them 
audience, at the end whereof he ſent ſeven and twenty men, that the day before had received 
their judgment to execution, which was inflited upon them by whipping to death, a ſpecta- 
cle ſo dreadful to us, and that put us in ſuch a fright,as it almoſt ſer us beſides our ſelves : The . 
next morning, as ſoon as it was day, the Jay lors clapt irons on our feet, and manacles on our 
hands, and pur us toexceeding great pain, but ſeven days after we had endured ſuch miſery, 
being laid on the ground one by another, and bewayling our diſaſter, for the extream fear we 
were in, of ſuffering a moſt cruel death, it that which we had done at Calempiuy ſhould by 
any means chance to be diſcovered, it pleaſed God that we were viſited by the . anigeres of 
the houſe of mercy, which is of the juriſdiction of this priſon, who are called in their language 
( *filem Gnaxy ; At their arrival all the priſoners bowing themſelves, ſaid with a lamentable 
tone, Bleſſed be the day Wherein God doth wiſit us by the miniſtery of bis ſervants ; where- 
unto the 7 a»igories made anſwer with a grave and modeſt countenance, Tbe Almighty and di- 
vine hand of him that hath formed the beauty of the ſtars bet and preſerve you; Then 
approaching to us, they very courteouſly demanded of us what people we wert, and whence it 
proceeded that our impriſonment was more ſenſible to us then to others > To this ſpcech we 
replied with tears in our eyes, that we were poor ſtrangers, ſo abandoned of men, as on 
; chit 
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tha: Country there was not ons that knew our names, and that all we could in our poverty ſay 
to intreat them to think of us for Gods ſake, was contained in a letter, that we had brought 
them from the Chamber of the Society of the houſe of Quay Hinarol, in the City of Nan- 
quin ; whereupon Cbriſtophoro Borralho, preſenting them with the letter, they received is 
with 3 new ceremony, tull of all curteſie, ſaying, Prayſed be he who hath created al 
things, for that he 14 pleaſed to ſerve himſelf of ſinners here b:low, Whereby they may be 
recompenſed at the laſt day of all days, by ſatisfying them double their labour with the riches 
of his holy treaſures, Which ſhall be done, as we believe in as great abundance, as the drops of 
rain fall from the clouds to the earth, After this, one of the four, putting up the Letter, ſaid 
unto us, that as ſoon as the Chamber of Juſtice for the poor was open, they would all of them 
give an anſwer to our buſineſs, and ſee us furniſhed with all that we had need of, and ſo they 
departed from us: Three days after they returned to viſit us in the priſon, and in the next morn- 
ing coming to us again, they asked us dnany queſtions anſwerable to a memorial which they 
had thereof, where unto we replyed in every point according as we were queſtioned by each 
of them, ſo 2s they remained very well ſatisfied with our anſwers ; Then calling the Regiſter 
to them, who had our papers in charge, they inquired very exactly of him, touching many 
things that concerned us, and withall required his advice about our affsir; that done, having 
digeſted all char might make for the converſation of our right into certain heads, they rook 
our proceſs from him, ſaying, they would peruſe it all of them together in their Chambers of 
Juſtice with the Proctors of the houſe, and the next day return it him again, that he might 
carry it to the Chaem, 2s he was reſolved before to do. 

Not to trouble my ſelf with recounting in particular all that occurred in this affair, until ſuch C.2 
time as it was fully concluded, wherein fix months and an half were imployed, during tbe 
which we continued ſtil priſoners in ſuch miſery, I will in few words relate all that betel us 
unto the end; when as our buſineſs was come before the twelve Conchalis of the criminal 
Court, the two Proctors ol the houſe of mercy moſt willingly took upon them to eauſe the 
unjaſt ſentence, which had been given againſt us, to be revoked ; Having gotten then all the 
proceedings to be diſannulled, they by petition remenſtraced unto the Charm, who was the 
Prefident of that Court, How we could not for any cauſe whatſoever be condemned to death, 
ſeeing there were no Witneſſes of any credit that conld teſtifie that we had robbed any man, 
or had ever ſeen us carry auy offenſive Weapons contrary to the prohibition made againſ} it 
by the Law of the firſt book, but that We wers apprehended quite naked, like wretched men, 
Wandering after a lamentable ſhipwrack, and that therefore our poverty and miſery Was wor- 
thy rather of a pitiful compaſſion, then of that rigour, wherewiuth the firſt Miniſters of the 
arm of Wrath had canſed us to be whipt ; moreover that God alone was the pudg of our in- 
nocency, in Whoſe name they required him once, twice, nay many times, to conſider that be 
was mortal, and could not laft long, for that God had given him a periſbable life, at the end 
whereof he Was to render an account of that which had been required of bim, ſince by 4 ſo- 
lemn oath he was obliged to do all that ſhould be manifeſt to his judgment, without any con- 
fideration of men of the world, Whoſe cuſtom it was to make the balance ſway down, Which 
God would bave to be mpright, according to the integrity of his drvine Fuſtice. To this pe- 
tition the Kings Proctor oppoſed himſelf, as he that was our adverſe party, and that in certain 
articles, which he tramed againſt us, ſer forth, bow he would prove by ocular witneſſes, as 
well of the Country, as ſtrangers, that we were publique thieves, making a common practiſe 
of robbing, and not merchants, ſuch as we pretended to be; whereunto be added, that if 
we had come to the Coaſt of China with à good defigne, and with an intent to pay the King 
his due in bis Cuſtoar houſes, we would have repaired to the ports, where they were eltabliſh- 
ed by the Ordinance ot the Aytan of the Government, but for a puniſhment, becauſe we 
went from 1{l: to Ifl:, like Pirats, Almighty God, that deteſts (in and robber, had permitted 
us to ſuffer ſhipwrack, that ſo falling into tho bands of the Miniſters of his juſtice, we might 
receive the guerdon of our wicked works, namely, the pains of death, whereof our crimes 
tendred us moit worthy ; In regard of all which, he deſired we might be condemned accord- 
ing to the Law of the ſecond book, that commanded it in expreſs terms; And that if for other 
conſiderations, no way remarkable in us, we could by any law be exempted from death, yet 
nevertheleſs for that we were ſtrangers, and vagabonds, without either faith, or knows 
ledg of God, that alone would ſuffice at leaftwiſe to condemn ns to have our hands and no- 
{cs cut off, and ſo to be baniſhed for ever into the Country of Ponxileytay, whither ſuch = 
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ple as we, were wo to be exited, a5 might be verified by divers ſentences given and execu- 
ted in like caſes, and to that effect, he defired the admittance of his articles, which he pro- 
miſed to piove within the time, thit ſhould be preſcribed him. Theſe articles were preſently 
excepted againſt by the Proctor of the Court of Juſtice, eſtabliſhed for the poor, who offered 
to make the contrary appear within a cerrain term, which to that end, and for many other 
reaſons alleadged by him in our favour, was granted him, wherefore he required that the ſaid 
articles might not be admitted. e ſpecially for that they were infamous, and directly contrary 
to the Ordinances of Juſtice. Whereupon the C haem ordered, that his articles ſhould not be 
admitted, unleſs he did prove them by evident teſtimonies, and ſuch as were contormable to 
the Divine Law, within (ix days next enſuing, and that upon pain in cafe of contravention not 
to be admitted to any demand of a longer delay. The ſaid term of fix days being preſcribed 
the Kings Proctor, he, in the mean time, producing no one proof againſt us, nor any perſon 
that ſo much as knew us, came and demanded a delay of other fix days, which was flatly de- 
nied him, in regard it but too well appeared, that all he did was only to win time, and 
therefore he would by no means conſent unto it, but contrarily he gave the Proctor for the 
poor five days reſpit to alledge all that further he could in our defence; In the mean time, 
the Kings Proctor declaimed againſt us in ſuch foul and opprobrious terms, as the Charms was 
much offended thereat, ſo that he condemned him to pay us twenty Taeis of filver, both for 
his want of charity, and for that he could not prove any one of the obligations which he had 
exhibited againſt us. Three days being ſpent herein, four 7 4*igores of the houſe of the poor, 
coming very early in the morning to the priſon, ſent for us into the Infirmirie, where they 


told us that our buſineſs went very well, and how we might hope that our ſentence would 


bave a good iſſue, whereupon we caft our ſelves at their ftet, and with abundance of tears 
defired God to reward chem for the pains they had taken in cur behalf. Thereunto one of them 
25 And we alſo moſt humbly beſeech him to keep you in the knowledg of his Law, 
wherein all the happineſs of good man confiſts ; and ſo they cauſed two coverlers to be given 
us, for to lay upon our beds in the night, becauſe the weather was cold, and withall bid us, 
that we ſhould not ſtick to ask any thing we wanted, for that God Almighty did not love a 
ſparing hand in the diftributing of alms for his ſake. A little after their departure came the Re. 
giſter, and ſhewing us the Charms order, whereby the Kings Proctor was condemned to pay 
us ewenty 7 aess, gave us the mony, and took an acquitrance under our hands for the receipt 
of it; For whieh giving him a world of thanks, we intreated him for his pains to take 
as much thereof as he pleaſed, but he would not touch a peny, ſaying, I will not for fo 
_ a matter loſe the recompence which I hope to gain from God, for the conſideration 
of you. 


$.3- We paſt nine days in great fear, ſtill expecting to have our ſentence pronounced, when 28 


one Saturday morning two Chumbims of Jultice came to the priſon for us, accompanied with 
twenty officers, by them called Hwppes, carrying Halberts, Portifans, and other arms, which 
made them very dreadſull to the beholders ; Theſe men tying us all nine together in a long iron 
chain, lead us to the Caladigan, which was the place where audience w-s given, and where 
execution was done on delinquents; Now how we got thither, to confeſs the truth, I am 
not able to relate, for we were at that inſtant ſo far beſides our ſelves, as we knew not what 
we did, or which way we went, ſo as in that extremity all our thought was how to conform 
our ſelves to the will of God, and beg of him with tears, that for the merit of his ſacred paſ- 
fion, he would be pleaſed to receive the puniſhment, that (ſhould be inflicted on us for the 
ſatisfaction of our (ins. At length after much pain, and many affronts, that were done os by 
many which followed after us, with loud cries, we arrived at the firſt Hall of the Caladigan, 
where were four and twenty Executioners, whom they call, The Miniſters of the arm of 
juſtice, with a great many of other people, that were there about their affairs. Here we te- 
mained along time, till atlengeh upon the ringing of a bell, other doors were opened, that 
Rood under a great Aich of Architecture, very artificially wrought, and whereon were a num- 
ber of rich figures ; On the top a monſtrous Lion of ſilver was ſeen, with his fore and hind 
feet upon a mighty great bowl, made of the ſame mettal, whereby the arms of the King of 
China are repreſented, which are ordinarily placed on the Fore-front of all the Sovereign 
Courts, where the Chacms precide, who are as Vice-roys amongſt us. Thoſe doors being o- 
pened, as I ſaid before, all that were there preſent entred into a very great Hall, like the Body 
of a Church, hung from the top to the bottom with divers pictures, wherein ſtrange _ 
O 
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of execution done upon perſons of all conditions, after a m3ſt dread ful manner were conſtrain- 
ed, and under every pictute was this inſcription, Such a one was ex:cuted with this kind of 
death for committing ſuch a crime; ſo that in bzholding the diverſity of theſe fearful pour- 
traitures one might ſee in it, as it were, a declaration of the kind of death that was ordained 
for each crime, as alſo the extream rigour which the Juſtice there obſerved in ſuch executions. 
From this Hall we went into another room far richer, and more coſtly, for it was guilt all o- 
yer, ſo that one could not have a more pleaſing object, at leaſt wiſe, if we could have taken 
pleaſure in any thing, conſidering the miſery we were in. In the midſt of this room there was 
a Tribunal, whereunto one aſcended by ſeven ſteps, invironed with three rows of balliſters of 
iron, copper, and "tbony ; the tops whereof were beautified with Mother of Pearl: At 
the upper end of all was a cloth of State of white damask, frenged about with a deep 
cawl trenge of green (ilk and gold; Under this State ſat the ( haem with a world of greatneis 
and majeſty, he was ſeated in a very rich Chair of ſilver, having before him a little table, and 


about him three boys on their knees, ſumptuouſly apparelled, with chains of gold, one of the 


which (namely, he in the middle) ſerved to give the / haem the pen wherewichall he figned ; 
The other two cook the petitions that were preferred, and preſented them on the Table, that 
they might be ſigned ; On the right hand in another place ſomewhat higher, and almoſt «quill 
with the Chaem, ſtood a boy, ſom: ten or eleven years old, attired in 3 rich robe of white Sa- 


tin, imbroidered with roſes of gold, having a chain of pearl three double about his neck, 


and hair as long as a womans, molt neatly plaited with a fillet of gold, all enam:lled with 
green, and powdered over with great ſeed pearl; In his hand he held, as a mark of that which 


- he repreſented, a little branch of roſes, made of filk, gold thread, and rich pearls, very curiouſly 


intermixed; And in this manner he appeared ſo gentile, handſome, and beauiful, as no wo- 
man, how fair ſoever, could overmatch him; this boy leaned on his elbow upon the Charms 
chair, and figured mercy. In the like manner, on the left hand was another goodly boy, richly 
apparelled in a Coat of carnation Satin, all ſet with roſes of gold, having his right arm ba- 
red up to the elbow, and died with a vermilion as red as blood, and in that hand holding a 
naked ſword, which ſeemed alſo to be bloody : moreover, on bis head he wore a crown, in 
faſhion like ro a Myter, hung all with little razors, like unto lancets, wherewith Chyrurgions 
let men blood, being thus gallantly ſet forth, ad of moſt beautiful preſence, yet he ſtruck all 
that beheld him with fear, in regard of that he repreſented, which was Juſtice. For they ſay, 
that the Judg, which holds the place of the King, who preſents God on earth, ought neceſſa- 
rily to have thoſe two qualities, ?#/#ice, and Mercy; and that he which doth not uſe them is 
a Tyrant, acknowledging no Law, and uſurping the power that he hath. The Chaem was ap- 
parelled in a long Gown of violet Satin, frenged with green filk and gold, with a kind of ſea- 
pulair about his neck, in the midſt of which was a great plate of gold, wherein an hand holding 
a very even pair of ballance was engraven, and the inſcription about it; It {'s the nature of the 
Lord Almighty, to obſerve in hu juſtice, veight, meaſure, and true account, therefore take 
heed to what thou doe ſt, for if thou comeſt to [in thou ſhalt ſuffer for it eternally. Upon his 
head he had a kind of round bonet, bordered about with ſmall ſprigs of gold, all enamelled 
violet and green, and on the top of it was a little crowned Lion of gold, upon a round bowl of 
the ſame mettal; by which Lion crowned, as I have delivered heretofore, is the King fignthed, 
and by the bowl, the world, as if by theſe devices, they would denote, that the King is the Li- 
on crowned on the throne of the world; In his right hand he held a little rod of ivory, ſome 
three ſpans long, in manner of a Scepter;upon the top of the three firſt Reps of this Tribunal ſtood 
eight Uſh ers wich ſilver maces on their ſhoulders, and below were threeſcore Mogors on their 
knees, diſpoſed into three ranłs, carrying halberts in their hands, that were neatly damasked with 
gold; In the vantgard of theſe (ame ſtood, like as if they had been, the Commanders or Cap- 
rains of this Squadron, the Statues of two Giants, of a. moſt gallant aſpect, and very richly 
attired, with their ſwords hanging in ſcaris, and mighty great halberts in their hands, and 
theſe the Chineſes in their language call Gigaos ; on the two ſides of this Tribunal below in 
the room were two very long tables, at each of which ſat twelve men, whereof four were 
Preſidents, or Judges, two, Regiſters, four, Solicitors, and two, Conchalis, which are as it 
were, Aſſiſtants to the Court, one of theſe Tables was for criminal, and the other for civil , 
cauſes, and all the officers of both theſe Tables were apparelled in gowns of white Satin, that 
were very long, and had large ſlieves, thereby demonſtrating the latitude and purity of juſtice ; 
the Tables were covered with carpets of violet damask, = richly bordered about with gold, 
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the Charm table, becauſe it was of ſilver, had no carpet on ie, nor any thing elſe, but x cu- 
ſhion of cloth of gold, and a Standith; Now all theſe things put together, as we ſaw them, 
carried « wonderful ſhew of State and Majeſty ; But to proceed, upon the fourth ringing of « 
bell, one of the Coichalis ſtood up, and after x low obeyfance made to the Charm, with 2 
very loud voice, that he might be heard of every one, he ſaid, Peace there, and With all [ub- 
miſſion hear len, on pain of incurring the puniſhment, ordained by the Chaem of the Govern- 
ment for thoſe, that interrupt the filence of ſacred Juſtice, Whereupon this ſame ſitting 
dewn again, another aroſe, and with the like reverence, mounting up to the Tribunal, where 
the ¶ haem lat, he took the Sentences from him that held them in his hand, and publiſhed them 
aloud vne after another, with ſo many ceremonies, and compliments, as he employed above an 
hour therein; At length coming to pronounce our judgment, they cauſed us to kneel down, 
with our eyes fixed on the ground, and our hands llired up, as if we were praying umo Hea- 
ven, to the end that in all humility we might hear the publ.cation thereof, which was thus; 
Bitan Dicabor, the new Chaem of thus ſacred Court, Where juſtice is rendred 10 ftrangery, 
and that by the gracious pleaſure of the Son of the Sun, the Lion crowned on the throne f the 
World, unto Whom are ſubjetled all the Scepters and Crowns of the Kings that govern the 
earth; ye are ſubjelted ander his feet by the grace and will of the moſt H. gh in Heaven, 
having viewed and conſidered the Appeal wade to me by theſe nine ſtrangers, Whoſe cauſe was 
commanded hit her by the City of Nanquin, by the four and twenty of auſtecr life, I ſay, by 
the oath I have taken upon my entry into the Charge, Which I exerciſe for the Aytao of Br- 
tampina, the chief of two and thirty that govern all the prople of this Expire, that the ninth 
day of the ſeventh Moon, is the fifternth year of the reign of the Son of the Sun, I Was pre- 
ſemed with the accuſations, which the Cumbim of Taypor, ſent ave againſt them, whereby he 
chargeth them to be tbecves, and robbers of ober mens goods, affirming that they have long 
prattiſed that trade, to the great offence of the Lord above, Who bath created all things ; 
and withall that Withont any fear of Godthey uſed to bathe themſelves in the blood of theſe, 
that with reaſon reſiſted them, for whith they have alraady been condemned to be Whipt, and 
bave their thuwbs cut off, whereof the one bath been put in execution; but when they came to 
have their thumbs ent off, the Proctor for the poor, oppoſing is, alledged in their behalf, 
that they were wrong 15 condemaod, becauſe thert was no proof of that Wherewsth;they Were 
charged, in regard Whereof they required for them, that in ſtead of judging them upon a bare 
ſoew of uncertain ſuſpitions, voluable teſtimonits might be produced, and ſnch as were con- 
formable to the divine Laus, and the Fuſtice of Heaven; wherenunto anſwer Was made by 
that Court, how juſtice was to give place to mercy, whereupon they that undertook their canſe 
made their complaint to the four and twenty auſteer life, ho both out of very juſt con ſide- 
rations, and the regard they bad to the little ſupport they could have, for that they Were ſtran- 
gers, and ef a Nation ſo far diſtant from 4, as We never heard of the Country where they 
ſay they were born, mercifully incliniug to their lamentable cries, ſent them and their cauſe 
ro be judged by this Court, Wherefore omitting the proſecation thereof here by the Kings Pro- 
Gor, being able to prove nothing whereof be actuſed them, affirms only that they are worthy 
of death for the ſuſpicion aud jealonſir they have given of themſelves, but in regard ſacred ju- 
ſtice, that ſtands upon conſiderations which art pure and agreeable to God, aamits of no rea- 
ſons from an adverſe party, if they be not made good by evident proofs, I thought it not fit to 
allow of the Kings Proctor: 2 ſince bee could nos prove what he had alledged, where- 
upos inſiſting on his de ward, withont ſbcwing eitber any juſt cauſes, or ſufficient proof concern- 
ing that be concluded againft thoſe ftrangiri, I condemned him in twenty Taxis of ſilver a- 
mends to his adverſe parties, bting altogether according to equity, becauſe the reaſont al- 
ledged by him Wire grounded wpon a bad teal, and ſuch as were neither juſt, nor pleaſing to 
Goa, whoſe mercy doth always incline to their ſide that are poor and feeble on the earth, when 
as they invoke him With tears in their eyes, Mt is daily and clearly manifeſted by the pitiful ef- 
fells of lis greatneſs; ſo that having thereupon expreſly commanaed the l anigores of the 
howſe of mercy, to alledgt Whutſot ver they could ſay on their behalf, they accordingly did ſo, 
Within the time that wa prefixed thom for that pur poſo; And ſo all proce dings having re- 
ceived their due courſe, the canſe it now come to a final judgment: Wherefore every thing 
dul viewed and tonfidered, Without regard had to any humane reſpelt, but only te the merit 
and equity of their cauſe, and actor ding to tht reſolution of the Laws, accepted by the twelve 
Chaetns of rhe Government in the fifth book, of the will and pleaſure of the Son of the Syn, who

in ſuch caſes out of hi greatne(s aud goodneſs hath more regard to the complaints of the poor, 
then to the inſolent clamors of the proud of the earth; I do ordain, and decree, that theſe nine 
ſtrangers ſpall be clearly quit and abſolved of all that, which the Kings Proctor hath laid to 
their cbarge, 4s alſo of all t be puniſhment belonging tlereunto, condemning them only to a years 
exile, during which time they ſpall Work for their living in the reparations of Quanſy; 
and when as eight months of the ſaid year ſball be accompliſhed, then I exp efly enjoyn all the 
Chumbims, Conchalis, Monteos, and other Miniſters of their government, that immediately 
upon their preſenting of this my Decree unto them, they give them a paſſeport and ſafe con- 
duct, to the end they may freely and ſecurely return into their Country, or to any other place 
they ſbal think fit. Alter this ſentence was thus publiſhed. in our hearing, we all cried out with 
aloud voice, The Sentence of thy clear judgment is confirmed in us, even as the purity of thy 
heart is agreeable to the ſon of the Sun. This ſaid, one of the Conchalis, that fate at one of the 
tables, ood up, and having made a very low obciſance to the (harm, he faid alcud five 
times one after another, to all that pre ſſe of people, which were there in great number; 7s 
there any one in this Court, in thir City, or in this Kingdom, that will oppoſe this Decree, or 
the deliverance of theſe nine priſoners? Whereunto no anſwer being made the two boyes, 
that repreſented juſtice and mercy, touched the enfignes which they held in the ir hands 
together, and ſaid aloud, Let them be freed and diſcharged according to the ſentence very 
joſtiy pronounced for it; whereupon one of thoſe Miniſters, whom they call Huppes, ha- 
ring rung a bell thrice, the two Chumbims of execution, that had formerly bound us, un- 
loled us from our chain, and withall took off our manacles, collers, and the other irons 
from our legs, ſo that we were quite delivered, for which we gave infinite thanks to our 
Lord Jeſus Chrilt, becauſe we al ways thought, that for the ill conceit men had of ur, we 
ſhould be condemned to death. From thence ſo delivered as we were, they led us back to 
the priſon, where the two ¶ humhims ſigned our enlargment in the Jaylors book;nevertheleſs 
that we might be alcogether diſcharged, we were to go two months after to ſerve a year 
according to our ſentenec, upon pain of becoming flaves for ever to the King, conformable 
to his Ocdinances : Nov becauſe vve vvould preſently have gone about to demand the alms 
of good people in the City, the Chiſus, vvho vvas 2s Grand Provoſt of that priſon, per- 
iwaded us to ſtay till the next day, that he might firſt recommend us.to the Tanigores of 
mercy, that they might do ſomething for us. 


CHAP. XXXIII. 
What paſt betwixt us, andthe T anigores of mercy, With the great favors they 
did us; and a brief Relation of the City of Pequin, where the King 
of China kept bis Court. 


He next morning the four Tanigores of mercy came to viſit the Infirmiry of this pri- 

4 ſon, as they uſed to do; where they rejoyced with us for the good ſucceſs of our Sen- 
tence, giving us great teſtimony, how well contented they were with it, for which we 
retired them many thanks, aot without ſhedding abundance of tears, whereat they ſeem» 
ed to be not 2 little pleaſed, and willed us not to be troubled with the term we were con- 
demned to ſerve in, for they told us that in ſtead of a year we ſhould continue but eight 
months there, and that the other four months, which made the third part of our puniſh- 
ment, the King remitted it by way of alms for Gods ſake, in conſideration that we were 
poor, for otherwife if we had been rich, and of ability, we ſhould have had no favour at 
al, promiſing tocauſe this dimunition of puniſhment io be endorſed on our Seatence, 
ind be(ides that they would go, and ſpeak to à very honourable man for us, that was ap- 
pointe d to be the chief Marſhal, or Monteo, of Quanſy, the place where we were to ſerve, 
tothe end he might ſhe w us favour, and cauſe us to be truly paid for the time we ſhould re- 
main there: Now becauſe this man was naturally a friend to the poor, and inclined to do 
them good, they thoughe it would be fit to carry us along withthem to his houſe, the ra- 
ther for that ic might be he would take us into his charge ; wegave them all very humble 
thanks for this good offer of theirs, and told them that God would reward this charity, 
they ſhewed us for his fake ; whereupon we accompanied them to the Aſonteos houfe, 
who came forth to receive us in his out ward Court, leading his wife by the, hand, which he 
did, either out of a greater form of complement, or to do the more honour to the Tanigo-

res, and coming neer them he preſtrated himſelf at their feet, and ſaid: It is now, my Lord, 
and holy brethren, that I have canſe to rejoyce, for that it hath pleaſed God to permit, that 
ou his holy fervants ſhonld come unto my houſe, being that which 1 could not hope for, in 
regard I held my ſelfe anworthy of ſuch favour. After the T avigores had uſed many com- 
plements and cereremonies to him, as is uſuall in that Country, they anſwered him thus, May 
God, our Soveraign Lord, the infinite ſource of mercy, recompence the good thou doſt for the 
poor With bleſſing in this life ; for believe it, dear brother, the ſtrongeſt ſtaff Whereon the 
ſoul doth lean to keep ner from falling ſo often as ſbe happens to ſiumble, is the charity, which 
We uſe towards our neighbonr, when as the vain glory of this World doth not blind the good 
zeal Wherennto his holy Law doth oblige us, and that thou mayſt merit the bleſſed felicity of 
beholding his face, we have brougbt thee here theſe nine Portugals, who are ſo poor, as none 
in this Kingdom are like to them; Wherefore we pray thee that in the place Whithr thou 
art going now, as Monteo, thou wilt do for them all that thou tbinkeſt Will be acceptable 
to the Lord above, in whoſe behalf We crave this of thee, To this Speech the Monteo, and his 
wife, replyed in ſuch courteous and remarkable terms, as we were almoſt befides our ſelves to 


hear in what manner they attributed the ſucceſſe of their affairs, to the principal cauſe of all 


goodneſs, even as though they had the light of faith, or the knowledg of the Chriſtian verity, 
H-reupon they withdrew into a Chamber, into which we went not, and continued there a- 
bout halt an hour; then as they were about to take leave of one another, they commanded us 
to come in to them, where the T anigores ſpake to them again about us, and recommending us 
unto them more then before, the Monteo cauſed our names to be written down in a book that 
lay before him, and ſaid unto us, J do ther, becauſe I am not ſo good a man, as to give you 
ſomething of mine own, nor ſo bad as to deprive os of the ſweat of your labour, whereunto the 
King hath bound you, Wherefore even at this inſtant you ſhall begin to get yonr living although 
you do not ſerve as yet, for the deſire I have that this may be accounted to me for an alms, ſo 
that now you have nothing to do, but to be merry in my bouſe, where I will give order that Jou 
ſhall be provided of all that us neceſſary for you ; Beſides this, I wil not promiſe you any thing, 
for the fear I am in of the ſhewing ſome vanity by my promiſe, and ſo the Divel may maks uſe 
thereof as of an advantage, to lay bold on me, a matter that often arrives through the Weak- 
neſs of our nature; Wherefore let it ſuffice you for the preſent to know, that I WIT be minajul 
of you for the love of theſe holy brethren here, who have ſpoken to me for you. The four T ani- 
gores thereupon taking their leave, gave us four Taeis, and ſaid unto us, Forget not to render 
thanks unto God for the good ſucceſs you have had in your buſineſs, for is would be a grievons 
ſin in you not to acknowledge ſo great a grace. Thus were we very well entertained in the 
houſe of this Captain for the ſpace of two months, that we remained there, at the end herr of 
we parted from thence, for to go to Aan, where we were to make up our time, under 
the conduct of this Captain, who ever after uſed us very kindly, and ſhewed us many favours, 
untill that the Tartars entred into the Town, who did a world of miſchief there, as I will 
more amply declare hereafter, 4-6 
S.. Before I recount that which happened unto us, after we were imbarqued with thoſe. Chi- 
neſes that conducted us, and that gave us great hope of ſetting us at liberty, I think it pot amiſs 
to make a brief relation here of the City of Pequin, which may truly be termed the- pita 
of the Monarchy of the world, as alſo of ſom: particulars I obſerved there, as will for its ar- 
ches and policy, as for that which concerns its extent, its government, the laws of the Coun- 
try, and the admirable manner of providing for the good of the whole State, together in what 
ſort they are paid, that ſerve in the time of war, according to the Ordinances of the King- 
dom, and many other things like unto theſe, thongh I mult needs confeſs that herein I (ball 
want the beſt part, namely, wit, and capacity, to render a reaſon in what clymate it is ſcitua- 
ted, and in the heigth of how many degrees, which is a matter the learned and curious moſt 
defire to be ſatisfied in; But my deſigne having never been other (as I have ſaid heretofore) then 
to leave this my book unto my children, that therein they may ſee the ſufferiogs I have under- 
gore, it little imports me to write otherwiſe then I do, that is, in a groſs and rude manner; for 
I hold it better to treat of theſe things in ſuch ſort as nature hath taught me, then to u'c Hy- 
perboles, and ſpeeches from the purpoſe, whereby the weakneſs of my poor underſtanding 
may be u ade more evident. Howbeit ſince I am obliged to make mention of this matter, by 
the promiſe | have made of it heretofore, I ſay, that this City, which we call P equi», and they of 
the Country Pequin, is ſcituated in the heighth of forty and one degrees of Northerly * 3 
the 
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the walls of it are in circuit (by the report of the Chincſes themſelves, and as T have read in 2 
little book, treating of the greatneſs thereof, and intituled 4qui/endar, which I brought ſince 
along with m2 into Portugal) thirty large leagues, namely ten long, and five broad ; Some 
others hold, that it is fifty, namely ſeventeen in length, and eight in bredth: and foraſmuch xs 
they that intreat of it are of different opinions, in that the one make the extent of it thirty 
leagues, as I have ſaid before, and others fifty, I will render a reaſon of this doubt, confor- 
mable to that which I have ſeen my ſelf, It is true, that in the manner ic is now built, it is chir- 
ty leagues in circuit, as they ſay, for it is invironed with two rows of ſtrong walls, where there 
ite a number of towers and bulwarks after our faſhion ; But without this circuit, which is of 
the City it (elf, there is another far greater, both in length and bredth, that the Chineſes af- 
firm was anciently all inhabited, but at this preſent there are only ſome Boroughs and Villages, 
u alſo a many of fair houſes, or caſtles about it, amongſt the which there are ſixteen hundred, 
that have great advantages over the reſt, and ars the houſes of the Proctors of the ſixteen hun- 
dred Cities, and molt remarkable Towns of the two and thirty Kingdoms of this Monurchy, 
who repair unto this City at the general Aſſembly of the Eſtates, which is held every three 
for the publique good. Without this great incloſure, which (as I have ſaid) is not com- 
ehended in the City, there is in a diſtance of three leagues broad, and ſeven long, fourſcore 
thouſand Tombs of the Mandarins, which are little Chappels all guilded within, and compaſ- 
ſed about with Billiſters of iron and latin, the entries whereinto are through very rich and 
ſumptuous arches : near to theſe Chappels there are alſo very great houſes, with gardeos 
and tufted woods of high trees, as alſo many inventions of ponds, tountains, and aqueduts ; 
whereunto may be added, that the walls of the incloſure are on the infide covered with fine 
lain, and on the fanes above are many Lions pourtrayed in gold, as alſo in the ſquares of 

the ſteeples, which are likewiſe very high, and embelliſhed with pictures. It hath alſo five 
hundred very great Palaces, which are called the hoſes of the Son of the Sun, whither all 
thoſe retire, that have been hurt in the Wars for the ſervice of the King, as alſo many other 
ſouldiers, who in regard of age or ſickneſs are no longer able to bear arms, and to the end tlat 
during the reſt of their days they may be exempted from incommodity, each of them receives 
monthly a certain pay to find himſelf withall, and to live upon. Now all theſe men of War, 
is we learned of the Chineſes, are ordinarily an hundred thouſand, there being in each of thoſe 
houſes two hundred men according to their report. We ſaw alſo another long ſtreet of low 


houſes, where there were four and twenty thouſand oar-men, belonging to the King Panoures; 


and another of the ſame ſtructure a good league in length, where fourteen thouſand Taverners 
that followed the Court dwelt ; as alſo a third ſtreet like unto the other two, where live à great 
number of light women, exempted irom the tribute, which they of the City pay, for that they 
are Curtiſans, whereof the molt part had quitted their husbands for to follow the wretched 
trade ; and if for that cauſe they come to receive any hurt, their husbands are grievouſly puniſh- 
ed for it, becauſe they are there as in a place of freedom, and under the protection of the Tu- 
tan of the Court, Lord Steward of the Kings houſe. In this incloſure do likewiſe remain all 
the Landrefſes, by them called Maynates, which waſh the linnen of the City, who as we 
were told, are above an hundred thouſand, and live in this quarter, for that there are divers ri- 
vers there, together with a number of wells, and deep pools of water, compaſſed about 
wich good walls. Within this ſame incloſure, as the ſaid Aquiſendan relates, there are thir- 
teen hundred gallant and very ſumptuous houſes of religions men and women, who make pro- 
feffion of the four principal Laws of thoſe two and thirty which arc in the Empire of China, 
and it is thought that in ſome of theſe houſes there are above a thouſand perſons, beſides the 
ſervants, that from abroad do furniſh them with victuils, and other neceſſary proyifions. We 
law alſo a great many houſes, which have fair buildings of a large extent, with ſpacious inclo- 
ſures, wherein there are gardens, and very thick woods, full of any kind of game, either 
for hawk ing, or hunting, that may be deſired ; And theſe houſes are as it were Inos, whither 
come continually in great number people of all ages, and ſexes, as ro ſee Comedies, Playes, 
Combates, Bul-baitings, Wraftliogs, and magnificent Feafts, with the Tutons, Charms, Con- 
chacys, Ajtaos, Bracalons, Chumbims, Monteos, Lauteas, Lords, Gentlemen, Captains, 
Merchants, and other rich men, do make for to give content to their kindred and friends; 
Theſe houſes are bravely fwniſhed with rich hangiogs, beds, chairs, and RRools,zas likewiſe with 
buge cupbards of plate, not only of filyer, but of gold alſo; and the attendants that wait at 


the table, are maids ready to be married, very beautiful, and gallantly attired; bowbeir - 
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this is nothing in compariſon of the ſumptuouſneſs, and other Magnificences that we ſaw there. 
Now the Cbineſes aſſured us, there were ſome feaſts that laſted ten days after the Carachina, 
or Chineſe manner, which in regard of the ſtate, pomp, and charge thereof, as well in the at- 
tendance of ſervants and wayters, as in the coftly fare of all kind of fle ſh, fowl, fiſb, and all 
delicacies in muſick, in ſports of hunting, and hawking, in playes, comedies, tilts, turnayes, 
and in ſhews both of horſe and foot, fighting and skirmiſhing together, do coſt above twenty 
thouſand T acis. Theſe Inns do ſtand in at leaſt a million of gold, and are maintained by certain 
Companies of very rich Merchants, who in way of commerce and traffique employ their mo- 
ny therein, where by it is thought they gain far more, then if they (ſhould venture it to ſex. It is 


ſaid alſo, that there is ſo good and exact an order obſerved there, that whenſoe ver any one will 


be at a charge that way, he goes to the Xiparon of the houſe, who is the ſuperintendant there- 
of, and declares unto him what his deſigne is, whereupon he (hews him a book, all divided in- 
to chapters, which treats of the ordering and ſumptuouſneſs of Feaſts, as alſo the rates 
of them, and how they ſhall be ſerved in, to the end, that he who will be at the charge, may 
chuſe which he pleaſes ; This book, called Pinetoreu, I have ſeen, and heard it read, fo that I 
remember how in the three firft Chapters thereof, it ſpeaks of the feaſts, whereunto God is to 
be invited, and of what price they are; and then it deſcends to the King of China, of whom 
it ſayes, That by a ſpeciall grace of Heaven, and right of Soveraignty, he hath the Govern. 
ment of the whole earth, and of all the Kings that inhabit it. After it hath done with 
the King of China, it ſpeaks of the feaſts of the Tutons, which are the ten Soveraign digni- 
ties, that command over the forty (harms, who are 23 the Vice-royes of the State. Theſe 
T «tons alſo are termed the beams of the Sun, for, ſay they, as the King of China is the Son of 
the Sun, ſo the T tons, who repreſent him, may rightly be termed his beams, for that they 
proceed from him, even as the rayes do from the Sun; But ſetting aſide the bruitiſhre's of theſe 
Gentiles, I will only ſpeak of the Feaſt, whereunto Cod is to be invited, which I have ſeen ſome 
— 14 with much devotion, though for want of faith, their works can do them little 
good. 


CHAP. XXIV. 


The Order Which is obſerved in the Feaſts, that are made in certain Inns; 
and the State, which the Chaem of the two and thirty Univerſities 
keeps ; with certain remarkable things in the City of Pequin. 


T7 firſt tbing whereof mention is made in the Preface of that Book, which treats of Feaſts, 
as I have ſaid before, is the Feaſt, that is to be made unto God here upon earth, of which 
it is ſpoken in this manner: E very Feaſt, bow ſumptnous ſoe ver it be, may be paid for With a 
price, more or leſs, conformable to the bounty of him that makes it, who for all hu charge be- 
ſtowed on it reaps no other recompence, then the praiſe of ſlatterers and idle perſons ; Where- 
fore, O my Brother, faith the Preface of the ſaid Book, / counſel thee to imploy thy goods in 
feaſting of God in his poor, that is to ſay, ſecretly to ſupply the neceſſities of good folks, ſo that 
they may not periſh for want of that Which thou haſt more then thou needeſt. Call to mind al- 
ſo the vile matter Wherewith thy father ingendred thee, and that too, which is far more ab- 
jet, Wherewith thy mother conccived thee, and ſo thou Wilt ſte bow much inferiour thou art, 
even to the bruit beaſts, Which without diſtinction of reaſon apply themſelves to that where- 
unto they are carried by the fieſp ; and ſeeing that in the quality of a man thou wilt invite thy 
friends, who poſſibly by to morrow may not be, to ſhew that thou art good and faithful, invite 
the poor creatures of God, of Whoſe groans and neceſſities he like a pitiful Father taketh com- 
paſſion, and promiſeth to him that doth them good infinite ſatisfftion in the bouſe of the Sun, 
Where an an Article of faith we hold, that his ſervants ſhall abide for evermore in eternal 
happineſs, After theſe words, and other ſuch like, worthy to be obſerved, the Xipaton,who, 
J cold you; is the chief of them that govern this great Labyrinth, ſhews him all che Chapters 
"of the Book, from one end to the other, and bids him look what manner of men, or Lords he 
will invite, what number of gueſts, and how many days he will have the feaſt to laſt ; for ad- 
deth he, the Kings, and Tutens, at the feaſts that are made for them, have ſo man Meſſes of 
meat, ſo many Attendants, ſuch Furniture, ſuch Chambers, ſuch veſſel, ſuch plate, ſuch (ports, 
and ſo many days of hawking, and hunting, all which amounts to ſuch a ſam of mony : Then 
if he will not bcſtow ſo much, the Xiparon ſhews him in another Chapter, the feafts which 

are

me ordinarily made for the Charms, Aytars, Ponchacis, Bracalons, Anchacis, Conchalazr, 
Lanteas, or for Captains, and rich men, whereas other kind of perſons of meaner condition 
have nothing elfe to do, but to fir down, and fall to on free coſt, fo that there are uſually fifty 
or threeſcore rooms fall of men and women of all ſores ; There are alſo in other rooms moſt 
excellent and melodious conſorts of muſick, namely of Harps, Viols, Lutes, Bandotes, Cor- 
pets, Sackburs, and other Inſtruments, which are not in uſe amongſt us. If it be a feaſt of wo- 
men, as it often tails out to be, then are the wayters on the table likewiſe women, or young 
Dimoſels, richly attired, who for that they are maids, and endued with ſingular beauty, it hap- 
many times that men of extraordinary quality fall in love with them, and do marry them. 
Now for a concluſion of that which I hxve to ſay of theſe Inns, of all the mony, which is ſpent 
upon ſuch feaſts, four in the hundred, whereof the Xipaton pꝛies rae one half, and they th at 
mike the feaſts the other, is ſet apart for the entertainment of the table of the p2or, whereunto 
for Gods ſake all manner of people are admitted that will come to it; Moreover, they arc al- 
towed a Ch mber, and a good bed but that = for the ſpace of three days, unleſs they be wo- 
men wich chil , or ſick perſons, which ate not able to travel; for in that caſe they are entertained 
alongtr time, becauſe regard is had unto the people according to the need they are in. We 
faw alſo in this ourward incloſure, which, as I have delivered, invirons all the othæt City, rwo 
and thirty great Edifices, or Colledges, diſtant about a flight ſhoot the one from the other, where 
ſach, as apply themſelves to the ſtudy of the two and thirty Laws, which are profeſſed in the 
two and thirty Kingdoms of this Empire, do recide. Now in each of theſe C lledges, accord- 
ing as we could gueſs by the great number of perſons that we ſaw there, there ſhould be a- 
dove ten thouſand Scholers ; and indeed the Aqucſendoo, which is the Book that crears of 
theſe things, makes them amount in the whole to four hundred thouſand z There is likewiſe 
ſome what apart from the reſt, another far greater and fairer E tifice, of almoſt a Teague in 
eircuit, where all thoſe that have taken degrees, as well in their Theologie, as in the Laws of 
the government of this Monarchy, do live. In this Univerſity there is a Chaem, who com- 
minds over all ce Heads of the Colledges, and is called, by a title of eminent dignity, X+/ey- 
ritapou, that is to ſay, Lord of all the Nobles. This Chaem, for chat he is more honourable, 
and of an higher quality then all the reſt, keeps as great a Court as any Taton; for he hath ordi- 
narily a guard of three hundred Mogores, four and twenty Loſbers that go with filyer Maczs 
before him, and fix and thirty women, which mounted on white ambling Nags, trapped with 
flk and (ilver, ride playing on certain very harmonious inſtruments of muſick, and ſingiog to 
the rune thereof, make a pleaſing Conſort after their manner. There are alfo led before him 
twenty very hn.jſome ſpare herſes, without any othet furniture chen their clothes of flyer 
tnſcl, and with headſtals full of little filver bells, every horſe being waited on by ſix Halber- 
diers, and four footmen v: ry well apparclled ; B. fere all this train goes four hundred Happes, 
with a number of great long chains, which trailing on the ground, make ſuch a drradſul ratling 
nd noiſe, as does not a lit le terrifie all that are within hearing; Then next co them matches 
twelve men on horsack, called Peretandas, each of them carrying an Umbrello of carnation 
Satin, and other twelve that follow them with banners of white damssk, deeply indented, 
and edged about with golden frenge; Now after all this pomp comes the Chaem litting in 2 
rium Chariot, attended by threeſcore Conchalas, Chumbim:, and Manteos, ſuch as a- 
tongft us are che Chancellors, Judges, and Councellors ot the Courts of Juftice, and theſe go 
il on foot, carrying upon their ſhoulders Cymiters rightly garoifhed wich gold. Lalt of all fol- 
by leſſer officers, that ate like unto our Regiſters, Examiners, Auditors, Clarks Atturnxys, and 
Solicitors, all likewiſe on foot, and ctying out unto the people with a loud voice for to retire 
themſelves into their bouſes, and clear the ſtreets, ſo as there may be nothing to hinder or trou- 
ble the paſſꝛge of this magnificnce. But the moſt obſervable thing herein is, that cloſe to 
the Perſon of the (aem, march two little boyes on horsback, one on che right hand, the other 
on the left, richly attired, with their enſignes in their hands, ſignifying D uſtice, and Mercy, 
whereof I have ſpoken heretofore ; That on the right (ide rc picſenting mercy, is clothed in 
White, and that on the left repreſenting juſtice is apparelled in red; The horſes whereon theſe 
little boyes ate mounted, have on them foot-clothes of the ſame colour their garments are, and 
ill their furniture and trappings are of gold, with a kind of riet-work over them, made ot ſilver 
thread ; After each of theſe children match ſix young youths, about fifteen years ot age, with 
liver Maccs in their hands, ſo that all theſe things rogether ate ſo tema kahle, as there is no 
man that beholds them, but on the one ſide trembles for fear, and on the othet fide — - 
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ſtoniſhed at the ſight of ſo much greatneſs,and majeſty. Now that I may not longer dwel cn that 
which concerns this great incloſure, I will paſs over in ſile nee many other marvels that we ſaw 
there,conliſting in rich & fair buildings in magnificen: Pagodet, in bridges placed upon great pillars 
of ſtone, on cither ſide whereof are rayls or grates of iron finely wrought, and in high ways, 
that are ſtraight, broad, and all very well paved, whereof I think fit not to ſpeak, for by that 
which I have already ſaid, one may cafily judg of what I have omitted, in regard of the reſem- 
blance and conformity that is between them; wherefore I will only intreat, and that as ſuc- 
cinctly as I can, cf certain buildings, which I ſaw in this City, chiefly of four, that I obſerved 
more curioufly then the reſt, as alſo of ſome other particulatities, that well deſerve to be in- 
ſiſted upon. 

This City of P:9#in, whereof I have promiſed to ſpeak more amply then yet I have done, 
is ſo prodigious, and the things therein remarkable, as I do almoft repent me for undertaking 
to diſcourſe of it, becauſe to ſpeak the truth, I know not where to begin, that I may be as good 
as my word ; for one muſt not imagine it to be, either as the City of Rowe, or Conſtantinople, 
or Venice, or Paris, or London, or Sevill, or Liſbon, or that any of the Cities of Furope are 
comparable unto it, how famous or populous ſoever they be: Nay I will ſay further, that 
one muſt not think it to be like to Grand Cairo in Egypt, Tauris in Perſia, Amadaba in Cam- 
baya, Biſnagar in Narſingaa, G oura in Bengala, Ava in Chaleu, Timplan in Calaminhan, 
Martaban and Bagou in Pegu, Guimpel and Tinlau in Siammon, Odia in the Kingdom of 
Sornau, Paſſarvan and De ma in the Iſland of ao, Pangor in the Country of the Lequiens, 
Uſangea in the Grand Cauchiv, Lancama in T artaria, and Meaco in P appun, all which Ci- 
ties are the Capitals of many great Kingdoms; for I dare well affirm, that all thoſe ſame are 
not to be compared to the leaſt part of the wonderful City of Pequin, much leis to the great- 
neſs and magnificence of that which is moſt excellent in it, whereby I_underſtand her ſtately 
buildings, her inward riches, her exceſſive abundance of all that is nece ſſary for the entertain» 
ing of life, alſo the world of people, the infinite number of Barques and Veſſels that are there, 
the Commerce, the Courts of Juſtice, the Government and the State of the. Tutont, Chaemsr, 
Anchacys, Aytaos, Puchancys, and Bracanons, who rule whole Kingdoms, and very ſpacious 
Provinces, with great /pentions, and are ordinarily reſident in this City, or others for them, when 
2s by the Kings ccmmand they are ſent about affairs of conſequence. But ſetting theſe things 
aſide, whereof yer I intend to ſpeak more awply, when time (hall ſerve, I ſay that this City, 
(according to that which is written of it, both in the Aqueſendoo before mentioned, and all 
the Chronicles of the Kingdom of China) is thirty leagues in circuit, not comprehending there- 
in the buildings of the other incloſure that is without it, and is invironed with a double wall, 
made of good ſtrong ſree - ſtone, having three hundred and threeſcore gates, each of which hath 
a ſmall Fore, compoſed of two high towers, with its ditches, and draw-bridges ; and at every 
gate is a Regiſter, & four Porters with halberds in their hands, who are bound to give account of 
all chat goes in and out. Theſe gates by the Ordinance of the Tuton, are divided according to 
the three hundred and threeſcore dayes of the year, fo that every day in his turn hath the tealt 
of the invocation of the Idol, whereot each gate bears the name, celebrated with much ſole m- 
nity. This great City hath alſo within that large incloſure of her walls, as the Chineſes affu- 
red us, three thouſand and three hundred Pagodes or Temples, wherein arc continually facrifi- 
ced a great number of birds and wild beaſts, which they hold to be more agreeable unto God, 
then ſuch as ate kept tame in houſes, whereof their Prieſts render divers reaſons to the people, 
therewith perſwading them to believe ſo great an abuſe for an article of faith. The truRtures 
theſe Pagodes, whereof I ſpeak, are very ſumptuous, eſpecially thoſe of the orders of the Me- 
wegrepos, Conquiays, and T alagrepos, who are the Prieſts of the four Sects of Xaca, Amida, 
Gizom, and Canom, which ſurpaſs in intipuiry the other two and thirty of that Labyrinth of 
the Divel, who appears to them many times in divers forms, for to make them give more cre- 
dit to his impoſtures and lies. The principal ſtreets of this City are all very long and broad, with 
fair houſes of two or three ſtories high, and incloſed at both ends with balliſters of iron and 
lattin ; the entrance into them is through lanes, that croſs theſe great ſtreets, at the ends where- 
of are great arches, with ſtrorg gates, which are (but in the night, and on the top of the 
arches, there are watch-bels ; Each of theſe ſtreets hath its Captain, and officers, who walk 
the round in their turns, and are bound every ten dayes to make report into the Town-hcu'e 
of all that paſſeth in their quarters, to the end that the Punc hacys, or Chaems of the Govern- 
ment, may take ſuch order therein, as reaſon requires, Moreover this great City (if credit wy 
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be given to that which the ſaid book, ſo often before mentioned by me, records) hath in hun- 
dred and tyjenty Canals, made by the Kings and people in former times, which are three fa- 
thom deep, and twelve broad, croſfing through the whole length and bredth of the City, by 
the means of a great number of bridges, built upon arches of ſtrong free- ſtone, at the end where. 
of there are pillars, with chains, that reach from the one to the other, and refting places for 
paſſengers to repoſe themſelves in: It is ſa d that the bridges of theſe hundred & twenty Canals, 
or Aqueducts, are in number eighteen hundred, and that if one of them is fair and rich, the other 
is yet more, as well for the faſhion, as for the reſt of the workmanſhip thereof. The ſaid Book 
sfficms, That in this City there are fixſcore Piatæuet, or publique places, in each of the Which 
is a Fair kept every month. Now during the two months time that we were at liberty in this 
City, we ſaw eleven or twelve of theſe Fairs, where were an infinite company of people, both 
on horſ-back, and on foot, that out of doxes hanging about their necks ſold all things that well 
beet can be named, as the Haberdaſhers of ſmall wares do amongft us, beſides the ordinary ſhops 
of rich Merchants, which were ranged very orderly in the particular ſtreets, where was to be 
ſeen a world of (ilk ſtuffs, tinſels, cloth of gold, linnen, and cotton-cloth, ſables, ermyns, mask, 
aloes, fine pourcelain, gold and filver plate, pearl, ſeed pearl, gold in powder, and lingots, and 
ſuch other things bf value, whereat we nine Portugals were exceedingly aſton ſhed; But if I 
ſhould ſpeak in particular of all the other commodities, that were to be fold there, as of iron, 
ſteel, lead, copper, tin, latin, corral, cornalin, cryſtal, quickſilver, vermillion, ivory, cloves,nut- 
megs, Mace, ginger, tamatinds, cinnamon, pepper, cardamone, borax, hony, wax, ſanders, 
ſugar, conſerves, acates, fruit, meal, rice, fleſh, veniſon, fiſh, pulſe, and herbs ; there was ſuch 
abundance of them, as it is ſcarce poſſible to expreſs it in words. The Cbineſes allo aſſured us, 
that this City hath an hundred and threeſcore Butchers ſhambles, and in each of them an hun- 
dred falls, full of all kinds of flz(h that the earth produceth, for that theſe people feed on all, 
as Veal, Mutton, Pork, Goar, the fleſh of Horſes, Buffles, Rhinocerets, Tygers, Lions, Dogs, 
Males, Aſſes, Octers, Shamois, Bodgers, and finally of all other beafts whatſoever. Further- 
more, beſides the weights which are particulatly in every (ſhambles, there is not a gate in the 
City that hath not its ſcales, wherein the meat is weighed again, for to ſee if they have their dus 
weight chat have bought it, to the end that by this means the people may not be deceived. Be- 
fides thoſe ordinary Shambles, there is not ſcarce a ſtreet but hath five or (ix Butchers ſhops in it, 
where the choiceſt meat is ſold ; there are withall many Taverns, where excallent fare is al- 
wayes to be had, and cellers full of gammons of bacon, dried tongues, poudered geeſe, and 
other ſayoury viands, for to reliſh ones drink, all in ſo great abundance, tbat it would be very 
ſuperfluous to ſay more ofvit ; bat what —_ is co ſhew how liberally God hath imparted to 
theſe miſerable blinded wretches the good things which he hath created on the earth, to the 
end chat his holy Name may therefore be blefſed for evermore. 


CHa?. XXXV, 
The Priſon of Xinanguibaleu, wherein thoſe are kept, Which have been condem- 


ned to ſerve at the reparations of the wall of Tartaria; and another inclo- 
ſure, called the Treaſure of the dread, With the revennes 
whereof this priſon is maintained. 


Eſiſting now from ſpeaking in particular of the great number of the rich and magnificent 

buildings, which we ſaw in this City of Pequin, I will only inſiſt on ſome of the Edifi- 
es rhereof, that ſeemed more remarkable to me then the reft, whence it may be eaſie to infer, 
What all thoſe might be, whereof I will not make any mention here to avoid prolixicy ; And of 
theſe neither would I ſp:ak, were it not that our Lord may one day permit, that the Portugal 
Nition, full of valour, and of lofty courage, may mile uſe of this relation for the glory of our 
gest Cod, to the end that by theſe humane means,and the aſſiſtance of his divine favor, it ma 
mke thoſe barbarous people underſtand the verity of our holy Catholique faith, from whi 
their ſins have ſo far eſloigaed them, as they mack at all that we ſay to them thereof: Hereunto 
Iwill adde, that they are extravagant, and ſenceleſs, as they dare boldly affirm, that only with 
dcholding the face of the Son of the Sun, which is their King, a ſoul would be more happy 
then wich all other things of the world beſides, which perſwades me that if God of his infinite 
Mercy and goodneſs would grant, that the King of the people might become a Chriſtian, it 
would be an eaſie matter to convert all his W otherwiſe I hold it difficult 
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ſo much as one to change his belief, and all by reaſon of the great awe they are in of the Law, 
which they fear and reverence a like, and whereof it is not to be believed how much they che- 
riſh the Miniſters. But to return to my diſcourſe, the firſt building which 1 ſaw of thoſe chat 
were moft remarkable, was a priſon, which they call Tinangnibaleu, that is to ſay, The an- 
cloſare of the Epiles ; the circuit of this priſon is two leagues ſquare, or little leſs, both in 
length and bredth : It is incloſed with a very high wall without any battlements; the wall on 
the outſide is invironed with a great deep ditch full of water,over the which are amany of draw- 
bridges, that are drawn up in the night with certain iron chains, and ſo hang ſuſpended on huge 
caſt pillars ; Inthis priſon is an arch of ſtrong hewed ſtone, abutting in two towers, in the tops 
whereof are fix great ſentinel bells, which are never rung but all the reſt within the ſaid inclo- 
ſure do anſwer them, which the Chineſes affirm to be above an hundred, and indeed they make 
3 moſt horrible din. In this place there are ordinarily three hundred thouſand priſoners, between 
ſeventeen and fifty, wherear we were much amazed, and indeed we had good cauſe, in regard 
it is a thing ſo unuſual and extraordinary. Now deſiring to know of the Chineſes the occaſion 
of ſo maryellous a building, and of the great number of priſoners that were in it ; they an- 
ſwered us, that after the King of Chixa, named ¶ Tiſnago Docotay, had finiſhed a wall of three 
hundred leagues ſpace betwixt this Kingdom of China, and that of Tartaria, 2s I have de- 
clared other where, he ordained by the advice of his people, (for to that effect he cauſed an 
Aſſembly of his Eſtates to be held) that all choſe which (ſhould be condemned to baniſnment, 
ſhould be ſent to work in the repairing of this wall, and that after they had ſerved ſix years to- 
ether therein, they might freely depare, though they were ſentenced to ſerve for a longer time, 
:cauſe the King pardoned them the remainder of the term by way of charity and alms; but 
if during thoſe years, they ſhould happen to perform any remarkable act, or other thing, where- 
in it appeared they had advantage over others, or if they were three times wounded in the Sal- 
lies they ſhould make, or if they killed ſome of their enemies, they were then to be diſpenſed 
with tor all the reſt of their time, and that the Chaem ſhould grant them a certificate there- 
of, where it ſhould be declared why he had delivered them, and how he had thereby ſatisfied 
the Ordinances of War. Two ed and ten thouſand men are to be continually entertained 
in the work of the wall, by the firſt inftitution, whereof defalcation is made of a third part, 
for ſuch are dead, maimed, and delivered, either for their notable actions, or for that they had 
accompliſhed their time: And likewiſe when az the Cheew, who is as the chief of all thoſe, 
ſent to the Pitaucamay, which is the higheft Court of Juſtice, to furniſh him with that nam- 
ber of men, they could not aſſemble them together ſo ſoon as was neceſſary, for that they were 
divided in ſo many — — of that Empire, which is prodigiouſly great, as I have deliver- 
ed before, and that withall a long time was required for the aſſembling them together, another 
King, named Gopiley Aparau, who ſucceeded to that Cri/nago Dacotay, ordained that the 
great incloſure ſhould be made in the City of Pequin, to the end that as ſoon is any wgre con- 
demned to the work of this wall, they (hould be carried to Xinanguibalen for to be there al- 
together, by which means they might be ſent away without any delay, as now is done. So 
foon as the Court of Juſtice hath committed the priſoners to this priſon, whereof he that brings 
them hath a Certificate, they are immediately left at liberty, ſo that they may walk at thei 
— within this great incloſure, having nothing but a little plate of a ſpan long, and four 
ers broad, wherein theſe words are engraven, Such a one of ſuch a place hath been con- 
demned to the general exile for ſuch a cauſe, be entred ſuch a day, ſuch a month, ſuch a year- 
Now the reaſon why they make every priſoner to carry this plate for a teſtimony of their evil 
actions, is, to manifeſt for what crime he was condemned, and at what time he entred, be- 
cauſe every one goes forth conformably to the length of time that (ball be ſince he entred in. 
Theſe priſoners are held for duly delivered when they are drawn out of captivity for to go and 
work at the wall, for they c:nnot upon any cauſe whatſoever be exempted from the priſon of 
Xinanguibales, and the time they are there is counted to them for nothing, in regard they have 
no hope of liberty but at that inftant when their turn permits them to work in the reparations, 
for then they may be ſure to be delivered, according to the ordinance whereof I have made 
mention before. Having now delivered the occaſion whereof fo great a priſon was made, be- 
fore I leave it I hold it not amiſs to ſpeak of a Fair, which we ſaw there, of two that are uſu- 
ally kept every year, which thoſe of the Country call, Cunxiuem, Apparau, Xinanguibales, 
that is to ſay, The rich Fair of the priſon of the condemned; The. Fairs are kept in the 
months of 7, and Pannary, with very magnificent feaſts, ſolemnized for the — of 
ir 
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their Idols; And even, there they have their plenory indulgences, by means whereof great ri- 
ches of gold and ſilver are promiſed them in the other world. They are both of them frank and 
free, ſo as the Merchants pay no duties, which is the cauſe that they fluck thither in ſuch great 
number, as they aſſured us that there were three millions of perſons there; And foraſmuch as 
I faid before, that the three hundred thouſand that are impriſon2d there, are at liberty, as well 
as thoſe that go in and out, you ſhall ſee what courſe they hold to keep the priſoners from get- 
ting forth amongſt others, Every one that is free and comes in hach a mark ſet on the wrift of 
his tight arm{wich a certain Confection made of Oyl, Bitumen, Lacre, Rubatb. and Alum, which | 
being once dry cannot be any wayes defaced, but by the means of vinegar and ſalt mingled to- 

ther very hot; And to the end that ſo great a number of people may be marked, on both 

es of the gates ſtand a many of Chainpatoens, who with ſtamps of lead, dipt in this Bitumen, 
imprints a mark on every one that preſents himſelf unto them, and ſo they let him enter; 
which is only praRiſed on men, not upon women, becauſe none of that Sex are ever condem- 
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ned to the labour of the wall. When therefore they come to go out of the gates, they mult all 


have their arms bared where this mark is, that the ſaid Chaintapo:ns, who are the Porters and 
Miniſters of chis affair, may know them, and let them paſs ; and if by chance any one be ſo un- 
happy as to have that mark defaced by any accident, muſt even have paticnce, and remain wich 
the other priſoners, in regard there isno way to get him ont of this place if he be found with- 
out that mark. Now thole Chaintepoens are ſo dextrous and well verſed in it, that an hundred 
thouſand men may in an hour go in and out without trouble, ſo that by this means the three 
hundred thouſand priſoners continue in their captivity, and none of them can ſlip away amongſt 
others to get out. There are in this priſon three great incloſures like great towns, where there 
are a number of houſes, and very long ſtreets, without any lanes ; and at the entrance into each 
ſtreet there are good gates, with their ſentinel bells aloft, together with a Chumbim, and twen- 
ty men for a Guard; within a flight ſhoot of thoſe incloſures are the lodgings of the Chaem, 
who commands all this priſon, and thoſe lodgings are compoſed of a number of fair houſes, 
wherein are many out- Courts, Gardens, Ponds, Halls, and Chambers, inriched with excellent 
inventions, able to lodge a King at his eaſe, how great x Court ſoever he have. In the two prin- 
cipal of cheſe Towns there are two ſtreets, each of them about a flight (hoot long, which 
abue upon the Charms lodgings, arched all with ſtone, and covered over head like the 
Hoſpital at Liſbon, but that they far ſurpaſs it. are all chings to be ſold that one can de- 
fice, as well tor victual, and other kind of proviſions, as for all ſorts of Merchandiſe, and rich 
wares. In thoſe arched ſtreets, which ate very ſpacious and long, are theſe two Fairs kept every 
year, whicher ſuch an infinite multitude of people reſort, as] have declared before. Moreover with- 
in the incloſure of this priſon are divers woods of tall and high trees, with many ſmall ſtreams, 
ind ponds of cler ſweet water for the uſe of the priſoners, and to waſh their linnen, as alſo 
ſundry Hermirages, and Hoſpitals, together with twelve very ſumptuous and rich Monaſteries, 
ſo thac'whatſoeycr is to be had in a great Town, may in great abundance be found within the 
incloſure, and with advantage in many things, becauſc the mott part of theſe priſoners have 
their wives and children there, to whom the King gives a lodging anſwerable to the houſhold, 
or family, which each one hath. 

The ſecond of thoſe things, which I have undertaken to relate, is another indloſure we ſaw 5. 2. 
almoſt as big as the former, compaſſed about with ſtrong walls, and great ditches. This place 
6 called 14xiparan, which ſignifies The treaſure of the dead, where are many towers of hew- 
ed carved ftone, and Reeples dweiſly painted. The walls on the top are in ſtead of battlements 
ovironed with iron grates, where there are a number of idols of different figures, as of Men, 
Serpencs, Horſes, Oxen, Elephants, Fiſhes, Adders, and many other monſtrous forms of erea- 
tures, which-were never ſecn, ſome of Braſs, and Iron, and others of Tin, and Copper; ſo that 
this infinice company of ſeveral figures joyned together is one of the moſt — and plea- 
lanteſt things that can be imagined, Having paſt over the bridge of the ditch we arrived at 2 
great Court that was at the firſt entrance, incloſed round about with huge gates, and paved all 
over with whice and black ſtones in cheequer work, fo poliſhed and bright, as one might ſee 
bimſelt in chem as in a looking glaſs ; In the midſt of this Court was a pillar of Jaſper ſix and 
thirty ſpans high, and as ix ſeemed all of one piece, on the top whereof was an idol of ſilver in 
the figure of a woman, which with her hands ſtrangled a Serpent, that was excellently ena- 
m l|:d with black and green. A lietle further at the entrance of another gate, which ſtood be- 
tween two very high towers, and accompanied mw four and ewenty pillars of huge — 
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ſtone, there were two figures of men, each of them with an iron club in his hand, as if they 
had ſerved to guard that paſſ:ge, being an hundred and forty ſpans high, with ſuch hideous 
and ugly viſages, as makes them even to tremble that behold them; The Chine/es called them 
Xixipatau Xalican, that is to ſay, The blowers of the bouſe of ſmoak, At the entring into this 
gate there were twelve men with halberds, and two Regiſters, ſer at a tabl⸗, who ei rolled all 
that entred tiere, unto whom every one paid a matter of a groat : when we were entred wirh- 
io this gate, we met with a very large ſtreet, cloſed on both fides with goodly arches, as well 
io regard of the workmanſhip, as the reſt, round about the which hung an ir finite company of 
little bells of lattin by chains of the ſame mettal, that moved by the air, mide ſuch a noiſe as one 
could with much ado hear one another: This ſtreet might be about half a league long and with ia 
theſe arches, on both ſides of the way, were two rows of low houſes, like unto great Chur- 
ches, with ſteeples all guile, and divers inventions of painting: Of theſe houſes the Chine/es 
aſſured us there wis in that place three thouſand, all which from the very top to the bottom 
were full of dead m nsskuls, a thing ſo ſtrange, that in every mans judgment a thouſand great 
ſhops could hardly contain them. Behind theſe houſes, both on the one fide and the other, 
were two great Mounts of dead mens bones, reaching far above the ridges of the houſes, full 
as long as the ſtrcer, and ot a mighty bredth, Theſe bones were ordered and diſpoſed one upon 
another ſo curiouſly and aptly, that they ſcemed to grow there; Having demanded of the Chi. 
neſes whether any regiſter was kept of theſe bones, they anſwered, there was; for the Tala- 
grepos, unto whoſe charge the adminiſtration of theſe three thouton4 houſes was commited, 
enrolled them all : and that none of theſe houſes yield d leſs then two thouſand Tais revr- 
nue out of ſuch lands, as the owners of theſe bones had bequtathed to them for their ſouls 
health; and that the rent of all theſe three thouſand houſes together amounted unto five milli- 
ons of gold yearly, whereof the King had four, and the Talagrepos the other for to defray the 
expences of this Fabrick; and that the four appertained to the King, as their Support, who 
diſpenced them in the maint: nance of the three hundred thouſand priſoners of Xinangaibalew. 
Being amazed at this marvel, we began to go along this ſtreet, in the midſt whereof we found a 
great Piazza, compaſſed about with two huge grates of lattin, and within it was an Adder 
of braſs intolded into I know not how many boughts, and ſo big that it contained thirty fa- 

thom in circuit, being withall ſo ugly and dreadful, as no words are able to deſcribe it. Some 
of us would eſtimate che weight of it, and the leaſt opinions reached to a thouſand quintals, 
were it hollow within, as I believe it was. Now although it was of an unmeaſurable great- 
neſs, yet was it in every part ſo well proportioned, as nothing can be amended, whertunto 
alſo the workmanſhip thereof is ſo correſpondent, that all the perfection which can be deſi- 
red from a good workman is obſerved in it. This monſtrous Serpent, which the Chineſe call, 
T he glutronous Serpent of the houſe of ſmoak, had on the top of his head a bowl of iron, two 
and they foot in circumference, 2s it it had been thrown at him from ſome other place; Twenty 
paces further was the figure of a man of the ſame braſs in the form of a Gyanr, in like manner 
very ſtr:nge and extraordinary, as well for the greatneſs of the body, as the hugeneſs ol the 
limbs 1 This Monſter held an iron bowl juſt 2s big as the other aloft in boch his bands, and 
bzholding the Serpent with a frowning and angry countenance, he ſeemed as though he would 
throw this bowl at him. Round about this figure was a number of little idols all guilt on chen 

knees, with their hands lifted up to him, as if they would adore: him. All this great edifice 

was conſecrated to the honour ot this Idol, called Aucluparon, whom the Hineſes affirmed 

to be the treaſurer of all the dead mens bones, and that when the gluttonous Serpent before 

mentioned came to ſteal them away, he made at him with that bowl which he held in his 

hands, whereupon the Serpent in great fear fled immediately away to the bottom of the pro- 

found houſe of ſmoak, whither God had precipitated him for his great wickedneſs ; and fur- 
ther that he had maintained a combare with him three thouſand years already, and was to con- 
tinue the ſame three thouſand years more, ſo that from three thonſand to three thouſand years 
he was to imploy fivebowls, wherewith he was to make an end of killing him; H reunto they 
added, that as ſoon as this Serpent ſhould be dead, the bones that were there aſſembled, would 
rerurn into the bodies, ro which they appertained formerly, and fo ſhould go and remain for 
ever in the houſe of the Moon; To theſe brutiſh opinions they joyn many others ſuch like, 
unto which they give ſo much faith, that nothing can be able to remove them from it, for it is 
the doctrine that is preached nnto them by their Bowzes, who alſo tell them that the true way 
to make a ſoul happy, is to gather theſe bones together into this place, by means whereof there 
is 
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is not 2 day paſſ:s but that a thouſand or two of theſe wretches bones are brought thicker. 
Now if ſome for their far diſtance cannot bring all the bones whols thither, they will at leaſt- 
wiſe bring 2 tooth or two, and ſo they ſay that by way of an alas they make as good ſa- 
tisfaRion as if they broughe all y1e reſt ; which is the reaſon that in all theſe chunel houſes 
there is ſuch an infinite multitude of theſe teeth, that one might lade many ſhips with 
chem. 

We ſaw in a great Plain without the walls of this City another building, very ſumptuous 
ind rich, which they call N.zcapiras, that is to ſay, the Queen of Heaven, tor it is the opinion 
of theſe blinded wretches, that our Lord above is married like the Kings here below, and that 
the children which he bath had by the Nacepiras, are the Stars we ſee twinkling in the Fir- 
mament by night, and that when any exhalatign comes to diſſolve in the air, they ſay that ie is 
one of his children that is dead, whereof his other brothers are ſo grieved, that they (h-d ſuch 
abundance of tears, as the earth is watered therewith, by which means God provides us of our 
living, as it were in manner of alms beſtowed for the ſouls of the deceaſed. But letting paſs 
theſe and other ſuch like fooleries, I will only intreat of ſuch particulzrs, as we obſerved in this 
great Edifice, whercof the firſt was one hundred and forty Convents of this accurſed Religion, 
both of men and women, in each of which there are four hundred perſons, amounting in all to 
fix and fifty thouſand, beſides an infinite number of religious ſervants, that are not obliged to 
their vow of proſe ſſion that are within, who for a mark of their Prieſtly dignity are clothed 
in violet, with green ſtars on chem, having their head, beard, and eye-brows ſhaven, and wear- 
ing beads about their necks to pray with, but for all that they crave no alms, by reaſon they 
hve revenue enough to live on. The n:xt was an incloſure within this huge building, a league 
in cireuit, the walls whereof were built upon arches, vaults, of ſtrong hewed ſtone, and under- 
neath them were Galleries, invironed all about with balliſtcrs of lattin; within this incloſure 
at 4 gate, through which we paſt, we ſaw under moſt deformed figures the two porters of 
hell, at leaſt they believe ſo, calling the one Bacharoy, and the other Quagifau, both of them 
with iron clubs in their bands, and fo hideous and horrible to ſee to, that it is impoſſible to 
behold them without fear. Having paſt this gate under a chain, that went 2 croſs from the breſt 


of one of theſe divels to the other, we entred into a very fair ſtreet, both for bredth and length, 


incloſed at either end wich many arches, diverſly painted, on the top whereof were all along 
two rows of idols to the number of five thouſand ; Now we could not well judg of what 
matter theſe idols were made, howſoever they were guilt all over, and upon their heads they 
wore myters of ſundry inventions. At the end of this ſtreet was a great ſquare place, paved 
with black and white ſtone, and compaſſed about with four rows of gyants in braſs, each of 
them fifteen foot high, with balberds in their hands, and their hair and beards all guile, which 
was not only a very pleaſing object to the eye, but alſo repreſented a kind of majeſtical great- 
neſs. At the end of this place was 2wuiay Huyan, the god of rain, which idol was ſo huge, 
that with his head he touched the battlements of the tower, being above twelve fathom high; 
he was likewiſe of braſs, and both from his mouth, head, and breft, at fix and twenty ſeveral 
places came out ſtreams of water: Having paſt between his legs, which ſtood ſtradling at 3 
great diſtance, one from another, we entred into a large room, as long as a Church, where 
there were three ſhips (et upon very big and high pillars of Jaſper ; all along the walls thereot 
on both ſides were a many of idols, great and little in divers forms all guilt, fitted and diſpo- 
ſed in ſuch order, as they took up all the bredth and length of the walls, and ſeemed at firſt ſight 
to be all gold: At the end of this room or temple upon a round Tribunal, whereunto one al- 
e:nded by fifteen winding ſtairs, was an altar, proportionable to the fame Tribunal, whereon 
ſtood the image of Nacapirau, in the likeneſs of à very fair woman, with her hair hanging up- 
on her ſhoulders, and her hands lifted up to Heaven. Now for that (he was guilt all ovet with 


fine gold, and that with a great deal of art and care, (he gliſtered in that manner as it was un- 


poſſible to continue looking on her, ſo dazled were a mans eyes with the rayes that darted from 
der. Round about this j Tribunal on the firft four ſtairs were the Statues of twelve Kings of 
China in ſilver, with crowns on their heads, and maces on their ſhoulders ; a little lower were 
three rows of idols guilt, kneeling on their knees, and holding up their hands, and all about 
hung a number of filver cindleſticks with ſeven branches apiece. When we were out of this, 
we went through another ſtreet all arched like that by which we entred in, and from this we 
p1ſ:d through two other ſtreets full of very ftately buildings, and ſo came to a gate, that 
lood between four high towers, where there was a Chifun, with thirty Halberdiers, and 

wo 
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two Regiſters, which wrot down the names of all that went in and out, as they did ours, and 
lo we gave them about a groat for our paſſage out. |

of an Edifice, ſcituated in the midſt of the river, wherein were the hundred 
and thirteen Chappels of the Kings of China; With the publique 
Granaries eſtabliſhed for the relief of the poor, 


== give an end to the matter, whereof I intreat, which would be infinite if I ſhould re- 
count every thing in particular, amongſt the great number of marvellous buildings, which 
we ſaw, the moſt remarkable to my ſeeming was an incloſure, ſeated in the midſt of the rer 
of Batampixa, containing ſome league in circuit in an Iſland, and invironed with fair hewed 
ſtone, which on the out ſide was about eight and thirty foot high above the u ater, and on the 
in-fide even with the ground, being encompaſſed with two rows of balliſters of lattin, where- 
of the outermoſt were but (ix toor high, for the commoditie of ſuch as would reſt them- 
ſelves there, and the innermoſt were nine foot high, having fix Lyons of flyer landing upon 
buge bowls, which are the arms of the King of China, as I have ſaid elſewhere. Within the in- 
cloſure of theſe balliſters Rood in very goodly order an hundred and thirteen Chappels after the 

faſhion of Bulwarks all round, in each of which was a rich Tomb of Alabaſter, placed with 
much art upon the heads of two filver Serpents, which in regard of the many boughts where- 
in they were entertained ſeemed to be ſnakes, though they had the viſsges of women, and 
three horns on their heads, the explication whereot we could not poſſibly learn. In each of 
theſe Chappels were thirteen branched Candleſticks with ſeven great lights a piece in them, fo 
that ro compute the whole, the candleſticks of. theſe hundred and thirteen Chappels amount to 
a thouſand, four hundred, thirty and nine. In the midſt of a great place, invironed round a- 
bout with three rows of winding ſtairs, and two rapks of idols, was a very high tower, with 
five ſteeples diverſly _ „ and filver Lions on the top of all: Here the Chine/es told 
us were the bones of thoſe hundred and thirteen Kings, that had been tranſported thither from 

theſe ls below: And it is the opinion of theſe brutiſh people, that theſe bones, which 
they hold for great reliques, do feaſt one another at every new Moon ; in regard whereof theſe 
Barbarians ule on that day to offer unto them a great Charger tull of all kind of fowl, as alſo 

Rice, Beef, Pork, Sugar, Hony, and all other ſorts of victual that one can name; wherein their 

blindneſs is ſuch, as in r nce of theſe meats, which the Prieſts take un:o themſelves, they 
imagine that all their ſins are — them, by way as it were of a plenory indulgenee. In this 
tower likewiſe we ſay an excceding rich Chamber, covered on the inſide all over from the top 
to the bottom with plates of filver. In this Chamber were the Statues of thoſe hundred and 

thirteen Kings of China all of filver, where in each of them were the bones of each ſeveral King 

incloſed ; Now they hold, according as they are made to believe by their prieſts, that theie 

Kings thus aſſembled together converſe every night one with another, and paſs away the time 

in ſundry ſports, which none is worthy to fee, but certain Bones, whom they term Cabi un- 

des, a title amongſt them of the moſt eminent dignity, ſuch it may be as the Cardinals of Rome. 

To this beaftly ignorance the wretches adde many other blind tales, which they are aſſuredly 

perſwaded are very eltar and manifeſt truths : Within this great incloſure we counted in ſeven- 

teen places three hundred and forty bells of caft mettal, namely twenty in each place, which are 

all rung together on thoſe days of the Moon, wherein they ſay theſe Kings do viſit and fealt 

ene another, Near to this tower in a very rich Chappel, built upon ſeven and thirty pillars of 

fair bewed ſtone, was the image of the goddeſs Amida, made of ſilver, having her hair of 

gold, and ſeated upon a Tribunal fourteen Reps high, that was all overlaid with fine gold; 

Her face was very beautiful, and her hands were heaved up towards Heaven, at her armpits 

hung a many of little idols not above half a finger long filed together, whereupon demanding 

of the Chineſes what thoſe meant, they anſwered us, That after the Waters of Heaven had 

over flowed the earth, ſo that all mankgnd was drowned by an univerſal Deluge, God ſecing 

that the World would be deſolate, and no body to inhabit it, he ſent the goddeſs Amida, the 

Chief Lady of honour to his wife Naczpirau from the Heaven of the Moon, that ſhe might re- 

pair the loſs of drowned mankind, and that then the goddeſs having ſet her feet on a Land, 

from Which the Waters were withdrawn, called Calemphuy, (which was the ſame Iſland, 
' whereof I have ſpoken heretofore, in the ſtreight of Nanquin, whereof Antonio de Faria 
| went

went on land) ſor was changed all into gold, and in that manner ftanding upright with hey 
face looking np unto Heaven, ſh: ſweat out at her armpits a great num her of children, name- 
ly males out of the right, and females out of the left, having no other place about her body 
whence ſhe might bring them forth, as other Women of the world have, Who have ſinned, and 
that for a chaſtiſement of their ſin, Gol by the order of nature bathſnbjetted them to a miſc. 
ry full of corruption and filthineſs, for to ſhew how odious unto him the fin was that had been 
committed againſt him. The goddeſs Amida having thus brought forth theſe creatures, whicl 
they affirm Were thirty three thouſand, three hunired,thirty and three, two parts of them females, 
and the other males, for ſo ſay they the world was to be repaired, ſhe remained ſo feeble and 
faint with this delivery, having no body to aſſift her at her need, that ſhe fell aown dead in the 
place, for Which cauſe the Mon at that time in memory of this death of hers, whereat ſhe Was 
infinitely grieved,put her ſelf into mourning, Which mourning they affirm to be thoſe black ſpots 
we ordinarily be hold in her face, occaſioned indeed by the ſhadow of the earth, and that when 
there ſhall be ſo many years rawont, as the goddeſs Amida brought forth children, Which 
were, 4s I have delivered, thirty three thouſand, three hundred, thirty and three, then the 
Moon will put off her mourning, and afterwards be as clear as the day. With theſe and ſuch 
like fopperies did che Chineſes ſo turmoil us, as we could not chuſe but grieve to conſider how 
much choſe people, which other wiſe are quick of apprehenſion, and of good underſtanding, 
are abuſed in matter of Religion with ſuch evident and manifeſt untraths. After we were 
come out of this great place, where we ſaw all theſe things, we went unto another Temple of 
religious Votaries, very ſumptuous and rich, where they told us the Mother of the then reign- 
ing King, named Nhay Camiſama, did abide, but thereunto we were not permitted to enter, 
becauſe we were ſtrangers ; From this place through a ſtreet, arched all along, we arrived at 
2 Key, called Hichario Topileu, where lay a great number of veſſels, full of pilgrims from di- 
vers Kingdoms, which came inceſſantly on pilgrimage to this Temple, for to gain, as they be- 
lieve, plenary indulgences, which the King of ( hina, and the Chaems of the Government, 
do grant unto them, befides many priviledges and franchiſes throughout the whole Country, 
where victuals are given them abundantly, and for nothing. I will not ſpeak of many other 
Temples, or Pagodei, which we ſaw in this City whileſt we were at liber y, for I ſhould ne- 
yer have done- to make report of them all, howbeit I may not omit ſome other particulars, 
that I hold very fit to be related before I break off this diſcourſe ; whereof the firſt were cer- 
tuin honſes, in ſeveral parts of this City, called Laginampuras, that is to ſay, The School of 
the poor, wherein fatherleſs and mot herleſ children, that are found in the ſtreats, are taughe 
to write and read, as alſo ſome trade, whereby chey may get their living, and of theſe 
bouſes, or ſchools, there are about ſome five hundred in this City; Now if it that 
iy of them through ſome defect of nature cannot learn a trade, then have they recourſe to ſome 
means for to make them get their living according to each ones incommodity ; As for example, 
i they be blind they make them labour in turning of handmils ; if they be lame of their feet, they 
cauſe them to make laces, riband, and ſuch like mynufaRtures ; if they be lame of their 
ther they make.chem cara their living by carrying of burdens ; but if they be lame both of feet 
and hands, ſo that nature hatch wholly deprived them of means to get their living, then 
ſhut them up in great Convents, where there are a number of perſons that pray tor the dead, 
wnongft whom they place them, and ſo they have their (hare of half the offerings that are made 
there, che Priefts having th: other half; it they be dumb, then they are (hut up in a great houſe, 
where they are maintained with the amerciaments that the common ſort of women, as oyſter» 
wives, and ſuch like, are condemned in for their ſcolding and fighting one with another; As for old 
queans, that are paſt the trade, and ſuch of the younger ſort as by the lewd exerciſe thereof are 
decom? diſeaſed with the pox, or other filthy ſickneſs, they are put into other houſes, where 
they are very well looked unto,and furniſhed abundantly with all things neceſſary, at the charge 
of the other women that are of the ſame? trade, who thereunto pay a certain ſum monthly, 
and that not unwillingly, becanſe they know that they (hall come to be ſo provided for them- 
Ives by others, and for the colleing of this mony there are Commiſſioners expreſly depu- 
ted in ſeveral parts of the City. There are alſo other houſes, much like unto Monafterics, where 
great many of young maids, that are Orpaans, are bred up, and theſe houſes are maintained 
a the charge of ſuch women as ate convicted of adultery ; for ſay they it is moſt juſt, chat if 
there be one which hath loſt her ſelf by her diſhoneſty, there ſhould be another, char ſhould ba 
Wnttioed by her vertue. Other places there are alſo, where decayed old people are kept 
ak 
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at the charge of Lawyers, that plezd ur juſt cauſes, where the parties have no tight; ard of 
Judges, that for favoring one more then another, and cor;upted with bribes, do not execute 
juſtice as they ought to do; whereby one may ſee with he w much order and policy theſe pec- 
ple govern all things. 3 

In the proſecution of my diſcourſe it will not be amiſs here to deliver the marvellovs order 
and policy, which the Kings of China obſerve in furniſhirg their States abundantly with pro- 
viſions and victuals, for the relief of the poor people, which may very well ſerve for an example 
of charity, and good government, to Chriftian Kingdoms and Commonwealths. Their Chroni- 
cles report, that a certain King, great Grandfather to him that then raigned in (hive, named 
Chanſi-Zarao Panagor, very much beloved of his people for his good diſpoſition and vertues, 
having loſt his ſight by an accident of ſickneſs, reſolved to do ſome picus work, that might be 
acet ptable to God, to which effect he 3flembled his Eſtates, where be ordained, that for the 
relict of the poor there ſhould be Granaries eſtabliſhed in all the Towns of his Kingdom for 
wheat and rice, that in the time cf dearth (which many times happened) the people might 
have wherewithall to nouriſh themſelves that year, and to that pu poſe he gave the tenth part 
of the Duties of his Kingdom by a Grant under his hand, which when he came to ſigne 2ccore- 
ingly with a golden ſtamp , that he ordinarily uſed becaufe. he was blind, it pleaſed God to 
= a him perfectly to his ſight again, which he enjoyed ſtill as long as he lived; By this ex- 
ample, if it were true, it ſeemed that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt would dt monſtrate, how acceptable 
the charity that good men exerciſe towards the poor is to him, «yen though they be Gentiles, 
and without the knowledge of the true Religion; Ever ſince there have been always 3 great 
many of Granaries in this Monarchy, and that to the number ofan.hundred and fourteen thou- 
ſand. As for the order which the Magiſtrates obſerve in furviſbing them coptinually with corn, 
is ſuchas followeth ; A little before reaping time all the old corn is diſtributed forth to the in- 
habirants, as it were by way of love, and that for the term of two months, after this time is 
expired, they unto whom the old corn was lent, return in as much new, and withall fix in the 
hundred over and above for wafte, to the end that this: fore may never fail: But when it falls out 
to be a dear year, in that caſe the corn is diſtributed to the people without taking any gain or 
intereſt tor it,and that which is given to the poorer ſort, who are not able to repay what hath been 
lent to them, is made good out of the Rents, which the Countries pay to th: King, as an alm 
beſtowed on them by his ſpecial grace. Touching the Kings Revenues, which are paid in ſilvet 
Picos, they are divided into three parts, whereof the fi ſt is for the maintenance of the King, 
and his State, the ſecond for the defence of the Provinces, as alſo for the proviſions of Maga- 
zines, and Armies, and the third to be laid up and reſerved in a Treaſury, that is in this City of 
Pequin, which the King himſelf may not touch, unleſs it be upon occafion for defence of the 
Kingdom, and to oppoſe the T artars, Cauchins, and other Neighbouring Princes, who ma- 
ny times make grieyous war upon him. This Treaſure is by them called Chidampur, that is to 
ſay, The Wall of the Kingdom, for they ſay, that by means of this treaſure, being well im- 
ployed and carefully managed, the King needs lay ro impoſitions upon the people, ſo that they 
ſhall not be any ways vexed and oppreſſed, 35 it happens in other Kingdoms for want of this 
providence, Now by this that I bave related one may fee, bow in all the great Monarchy the 
Government is ſo excellent, the Laws ſo exactly obſerved, and every one ſo ready and cateſul 
to put the Princes Ordinances in execution, that Father Navier, having well noted it, was 
wont to ſay, that if ever God would grant him the grace to return into Portugal, he would 
become a Suter to the — for to peruſe over the rules and ordinances of thoſe people, and the 
manner how they govern both in time of war and peace; adding withall that be did not think 
the Roman, ever ruled ſo wiſely in all the time of their greateſt proſperity, and that in 


matter of policy the Chineſes ſurpaſſed all other Nations of whom the Ancients have 
written,

(37 of the fear I am in leſt ccming to relate in particular all thoſe things which we ſaw with- 
in the large incloſure of this City of Pe9w:», they that (hall chance to read them may call 
them

them in queſtion, and not! to give occaſion alſo unto detractors, who judging of things accord- 
ind to the litt le world they have ſeen, may hold thoſe truths for fables, which mine own eyes 
have beheld, I will forbear the delivery of many matters, that poſſibly might bring mach con- 
tentment to more worthy ſpirits, who not judging of the riches and proſperity of other Coun. 
tres by the paverty and miſery of their own, would be well pleaſed with che relation thereof. 
Howbeit on the other (ide I have no great cauſe to blame thoſe, who (hall not give credit to 
that which I ſay, or make any doubt of it, becanſe I muſt acknowledge, that many times when 
Icall to mind the things that mine eyes have ſeen, I remain confounded therewith, whither it 
de the Grandeurs of this City of Pequin, or the magnificence where with this Gentile King is 
ſerved, or the pomp of the Charms, and Anchacys of the Government, or the dread and 
awe wherein all men are of theſe Miniſters, or the ſumptuouſneſs of their Temples and Pagodes, 
together with all che reſt that may be there, for within the only incloſure of the Kings Pallace 
there are above a thouſand Eunuchs,three thouſand women, and 12 thouſand men of bis Guard, 
unto whom the King gives great entertainment and pentions : alſo twelve Tutons, dignities 
that are Soveraign above all others, whom, as I have already declared, the vulgar call, The 
bram: of the Sun; Under theſe twelve Tutont, there arc forty Charms, or Vice-toys; beſides 
many other inferiour dignities, as Judges, Majors, Governours, Treaſurers, Admirals, and Ge- 
nerals, which they term, Anchacys, Aytaos, Ponchacy, Lauteat, and Chumbims, whereof 
there are above five hundred always reſiding at the Court, each of them having at the leaſt 
two bundred men in his train, which for the moſt part to ſtrike the greater terror are of di- 
vers Nations, namely, Megores, Perſians, Curatzens, Moems, Calammbams, T artars, Can- 
chins, and ſome Braamas of Chaleu, and T angus ; for in regard of valour, they make no ac- 
count of the Natives, who are of a weak and effeminate compleRion, though otherwiſe 1 il 
walt confeſs they are exceeding able and ingenious in whacſoever concerneth Mechanick Trades 1 
Tillage, and Husbandty; they have withall a great vivacity of ſpirit, and are exceeding E 1 
ind apt for the inventing of very ſubtle & induſtrious things. The women are fair and chaſte, and 
more inclined to labour then the men, The Country is fertile in victual, and ſo rich & abound:ng 
in ill kind of good things,as I cannot ſufficiently expreſs it, & ſuch is their blindneſs as they attri- 
bute all thoſe bleſſings to the only merit of their King, and not to the Divine Providence, and to 
the goodneſs of that Soveraign Lord, who hath created all things. From this blindneſs and in- 
credulity of theſe people are theſe great abuſes, and confuſed ſuperſtitions derived, which are 
ordinary amongſt them, and wherein they obſerve a world of diabolical ceremonies ; For they 
ne ſo brutiſh aud wicked as to ſacrifice humane blood, offering it up with divers ſorts of per- 
fumes, and ſweet ſavors z Moreover they preſent their Prieſts with many gitrs, upon aſſurance 
fom theſe profane wretches, of great bleſſings in this life, and infinite riches and treaſure in the 
other; To which effects the ſame Priefts grant them I know not what Certificates, as it were 
Bills of Exchange, which the common people call Couchinnoces, that after their death they may 
ſerve above in Heaven to procurefor them a recompence of an hundred for one ; wherein theſe 
miſerable creatures are ſo blinded, that they ſave the very meat & drink from their own mouths 
to furniſh thoſe accurſed prieſts of Satan with all things neccf{ary, believing that theſe goodly 
' bills they have from them, will aſſuredly return them that benefit. There are alſo Prieſts of another 
dect, called N auſtolins, who contrary to thoſe others preach, and affirm with great oaths, that 
reaſonable creatures live and die like beaſts, & therfore that they are to make merry, & ſpend their 
goods jovially whiles life (hall laft,there being no other after this, as all but fools & ignorants are 
to believe. There is another Sect. named Trimec han, who are of opinion that ſo long time as a man 
(hall live in this world, ſo long (hall he remain under ground, until at length by the prayers of their 
prieſts his ſoul (hall reaſſume the body of a child of ſeven days old, wherein he thall live again till 
he (hall grow ſo ſtrong, as to re-enter into the old body, which he hed left in the grave, and fo be 
tranſporced into the Heaven of the Moon, where they ſay he (hal live many years, & in the end be 
converted into a ſtar, which ſhall remain fixed above in the Firmament for ever. Another S:R 
there is called Gyſon, who believe that only the beaſts in regard of their ſufferings, and the labour 
which they endure in this life,ſhall poſſeſs Heaven after their dcath,& not man, that leadeth his life 
according to the luſts of the fleſh, robbing, killing, and committing a world of other offences, 
by reaſon whereof, ſay they, it is not poſſible for him to be ſaved, unleſs at the hour of death 
he leave all his eſtate to the Pagodes, and to the Priefts, that they may pray for him; where- 
dy one may ſee that all the intentions of their diabolical Sects is not founded but upon a very 
tyranny, and upon che intereſts of the Bonzes, who are they that preach this pernicions doctrine 
V to 
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to the people, and perſwaded them with many fables to believe it; In the mean time'theſe things 
ſeem fo true to theſe wretches that hear them, as they very willingly give them all.their gocds, 
imagining that thereby only they can be ſaved, and freed from thoſe puniſhmentsard fears, 
wherewichall they threaten them if they do otherwiſe. ] have ſpoken here of no more then 
theſe three Seas, omitt ing the reſt of the two and thirty, which are followed in this great 
Empire of China, as well becauſe I ſhould never have done (as I have faid heretofore) if I 
would relate thein all at large, as for that by theſe it may be known what the others are, which 
are nothing better, but in a manner even the very ſame ; wherefore leaving the remedy of ſuch 
evils, and great blindneſs to the mercy and providence of God, unto whom only it appertains; 
I will paſs on to the declarations of the miſeries we indured dming our exille in the 
Tawn of QAuancy, until ſach time as we were made ſlaves by the Tartars, which haps 
pened in the year, 1544. 
We had been now two months and an half in this City of Pequin, when as on Saturday, 
the thirteenth of J=ly, 1554. we were carried away to the Town of Au, there to ſerve 
all the time that we were condemned unto : Now as ſoon as we arrived there, the Chaem cau- 
{cd us to be brought before him, and after he had asked us ſome queſtions, he appointed us to 
be of the number of fourſcore Halberdiers, which the King aſſigne d him for his Guard; This 
we tool as a ſpecial favour fiom God, both in regard this imployment was not very painful, 
as alſo becauſe the entertainment was good, and the pay of it better, being aſſured beſides that 
at the time we ſhould recover our liberty. Thus lived we almoſt a month very peaceably. and 
well contented for that we met with a better fortune then we txpected, when as the divel, 
ſoeing how well all we nine agreed together (for all that we had was in common amongſt us, 
and whatſoever miſery any one bad we (hared it with him like true brothers,) he ſo wrought 
that two of our company tell into a quarrel, which proved very prejudicial to us all ; This di- 
viſion ſprung from a certain vanity coo ſamiliar with the Portugal. Nation, whereof I can ten- 
dex no other reaſon, but that they are naturally ſenſible of any thing that touches upon honours 
Now ſee whnt the difference was, two of us nine falling by chance in conteſt about the extra- 
Rion of the Ma.lureyrat and the Fonſecas, for to know which of theſe two houſes was in 
moſt eſteem at the King of Portugal. Court, the matter went ſo far, that from one word to 
another they came at length co terms of oyſter-wives, ſaying one to the other, Who are you? 
and again, who are you ? ſo that thereupon they ſuffered themſelves to be ſo tranſported with 
choller, that one of them gave the other a great box on the ear, who inſtantly returned him a 
blow with his ſword, which cut away almoſt half his cheek, this ſame feeling himſelf hurt 
caught up an halbert, and therewith ran the other through the arm; this diſaſter begot ſuch 
part-taking amongſt us, as of nine that we were ſeven of us found our ſelves grievouſly wound- 
td; In the mean time the Charm came running in perſon to this tumult with all the A»chacys 
of Juſtice, who laying hold of us gave us preſently thirty laſhes a piece, which drew more 
blood from us then our hurts; This done, they (hut us up in a dungeon under ground, where 
they kept us fix and forty days with heavy iron collers about our necks, manacles on our hands, 
and irons on our legs, ſo that we ſuffered exceedingly in this deplorable eſtate. This while our 
buſineſs was brought before the Kings Attutny, who having ſeen our accuſations, and that 
one of the articles made faith, that there were ſixteen witneſſes againſt us, he ſtuck not to ſay, 
That We were people Withomt the fear or knowledge of God, Who did not confeſs him otherwiſe 
wit hour mouths, then as any Wild beaft might do if he could ſpeak ; that theſe things preſup- 
poſed it Was to be believed, that we were men of blood, of a Language, of a Law, of a Nati- 
on, of a Country, and of a K ingdom, the inhabitants Whereof wounaed and killed one another 
woſt cruelly, Without axy rea/on or cauſe, and therefore no other judgment could be made of 
us, but that we were the (ervants of the moſt gluttenous Serpent of the profound pit of ſmoak, 
as appeared by our worke, ſince they were no better then ſuch as that accurſed Serpent had 
accuſtome d to do, ſo that according to the Law of the third Book of the wil of the Son of he 
Sun, called Mileterau, We were to be condemned to a baniſhment from all commerce of people, 
as a venemons and contagious plague ; ſo that we deſerved to be confined to the Mountain of 
Chabaguay, Sumbor, or Lamau, whither ſuch as we were uſe to be exiled, to the end they might 
in that place hear the wild beaſts bowl in the night, which were of as vile a breed and nature 
a we. From this priſon we were one morning led to a place, called by them Pira Calidan, 
whe'e the Anchacy fat in judgment with a majeftical and dreadful greatne!s ; He was accom- 
pantcd by divers C kwmbims, Vppes, Lanteas, and Cypatons, beſides a number of other pertons; 
chers

there each of us had thirty laſhes a piece more given us, and then by publique ſentence we were 
removed to another priſon, where we were in better caſe yet then in that out of which we 
came, howbeit for all that we did not a little deteſt amongſt our ſelves both the Fonſecas, and 
the Madureyrat, but much more the divel, that wroughe us this miſchief. In this priſon we 
continued almoſt two months, daring which time our ſtripes were throughly healed, howbeit 
we were exceedingly afflicted with hunger, and thirſt, At length it pleaſed God that the CH. 
em took compaſſion of us; for on acertain day, wherein they uſe to do works of charity for 
the dead, coming to review our ſentence he ordained, That in regard we were ftrangers, and 
of a Country ſo far diſtant from theirs, as no man bad any knowledge of us, nor that there was 
a/ book or writing Which made mention of our name, and that noue underſtood our language; 
4 alſo that we were accuſtomed, and even hardued to miſery and poverty, which many times 
puts the beſt and moſt peaceable perſons into diſorder, and therefore might well trouble ſuch, 
4 made no profeſſion of patience in their adverſities, Whence it followed, that our diſcord pro- 
ceeded rather from the effelts of our miſery, then from any inclination unto mutiny and tumult, 
wherewith the Kings Attarn charged us; and furthermore repreſenting unto himſelf what 

eat need there wasof men for the ordinary ſervice of the State, and of the Officers of Juſtice, 
for Which proviſiou neceſſarily Was to be made, he thonght fit, that the puniſhment ſor the 
crimes we had committed, ſhould in the way of an alms beſtowed in the Kings name be mode- 
rated, and reduced to the whipping Which we had twice already had, upon condition neverthe- 
heſs that we ſhould be detained there as ſlaves for ever, unleſs it ſhould pleaſe the Tuton o- 
therwiſe to ordain of ns. This ſentence was pronounced againſt us, and though we (hed a ma- 

of tears to ſee our ſelves reduced unto tfliis miſerable condition, wherein we were, yet this 
ſeemed not ſo bad unto us as the former. After the publication of this Dectee we were pre- 


ſently drawn out of priſon, and tied three and three together, then led to certain iron Forges, 


where we palt fix whole months in ſtrange labours, and great neceſſities, being in a manner 
quite naked, without any bed to lie on, and almoſt ſamiſhed. At laſt after the enduring of fo 
many evils, we fell ſick of a Lethargy, which was the cauſe, in regard it was 2 contagious diſ- 
eaſe, that they turned us out of doors for to go and ſeek our living, until we became well again. 
Being thus ſer at liberty we continued four months fick, and begging the alms of good people 


from door to door, which was given us but ſparingly, by reaſon of the great dearth that then 


—— over all the Country, ſo as we were conſtrained to agres better together, and to pro- 
ile one another by 2 ſolemn oath, that we took, to live lovingly for the future, as good Chri- 
ſtians ſhould do, and that every month one ſhould be choſen from amongſt us to be as it were 
a kind of Chief, whom, by the oach we had taken, all the reft of us were to obey, as their Su- 
perior, ſo that none of us was to diſpoſe of himſelf, nor do any thing, without his command, 
or appointment; and thoſe rules were put into writing by us, that they might be the better ob- 
ſerved ; As indeed God gave us the grace to live ever afterward in good peace and concord, 
though ie were in great pain, and extream neceſſity of all things. 

We had continued a good while living in peace and tranquility, according to our fore-men- 
tioned agreement, when as he, whoſe lot it was to be our Chief that month, named Chriſte- 
vano Boralho, conſidering how neceſſary it was to ſeek out ſome relief for our miſeries by all 
the ways that poſſibly we could, appointed ns to ſerve weekly two and two together, ſome 
in begging up and down the Town, ſome in getting water and dreffing our meat, and others in 
ſetching wood from the Forreft,both for our own uſe, & to ſell. Now one day my ſelf & one Ga- 

de Meyrelez being enjoyned to go to the Forreft, we roſe betimes in the morning, & went 

forth to perform our charge; And becauſe this Gaſpar de Meyrelex was a pretty Muſician, play- 
ing well on a Cittern, whereunto he accorded his voice, which was not bad, being parts that are 
very agreeable to thoſe people, in regard they imploy the moſt — their times ſin the delighes 
of the fleſh, they took great pleaſure in hearing of him, fo as for that purpoſe they invited him 
very often to their ſports, from whence he never returned without ſome reward, wherewich 
we were not a little affiſted : As he and I then were going to the wood, and before we were 


full of jollity were carrying a dead corps to the grave with divers , and other funeral 
pomp, in the midft whereof was a Conſort of mulick and voices ; Now he, that had the chief 
ordering of the Funeral, knowing Gaſpar de Meyrelex, made him ſtay, and putting a Cittern 
into his hands, he ſaid unto him, Oblige we, I pray thee, by ſinging as land as thou canſt, ſo as 
thow mayſt be heard by this dead man whom we are carrying to burial, for I ſwear unto thee, 


that le went away very ſad for that he Was ſeparated from his wife and children, Whom be 
V 2 dearly 


out of the Town, we met by fortune in one of the ſtreets with a great many of people, who 
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dearly loved all his life time. Gaſpar de Meyrele⁊ would fain have excuſed himſelf, alledging 
' many reaſons thereupon to that end, but ſo far was the Governour of the Funeral from ac- 
ting them, that contrarily he anſwered him very angerly. Tray, if thou wilt not deign 
xo benefit this defunet with the gift, that God hath given thee, of ſinging, and playing on this 
inſtrument, I will no longer ſay, that thou art an holy man, as We all believed hitherto, but 
that the excellency of that voice Which thou haſt comes from the inbabitants of the houſe of 
ſmoab, Whoſe nature it was at firſt to ſing very barmonioufly, though now they Weep and wal 
in the profound lake of the night, like hnnger-ſtarved dogs, that gnaſbing their teeth, and 
foaming with rage againſt men diſcharge the froth of their malice by the offences, Which they 
commit againſt him, that lives in the higheſt of the Heavens, After this ten or eleven of 
them were ſo earneſt with Gaſpar de Meyrele⁊, as they made him play almoſt by force, and led 
him to the place, where the deceaſed was to be burnt, according to the cuſtom of thoſe Gen- 
tiles. In the mean time ſeeing my ſelf left alone without my comrade I went along to the For- 
reſt for to get ſome wood according to my Commiſſion, and about evening returning back 
with my load on my back I met with an old man in a black damask Gown furted clean through 
with white Lamb, who being all alone, as ſoon as he eſpied me, he turned a little out of the 
way, but perc-iving me to paſs on without regarding him, he cried ſo loud to me, that I might 
hear him, which I no ſooner did, but cafting my eye that way, I obſerved that he beckened to 
me with his hand, as if he called me, whereupen imagining there was ſomething more then ordi- 
nary, herein I ſaid unto him in the Chineſe Langnage, Potauquinay, which is, Doeſt thou 
call me? whereunto returning no anſwer, he gave me to underſtand by ſignes that in effect he 
called me; conjecturing then that there might be ſome thieves thereabouts, which would be- 
reave me of my load of wood, I threw it on the ground to be the better able to defend my 
ſelf, and with my ſtaff in my hand, I went fair and ſoftly after him, who ſeeing me follow him 
began to double his pace athwart a little path, which confirmed me in the belief I had before 
that he was ſome thief, ſo that turning back to the place where I left my load, I got it up a- 
gain on my back as ſpeedily as I could, with a purpoſe to get into the great high way, that led 
unto the City; But the man gueſsing at my intention, began to cry out louder to me then be- 
fore, which making me turn my look towards him, I preſently perceived him on his knees, 
and ſhewing me afar off a ſilver croſs about a ſpan long, or thereabour, lifting up withall both 
his hands unto Heaven; whereae being much amazed, I could not imagine what this man 
ſhould be, in the mean time he with a very pitiful geſture ceaſed not to make ſignes unto me to 
come to him; whereupon ſomewhar recollecting my ſelf, I reſolved to go and ſee who he 
was, and what he would have, to which end with my ftaff in my hand I walked towards him, 
where he ſtayed for me; when as then I camenear him, having always thought him before to 
be a Chineſe, I wondred to ſee him caſt himſelt at my feet, and with tears and ſighs to ſay thus 
unto me, Bleſſed and prayſed be the ſweet Name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, after ſo long an 
exile hath ſhewed me ſo much grace, as to let me ſee a Chriſtian man, that prefeſſeth the Law 
of my God fixed on the Croſs, I malt confeſs that when I heard ſo extraordinary a matter, and 
o far beyond my expectation, I was therewith fo ſarpriſed, that ſcarcely knowing what I ſaid, 
1 conjure thee, anſwered I nnto him, in the Name of our Lord peſus to tell me who thon art ? 
At theſe words this unknown man redoubling his tears, Dear Brother, replyed he, I am a poor 
Chriſtian, by Nation a Portugal, and named Vaſco Calvo, brother to Diego Calvo, who was 
ſomtime Captain of Don Nuna Manoel bis ſhip, and made 4 Slave here in this Country about 
Jeven and twenty years ſince, together with one Tome Perez, who Loppo Soarez ſent as Am- 
baſſador into this Kingdom of China, and that ſince died miſerably by the occaſion of a Portu- 
gal Captain, Whereupon coming throughly to my ſelf again, I litted him up from the ground 
where be lay weeping like a child; and ſhedding no fewer tears then he, I intreated him that we 
might fit down together, which he would hardly grant, ſo deſirous he was to have me go 
preſently with him to bis houſe, bur fitting down by me he began to diſcourſe the whole ſuc- 
ceſs of his travels, and all that had befallen him ſince his departure from Portugal, till that very 
time, as alſo the death of the Ambaſſador Tome Perez, and of all the reſt, whom Fernand 
Perez i Amdrada had left at Canton to go to the King of China, which he recounted in ano- 
ther manner then our Hiſtorians have delivered it. After we had ſpent the remainder of the day 
in entertaining one another with our paſſed adventures, we went to the City, where having 
(hewed me his houſe, he deſired me that I would ioftantly go and fetch the reſt of my fellows, 
which accordingly I did, and found them all together in the poor lodging where we lay, and 
having 


haviog declared unto them what had befallen me, they were much abzſh:d at it, as indeed they 
had cauſe, conſidering the ſtratagems of the accidene, ſo they went preſently along with me to 
Vaſco Calvo's houſe, who waiting for us, gave us fuch hearty welcome, as we could not chuſe 
but weep for joy; Then he carried us into a Chamber where was his wife, with two little 
boys, and two girls of his; (he entertained us very kindly, and with as much demonſtration of 
love, as if (he had been the mother or daughter to either of us ; After this we ſat down at the 
table, which he had cauſed to be covered, ani made a very good meal of many ſeveral diſhes 

rovided for us: Supper done, his wife aroſe very courteouſly from the table, and taking a key 
which hung at her girdle, ſhe opened the door of an Ocatory, where there was an altar, with a 
flyer croſs, as alſo two candleſticks, and a lamp of the fame, and then ſhe and her four chi 
dren falling down on their knees, with their hands lift up to Heaven, began to pronounce theſe 
words very diſtinctly in the Portugal tongue: O thou true God, we wretched ſinners do confeſs 
before thy Croſs, like good Chriſtians, as we are, the moſt ſacred Trinity, Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghoſt, three Perſons, and one God; and alſo we promiſe to live and dye in thy moſt Ha- 
ly Catholique Faith, like good and true Chriſtians, confeſſing and believing ſo much of thy 
holy truth, as is held and believed by thy Church; In like manner We offer up unto thee our 
ſouls, which thou haſt redeemed with thy moſt precious bloud, for to be Wholly imployed in thy 
ſervice all the time of our lives, and then to be yielded unto thee at the hour of our death, as 
to our Lord and God, unto Whom we acknowledge they appertain both by Creation and Redemp- 
tion. After this Confeſsion they ſaid the Lords Prayer, and the Creed, which they pronoun- 
ced very diſtinctly, whereat we could not chuſe but ſhed a world of tears to ſee theſe inno- 
cents, born in a Country, ſo far remote from ours, and where there was no knowledge of the 
true God, thus to confeſs his Law in ſuch religious terms. This being done, we returned be- 
cauſe it was three of the clock in the morning to our lodging, exceedingly aſtoniſhed at that we 
had ſeen, as at a thing which we had great reaſon to admire. 


Cn A P. XXXVIII 
A Tartar Commander enters With his Army into the Town of Quincay,and that 
which followed thereupon ; With the Nauticors beſieging the 
Caſtle of Nixiamcoo, and the taking of it 
by the means of ſome of us Portugals, 


W had been now eight months and an half in this captivity, wherein we endured much §.1. 


miſery, and many incommodities, for that wa had nothing to live upon but what we 
got by begging up and down the Town, when as on? Wedneſday, the third of ul, in the year 
1544. a little after midnight there was ſuch a hurly burly amongſt the people, that to hear the 
noiſe and cries which was made in every part, one would have thought the earth would have 
come over and over, which cauſed us to go in haſte to Vaſco Calvo his houſe, of whom we de- 
manded the occaſion of ſo great a tumule, whereunto with tears in his eyes he anſwered us, 
that certain news were com? how the King of Tartary was fallen upon the City of Pequin 
with ſo great an Army, as the like had never been ſeen fince Adams time; In this army, ac- 
cording to treport, were {even and twenty Kings, under whom marched eighteen hundred 
thouſand men, whereof fix hundred thouſand were horſe, which were come by land from the 
Cities of Luangama, Famſtir, and Mecuy, with fourſcore thouſand Rhinocerots, that draw 


the waggons, wherein was all the Bigage of the Army ; as for the other twelve hundred thou- 


ſand, which were foot, it was (aid that they arrived by Sea in ſeventeen thouſarid veſſels, down 
through the river of Batampina; By reaſon whereof the King of China finding himſelf too 
weak for the reſiſting of ſuch great forces, had with a few retired himſelf to the City of Nax- 
quis, And that alſo it was reported for a certain, that a Nauticor, one of the chiefeſt Tartar 
Commanders, was come to the Forreſt of A alincataran, not above a league and an half from 
Leingay, with an Army of threeſcore and two thouſand Horſe, wherewith he marched a- 
gainſt the Town, that in all likelihood he would be there within two hours at the furtheft. 
Theſe news ſo troubled us, that we did nothing but look one upon another, without being able 
to ſpeak a word to any purpoſe, howbeit deſiring to ſzve our ſelves, we prayed Yaſco Calves 
to ſnew us what means he thought we might uſs to effect it, who ſad and full of griet thus 
anſwered us; O that we were in our Country between Laura and Carncha, where I have 


diten been, and (ſhould be there now in ſafety, but ſince it cannot be ſo, all that we can do —

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the preſent, is to recommend our ſelves to God, and to pray unto him to aſsiſt us; ſor 1 aſſure 
you that an hour ago I would have given a thouſand Zaeis in filver to any one, that could have 
got me from her ce, and ſaved me with my wife and children, but there was no poſſibility for 
it, becauſe the gates were then all (hut up, and the walls round about invironed with armed 
men, which the Chaem hath placed t here ro wi:tſtand the enemy. So my fellows and I, that 
were nine in number, paſt the reſt of the night there in much affliction and urquietneſs, with- 
out any means of counſelling one another, or reſolving on what we were to do, continually 
weeping for the extream fear we were in of what ſhould become of us, The next morning a 
little before Sun-rifing the enemy appeared in a moſt dreadful manner, they were divided into 
ſeven very great Battalions, having their Enſignes quartered with green and white, which are 2he 
colours of the King of Tartaria ; marching in this order to the ſound of their Trumpets, they 
arrived at a Pagode, called Petilau Nameioo, a place of good receit, in regard of the many lodg- 
ings it had, which was not much diftant from the walls. In their Vantguard they had a number 
of Light-horſe, who ran confuſcdly up and down with their Lances in their Reſts. Bring in 
this ſort come to the Pagode, they ſtayed there about half an hour, and then marching on till 
they were within an har qut buſe (hot of the walls, they ſuddenly ran to them with ſuch hide- 
ous cries, as one would have thought that Heaven and Earth would have come together, and 
rearing up above two thouſand Ladders, which for that purpoſe they had brought alorg with 
them, they aſſaulted the Town on every fide with a moſt invincible courage. Now though the 
beſieged at the beginning made ſome refiſtance, yet was it not able to hinder the enemy from 
effecting his deſigne, for by the means of certain iron rams broking up the four principal gates, 
they rendred themſclves Maſters of the Town after they had ſlain the Chaem, together with à 
great number of Mandarins, and Gentlemen, that were run thither to keep them from entring ; 
Thus did theſe Barbarians poſſeſs themſelves of this miſerable Town, whereof they put all the 
inhabitants they could meet withall to the ſword, without ſparing any; and it was ſaid that 
the number of the ſlam amounted to threeſcore thouſand perſons, amongſt whom were many 
women and maids of very great beauty, which appertained to the chiefeſt Lords of the place. 
After the bloody Maſſacre of ſo much people, and that the Town was fired, the principal hou- 
ſes overthrown, and the moſt ſumptuous Temples laid level with the ground, nothing remain- 
ing on foot during the diſorder, the Tartars continued there ſeven days, at the end whereof 
they returned towards Pequin, where their King was, and from whence he had ſent them to 
this execution, carrying with them a world of gold and ſilver only, having burnt all the Mer- 
chandiſe they found there, as well becauſe they kneyy not how to tranſport it away, as for that 
the (hineſes ſhould not make any benefit of it: Two days after their departure they arrived at 
a Caſtle, named Nixiavicoo, where the Nawticor of Lnangams, their General, pitched his 
Camp, and intrenched himſelf on all ſides with an intention to take it by aſſault the next day to 
be revenged on the Chineſes there, for that upon his paſſing by them towards Quingay, they had 
cut off an hundred of his men by an Ambuſcado. 

8.2 After the Army was encamped, and intrenched, and that the General had placed fare Guards 
and Sentinels in all places, he retired to his Tent, whither he ſent for the ſeventy Captains that 
commanded his Army, unto whom upon their arrival he diſcovered his reſolution, which be- 
ing well approved of they fell into deliberation in what manner the Caſtle ſhould be afſanlted 
the day following, which concluded on, the next morning as ſoon as it was light the ſouldiers 
began to march towards the Caftle, divided into fourteen Bataillions ; being come within a 
flight (hoot of it with the ſound of trumpets, and moſt hideous cries, they reared up their Lad- 
ders againſt the walls, and couragiouſly mounted up; but in the heat of this aſſault, where e- 
very one ſhewed his valour, the one in bravely attempting, and the other in well defending, 
the Tartar in leſs then two hours loft above three thouſand of his men, which made him ſound 
2 retreat in great diſorder, and he paſt the reſt of that day in burying the dead, and curing of 
the wounded, whereof, there being a great number, the moſt part died not long after, for that 
the arrows wherewith they were hurt had been ſmeared by the ¶ hineſes with ſo ſtrange and 
deadly poiſon, as there was no remedy to be found for it. In the mean time the Tartar Com- 
manders ſeeing the ill ſucceſs of this aſſault, and fearing the King would be offended az ſo great 
a loſs for ſo ſmall an occaſion, perſwaded the General to call another Councel, wherein it 
might be conſidered, whether it would be moſt expedient for the Kings honour to perſiſt in the 
Siege of thgt place, or to give it over, whereupon this affair coming accordingly into delibers- 
tion it was 2 long time debated with ſuch diverſity of opinions, as they were not able to 

con- 
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concla deſupon my thing, ſo that it was thought fir, in regard it was then late to put off the Aſ- 
ſembly till che next day; This re ſolution taken, every min retired to his quarter. Now we be- 
ing led a way amidſt a great miny of other ſlives, with whom we had eſcaped ont of the fire 
| of the Towa, it fell out, whether for our good, or for our greater misfortune, we could not 
then tell, that we were under the Guard, 2s priſoners of war, of one of that Aſſembly, a rich 
and honourable man, who returning to his tent with three other perſons, of like quality to 
bimſelt, whom he had invited to Supper, it chanced after they were riſen from table that one 
of them eſpied us, where we ſtood chained in a corner of the tent, and perceiving us to weep 
was ſo moved, that he demanded of us what people we were ? what the name of our Coun- 
try was? and how we came to be ſlaves to the Chineſes ? whereunto we gave ſuch an anſwer, 
as the Tartar ingaging himſelf further in this diſcourſe, enquired of us whether our King was 
inclined to the wars, and whether we did uſe to fight in our Country ? ro whom one of our 
companions, named Forge Mendez, replyed that we did, and that we had been trained up from 
our infancy in a military courſe of life; which ſo pleafed the Tartar, that calling his two friends 
unto him, Come hither, ſaid he, and have the patience to hear what theſe priſoners can ſay; 
for believe me they ſeem to be men of underſtanding ; whereupon the other two came near, 
and hearing us relate ſome? part of our misfortunes, it begat a deſite in them to ask us other 
queſtions, wherein having ſatisfied them the beſt that we could, one of them that ſeemed more 
curious then the relt, addreffing himſelf to Forge Mendes, ſpake thus; Since you have ſeen 
ſe much of the World, as you ſay, if there were ere a one amongſt you that could find out any 
device, or ſtratagem of war, whereby the Mitaquer ( for ſo was the Nauticor called) might 
take this Caſtle, I vow to you that he Would become your priſoner, whereas you are his. Then 
forge Mende, never confidering with what imprudence he ſpake, nor underſtanding what 
be faid, nor into what danger be was putting himſelf, boldly anſwered him; If my Lord Mi- 
uquer will in the name of the King give it us under his hand, that Wwe ſhall have a ſafe con- 
dutt to convey us by Sea to the Iſle of Ainan, from whence We may freely return into our 
Country, poſſibly I may be the man that will ſhew him how he ſhall take the Caſtle with little 
ade. This Speech being heard, and maturely confidered by one of the three, a man in years, and 
of great authority, as having the honour to be much eſteemed and beloved of the Mitaquer, 
Think well of What thow ſayeſt, replyed he to Jorge Mendez, for J aſſure thee if thow doeſt 
it, that what ſoe ver thou demandeſt ſhall be granted thee, I, and more too, Hereupon the reſt 
of us ſoeing what Jorge Mendez was going to undertake, as alſo ha far he ingaged himſelf 
in his promiſe, and that the Tartars began already to ground ſome hope thereupon, we thought 
fir to reprehend him for it, and to tell him, that he was not to hazard himſelt ſo at random by 
promiſing a thing that might bring us into the danger of our lives. I fear nothing leſs, ſaid he 
unto us, for as for my life, in the eſtate Where now I am, I make ſolittle account of it, that 
if any of theſe Bubarians would play for it at Primero, I would with three of the Worſt cards in 
the pack venture it upon the firſt encounter, for I am confident that all the benefit they can 
expelt from us will never oblige them to grant us either life or liberty, ſo that for my parti- 
cular I had as licf die to day as to morrow, judg you only by that Which you ſaw them do at 
nincay, whether yon are likely to be better dealt withall now, The Tartars were much a- 
d to ſee us thus in conteftation one with another, and to hear us talk ſo loud, which is not 
ufnal amongſt them, herefore they reprehended us very ſeriouſly, ſaying, That it was for 
women 10 ſpeak aloud, Who could not put a bridle to their tongue, nor a key to their mouths, 
and not for men, that carry a ſword, and are made for the wars: Howbeit if it were ſo that 
Jorge Mendez could execute What he had propounded, the Mitaquer could not refuſe him any 
thing he comld demand. This ſaid, the Tartars retired every one to his lodging, for that it 
was eleven of the clock at night, the firſt watch being newly paſt, and the Captains of the 
Guurd beginning then to walk the round about the camp at the ſound of divers inſtruments, as 
is the cuſtom in ſemblable occaſions.

The fame of the three Tartar Commanders, which I ſaid before was ſo eſteemed of by the g 1. 


Mitaquer, had no ſooner learnt of Jorge Mendez, that he could tell how to take the Caſtle 
of Nixiamcoo, but that he went preſently to acquaint” the General with it, and making the 
| matter greater then it was, he told him, that he could do no leſs then ſend for him to hear his 
rexefons, which perad venture would perſwade him to give credit unto him, and in caſe it pro 
ved not ſo, yet was there nothing loſt thereby. The AMiraguer being well pleaſed with this 


xvice, ſent incontinently a Command to Tiſeymay, which was the Captain udder — 
air 
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Guard we were, for to bring us unto him, as preſently he did. Being then arrived, chained as 
we were, at the Mitaquers Tent, we found him ſer in Councel with the ſeventy Commanders 
of the Army about two hours after midnight; At our coming he received us with an affable 
countenance, yet grave and ſevere, and cauſing us to approach nearer unto him, he command- 
ed part of our chains to be undone, then asked us if we would eat, whereunto we anſwered 
moſt willingly, for that in three da; s together we had not ſo'much as caſted a bit of any thing, 
whereat the Mitaquer was very much offended,and ſharply reproving the Tileymay for it, wil- 
led two great platters of ſodden rice, and Ducks cut in ſmall pieces to be ſer before us, whereto 
we fell with ſuch an appetite, like men that were almoſt famiſhed, as thoſe of the company, 
who took great pleaſure to ſee us feed ſo, ſaid ro the A4 itaquer, When at Jeu had nothing elſe, 
wy Lord, but cauſe theſe to come before you for to flack, their hunger, verily you had done 
very much for them, by ſaving them from a languiſbing death, Which otherwiſe they could 
not have avoided, and ſo you might have loſt theſe ſlaves, of whom the ſervice or ſale might 
bave been ſome way profitable unto you, for if you will not make uſe of them at Lancama, you 
may ſell them for a thouſand Tacis at leaft. Hereat ſome began to laugh, but the Mitaquer 
commanded more rice to be given us, together with ſome apples, and other things, conjuring 
us 8gain to eat, 28 à thing which he took pleaſure to ſee us do, wherein we moſt willingly gave 
him ſatisfaRtion. After we had fed well, he began to tall with Jorge Mendeæ about that which 
had been told him of him, and of the means that were to be uſed for taking the Caſtle, ma- 
king him many great promiſes of honours, pentions, favour with the King, and liberty for all 
the reſt of his fellows, wich other ſuch offers, as paſſed all meaſure: For he ſwore unto him 
that if by his means God ſhould give him the victory, whereby he ſought nothing but to be 
revenged on his enemies for the blood which they had (hed of his men, he ſhould every way 
be like unto himſelf, or at leaft to any of his children which ſocver ; Herewith yer ge Mende ⁊ 
found himſelf ſomewhar perplexed, becauſe he held it almoſt impoſſible for him to bring it to 
effect, howſoever he told him, that not to hold him longer in hand, he did not think but if he 
might view the C aſtle wich his own eys, he might then peradventure let him know how it might 
be caken,wherefore if his Lordſhip pleaſed, he would the next morning conſider it all about, and 
thereupon render him an account what courſe was to be taken therein. The Mitaquer, & all the 
reſt, allowed very well of his anſwer, and greatly commending him for it ſent us to be lodged 
in a Tent not far from his, where we ſpent the reſt of the night under a ſure Guard ; you may 
judg now in what fear we were, knowing that if the buſineſs did not ſucceed according to 
the deſire of theſe Barbarians, they would cut us all in pieces, for that they were a people 
which for never ſo (mall a matter would not ſtick to kill twenty or thirty men, without any 
regard either of God, or any thing elſe. The next morning about eight of the clock, Jorge 
Mendez, ind two of us, that were appointed to accompany him, went to ſurvey the place 
with thirty horſe for our ſafe-Guard ; when as Forge Mendez had well obſerved the ſcituation 
ther: of, as alſo that part whereby it might moſt commodiouſly be aſſaulted, he returned to the 
Mitaquer, that expected him with impatience, to whom he gave an acount of what he had ſeen, 
and facilitated the taking of the Caſtle with little hazard, whereat the Mitaquer was ſo over- 
joyed, that he preſently cauſed the reſt of our irons, and the chains, wherewith we were fafte- 
ned by the neck and feet to be taken off, ſwearing to us by the rice he did eat, that as ſoon as 
he came to P:qusn, be would preſent us to the King, and infallibly accompliſh all that he had 
promiſed us, for the more aſſurance whereof he confirmed it by a Deed under his hand, that 
was written in letters of gold, to make it more authentical. That done, he ſent for us to din- 
ner, and would needs have us to fit with him at cable, doing us many other honours accord- 
ing to their manner, which greatly contented us, but on the other fide we were in no little 
fear, leaſt this affair ſhon'd not for our fins have a ſucceſs anſwerable to that hope the Mita- 
quer had already conceived of it. The reft of this day the Commanders ſpent io reſolving up- 
on the order that was to be obſerved. for aſſaulting the Caſtle, wherein Forge Mendez was the 
ſole Director: Firſt of all then an infinite company of Bavins & Fagots was gotten together for 
to fill up the ditches; there were alſo three hundred Ladders made, very ſtrong, and ſo large, that 
three men might eafily mount up on them a front without incombring one another; likewiſe 
there was a world of Paniers, Doſſers, and Bazkets provided, together with a great multitude 
of Mattocks, and Spades, that were found in the Villages and Burroughs thereabout, which 
the inhabitants bad deſerted upon the bruit of this war, and all the ſouldiers of the Army made 
preparation of ſuch things as they ſhould need the next day when the aſſault was to be given 3 
Io 
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in the meaa tim: Forge Men i.æ rode always by the Mit aquers fide, who ſhewyed bim many 
eat fayours, which we perceived had begotten in him a ſtately carriage, far differeat from 
chat he was wont to have, whereat we wondring, ſome of us (who envious of anothers good 
forrune, and out of an ill nature) could not chuſe bat murmur, ſaying one to another, as ic 
were in diſdain, and in a kind of jeering, What think you of this dog ? verily he will be the 
cauſe that either to morrow morning we ſhall be all cut in pieces, or if the buſineſs he hath 
gudertaken [ſucceed as We deſire, it is probable that be wil be in ſuch credit with theſe Birbari- 
ws, that we ſhall account it for a happineſs to be his ſervants ; and this was the talk which we 
had amongſt us. The next day all the Army was put into order, and divided into twelve Battalli- 
ons, whereof they made twelve Files, and one Counterfile in the Vantguard, that incompaſ- 
led the whole Camp in manner of an half moon: upon the wings were the foremoſt with all 
dat Miſs of Bavins, Ladders, Baskets, Mattocks, Spades, and other materials to fill up the ditch, 
ind make it equal with the reſt of the ground. Ma: ching in this manner they arrived at the Ca- 
Mile, which they found ſtrongly mann d, and with a number of Flags and Screamers waving 
gpon the Bittlements. The firſt Salutation between the beſiegers and the beſieged was with 
rows, darts, ſtones, and pots of wild-fire, which continued about half an hour, then the 
Tartars preſently filled the ditch with bavins and earth, and fo reared up their ladders againſt 
the wall, chat now by reaſon of the filling up of the ditch was not very high ; The firſt that 
mounted up was Jorge Mendez, accompanied with two of ours, who as men reſolved had ſer 
pp their rett, either to die there, or to render their valour remarkable by ſome memorable act, 
win effect it pleaſed our Lord that their reſolution had a good ſucceſs, for they not only entred 
ſiſt, but alſo planted the firſt colours upon the wall, whereat the Mitaquer, and all that were 
with him, were ſo amazed, as they ſaid one to another, Doubtleſs if theſe people did beſiege 


Peqwin, 2s we do, the Chineſes, which defend that City, would ſooner loſe their honour, then 


we (hall make them to do it with all the forces we have; in the mean time all the 7 artars, 
that were at the foot of the ladders, followed the three Pertagali, ind carried themſcly.s fo 
nliantly, what with the example of a Captain that had ſhewed them the way, as out of their 
own natural diſpoſition,” almolt as reſolute as thoſe of apes, that in a very ſh rt ſpace above 
5ooo of them were got upon the walls from whence with great violence they made the Chine/es 
toretire, whereupon ſo furious and bloody a fight enſued between either party, that in leſs 
then half an hour the buſineſs was fully decided, and the Caſtle taken, with the death of two 
thoaſand Chineſes and Mogores that were in it, there being not above (ix(core of the Tartars 
fin. That done the gates being opened, tha Mitaquer with great acclamarions of joy entred, 
ind cauſing the bineſes colours to be taken down, and his own to be advanced in heir pla- 
cs, he with a new ceremony of rejoycing at the ſound of many inſtruments of war after the 
the manner of the Tartar: gave rewards to the wounded, and made divers of the molt vali- 
ant of his followers. Knights, by putting bracelets of gold about their right arms; and then 
bout noon he with the chief Commanders of his Army, tor the greater triumph dined in the 
Caſtle, where he alſo beſtowed bracclets of gold upon Forge Mendez, and the other Portu- 
gals, whom he made to fit down at table with him; After the cloth was taken away, he went 
our of the Caſtlc with all his company, and then cauſing all the walls of it to be diſmantelled, 
be razed the place quite to the ground, ſetting on fire all that remained with a number of cere- 
monies, which was performed with great crics and acclamations to the ſound ot divers inſtru. 
ments of war; Moreover he commanded the ruines of this Caltle to be ſprinkled wich the 
ol his enemies, and the heads of all of them that lay dead there to be cut off; as tor his own 
ſoaldiers that were fl1in, he cauſed them to be triumphantly buried, and ſuch as were hurt to 
decarefully looked unto ; this done, he retired with a huge train, and in — pomp to bis 
tent, having Forge Mendez cloſe by him on horsback ; As for the other eight of us, together 
with many brave Noblemen and Captains, we followed him on foot. Being arrived it his 
tent, which was richly hung, he ſent forge Mende a thouſand T acis for a rewy ird, and to us but 
in hundred a piece, wherear ſome of us, that thought themſelves to be better qualified, were 
very much diſcontented, for that he was more reſpected then they, by waoſe means, as 
well as his, the enterpriſe had been ſo happily atchieved, though by the good ſucceſs thereof 
We had all obtained honour and liberty. 
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CHAP. XXXIX. 
The Mitaquer departs from the Caſtle of Nixizmeoo, and goes to the King of 
Tartary bis Camp before Pequin ; With that Whith we ſaw til 
we arrived there ; and the Mitaquers pre- | 
ſenting ut unto the King. 


C.1 T He next day the Mitaquer havirg nothing more to do where he was, reſolv: d to take 

his way towards the City of Pequin, before which the King lay, as | have delivered be- 
fore; To this effect taving put his Army into battel aray, he departed from th. nce at eight of 
the clock.in the morning, and matching leaſurely to the ſound of his warlike inſtruments, be 
made his firſt ſtation about noon upon the bank of a river, whoſe ſcituarion was very plexſanc, 
being all about invironed with a world of fruit trecs, and a many goodly houſes, but wholly 
deſerted, and bereaved of all things which the Barbarians might any way bave made booty ot. 
Having paſt the greateſt heat of the day there, he aroſe and marched on until about an hour in 
the night that he cook up his lodging at a prety good Town, called Lantimay, which like wiſe 
we found deſerted, for all tlus whole Country was quite diſpeopled for feat of the Barbarians, 
who ſpared no kind of perſon, but whereſoever they came put all to fire and ſword, as the 
next day they did by thi: place, and many other along this river, which they burnt down to 
the ground; and that which yet was more lamentable, they ſet on fire, and clean conſumed to 
aſhes a great large plain, being above (ix leagues about, and full of coro ready to be reaped. This 
cruelty executed, the Army began again to move, compoſed as it was of ſome thret ſcore and 
frve chouſand horſe, (for as touching the reſt they were all ſlain, as well at the taking of Quis- 
gay, as in that of the Caſtle of Nixsamcoe,) and went on to a mountain, named Pommiray, 
where they remained that night; The next morning diſlodging from thence, they marched on 
ſome what faſter then before, that they might arrive by day at the City of Pequin, which was 
diftant about ſeven leagues from that mountain: At three of the clock in the afternoon we 
came to the river of Palamxitan, where 2 Tartar Captain, accompanied with an hundred 
horſe, cams to receive us, having waited thete two days tor that purpoſe; The firſt thing that 
he did, was the delivering of a letter trom the King to our General, who received it with a 
great deal of ceremony; From this river to the Kg quarter, which might be ſome two lexgues, 
the Army marched without order, as being unable to do other wiſe, partly as well in regard of 
the great concourſe of people, wherewith tbe ways were full incoming to ſce the Generals ar- 
rival, as for the great train which the Lords brought along with them, that over-ſpread all the 
ficlds ; In this order, or rather diſorder, we arrived at the Caftle of Lantir, which was the 
firſt Fort of, nine that the Camp bad for the retreat of the Spies, there we found a young Prince, 
whom the T artar had ſent thither to accompany the General, who alighting from his horſe, 
took his Scymitar from his fide, and on his knees offered it unto him, after he had kifſcd the 
ground five times, bcing the ceremony or compliment ordinarily uſed amongſt them ; The 
Prince was exceedingly pleaſed with this honour done unto him, which with a ſailing co 
tenance, and much acknowledgment of words he teſtified unto him; This paſt, the Prince with 
a new ceremony ſtept two or three paces back, and litting up his voice with more grav- 
ty then before, as he that repreſented the Perſon of the King, in whoſe name he came, ſaid un- 
to him, He, the border of Whoſe rich veſture my month kiſſeth, and that out of an incredi- 
ble greatneſs maſtereth the Scepters of the earth, and of the {les of the Sea, ſends thee word 
by me, Who am bis ſlave, that thy bonoxrable arrival uw noleſs agreeable unto him, thewthe 
Summers ſweet morning is to the ground, when as the dew doth comfort and refreſh our bodies. 
and therefore Would have thee without further delay to come and hear hir voice mounted an 
his borſe, whoſe trappings are garniſhed With jewels taken out of bis Treaſmry, to the ond, 
that riding by my fide, thou mayeſt be made equal in honour to the yreateſt of 2 Caurt, and 
rbar they which be hold thee marching in this ſort, may acknowledge that the right hand of bis 
i mighty and valiant wnto whom the labours of war giveth this recempence, Hereupon the 
Mitaquer ptoſtrating himſelf on the earch, with his hands lifred up, anſwered him thus, Lt 
my bead be an hundred times trampledon by the ſole of bir fett, that all thoſe of my race wy 
be ſenſible of ſo great a favour, and that my eldeſt Son may ever carry it for a mark of lo- 
voa. Then mounting on the horſe, which the Prince had given him, trapped with gold and 
precious {toges, being one of thoſe that the King uſed to ride on himnſelf, they marched on wih 
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zgreat deal of Stute and Majeſty. In this pomp were many ſpare horſes led richly harneſſed: 
there were alſo a number of Uſhers, carrying filverMaces on their (ſhoulders, and fix hundred 
Halberdiers on horsback, together with fitesn Chariots, full of filver Cymbals, and many o- 
ther ill tuned barbatous inftruments, that made ſo great a din, as it was not poſſible to hear 
one another. Moreover in all this diftance of way, which was a league and an half, there were 
Wo many men on horsback, as one could hardly paſs through the croud in any part thereof. 
The Alitaquer being thus in triumph arrived at the firſt trenches of the Camp, he ſent us 
by one of his Servants to his quarter, where we were very well received, and abundantly 
furniſbed with all things neceſſaty for us. 
gp ah after we arrived at dhis Camp, the Mitaquer, our Genera), ſent for us to his G. 2 
Tent, where in the preſence of ſome of his Gentlemen, he ſaid unto us; To morrow morning 
aboms this time be you ready, that I may make good my Word unto you, Which is to let you ſee 
the face of bim, whom we hold ſa our Soveraign Lord, a grace that is done you out of a par- 
ticular reſpett to me; And this bis Majeſty dnth not only grant unto you, but your liberty al- 
ſo, Which I have obtained of bim for you, and which in truth I am ne leſs glad of, then of the 
taking of Mixiancoo, be particulars whereof you may relate nnto him, if you come to be ſo 
as to be queſtioned b him abont it. Witbal I aſſure you that I ſhall take it for a great 
ſatii faction, if when you ſpall return into your Country, you will remember that I have 
kept wy word with you, and that therein I have ſhewed my ſelf ſo punctual, as it may be I would 
uot for that conſideration demand of the King ſome other thing more profitable for me, that 
you may know this was that which I only defired: Alſo the King bath done me the hononr to 
grant it mee preſently, and that With ſuch exceeding demonſtration of favour, as 1 muſt con- 
fiſs Jam thereby more obliged unto you, then you are to me, Having ſpoken thus unto as 
we proſtrated our ſelves upon the ground, and in this ſort anſwered him. My Lord, the good 
which you have pleaſed to do us is ſo great, that to go about to thank you with words (as the 
World uſeth to do) in the ftate we now are ing would rather be an ingratitude, then a true aud 
duc acknowledgment ; ſo that Ws thinkit better to paſs it by in ſilence Within the ſecret of that 
ſoul which God hath put into mr; © And therefore fince our tongues are of no uſe ton: herein, 
and that they cannot frame Words, capable to ſatisfie ſo great an obligation, as this u, where- 
in all of us ſtand for ever ſo . ingaged unto you, we muſt With continual tears and ſighs 
beg of the Lord Which made Heaven and earth, that he wil reward you for ix; for it is he that 
our of bis infinite mercy and goodneſs, bath taken upon him to pay that for the poor, Which 
they of themſelves are not able to diſcharge ; It is he then, that will throaghly recompence 
you and your ciyudren for this good office you have done us, and whereby you merit to have 4 
Hare in his promiſes, and to live long and happily in this world. Amongſt thoſe which ac- 
tompanied the Mitaquer at that time, there was one named Bosquinuda, x man in years, 
and of che principaleft Lords of the Kingdom, who in this Army commanded over the ſtrangers 
and Rhinocerots, that ſerved for the Guard of the Camp; This fame, unto whom more re- 
ſpect was born then to all the reſt that were preſent, had no ſooner heard our anſwer, but lift- 
ing up his eyes to Heaven he ſaid, O] Who could be ſo happy, as to be able to achof God the 
explic ation of ſo high a ſecret, whereunto the Weakneſs of our poor under ſtanding cannot ar- 
rive; for I wonld fais know from hence it comes, that he permits people ſo for eſloigned 
the knowltdge af our truth, to anſwer on the ſuddain in terms ſo agreeable to our ears, that I 
dare Well [ay, nay, I wil venture my bead on it, that concerning things of God, and Hea- 
ven, they know more ſl:eping, then we do broad awake, Whence it may be inferred that there 
are Prieſts amongſt thews that under ſtand the courſe of the Stars, and the motions of the Hea- 
vens, far better then onr Bonzes of the houſe of Leehuna, Whereupon all that were about him 
wliwered, Tour Greatneſs bath ſo much reaſon for it, that We Were obliged to behold 
it 4 an Article of our faith, Wherefore we think it Were fit, that theſe ſtrangers ſpould. 
not be ſuffered to go ont of our Country, where, as our Maſters and Doctors, they might 
teach us ſuch things they know of the World. That which you adviſe, replyed rhe Mitaquer, 
i not much amiſ1,and yet the King would ne ver permit it for all the treaſures of China, becusſo 
if be ſhowld, be would then violate the truth of his Word, and ſo loſe all the reputation of his 
freatneſ;, Wherefore you mnſt excuſe me if I do not propound things unto him that can- 
»ot be ; where upon turning himſelf towyards us, Go, get you gone, ſaid he unto us, and to mor- 
row morning fail not to be ready for to come again when 1 ſpall ſend for you. Theſe werds ex- 
cCeedingly contented us, as there was great cauſe they (ſhould ; and accordingly the next day he 
lene us nine borſes very well furniſhed, open wile mount and ſe went to his Tent; He 
a3 . m 
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in the mean time had put himſelf into a Piawbre (that is ſome what like ro a Littet) drawn 
with two horſes richly harnt ſſed; round about him for his Guard marched threc ſcore Halber- 
diers, fix pages apparelled in his Livery mounted on white Curtals, and we nine on horsback x 
luttle more behind. In this manner he went on cowards the place where the King was, whom he 
ound lodęed in the great and ſumptuous Edifice of the Goddeſs Nacapiray, by the Chineſe 
called the Queen of Heaven, whereof I bave ſpoken at large in the thirty fourth Chapter. Be- 
ing arrived at che firſt trenches of the Kings Tent, he alighted ont of his Litter, and all the reſt 
likewiſe off from their horſes, tor to ſpeak to the Naatar an, of whom with a kind of ceremo- 
ny, after the faſhion of the Gentiles, he craved leave to enter, which was preſently granted him. 
Thzcevpon the Mitaqu r being return: d into his Litter, paſſed through the gates in the ſame 
manner ar beſore, only: we and the reſt of his followers waited upon him on foot. When he 
came to a low and very long Gallery, where there way a great number of Gentlemen, he alight. 
ed 2 20 out of his Litter, and told us that we were to attend him there, for that he would go 
and know whetker it were a fit time to ſptak with the King, or no. We Rayed there then 2 
bout an hour, during the which ſome of the Gentlemen that were in the Gallery obſerving us 
to be ſtrangers, and ſuch kind of prople as they had never ſetn the like, they called us, and very 
courteouſly bid us to fit down by them, where having ſpent ſome time in be holding certain 
tumble is he wing ſcats of activity, we perceived the Mitaquer coming forth with four very 
beautiful boys, attited in long coats after the Turbiſb faſhion, garded all over with green and 
white, and wearing about the (mall of their legs little hoops of gold in the form of irons and 
ſhackles, The Genckmen that were p eſent, as (000 as they ſaw-them roſe up on their feet, and 
drawing out their Couriclaſſcs, which they wore by their ſides, they laid them on the ground 
with a he dy kin d of-c:remopy, (ay ing three times, Let the Lord of our heads live an hundred 
thouſand years. In the mcan while as + & lay with our heads bending to the ground, one of thoſe 
boys ſaid aloud unto us; Ton men of the ot her end of the World, rejoyce now, for that the 
herr i. come, wherein your deſire is to be accompliſhed, and that you are to have the liberty, 
which the Mitaquer promiſed you at the Caſtle of Nixiameoo, Wherefore ariſe from off the 
earth, and lift up your hands to Heaven, rendring thanks unto the Lord, Who during the night 
of our peac table reſt, enammels the Firmament with Stars, ſeeing that of himſelf alone, with- 
ont the merit of any fleſh, be hath. made you to encounter in your exile with a man that deli- 
vers your perſons, To this Speech, proltrated as we were on the ground, we returned him this 
anſwer by our truch- man, May Heavens grant us ſo much happineſs, as that his foot may 
trample on our heads; whereunto he replied, Tour Wiſh is not ſmall, and may it pleaſe God to 
accord you thu gift of riches. | 
| Theſe four boys, and. the Mitaquer, whom we followed, paſt through Gallery, ere cted 
upon five and twenty pillars of br . is, and entred into a great room, where there were a number 
ot Gentlemen, and amongſt chem many ſtrangers, Aogorer, Perſians, Bordies, Calaminhams, 
and Bramaas. After we were out of this room, we came unto another, where there were ma- 
. men, ranged into five Filrs all along che room, with Courtelaſſes on their (houlders, 
that were garniſhed with gold. Tac ſe ſtayed the Mitagquer 1 little, and with great comple- 
ments asked him ſome queſtions, nd took his oath upon the Maces the boys carried, which he 
performed on his knees, kiſſing the ground three ſeveral times, whereupon he was admitted to 
paſs on into à great place, like a quadrangle; there we ſaw four ranks of Statues of braſs, 
in the form of wild men, with clubs and crow:1s of the fame mettal guile : Theſe Idols or Gy- 
ants, were cach of them fix and twenty ſpans high, and fix broad, as well on the breſt, as on the 
ſhoulders; their Countenances were hideous and deformed, and their hair carled like to Negroes. 
The deſite we had to know what theſe figures fignificd, made us to demand it of the Tartar:, 
who anſwered us, that they were the three buodred and threeſcore gods, which framed the 
days of the year, being placed there expreſly, to the end that in their ener they might be con- 
tinuilly adored, for having created the fruits which the earth produceth; and withall that 
the King of Tartar had eau ed them to be tranſported thither from a great Temple, called A*- 
2232 which he had taken in the City of Xipaton, out of che Chappel of the Tombs of the 
ings of China, for to triumph over them, when as he ſhould heppily return into his Country, 
that the whole world might know how in deſpight of the King of China he had captivated his 
gods. Within this place, whereot I ſpeak, and amidft a plantation of Orange-trees, that wu 
inyironed within a tence of Ivy, Roſes, Roſemary, and many other ſort of flowers, which we 
have not in Exrope, wis a Tent piiehed upon twelve Balliſters of the wood of Champbhire, _ 
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of them wreathed about with ſilver in the faſhion of kno tted card · work, bigger then ones arin. 
In this Tent was a low Throne in the form of an Altar, garniſhed with branched wotk of fine 
, andover it was a cloth of State, ſet thick withfilver Stars; where alfo the San and Moon 
were to be ſeen, as alſo certain clouds, ſome ot them white, aud others of the colour of which 
ar in the time of rain, all enammelled ſo to the life, and with ſuch art, that they beguiled 
ill choſe that b held them, for they ſeemed to tam indeed, ſo as it wis impoffible to ſee a thing 
more complrat, either f..r the proporrions or colours. In the midſt of this Throne upom a bed 
lay a great Statue of ſilver called Abicas Nilancor, which ſignifies, rb God of the heulib of 
Kings, that had been alſo taken in the Temple of Angicamoy. Now round about the ſame 
Starue were faur and thirty Idols of the height of a child of five or fix years'old, ranged im two 
Files, and ſet om the r knees, with their hands lifted up cowards this Idol, as if they would adore 
. © him. At the entry into this Tent there were four young Gentlemen richly clad, who with each 
of them a Cenſer in his hand, went two and two about, then at the ſound ot a bell proſtrated 
tbemſelves on the ground, and cenſed one another, ſaying with u loud voice, Let aur cry come 
wnto thee as a ſweet perfume, to the end thow mayeſt bear us. For the Guard ot of this Tent, 
there were three!corc Halberdiers, who at a little diftance invironed it all about. They were 
doched with guilt lather, and had Murrians on their heads curiouſly engraven; all-which - 
were very agreeable and maj-ſtical objects. Out of this place we entred into another diviſion, 
where there were four Chambers very rich and well furniſhed, in the which were many Gen- 
tlemen, as well ſtrangers as Tartart. From thence paſſing on Whith r the Mitaquer, and the 
young boys conducted us, we arrived at the door of a great low room, in form like to a Church, 
where ſtood fix Uſhzrs with their Maces, who with a new complement to the Aitaquer 'cau- 
ſed us oe nter, but kept out all others. In this room was the King of Tartaria, [ 
with many Princes, Lords, and Captains, amongſt whom were the Kings of Paſua, Mecuy, 
Capinper Raina Benan, Ancheſacotay, and others to the number of fourteen, who in rich 
attire were all ſeared ſome three or four paces from the foot of the Tribuual. A little more on 
the one ſide were two and thirty very fair women, who playing upon divers inſtruments of 
muſick, made x wonderful ſweet Conſort. The King was ſer on his Throne under a rich Cloth 
of State, and had about him twelve young beys kneeling on their knees, with little Maces of 
gold like Scepters, which they carried on their ſhoulders ; cloſe behind him was a young Lady 
extreamly beautiful, and wonderfully richly attired, with a Ventiloe in her hand, wherewith 
ſbeever and anon fanned him. This ſame was the ſiſter of the Mitaquer our General, and in- 
finitely beloved of the King, for whoſe ſake therefore it was that he was in ſuch credit and re- 
putation throughout the whole Army: The King was much about-forty years of age, full ſta- 
ture, ſome what l. an and of a good aſpect; His beard was very ſhort, his Muſtaches after 
the T «rki/> manner, his eyes like to the Chineſes, and his countenance ſevere and majcſtica); 
As for his veſture, it was violet colour, in (aſhion like to a Turbiſb Roak imbroydered with 
pearl, upon his fect he had green Sandals wrought all over with gold pearl, and great purls 2 
mong it, and on his head a ſattin cap of the colour of his habit, wich a rich band of diamonds 
and rubies intermingled together z Before we paſt any farther, after we had gone ten or eleven 
ſteps in the room, we made our complement by kiffing of the ground three leveral times, and 
performing other ceremonies, which the Truch- men taught us: In the meantime the King 
commanded the muſick to ceaſe, and addreffing himſclf to the Mitaquer; Ak theſe men of 
the other end of the world ſaid he unto him, whether they have a King, What is the name of their 
Country, and how far diſtant it is from this Kingdom of China where now I am ? Thereupon 
one of ours ſpeaking for all the reſt, anſwered; That our Country was called Portwgal; that 
the King thereof was exceeding rich and mighty, and that from thence to the City of Pequin 
was at the lesſt three years voyage. This anſwer much amazed the King, becanſe he did not 
think the world had ſo large, ſo that ſtriking his thigh with a wand that he had in his 
hand, and lifring up his eyes to Heaven, as though he would render thanks unto God; he ſaid 
aloud, fo as every one might hear him: O Creator of all things; are We able to comprehend 
the marvels of thy greatneſs, We that at the beſt are but poor worms of the earth ? Fuxiqui- 
dane, fuxiquidane, let them approach, let them approach. Thereupon date us with his 
hand, he canſed us to come even to the firſt degree of the Throne, where the fourteen Kings 
lat, and demanded of him again, as a man aſtoniſhed, Puc an, pucas, that is to ſay, how far, 
bow far ? whereunto he anſwered us before, that we ſhould be at leaſt three years in return» 


ng to our Country. Then he asked why we came not rather ſby Land, then by Sea, where fo

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many labours and dangers were to be undergon ? Thereunto he replyed, that there was too

fore do you expoſe — ſelves to ſuch dangers ? Then having tendred him an reafen to this laſt 
demand with all t 
then ſhaking his head three or four times, he addreſſed himſelfe to an old man that was not far 
from him, and ſaid, Certainly We muſt needs conclude, that there is tither much ambition, 
or little yuſtice in the Conntry of theſe people, ſeeing they came ſo far to conquer other Lands, 
To this Speech the old man, named Raia Bevan, made no other anſwer but that it muſt feeds 
be ſo, for men, ſaid he, who have recourſe urto their induſtry and invention to tun over the 
Sex for to get that which God hath not given them, are neceſſarily carried thereunto, either 


which ĩs the cauſe why they renounce God, and choſe that brought them into the world. This 
reply of the old man was ſeconded with many jeering words by the other Courtiers, who made 
great ſport upon this oceaſion, that very much pleaſed the King, in the mean time the women 
tell to their muſick again, and fo continued, till the King withdrew into another Chamber in 
the company of theſe fair Muſicians, and that young Lady which fanned him, not ſo much as 
one of thoſe great Perſonages, daring to enter beſides : Not long after one of thoſe twelve boys, 
that carried the Scepters before mentioned, came to the Mitaquer, and told him from his (lifter, 
that the King commanded him dot to depart away, which he held for a ſingular favour, by rea- 
fon this meflage was delivered to him in the preſence of thoſe Kings and Lords that were in the 
room, ſo that be ſtirred not, but ſent us word, that we ſhould go unto out tent with this afſu-

=» F' 7 E had been now full three and forty dayes in this Camp, during which time there 
8.7 N fights and skirmiſhes between the beſiegert and the beſieged, as alſo two — 
in the open dey which were reliſted by them within with an invincible courage like reſolute 
men us they were; In the mean time the King of Tartaria, ſeeing how contrary to his hope 
fo great _— had been, wherein be had conſumed fo much treaſure, cauſed his Coun- 
cel of War to be aſſembled, in the which were preſent the ſeven and twenty Kings that ac- 
cowpanicd him, and likewiſe many Princes, and Lords, and the moſt pare of the chief Com- 
manders of the Array : In this Councel it was reſolved, that in regard Winter was at hand, 
and that the rivers bad already overflowed their banks with ſuch force and violence, as they 
had ravaged and carried away moſt of the Trenches and Palliiadoes of the Camp, and that 
moreover great numbers of the ſouldiers died daily of fickneſs, and for want of victuals, that 
therefore the King could not do better then to raiſe his Siege, and be gone before Winter came, 
for fearleſt ſtaying longer, he ſhould run the hazard of loſing himſelf, and his Army: All cheſs 
reaſors ſeemed ſo good to the King, that without further delay he reſolved to fallow this coun- 
ſel, and to obey the preſent neceſſity, though it were to his great grief. ſo that incontinently 
he canſed all his Infantry and Ammunition to be imbarqued, then having commanded his Camp 
to be ſet on fire, he himſelf went away by Land with three hundred thouſand Horſe, and twen- 
ty thouſand Rhinocerots : Now after they had taken an account of all the dend, they appeared 
to be four hundred and fifty thouſand, the moſt of whom died of fickneſs, as alſo an hundred 
thouſand Horſes, and threeſcore thouſand R binocerots, which were eaten in the ſpace of two 
months and an half, wherein they wanted victual, ſo that of eighteen hundred thouſand men 
wherewith the King of T art ria came out of his Country to beliege the City of Pequin, be- 
fore the which he lay (ix months and an half, he carried home ſome ſeven hundred and fifty 
thouſand leſs then he brought forth, whereof four and fifty thonſand died of fickoels, 
famine, and war, and three hundred thouſand went and rendred themſelves unto the Chineſe, 
drawn thereunto by the great pay which they gave them, and other advanteges of honour and 
preſents which they continually beſtowed on them; whereat we are not to marvel, ſeeing expe 
tienes doth (hew, how that along is of far more power to oblige men then all other things in the

befors night at a Town, named Guiiampra, which he found altogether depopulated : After 
his Army had repoſed thereabou: an hour and an half, he ſet forth again, and marching ſome- 
whac laſt he came to lodg at the foot of a great mountain, called Liampeu, from whence he 
departed towards morning. Thus marched he elght leagues a day for fourteen days together, 
at the end whercof he arrived at a good Town, named Gu tim, which might contain about 
deven or twelve thauſand fires z There he was counſelled to furniſh himſelf with victuals, 
whereof he had great need, for which purpoſe therefore he begirt it round, and skaling it in 
the open day, he quickly made himſelt Maſter of ie, and put it to the ſack with fo cruel a Maſ- 


ucte of the inhabicants, as my fellows and I were ready to ſwoond for very aſtoniſhment : 


Now after that the wood and fire had conſumed all things, and that the Army was abundantly 
provided of ammunition and victual, he departed at the break of day; and though he paſt the 
bert morning in the view of Caixiloo, yet would not he atezque it. for that it was a great 
and ſttong Town, and by ſcituation impregnable, having heard beſides that there were fifty 
thouſand men within ic, whereot ten thouſand were Aogors, Cauc hins, and Champaas, re- 
ſolace ſouldiers, and mach more warlike then the ¶ bineſet. From thence paſſing on he arrived 
at the walls of Singrac hir an, which are the very ſame, that, as I have ſaid heretofore, do di- 
vide thoſe two Empires of ¶ hina ind T artaria ; There meeting with no reſiſtance he went 
a lodged on the further fide of it at Panquinor, which was the firft of his own Towns, and 
ſated ſome three leagues from the ſaid wall, and the next day he marched to P/iparor, where 
be diſmiſſed the moſt pare of his people. In this place he ſtayed not above ſeven days, which he 
ſpent in providing pay for his ſouldiers, and in the execution of certain prifoners he had taken in 
that war, and brought along wich him: Theſe things thus expedited, he, as a man not very 
well pleaſcd, imbarqued himſelf for La»game, in ſixſcore Lanlees, with no more then ten 
or eleven thouſand men: So in fix dayes after his imbarquing, he arrived at Langa- 
— where not permitting any reception to be made him he landed about two hours within 
night. 


The King abode in this City of Lanpame until ſuch time as all his forces, as well horſe as foot, g. 2 


were arrived there, which was within fix and twenty days, then having all his Army together, 
he went on to another Cicy far greater and fairer, called 7»ymicoa, where he was vilie-d by 
fome Princes his Neighbours, and hy the Ambaſſadors of many other Kings and Sovgraigns of 
more remoter Countrys, of which the chiefeſt were (1x great and mighty Monarchs, namely 
Kataana the Sophy of Perſia ; Siamon Empcrour of the Gueos, whoſe Country borders on 
that of Bramaa, and Tangas; the Calaminham, Lord of the indomptable force of the Ele- 
phant of the Earth, as I ſhall deliver hereafter, when I come to treat of him and his State; the 
eur nas of Odiaa, that names himſclt the King of Siam, whoſe dominion runs ſeven hundred 
leagues along the coaſt with that of Tanauſerin, and on Champaa fide with the Malayos, Zere 
dios, and Patanes, and — the heart of the Country with Paſſialo qua, Capioper, and 
Chiammay, 23 allo with the Lan bots, and Gusos, ſo that this Prince alone hath ſeventeen King- 

doms within his State, by reaſon whexeaf, for to make himſclt the more redoubted 3 

the Gentiles, he cauſeth himſelt to be tiled, The Lord of the White Elephant; the fifth was 

te great Mo gor, whoſe State is within the heart of the Country, near to the ('orazomes, a 

Province bordering upon Perſiu, and the Kingdom of Deiy, and Chitor ; and the laſt an Em- 

petour of a Country, named Caran, as we were informed there, the bounds of whoſe Sove- 

ragaty are at the —_— of Goncalidasn, ſixty degrees further on, where a certain people 

lve, whom they of the Country call Aeſcovites, whereaf we have ſome in this City, 

which were fair of completion, well ſhapen, and apparelied with Breeches, Caſſocks, and Hats, 

like to the Flemings which we ſee in Europe, the cbhiefeſt of them wearing Gowns lined with 

Gables, and the reſt with ordinary furs. The Ambaſſador of this Emperor of Caran, was more 


{ remackable in his entry, then all the reft : He had far his Guard about ſixſcote men, armed with 


mos, and Partiſans damasked with gold and ſilver, and all artired alike jo violet and green; 
After them marched on horsback twelve Uſhers, carrying ſilver Maces, before whom twelve 
torſes were led, that had carnation clothes on them, bordered about with gold and ſilver; They 

were 
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were followed by twelve huge tall men, that ſeemed to be Giants, clothed with Tygers skins as 
wild men are uſed to be painted of them holding in his hand a great Greyhound by a (ilver chain; 
Then appt ated twelve little Pages, mounted on white Hackneys, having green velvet Saddles, 


trimmed with ſilver lace and frenge, they were all apparelled alike in crimſon ſattin Caſſocks, 


lined with marterns, bree ches, and hats of the ſame, and great chains of gold ſcatf- wiſe a- 
bout them; Theſe twelve boys were all of one equal ſtature, ſo fair ot face, ſo well favoured, 
and of ſo ſweet a proportion of body, as I believe there have never been any ſeen more accom- 
pliſhed : For himlelf, he was ſeated in a Chariot with three wheels on each (ide, garniſhed all 

over with filver ; Rourd about this Pirange, (for ſo was this Chariot called) there were forty 
foot-men in jerkins, and brezches of green and red cloth, laced all over with carnation ſilk lace, 
having (words by their fide above three fingers bi oad, with the hilts, handles, and chaps of fi]. 

ver, and hunting horns hanging in ſilver chains, bandrick-wiſe about th: m, and cn their heads 
they wore caps, with feathers in them full of ſilver ſpangles : Thus was the equipage of this 
Ambaſſador ſo ſumprucus and ſtately, that one might very well conclude he belonged to ſome 
very rich and mighty Prince. Now going one day as attendants on the Mitaquer, who went to 
vifit him from the King, amongſt other things that we ſaw in his lodging, we obſerved there 
for one of the greateſt rarities in that Country, five Chambers hung all with very rich Arras, 
ſuch as we have in Chriſtendom ; and no queſtion brought from thence : In each of theſe Cham- 
bers was x Clothof State of gold or ſilver tinſel, and under it à Table with a Baſon and Ewer 
of filver of a very cofily faſhion ; alſo a Chair of State of rich violet ſtuff trimmed with gold 
frerge, and at the foot of it a Cuſhion of the ſame, all upon an exceeding large toor-pace of 
tapeſtry; There was alſo a chafingdiſh of ſilver, with a perfuming pot of the ſame, out of the 
wh ch proceeded a moſt delicate odcur ; At the door of each ot thoſe five Chambers ſtood 
two Helberdiers, who permitted perſons of quality to enter that came thither to ſee them; In 
another very great room in form like to a Gallery, there was upon a very high and large foot · pace 
a little table placed, covered with a damask cable-cloth,edged about with gold-frenge,and upon 
a ſilver plate a napkin with a fork and a ſpoon of gold, as alſo two little ſalt- ſellers of te ſame 
mettal z Now about ten or eleven paces on the one fide from this table were two cupbards of 
plate of all kind of ſaſhions, and other veſſels of great value; Moreover at the four corners of this 
table were four ciſterns about the bigneſs of a buſhel, with their kettels faſtened to them with 
chains all of ſilver, as alſo two very great candleſticks of the ſame with white wax canoles in them 
but not lighted ; There were alſo at the door of the room twelve handſome Halberdiers, clo- 
thed in mantles like to 1riſ6 rug, with Scymitars by their ſides, all covered over with plates of 
filver, which Guard (as ordinarily it is with them) were very haughty and rude in their anſwers 
to all that ſpeak to them. Although this Ambaſſadour was come thither in the way of viſit as 
the teſt, yet the principal ſubject of his Ambaſſy was to treat of a marriage between the Em- 
perour of Caran, and a ſiſtet of the Tartar, named Merca vidau, that is to ſay, a rich Saphir, 
a Lady about ſome thirty years of age, but very bandiom, and exceeding charitable to the poor, 
whom we ſaw divers times in this City at the chiefeſt Feaſts, which theſe people uſe to ſo- 

lemnize at certain times of the year, after the manner of the Genri/es, Howbeit ſetting aſide 

all this, whereof I had not ſpoken but that it ſeemed more remarkable unto me then all the 

reſt, I will return to my former diſcourſe, as well concerning our liberty, as the voyage that 

we made even to the Iſlinds of the Sea of China, whether the Emperonr of T artaria cauſed 

us to be conveighed, to the end that ſuch as (hall come after us may attain to the knowledge of 


2 part of thoſe things, whereof it may be they have never heard ſpoken until this pre- 


ſent. 


CAP. XLI. 
In what manner we were brought again before the King of Tartatia; 
with our departure from that Kingdom ; and all that we ſaw, 
and befell us in our voyage, till our arrival at the 


Court of the King of Cauchinchina. 


| AT ſome time had been ſpent inthe Celebrations of certain remarkable Feaſts, that 


were made for joy of the concluſion of a marriage betwixt the Princeſs Meica vides 


the Kings fiſt-r, and the Emperour of Caran, the Tartar by the advice of his Captains reſol- 


ved to retun anew to the Siege of Pequin, which he had formerly quitted, taking the il — 
ce 
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ces that he had) thete as x great affcont!to his perſon ; To this effect then he cauſed all the Eſtates 
of his Kingdom to be aſſembled, and alſo made a league with all the Kings and Princes border- 
ing in his Dominions : whereupon confidering wich our ſelves how pte judicial this might prove 
to the promiſe had been made us for the ſetting of us at liberty, we repaired to the Mit aquer, 
mi repreſented unto him many things that made for our purpoſe, and obliged him to keep his 
word with us; To the which he returned us this anſwer : Certainly yeu have a great deal of 
reaſon for that yau ſay, and I have yet more not to refuſe you that which you demand of me 
with ſo much juſtice; wherefore I reſolve to put the King in mind of you, that you may enjoy 
your liberty, and the ſooner you (hall be gone from hence, the ſooner you ſhall be freed fromm 
the hbours which the time begins to prepare for us in the enterpriſe that his Majeſty hath new- 
ly undertaken by the counſel of ſome particulars, who for that they know not how to govern 
themſelves have more need to be counſelled, then the earth hath need of water to produce the 
fruits that are ſowed in her; but to morrow morning I (hall put the King in mind of you, and 
your poverty, and withall I (hall preſent unto him how you have poor fatherleſs child ren, 
u you have heretofore told me, to the end he may bꝭ thereby inc ted to calt his eyes upon you, 
u he is accuſtomeqꝗ to do in like eaſes, which is none of the leaſt marks of his greatneſs. Here- 
pon he diſmiſſed us for that day, and the next morning he went to Pontiveu, which is a place 
where the King uſeth to give audience to all ſuch as have any ſuit to him; There beſecching his 
Majeſty to think of us, he anſwered him, that as ſoon ag he diſpatched away an Ambaſſador to 
the King of Cauc he nchina, he would ſend us along with him, for ſo he had reſolved to do: 
Wich this anſwer the Aditaquer returned to his houſe, where we were ready attending his 
. told us what the King had promiſed him, here withal not a little contented we 
went back to our lodging; There in the expectation of the 47 ſucceſs of this ptomiſe we 
continned ten days with ſome iqpatience, at the end whereof the Mit aquer by the Kings ex- 
preſs command carried us with him to the Court, where cauſing us to approach near to his 
Majeſty, with thoſe ceremonies of greatneſs which are obſerved in coming before him, being 
the ſame we uſed at Pequin, after he had beheld us with a gentle eye, he bid the Mitaquer 
wk of us whether we would ſerve him, and in caſe we would, he (ſhould not only be very well 
Pleaſed with it, but he would alſo give vs better entertainment, and more advantagions condi- 
tions ns all che ſtrangers that ſhould follow him in this war. To this demand the Mitaquer 
anſwered very favourably for us, how he had often heard us ſay, that we were married in our 
and had a great charge of children, who had no other means to maintain them, but 
got with our labour, which was poorly enough God knows: The King heard this 


what w 


ſpeech with ſome denfonſtration of pity, ſo that looking on the Mitaquer; I am glad, (aid 


le, to know that'they have ſuch good canſe to return home as they ſpeak of, that I may With 
the more contentmant acquit me of that which thou haſt promiſed them in my name. At theſe 
words the Mitaquer, and all we that were with him, lifting up our hands, xs to 2 teſtimony et 
our thankfuln:fs unto him, we kiſſed the ground three times, and ſaid, May thy feet reſt them 
ſelves upon a thouſand generations, to the end that thow mayſt be Lord ef the inhabitants of 
the cart h. Hereat the King began to ſmile, and ſaid to a Prince that was near him, Theſe men 
ſpeak, «s if they had been bred amongſt us; Then caſting his eyes on Forge Mendez, who ſtood 
| defore all us next to the Aitaquer, And thou, ſaid he unto him, in What condition art thou, 
wilt ibo go, or ſtay ? whereupon Mendez, who had long before premeditated his anſwer, 
Sir, replyed he, for me, that have nrither Wife, nor children to bewail my abſence, the thing 
I woſt deſire in the World is to ſerve your Majeſty, ſince you are pleaſed therewith, wherenn- 
to I have mare affection then to be Charm of Pequim one thouſand years together, At this 
the King ſmiled again, and then diſmiſſed us, ſo that we returned very well ſatisfied to our lodg- 
ing, where we continued three days in a readineſs to depart, at the end of which by the medi- 
ation of the Aitaquer, and means of his ſiſter, who, 28 I have ſaid before, was wonderfully 
beloved of the King, bis Majeſty ſen us for rhe eight that we were two thouſand Tacis, nd gave 
us in charge to his Ambaſladour, whom he ſent to the City of Vzamgnee in Conchenchine, 
i the company of the ſame King of Cavchenchina's Ambaſſador : With him we departed 
from thence five days after, being imbarqued in the veſſel wherein he went himſelf : But be- 
fore our departure Jorge Mendez gave us a thouſand Duckets, which was cafic for him to do, 
for that hejhad already fix thouſand of yearly rent, withal he kept us company all that day, 
nd it length took 2 of us, not without ſhedding many a tear for grief that he had fo 


apoſed himſelt to a voluntary exile. 
2; Bb Being 
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Bring departed ſre i; this City of Tuymic an on the ninth day. of May, in the year one theu- 
ſand, five bundred, forty and four, we came to lodg that night at 3 Univerſity in 2 Pegcde cal. 
led Guatipanior, where the two Ambaſſadors were very well entertained by the Ty xi van of 
the houſe, which is as the Rector there of, and the next mor nir g w hen it was broad day, both 
of them continued their courſe down the river, each one in his own ſhip; bt ſides other two 
wherein their ſtuff was; About two bours in the vight we arrived at a little Town, named 
Puxanguim, well fortified with Towers and bulwatks after our manner, as alſo with very 
broad ditches, and ſtrong bridges of hewed ſtone; there was likewiſe great ſtore of Artillery, 
or Cannons of wood, made like unto the pumps of ſhips, behind the which they put boxes of 
iron, that held their charge, and were faſtened unto them with iron bar ds; as for the bul- 
lets which they ſhot, they were like unto thoſe of Falconets, and half black: Being much ama- 
zed to ſee this, we demanded of the Ambsfſador who it was that had invented thoſe kind of 
guns ? whereunto they anſwered, that it was certain men, called A/mains, ard of a Country 
named Muſcovy, who by a very great lake of ſalt · water, came down to this Town 1D nine 
veſſels rowed with oars, in the company of a widdow weman, Lady of a place, called Canter, 
who they ſaid was chaſed ont of her Country by a King of Denmark, ſo that flying for te- 
foge with three ſons of her, the great Grard-father of this King of Tartaria made the m all great 
Lords, and gave them certain kinſwoman of his in marriage, from whom are extracted the chie- 
feſt families of this Empire. The next morning we parted from this Town, and that night lay 
at another more nobler, named Exxcas : Five days after we continued our voysge down this 
river, and then we arrived at a great Temple, called Singwafatur, where we ſaw an incloſare 
of above a league in circuit, in which were builded an hundred, thre efcore, and four houſes, 
very long and broad, after the falbion of Arcenals, all full up to the very tyles of dead mers 
heads, whereof there was ſo great a number, that I am atraid to ſpeak it, tor that it will hardly 
be credited. Without each of theſe houſes were alſo great piles of the bones of theſe heads, 
which were three fathom higher then the ridges of them, ſo that the houſe ſeemed to be buri- 
ed, no other part of them appearing but the frontiſpiece where the gate ſtood ; not far from 
thence upon a little hill on the South-fide of them was a kind of a platform, wherennto one went 
up by certain winding-ftairs of iron, and through four ſeveral doors; Upon this platform was 
the talleft, the moſt deformed, and dreadful Monſter that poſſibly can be imagined, ſtanding up- 
on his feet, and leaning againſt a mighty rower of hewed ſtone ; he was made of caſt iron, 
and of ſo great and prodigious a ſtature, that by gueſs he ſeemed to be above thirty tathom 
high, and more then fix broad, notwithſtanding the which deformity he was exceedipgly well 
proportioned in all his limbs, only his head was ſome what too little for ſo g: cat a body. This 
monſter held in both his hands a bowl of the fame iron, being ſix and thirty ſpar;s about. Be- 
holding ſo ſtrange and monſtrous a thing, we demanded of the Tartar Ambaſſadour the ex- 
plication thereof, who willing to ſatisfie our curioſity, If you knew, anſwered he, What the 
power of this God is, and how needful it is for you to have him to friend, certainly yeu neuld 
think.is well imployed if you preſented him with all your means, how great ſoever they might 
be, and — them to him rather then to your ewn children; for you muſt know that thiſ great 
Saint, Which you ſee there, is the Treaſurer of the bones of all thoſe that are born into the 
World, to the end that at the laſt day, when men come to be born again he may give to ever) 
one the ſame bones Which he bad upon earth, for he knows them all, and can tell in particular 
to What body each of thoſe bones belong: Whereupon you are further to underſtand, that be, 
who in this life ſhall be ſo unadviſed as not to hononr him, nor preſent him with ſomething, 
will be but in an ill caſe in the other World, for this Saint will then give him ſome of the rot- 
teneſi bones be can meet wit hal, and one or two leſs then he ſhould have, by means whereof ht 
Will become deformed, lame, or crooked, and therefore if you will follow my conn(el, you ſhall 
make your ſelves of his fraternity, by offering ſomething unto him, and you Will find by expe- 
rence the good that Will redou nd to you thereof c reafter. We defired alſo to know of him 
what the bowle which this Monſter held in his hand, fgnified, whereunro he anſwered us, 
T hat he held it to fling it at the head of the gluttonous Serpent, that lived in the profound 
Obiſm of the bauſe of ſmoak, when be ſhonld come thither to ſteal away any of thoſe bones. 
After this we enquired of him how this Monfter was called, and he told us that his name was, 
Pac hinavau du beculem Prinaufaque, and that it was threeſcare and fourteen thouſand years 
fince he was begotten on a Tortois, called Ai ga ma, by a Sea-borſe, that was an hundred and 
thirty fathomlong, named Tybrem v#cam, who had been King of the Giants of Fanius; 

to 
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told us 1:2 wiſe{mariy other brutiſh fooleries and abſurdities, which thoſe of that Country be- 
lieve as their Creed, and here with th: Divel precipitates them all into hell; Moreover this 
Ambaſſadour aſſured us, that the gifts which were preſented to this Idol, amounted to above 
two hundred thouſand Taeis of yearly rent, without compriſing therein what came from Chap- 
pels, and other fouodations of obits from the principal Lords of the Country, the Reve- 
nue whereof was far greater then that of the gifts; For a concluſion he told as, that this ſame 
Idol had ordinatily twelve thouſand prieſts attending on his ſervice, who were maintained 
with m at, drink, and clothing, only to pray for the dead, that is to ſay, for thoſe unto whom 
theſe bones appercained; we were alſo aſſured, that theſe prieſts never went out of this ineloſure 
without the permiſſion of their Superiours, but that there was ſtill without fix hundred ſer- 
yants, who took care for the providing of all things nectſſiry for them; And further that it 
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was not lawful for theſe prieſts, fave once a year, to break within this ineloſure the vow which 
they had made of chaſtity, but without the ſam: they might whore their pleaſure with whom 


ſoe ver they would, without committing any ſin; There was allo 2 Serraglis there, wherein 
many women, appointed for that parpoſe were ſhut up, whom their Governeſſes permitted to 
have to do with the prieſts of this beaſtly and diabolical Sect. 

Continuing our voyage from this Pagode, or Monaftery of Gentiles, whereot we have ſpo- 
ken,the next day we arrived at a very fair Town,called Quang inau, which Rands on the bank 
of the river; In this place the Ambaſſadours ſtayed three whole dayes for to furniſh» themſelves 


wich certain things they wanted, as alſo for to ſee the feaftings and joy that was made at that 


time upon the entry of the Tal / picor of chuna, which is their Pope, who was going then 
unto the King for to comfort him about the ill ſucceſs he had in China. Amongſt other graces, 
which this Tolapicor beftowed on the inhabitants of this Town, in recompence of the charge 


fore receive the ſame entertainment and gifts, that were accuſtomed to be given unto our Prieſts, 
without any difference between th m and thoſe that upon examination had been promoted to 
that dignity;Moreover he gave them power to grant Bills of Exchange for Heaven unto all ſuch as 
ſhould do them good here b. low. To the Ambaſſador of Cauchinc hina he granted as a moſt 
fingular fa vor, that he might legitimate any that would pay him for it, & alſo confer on the Lords 
of the Court titles, and marksof honour, as far forth as if he had b:en King, whercof the faoli(h 
Ambaſſidoc was ſo proud, as ſetting fide covetouſneſſe, though it were a vice he was natu- 
nlly inclined unto, he imployed all that ever he had there in gits upon thoſe Prieſts, and beſides 
not contented therewith, he for that end borrowed of us the two thouſand Taeis the King 


tad given us, which aferwards he paid us again with intereſt after fifteen in the hundred. After 


theſe matters the two Ambaſſadors reſolved to continue their voyage, but before th. ir depar- 
ture they went to viſit the Talapicor ina Pagode where he was lodged, for in regard of his 
greatneſs, and that he was held for a Saint, he might not abide with any man, but with the 
King only. Now as ſoon as he underſtood of the Ambaſſ1dors coming to him he ſent them 
word not to go away that day, becauſe he was to preach at the Church of certain religious 


they had been at for his recep:ion, he granted unto them, that they might be all Prieſts, and 
adminiſter their ſacrifices in what places ſoever they were, and likewiſe that they might there 


women of ti e Invocation of Pontimaquen; this they took for a great honour, and incouti- 


nently went to the Pagode, where the Sermon was to be: At their atrival they found ſuch a 
concourſe of people, that they were conſtrained to remove the Pulpit to another very ou 
place, which in leſs then an hour was inviron:d with Scaftolds, hung about with filk ftuf, 
whereon the one fide were the Ladies, richly apparelled, and on the other the Princeſs, called 
Vanguenaras, wich all the Menigregnes, ot religious women of the Pagode, being m number 
above three hundred. After the Talapicor was gone up into the Pulpit, and tha: he had made 
m exterior ſhew of much holineſs, ever and anon lifting up his hands and eyes to Heaven, he 

his Sermon in this manner, Like as it i the property of water to clenſe all things, and 
of the Sun to warm al creatures, ſo it is the property of God through a celeſtial and divine 
nature to do good unte all ; Wherefore We are all bound, as well in 2 and particular, to 
imutate this our Lord, Who bath created, and doth nouriſh us, by doing that unto thoſe, Who 
fend in need of the good of this World, as we would that they ſhould do wnto us, for that by 
this work We are more pleaſing unto him, then by any other whatſoever. For as the good 
Father of a Family rejoyceth to ſee his children made much of, and preſents given to toem, ſe 
aur Heavenly Lord, who is the true Father of us all, rejoyceth at ſuch time as With a ⁊eal of 
charity we communicate one with another; whereby 0 i evident, that the coverons = 
Bb 2 Who 
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who ſouts bis hand, when the poor atk ſomething of him which they want conſtrained thereunts 
by neceſſity, and that turns bs another way without aſſiſting them, ſhall be treated in the 
ſame manner by 4 juſt judgment of God, and driven down into the bottom of the fink of the night, 
Where like a frog be ſpal.croke without ceaſing being tormented by the kunger of bis covetouſneſs: 
T his being ſo, 1 do agviſe and enjeyn you all, ſince you nave ears to hear me, that you do that 
which the Law of the Lord obligetb y:u to do, which it, that you give of that whereof yon have 
too mach, to the poor, who have not Wherewith to feed themſelves, to the end God may not be 
wanting to pen when you ſhall be at the laſt gaſp of var life:Go to then, let this charity be ſo re. 
markable and univerſal in you, that the very fowls of the air may taſte of your liberality; 
And this yen onght to do to kgep the poor, having need of what you poſſeſs in exceſs, from be. 
ing forced by their neceſſity to rob other men of their geods, whereof you would be no leſs bla. 
weable, then if you killed an infant in the cradle ; I commend alſo unto your remembrancg 
that which is written in the Book of our truth, touching the good you are bound to do unto the 
' Prieſts,that pray for you,to the end they may not periſb for want of the good you ought to do unte 
them, which would be as great 4 ſin before God, 45 if you ſhould cut the throat of a little whit. 
beifer when ſpe is ſucking of her Dam, by the death of whom a thouſand ſouls would die, which 
are buriedin her as in a golden Tomb, in expettation of the day, Which is to accompliſh the 
promiſe, that Was made unto them, wherein they ſhall be transformed into whit pearls for to 
dance in Heaven, likg unto the mogts which are in the beams of the Sun. Having uttered 
theſe _ he added many others thereunto, and delivering a world of cxtravagarcies and 
fooleries, he beſticred himſelf in ſuch manner, as was a wonder to be hold, ſo that we eight 
Portngals were exceedingly amazed at the extream devotion of theſe people, and how that 
in lifting up their hands to Hands to Heaven, they ever and anon repeated this word T aiximi- 
da, that is to ſay, So We believe; In the mean time one of our fellows, named Vincent Me- 
roſa, ing the auditors ſo often uſe that word Taiximida, ſaid in imitation of them, Sac 
mey thy life be; ind that with ſuch a grace, and ſo ſetled a countenance, not ſeeming any way 


to jeer him, that not one in the Aſſembly could forbear laughing: He in the mean while conti- 


nued ſtill firm, and more and more confirmed, ſeeming even to weep out of an exceſs of devo» 
tion; Now his eyes being always fixed on the Talapicor, he whenſoever he chanced to look 
oo him could not chuſe but do as the reſt did, ſo that upon the concluſion of his Sermon all tha 
heard him fell to laughing out-righe : The Prioreſs her ſelf, and all the Menigregues of her 
Monaſtery could not contain themſelves in their ſerious humour, imagining that the faces which 
the Portugal made, and his actions, wers ſo many effects of his devotion, and good mean» 
ing; For if one had thought it to be otherwiſe, and that he had not done it out of deriſion, no 
queſtion but he had been fo chaſtiſed, as he ſhould never have been able to mock again, 
When the Sermon was ended, the T a/apicor returned to the Pagod where he lodged, being 
accompanied with the molt honourable of all the Aſcmbly, together with the Ambaſſadears, 
ynto whom all the way as he went he ceaſed not to commend the devotion of the Portugal, 
Look, ſaid he, there is not ſo much as theſe people, who live like beaſts, and without the know- 
ledge of our truth, but ſee well enongh that there u nothing but what is godly in that I have 
preached; whereunto all anſwered that it waz as he ſaid, 
$.4 Ide day after we parted from the Townof Quanginau, and continued our voyage down 
the river for the ſpace of fourteen dayes, during the which we ſaw a number of Towns, and 
great Boroughs on either fide of us, at tha end whereof we arrived at a City, called Loc huna, 
the chieleſt of the Religion of thele Gentiles, ind ſuch it may be, as Rowe is amongſt us. la 
this City was a very, ſumptuous Temple, where there were many remarkable edifices, in the 
which ſeven and twenty Kings or Emperours of this Monarchy of T artaria have been buried 
Their Tomb are in Chappels, wongerful rich, as well for the excellency of their workman- 
(hip, which is of an infinite coſt, as for. that they are within covered all over with plates of 
lilver, wherein there are divers Idols of. different forms made alſo of ſiver. On the North fide 
a little part from the Temple was an incloſure worthy the obſervation, both tor its extent, and 
the fortification thereof; within it were two hundred and fourſcore Monaſteries, as well of 
men, as of women, dedicated to certain Idols, and for the ſervice of all theſe Pagadis, ot 
Temples there are ordinatily, as we were aflured, two and forty thouſand Prieſts and Meni- 
. Ae ppt compriſing therein thoſc which were lodged without the incloſure for the ſervice 
of le falſe prieſts. We obſerved ibat in theſe two hundred and fourſcore houſes there was 
in infivite company. of pillars of bra(s, and.upon the top ef each pillar are idols of the ſave 
metta 
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mitd guile, beſides thoſa which Ikewile were there all of ſilver: Theſe Idols are the Statues 
of them, whom in their falſe Sect they hold for Saints, and of whom they recount ſuch fop- 
peries, as would mike a m in wonder to hear them; For they give unto each of them a Statue, 
more or leſs rich, and guiid:d, according to the degrees of vertue which they have exerciſed in 
this life And this they do expreſly, that che living may be inciced to imitate them, to the end 
there may be as much done unto them when they are dead. In one of theſe Monaſteries of che 
lovocation of Qiay Frigan, that is co ſay, The God of rhe moats of the Sun, was a lifter of 
the Kings, the widdow of Rain Bexar, Prince of Pafwa, whom the death of her husband had 
made reſolve to ſhut her ſelf up in this Monaſtery, with fix thouſand women that had follow- 
ed her thither, and ſh: had taken upon her, as che moſt honourable Title ſhe could think on, the 
name of, the broom of the Houſe of God. The Ambaſſadors went to ſee this Lady, and kiſſed 
her feet as a Saint; (he received them very courteoufly, and demanded many things of them 
with great diſcretion, whereunto they rendred ſuch anſwers as became them; but coming to 
caſt her eye upon us, who ſtood ſomewhat far off, and underſtanding that never any of our Na- 
tion was ſeen in tho'e parts before, (ſhe enquired of the Ambaſſadors of what Country we 
were ? They anſwered, that we were come trom a place at the other end of the world, where- 
of no man there knew che name. At thoſe words ſhe ſtood much amazed, and cauſing us to 
tom: nearcr, (he queſtioned us about many things, whereof we gave her ſuch an account as 
greatly contented her, and all that were preſent ; In the mean time the Princeſs wondring at 
the anſwers, which one of ours made her, T bey ſpeak, ſaid (be, /ike men that have been brought 
wp among ſt people, who have ſeen more — world then we have. So after (he had — us 
talk a while of ſome matters, that (h: had propounded unto us, (h2 diſmiſſed us with very good 
words, and cauſed an hundred T acis to be given us in way of an alas. The Ambaſſadors ha- 
viog talten their leave of her, continued their voyage down along the river, ſo that at the end of 
ds days we arrived at a great Town, called Rendacalew, ſcituated on the uttermoſt Confines 
al the Kingdom of Tartaria: Out of this place we entred upon the State of the Xinaley- 
rau, and therein we proceeded on four days together, until ſuck tima as we came to a Town, 
named Yoxlexs, where the Amb rfſadors were very well entertained by the Lord of the Coun- 
try, and abundantly farniſbed with all things neceſſary for their voyage, as alſo with Pilots 
to guide them in thoſe rivers. From thence we purſued our courſe for ſeven days together, du- 
ring the which we ſaw not any thing worthy of note, and at length came to a firaight, called 
Catenc ur, whereinto the Pilots entred, as well to abridge their voyage, as to avoid the encoun- 
ter of a famous Pirot, who had robbed thoſe parts of moſt of their wealth. Through this 
ſtraight running Eaſt, as alſo Eaſt, North-eaſt ; and ſomtimes Eaſt, and by Eaſt, according to 
the windings of the water we arrived at the Lake of Singapamor, called by them of the Coun- 
try Cuncberes, which was, as our Pilots afficmed, fix and thirty leagu:s in extent, where we 
ſaw ſo m my ſeveral ſorts of birds, that I am not able to recount them. Out of this Lake of 
Sing epansor (which as an admirable Maſter- piece nature hach opened in the heart of this Coun- 
try) do four very large and deep rivers proceed, whereof the firft is named Ventrau, that run- 
neth Eaſt ward through all the Kingdoms of Saruas and Siam, entring into the Sea by the 
Br of Cbiamtabun, in fix and twenty degtees; The ſecond, J angumaa, that going South, and 
South-eaſt, traverſeth alſo the greateſt part of this Country, as likewiſe the Kingdom of Cbi- 
emway, the Lars, Gneos, and another part of Dasbambur, difimboking into the Sea by 
the Bar of /ferrabano, in the Kingdom of Pegs, and there is in diſtancs from the one to the 
other by the degrees of this Climate, above ſeven hundred leagues ; The third, called Pan- 
piles, paſſeth in the ſame manner through all the Countries ot ( apimper and Sacoray, and 
turning above that ſecond river runs quite through the Empire of Aonginoco, and a part of 
Meleytay, and Sovady, rendring it ſelf into the Sen by the Bir of Coſiim, near to Arracas ; 
The fourth, which in all likelihood is as great as the reſt, is not known by any name, neither 
could che Ambaſſadors give us any reaſon for it: but it is probable, according to the opinion ot 
divers, that it is Ganges in the Kingdom of Bengals, ſo that by all the diſcoveries which have 
been made in theſe Gciencal Countries i is conceived, that there is not a greater river then it: 
Having: croſſed this Like we continued our courſe for the ſpace ol ſeven dayes, till we 
ame tos place named Calcypure, the inhabitants whereof would by no means it us to 
ind for the Ambaſſadors endeavouting to do ſo, they entertained: us with ſuch ſtore of darts 
md ſtomes from the (hore; as we thought us not a little happy in that we could ſave our ſelves 
from the danger ol it. After we had gotten out of this place, much vexed — 
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we had received there, that which moſt afflicted us was to ſet our ſelves unprovided of thicgs;we 
were greatly in need of, but by the counſel of our Pilots we failed by another river far larger then 
the iraight which we had left, and that by the ſpace of nine dayes, at the end whereof we 
arrived at a very good Town, called Tarem, the Lord of which was ſubje& to the Cauc bin, 
who received the Ambaſſadors with great Dt monſtrations of love, and ſuw1niſhed them abundant. 
ly with all that they wanted. The next day we departed from thence about Sur · ſet, and continu. 
ing our voyage down the river about ſeven days after we came to an Anchor in the Port of Xo. 
lor, which is a very fair Town, where all the enammelled purcelain, which is carried to ¶ hina, 
is made. There the Ambaſſadors ſtayed five days, during which time they cauſed their ſhips, 
that were very heavy, to be haled aſhore by the force of boats : That done, and proviſion made 
of all things neceflary, they went to ſee certain Mines, which the King of Cauchin hath in that 
place, from whence great ſtore of filver is drawn, and the Ambaſſadors being deſirous to know 
how much ſilver thoſe Mines yielded every year, they were anſu ere d, that the whole amounted 
to ſome fx thouſand Picos, which make eight thouſand Quintals of our weight. 

After our departure from the Town of Aolor we ſtill continued our courſe for five days toge- 
ther down that great river, and ſaw all along that while a many of great Bo oughs, and goodly 
Towns; for in that Climate the Land is better then other where, very well pec pled, and full 
of riches ; withall the rivers are frequented with a world of veſlels, and the ficlds very well 
tilled, and repleniſhed with abundance of wheat, rice, all kind of pulſe, and exceeding great 

ar- canes, whereof there is marvellous ſtore in all that Country. The Gentlemen there are 
ordinarily clothed in ſilk, and mounted on horſes hand ſomly furniſn d; as for the women, 
they are exceeding whice and fair. Now it was not without much labour, pain, and danger, 
that we paſſed thoſe two Channels. as alſo the river of Ventinau, by reaſon of the Pyrats that 
uſually ate encountred there, nevertheleſs we at the length arrived at the Town of Manaqu- 
leu, which is ſcituated at the foot of the Mountains of Chomay, upon the Frontiers of the two 
Kingdoms of China, and Canchenchina, where the Ambaſſadors were both well received by 
the Governour thereof. The next morning departing from that place, they went and lay in a 
Town, named Quiuancaxi, which appertained to an Aunt of the Kings, whom they went 
to viſite; (hs gave them a very kind reception, and withall told them for news, that the King 
her Nephew, was newly returned from the War of the Tinocoubes, and wonderfu'ly well plea- 
ſed with his good ſucceſs therein; whereunto ſhe added many particularities, which tbey 
were glad to hear, eſpecially when ſhe aſſured them, that the King, after he had diſmiſſed the for- 

ees that he had carried out with him, was gone with a ſmall Train to the City of Fan augrem, 
where he intended to ſpend ſome time in hunting & fiſhing, & then to go & winter at Uſamguee, 
the capital City of this Empire of Cauc him. When as they had conſulted a while upon theſe news, 
they reſolved to ſend their four veſlels away to V/awmgree, and themſelves to travel by land to 
Fanangrem, where they underſtood the King was. This deliberation taken they put incontinently 
ito Execution & that by the advice of this Princeſs, who for that purpoſe cauſed them to be fur- 
niſhed with horſes for themſclves,& their people, as alſo with eight Rhinocerots forthe tranſpor- 
tation of their baggage. They began their journy then about three days after, and having travelled 
fonrſcore & (ix leagues, in the ſpace of thirtcen days, and that with much toil & labour, by reaſon 
of certain mountains which they were to paſs, that were of a long extent, and very rough and 
ſtony, in the end they arcived at a great lodging, called Taraudac hit, ſeats d upon the bank of a 
river; There they paſſed the night, and the next morning they parted thence for to go to 2 
Town, named Lindas Panoo, where they were very well received by the Captain thereof, a 
kinſman of the Ambaſſadors of Caucbenchina; who was come not about fix days before from 
Fanaugrem, where the King remained (till, being not more then fifteen leagues from that place. 
After that this Cap:ain hath told this Ambaſſador his kinſman ſome other news of the Court, 
and of the ſucceſs of the war, he further advertiſed him that a Son in law of his was dead, 
ſor the love of whom his daughter the wife of the deceaſed, had caſt her ſelf into a pile of 
— fire, where wich her hugbands body ſhe was conſumed to aſhes, at which all her kinred 

exceedingly-rejoyced, ior that by ſo generous an end ſhe had given proef of what (he had ever 

been. The Ambaſſador himſelf, ber father, teſtified alſo no little content for the ſame, ſaying ; 
Now it t, O my daughter, that I know aſſuredly thou art a Saint, and that thou ſerveſt thy 
buſband in Heaven, wherefore I promiſe and ſwear to thee, that for ſo mem:rable an end, 
whereia thou haſt given an infallible proof of the Royal blood Whereof thau art deſcended, 1 
will in memory of thy geodnefs build thee ſuch a magnificent and honourable houſe, as = 
make 
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wihe thre dgſiy: ta com? from were thou art, for torecreate thy ſelf in it, in imitation of thoſe 
bleſſed ſouli, which we hold have heretofore done the like.This ſaid, he fel fla: down with his face 
on the ground, and in that poſture continued till the day following, when as he was viſited by 
il the religious men of the place, who comforted him with full aſſurance that his daughter was 
i Saint, ſo that all of them granted him permiſſion to ere à Statue of ſilver unto her. Theſe 
ſpeeobes of the Prieſts greatly ptraſed the Ambaſſador, who very much acknowledged the 
fame unto them, giving mony both to them, and to all the poor that were thereabout; At this 
place we ſpent nine days in celebrating the Funerals of the Defunct, and then departing we 
went the next day to a certain Monaſtery, called Latiparas, that is to ſay, The remedy of the 

„ Where the two Ambaſſadors remained three days in expectation of news from the King, 
whom they had already advertiſed of their arrivai ; Now his anſwer to them was, chat they 
ſhould go to x Town, named Agimpur, three leagues from the place where they were, and 
but one from Fanaugrem, whither he would ſend for them when tims ſerved.

The reception of the Tartarian Ambaſſador by the King of Cauchenchina, 
with the ſaid Kings going from thense to the City of Uzam- 
guee, and his triumphal Entry thereinto,

He Kiog being advertiſed by his Ambaſſadour, that he brought another along with him 5g. 1 
from the King of Tartaria, ſent for him not long after from Agimpur by the Bro ther of 
the Queen his wife, a very valiant and rich Prince: He was mounted on a Chariot with three 
wheels on a (ide, adorned all within with plates of ſilver, and drawn by four white Horſes, 
whoſe furniture was all imbroidered with gold; This Chariot, which they of the Country call 
Piamber, was waited on by threeſcore footmen, half on the one (fide, and half on the other, 
dothed in green leather, with Scymiters by their ſides, whoſe Scabberds were garniſhed with 
gold, and before them went twelve Uſhers bearing their Maces on thei ſhoulders ; After the 
footmen followed certain others carrying Halberts trimmed with ſilver, in gowns and breeches 
of green and white (ilk, and with Scymiters by their ſides; Theſe fellows ſecmed very baughty 
ind proud, ſo that by their outward behaviours, which in all their actions appeared to be like 
unto their ſurly diſpoſitions, they rendred themſelves ſomewhat terrible to others; Thirty pa- 
ces after this Guard marched fourſcore Elephants exceeding well furniſhed, with chairs and 
. caſtles adorned with ſilver which they carried on their backs, and on their teeth their Panores, 
or warlick Defences, together with miny little bells of the ſame mettal hanging about their 
necks; Before theſe Elephants, which were ſaid to be the Kings Guard, rode a number of 
men at Arms in very good Equipage, and in the Vantgard of all this train went twelve Chari- 
ots with Cymbals of ſilver, —— with ſilk. When this Prince was come in this ſtately 
manner to the Ambaſſador of Tartaria, who attended him, and that they had performed all 
ſuch compliments one to another, as are uſual amongſt them, the Prince gave the Ambaſſador 
the Chatiot wherein he came thither, and mounting on a gallant Courſer, he placed himſelf on 
the right hand of bim, and the Kings Ambaſſadeur on the left: In this pomp, and with the 
ſame order as before, xs alſs with the ſound of divers inſtruments of muſick, they arrived at 
the firſt Court of the Kings houſe, where the Broquem, Captain of the Guard of the Pallace 
attended them, being accompanied with many Noblle-men,belides a number on horsback, wu 
ſtood ranked in tw files all along the Court. After they had with a new ceremony been com- 
plemented withall, they went on foot to the Pallace-gate, where they encountred with an old 
man, above fourſcore years of age, who was ſaid to be the Kings Uncle; This ſame, being 
Waited upon by divers great Lords, was no ſooner perceived by the Ambaſſadors, but with a 
dew kind of complement they kit the Scymiter that hung by his fide, whereupon he returned 
them the like, together with an honour, which is of no little eſtimation amongſt them, that 
was to hold his hand upon their heads, ſo long as they were proſtrated on the ground before 
him. Then having cauſed the Tartar to riſe, and to march even check by jole with him, he led 
him through a very long Hall to a door which ws at the end thereof, where after he had knock- 
ed three times, one demanded of him, who he was, and what he would have? whereunto an- 
ing very ſoberly, Here is come, (aid he, out of an ancient cuſtom of true amity, an Am- 
baſſador from the great Xinarau of Tartaria, to demand audience of Prechau Guimian, who 


Wal bold for the Lordof owr beads, This xoſwer being returned, the door wn opened, into 
whis 
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which they preſently entred; the Prince marched fore- moſt with the Ambaſſador of Tartaria, 

whom de held by the hand, and a little behind them went the other belonging to the King, 

with the Captain of the Guard, then followed all the company by three and three. Having 
gone through that room, where there was none but certain of the Guard on their knees with 
Halberds in the ir hands, we went into another room tar more ſpacious and fair then the for: er, 
in the which we ſaw threeſcore and four Statues of braſs, and nineteen of ſilver, all tied by the 
neck with iron chains ; At ſo extraordinary a thing as this being much abaſhed, we demanded 
of one of their Grepes, or prieſts, the reaſon of it, who anſwered us, That the Stattes which 
e beheld there were the fourſcorc and three gods of the Tinocoubot, whom the King in the 
late war had taken from them out of 2 Temple, where they were placed; for, added he, there 
is nothing in the world held in more eſteem, or for a greater honour by the King, then to tri- 
umph ;over the gods of his enemies, which he hath led away captive in deſpight of them: 

whereupon enquiring further of him, why they were ſet there, he replyed, that it was to have 
them in a readineſs againſt the time that the King ſhould make his entry inro Vzamguee, whi- 
ther he purpoſed ſhortly to go, for to make a ſhe of them ſo chained in his triumph as a ſpe- 
cial mark ot the victory he had gaint d. After we were at the end of this room, where the Idols 
were, we entred into another .very great one, where- we ſaw a number of very fair women, 
who were ſet all along, ſome imployed in curious needle-works, and others ſingipg and playing 
upon certain inſtruments of muſick, very pleaſing to hear. Paſfing on we arrived at the door of 
the Kings Chamber, where we found fix women, which were as it were porters there, and car- 
ried ſilver Maces ; In this room was the King, in the company of a few ancient men, and a great 
number of young women, to the tune of whoſe mulick certain little girls ſung very harmoni« 
ouſly : The King was ſet on a Throne of eight fteps high in the manner of an Altar, over the 
which was a cloth of State ſupported by pillars, all covered over with gold engraven ; near 
to him were fix little children upon their knees with Scepters in their hands, and a little further 
off ſtood a woman reaſonably well in years, which fanned him ever and anon, and had a grent 
Garland about her neck. This Privce was about ſome five and thirty years of age, and of a 
goodly preſence : He had full eyes, auborn hair and beard, a grave look, and in all points the 
countenance of a generous King. As ſoonas the Ambaſſadors came into the room they proſtra- 
ted themſelves three times on the ground, and at the third time the & ings lay ſtill flat all along, 
whileſt the Tartar paſſed on; who being come near to the firſt ſep of the Throne where the 
King (ate, he ſaid unto him with ſo leud a voice 2s all there preſent might hear him, O chox 
the Prop of all the Forces of the Earth, and the breath of the High God Which hath created 
all things, may the Majeſtical Being of thy greatneſs preſper for ever and ever, ſo that thy 
Sandals may ſerve for hairs to the heads of Kings, making thee like to the bones and fleſh of 
the great Prince of the ſilver mountains, by Whoſe commandment I come to viſit thee, as 

thou mayſt perceive by this bis Letter ſealed with hir Royal arms, When he had made an end 

of ſpeaking thus, the Cauc hin beholding him with a ſmiling countenance, May the Sun, an- 

ſwered he, pur a conformity between the deſires of the King thy Maſter, and mine, and that 

by the ſweet heat of his amorous rayes, to the end that the great amity, which is betwixt us, 

may exdure and centinne firm till the laſt noiſe the Sea ſpall make, that ſo the Lord may be 

eternally praiſed in his peace. At theſe words all the Lords that were in the room anſwered 

with one voice, So grant it may be O Lord Almighty, that giveſt a being to the night and 
the day. Then the ſame women, which played before, beginning their muſick agaio, the King 

uſed no further ſpeech, but only in kindly entertaining the Ambaſſador, I will, ſaid be, read 

wy brother Xinarau's Letter, and return an anſwer thereunto according to 5 to the 

end thow mayſt go from me contented. The Ambaſſador made him no reply, but proſtrated 

himſelf again at the foot of the Royal Throne, laying his head three times on the uppermoſt 

fiep where the Kings feet ſtood. That done the Captain of the Guard took him by the 

hand, and led him to his heuſe, where he lodged during the three days that ke abode there, 

at the end whereof the King departed thence far to go to Vzamguee, 


$.2, In regard of the Kings journy to VUzamgnee, the Tartar Ambaſſador bad audience but once 


by the way, in the whuch he moved him about our particular, according to the expreſs com- 
mandment he had received from his Maſter for that purpoſe, and it was ſaid that the King 
heard him very williogly, anſwering, that he would do what he defired, and therefore willed 
him to put him in mind of it, when the time ſhould ſerve, to the end we might not loſe the 
opportunity of the ſeaſon for our voyage, With this good news the Ambaſſadot acquainted us

at his return, and demanded of us for this geod office he hid done vs, thit we would write 
him out ſome of thoſe prayers which we made to our God, whole (live, he ſaid, he i ifinitely 
deſired to be, in regard of the great exc-Il:ncies which he had heard us deliver of him; This 
we not only granted him very readily, bur alſe gave him infinite ehanks beſides for this his great 
favour ſhe wed unto us, which we made more account of then all the benefits that had been 

nded unto us by the King of Tartaria, i we would have continued in his ſervice. Af- 
ter the King was deparred from the City of Fanaugrem, he proceeded on in his journy tra- 
vlling but only (ix leagues a day, by reaſon of che great number of perſons that he carried a- 
long with him; The firſt day he dined at a little Town, called Benaw, where he ſtayed until 
the evening, and then went to lodge at a Monaſtery, named Pamgatur; The next morning 
he departed from thence, and ſo wich not above three thouſand hore in his Train, he ptoſecu- 
ted his journy for nin: dayes together, piſſiag by many goodly Towns, at leaſt they ſeemed to 
be ſo, without permicting any reception to bz made him by any of them; In this manner he 
arrived at the City of Liagator, ſea ed on a river of freſh water, which for the bredrh and 
deepneſs of it is frequented with much ſhipping; There he abo de five days,fer that he found him- 
ſelf ſome what indiſpoſod with the tediouſneſs of the journy : From this place he departed be- 
fore day, eaking no greater company with him then thirty horſe, and ſo withdrawing himſelf 
from che communication of ſo much pzople, as continually importuned him, he ſpent moſt pare 
of the time as he went by the way in hawkiog and hunting; thoſe of the Countryes by which 
he paſt providing game always ready for him. Ia this ſort going on he ſlept moſt commonly 
amid(t very thick woods in Tents pitched for him to that parpoſe. Being arrived at the river of 
Bagwetor, he paſſed down the ſame in certain veſſels, called Lawlres and Zangeas, which were 
there ready for him, till he came to a Town, named Natibaſoy, where about evening he land- 
ed without any kind of pomp ; The reſt of his jonny he made by land, ſo that at the end of 
thirteen dayes he arrived at Vz4mguce, where he had z moſt magnificent reception. At his 
entry thereinto there marched before him, as it were in triumph, all the ſpoyls which he had 
taken in the wars, whereof the principal, and thoſe which he made moſt reckening of, were 
twelve Chariots laden with the Idols, of whom I have ſpoken heretofore, and whereof the 
forms were different, as they uſe to have them in their Pagods. Of theſe Idols there \were 
threeſcore and four of braſs, which ſeemed to be Gyants, and nineteen of filver of the ſame 
Stature, for, as I have delivered before, theſe people glory in nothing ſo mueb, as to triumph 
over thoſe idols, that ſo they may ſay, That in deſpight of their enemies he had made their 
gods bis ſlaves ; Round about theſe twelve Chariots went divers Priefts by three and three 
weeping, and bound with iron chains ; After them followed forty other Chariots, each of 
them being drawn by two Rhinocerots, and full from the bottom to the top of an infinite 
company of Arms, and tray:<d Colours; In the tayl of them there were twenty more, 
ing each of them a very great Cheſt, barr'd with iron, and wherein, az we were told, was | 
treaſure of the 7snocowbos ; In the ſame order marched all other things, which are uſed to be 
molt eſteemed of in ſuch triumpbant entries, as two hundred Elephants armed with Caſtles, 
md warlike P anoxres, which are certain ſwords that are faſtened to their teeth when they fighe, 

md a great number of horſes laden with ſacks full of dead mens heads and bones; ſo that in 
this entry this King of Caxchin preſented to the view of his people all that he had gained frem 
bis enctnies in the battail he had given tbem. After we had been a full month in this 
ty, during which time we had ſcen a world of ſtately ſhews, fports, and 
lors of rejoycings „accompanied with maſt coftly feafts and banquers, ſet forth and 
Made not onely by the greater perſons, but by the common people alſo, the Tartar 
Ambaſſadour , that had brought us thither, moved the King again about our voyage, 
wWhereunto he give us ſo gracious an ear, that he preſencly commanded we ſhould 
be furniſhed with a Veſſel fot to carry us to the Coaſt of China, where we hoped to 
meet with ſome Portugal (hip, that might tranſport us to Malaca, and from thence 
to the Indiaes, which accordingly was dome, whereupon without further delay ve pre- 

pared all things neceſſary for our departure.

Our Departure from the City of Uramguee, and our adventures till our arri- 
val at the 1ſle of Tanixumaa, Which i the firſt Land of Jap- 
pon; With our going aſhore there. 


8 1 the twelfth of Panuary we departed from the City of Vzamgwner, exceedingly re- 
1 


joycing at our eſcape from ſo many labours and croſſes, which we before had ſuſtained, 
and 1 our ſelves upon 2 river, that was above a league broad, down the which we 
went ſeven dayes together, beholding in the mean time on either fide thereof many fair Tom, 
and goodly Boroughs, which by the outward __ we believed were inhabited by very 
rich people, in regard of the ſfumptuouſneſs of the buildings, not only of particular houſes, 
but much more of the Temples, whoſe ſteeples were all covered over with gold, as lkewiſe 
in regard of the great number of Barques and Veſſels, that were on this river, abundantly 
fraught with all ſorts of provifionsand merchandiſe. Now when we were come to a very fair 
Town, called Q»avgeparnn, contairung ſome eighteen or twenty thouſand fires, the Nawde. 
lum, who was he that conducted ns —_ expreſs commandm nt from the King, ſtayed there 
twelve dayes eo trade in exchange of filver and pearl ; whereby he confeſſed to us that he had 
gained fourteen for one, and chat & te had been ſo adviſed a to have brought Cale thither, he 
had doubled his mori above thirty times: we were aſſured that in this Town the King had 
yearly out of the filver Mes above fifteen hundred Picos, which are forty thouſand Quintal; 
of our weight, befides the huge revenue, that he drew out of many oth-r different things: 
This Town bath ao other fortification 'theo a weak brick wall, eight foot high, and a ſhallow 
diech ſome thirty foot broad ; The inhabitants are weak and unarmed, baving neither Arrille- 
ry, nor any thing for their defence, ſo that five hundred reſolute ſouldiers might eaſily cake it, 
We parced from this place on Turſaay morning, and continued out courſe thirteen dayes, at 
the end whereof we got to the Port of Sanc ban, in the Kingdom of (ina. Now becauſe 
therewas no (hipping of Malavu there, for they were gone from thence nine dayes before, 
we went {even leapues farther to another Port, named Lampacau, where we found two 
Juncksof A1a/aya, one of Patana, and another of Lager; And whereas it is the quality of 
ns Portugals toabound in our own fence, and to be obſtinate in our opinions, there aroſe 
amongſt us eight ſo great = contratiety of judgment about a thing, wherein nothing was ſo 
neceſlary for us, as to maintain our {elves in peace and unity, that we were even upon the point 
of killing one another; But becauſe the matter wonld be too ſhamefull to recount in the man- 
ner as it paſt, I will ſay no more but that the Neceda of the Lorche, which had brought us 
thither from Vzamgnee, amazed at this fo great bar batouſneſs of ours, ſeperated himſeli from - 
us ia fuch diſpleaſure, that he would not charge himſelf either with our meſſages or letten, 


. Jayiog, chat he had rather the King ſhould command his head to be cut off, then to offend God 


in catying with him any thing whatſoever chat belonged to us. Thus different as we were 
in opinons, and in very bad terms amongſt our ſelves, we lingered above nine dayes in this 
lictle land, during which time the three Juncks departed u ithout vouchſafing to take us io, 
ſo that we were conſtrained to remain in theſe ſolitudes, expoſed to many great dangers, out 
of which I did not think that ever we could have eſcaped, if God had not been cxtraordinarily 
mezxcitulunto us; for having be: n there ſeventeen dayes in great miſery and want; it hapened 
that a Pyrat, named Sami poc heca, mrived in this place, who having been defeated, went fly- 
ing from che Fleet of Ayr 40 of Chinches, that of eight and twenty Sayl, which this Pyrat 
had, had taken ſ ond twenty of them from him, fo that he had wich much ado eſcaped with 
— two remaining, wherein the maſt part of his men were hurt, for which cauſe be 
waSconftrancd to ſtay there ſt ven dayes to have them cured : Now the preſent neceſſity in- 
foncing us to cake ſame ooutſe whatſoever it were, we were glad to agree for to ſerve under 
lum uniil fach time as we might meet with ſome good opportunity to get unto Malaca. Tbhoſa 
twenty dayes ended, wherein yet there was no manner ot reconciliation between us, but ſtil 
continuing in diſcord we iq batqued our ſelves with this Pyrat, namely three in the Juok 
where he himſelf was, and five in the other, whereof he had made » Nephew of his Captain. 
Haviog left this Ifland with an intent to ſail unto a Port, called Lailoo, ſome ſever leagues from 
Chincheo, we continu: d our voyage with a good wind all along the Coaſt of Lamas for the 
ſpacnuf nine dayes, until that one morning when we were near to the river of ſale, oy is 
about 
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zbout five leagues from Chabaquea, it was our ill fortune to be aſſailed by a Pirate, who with 
ſeven great Juncks fell ro fighting with us from fix in the morning till ten of th: clock before 
noon, in which cooflit we were ſo entertained with (hor, and pots full of acautfical fire, that 
it laſt ch-re were three Sil burnt, co wit, two of the Pirats, and ons of ours, which was 
the Junck wherein the five Portugals were, whom we could by no means ſuccour, for that 
then molt of our men were hurt; But at length towards night being well refreſhed by the af- 
ternoons gale, it pleaſed our Lord that we eſcaped out of this Pirats hands. In this ill e quipage 
whercin we were we continued our courſe for three dayes together, at the end whereof we 
were invironed by ſo great and impetuous a Tempeſt, that the ſame night in which it ſeized 
us we loſt the Coaſt, and becauſe che violence of the Storm would never ſuffer us after to re- 
cover it again, we were forced to make with full Sail cowards the Iſlands of the Lequios, 
where the Pirate, with whom we went, was well known, both to the King, and thoſe of 
the Country; with this reſolution we ſer our ſelves to fail through the Archipelage of theſe 
Illands, where notwithſtanding we could not make land, as well for that we wanted a Pilot 
to ſteer the veſſel, ours being flain in the laſt fight, as alſo becauſe the wind and tide was 2- 
gainſt as; Amidit ſo miny croſſes we beat up and dewn with labour enough from one rhomb 
to another for three and twenty dayes together, at the end whereof it pleaſed God that we 
diſcovered land, whereunco approaching to ſee if we could deſcry any appearance of a Port, 
or good chorage, we p-rc-ived on the South- coaſt near to the Horizon of the Sea a great 
fire, which perſwadcd us that there we might peradventure find ſome Borough, where we 
might furn (h our ſelves with freſh water, - whereof we had very great need. So we went and 
rode juſt before the Iſland in ſeventy fathom, and preſently we beheld two Almedias come 
towards us from the Land with fix men in them, who beingcome cloſe to, che fide of our Junck, 
ind having complemented with us according to their manner, demanded of us from whence we 
ame ? whereunto having anſwered, that we came from ¶ hina with merchandiſe intending 
to trade in this place if we might be ſuffered, one of the fix replyed ; That the Nautaquim, 
Lord of that Iſl and, called Tauixumaa, would very willingly permit it upon payment of ſuch 
cuſtoms as are-uſual in apes, which is, continued he, this great Country that you ſee here be- 
ſote you i At theſe news,and many other things, which they told us, we were exceeding glad, ſo 
that after they had ſhewed us the Port, we weighed anchor, and went and put our ſelves un- 
der the lee-ſhoar of a creek, which was on the South-ſide, and where ſtood agreat Town, 
named Aiay-gimas, from whence there came inſtantly. abord of us divers Paraoos with re- 
freſhments, which we bought. | | 
We had not been two hours in this Creek of Mi aygimaa, when as the Nanraguim, Prince C.2 
of this Iſland of Tani xumaa came directly to our June, attended by divers Gentlemen and 
Merchants, who had bought wich them many Chetts full ob ſilver Ingots, therewith to barcer 
for our commodities; ſo atter ordinary complements paſt on either fide, and that we had given 
our word for his eaſieſt coming aboard of us; he ng ſooner perceived us three Portugals, but 
he demanded what people we were, lying, that by our beards and faces we could not be Chi- 
| neſes; Hereunto the Pirate an{wered, That we were of a Country called Malaca, whither 
many years before we were come from another Lend, named Portugal, which was at the 
further end of the world; At theſe words the Nautaquim remained much amazzd, and turning 
kicaſelf to his followers; Let me not live, (aid he unto them, if the/e men here be not the 
Chenchicogis, of whom it i written in our books, that flying on the top of the waters they ſhall 
from thence ſubdue the inhabitants. of the earth, where God bath created the riches of the 
world, wherefore it will be a god fortune for xa if they come into our Country as good friends. 
Thercupon having called a woman of Lequia, whom he had brought to ſerve as an interpre- 
ter between him and the Chineſe, Captain of the Junck; Ak. the Necoda, ſaid he unto her, 
where be met with theſe men, and upon what occaſion he hath brought them hither with him 
| into our Country of Jappon? The Captain thereunto replied, That we were honeſt men and 
| Merchants, and that having found us at Lampacau, where we had been calt away, he had out 
| of charicy talen ug in, as he uſcd to do unto all ſuch as he met withall in the like caſe, to rhe 
| end that God might out of his gracious goodneſs be thereby moved, to deliver him from the 
danger of ſuch violent Tempeſts, as commonly they that fail on the Sea are ſabjeR to periſh 
in This ſaying of the Pirate ſeemed ſo reaſonable to the Nanraquim, that he preſently came 
| tbord of us, and becauſe thoſe of his Train were very many, he commanded that none but 


| ſuch as he named (hould enter in. After he had ſeen = che commodities in the Junck, he - 
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him down in a Chair upon the Deck, and began to queſtion us about certain things which he 
defired to know, to the which we anſwered him in ſuch fort, as we thought would be moſt 
agreeable to his humour, ſo that he ſeemed io be exceedingly ſatisfied there with: In this man- 
ner he entertained us a gocd while together, waking it apparent by his d: mands that he was » 
man very curious, end much inclined to hear of novelties, and rare things. That done he tock 
his leave of us, and the Necoda, little regarding the reft, ſaying, Come and ſee me at my houſe 
to morrow, and for a preſent bring me an ample relation of the firange things of that great 
World through. which you have travelled, as alſo of the Countries that you have ſeen, and 
wit hall remember to tell me how they are called, for I ſwear unte yow that I would far more 
willingly buy this commodity then any that you can ſell me, This ſaid, he returned to Land, 
and the next morning as ſoon is it wis day he ſent us to our Junck a great Para, full of divers 
ſorts of refreſhments, as Reaſons, Pears, Melons, and other kinds of fruits of that Country; 
In exchange of this preſent the Necada returned him by the ſame me flenger divers rich pieces 
of ſtuff, together with certain knacks and rarities of China, and withall ſent bim word, that 
x3 ſoon as his Junck ſhould be at anchor, and out of danger of the weather, he would come and 
wait on him aſhore, and bring him ſome patterns of the commodities which we had to fell; 
as indeed the next moroing he went on land, and carried us three along with him, as alſo ſome 
ten or eleven of the chi: feſt of the (hineſes of his Company, to the end that at this firſt ſight 
he might ſettle a good opinion of himſelt in this people tor the bettet ſatisfaction ci that vi- 
nity vybereunto they ate naturally inclined ; we went then to the Nautaquims houſe, where 
we were very well enterraincd, and the Necoda having given him a rich preſent, ſhewed him 
the patterns of all the commodities he had, wherewith he reſted ſo contented, that he ſent 
pteſertly for the principal Merchants of the place, with whom the Necoda having agreed up- 
on 8 price for his commodities, it was reſolved that the next day they (hould be tranſported 
from the Junck unto a cettain houſe, which was appointed for the Necoda and bis people to 
remain in till ſuch time as he (honld ſer fail for China: After all this was concluded, the Va- 
taquim fell again to ioning of ns about many ſeveral matters, whereunto we rendred him 
ſuch anſwers as might rather fic his humour, then agree with the truth indeed, which yet we 
did not obſerve but mſome cettain demands that he made us, where we thonght it neceſſaty to 
make uſe of certain particulars * — fained by ns, that ſo we might not derogate from 
the great __ he had conceived of our Country. The firſt thing he propounded was, how he 
had-leamed from the (bine/es and Lequios, that Portugal was far richer, and of a larger er- 
tent, then the whole Empire of China, which we confirmed unto him. The ſecond, bow he 
hed likewiſe been aſſured, that our King bad upon the Sea conquered the greateſt part of the 
world, whichalſo we averred to be ſo; The third, that our King was ſo rich in gold and 
filver, as it was held for moſt certain, that he bad above two thouand houſes full ot it even 
to the very tops; but thereunto we anſwered, that we could not truly ſay the humber of the 
honſes, becauſe the Kingdom of Portugal was ſo ſpacious, ſo abounding with treaſure, avd 
ſo populous, as it was impoſſible to ſpecific the ſame. So after the Nautaquim had entertained | 
us above ewo hours with ſuch and the like diſcourſe, be turned him to thoſe of his Train, and 
faid, Aſſaredly not one of thoſe Kings, Which at thu preſent we know 10 be on the earth, i 
to be iſteemed happy, if be be not the vaſſal of ſo great a Monarch as the Emperowr of thi 
people here. Whereupon having diſmiſſed the Necods and his Company, be intteated us to 

e that night on ſhore with him, for to ſatisſie the extream defire that he had to be inform- 
ed from us of many things of the world, whereunto he was exceedingly carried by his own 
indiriation ; withall he cold us, that the next day he would affigne us a lodging next to his 
own-Pallace , which was in the moſt commodious place of the Town, and for that in- 
ſtunt bo ſent us to lie at x very rich Merchants houſe, who entertained us very bountifully chat 


night.

5.1 He next FR the Clinrſe Necoda diſimhatqued all his commodities, as the antaquin a 
| | | as the N 
1 had enjoyned him, and put them into ſure rooms, which were given him for that purpole, 
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and in three dayes he ſold them all, as well for that he had not many, as becauſe his good for- 
tune was ſuch that the Country was at the time utterly wnfurniſhed thereof, by which means 
this Pirate profited ſo much, that by this Sale he wholly recovered himſeli of the loſſe of the fix & 
twenty Saile which the Chineſe Pirate had taken from him; for they gave him any price he de- 
mended, ſo that he conftſſed unto us, that of the value of fome five and twenty hundred T acis 
which he might have in goods, he made above thirty thouſand. Now is for us three Portugals, 
having nothing to ſell, we imployed our time either in ſiſhing, hunting, or leeing the Temples 
of theſe Gentiles, which were very ſumptuous and rich, whereinto the Bonzes, who ate their 
prieſts, received us very coutteouſly, for indeed it is the cuſtome of theſe of feppox to be ex- 
cceding kind and courteons. Thus we having lit:le to do, one of us, called Diego Zeimoto, 
went many times a ſhooting for his pleaſure in an Harqusbuſe that he h:d, wherein he was 
very expert, ſo that going one day by chance to a certain Marſh, where there was great ſtore 
of fowl, he killed at that time about fix and twenty wild Ducks; In the mean time theſe peo- 
ple beholding this manner of ſhooting, which they had never ſeen before, were much amazed 
it it, inſomuch that it came to the notice of the Nawtaquins, who was at that inſtant riding 
of horſes, and nat knowing what to think of this novelty ſent preſently for Zeimoto, jult as 


be was ſhooting in the Marſh, but when he ſaw him come with his Harquebuſe on his ſhoulder 


ind two Chineſes with him carrying the fowl, he wasſo mightily taken with the matter, as he 
could not ſufficiencly admire it: for whereas they had never ſeen any Gun before in that Caun- 
try, they could not comprehend what it migbt be, ſo that for want of underſtanding the ſe- 
cret of the powder, they all concluded that of neceſſity it muſt be ſome Sorcery z Thereupon 
Zeimoto ſet ing them ſo aſtoniſh:d, and the Nautaquim ſo contented, made three ſhoots before 
them, whereof the effect was ſuch, that he killed one Kite, and two Turtle Doves; In « 
word then, and not to laſe time, by endeering the matter with much Speech, I will lay no more, 
bur that the Maut aqu:m cauſed E ei moto to get up on the horſes croupper behind him, and ſo 
accompanied with a great croud of people, and four Huſhers, who with Battouns headed with 
tron went before him, crying a l along the ſtreets, nom all men, that the Nautaquim, Prince 
of this 1fland of Tanixuman, a Lord of our heads, enjoyns and exprefly commands, T bat all 
perſon; whatſo: ver, Which inhabit the Land that lies between the two Seas, do hanonr tha 
Chenchicogim, of che further end of the World, for even at this preſent and = bereafter he 
wakes bim bis kin[man, in ſuch manner as the |acharons are, who fit next bis Perſon; and 
Whoſocver ſhall not do ſo willingly, he ſpall be ſure to loſe his head. Whereunto all the people 
anſwered with a great noiſe ; We wil do ſo for ever. In this pomp Zeimoto being come to the 
Pallace gate, the Nawtaqunim lighted from his horſe, and raking him by the hand, whileſt we 
two followed on foot a prety way after, he led him into his Court, where he made him (ic 
with him at his own table, and to honour him the more, he would needs have him lodg there 
that night. (ſhewing many other favours to him afterwards, and to us alſo for his ſake. Now 
Zeimoto conceiving, that he could not better acknowledge the honour which the Nau 
did him, then by giving him his Harquebuſe, which he thought would be a moſt accep- 
table preſent unto him; on a day ben he came home from ſhooting, he tendred ic unto him 
with a number of Pigeons and Turtle-doves, which he received very kindly, as athiog of great 


ue, afforing him that he eftecmed of it more, then of all the treaſures of China, and glving 


him withall in recompence thereof a thouſand T es: in ſilver, he deſired him to teach him how 
to unlie the powder, ſaying, that without that che Harquebuſe would be of no uſe to him, 
u being bur a piece of unproficable iron, which Zeimoro promiſed him to do, and accordings 
ly performed che fame. Now the Nant«gquim taking pleaſure in nothing ſo much as ſhootiog 
in this Harquebuſe, and his Subjects perceiviog that they could not content him better in any 
thing, chen in this, wherewith be was ſo much delighted, they took a pattern of the ſaid Har- 
quebaſe to make others by it, & the effect thereof was ſuch, that before our departure(whicbwas 
five months & an balf after) xbere was fix hundred of them made in the Country; nay I will ay 
more, chat iter wards, namely. the laft time that the Vice-roy Don Alphonſo de Noronha ſent me 
thither wirk a preſent to the K ng of Bungo, which happened in the year 1556. thoſe of 7p- 
pw afficmed, that in the City of Fac heo, being the chict of that Kingdom, there were above 
thirty thouſand ; whereat finding my ſelf to be much amazed, for that it ſeemed impoſſible 
unto me, that this invention ſhould multiply in ſach ſort, cercain Merchants of good credit aſ- 
lutedme that in the whole Hland of appon there were above three hundred thouſand Har- 
quthuſcr, and that they alone had tranſported of them in the way of trade to the Country - 
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the Lequios, at fix ſeveral times, to the number of five and twenty hundred; ſo that by the 
means of that one, which Zeimoro preſented to the Nautaguim in ackne wledgment of the 
honour and good offices that he had done h m, as J have declared before, the Country was 


filled with ſuch abundance of them, as at this day there is not ſo {mall an þ: mlct but U ath an 


hundred ar the leaſt ; for 2s for Cities and great Towns they have them by thouſands, 
whereby one may perceive what the inclination of this people is, and bow much they are na- 
turally addicted to the wars, wherein they take more delight, then any other Naticn that we 
know. 


5.2. We had been now three and twenty dayes in the Iſland of Taniæumaa, where very conten. 


tedly we paſt away the time, either in fiſhing, fowliog, or hunting, where ui to theſe people of 
Zappon are much addicted, when as a veſſel belonging to the King of Bun go a g in that Port, 
in the which were divers men of quality, and certain Merchants, whoias our: a5 thr y were land. 
ed went to wait upon the Nautaquim with their preſents, according to th: uſual uli m of 
the Country: Amongſt them there was an ancient man, very well attended, and unto whom 


the teſt carried much reſpect, that falling on his knees before the Nautaquim, preſcoted him 


with a letter, and a rich Courttlaſs garniſhed with gold, together with a box full of ventiloes, 
which the Nautaquim tece ved with a great deal of ceremony + Then having ſpent (ome time 
with him in asking of certain queſtions, he read the letter to himſelf, and thereupon baving 
remained a prety while as it were in ſuſpenc-, and diſmiſſed the bearer thereof from his pre- 
ſence, with an expreſs charge unto thoſe about him to ſee him honourably entertained, he cal- 
led us unto him, an commanded the Truchman that was there by, to uſe theſe words unto 
us, My good Friends, I intreat you that you will hear this letter read, Which is ſent me from 
Lord and Uncle, and then I will let you know what I deſire of you ; So giving it to a 
Treaſurer of his, he commanded him to read it, which inſtantly he did, and theſe were the 
contents of it, bon right eye of my face, Hyaſcarangoxo, Nantaquim of Tanixuma, J Or- 
gemdoo, Who am your Father in the true love of my bowels, as he from Whom you have 
taken the name and being of your Perſon, King of Bungo and Facataa, Lord of the great 
Houſe of Fiancima, Toſa, and Bandou, Chief Soveraign of the petty Kings of the Iſlands of Go- 
to, and Xamaraxequa, I give you to underſtand, wy Son, by the Words of my mouth, Which 
are ſpoken of your perſon, that ſome dayes ſince certain men, coming from your Country, have 
aſſured me, that you have in your Town three Chenchicogims of the other end of the world, 
men that accommodate themſelves very well with thoſe of Japan, are clothed in filk,, and u- 
ſually wear ſwords by their fides, not like Merchants that uſe traffique, but in the quality of - 
perſous that make profeſſion of honour, aud which by that only mean pretend to render. their 
names immortal; Moreover I have heard for a truth, that theſe ſame men bave entertain- 
ed you at large with all matters of the whol: Univerſe, and have affirmed unto you on their 
faith that there is another world greater then ours, inhabited with black aud tawny people, 
of whom they bave told you things moſt incredible to our judgment, for which cauſe I infinite» 
ly de ſire you, as if you were my Son, that by Fiargeandono, whom I have diſpatched from 
2 to viſit my daughter, you will ſend me one of thoſe three ſtrangers, which J am told you 
lave in your houſe ; the rather for that you know my long in aiſpoſition, accompanied with ſo 
much pain and grief, hath great need of (ome diverſion: Now if it ſhould happen that they 
would not be willing thereunto, you may then aſſure them, as well on your own faith, as on 
mine, that I will not fail to return them back_in ail ſafety ; whereupon, like a good Son that 
deſires to pleaſe his Father, ſo order the matter that 1 may rejoyce my ſelf in be ſigbt of ibem, 


and ſo have my deſire accompliſhed. What I have further to ſay unto you, my Ambaſſadour 


Fingeandono ſpall acquaint you with, by whom I pray yon liberally import to me the good 
news of your perſon, and that of my daughter, ſecing ſhe is as you know the apple of my right 
eye, whereof the ſight is all the joy of my face. From the houſe of Fucheo the ſeventh Mar 
mogue of the Moon, After that the Naut aquim had heard this letter read; The King of Bun- 
go, ſaid he unto us, is my Lord, and my Uncle, the brother of my mother, and above all he 
is my good Father, for I call him by that name, becauſe he is ſo to my wife, which is the rea- 
ſon that he loves me no leſs then his own children, wherefore I count my ſelf exceedingly 
bound unto him, and do fo much deſite to pleaſe him, that I could now find in my heart to 
give the beſt part of my Eſtate for to be transformed into one of you, as well for to go unto 
him, as to give him the content ot ſeeing you, which out of the knowledge I have ot his dif- 


poſition, I am aſſured he will value more then all the treaſures of China; Now having thus 


acquainted

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acquainted you with his deſire, I earneftly intreat you to render wur ſelves conformable there. 
unto, and that one of you two will cake ch: pains co go to Bun go, there to (ee that King whom 
I hold for my Father, and my Lord, for as for this other to whom I have given the name and 
being of a kinſmen, I am not willing to part with tim till he hath taught me to ſhoot as well 
as himſclf. Hereupon Chriſtovene Borralho, and I, greatly ſatisfied with the Nawtaquim's 
courtelie, anſwered him, that we kiſſ d his Highneſs hands for the exceeding honour he did 
us in vouchſafing to mike uſe of us, and ſeeing it was his pteaſure ſo to do, that he ſhould for 
that effect make choice of which of us two he thought beſt, and he ſhould not faile to be 
ſuddainly ready for the voyage. At theſe words ſtanding a while in muſimg to himfelf, he look- 
ed on me, and ſaid, I am reſolyed to ſend him there, becauſe he ſeems not ſo ſolemn, but is of 
a more lively humoun, where wich thoſe of Papen are infinitely delighted, and may thereby 
cheer up the ſick man, whereas rhe too ſerious gravity of chis other, ſaid he, turning him to 
Borralho, though very commendable for more important matters, would ſerve but to enter- 
tain his melancholy in ftead of diverting it. Thereupon falling into merry diſcourſe and jcſt- 
ing with choſe about him, whereunto the people of aps ate much inclined, the Fingeandeno 
arrived, unto whom he preſented me, with a ſpecial and particular recommendation couchiog 
the aſſurance of my perſon, where with I was not only well ſatisfied, but had my mind alſo 
cleared from certain doubts, which out of the little knowledge I had of theſe peoples humours, 
had formerly troubled me. This done, the Nati commanded two hundred T acis to be 
given me for the expence of my voyage, wherenpon the Fingeandono and I imbarqued our 
{elves in a veſſel wich Oars, called a Funce, and in one night having traverſed all this Iſland of 
Tanixumaa, the next morning we c:{t anchor in an Haven, named Hiamangoo, from whence 
we went to a good Town, called Quanquixumaa, and fo continuing out courſe afore the 
wind, with a very fair gale, we arrived the day enſuing at a very ſweet place, named Tanora, 
whence the morrow atter we went to Minato, and ſo forward to a Fortreſs of the King of 
Bungoes, calied Oſquy, where the Fingeandono ſtayed ſome time, by reaſon that the Captain 
of _ (who was his Brother in law) found himſelf much indiſpoſed in his health. There 
we left the voſſel in which we came, and ſo went by land directly to the City, where being 
arrived about noon, the Fiageandono, becauſe it was not a time fit to wait upon the King, went 
to his own houſe. After dinner having reſted a little, and ſhifted himſelf into a better habit, he 
mounted on horsback, and with certain of his friends rode to the Court, carrying me along 
with him, where the King was no ſooner advertiſed of his coming, but he ſent a Son of his a- 
bout nine or ten years of age to receive him, who accompanied with a number of Noble-men, 
richly apparelled, and his Uſhers with their Maces going before him, took the F ingeandono 
by the hand, and bcholding him with a fmiling countenance ; May ti entrance, ſaid he unto 
him, into this bouſe of the King my Lord, bring thee as much content and honour as thy chil. 
dren deſerve, and are Worthy, being thine, to fit at table with me in the ſolemn Feaſts, At 
; theſe words the Fingeandono proftrating himſelf on the ground; Ay Lord, anſwered he, I 
woſt humbly beſcech them that are m Heaven above, Which have tawght thee tobe ſo cour- 
teous and ſo good, either to anſwer for me, or to give me a tongue ſo volnble, as may expreſs my 
thankfulneſs in terms agreeable to thy cars for the great honour thou art pleaſed to do me at 
this preſent, for in doing otherwiſe [ ſhould offend no leſs, then thoſe ingrateſull wretehes, 
Which inhabit the loweſt pit of the profound and obſcure houſe of ſmoak: This ſaid, he offered 
to kiſs the Curtclaſs which the young Prince wore by bis (ide, which he would by no means 
permit, but taking him by the hand, he led him to the King his Father, unto whom, lying ſick 
in his bed, he delivered a k-eter from the Nautaquim, which atter he had read, he commanded 
him to call me in from the next room where I ſtaid attending, which inſtantly he did, and pre- 
ſented me to the King, who entertaining me very graciouſly. Thy arrival, ſaid he unto me, 
in this my Country it no leſs pleaſing to me, then the rain which falls from Heaven is profita- 
ble 10 owr fields that are ſowed with Rice, Finding my (elf ſomewhat perplexed with the no- 
veley of theſe terms, and this manner of ſalutation, I made him no anſwer for the inſtant, which 
made the King ſay to the Lords that were about him, I :magine that this ſtr inger is daunted with 
ſeeifip ſo much company here, for that peradventure he hath not been accuſtomed unto it, 
wherefore I hold it fic to remit him unto ſome other time, when as he may be better acquaint- 
ed, nad not be ſo abaſhed at the ſight of people. Upon this Speech of the Kings I ant wered 
by my Truchmen, that whereas his Highneſs had ſaid that I was dauoted, I conteſſed that it 
Was true, not in regard of ſo many folks as were about me, becauſe I had ſeen far many ___ 
ut 
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but that my am3zement proceeded from the conſideration that I was now before the feet of ſo 
great a King, which was ſufficient to make me mute an hundred thouſand years, if I conld live 
ſo long: I added further, that thoſe which were preſent there ſeemed ro me but men, as J 
my felt was, but as for his Highneſs, that God had given him ſuch great advantages above all, 
a5 it was his pleaſure that he ſhould be Lerd, and that others (ſhould be meer ſervants, yea, and 
that I my felt was but a filly Ant, io compariſon of his greatneſs, ſo that his Majeſty could not 
ſee me in regard of my ſmalneſs, nor I in reſpeR thereof be able to anſwer unto his demands, 
All the Aſſiſtants made ſuch account of this mad anſwer of mine, as clapping their hands by 
way of aſtoniſhment, they ſaid unto the King, Mark I beſeech your Highneſs how he ſpeaks 
to purpoſe ; verily it ſeems that this man is not a Merchant, which meddles with baſe things 
as buying and ſelling, but rather a Zonzo, that offers ſacrifices for the people, or if not ſo, ſure- 
ly he is ſome great Captain that hath a long time ſcoured the Seas. Truly, ſaid the King, Iam 
of the ſame opinion, now that I ſee him ſo reſolute ; but let every man be filent, becauſe 1 
parpoſe that none ſhall ſpeak to him but my ſelf alone, for I affure you that I take fo much de- 


, light in hearing him talk, that at this inſtant I feel no pain, At thoſe words the Queen and her 


daughters, which were ſet. by him, were not a little glad, and falling on their knees, with their 
hands litzxd up to Heaven, they thanked God for this bis great goodneſs unto him.

The great miſhap that befel the King of Bungo's Son, with the ex- 
tream danger that I Was in for the ſame ; and 
what followed thereupon, 


8.1 A Little after the King cauſed me to approach unto his bed, where he lay ſick of the Gout, 


when I was near him, I pree thee, (aid he unto me, be not unwilling to ſtay here by me, 
for it dovs me much good to look on thee, and talk with thee ; thou ſhalt alſo oblige me to let 
me E] Whether in thy Country, which is at the further end of the World, thou haſt not 
learn d any remedy for this diſeaſe wherewith I am tormented, or for the lack of appetite, 
which hath continued with me now almoſt theſe two months wit hout eating any thing to-ſpeak, 
of. Hereunto I anſwered, that I made no protefſion of phyſick, for that I had never learne that 
art, but that in the Junck, wherein I came from China, there was a certain wood, which in- 
fuſed in water healed far greater ſickneſſes then that whereof he complained, and that if he 
took of it, it would aſſuredly wy ; To hear of this he was very glad, inſomuch that trapſ- 
potted with an extream deſire to be healed, he ſent away for it in all baſte to Taniæxumaa, where 
che j unck lay, and having uſed of it thirty dayes together, he perteRly recovered of this diſ. 
eaſe, which had held him ſo for two years together, as he was not able to flir from one place 
to mother. New during the time that I remained with much content in this City of Fucbea, 
being ſome twenty dayes, I wanted not occaſions to entertain my ſelf withall; for ſomerimes 
I was imployed in anſwering the queſtions, which the King, Queen, Princes, and Lords aked 
of me, wherein I eaſily ſatisfied them, for that the matters they demanded of me, were of ve- 
ry little conſequence. Ocher- whiles I beftowed my ſelfe in beholding their Solemnities, the 
Temples, where they offered up their prayers, their warlike Exerciſes, their naval Fleets, as alſo 
their fiſhing and hunting, wherein they greatly delight, eſpecially in the high flying of Falcons, 
and Vultures. Oftentimes I paſt away the time with my Harquebuſe in killing of Turtles, 
and Quailes, whereot there is great abundance in the Country. In the mean ſeaton this new 
manner ol ſhooting ſeemed no leis marvellous and ſtrange to the inhabitants of this Land, then 
to themof T7 anrixumas, fo that beholding a thing which they had never ſeen before, they 
made more reckoningꝑ ot it then I am able to expreſs, which was the cauſe that the Kings ſe- 
cond Son, named Arichandono, of the age of ſixteen or ſeventeen years, and whom the King 
wonderfully loved, intreated me one day to teach him to ſhoot, but I put him off, by ſaying 
that there needed a far longer time for it then he imagined, wherewith not well pleaſed, he 
complained to his Father of me, who to content the Prince deſired me to give him a couple of 
charges for the ſatisfying of his caind ; whereunto I anſwered, that 1 would give himfas many 
a his Highneſs would bc pleaſed to command me. Now becauſe he was that day to dine with 
his Father, the matter was referred to the afternoon, howbeit then too there was gothing 
done, for that he waited on his Mother to a Village adjoyning, whither they came from 
parts an pilgrimage by reaſon of a certain feaſt, which was celebratgg there for the health —

him to my lodging, where finding me aſl:ep on a Mit, and my Harquebuſe hanging on a hook 
by, he would not wake me till h? had ſhot off 2 couple of charges, intending, as he. told me af 
ter wards him elf, that theſe t wo ſhoots ſhould not be compriſed in them I had promiſed him: 
Having then commanded one of the young Gentlem: n, that attended him, to go ſoftly and 
kiodle the Match, he took dowa the Harquebuſe from the place where it hung, and going to 
charge it, as he had ſeen me do, not knowing how much poder he ſhould put in, he charged 
the Piece almoſt two ſpans deep, the i putting in the bullet, he ſet himſelf with it to ſhoot at 
an Orange tree that was not far off, but fire being given, it was his ill hap that the Harquebuſe 
brake into three pieces, and gave him two hurts, by one of the which his right hand thumb 
was in a manner loſt, inſtantly whereupon the Prince fell down as one dead, which the two 
Gentlemen perceiving, they ran away towards the Court, crying along in the ſtreets that the 
ſtrangers Harquebuſe had killed the Prince; At theſe ſad news the people flocked in all haſte 
wich weapons and great cries to the houſe where I was; Now God knows whether I was 
not a little amazed when coming to awake I ſaw this tumult, as alſo the young Prinee lying 
upon the floor by me weltring in his own blood without Ricring either hand or foot; 
All that I could do then was to imbrace him in my arms, ſo beſides my folf as I knew not whets 
I was. In the mean time, behold the King comes in a Chair carried upon four mens ſhoulders; 
and ſo ſad and pale, as he ſeemed more dead then alive; after him followed the Queen on foot 
leaning upon two Ladies, with her two daughters, and a many of women all weeping, As 
ſoon as they were entred into the Chamber, and beheld the young Prince extended on the 
ground, as if he had been dead, imbraced in my arms, and both of us wallowing, io blood, 
they all concluded that I had killed him, fo that ewo of the Company drawing out their Scymi- 
um, would have ſlain me; which che King perceiving, Stay, ſtay, cried he, let ws know firſt 
how the matter goes, for I fear it comes further off, and that this fellow here hath been cor- 
rapted by ſome of thoſe T raitors kinred, whom I cauſed to be laſt executed. Thereupon com- 
' manding the ewo young Gentlemen to be called which had accompanied the Prince, his Son, 
thither, he queſtioned them very exactly; Their anſwer was, that my Harquebuſe with the 
ipchanements in it had killed him: This depofition ſerved bat to incenſe the Aſfiſtants the 
more, who in a rage addreſſing themſelves to the King; What need, Sir, have you to hear more, 
cried they ? here is but too much, let him be put to a cruel death: Therewich they ſent in all 
halt for the 7 arabuca, who was my Interpreter, to them; now for that upon the arrival of this 
. difafter he was out of extream fear fled away, they brought him ſtraightly bound to the King, 
but before they fell to examining of bim, they mightily threatned him, in caſe he did not con- 
fels the truth; whereunto he anſwered trembling, and with tears in his eyes, that he would 
reveal all chat he knew. In the mean time being on my knees, with my hands bqund, a Bozo, 
that was Preſident of their I uſtice, having his arms bared up to his ſhoulders, and a Poynard 
in his hand dipped in the blood of the young Prince, ſaid thus unto me, I conjure thee, thou 
Son of ſome Divel, and cnipable of the ſame crime, for which they are damned that inhabit 
in the houſe of /moak_, where they je buried in the obſcure and deep pit of the Center of the 
earth, that thou confeſs unto me with a voice ſo loud, that every one may hear thee, for wbas 
cauſe thou haſt with theſe ſorceries and inchantments killed this young innocent, Whom we 
bold for the hairs, and principal ornament of our heads. To 'this demand I knew not what to 
anſwer upon the ſuddain, for that I was ſo far beſides my elf, as if one had taken away my lite, 
I believe. I ſhould not have felt it; which the Preſident perceiving, and beholding me with 2 
terrible countenance, Seeſt chow not, continued he, that if bos doeſt not anſwer to the que- 
fliens I ach thee, that thow mayſt hold thy ſelf for condemned to a death of blood, of firt, of 
Water, and of the blaſts of the wind; for thow ſhalt be d:ſmembred into the air, lilę the fea- 
thers of dead fowl, which the wind carries from one place to another, ſeparated from the body 
with which they were joyned whileſt they lived. This (aid, he gave me a great kick: with bis 
foot for to rowſe up my ſpirits, and cried out again, Speak, confeſs wha they are that nave 
corrupted thee ? What ſum of mony haus they given thee ? how are they called? and where are 
they at this preſent ? At theſe words being ſomewhat come again to my ſelf, I anſwered bim. 
that God knew my innocence, and that I took him for witneſs thereof 1 But he not contented

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medy might be inflantly applied to tbem, whereupon the King, much diſtracted between the 

inion of the Bon does, and the danger that his Son was in of his life, together with the ex- 
tream pain that he ſuffered, deſired thoſe about him to advice him what he ſhould reſolve on, 
in that exigent; not one of them but was of the mind, that it was far more expedient to have 
the Prince dreſt out of hand, then to ſtay the time which the Bon does ſpake ol. This counſel 
being approved of the King, he came again to me, and making very much of me, he promiſed 
me mighty matters if Icould recover his Son; I anſwered him with tears in my eyes, that by 
the he lp of God I would do it, and that he himſelf ſhould be witneſs of my care therein: So 
recommending my ſelf to God, and taking a good heart unto me, for I ſaw there was no other 
way to ſave my life, but that, I prepared all things neceſſary to perform the cure. Now becanſe 
the hurt of the right hand thumb was moſt dangerous, I begun with that, and gave it ſeven 
ticches, whereas peradventure if a Chirurgion had dreſt him, he would have given it fewer ; 
xs tor that of the forehead, I gave it but four, in regard it was much (lighter then the other; 
that done, I applyed to them row wet in the whites of eggs, and fo bound themup very cloſe, 
25 I had ſeen others done in the /ndiaes : Five days after I cut the ſtitehes, and continued dreſ- 
fing him as before, until that at the end of twenty days it plea'gJ God he was chroughly cured, 
without any other inconvenience remaining to him, then a little weakneſs in his thumb; For 
this c2uſe after that time the K ag and all his Lords did me much honour ; the Queen alſo, and 
the Prince ſſes her daughters preſented me with a great many Sutes of filks, and the chiefeſt of 
the Court wich Cymitars, and other things, b ſides all which che King gave me fix hundred 
Tacis, ſo that after this ſort I received in recompenee of this my cure above fifteen hundred 
Duckets, that I carried with me from this place. After things were paſt in this manner, being 
advertiſed by letters from my two Companions at T anixamaa, that the Chineſe Pirate, with 
whom we came thither, was preparing tor his return to China, I beſought the King of Bungo 
togive me leave to go back, which he readily granted me, and with much acknowledgement 
of the curing of his Son he willed a Funce to be made ready for me, furniſhed with all things 
nec:flary, wherein commanded a man of quality, that was attended by twenty of the Kings ſer- 
rants, with whom I departed one Saturday morning from the City of Facheo, and the Friday 


following about Sum ſet I arrived at Tanixamaa, where I found my two Comrides, who 


received me with much joy, Here we continued fifteen days longer, till ſuch time as the Junck 
was quite ready, and then we ſet Sail for Liampoo, which is a Sea- port of the Kingdom of 
(ine, whereof I have ſpoken at large heretofore, and where at that time the Portugali tra- 


ed. Having continued our voyage with a proſperous wind, it pleaſed God that we arrived lafe 


at our defired Port, where it is not to be bclieved how much we were welcome by the Inha- 
bitants of the place. Now becauſe it ſeemed ſtrange unto th:mm, that we had voluntarily ſub- 


mitted our ſelves in that fort to the bad faith of the Chineſes, they asked of us from what Coun- 


try we came, and where it was that we imbarqued our ſelves with them > whereupon we 
freely declared unto them the truth of all, and gave them an account of our Voyage, as alſo of 


* the new Land of Japon that we had diſcovered, the great abundance of ſilver that was there, 


and the exceeding profit that might be made by carrying the commodi: ies of China thither ; 
where with they were wonderfully content ed, and inſtantly ordained a general Proceſſion to be 
made by way of thankſgiving unto God for ſo great a bleſſing : But withall covetouſneſs be- 
in ſuch ſort to ſeize upon the hearts of moſt of the Inhabitants, every one ſtriving to be the 
in this voyage, as they came to divide themſelves into troops, and to make ſeveral 
parties, ſo that even with weapons in their hands they went thronging to buy up the commo- 
dities of that Country, which made the hineſe Merchants, upon the (ighe of our uoruly a- 
mice, ſer ſo high a price upon their wares, that whereas a Pico of ſilk was at firſt not worth 
forty 7 acis, it roſe before the end of eight diyes to an hundred and threeſcore, at which rate 
too the Merchants ſeemed to part with it very willingly. Thus by che means of this untraſona- 
ble defire of gain nine Juocks, which were then in the Port, were in fifteen days ready to ſet Sail, 
to truth they were all in ſuch diſorder, and ſo unprovided, that ſome a 
thew had no other Pilots then the Maſters th mielves, who had but little underſt. ding in Na- 
vigation. In this bad order they departed all in company together one Sunday morning, not- 
| ing that they had the wind, the ſeaſon, the ſea,and all things elſe contrary, not ſuffer- 
ing themſelves to be guidedby reaſon,or the conſideration of the dapgers which they are ſubjeRt 
unto that commit themſelves to this Eltment; For they were ſo obſtinate and ſo blinded as 
they would not repreſent any ingonvenience to — and I my ſelf was fo + 
cha 


A 
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that I went with them in one of their Veſſels. In this manner they failed all/that fame 
day as it — between the INands and the firm Land, but thout midnight there aroſe 
in the dark fo mighty a Storm, accompanied with ſuch horrible rain, that ſuffering themſelves 
to be carried at the mercy of the wind, they ran upos the Sands of Gotem, whereof the nine 
Junckstwo only, as it were by miracle, were ſaved, ſo that the other ſeven were loſt out of which 
not fo much as one man eſcaped. This loſs was thought to amount unto above three hundred 
thouſand Crowns in commodities, befides the greater, which was of fix hundred perſons that 
left their lives there, whereof there were an hundred and forty Portugals, all rich men, and of 
quality. As for the other two Jancks in one of the which by good hap I was, joyning in con- 
fort together, they followed the conrfe they had begun, until ſuch time as they arrived at 
the Ifland of the Lequios ; There we were beuten with ſo furious a North-caft wind, which 
inercaſed by the conjunRion of the new Moon, that our veſſels were ſeperated in ſuch ſort as 
we could never ſes one another agen: After dinner the wind tuned to Weſt North-weſt, 
whereby the Sea was ſo moved, and the waves roſe with ſuch fury, as it was 2 moſt dreadful 
thing to behold ; whereupon our Captain, named Gaſpar Melo, a very couragious Gentle- 
man, ſeeing the greareft part of the prow of the Junck to be half open, and that there was 
nine ſpans water in the bottom of her, he reſolved by the advice of all the Officers to cut down 
the two Maſts, whoſe weight was the cauſe of the opening of the Junck, howbeit this could 
not be done with ſuch care, but that che main Maſt in its fall overwhelmed fourteen perſons, 
whereof five were Portngals, which were all cruſhed in pieces, a ſpectacle ſo lamentable to 
behold that it exceedingly grieved every mans heart. Now foraſmuch as the Storm increaſed 
more and more, we were conftrained to let our ſelves be carried at the mercy of the Sea even 
until San-fer, at which time the Junck made an end of ſplitting quite afunder, whereupon our 
in and every one of us, my che deplorable eſtate whereunto our fins had reduced us, 
24 our ſelves for our laſt end. Having in this ſort paſt away half of the night, a- 
bont t quarter of the watch we ſtruck npon a Shelf, where at the firſt blow the Junck 
broke alt to pieces, the event whereof was fo lamentable that threeſcore and two men left 
their lives there, ſome of which were drowned, and the reft ſqueezed to death under the 
Keel of the Veſltl. 


5.2. There were but four and twenty of us, beſides ſome women, that eſcaped from this miſers- 


ble Shipwrzck ; Now as ſoon as it was day we perceived by the fight of the Iſland of fire, and 
of the Mountain of Taydacano, that the Land where we were was the great Lequio, where 
upon wi h tears in our eyes recommending our ſelves to God, and marching up to the breſt in 
water, we ſwam over certain deeper places, and ſo went five dayes together in great pain, not 
finding in all that time any thing to eat but the ſlime which the Sea caft up on the mud; Hows 
beit a: length by the mercy of God we got to land, where going into the woods we ſuſtained 
our {elves with a ecrtain herb like unto Sorrel, whereef there was great plenty along theſe 
Coalts, which was all the nouriſhment that we had for three days ſpace that we were there, 
until at laſt we were eſpyed by a boy that was keeping of cattel, who as ſoon as he had diſ- 
covered us, ran to the next Village, which was ſome quarcer of a league off, for to give notice 
of it to the inhabitants there; who preſently thereupon with the fonnd of Drums and Cot- 
nets iſſembled all their Ncighboiirs round about them, ſo that within three or four hours they 
wtres Com of about ewe hundred men, whereof there were fourteen on horsback. As 
ſoon as they deſctied us a far off, they made dir Aly towards us, whereupon our Captain, ſee- 
ing the wretched eſtate whereunto we were reduced, fell down upon his knees, and began co 

mage us. with many good words, defiring us to remember, That nothing is the World 
cowld fall ont withour the Providence of God, and therefore like good Chriſtians we ſhould aſ- 
fare eur ſelves it was hit pleaſure, that this ſhould be the laſt hour of our lives, ſo that We 
cen nor do betty then to conform our ſelves to his holy wil, and with patience imbrace this 
pitiful end, winch came from bis Almighty hand, craving pardon from the botrog of our heart: 
for all our fins paſt; and that for himſelf he bad ſuch confidence in bis mercy, that we duly 
Fepentang ut according as we were obliged by his holy Comnuandments, he would not forget 
us in ubs our extremity. Having made us this Exhortation, and lifted up his hands to Heaven, 
he cried one three times together with abundance of tears, Lord have mercy upon ut, which 
words were reiterated by all the reſt, but with ſuch fighs and groans of true Chriſtians, and 
fo tullof devotion and zeal, that I may truly ſay, the ching which then we feared leaſt was that 
which naturally is moſt abhorr'd. As we were in this grievous agony fix horſmen came unto 
us, 
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| dock the next morning, at which time two Pererandars, who ate as it were Judges, cate vo- 
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ws, and beholdiog us in 2 manner nak:d, without arms, on the ground upon our knees, and 
two women lying as it were dead before us, they were ſo moved with compaſſion, that four 
of them turning back to the foormen, which were coming on, made them all to ſtay, not ſuf- 
fering chem to approach us; H>wbeit a little after they came to us again, bringing with them 
fix foormen, which ſeemed to b ſome of the Officers of Juftice, who by the commandmeut 
of the horſmen tied us, three and three together, and with ſomes ſhew of pity bid us, That 
we ſhould not be afraid, for that the King of the Lequios was 4 man greatly fearing God, 
and very wal inclined to the poor, pon whom he continually beſtowed much alms : Moxeover 
they ſwore unto us by their Law, that we ſhould receive no hurt, yet could we not by any 
means be perſwaded thereunto, for at that time we had ſo little hope of life, that if perſont 
worthy of credit bad aflured us of it we ſhould hardly have believed them, mucb leſs thoſe eru- 
el and deteftable Gentiles, who neither had Religion, nor any kno of God: Wheri they 
had tied us together, the footmen placed us in the midſt of them, whileft thoſe on horsback 
courſed up and down on every fide, as though they had gone the round; nov! we no ſooner 
began to march, but that (he three women, which were with us more dead thenalive, fell 
down on the place inn {woon, partly through their natural weakneſs, and partly through the 
far they were in, ſo that the footmen were forced to take them up in their arms, and each one 
to carry them in his turn, howbcir for all that before we could arrive at the place whither they 
were leading us, two of the three died, and were left in the Wood for a prey to the Wolves; 
Foxes, and other Wild-beaſts, whereof we (aw great plenty thereabout. At length after we 
had marched a good while we arrived about Sum ſet at 2 great Borough where we were pre- 
ſencly put into 8 Pagode or Teimple of theirs, which was invironed with very high walls, 
ind yet for the more fecurity they placed an hundred men abont it to guard us all that night, 
who with their cries and bearing of their Drums, kept us waking till the next morning, for 


' th noiſe thereof, and the conſideration of our preſent miſery, would not ſuffer us to take 


oy reſt. 


CraPe. XLVIL 


The carrying of us tothe Town of Pangor, and preſenting us to the 
8 Lehn Sovernour of the K ingdoms ; With — 
which enſned upon it. 


A S ſoon a3 it was morning the next day the chiefeſt women of the Town came to viſit us, g 1 
and in way of charity brought us a quantity of Rice, boyled fiſh, and certain fruits of 
the Country for us to cat, (he wing themſelves to be much moved with our miſery, as well by 
their words, as by cheir tears ; and ſeeing the extream need we ſtood in of clothes, for that we 
had little, or ſcarce any upon our bodies, fix amongſt them, which for that purpoſe were cho- 
{en by the reſt, went a begging for us through all the ſtreets of the Town, ſaying ; O good folks, 
good folks, which make profeſſion of the Law of the Lord, whoſe property it us, if one may [ay 
ſo, to ſhew himſelf protigal rowards us by communicating his benefits unto us, come fort 

Jour houſes to behold the fleſh of our fleſh, Which the Wrath of the hand of the Lord Almighty 
bath touched, and ſuccour them With your alms, to the end the mercy of his greatneſs may 
not abandon you, as it hath done them. Theſe words were of ſuch force to ſtir up their charity, 
1 within leſs then an hour we were abundantly farniſhed with all things neceſſary far us: 
But about three of che clock in the afternoon came a Poſt to this Borough with letters to the 
Xivalon of the place, that is the Captain thereof, who had no ſooner read them, but he cauſed 
two Drums to beat uo Alarum, at the ſound whereof all the people zfſambled together in # 
great Pagode or Temple, where out of a window he — unto them, and gave them to un- 
derſtand chat the Broquen, the Governour of the Kingdom, had commanded us to be brought 
to the Town of Panger, which wis ſome ſeven leagues from thence. The moſt part of then 
a ficſt refuſed to obey this command, ſo that there was great contention about it, in ſuch ſort 
thar cothing could be agreed upon all that day, by means whereof the Poſt was returned to 
the Br oquer with a relation of that which had paſt, and ſo we were left there till eight of the 


companied with divers Burgeſſes, and ſome twenty horſmen unto us, and after many writings 

drawn up by certain publique Regiſters concerning us, they ſent us away the ſame day to 1 

Town, called Gondexi/aw, where we were put into a dungeon, made in the faſhion of a Gilter 
* remaining 
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remaining there till the next day up to the middle in filthy Rianding water, that was 
full of boi ſleeches, which made us all gore blood: As ſoon as it was mornmg they carried us 
towards Pungor, where we arrived about four of the clock in the afternoon, now becauſe it 
Ws late the Broquen would not ſee us till the day following, and then bound together as we 
were, he cauſed us to be led through tour of the principal ſtreets of the City, where the people 
thronging from all parts to behold us, ſeemed much to pity our miſery, chictly the women; In 
this manner we were brought to a Court of Juſtice, where there was a great many of Officers, 
g amongſt whom we continued a long time waiting for the coming of the Judge, at length upon 
the thrice ſtriking of a clock, a door that ſtood juſt againſt the place where we attended, was 
preſently opened, by which we entted into a very ſpacious Hall, where the Goyernour fat upon 
2 Throne all adorned with rich tapeſtry, and under a Cloth Of State of ſilver tinſel; round about 
him were fix Uſhers upon their knees, carrying Mzces on their ſhoulders, and all along the 
room ſtood a Guard with Halberds in their hands, damasked with gold and ſilver; All the reſt 
of the Hall was full of people of divers Nations, the like whereof we had not ſeen in thoſe 
Countries. After ſilence was impoſed on ali that were preſent, we praſtrated our ſelves before 
the Throne of the Brequen, ind weeping (aid unto him, Sir, we beſerch thee by that God which 
hath made Heaven and Earth, and on Whoſe power We all of us depend, to take pity of our 
miſerable fortune, for ſince the Waves of the Sta hath brought us to the lamentable eſtate, 
aud wretched condition wherein thou ſeeſt us, we moſt humbly deſire thee that thy goodneſs wil 
be pleaſed to put us into a better before the King, to the end he may be incited to have com- 
paſſion on u poor ſirangers, that are deſtitute of all ſuccour and favour of the World, for ſo. 
it bat h pleaſed God to have it in regard of our fins. At theſe words the Broquen looking on 
them that were about him, an (ſhaking his head, Mhat think you of theſe people, ſaid he unto 
them, verily here is one of them that ſpeaks of God as a man which hath the knowledge of his 
truth, ſo that we may conclude withour al doubt, that there is another great World whereof 
we have no notice, Wherefare ſince theſe men know the Source of all good, it is reaſonable that 
we ſhould proceed with them according to the requeſt they have made unto us with ſo many 
tears, Whereupon turning him towards us, who all this while lay proſtrated on the ground, 
with our hands lifted up, as if we were worſhipping God; 1 muſt confeſs, ſaid he unto us, 
that I have ſo great compaſſion of your miſery, and am ſo grieved to ſee you ſo poor as you 
are, 4s J aſſure you in all verity, that I had rather, if it were the good pleaſare of the King, 
be like unto one of you, as wretched as qcu are, then to ſee my ſelf in this office, which queſts- 
onleſs was conferred on me for my ſins: wherefore I would be loth to offend you, but the duty 
of my place obliging me thereunto, I muſt deſire you as frignds not to be troubled, if I ack, you 
ſome queſtions, which are neceſſary for the good of Juſtice ; and as touching your deliverance, 
if God affords me life, be aſſured jou ſhall have it, for I am moſt confident that the King my 
Maſters inclination to the poor is truly Royal. Theſe promiſes exceedingly contented us, and to 
thank him for them we had recourſe to our tears, which we ſhed in abundance, for our hearts 

were ſo full, as we could not poſſibly bring forth a word to anſwer him. 
5.2. The Broquen caufed four Regiſters, the two Peretandaos of the Court aforeſaid, and ſome 
eleven or twelve other Officers of Juſtice, to come immediately before him; Then riſing on 
his feet, he began with a ſevere countenance, and a naked Scymitar in his hand, to ext- 
mine us, ſpcaking ſo loud as every one might hear him; I Pinaquila, ſaid he, Broquen 
of this City of Pangor by the good pleaſure of him whom we all bold for the hairs of 
our beads, King of the Nation of the Lequios, and of all this Country of the two Seas, 
where the freſh and ſalt waters divide the Mynes of his treaſures, do adviſe and command 
you by the rigour and force of my words, to tell me clearly, and with a clean heart, what peo- 
ple, and of what Nation you are, as alſo where your Country is, and how it is called? To 
this demand we anſwered according to the truth, that we were Portugals, Natives of Ma- 
laca. It is well, added he, but what adventure brought you into this Country, and whither 
did you int end to go when as you + an ſhipwrack? We replied thereunto, That being Mer- 
chants, who make no other profeſſion then of traffique, we had imbarqued our ſelves in the 
Kingdom of China, for to go from the Port of Liampoo to Tanixumaa, where we had for- 
merly been, but that arriving near to the Iſland of Fire we were ſurprized by a mighty tem- 
peſt, fo that not able to oppoſe the violence of the Sea, we were conſtrained to lie at the mer- 
cy of the winds for the ſpace of three dayes and three nights together ; and that at the cad 
thereof our Junck ran her ſelt updn the Sands of Tpdican, where, of ninety and two perſons 
that 
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that we were, threeſcore and eight wete drowned; no more eſcaping of that great number 
but theſe four and twenty of us which Rood before him all covered over wich wounds, that 
were ſaved as it were by miraele through the ſpacial grace of God. At cheſe words ſtanding 2 
little io ſuſpence, By what tyt le, replied he, dia yow paſſe/s ſo much riches, and ſo many pieces 
fill which were in your Junck, and that were worth above an hundred Tacis, as 1 am in- 
owed? Truly, it is not credible that you could get ſo much wealth any other way then by 
theeving, Which being a great offence againſt God, u a thing proper to the ſervants of the Ser- 
pet of the houſe of [moak,and not to thoſe of the houſt of the Jun, where they that are juſt and 
of a pure heart, do bathe themſelves amidſt perfumes im the great Pool of the meſt Almighty : 
We anſwered hereunto, that aſſuredly we were Merchants, and not thieves, as he was pl-afed 
to charge us, becauſe the God in whom we believed forbad us by his holy Law, either to kill 
or to rob. Hereupon the Broquen beholding them which were about him; Doubileſs, conting- 
ed he, F that which theſe men affirm be true, we may well ſay that they ars like unto ns, and 
that their God is mach better then all others , as me thinks may be inferred from the truth of 
their words, Then turning himſelf cowards us, he examined us as before with a ſtern coun- 
tenance, and the behaviour of a Judg that exerciſeth his charge wich integrity: In this exami- 
pation he beſtowed almoſt an hour, and in the laſt place ſaid unto us; I monld fain know why 
thoſe of your Country, When as heretofore 1 tool Malacs, carried thereunto by extream 
avarice, did hill our men with ſo Iiytle pity ? Which & [till made good by divers Widdows w 
in theſe Countries have ſurvived their baſbaudti. To this we made anſwer, how that hap- 
hed tather by the chance of war, then out of any defire of robbing, which we had never uſed 
todo in any place whereſoever we came ; What 5s this you ſay, replied he, can you maintain 
that he that conquers, doth not rob? that he which wſeth force, doth not kil ? ibat he which 
Hens bimſelf covetows, ir not a thief? that Which be oppreſſeth,performs not the action of a Ty- 
rant and lo, all theſe are the goodly qualities which are given to you, and Whereof you are 
ſaid to be cuipabie, and that by the — of verity it ſelf : Whence it i maniſeſt, that 
Gods abandoning of you and per mitting the Waves of the Sea is ſwallow you up, is rather a =_ 
- _ 


J of bis juſtice, then any injury rhat is done to you. This faid he aroſe out of 

where he , und commanded the Officers to return us back to priſon, promiſing to give 

w mudience accordiog to the grice which it ſhould pleaſe the King to (heyy us, and the cotmpaſ- 
fon ther he world have of ; wherewith we were very much afflicted, and in great diſpair 

of our lives. The text day the King was advertiſed, as well of our imptiſonment, as of the 
wers we lud made, by the Broquer: letters, wherein he had intermingled ſomething in fa- 
rour of-ny, by tem whereof he did not cauſe us to be executed, as ic was ſaid he had reſolved 

to heve done upon certain falſe reports which the Chineſe; had made to him of us. In this pri- 

ſor we continued very near two mhonths with much pain, never hearing in all that time ſo 
much as ny word of tharr firſt proceeding againtt us. Now foraſmuch as the King deti- 
ted co be more ir formed concerning us by other more particular inquiries chen the letrers 

ef the Broquen, ht ferwa centtin man unto ua, Hamed Randinaa, for to come ſecretly to the 
prifor! where we wete, ro the end that under the pretext of being a Merchant be mighe 
trictiy leam the caufe of out arrivil in that place, and that upon the repott he ſhould make 
thereof — he migix proceed to do thar which ſhould ſeem juſt unto him. Howbeitr 
though chis was coſely catried, yet was it out good fortune to be advertiſed of it the day befote 
— fo thut we had timo enough to arm our ſelves oarwardly with a che 

tmces of mifery and nfffictiom we could poſfibly deviſe, ind ebunterfeir; which 

next to Gods afziftence ſtood us in mere ſtead theti any orfiet we could have chonght up. 
This man then came one morning well accompanied to the priſon, and after he had viewed us 

all one after another, he called to him the Far a#atn, who ſerved to interpret for him; Ak, 
theſe mes, (aid he, What is the on that the withty band of God hath ſo abandoned them, as 

to permit their lues through an effiih of bis Divine Juſtice to be ſubjetted to the judgement 

of men, Without having fo mnchremor ſs of confciance, as #0 ſot before their eyes the terrour 

of that dreadful viſion, Which doth uſe to fright the ſaul at rhe laſt gaſp of a mans life, for 
it 1 to be believed that they, who have done that Which I obſerve in them, have heaped fin up- 
n fu, Wenſwerted hith therennto, chav he ſad a great deal of rexfort for whit he ſpales, in 
rynwd it wes very ptobable that che fins of ther» wete che cauſe of rheit fulferings, 
dowbeit that God, us the n Lord of all, did in thar enſe $cenſtorhe to 
ths pity of them, with fobs ve en, called eee 
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his bounty whercin all our hope was placed, to the end be would be pleaſed to inſpire” the 
Kings heart with a will to do as juſtice according to our works, for that we were poor ſiran- 
gers deſtitute of all favour, a thing whereof men make moſt account in this world. That 
which yon ſay, replycd he, is very well, provided that your bearts be conformable to your wordt, 
and then you are not to be found fault with, for it is moſt certain, that be, ' Which enamme lt 
all that our eyes do behold for the beantifying ef the night, and that kath likewiſe mage what- 
ſeever the dey doth ſh:w wa for the ſuſtenance of man, who are but Worms of the earth, wil 
not refuſe you your deliverance, ſecing you beg of him with ſo many ſighs and tears; Where. 
fore I intreat you not to diſſemble wah me, but truly to confeſs what 1 deſire to underſtand 
from you at thu preſent ; namely, what people you are ? of what Nation ? in what part of jhe 
World you live in, and how the Kingdom of your King is named ? hereunto you ſhall adds 
the cauſe that hat h brought you hither, and to what place yeu were going With ſo much ric hei, 
Which the Sea bath caſt up on the ſhoars of Taydican, Whereat all the Inhabitants have ſo 
wondred, as they were perſwaded that you were Maſters of all the Trade of China. To 
theſe, and other like queſtions, which this Spie asked of us, we returned him ſuch anſwers, ag 
was moſt behootull for us to give him, where with he was ſo contented, that making us many 
offers, be promiſed to move che King for our deliverance. In the mean time he ſpake not a 
word to us of the occafion for which he was ſent, bur {till ſained himſelf to be a firanger, and 
a Merchant like one of us. Howbeit when he went away, he carefully recommended us 
to the Jaylour, and willed him not to let vs want any thing, promiſing to ſatisfie him for it to 
his content; In acknowledgmene whereof we gave him many humble thanks with tears in 
our eyes, whereby he was greatly moved to compaſſion, ſo that he gave us a Bracelet of gold, 
that weighed thirty Duckats, and alſo (ix ſacks ot Rice, and withall deſired us to excuic him 
for the ſmalneſs of the preſent he had given us. After this he returned back to the King, unto 
whom he rendred an account of all chat had paſt with us, aſſuring him that we were not ſuch 
as the Chineſes had made him to believe, and offered for proof thereot to pawn his life an hun- 
dred times, if need were, which was the cauſe that the King abated much of the ſuſpicion 
wherewithall they had inveighed him about our manner of lying. But as he was reſolving to 
give order for our enlargement, as well upon the report of this man, as in regard of the letter 
which the Broquey had written him, there arrived at the Port a Chineſe Pyrat with four 
Juncks, unto whom the King gave his Country for a place of Retreat, upon condition that be 
ſhould (bare with him the moity of the booty which he ſhould take, by means whereof he 
was in great favour with the King, and all them of che Coumry. Now foraſmuch as our fins 
would have it, that this Pyrate was one of the greateſt enemies the Portugals had at that time, 
by reaſon of a fight that we had had with him a little before in the Port of Lamas, where Lan- 
cerote Parejra, born at Lyma, commanded in chief, and in which he had two Juncks butnt, 
and three hundred of his men (lain; this dog was no ſooner advertiſed of our impriſenment, 
and how the King was reſolved to free us, but that he imbroyled the buſineſs in a firange man 
ner, and told him ſo many lies of us, that he lacked but little of perſwading him, that ere long 
we would be the cauſe of the loſs of his Kingdom: For he aſſured him that it was our caftom. 
to play che Spies in a Country under pretence of trading, and then to make our ſelves Maſter 
of it like robbers as we were, puttiog all to the ſword that we met withall in it; which wrought 
ſo powerfully with the King, that he revoked all that he had reſolved to have done, and chan- 
505 his mind he ordained chat in regard of what had been told him, we ſhould each of us. be 

iſmembred into four quarters, and the ſame ſet up in the publique treets, that all the world 
might know we had deſerved to be uſed ſo. | | 


CHAP. XLVIII, 
The King of the Lequios ſending a cruel Sentence againſs us to the Broquen 
of the Town, Where we — priſeners, to . ſhould put 
it in execution; and that which hapened unto us, 
P till aur arrival at Liampoo. 


8.1. Fer that this eruel Sentence of death had been pronounced againſt us, the King ſeot 3 
1 Peretanda to the Broquex of the City, where we were priſoners, to the end that with- 

in four dayes it ſhould be executed; upon our perſons. This Peretanda departed preſently & 
way, and upon his arrival at the City, he went and lodged hinſglt at à certain widows bens 
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that was his ſiſter, a very honourable woman, and from whom we had received much alan This 
ſame man having ſecretly imparted unto her the cauſe of his eoming. & how he was not to return 
but with a good Certificate unto the King of the performance of this ex· cu ion, (he went ſtrait= 
way, and acquainted a Niece of hers with it, who was daughter to the Broquen of the City, in 
whoſe houſe lay a Portugal woman, the wife of a Pilot who was a priſoner with us, and two 
children of hers, d. ſiring then to comfort her, (he diſcovered unto her all thit ſhe had leatut, 
which ſhe had no ſooner underſtood, bur chat <xtreamly afflicted at fo fad a news, ſhe fell in- 
ſtantly to the greund in a ſwoon, wherein ſhe continued 2 long time ſpeechleſs; At length 
being come to her ſelf again, ſhe fell co tearing of her cheeks ſo cruelly with her nails, that all 
her face was nothing but gore bloud, which, for that it was a new and extraordinary thing in 
that Country, was incontinently ſpread «broad throughout all the City, inſomuch that all che 
women being frighted with it, the moſt part of them went forth with their children in their 
hands to the Broquens daughters houſe, where the Portugal woman was,more ready to die, then 
to anſwer to the queſtions one or another of them asled her, & beiag exceedingly moved with piry 
to be hold her, ſo lamentably taking on,drowned all in tears and blood, which paſſion & grict had 
drawn from her, they all reſolved to write a letter in favour of us to the old Queen, the Kings 
Mother, as accordingly they did, and the contents of it were theſe; Sacred pearl, congealed in 
the greateſt ſhell of the profoundeſt depth of the waters; thou Star, enammelled with rayes 
of pre; thou treſs of golden hair, intermixed with a Garland of roſes, Whoſe feet are ſo re- 
pleniſhed with greatneſs that they reſt upon the top of our heads, like to rubies enchaced in 
gold, Whereof the price is ineftimable : We that are no other then the leaſt and pooreſt of 
thy creatures, the daughters and kinſwomen of the Broquens Wife, together With the reſt of 
thy captives that bave ſet their bands to theſe preſents, do make our moan unte thee concern- 
ing a thing Which we have ſcen with our eyes, that is 4 poor Woman, a ſtranger, who ſeems 
is have neither fleſh nor face, drowned as ſhe is in a pool of blood, beating her breſt with ſuch 
craelty, as would ſtir up even Wild-beaſts in the Forreſt to compaſſion, and ſtrike fear into e- 
very one; Moreover we bave heard ber cry ſo loud, as we aſſure thee by the Law of all ve- 
rity, that if God ſhould lend an car unto her, as We believe he will, becanſe he doth uſually 
aſſiſt the poor, that are deſpiſed of the World, it is to be feared that ſome great chaſtiſement of 
famine and fire will fall upon us; Wherefore the extream apprehenſion, which we have of 
theſe things, cauſeth us to joyn all our voyces together, like little children hungry after their 
mothers, and humbly beſeech thee, that caſting thine eyes upon the ſoul of the deceaſed King, 
thy Huſbband, for whoſe ſake we beg this of thee, thow wilt vouchſafe to make thy ſelfe hs 
the Saints, ſetting aſide all reſpett of the fleſh ; For the more thou ſhalt do for God. the great- 
er thou ſalt be in his houſe, where we verily believe thou ſhalt find the King thy Huſband, 
ſfpnging to the ſound of the harp of thoſe children, that have never ſinned, the ſong of thus cha- 
ritable alms, which for Gods ſake, and bis, we lr thee to obtaine of the King, thy Jon 
And this we hope ſhall be a means co move him, both for the love of God, and of thy ſelf, as 


4% by the force of our tears and cries, to take pity en theſe ftrangers, and freely pardon them 


all the faults, Wherewith they are nnjuſtly charged, ſince, as thou knowelt, they are mat the 
Saints of Heaven that nſe to accuſe us, but men, that are infamous, and of an evil life, to 


' whow we are forbidden to lend an car. Conchenilau, the fair Gentlewoman, and Well born, 


but above all more honourable then all thoſe of this City, for having been bred up in thy ſer- 
vice by ler Amunt, ſhall repreſent unto thee on the behalf of God, and the King thy Huſband, 
for the love of whom we prefer this requeſt unto thee, all the other particularities of this . 
air, as Alſo the grievens tears and groans of theſe poor folks, and the extream ſadneſs: and 
ear of all the inhabitants of this place, who moſt earneſtly beſeech thee to preſent their hum- 
Suit to the King, thy Son, cheriſhed above all others, on Whom may it pleaſe the Lord of 
all good to beſtow ſo much thereof, as with that, which only ſhall be reſting to him, all theſe 
people, that inhabit the Land, and Iſlands of the Sea, may be repleniſhed. This letter, ſign- 
ed by above an hundred of the chicteſt women of the City, was ſent by a Gentle woman, the 
of the Mandarin Comanilau, Governour of the Iſland of Bancaa, which is on the 

the Sourh-fide of that of the Lequios, and good luck would have it that this young Da- 
moſed came thither, but three dayes before the Sentence of death was to be put into 
execution upon us, in the company of twyo of her brothers, and ten or eleven Gentlemen, 
This Gentlewoman being arrived at the City of * where the King and the Queen his 8. 2. 
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Mother were, ſhe went to the houſe of an Aunt of hers, the chief Lady of honour to the 
Qugen, and that infinitely loved her, to whom ſhe rendred an account of the occaſion of her 
coming, and withall repteſented unto her how much it imported both her honour and cre- 
dir, ſeeing all the reſt had made choice of her for this affair, that her Highneſs ſhould grant 
her the grace which all of them together made ſuch ſuit unto her for: The Lady having given 
her Neece the beft welcome char poſsibly ſhe could by all demonſtrations of her affection, 
the ſaid unto ber, that fince ſhe perctived this bufineſs ſo much concerned her honour, ſhe would 
Jabour by all the means (he conld chat (he ſhould not return diſcontented, and fruſtrated of the 
hope of her requeſt, the rather for that che thing was juft in it ſelf, and io earneſtly ſoughe 
for by ſo many great Ladies; whereupon the Gentlewoman, having given her very humble 
thanks, beſought her to diſpatch the buſineſs with as much ſpeed as might be, in regard we had 
but two dayes mere to live, according to the tenour ot our Scntenee, after which time all help 
would be in vain. Since itis ſo, anſwered her Aunt, and that for want of requiſite diligence 
the poor Wrelches are like to ſuffer the puniſhment, wherewnto the King hath deſtined them 
wpon tbe Chineſes report, I will go aud lay my ſelf at the Qucens feet, as ſoon as ſhe awakes, 
which will be within an hour at the furtheſt, to the end that this novelty, not having done 
ſo theſe fix years by reaſon of my indiſpoſition, may dram her to demand of me the cauſe of it, 
Having ſaid this, ſhe left her Neece behind her, and went and opened Gallery door, whereof 
ſhe alone had the key, and ſo entred into the Chamber where the Queen lay; A while after 
the Queen awakiog, found her lying at her feet, whereupon ſhe ſaid unto her; How now N bay 
Meicamur, (tor ſo was this Lady called) What is it hath browght you hit her at this time ? 
certainly it is ſome extraordinary matter. Madam, anſwered (he, that which your Majeſty 
ſayes, is very true, and { aſſure my ſelf that it will ſeem no leſs ſtrange in your ears, then it 
was to me to ſee my Neece arrive here lately with ſo much ſorrow and grief, that 1 am not 4 
ble to expreſs it in words. The Queen having then commanded her to call her in, (he preſently 
ferched her; The firſt thing that this young Gentle woman did, was to proſtrate her ſelf bo- 
fore the Queen, who was in her bed, and fo told her weeping the occafion that broughe her 
thit her, and therewithall d her with the letter, which the Queen commanded her to 
read, as accordingly ſhe did; and it is ſaid the Queen was ſo moved with compaſſion at it, 


that not induring to have her make no end of reading it, (he ſaid many times unto her with tears + 


in her eyes; Enongh, enough, I will brar no more of it at this time, and fince the buſineſi 
fands in the terms you fpeak of, God, andthe Saul of the King my Huſband, for whoſe ſakg 
all theſe Ladies beg ibis boon of me, forbid, that theſe poor wraches ſhould loſe their lives 
ſe unjuſtly : T he falſe reports which the Chineſes bave made of them, together -with the mis 
ſeries they have indured as Sea, may ſerve them in ſtead of great puniſhments ; Wherefore 
rely wpon me for your requeſt aud in the mean ſpace withdraw your ſelves til to marrow morn. 
ing betimes, When we will go all three to the King my Son before it be day, and then you ſbal 
read this letter to him, at you have read it to me, that being incited to pity be may make no 
d:fficulty to grant as that which we demand of lum with ſo much reaſon. This reſolation taken, 
the Queen was no ſooner up the next day, but carrying along with her only her chief Lady, 
ind the Gentle woman ber Necce, ſhe paſt through a Gallery to the Chamber of the King ber 
Son, whom (he found ſtill in bed, and having rendied him an account of the c ccaſion of her 
coming, ſhe commanded the Gentlewomanto read the letter, as alſo to tell by word of mouth 
all that had happened in that affair, which che Gentlewoman performed very exactiy, but 
not without mingliog her rears with choſe of her Aunts, as we knew aſterwards: In 
the mean time the King looking on his Mother, Aſadamw, anſwerrd he unto her, I muſt 
needs confeſs, that I dreans'd this night bow 1 ſaw my ſelf before a very angry Judge, whe 
carying his handthree tznmes to bus face, as. if be had threatned me, | promiſe thee, ſaid 
be unto me, that if the blood of theſe —— doth cry unto me for vengeance, thou and thine 
ſhall ſatisfie my juſtice, which makgs me believe, that aſſuredly this viſion comes from God, 
for whoſe ſakes 1 will do this alms to his praiſe, giving them both life and liberty, that ſo they 
away go Where they will, and moreow:er I will canſe a ve(ſel to be provided for them, furniſhed 
with all things they ſhall need, all at mine own charge. The Queen gave th. King her Son thaoks 
for this his great grac: unto them, and withall commanded her Lady and che Gendewomun 
cokaſs his feet, as inſtuntly they did, and ſo the Queen retired to her own lodging, Hereupon 
the King ſent for the Chumbins to command him that the Scnrence againſt us might be revo- 
ked, telling him all char had paſt, as well concerning his dream, as the requeſt the Queen his 
Mocher had made unto him, which he bad granted her. Then the Office rs of Juſtice commend- 


ing 
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ing the King much for this action, revoking the former, dcew up another Sentence in fav our of 
us, which contained words to this effect, Broquen of my City of Pungor, I, the Lord of ſe- 
ven Generations, and of the hairs of thy head, do ſend thee the ſmiles of my mouth, that thy 
reputation may be thereby augmented. Conſidering the information which the Chineſes had 


given me of the pernicious manurr of living of theſe ſtrangers, aſſuring me by a ſolemn oath, 


and upon the fauh they owe unto their Gods, that infallibly they were Pyrats and robbers, who 
uſedno ot her trade then to ſteal away othermens goods,and bat hc heir hands in the blood of thoſe 
that would defend their own according to reaſon, as they ſaid was manifeſt to all the world, 
which they have run over, not leaving an) Land, Port of the Sea, River, nor Land, that 
they have not invaded with fire and ſword, committing ſuch enormens and horrible crimes, 
as for fear of offending God, I may not mention. All which things have at firſt fight ſeemed 
unto me moſt worthy to be puniſhed in juſtice according to the Laws of my Kingdom; Where- 
fore J ſent their Proces to the principal officers of my Crown, Who all with one common conſext 
ſwore unto me that theſe firangers deſerved not only one, but many deaths, if it were poſſible, 
ſo that relying upon their advice, I wrote unto Nhay Peretanda, that he ſhould enjoyn thee 
from me not to fail within four dayes to pat that Sentence of mine in execution, Now foreaſ- 
much as the chiefeft Dames of your City, whom I hold for my kinſwomen, have been Suiters 
anto me ſince, that I would be pleaſed to beſtow their lives upon them by Way of an alms, al- 
ledging many reaſons in their letters to that purpoſe, whereby I might be induced not to dexy, 
but rather to accord them that grace; the fear which I have leaſt their cries ſhould in caſe of 
refuſal arrive at the higheſt of the Heavens, where that Lord liveth raigning, whoſe proper. 
i it is to have pity on the tears, Which are truly ſhed by thoſe that have a right zeal to his holy 
Law, bath Wrought ſo with me, that freeing my ſelf from that blind — — whereunto the 
fleſh rendred me inclined, I would not let my choller prevail over the blood of thoſe wretches. 
For which reaſons I command thee, that as ſoon as this fair Gentlewoman, Who is of noble 
extraction, and my kinſwoman, ſhall preſent thee theſe letters, ſigned with my hand, where- 
with I confeſs, I am Well contented, in regard of the perſons that have made this Suite unto 
we, thow go wnto the priſon, Whither thou haſt committed theſe ſtrangers, and that without 
al delay tho ſet them at liberty, as alſs that thou furniſh them with a veſſel at my charge, 
giving them moreover ſuch alms as the Law of the Lord commandeth thee to beſtow on then, 


| 2 that too With 4 liberal hand; wbere upon thou ſhalt tell them, that they may go away with- 


ſeeing my Perſon, far which I will diſpenſe With them, as Well becauſe that labour would 
be to no parpoſe, as for that, performing as I do the Office of a King, it is not fit for me to be- 
bold men, who have a great knowledge of God, and yet ſcem to make little account of his Law, 
in that they accuſtom themſelves to rob others of their gaods, Given at Bintor in the third 
Chavequa of the fir Mamoquo of the Moon, in the preſence of the Qucen my Mother, the 
Source of my right eye, and Lady of all my Kingdom. And ſigned 2 little below, Hira 
Pitas, Xinancor, Ambulec, the firm prop of all juſtice. As ſoon as the Gentlewoman bad 
this Letter of the Kings in her hands, (he was never at quiet, till (he had leit her Aunt, and put 
her (elf upon her journey, which (be continued with ſuch diligence, that in a ſhort ſpace (he 
arrived at che City, and delivered the Letter to the Broquen, wi preſently upon the reading 
of it cauſed all the Peretaudas, Chumbims, and other Officers of Juſtice to aſſemble together, 
and then went with them dixectly to the Priſon, where we were at that inſtant under a ſure 
guard ; we no ſooner ſaw them enter, but all of us cried out three or four times together, 
Lord have mercy upon u, wherewith the Broquen, and all that accompanied him, whereof 
the priſon was tull, were ſo moved, as ſome of them could not forbear weeping, out of the 
compaſſion. they had of us: In the mean time the Broquen fell to comforting us in ſuch kind 
and loving terms, as well exprefſed the greatneſs of his charity: Withall he commanded the 
trons to be taken off from our hands and feet, and drawing us into an oatward Court, he re- 
counted unto us all that had paſt in our bufineſs, whereof we had not any knowledge at all, 
in regard of the firit watch that was ſet upon us all the while ; Then having cauſed the Kings 
Lerters to be publiſhed : My friends, ſaid he unto us, new that God hath ſhewed you ſo much 
grace, to deliver you as you ſee, 1 have one requeſt to wake unto you, Which is, that for my 
ſake, you will thank bim from the bottom of your heart, and praiſe him for it; for if you 
make this acknowledgement unto him, he will communicate to you from above, Whence all good 
doth proceed, an jagreeable repoſe, Which is a thing far more convenient for us they to 
live three or four days in the miſeries of this _ Where there is nothing but labour, grief. 
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great affliction, and above all poverty, which is the accumpliſiment of all evils, and 
whereby ordinarily our ſeuls are Wholly conſmmed in the dei abyſs ef the houſe of 
moak. 

3400 al Brequen moreover cauſed two Paniers full of elothes tb be brought to that place, and 
diſtributed to them imongſt us according to tach onesneed ; That done he carried us home to 
his boaſe, where all the Ladies of the Town came to fee ns, teſtifying by their countenances 
that they greatly rejoy ced at the good ſucceſs of cur deliverance : They comforted us alſo wich 
great demonſtration ot pity, which is an effect of the good nature of the women of this Country, 
that is common to them all; and not contented therewith they entertained us in their houſes, 
one after another during all the time we were there until our di parture, for we continued in 
this City afterwards the ſpace of forty fix dayes, in which time we were furniſhed with all 
things neceſſary for us, and that in ſuch abundance, as there was not ore of us bur carried a- 
bove an hundrid Duckets away with him. As for the Portugal woman, of whem I ſpake 
before, ſhe had above a thonſand, as well in mony, as in other gifts which were given her, 
by which means her husband in lefs then an year recovered himſelf of all the loſſes he bad fu- 
ſtained. After we had with a great deal of contentment palt rhoſe forty fix dayes there, the 
ſeaſon proper for our voyage being come, the Broquer procured' us prlzge in the Junck of 
1 Chineſe, which was bound for the Port of Liampoo in the Kingdom of (ina, according 
to the eommandmerit that he had received of the King for that purpoſe, buc fit ſt he cauſed the 
Captain of the Junck to put n good ſecurity for the fafery of our perſons during all the time 

* ol the voyage. In this manner we departed from Pa»gor the capital City of the ſland of Le- 
quios, of which I will here make a brief relation, to the end that if it ſhall one day pleaſe God 
to inſpire the Portugal Nation, 'prificipally for the exaltation and increaſe of the Catholick 
faith, and next for the great bene fit that may redound thereof, to undertake the Conqueſt of 
this Iſland, they may know where firſt to begin, as alſo the commodities of ir, and the eaſineſs 
of this Conqueſt. We muſt underſtand then that this Hand of Legwios, ſcituated in nine and 
rwenty degrees, is ewo hundred ſeugues id cireui, threefcore in length, and thirty in bredth. 
The Country is almoſt like thut of pen, fing that it is u little moxe mountaindus in certain 
parts; but in the middle it is pliner and more fertile. It is rendred very agreenble by mati largo 
Phins, that ure witred withwlivereriversof freſh water, and from whence ire guthered great 
proviſions, eſpecially of Rice and Wheat. It hath Mountains out of which is drawn ſach quar- 
tity of copper, #3 in regard of the abimdanee thereof it is ſo common among Hlidſe people, 

that whole Ships axe laden with it from thence” in way of traffique to all che Ports of China, 
Lamas, S$umbor, Chabaquea, Toa, Miatoo, and Japon, us like wiſe to all the other Iſlands on 
the Sonth- fide thereof; 28 thoſe of Sefiran, Goto, Fucunxi, ind Pollem: Moreover in all this 
Country of the Lequioz, there. is ulfo great ftore of iron, ſteel, lead, tin, allum, ſalt-peeter, 
brimſtone, hony, wax, ſugar, and ginger, far better then that which comes from the Iadiaes. 
It hath withall a world ot Angelin- wood, Cheſtnuts, Trees, Oak, and Cedar, here with thou- 
ſands of Ships may be made. On the Eaft-fide it hath five very great Iflands, where many Mynes 
of Silver are found, as alſo Pearls, Amber, Frankincenſe, Sitk, Ebony, Braſil, and a great 4bun- 
dance of a certain wood fir fof Carpentry, called Poytan ; It is ttue that there is not ſuch ſtore 
of Silk there, as in China, The Inhabitants of all this Country do as the Chineſts cloth them- 
felves, with Linnen, Cotten, Silk, and a kind of Damak-ſtuff, which comes to them from 
Nanquin; They are great enters, very much uddited to the delights of the fleſh, little inclin- 
ed to arms, and altogether arfurniſhed of them; which induceth te to believe thut they 
might be eaſily eprquered, and the rather for that in the year, « thouſand, five hundted, fifty 
and fix, a Portugal-wrrived at Malaca, named Pero Gomes a Almeyda, ſervant to the Grand 
Maſter of Sautiago, (with a rich Preſent, and Letters from the Nawtaywim, Prince of the Ifland 
of Tanixwmaa, directed to King oh the third: the Subſtance and Contents of his requeſt 
was, co have frre hundted Portugals granted to him, to the end that with them, and his own 
Forces, he mig conquer the Iſland of Lequio, for which he would remain tributary to him at 
ſvethouſand Kintels of Copper, and athouſand of Lattin yeatiy; wich Ambaſlycatiic to no tffect, 
beesuſe the Meſſenger was loſt im tie Gallion, where A ana / de dun cui: Sepulveds, alſo periſhed. 
A little furcher to the Northward of this ſhnd of 'Zr4#5o, thete is * great Archipelago of (mall I- 
Nangds,from hence is drain a great quantityoffilver, which in my opinion, & by what I gather- 
ed ont ot petition Which Rey"'Lopez de Vilhalobes Cenetul of the Caſfts/!5ans preſented to 
forge de Cuſtro, at That time Coprain of Ternare, (hould be thofe whereof the — 
h 
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had ſome knowledge, and which they called the Iſti ids of Silver; and yet I cannot fee with 


what reaſon that may be, becauſe both by hat I have obſerved, and read, as well in the wri- 


tings of Prolomie, as other Geographers, not any one of them hath pierced into the Kingdom 
of Siam, and the Iflmd of Sumatra, only our Coſmographers, fince che time of Al phone A 
Albuquerque have paſſcd a little further, and treated of che Selebres, Paſuaat, Mindanars, 
Champas, as alſo ot China, and p apon, but not of the Lequios, or other Archipelagoes, which 
ire to be diſcovered within the vaſt extent of that Sea. From this brief relation which ] have 
made of the Iſland of Lequios, may be inferted, both out of what I have heard and en, 
that with two thouſand men only this Iſland might be taken, cog: ther with all the reſt of theſe 
Arcbipelagoes, whence more profit might be drawn then from the Indiaer, and they might 
be conſerved with leſs charge, as well in regard of men, as other wiſe ; fur we ſpake there with 
Merchants, who aſſured us, that the ſole Revenue of chree Cuſtom: houſes, and of che Iſl. nd 
of Lequios, amounted unto one million and an halt of gold, not compriſing therein «<acher 
the Maſs of the whole Kingdom, or the Mynes of Silver, Copper, Iron, Sterl, Lead, and Tin, 
which are of a far greater revenue, then the Cuſtoms. I will not ſpeak further of other parci- 
cularitics of this Iſland, which I might here inſert, for that I hold this ſufficient ta awak-n 
the courages of the Portwgals, and incite them to an Enterpriſe, of ſo much ſervice for our King, 
and profit for themſelves. |

My ſayling from Liampoo to Malaca, from whence the Captain of the Fortreſs, 
[ent me to the Chaubainhaa ar Marrabano; and all that befe/ 


us in our voyage thither, 


Bs arrived at Liampoo, we were very well received by the Portugali, that lived there, 
From whence within a while after I imbarqued my ſelf in the Ship of a Portugal, na- 
med Triſtano de Gaa, for to return unto Malaca, with an intention once more to try my for. 
tune, which bad ſo often been contrary to me,” as may appear by that which I have delivered 
before. This Ship being ſafely arrived at Malaca, I went preſently unto Pedro de Faria, Go- 
yernour of the Fortrefs, who deſiring to benefit me ſomewhat before the time of his Govern- 
ment was expired, he cauſed me to undertake the veyage of Martaban, which was uſually 
very profitable, and that in the Junck of a Mabume tan, named Necods Mamude, who had 
wife and children at Malaca. Now the principal deſigne of this voyage was, to conclude a 
pexce with the Chaubainhaa, King of Martabano, as alſo to continue the commerce of thoſe 
of that Country withus, becanſe their Juncks did greatly ſerve for the prov fions our For- 
treſs, which at that time was unfurniſhed thereof by reaſon of the ſucceſs of the Wars of 
7aoa. Beſides I had a deſigne in this my voyage of no lefs conſequence, then the reſt, which 
was to get one, called Lancarote Guerrero,to come thither, who was then on the Coalt of 
Tanancarim With an hundred men in four Foifts, under the name of a Rebel or Mutiner ; I 
was to require him to come to the ſuccour of the Fortreſs, in regard it was held for certain, 
that the King of Achem was ſuddainly to fall upon it; ſo that Pedro de Faria, ſeti ꝗ himſelſe 


deſtitute of all that was neceſſaty for him to ſuſtain à Siege, and of men likewiſe ; found it fit 


to make uſe of theſe handred men, the rather for that they were neareit, and fo might be the 
ſodter with him. In the third place he ſent me upon another important occaſion, namely to 
give advice to the Ships of Bengala, that they ſhould come all carefully in conſort together, 
leſt theit negligence in their Navigation ſhould be the cauſe of ſome diſtaſter. This voyage then 
I undertook very unwillingly, and parted. from Malaca upon a Wedneſday, the ninth day of 
January, in the year, one thouſand, five hundred, forty and five; being under Sail I continued 
thy courſe with a good wind to Pl Pracelar, where the Pilot was a little retarded by means 
of the Shelves, which croſs all that Channel of the firm Land, even unto the Iſland of Sume- 
tra; When we were got forth with much labour we paſſed on to the Iſlands ot Pulls Sam- 
billam, where I put my ſelf into a Manchua, which I had very well equipped, and ſayling 
in ĩt the ſpace of twelve days, I obſerved, according to the order Pedro de Faria bad given 
me for it, all the Coaft of that Country of _ which unto uncalan contaim an hun- 
dred and thirty leagues, entring by all the Rivers of Bar:#hass, Salangor, Pavaagim, Que- 
dam, Par les, Pendan, and Sambilau, Siam, without ſo much as hearing any news at all of his 
enemies in any of them: So e ntinuing the ſame courſe nine days more, being the three and 
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twentieth of our voyage, we went and caſt anchor at alittle Iſand, called Piſandurca, where 
the Necoda, the Mabemetan Captain of the Junck, was of nece ſſity to make a cable, ard tur- 
niſh himſelf with wood and water; With this reſolution going on ſhore every man applyed 
himſclf to the labour he was appointed unto, and therein ſpent moſt pait of, the day; Now 
whileſt they were thus at work the Son of this Mahometan Ciptain came and asked me whi. 
ther I would go with him, and ſee if we could killa Stag, whercof there was great plenty in 
that Iſland; I anſwered him that I would accompany him with all my heart, ſo that having 
taken my Harquebuſe, I went along with him athware the wood, where we had not walked 
above an hundred ſpaces, but that we eſpied a many of wild boars, that were rooting in the 
earth near to 2 pond; Having diſcovered this game, we got as near to them as we could, 
and diſcharging »mongſt them, we carried two of them to the ground: Being very glad of 
this good ſucceſs we preſently gave a great ſhout, and ran ſtraight to the place we had ſeen 
them rooting. But ſo dreadful to behold, in this place we found above a dozen bodies of men 
digged out of the earth, and ſome nine or ten others half eaten. B ing much amazed at this ob- 
jet, we withdrew a little aſide by reaſon of the great ſtanch, which procteded from theſe dead 
bodies. Hereupon the Sarraz5n told me, that he thought we ſhould do well co advertiſe his 
father of this, to the end we might inſtantly ſurround this Iſland all about for to ſee whether we 
could diſcover any veſſels with Prats; for, ſaid he, there may be ſome lye hidden behind yonder 
poynt, whereby we may very well run the hazard of our lives, as it hath often befallen other 
ips, where miny men bave been loſt by the careleſneſs of their Captains. This advice of the 
S$arrazin ſeemed ſo good unto me, that we preſently returned back ynto the Rode, where he 
gave in account to his father of that we had ſeen. Now for that the Vecoda was 3 very pru- 
dent man, and ſcalded (as one may ſay) with the like inconvznierces, he Braightway gave or- 
der to have the Iſland ſurrounded, then caufing the women, children, and linnen, although it 
were but half waſhed, to be imbarqued, he himſelf being followed by forty men, armed with 
Harquebuſes and Lances, went directly to the place where we had diſcovered thoſe bodies, and 
viewing them one after another, with (topping our noſes by reaſon of the ſtench, which was 
inſupportable, he was ſo moved to compaſſion, that he commanded the Marriners to dig a great 
pit for to bury them in; But as they wete about to render them this laſt duty, and looking o- 
ver them again, there was found upon ſome of them little daggers garniſhed with gold, and on 
others bracelets : Whereupon the Vecoda, underſtanding well this myſtery, wiſhed me with 
all ſpecd to diſpatch away the roving veſſcl that I had to the Captain of Malaca, for that, as 
he aſſured me, thoſe dead men, which they ſaw there, were Achemt, who had been defeated 
neat to Tanauparim, whither their Armies ordinarily retired becauſe of the war which they 
had with the King of Siam. The reaſon he alledged to us for this was, that thoſe which we 
ſaw there lying dead, having golden bracelets about them, were Captains of Achem, who had 
cauſed themſelves to be buried without permitting them to be taken away, and that he would 
loſe his head if it were not ſo. For a greater proot whereof, he further added, that he would 
make ſome mort of them to be diſ- enterred, as incontinently be did, and having digged ſome 
ſevenand thirty of them out of the earth, there was found about them ſixteen bract lets of 
gold, twelve very rich daggers, and many jewels, ſo that chinking of no other bur hunting, 
we got a booty worth above a thouſand Duckats, which the Necoda bad, beſides what was 
concealed ; but the truth is, this was not alcogether to our advantage, for the moſt part of our 
men became fick with the extream ſtench of thoſe bodies. At the very inftant I diſpatched a- 
way the rowing veſſel that we had to Malaca, and advertiſed Pedro de Faria of the whole 
ſucceſs of our voyage; Withall I certified him what courſe we had held, as alſo into what 
Ports, and into what Rivers we bad entred, without hearing any other news of his enemies, 
then that it was ſuſpected they had been at Tanauparim, where by the appearances of thoſe 
dead bodies, it was to be believed that they had been defeated, whereunto I added for a con» 
cluſion, that if I could light on any more aſſured news concerning = I would preſently ac- 
quaint him with it, in what part foever I were. 
C.2. After I had diſpatched away the rowing Veſſel to Malaca, with the Letters which I had 
directed to Pedro de Faria, and that our Junck was furniſhed with all things neceſſary for her, 
we ſayled towards the Coaft of Tanauparim, where, as I ſaid beſore, I had order to land for 
to treat with Lancerote Gwerreyro, that he, and the reſt of the Portugali of his Company 
might come to the ſuccour of Malaca, . Achems intended to beſiege, according to 
the report that went of it. Being under Sail then we arrived at à little Iſland, a league in cir- 
cuit, 
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circuit, called Yulbo Hinbor, where x Parao came unto us, in the which were fix tawny 
Moors, poorly clad, with red Boners on their heads; their Boat being come cloſe to our Junck, 
which was then under Sayl, eh-y ſaluted ns in a way of peace, wheteunto we anſwered in the 
like m nner; That done they demanded of us if there were any Port#gals amongſt us? we 
told chem that there were, but miſtruſting ir, they deſired to ſee one or two of them npon 
the hatches, becanſe, added they, it impores much that it ſhould be fo. Whereupon the Ne- 
coda prayed me to come up, which incontinentiy I did, though at that time I was (har up in 
my Cabbin below ſomewhar indiſpoſed in my health; when I was on the deck I called to them 
chat were in the Para, who had no ſooner ſeen me, and known me to be a Porewgal, but 
they gave a great (hour, and clapping thcit hands for joy they came abord our Junck. Then 
ove of them, who by his countenance ſeemed to have more Authority then the reſt, began to 
lay unto me; Signior, Before I crave leave of thee to ſpeak, I defire thee to read this Letter, to 
che end it may induce thee the more readily to believe that which I am toſay unto thee.Thereup- 
on out ot an old filthy clout he tooł x Letter, wherein after I had opened it, I found this written: 
Signiors Portugals, Which are true Chriſtians, this honourable man, that ſhall ſhew you this 
Letter, is King of this Iſland, wewly converted to the Faith, and called Dom Lancerote ; 
He hath rendred many good Offices, not only to them, Who bave ſubſcribed this writing, bus 
to 4 alſo that have navigated on theſe Coaſts : For he hath given us very impprtant adver- 
riſements of the treaſons, which the Achems and Turks heve plorted againſt us, ſo that 
the means of this honeſt man We bave diſcovered all their deſignes : Withall God bath =_ 
uſe of him for to give us not long ſince a great victory againſt them, wherein we have taken 
from them one Gally, four Galliots, and five Foiſts, with the death of above a thouſand Sut- 
mim. Wherefore we intreat you, by the Wounds of our Lord peſus Chriſt, and by the me- 
rits of bis holy paſſion, not only to keep him from all wrong, but to aſſiſt him with all your 
er, 43 the manner is of all good Portugals, that it may ſer ve for an «example to thoſe which 
ſhall know this, to do the like in imitation of you; And ſo We kiſs your hands this thirteenth 
of November, 1544. This Letter was ſigned by more then fifty Portugals, among t whom 
were the four Captains that I ſought for, namely, Langerore Gnerreyra, Antono Gomez, 
Pedro Ferrera, and Coſmo Bernaldes, When I had read this Letter, I made a tender of my 
. perſon to this petty King, for otherwayes my power was ſo ſmall, as it could not reach fur- 
ther then to the giving him a bad dinner, and a red Bonnet I had on, which all worn as it was, 
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was yet better then his own. Now after this poor King had made ſome D. claration to me of 


himſelf, and of his miſeries, lifzing up his hands to Heaven, and ſhedding abundance of tears; 
Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, ſaid he unto me, Whoſe ſlave I am, doth know What great need ] have 
now of the favour and ſuccour of ſome Chriſtians, for bec mſe I am a Chriſtian, as they are, 
« Mahometan ſlave of mine about four months ago, reduced me to that extremity, wherein 
1 behold my ſelf at thus inſtant, being not able in the ſtate I am in to do any other then caſt 
ap mine eyes to Heaven, and lament my misfortune, with much ſorrow, and little remedy. 
And 1 ere thee by the verity ef that holy and new Law, Wwhereof I now make profeſcion, 
that only for being a Chriſtian, and a friend to the Portugals, I am perſecuted in this ſort, 
Now for that being alone, as thow art, it uu not poſrible for thee to aſſiſt me; I beſeech thee, 
Signior, to take me along with thee, to the end that this Soul which God hath put into me 

ay not periſh, and in recompence thereof I promiſe to ſerve thee as a ſlave all the 
Boo of my life. Lo this is that which this poor King ſaid with ſo many tears, as it was great 

ity to behold it, in the mean time che Necoda, who was of a good diſpoſition, and charita- 

y inclined, was very much moved wich the diſaſter of this unforcunate King, ſo that he gave 
him a lie le Rice, and ſome linnen to cover himſelf withall, for he was fo ragged, that one 
might ſee his naked skin every where about him. After he had informed himſelf from him of 
certain particulars, the knowledge whereof concerned him, he demanded him where his ene- 
my was, and what forc.s he had? Whereunto he anſwered, That he was 2 quarter of a league 
from thence, in a Cabbin covered with firaw, having not above thirty fiſher-men with tum, 
who were moſt of them w. thout Arms. Hercupon the Necoda caſt his eye upon me, aud ſee- 
ing me ſad, for that I was not able of wy ſelf to ſuccour this poor Chriſtian, chin king withall 
that he ſhould much oblige me thereby, Signior, ſaid he unto me, if thou were now Captain 
of this Junck,, 44 1 am, What remedy Wenlaſt tbos give to the tears of this poor man, where- 
vit h alſo thy eyes do participate ? I knew not what repiy to make him, for thar I wes greatly 
moved to b;hold my Neighbour, a Chriſtian like my ſelt, to ſuffer in that manner, which the 
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Necoda's ſon perceiving, who was, as I have ſaid, i young man of a good ſpirit, and broug ht 
up amongſt the Portagali, and gueſſing at the ſhume and ſorrow I was in, he deſired his 
father to lend him twenty Mariners of his Junck, that by their means he might re-cltabliſh 
this poor King, and chaſc the Thief out of the Iſland ; To this the Necoda aaſwered, That 
if I would demand ſo much of him, he would do it very willingly z whereupoa calling my 
ſelf at his feet and embracing him, which is the humbleſt complement uſed amongſt them, 
I told him with tears in my eyes, that if he would do me this favour I would be his ſlave 
whileſt I liyed, 20d that both he and his children ſhould find how ready I would be always 
toacknowledg the fame; He preſently grart-d my requeſt, fo that cauſing the J unck to 
approach near the ſnoa-, he prepared himſelf in three Boats with one Faulcon, three Bales, 
and three core Men, ast and Leſont, all well armed, for thirty of them carried Ha quebuſes, 
the reſt Lances, and Bows and Arrows, beſides Gtrenadots, and other ſuch like Fireworks, 
as we thought were convenient for our defign, 


§. 3. It was about two of the clock inthe afternoon when we landed, and fo we went direct- 


ly to the Trench where the Enemies were. The Necoda's fon led the Vauntgard, conſiſt ing 
of forty men, whereof twenty were armed with Harquebuſes, and the reſt with Bows and 
Arrows; The Necoda himſelt brought on the Rere, wherein were thirty Soldiers, carrying 
2 Banner, * Pedro de Faria had given him at his parting from Malaca, with a croſs 
painted in it, to the end he might be known for a Vaſſal to our King, in eaſe he ſhould en- 
counter any of our Ships. Marching in this order by the guiding of this petiy King, we ar- 
rived where the Rebel was with his men ſet in order, who by their ſhcuting and cries 
ſcemed in ſhew not to make aby reckoning of us. They were in numb: r about fatty, but 
weak, unarmed, and utterly deſticure of all things nectſſary for their defence, having for 
all their Arms but Staves, ten or cleven Lances, and one Harquebuſe. As ſoonas we had 
diſcovered them we gave fire to the Faulcon and Baſes, diſchargiog withall twenty Har- 
quebuſes, whereupon the Theeves betook themſelves preſently to flight, being in great diſ- 
order, and moſt of them hurt; We purſued them then ſo cloſe,that we overtook them on the 
top of a little hill, where they were defeated in the ſpace of two credoes, not one of them 
eſcaping with life ſave only three, whom we ſpared for that they ſaid they were Chriſti- 
ans. That done, we went to a Village, where there were not above twenty poor low Cabbins, 
covered with ſtraw, in it we found ſome threeſcore and four women, with a many of 
little children, who ao ſooner perceived us, but all of them with tears fell a cryed out, Chri- 
ftian, Chriftian, f eſur, eſus. At theſe words being fully perſwaded that they were Chri- 
ſtians, I defired the Necods that he would cauſe his fon to retire, and not ſuffer any of them 
to be killed becauſe they were not Gentiles, which he preſently yielded unto, and yet for 
all that he could not keep the Cabbins from ſacking, though in them all there was not found 
the value of five Duchets. For the people of this Iſland are fo poor, that ſcarce one of them 
is worth a groat ; they feed on nothing but alittle fiſh, which they take with angling, and 
ent ic broiled on che coals without ſalt, yet are they ſo vain and preſumptuous, that not one 
almoſt amongſt them but terms himſelt a King of ſome vile piece of ground, whereon there 
is little more then one poor Cabbin ; befides, neither the men nor the women have where- 
withall to cover their oakedneſs. After the (laughter of the rebellious Sarraxin and bis tol- 
lowers, and the re-eltabliſhment of the poor Chriſtian King, putting him in poſſeſſion of 
his wite and children, whom his Enemy had made ſlaves, together with above threeſcore 
and three Chriſtian Souls, we ordeined a kind of Church amongſt them, for the inſtruction 
of thoſe that were newly converted; And then returning to our Junck, we preſently ſet 
fail, and continued our courſe towards Tanauparim, where I was perſwaded I ſhould find 
Lancerote Guerreyra, and his companions, for to treft with them about the buſineſs, whereof 
I have formerly ſpoken : But for as much as in the Letter, which the petty King ſhewed 
me, the Portugals made mention of a Victory which God had given them againſt che 
Turks and eAchems of this Coalt, I hold it not amiſs to relate here chow that hapned, as 
well fot the content the Reader may take therein, as to ſhew that there is no enterprize 
which valiant Soldiers at a need may not bring to paſs, in regard whereof it imports 
to cheriſh, and make eltecm of them. For eight months and more our hundred Portugals 
had ſeoured up and down this Coalt in four well rig'd Foiſts, wherewith they had taken 
three and twenty rich Ships, and many other leſſer Veſſcls, ſo that they which uſed to fail 
in thoſe parts were ſo terrified with the ſole name of the Portagali, 3s they quitted their 
Commerce 
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Com etce Without | making avy further uſe of their ſhipping : By this ſurceaſe of Trade 
the Cuſtom · houſes of the Ports of Tanauparim, punpalan, Mer guim, Vagarau, and Tavay, 
fell much in their Revenue, in ſo much that thoſe pcople were conſtrained to give notice of 
it to the Emperor of Sornaa, King of Siam, and ſoveraigu Lord of all that Country, beſeech- 
ing him to give a remedy to this miſchief, whereof every one complained, Inſtantly 
whereupon, being then at the City of Odiaa, he ſent with all ſpeed to the Frontire of Lawhos 
for a Turkiſh Captain of his, named Heredrin Mahomet, the fame who in the year one thou- 
fand five hundred thirty and eight came from Sueæ to the Army of Soliman the Baſbaw, 
Vice-roy of ¶ airo, when as the great Tur ſent him to invade the Indiaes; but it fell out 
that this man Cipping from the body of the Army arrived in a Gally on the Coaſt of Tanaa- 
farim, where he was entertained by the Sornas King of Siem, and for a Pention of twelve 
thouſind Duckets by the year ſerved him as a General of that Frontire. Now for that the 
King held this 7#rk for invincible, and made more account of him then of all others, he 
commanded him from the place where he was, with three hundred niet that he had 
with him, and giving him a great ſum of mony he made him General of all the Coaſt of 
this Sea, to the end he might free thoſe people from our incurſions, withall he promiſed to 
make him Duke of Banchas, which is an eltate of great extent, if he could bring him the 
heads of four Portugal Captains. This proud Turk, becomming more inſolent by the re- 
ward and promiſes which the King made him poſted preſently away to Tanaugarim, where 
being arrived he rigged forth a Fleet of ten Sails for to fight with us, being ſo confident of 
viſhing us, as in anſwer of certain Letters, which the Sornas had written unto him 
from Odiaa, theſe words was found in one of them, From the time that my head Wa 
eftoigned from the fret of your Highneſs for to eæecnte thi ſmall enterprize, Wherein it ſeems © 
you are pleaſed I ſponld ſerve you, I continaed my Voyage till at the end of nine days I arrived 
«t Tanaucarim, Where I preſently provided my ſelf of ſuch Veſſels as were neceſſary for me, and © 
indeed would have bad but only two, for I hold it moſt infallible that thoſe Would ſuffice to chaſe 
away theſe petty Thieves; howheit not to diſobey gie Commiſſion, Which Combracalon the 
Governor of the Empire hath given me under your great Seal, I haue made ready the great 
Galy, & alſo the four little ones, and the five Foiſts, With Which I purpoſe to ſet forth with alt 
fpeed ; For I fear left theſe Dogs ſhould have news of my coming, and that for my fins God 
ftould be ſo much their friend, as to give thews leaſure fy, which Would be ſo great a pri 


"unto me, that the very imagination thereof might be my death, or — an exceſs of deiþ air 


render me like unto them; but I hope that the Prophet Mahomet, of whoſe Law I have made 
profeſſion from mine infancy, wil not permit that it ſhould ſo happen for my finn. This Here- 
drin Mahomet being arrived at Tanangarim, as I have delivered before, preſently made rea- 
dy his Fleet, which was compoſed of five Foilts,four Galliots, and one Gally Royal: With- 
in theſe Veſſels he imbarqued eight hunjred 2abomerans, men of combat (beſides the Ma; 
riners.) amongſt the which were three hundred 7avizaries, is for the reſt they were Turks, 
Greeks, Malabaresr, Achems,znd Mogorer, all choyce men, and fo diſciplined, that their Cap- 


nis held the Victory already for molt aſſured; Aſſiſted with theſe Forces he parted from 


the Port of Tanaugarim for to go in the queſt of our men, who at that time were in this 
Illand of P»/bo Hinbor, whereof the foreſaid Chriſtian was King. Now duriog thoſe levies 
of men of War, this petty King going to the Towa for to ſell ſome dryed fiſh there, as ſoon 
u he perceived what was intended againſt us, he left all his Commodities behind him, and 
in all haſte returned to this Ifland of his; where finding our men in great ſecurity, as little 
dreaming of that which was in hand againſt us, he related it all unto them, whereat they te- 
mained ſo much amazed, as the importance of the matter did require; In io much that the 
ſame night and the next day having well caulked their Veſſels which they had drawn 
aſhore, they lanched them into the Ses, after they had imbarqued their proviſions, their 
water, their artillery, aod ammunition, So falling to their oars, with a purpoſe (as I have 
heard them ſay ſince) to get to Bengala, ot to Racan, for that they durlt not withſtand ſo 
great an Army; but as they were unreſolved thereupon, and divided in opinion, behold 
they ſaw all the ten Sails appearing together, and behind them five great Ships of Guzarates, 
Whoſe Maſters had given Heredrin Mahomer thirty thouſand Duckets for to ſecure them 
againſt our Portugalt. The ſight of theſe fifteen Sails put our men into a very great eoafu- 
fion, and becauſc they were not able at that time to make to dea for that the wind was con- 


trary,they put themſelves into a Creek, . was on the South-fide ot the Iſland, and — 
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ronned by a Dowh, or Hill, where they reſolved to attend-what God would ſend them: 
In the mean time the five Car arat Ships ſhewed themſelves with full fails at Sex, and the 
ten Sails ich ours went directly to the Iſland. where they arrived about Sun-ſer. Preſently 
thereupon the 7 wrkifs Captain ſent out Spies to the Ports, where he was advertiſed thut 
they had been, and entered by little and little into the mouth of the Haveo, that ſo he might 
reader himſelf more aflured of the prize which he pretended to make, with hope that as ſoon 
as it was day he ſhould take them all, and ſo bound hand and foot preſent them to the Sornas 
of Siam, who in recottipence thereof had promiſed him the State of Banches, us I have faid 
before, The Mancha, which had been at the Part to ſpy them out, returned to the Fleet 
about ewo hours withio night, and told Heyedrin for news, that they were fled and gone, 
wherewith it is faid this Barbarian was ſo afflicted, that teering his hair, 7 always feared, 
laid he weeping, wy ſins would be the canſe that in the execution of this enterprix God Would 
ſhew bins/elf more A Chriſtiav, then 4 Sarazin, and that Mahomet would be like to theſe Dogs, 
of hows I go in queſt, This ſaid,he fell down all along in the place, and ſo cootinucd a good 
while wi ſpeaking a word, Nevertheleſs being come again to himſelf he gave order, 
like a good Captain, to all that was neceflary, Firſt of all then he ſent the four Galliots in 
— 9 to un Iſland, called Tanbaſoy, diſtant from that of Pleo Hinbor about ſeven 
lexgues, for he was perſwaded that our men were retired thither, becauſe this was a better 
Harbor then that of the Iſland from whence they were gone. As for the five Foiſts he di- 
vided them into three, whereof he ſent two te another Iſland, named Sambilar, and other 
two'to thoſe which were neareſt to the firm Land, for that all theſe places were very proper 
to ſhelter ons in; As for the fifth Foilt, in regard ſhe was fleeter then the reft, he ſent her 
wich the four Galliots,that ſhe might before it was day bring him news of that which 
happen, with promiſe of great reward for the ſame ; but during theſe things our 
men, who had always a watchful eye, ſceing the Tura had rid bimſcll of his greateſt Forees, 
and that there was no more remaining with him but the Gally wherein he was, they re» 
folved to fight with him, and ſo ſallyimg cot of the Creek, where they had ſhrouded them- 
ſelveg, they rowed directiy to her. Now in regard it was paſt midnight, and that the Ene- 
mies had but weak Sentinels, for that they thought chemfelves moſt ſecure, and never 
dreamt of any body lying in waic to attaque them there, eur four Foifts had the opportunity 
to board her all together, and threeſcore of their luſtieſt men leaping ſuddenly into her, in 
leſs then a quarter of an hour, and before the Enemies knew where they were for to male 
ule of their Arms, they killed above fourſcote Turk, as for the reſt they caft themſelves 
all iato tha Sex, not one man remaining alive: The dog Heredrin Mabomer was (lain a» 
mongſt the reſt, and in this great action God was io gracious to our men, and gave them 
this Victory at ſo cheap a rate, that they had but one young man killed, and nine Portwgals 
hurt. They aſſured me fince, that in this Gally in io ſhort a time, what by water, and the 
word, above three hundred Aſabowerans loſt their lives, whereof the moſt part were - 
vixaries of the Gold Chain, which among the 7 uri is a mark of honor. Our Pertugali 
having paſt the reſt of the night with much contentment, and always keeping good watch, 
it pleaſed God that the next morning the two Feiſts arrived from the Iſland whither they 
had been ſent; who altogether ignorant of that which had paſt, came careleſly doubling the 
point of the Haven, where the Sally lay, fo that the four Foilts made themſelves Maſters 
of them in a little ſpace, and with the lois of but a few men. After ſo good a ſucceſs they 
fell diligently to work in fortifying the Gally and the two Foiſts, which they had taken, and 
then flanked the Seuth-fide of the Iſland with five great Pieces of Ordnance to defend the 
— into the Haven. Now about evening che other two Foiſts arrived, making to Land 
wich the ſame indiſcretion as the others, and although they had much ado to reach them, 
yet were they conſtrained at length to render themiclves, with the loſs only of two Portu- 
gals, - Hereupon our men reſolved to attend the four Galliots that remained,and which had 
been ſent to the next Iſland, but the next day fo great « wiad aroſe from the North, that 
two of them were caſt away upon the Coalt, not one that was in them eſcaping. As for the 
other two about evening they diſcovered them very much ia diſorder, deſtitute of oars, and 
ſeparated above three leagues the one from the other; But at laſt about Sun jet one of them 
came to the Port, and ran the ſame fortune as the former, without ſaving any one of the Sa. 
varia lives. The next morning an hour before day, the wind being very calm, our men 
diſcovered the other Galliot, which tor want of oars was not able to recover the Port, — 
regar 
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regard whereof our men reſolved to go and fetch her in, as accordingly they did, and coming 
ſomewhat near her with two Cannon ſhot, they killed the moſt part of them chat were in 
her, and ſo bordipg her took her very eaſily; Now becauſe all her men were either (lin, or 
hutt, they drew her to land by force of other Boats; ſo that ot the ten Sail of this Fleet, our 
men had the Gally, two Galliots, and four Foyſts; as for the other two Galliors, they were 
caſt away on the Iſle of Taubaſoy, as I have delivered before, and touching the fift Foyſt, no 
news could be heard of her, which made it credible that ſhe alſo ſuffered (hipwrack, or that 
the wind had caſt her upon ſome of the other Iſlands. This glorious victory, which it pleaſed 
God to give us, was obtained in the month of Seprember, one thouſand, five hundred, forty 
and four, on Michaelmas Eve, which rendred the name of the Portage/s ſo famous through 
all choſe Coaſts, that for three years after there was nothing elſe ſpoken of, ſo that the Chas- 
lain aa, King of Martabano hearing of it, ſent preſently to ſeck them out, and promiſed 
them great advantages if they would ſuccour him againft the King of Bramaa, who at that time 
was making preparation in his City of Pegs, for to go and beſiege Martabano, with an Army 
of ſever hundred thouſand men. 


CA. I. 


T he Continnance of our voyage to the Bar of Mattabano; and certain memorable 
particularities hapening there. 


B departed, as I ſaid, from the Iſland of Pullo Hinbor, we continued our coutſe to- Cr. 

wards the Port of T ar»aſſery tor the affair, of which I have ſpoken, but upon the approach T'** 
of the night, the Pilot deſiring to avoid certain ſands that were to the Prow- ward of him, put 
forth to Sea, with an intention as ſoon as it was day to return towards land with the Weſterly 
wind, which at that inſtant blew from the Indiacs by reaſon of the Seaſon, We had now held 
this courſe five dayes, running with much labour by many different roombs, when as it pleaſed 
God that we accidentally diſcovered a little veſſel, and for as much as we thought it te be 2 Fi- 
ſher-· boat, we made to it, for to be informed from them in her whereabouts we were, and how 
many leagues it was from thence to Tarnaſſerꝝ, but having paſſed cloſe by her, and haled her 
without receiving any anſwer, we ſent off a Shallop well furniſhed with men for to compel 
her to come abord us: Our Beat then going directly to the veſſel, we entred her, but were much 
amazed to find in her only five Portugals, two dead, and three alive, wich a Coffer, and a ſack 
full of Tangues, and Zarins, which is the mony of that Country, and a fardle, wherein there 
were Baſins and Ewers of (ilver, and two other very great Baſins, Having laid up all this ſafely, 
I cauſed the Portugals to be brought into cur Junck, where looking very carefully unto them, 
yet could | not in to dayts get one word from them; But at length by the means of yolks of 
egs, and good broaths, which I made them take, they came again to themſelves, ſo that in fix 
of ſeven dayes they were able to render me a reaſon of their accident. One of thuſe Portugal. 
wis called C hriſtovano Doria, who was ſince ſent into this Country tor a Captain to >2int 
Tome ; the other Luys Tabo da, and the third Simaxo de Brito. all men of credit, and rich Mcr- 
chants. Theſe ſame recounted unto us, that coming from the Indiaes in a veil | belongiog 10 
Jorge Manhoz, that was married at Goa, with a purpoſe to go to the Port of (varirgar, in 
the Kingdom of Bengala, they were calt away in the ſands of Rucans for want of taking 
heed, ſo that of four:core p:rſons, that they were in the vefſcl, onely ſevenizen being ſaved, 
they had continued their courſe all along by the Coaſt for five daycs together, intending it poſ- 
fibly they could to recover the river of ¶ mira in the Kingdom of Pegs, there to ſhp them- 
ſelves for the India in ſome vel. l or ocher that they ſhould meet with in the Port; but whilſt 
they were in this refulution, th.y were ſo driven by a moſt impetuous Weſterly wind, chat in 
one day and a night they loſt the ſight of Land, finding themſelves in the man Sea without 
| Oars, without Sayls, and all knowledge of the winds, they continued in that State ſixteen da) 
together, at the end whereof their water coming to (ail, all died hut thoſe three he ſaw before 
bim. Upon the finiſhing of this relation we proceeded on in our courſe, and within four days 
iter we met with five Portugal veſſels, which were ſayling from Bengala to Malaca. Ha- 
ring ſhewed them Pedro de Faria, Order, I deſired them to keep in conſort together tot fear 
of the Achems Army, that ranged all over the Coaſt, leſt through their imprudence they ſhould 
fill into any miſchief, and thereof I demanded a Certificate from them, which they willingly 
F. 2 granted, 
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granted, 28 alſo furniſhed me very plentifully with all things neceſſary. Havirg mace this dif 
patch we continued our courſe, and nine days after we arrived at the Bar of Martabano, on 
x Friday, the ſeven and twentieth of March, one thouſand, five hundred, forty and five, he- 
ving paſt by T arnaſſery, T ovay, Merguin, 7ancay, Pulls, Camuda, and Vagarus, without 
hearing any tidings of thoſe hundred Periagali, in ſearch cf whom I went, becauſe be- 
fore that they had taken pay in the ſervice of the Chanbainhaa, King of Martabano, who, 
according to report, had ſent for them to aſſiſt him againſt the King of Bramaa, that held him 
beſieged with an Army of ſeven hundred thouſand men, as | have declared before ; howbeic 
they were not at this time in his Service, as wefhall ſee preſently. 
$.2 It was almoſt two hours witbinnight, when we arrived at the mouth of the River, where | 
we caſt anchor with a reſolution to go up the next day to the City; Havirg continued ſome time 
very quiet, we ever and anon heard many Cannon ſhot, whereat we were ſo tronbled, as we 
knew not what to reſolve on; As ſoon as the Sun roſe, the Necoda aſſembled his men to Coun» 
cel, for in Semblable occaſions he always uſed fo to do, and told them, that as ſure as they 
were all to have a (hare in the peril, ſoit was fit that every one ſhould give his advice about 
it ; Then he made them a Speech, wherein he repreſented unto them that which they had heard 
that night, and bow in regard thereof he feared to go unto the City. Their opinions upon it 
were very different, howbeit at length they concluded, that their eyes were to be witneſſes of 
that wherecf they ſtood in ſuch doubt: To this end we ſer Sail, having both wind and tyde, 
and doubled a point, called Mounay, from whence we diſcovered the City, invironed with a 
world of men, and upon the River almoſt as many veſſels, and although we ſuſpected what 
this might be, beczuſe we bad heard ſomething of it, yet leit we not off from ſayling to the 
Port, where we arrrived with a great deal of care, and having diſcharged our Ordnance ac- 
cording to the uſual manner in Ggne of peace, we perceived a veſſel very wellfurniſhed, came 
directiy to us from the ſhore, wherein there was ſix Portugali at which we exceedingly rejoyced; 
Theſe preſently came abord our Junck, where they were very well entertained, & having declared 
unto us what we were to do for the ſafety of our perſons, they councelled us not to budge 
from thence for any thing in the world, as we kad told them our reſolution was to have 
fled that night to Bengala, becauſe'if we had followed that deſigne, we had aſſuredly been 
loſt, and taken by the Fleet which the King of Zremas had in that place, conſiſting of ſever» 
teen hundred Sayls, wherein were compriſed an hundred Gallies very well furniſhed with ſtran- 
gers. They added withall, that they were of opinion I ſhould go aſhore with them to Zoane 
Cajezro, who was Captain of the Portugals, for to give him an account of the cauſe that 
brought me thither, the rather for that he was a man of a ſweet diſpoſition, and a great friend 
of Pedro de Faria's, to whom they had often heard him give much commendation, as well 
for his roble extraction, as for the goodly qualities that were in him; beſides they told me that 
I Chould find Langarote Gueyrero, and the reſt of the Captains with him, unto whom my 
aforeſaid Letters were ditected, and that I (ſhould do nothing therein prejudicial to the Service 
of God, and the King. This counſel ſeeming good unto me, I went preſently to land with the 
os 4 to wait on aan Cayeyro, to whom I was exceeding welcome, as likewiſe to all 
the reft that were in his quarters, to the number of ſeven hundred Portugals, all rich men, 
and of good eſteem. Then I ſhewed j Cayeyro my Letters, and the Order that Pedro de 
Faria had given me; Moreover I treated with him about the aftair that led me thither z where- 
upon I obſerved that he was very inſtant with the Captains, to whem I was addreſt, who an- 
ſwered him that they were ready to ſerve the King in all occaſions that ſhould be preſented, 
howbeit ſince the Letter of Pedro de Faria, Governour of Malaca, was grounded on the 
fear that he was in of the Army of the Achems, compoſed of an hurdred and thirty Sayl, 
whereof Bijaya Sora King of Pedir, was General, and it having fallen out, that his Admiral 
had teen defeated at T arnaſery by thoſe of the Country, with the loſs of ſeventy Lanchares, 
and (ix thouſand men, it was not needful they ſhould ſtir for that oceaſion; for according to 
what they had ſeen with their own eyes, the Forces of that enemy were ſo mightily weakned, 
as they did not thiok be could in ten years ſpace recover again the loſs he had ſuſtained. To 
this they added many other reaſons, which made them all to agree, that it was not neceflary 
they ſhould go to Aalaca. After theſe things Ideſired ano Cayeyro to make me a D: clarati- 
on of all that bad palt in this buſineſs, that it might ſerve me as it were for a Certificate at 
my return to our Fortreſs, determining as ſooo as I had it to get me from this place, for that 
I bad nothing more to do there. With this reſolution I ſtayed there with Peau Capeyro, in 
continua 
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continual expectation to be gone when the Sea ſon ſhould ſerve for the Junck to depart, and te- 
mained with him at this Siege che ſpice of (ix and forty days, which was the chief time of the 
King of Bramaa his abode there, of whom I will ſay ſomething here in a tew words, becutſe 
I conceive the curious would be well content to know what ſucceſs the Chanbainhaa, King 
of Martabana, had in this wir. This Siege had laſted now fix months and thirteen dayes, in 
which ſpace the City had been afſalted five times in plain-day, but the beſieged defended them- 
ſelves always very valiantly, and like men of great courage: Howbeit in regard they were lin- 
ſenſibly conſumed with length of time, and the ſucceſs of war, and that no ſuccour came to 
them from any part, their enemies were without compariſon far more in number then they, 
in ſuch ſort as the Chaxbainbas found himſelf fo deſtitute of men, as it was thought he had 
not above five thouſand ſouldiers left in the City, the hundred and thirty thouland which were 
ſaid eo be there at the beginning of the Siege, being conſumed by Famine, or the Sword, by 
reaſo0 whereof the Councel aſſembling for to deliberace what was to be done thereupon, it 
was teſolved that the King ſhould ſound his enemy by his Incereft, which he preſently put in 
execution: For that effect he ſent to tell him, that if he would raiſe the Siege he would give 


him thirty thouſand Biſſes of filver, which is in value a million of gold, and would become 


his Tributary at chreeſcore thouſand Duckets by the year. The anſwer made by the King of 
Bramaa hereunto was, that he could accept of no conditions from him, if he did not firſt 
yield himſelf to his mercy. The ſecond time he propounded unto him, that if he would ſuffer 
him co depart away with two ſhips, in one of the which ſhould be his Treaſure, and in the 
other his Wife and Children, that then he would deliver him the City, and all that was in it. 
Bat the King of Bramaa would hearken no more to that then the former. The third Propofi- 
tion which he made him was this, That he ſhould retire with his Army to Tagalaa, 

fix leagues off, that ſo he might have liberty to go away freely with all his, and thereupon he 
would deliver him the City, and the Kingdom, together with all the Treaſure i 
the King his Predeceſſour, or that in lieu thereof he would give him three millions 


2 to 
gold: 
ut he alſo refuſed this laft offer, inſomuch that the ¶ haubainhaa utterly diſpairing of ever 


makiog his peace with ſo cruel an enemy, began to meditate with himſelf what means he might 


"uſe to ſave himſelf from him; Having long thought upon it he found no better an expedient 


then therein to ſerve himſelf of the ſuccour of the Portugait, for he was perſwaded that by 
their means he might eſcape the preſent danger. He ſent then ſecretly to tell Foano Cayeyro, 
that if he would imbarqae himſelf in the nigut in his four (hips, and take him in, with his 
wife, and children, and ſo fave them, he would give him half his treaſure. In this affair he 
very cloſely imployed a certain Portugal, named Paulo de Seixas, horn in the Town of O- 
bidos, who at that time was with him in the City; This ſame having diſguiſed himſelf in a 
Pegn habit, that he might no: be known, Role one night to Cayeyro's Tent, and delivered 
him a Letter from the Chaubainhaa, wherein this was contained: Valiant and faithful 
Commander of the Portugals, through the Grace of the great King of the other end of the 
World, the ſtrong and mighty Lion, dreadfully roaring, with a Crown of Majeſty in the 
Houſe of the Sun, I the unhappy Chaubainhaa, heretofore a Prince, but nom no longer ſo, 
finding my ſelf beſieged in this wretched and infortunate City, do give thee to wnderftand by 
the Words pronounced out of my mouth, With an aſſurance no leſs faithful then true, that 1 now 
render my ſelf the Vaſſel of the great King of Portugal, SoveraignLord of me, and my children, 
with an acknowledgement of homage, aud ſuch tribute as he at his pleaſure ſpall impoſe on me : 
Wherefore I require thee on his behalf, that as ſoon as Paulo Seixas ſball preſent this my Lot- 
ter unto thee, thou come ſpeedily with thy Ships to the Bulwark of the Chappel- ey, where 
thou ſhalt find me ready at tendingit her, and then without taking further counſel, I will deliver 
my ſelf ap to thy mercy, With all the treaſures that I have in gold, and precious ſtones, 
whereof Iwill meſt willingly give the one half to the King of Portugal, upon condition that 
he ſhall permit we With the remainder to leavy in bis Kingdom, or in the Fortreſſes Which he 
bath in the Indiaes, to thouſand Portugals, to whom I will give extraordinary great pay 
that by their means I may be re-eſtabliſhed in this State, Which now I am conſtramed to 4- 
landen; ſince my ill fortune will have it ſo. As for that which concerns thee, and thy men, 
Ido promiſe them by the faith of my verity, that in caſe they do help to ſave me, I will di- 
vide my treaſure ſo liberaly among them, that all of them ſpall be very well ſatisfied and 
contented ; And for that, time will not ſuffer me to enlarge any further; Paulo de Seimm, by 
whom 1 ſend this unto thee, ſhall aſſure thee both of that which he hath ſeen, and of the — 
hie

Which I have communicated unto kim. Joano ¶ ayeyro had no ſooner received this Letter, 
but he preſently cxuſed the chief of his followers ſecretly to aſſemble together in Councel, 
Having ſhe we d th:m the Letter, he repreſented unto them how important and profitable it 
would be for the ſervice of God and the King to accept of the offer, which the Chanbain. 
haa had made them; Whereupon cauſing an Oath to be given to Paulo de Seixar, he willed 
him freely to declare all his knowlcdg of the matter, and whether it were true that the 
Chanbainhaa his Treaſure was ſo great, as it was reported to be. Thereunto he avſwered by 
the Oath that he had taken, That he knew not certainly how great his Treaſure was, but 
that he was we Il a ſſured how he had often ſeen with his own eyes, an houſe in form of x 
Church, and of x reaſonable bigneſs, all ſull up to the very ty les of bars and wedges of Gold, 
which might very well lade two great Ships: He further ſaid, That he had moreover ſeen 
fix and twenty Cheſts bound about with ſtrong cords, wherein according to the Chanbaine 
has his own report was the Treaſure of the deceaſed Breſaguean King of Pegs, which faid 
Treaſure containing an huncted and thirty thouſand Bifles, and every Bils in value five hun. 
dred Duckets, made up all together the ſum of threeſcore Millions of Gold: He ſaid alſo, 
That he knew not certainly the number of the wedges of Gold which he had ſeen in the 
Temple of the God of Thunder, but he was moſt afſured notwithſtanding that they would 
fully lade four good Veſſels : And for a conclufion he told them, That the fame (hanbaine 
has had ſhewed hia the golden Image of Qwuiay Frigau, which was taken at Degwoy, all 

fall ot ſuch rich and reſplendent ſtones, as it was thought the like again were not in the 

whole world; So that this Declaration which this man made upon Oath aſtoniſhed them 

ſo that heard it, as they could not poſſibly beleeve it to be true. How beit after they had ſent 

him out of the Tent, they entered into coaſultation about this affair, wherein nothing was 
re ſolved, of which I verily belee ve our fins were the cauſe, for there were in this Aſſembly 
as many different opinions, as Babel had diverſit ies of Languages, which proceeded eſpeci- 
ally from the envy of ſix or ſeven men there preſent, who would needs perſwade the reſt, 
that if this affair ſhould happen to have ſuch ſucceſs, as was hoped for, Ioano Cayeyro [unto 
whom they all bore no good will) would go then into Portugal with ſo much honor and 
reputation, as it would be a ſmall matter for the King to make him an Earl, or a Marquis, 
or at leaſt recompence him with the Government of the Indiaes ; fo that after theſe Min 
ſters of the Devil had alledged many reaſons wherefore it might not be done, which I thinł 
was but the mask of their weakneſs and ill nature, though it may be they did it cut of the 
fear they were ip of loſing both their goods and lives if this matter ſhould come to be diſ- 

covered to the King of Bramaa; howſoever they would not agree to accept of this offer, but 

contratiwiſe they threatened ano Cayeyro, that it he deſiſted not from his purpoſe, which 

was to comply with the Chaubainhaa, they would diſcloſe it to the Bramaa, ſo that Cayeyro 

was conſtrained to abandoa this buſineſs, leſt it he ſhould perſiſt therein the Portugali them. = 
—- would diſcover him, as they threatened to do, without either fear of God, or regard 

men. 


5.3. Jeans Cayeyro, ſeeing he could not poſſibly bring his deſire to paſs, wrote a Letter to the 


Caubainbaa, wherein he uſed many weak excuſes for not performing that which he de- 
manded of him, and giving it to Paule de Sci xa, he ſpeedily —_— bim away with it, 
ſo that departing about three hours after midnight he arrived fafe at the City, where he 
found the Caubainhaa attending him in the ſame place which he had named in his Leiter, 
unto whom he delivered the Anſwer he had brought; After he had read ir, and thereby 
found that he could not be ſuccored by our men, as he always thought he ſhould, it is ſaid 
that he remained ſo confounded, that for very grief and ſorrow he funk down to the ground 
like a dead man, and continuing a pretty while in that manner, at length he came again to 
himſelf, and then beating his breft, and bewailing his miſcrable fortune, Ab Portugali, 
{aid he with tears in his eyes, how ill do you acknowledg that Which I have done for you, ima- 
gining that thereby I ſhould make acquiſition of your friendſbip, a of a treaſure, to the end that 
like faithful men you Would be affiſting to me in ſo great a neceſſity as thu Which now I am 
in, whereby I defired no other thing then to ſave my childrens lives, iurich your King, and ſtate 
you in the number of my chiefeſt friends ? And would it had pleaſed him, who raign: inthe 
beauty of theſe ſtari, that you bad merited before him the doing me thus good office, Which only 
for my fins you have refuſed me, for in ſo doing you bad by my means augmented his Law, and 
been ſaved in the promiſes ef hu truth, Thereupon ſending away Paulo de Seixas, with t 
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young Wench, by whom he had had two ſons, he gave him a pair of Bracelets, and faid un- 
to him, I deſire thee not to think of this little Which now I give thee;but of the great love. I have 
always born thee ; above al, forget not to tell the Portuga/s,, with ham much canſe aud grief 1 
cemplain of their extream ingratitude, Whereof I Will render ibem cylpaple before Gad at the 
laſt and dreadfal day of Judgment; The night following Pan! de Si came: back to tho 
Pertugali, with two children, and a very fair young Damoſal their Mother, with whom he 
married afterwards at Coromandel, and ſhewed to Simos de Binto, and Pedro de 4. 
Lapidares, the Bracelets which the Chaubaiabaa had given him, who buying them of hi 
peyd fix and thirty thouſand Duckets for them, and had afterwards fouricore thouiand for 
them of Trimira Raia Governor of Narſngua. Fivodays after Paulo de Seixs coming to 
the Camp, where he recounted all that I have related be fore, the Chonveizhes,ſecing him 
ſalf deſtitute of all humane remedy, adviſed with his Councel what courie he ſhould take in 
ſo many misfortunes, that dayly in the neck of one another fell him, und it was re- 
ſolved by them to put to the ſword all chings living that were not able to fight, and wich tha 
blood of them to make a Sacrifice to Qi Nivendel, God of Bactels, then to Zalt All the 
treaſure into the Sea, that their Enemies might make no benefit of it; afterward to ſet tha 
whole City on fire, and laftly that all thoſe which were able to bear arms (heuld' make 
thetnſclves Amoucos, that is to ſay, meu reſolyed either to dye, br vanquiſh,io fighting with 
the Bramaat. The Chanbainhaa very much approved this counſel, and conclud ing ot ic 
accordingly chey fell preſently to the:demoliſhingof houſes, and were preparing alother 
things for the effecting of their deſign, when as one of the three principal Commanders of 
the City, apprehendiog that which wis to follow the next day, fled the night entuing to the 
Encmics Camp, and there rendered himſelf with four thonſand men under his leading to the 
Brawas ; Hereupon the courages of all the reſt were ſo abmed by ſuch a (trange infideliry 
ad flight, that not on of them cared afterwards cithet to keep watch) maintain the brea- 
ches, or do agy otter ſetv ĩce whatſoever, but contrarily all that remained tuck not to fay 
publiquely, chat if the Chanbainbas would not fuddenly reſolve to yield himſeli to the 
ra, they would open the gates and let him in, for that it would be better for them to 
ie io, then to languiſh and conſume away hke rotten beaſts as they did z The Chanbuinbas 
laping them ſtifly bene thereunto for to appeaſo them aniwered, thut he would pertorm their 
deſire, howbeit withall he cauſed a review to be made of thoſe that would fight, bat he 
bund them to be not above two thoutand in all, and they too ſo deſtiture of courage; as they 
gould hardly have refiſted feeble women 1 Beholding himſelf then rodured to the laſt catt, 
be communicated his mind to the Queen only, as hirving no othor at chat time by whom be 
may be adviſed, or that indeed could adviſe him; The only-expediett then that he could 
reſt on, was to render himſelf into the hands of his Enemy, and to fl and to bis mercy; or his 
rigor. Wherefore the next day about ſix of the clock in the morning he eruied a white flag 
o be hung out over the wall in ſign of peace, hereunto they of the Camp anſwered with 
another like banner; Hereupon the Xewmbram, who was ns it were Marſhal of the Camp, 
ſent an horſeman to the bulwark, where the tg Rood, unto whom it was delivered from 
the top of the wall, That the (hanbaivhaa defired to fend a Letter to the King, fo av he might 
have a fafe-condut for it, which being ſigmiſied to the Temmbrans, he inſtantly difpatched 
way two of good quality inthe Army with a fafe-condat, and ſo theſe two Yramoas re- 
mining for hoſt»ges in the City, the Chaubaiubas fent the King-xLetrer by one of his 
Prieſts, that wes ſourſeore years of age, and reputed for a Saint amongſt them. Theeontents 
ol this Letter were theſe : The love of children hath ſo much power in thu houſe of onr.weaks- 
neſs, that amongft us , Who are fatberr, there ij not fo much as one that for their ſaktr Would 
not be well contented to deſcend a thouſand times into the deep pit of the houſe of the 
wech more would expoſe hu life for them, and put himſelf into the hands of one that wſeth ſo 
much clemency towards them that ſhall do ſo : For Which reaſon I reſolved ibis night With my 
Wife and children, contrary to the opinions that Would diſſwade me from this good, which I bold 
the greateſt of all others, to render my ſelf unto your Highne/1, that you may do with me as you 
think fit, and as ſball be maſt agreeable to your good pleaſare. As for the fault, wherewith I 
may be charged, and Which I ſubmit at your feet, I humbly beſeech you not to regard it, that ſo 
the merit of the mercy, which you ſhall ſhew me, may be the greater before God and men, May 
yow Highneſs therefore be pleaſed to ſend ſowe preſently for to take poſſeſſion of my perſon, of 
y Wiſe, of my children, of the City, of the Treaſure, and of all the Kingdom; all Which I do 

ever 
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even now yield ap unto y, as to my Soveraign Lord, and lawful King. All the requeſt that 
I have to'make unto you thereupon With my kners on the ground, ir, that We may all of us With 
Jour permiſſion finiſh our days in 4 { loiſter, where I have already vowed continually to bewail 
and repent.my fault paſt ; For «s touching the honors and eſt ates of the World, Wherewith y our 
Hig hneſs might inrich me, as Lord of the moſt part of the Earth, and of the Iſles of the Sea, 
they are things Which I atterly renounce for evermore, In a Word, I do ſol:mnly (wear unto 
you before the greateſt of all the Gods, Who With the gentle touch of his «Almighty band makes 
the Clouds of Heaven to move, newer to leave tbat Religion Which by your pleaſure I ſhall be 
commanied to profeſs, where being freed from the vain hopes of the World, my repentance may 
be the more pleafing to him. that pardoneth all things. Thu holy Grepo, Dean of the golden 
Houſe of Saint Quiay, Who for bus goodue ſſe and auſterity of life hath all power over me, 
will make a more ample relation unto you of what I hæue omitted, and can more particulari 
tell you a hat Which concerns the offer I make you of rendring my ſelf, that ſo relying on t 
reality of bir Speech, the unquietneſi wherewith my ſol is inceſſantly troubled may be appea- 
ſed. The King of Br ama having rend this Letter inſtancly retuined another in anſwer there- 
unto fullof promiſes and oaths to this effect, That he wonld forget all that was paſt, and 
that: fur the future he would provide bim an eſtate of ſo great a Revenue, as ſhould very 
well content him: Which he but badly accompliſhed, as I (hall declare hereafter. Theſe 
news was publiſhed throughout all the Camp with a- great deal of joy, and the next morn» 
ing all the Equipage and Train that the King bad in his quarter was ſet forth to view: Firſt 
all there were to be ſecn foutſcore and fix Field-Tents, wonderſul rich, each of them be. 

ing invironed with thirty Elephants, ranked in two Files, as if they had been ready to fight, 
with Caſtles on their backs full of Banners, and their Pavores faſtened to their Trunks, the 
whole number of them amounted unto two thouſand, five hundred, and fourſcore : Not far 
from them were twelve thouſand and five hundred Br awaar, all mounted on horſes, very richly 
accouſtred ; with the order, which they kept, they incloſed all the Kings quarter in four 
Files, and were all armed in Corſlets, or Coats of Mayl, with Lances, Cymitars, and gilded 
Bucklers. After theſe Horſe followed four Files of Foot, all Brawass, being in number . 
bove twenty thouſand. For all the other Souldiers of the Camp there were ſo mary 3s they 
could not be counted, and they marched all in order after their ins. In this pablique 
Muſter were to be ſeena world of Banners, & rich colours, & ſuch a of Inftruments of war 
founded,thac the noiſe thereof, together with that which the Souldiers made, was moſt dread- 
ful, and ſo great as it was not poſſible to hear one another. Now for that the King of Bras 
maa wouldthi day make (hew of his greatneſs in the reddition of the Chanbainhbas, he gave 
expreſs Command, that all: che Captains which were ſtrangers, with their men, ſbould put on 
their beſt clothes, and Arms, and ſo ranged in two Files, they ſhould make as it were a kind 
of ſtreet, through which the Chaubainhaa might paſs ; this accordingly was put in executi- 
on; and this ſtreet took beginoing from the City gate, and reached as far as to the Kings Te 
being in length about —— or better : In this ſtreet there were fix 

i and ſtrangers of two and forty different Nations, namely Portwgals, Grecians, 
Venetians, Turks, Janizaries, Jews, Armenians, Tartars, Mogores, Abyſins, Raizbwios, 
Nobins, Coracones, Perſians, Tuparaas, Gizares, T anaces, Malabares, ass, Achens, 
Mons, Siqams, Luſſons of the 1 Borneo, Chacomas, Arracons, Predins, Papuaat, 
Selebres, M indancas, Pegns, Bramaat, and many others whoſe names 1 know not. All 
theſe Nations were according to the Tei rum, order, whereby the Portugal: 
were placed in the Vantgard, which was next to the gate of the City where the ( habain- 
— — ; After them followed the Armenians, then the Zanizarics and Turks, 
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Crap. LI. f 
Ts what manner the Chanbainhaa rendred bimſelf to the King of Bramaa, and 
the crnel proceeding againſt the Queen of Martabano, and the 
Ladies, her Attendants. | , 
Bout one of the clock in the afternoon a Cannon was ſhot off, which was the Signal for 8 

the inſtant opening of the gates of the City, whercupon firlt of all iſſued out the Soul-. 

diers, whom the King had ſent thither for the guard of it, being four thouſand Sams and Bra- 
waar, all Harquebuſiers, Halberdiers, and Pikemen, with above three hundred armed Elephants; 
all which were commanded: by a Bramas, Uncle to th: King, named Monpocaſſer, Bainba 
of the City of Melietay; Ten or eleven paces after this Guard of Elephants marched divcrs 
Princes, and great Lords, whom the King had ſent to receive the C haubainhaa, all mounted 
on Elephants, richly harneſſed, with Chairs upon their backs, placed over with gold, and 
Collars of precious ſtones about their necks ; Then followed at ſome eight or nine paces di- 
ſtance the Rolim of Monnay, Soveraign T alapoy of all the Prieſts of the Kingdom, and held 
in the reputation of a Saint, who went alone with the C baubainhaa, 2s x Mediatour between 
the King and him ; immediately after them came in a cloſe Chair, carried upon mens ſhoulders, 
Nhay Canatoo, the daughter of the King of Pegs, from whom this Bramaa had taken his 
Kingdom, and wife to the Chanbainbaa, having with her four ſmall children, namely, two 
boyes, and two girls, whereof the eldeſt was not ſeven years old; round about her and them 
went ſome thirty or forty young women of noble extraction, and wonderful fair, with caſt 
down looks, and tears in their eyes, leaning upon other women : After them marched in or- 
der certain Talagrepos, which are amongſt them as the Capuchins with us, who bare-foot 
and bire- headed went along praying, holding beads in their hands, and ever and anon comfort- 
ing thoſe Ladies the beſt they could, and cafting water in their faces for to bring them to them- 
ſelves again, when as they fainted, which oy very often; A ſpeRacle fo lamentable, 
u it was not poſſible to behold it without ſhedding of tears: This deſolate Company was 
attended by mother Guard of Foot, and five hundred Bramaas on Horſe-back. The Chan- 
bainbas was mounted on a little Elephant, in ſigne of poverty and contempt of the world, 
conformable to the Religion which he intended to enter into, being ſimply apparelled in a 
long Caſſock of black velvet, as a mark of his mourning, having his beard, head, and eye- 
brows ſhaven, with an old cord about his neck, ſo to render himſelf to the King; In this 
Equipage he appeared ſo ſad and afflicted, that one could not forbear weepiog to b-hold him; 
As for his age, he was about ſome threeſcore and two yeers old, tall of Stature, with a grave 
and ſevere look, and the countenance of a generous Prince. As ſoon as he was arrived at 2 
place, which was near to the gate of the City, where a great throng of women, children, 
and old men waited for him, when they ſaw him in ſo deplorable an eſtate, they all made ſe- 
yen times one after. another ſo loud and dreadful a cry, 28 if Heaven and earth would have 


come together. Now theſe lamentations and complaints were preſently ſeconded with ſuch 


terrible blov/s, that they gave themſelves without pity on their faces with ſtones, as they were 
moſt of them all of a gore blood; In the mean time things ſo horrible to behold, and mourn- 
ful to hear, ſo much affl cted all the Aſſiſtants, that the very Bramaas of the Guard, though 
men of war, and conſequently but little inclined to compaſſion, being alſo enemies to t 
Chaubainhaa, cauld not torbear weeping. It was likewiſe in this place, where N hay Caua- 
too, and all the other Ladies that attended on her, fainted twice, by reaſon whereof they were 
fain to let the Chaubainbaa alight from his Elephant for to go and comfort her; whereupon 
ſeeing her lyiog upon the ground in a ſwoon with her four children in her arms, he kneeled down 
on both his knees, and looking up to Heaven with his eyes full of tears. O mighty Power of 
God, cryed he, Who is able to comprehend the righteous judgements of thy divine Jaſtice, in 
that thou, having no regard to the innocency of theſe little creatures, giveſt way to thy wrath, 
Which paſſeth far beyond the reach of our Weak capacities! but remember; O Lord, who 
thow art, and not what I am: This ſaid, he fell with his face on the ground, near to the Queen 
bis wife, which cauſed all the Aſſembly, who were without number, to make another ſuch 
bud and borrible cry, as my words are not able to expreſs it; The Claubainbaa then took 
water in his mouth, and ſpurted it on his wife, by which means he brought her to her (elf a- 
gain, and ſo taking her up in his arms, he fell a comforting her with ſpeeches ſo full of zeal 
and devotion, as any one that heard him would * taken him rather for a Chriſtian, on A 
8 en- 
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Gentile, After he had employed about half an hours time therein, and that they had remounted 
him on his Elephant, they proceeded on their way in the ſame orderas they held before, and 
233 ioon wthe Chanbainbaea was out of the City gate, and came to the ſtreers which was form- 
ed of the ſeveral Companies of the ſtrangert, ranked in two Files, he by chance caſt hu eye 
on that fide, where the ſeven hundred Portugals were, all of them in their beſt clothes, with 
ther buffe-coats, great Feathers in their Caps, and their Hnquebuſes on their ſhoulders, ag 
ao 7oane Cayeyro n the middeſt of them, in a Carvation Satin Suit, and a guilt Par. iſan 
in his hand; whetewith he made room; the aMi&cd Prince no ſooner knew him, but be pre- 
ſently telldown on the Elephant, and there ſtanding ſtill without paſſing on, he ſaid with tears 
in his eyes, to thoſe that were about him; A4 brethren, and good friends, I proteſt unto Jon, 
that it is a leſs grief unto me to make this ſacrifice of my ſelf, which the divine Juftice of 
God permits me to make him this day, then to look:wpon men ſo wicked and ingrateful as theſe 
fame hire are; either kill me then, or ſend theſe away, for otherwiſe I will not ſtir a foot fur- 
ther, Havin: ſeid fo he turned awry his face three times chat he might not behold us, thereby 
hewirg the great fpleen that he bore us; and indeed all things well c nſidered there was a great 
deal of reaſon that he ſhould carry bim(elf in that fort: rowards us in regard of that which 1 
have related before : In the mean time the Captam of th: Guard ſeeing the ftay which the 
Chanbaintaa had made, avd underſtanding the cauſe why he would not go on, though he 
could not imagine whierefore he complained ſo of the Porragals, yet he haftily corned his E- 
t towards Cayeyre, and giving him a ſcurvy looks Get you gone, (aid he, and that in- 
ftently, for ſuch wicked men as you are do not deſerve to ſtand on any ground that bears fruit, 
and I pray God to par dow him "#hich hath put it in the Kings head that — can be any ways 
profitable unto him; It were fitter for you therefore to ſhave away your beards that you may 
not drceive the World as you do, and we will have wom / u in pour places that ſhall ſerve us 
for our money. Whereupon the Bram of ehe Gumrd, being incenfed agair ft us, drove ug 
away from thence with a great deat of ſhame and contumely. And truly, not tolye, never was 
Io ſenſible of any thing as this in reſpeR of the honour of my Country- men. After this, the 
Cbaubainhas went on till he came to the Tent' of the King, who attended him with 3 
Royal Pop : for he was accompanied with x great number of Lords, amongſt the which there 
were fifteen Bainhaas, who are as Dultes with us, and of fix or ſeven others, that were at 
grenter d:prery then they : As foon as the Chaubainbaa came near him, he threw himſelt at 
his fett, and fo proſtrated on the ground he lay there a good while, as it were in a ſwoon, 
wich ut ipeakiog a word, but the Rolim of Mounay, that was cloſe by him, ſupplyt d that de- 
fe, and l a religious man, as he was, ſpake for him o the King, ſaying; Sir, Here is 4 
Sp. Rach able ro move thy heart to pity, though the crime be ſuch at it u Remmbcr then 
that the thing mt pleaſing ro God in this World, and wherennto the effects of bu mercy is ſoon. 
E communicaied, is ſuch an attion, and voluntary ſubmiſſion, as this ts, Which here thou 
cholarf It te for thee now to mitate hig clemeney, and ſo to do thou art mo ft humbly in» 
treated by the hearts of all them that are molliſied by ſo great a misfortune as this is ; Now 
F thou granteſt them thus their requeſt, Which with ſo much inſtance they beg of thee, be 
aſſured that God will take it in good part, and that at the hour of thy death he will ftretch 
forth h1s mighty band over ther, to the end thow mayſt be exempted from all manner of faults. 
Here unto be added many other ſpeeches, whereby he perſwaded the King to pardon him; at 
lraft- wiſe be promiſed ſo to do, wherewith the Rolim, and all the Lords there preſent, ſhew- 
ed themſelves very well contented, and commended bim exceedingly for it, imagining that the 
eſfret ſhould be anſwerable to that which he had ingaged himſelf for before all. Now becauſe 
it began to be night, he commanded the moſt of them that were about him to retire, as for 
the Chanbainbas, be committed him into the hands of a Bramaa Commander, named Amin 
Common, und the Queen his wife, with his children, and the other Ladies were put into 
the cuſtody of X: win Anſedaa, 23 well becauſe he had his wife there, as for that he was an 
honourable old man, in whom th: King of Bramaa much confided. 

5.2. The tear which the King of Bramaa was in leſt the men of war ſhould enter into the City 
of Mavtabaro, and ſhould pillage it now that it wer niht before he had done all that, which 
Fam hereatter to relate, was the cauſe that he ſent to all the gates of the City, being four 
and twenty, Bramas Captains for to guard them, with expreſs Commandment, that upon 
paictof death no man (hold be ſuffered to enter in at any ot them, he fore he had taken order 
for the performance of the promiſe, which he had made to the firangery to give _ — 
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ſpoil of it; howbeit he took not that care, and uſed ſuch diligenee for the conſideration he 
pike of, but onely that he might preſerve the Chaubainbhaas treaſure, to which effect he 
ſpent two whole days in conveighing it away, it being ſo great that a thouſand men were 
for that ſpace altogether imployed therein; At the end of theſe two days the King went 
very curly in the morning to an hill, called Beidas, diſtant from his quarters ſome two or 
three flight (hoot, and then cauſed the Captains that were at the Guard of the gates to leave 
them, and retire away; whereupon the miſerable City of Martabono was delivered to the 
mzrcy of the Souldiers, who at the ſhooting off of a Cannon, which was the ſignal thereof, 


entred preſently into it pell-mell, and ſo thronging together, that at the entring into the 


gites, it is {uid above three hundted were Rifled, for as there was there an infinite company of 
men of War of different Nations, the meſt of them without King, without Law, and without 
the fest ani knowledge of God, they went all to the Spoile with cloſed eyes, and therein 
ſhewed themſelves ſo cruzl minded, that the thing they made leaft reckoning of was to kill 
m hundred men for a crown; And truly the diſorder was ſuch in the City, as the King him- 
ſelf was fain to go thither (ix or ſeven tim: in Perſon for to appeaſe it. The Sack of this Ci- 
ty endured three days and an half, wich ſo much avyarice and cruelty of theſe batbarous ene- 
mies. as it was wholly pillaged, without any thing left that might give an eye-cauſe to covet 
it, That done, the King with a new ceremony of Proclamations cauſed the Chaubainbeas 
Pallaces, rogether with thirty or forty very fair rich Hoaſes of his principal Lords, and all 
the Pagods and Temples of the City to be demoliſh:d, ſo that according to the opinion of 
many, it was thought that the loſs of thoſe magnificent Edifices amounted to above ten 
millions of gold: where with not yet contented he commanded all the buildings of the Ci- 
ty that were ſtill a foot, to be ſet on fire, which by the violence of the wind kindled in ſuch 
manner, 2s in that onely night there remained nothing unburnt, yea the very Walls, 
Towers, and Bulwarks were conſumed even to the foundations; The number of them 
that were killed in this Sack was threeſcore thouſand perſons, nor was that of the priſoners 
much leſs. There were an hundred and forty jthouſand houſes, and ſeventeen hundred Tem- 
ples burnt, wherein alſo were conſumed threeſcore thouſand Statues, or Idols of divers mettals, 
during this Siege they of the City had eaten three thouſand Elephants. There was found 
in this City fix chouſand pieces of Artillery, what of braſs and iron, an hundred thouſand 
Quincals of Pepper, and as much of Sanders, Benjamin, Lacre, Lignum Aloes, Camphire, 
Silk, and many other kinds of rich Merchandiſe, but above all an infinite number of com- 
modities, which were come thither from the Indiaes in above an hundred veſſels of ¶ ambaya, 
Achem, Melinda, Ceilam, and of all the Streight of Aecqua, of the Eequios, and of Chi- 
»4 As for the gold, ſilver, precious ſtones, and jewels, that wers found there, one knows 
not truly what they were, for thoſe things are ordinarily concealed ; wherefore it (hall ſuf- 
fice me to (ay, that ſo much as the King of Bramaa had for certain of the Chanbainbaxs 
Treaſure, amounted to an hundred Millions of gold, whereof, as I have ſaid before, our 
King loſt the Moitie, as well for our ſins, as through the malice and envy of wicked _— 
firions. The next day after the City was pillaged, demoliſhed, and burnt, there was 
in the morning upon the hill where the King was, one and twenty pair of Gallows, twenty 
of the which were of an equal height, and the other a little lower erected on pillars of tone, 
md guarded by an hundred Bramas Hotſmen; There were alſo round about the place very 
large Trenches, where a great many Banners ſpotted with drops of bloods were planted. 
As this Novelty promiſed ſom:what which no min had heard of before, fix of us Pertugali 
nn thither to learn what the matter might be, and as we were going along we heard a great 
noiſe made by the men of War from the Camp, whereupon we ſaw come out of the Kings 
Quarter a number of Horſmen, who with Linces in their hands prepared a great Street, and 
cried out aloud; Let no man upon pain of death appear in Armes, nor utter that with his 
month which be thinks in his heart, A pretty way off from theſe Horſe was the Temimbrum, 
with an hundred armed Elephants, and a good miny Foot; after them wenn fifteen hundred 
Bramaas on Horsback, caft into four Orders of Files, each of them fix in a rank, whereof the 
Talanagybras, Vicetoy of Tangu, was Commander: Then marched the Chauſeros Siam- 
won with three thouſand Siammes, armed with Harquebuſes and Lances, all in one Batta- 
lion: la the midſt of theſe was an hundred and twenty women tyed and bound four and 
four together, and accompanied with Talagrepos, men of great Auſterity, and ara ſuch as the 
Capacbin: amongſt us, wholaboured all they might to comfort them in this laſt act of life: 
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-- * Behind them were twelve Uſhers with Maces, that went before Nhay Canatoo, Daughter 
to the King of Pegs, from whom this Bramaa Tyrant had uſurped his Kingdom, and wife 
to the Chanbainhaa, with four children of hers, which were carried by ſo many Horſmen; 
all theſe ſufferers were the wives or daughters of the principal Commanders that the Chay. 
bainhaa bad with him in the City, upon whom in the way of a ſtrange revenge this Bramaa 
Tyrant deſired to wreak his ſpight, and the hatred that he had alwayes born unto women. 
The moſt of theſe poor wretches were between ſeventeen and five and twenty years of age, 
all of them very white and fair, with bright auborn hair, but ſo weak in body, that often. 
times they fell down in a ſwoon, out of which certain women upon whom they leaned, en- 
deavouted ſill to bring them again, preſenting them Comfits, and other ſuch things fit for that 
purpoſe, bat they would take none ot them, for that they were, as I have ſaid, ſo feeble 
and benummed, as they could ſcarce bear what the 7 alegrepos ſpake unto them, only they 
now and then lifted up their hands to Heaven. After this Princeſs marched threeſcore Grepos, 
in two Files, praying with their looks fixed on the ground, and their eyes watered with tears 
ſaying ever and anon in a doleful tone; Thou which holdeft thy Being of none but thy ſelf, 
ſo juſtific our Works, that they may be agreeable to thy Juſtice, Whereunto others an. 
ſwered weeping ; Grant, Lord, that it may be ſo, that through our fanlt We loſe not the 
rich gifts of thy promiſes, After theſe Grepos followed a proceffion of three or four hun- 
dred little children, quite naked from the Girdle-ſted downwards, having in their hands 
great white wax lights, and cords about their necks ; Theſe, like the others, with a (ad and 
lamentable voice, which moved every one to compaſſion, uttered theſe words: we moſt 
humbly beſeech thee, G Lord, to give car unte our cries and groans, and ſhew mercy to 
theſe thy Captives, that With a full rejeycing they may have a part of the graces and bene. 
fits of thy rich treaſures ; and much more they ſaid to that purpoſe in favour of thele poor 
ſufferers: Behind this Proceffion was another Guard of Footmen, all Bramaas, and 
armed with Lances, Arrows, and ſome Harquebuſes. As for the Rear-ward, it conſiſted of 
an hundred Elephants, like to them that marched firſt of all, ſo that the number of the men 
of War that affifted at this Execution, as well for the Guard, as for che Pomp thereof, 
was ten thouſand Foot, and two theuſand Horſe, beſides the two hundred Elephants, and 
a world of other people, both Strangers and Natives, that came thither to behold the end of ſo 
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In What ſort the ſentence of Death Was executed on the perſon of the Chaubainhan, _ 
King of Martaban, Nhay Ganatoo hi wife, and an hundred and forty 7 
women; With that Which the King of Blamas did after 
by return to Pegu. 


Heſe poor ſufferers having been led in the order before mentioned clean through the $.1: 

Camp, they came at laſt to the place of Exccution, where the (ix Uſhers with a loud 
voyce made this Proclamation : Let al manner of people ſee and obſerve the bloody juſtice, 
Which & here to be done by the living God, Lord of all truth, and our King the Soveraign of 
eur Heads,who of his abſolute power doth command that theſe hundred and forty Women be put 
to death, and thrown into the ayr, for that by their counſel and incitement their Fathers and 
Huſbands ſtood out againſt us in this (ity, and at times kjlied twelve thouſand Bramass of the 
Kingdom of Tangu. Then at the ringing of a Bell all the Officers and Miniſters of Jultice 
pel · mell together with the guards, made ſuch a cry, as was molt dreadful to hear; wherupon 
the cruel Hangmen being ready to put the ſentence of Death in execution, thoſe poor 
wretches embraced one another, and ſheddiag abundance of tears they addreſſed them- 
ſelves to Nbay Canatoo, who lay at that time almolt dead in the lap of an old Lady, and 
with their laft complements one ef them ſpake for all the reſt unto her in this manner; Ex- 
cellent Lady, that art as a crown of Roſes upon our Heads, now that We thy humble ſervants 
are entering into thoſe mournful Manſions where Death doth reſide, comfort us we beſeech 
thee with thy dear ſight, that ſo we may with leſs grief quit theſe bodies full of anguiſs fir to 
preſent our ſelves before that Almighty juſt 7udg, of whom we will for ever implore bis juſtice 
for a perpetual vengeance of the wrong that is done uu. Then Nhay Canatoo beholding them 
with a countenance more dead then alive, anſwered them with a feeble voyce, that could 


ſcarce be heard, Go not away fo ſoon, my Siſters, but help me to ſuſtain theſe little children. 


That faid, ſhe leaned down again on the boſom of that Lady, without ſpeaking a word 
more, whereupon the Miniſters of the Arm of Vengeance, ſo they term the Hangmen, 
layd hold on thoſe poor women, and hanged them up all by the feet, with their heads down- 
wards, upon twenty Gibbets, namely ſeven on exch one: now fo painful a death as this 
was, made them give ſtrange and fearful groanes and ſobs, until at length the blood ſtifl:d 
them all in leſs then an hour. In the mean time Nhay Canatoo was conducted by the four 
women, upon whom ſhe leaned, directly to the Gallows whereon ſhe and her four chil- 
dren were to be hanged, and there the Rolim of Mounay, who was held amongſt them 
for a holy man, uſed ſome ſpeeches unto her for to encourage her the better to ſuffer death, 
whereupon ſhe deſired them to give her a little water, which being brought unto her, ſhe 
filled he mouth with it, and fo ſpuited it apon her four children, whom ſhe held in her 
ums; then having kiſſed them many times, ſh: (aid unto them weeping, O my Children, 
wy Children, whom I have conceived anew Within the interior of my Soul, how happy Would 
I think my ſelf if I might redeem your lives With the loſs of mine own a thou/and times over 
if it Were poſſible ! for in regard of the fear and anguiſh wherein I ſee you at this xxęſent, 
and wherein every one ſees me alſo, I ſhould receive Death With as good an hears from the 
band of this cruel Enemy, 4s I Willingly deſire to [ce my ſelf in the preſence of the Soveraign 
Lord of all things, within the repoſe of hu celeſtial Habitation, Then turning her to the 
Hangman, who was going to bind her two little boys, Good Friend, ſaid (he, be nor I 
pray thee (6 voyd of pity, as to make me ſee my children dye, for in ſo doing thou Wouldjt com- 
wit 4 great ſin ; Wherefore put me firſt to death, and refuſe me not this boon which I crave of 
thee for Gods ſake. After the had thus ſpoken ſhe took her childrea agaia in her arms, and 
killing them over and over in giving them her lift farewell, ſhe yielded up the ghoſt in the 
Ladies lip upon whom ſhe leaned, not fo much as once ſtirring ever after, which the Hang» 
man perceiving, ran preſently unto her and hanged her 2s he had done the reſt, together 
with her four little children, two of each file of her, and ſhe in the middle, At this cruel 
ind pitiful ſpecticle there aroſe from amongſt all this people fo great and hideous a cry, 
that the Earth ſeemed to tremble under the fret of them that ſtood upvn it, and withall 


there followed ſuch a Mutiny chroughout the whole Camp, as the King was conſtrained -y 
fortiftz 
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fortifie himſelf in his quarter with fix thouſand Bramaa Horſe, and thirty thcuſand Foot, 
and yer for all that be thought not himſelf ſecure enough from it, had not the night come, 
which onely was able to calm the furious motions of theſe men of war; For of ſeven hun- 
dred thouſand which were in the Camp, ſix hundred thouſand were by Nation Pegs's, 
whoſe King was the Father of this Queen, that was thus put to death; but this Tyrant of 
Bramaa had fo diſarmed and ſubſected them, as they durſt nor ſo much as quich upon any 
occaſion, Behold in what an infamous manner Nhay Canatos finiſhed her days, a Princeſs 
every way accompliſhed, wife to the Chaubainhaa King of Martabano, aud the daughter of 
the King of Pegs, Emperor of nine Kingdoms, whole yearly Revenue amounted uato three 
millions of Gold. As for the infortunate King her Husband, he was the ſame night caſt into 
the River with a great ſtone tyed about his neck, together with fifty or threeſcore of his 
chieteſt Lords, who were either the Fathers, Husbands or Brothers of thoſe hundred and 
forty Ladies, that were moſt unjuſtly put to ſuch an ignominious death, amongſt the which 
there were tlirce, whom this King of Bramas had demanded in marriage at ſuch time as he 
was but a ſimple Earl, but not one of their Fathers would condeſcend unto it, whereby one 
may ſee how great the revolutions of time and fortune are. 

S. 2. After the Tyrant of Bramaa had cauſed this rigorous Juſtice to be done, he ſtayed there 
aine whole days, during the which many of the Inhabitants of the City were alſo execu- 
ed; At laſt he departed for to go to Pegs, leaving behind him Bainhas Chaque, Lord 
Steward of his Houſe, to take order for all things that might conduce to the pacifying of 
that Kingdom, and to provide for the repairing of what the fite had conſumed, to which 
purpoſe he — a good Gtriſon there, and carryed with him the teſt of his Army ; 7oavo 
Cayeyro followed him alſo with ſeven hundred Portugali, not above three or four re- 
maining behind in the ruines of Martabano, and thoſe too not very confidctable, except 
it were one, named Gongalo Falcan, 1 Gentleman well born, and whom theſe Gentiles 
commonly called Criſaa Pacau, that is to ſay, Flower of Flowers, n very honorable Title 
amongſt them, which the King of Bramaa had givca him in recompence of his ſervices : 
Now for as much as at my departure from Malaca, Pedro de Faria had given me a Letter 
directed unto him, whereby he defired him to aſſiſt me with his favor, in caſe I had need 
of it in the affair for which he ſent me thither, as well for the ſervice of the King, as for 
his own particular; as ſoon as I arrived at Martabans, where I found him reſident, I de- 
livered him this Letter, and withall gave him an account of the occafion that brought me 
thither, which was toconfirm the ancient league of Peace that the Chaubainhaa had made 
by his Embaſſadors with them of Malaca, at ſuch time as Pedro de Faria was firſt Gover- 
nor of it, and whereof he could not chuſe but have ſome knowledg z adding moreover, 
how to that effect I had brought the Chanbainhas Letters full of great proteſtations of ami- 
ty, and a Preſent of certain very rich Pieces of Chiaa. Hereupon this Gongalo Falcas 
imagining that by means hereof he might inſinuate him ſelf much more into the good grace 
of the King of Bramaa, to whoſe fide he turned at the ſiege of Martabano, quitting that 
of the Chaubainhaa, whom formerly he ſerved, he went three days after the Kings depar- 
ture to his ſaid Covernor, and told him that I was come thither, as Embaſſador from the 
Captain of Malaca to treat with the Chanbainbaa, unto whom the Captain ſent an offer 
of great Forces againlt the King of Brawas, in ſo much that they of the Country were up- 
on the point of fortifying themſelves in Martab ano, and chafing away the Bramaas out of 
the Kingdom; whereunto he added ſo many other ſuch like matters, that the Governor ſent 

relently to apprehend me, and after he had put me into ſafe cuſtody, he went directly to the 
2 in which I came from Malac a, and ſeized upon all the goods that were in her, which 
were worth above an hundred thouſand duckets, committing the Necoda, Captain and 
Maſter of the Junck, to priſon, as alſo all the reſt that were in her, tothe number of an hun- 
dred threeſcore and four perſons, wherein comprized forty rich Merchants, Malayes, 
Menancabo's, Mahumetans, and — Natives of Malaca. All theſe were incontinent- 
ly condemned to a confiſcation of their goods, and to remain the Kings priſoners, as well 
as I, for being complices in the Treaſon, which the Captain of Malaca had plotted in ſe- 
cret with the Chanbainbaa xgainſt the King of Bramaa. Having thus cauſed them to be 
put into a deep Dungeon, he made them to be ſo cruelly ſcourged, that within a month after 
their impriſonment, of an hundred fixty four of them, which they were, there dycd nine- 
teen, either of a Lethargy, or of hunger, or thiaſt, As for the reſt, they were put into a 
* miſerable

miſerable Shallop without Sails or Oars, wherein they were expoſed down the River: 
Being delivered ia this ſort tothe mercy ot Fortune, they were calt by the wind into à de- 
ſart Iſla ad, called Pulbo ¶ anuida, ſeated twenty leagues w.thin the Sex of this Bar, where 
they turniſhed themielves with ſome Sex-filh, and ſuch fruits as they found in the wouds, 
and ia this neceſſity making a kind of ſail of the clothes they had, and with two Os, 
which it may be they met withall there, or made themſelves, they took th-ir courſe all 
along by the Coaſt of unpalan, and from thence to another place, wherein they employed 
the pace of two months, arriving at length at the River of Parle: inthe Kingdom of 
Du-da, where they all dyed of certaia Impoſtumes, which roſe in their throats like unto 
Carbuncles, two onely excepted, who cime to Aalaca, and recounted to Pedro de Faria 
the whole ſucceſs of this ſad Voyage, and how that I was condemned to dye, as indeed I ex- 
Red every hour to be led to execution, when as it pleaſed God to deliver me miraculou(- 
» for ns ſoon as the Necoda and the Merchants were bunſhed in the manner that I 
have declared, I was committed ro another priſon farther off, where I remained fix and 
thirty days laden with chaias and irons in a moſt crucl and inſupportable manner Daring 
all chat time the Traytor Go#ge/s exhibired againlt me daply new and falſe allegs ions, 
wherein he charged me with a world of things, which I never ſo much as thought of, and 
that to no other intent but to procure my death, that ſo he might rob me, as he had done all 
the reſt chat were in the Junck : To which end, having queſtioned me three ſeveral times 
in Judgment, I never anſwered any thing to his Interrogatories that was to purpaſe, 
whereat he and other of my Enemies were much enraged, ſaying,that I did it out of pride, 
and in contempt of Jultice, ſothat for « puniſhment thereof they cauſed me to be openly 
whipped, and a great deal of licre, which is like unto hard wax, to be dropped ſcalding 
hot upon me, whereof the pain was ſuch, as it had almoſt killed me, and indeed all that 
were by, held me for a dead man. Now becauſe for the moſt part I knew not what I ſpake, 
but talked like a deſperate man, I happened three or four times to fey, that for to rob me 
of my goods I had all theſe falſe accufations put upon me, but that Captain 7oans Cayero, 
who was at Pegs, would ere it were long acquaint the King with this cruel uſage ob me, 
which is the caufe of ſaving my life; for even as this wicked Governor was going to 
have the ſ-ntence executed, which was given againſt me, ſome of his frieads counſelled 
him to forbear, ſaying, that if he put me to death, no doubt but that all the Portugali, which 
were at Pegs, would complain of him to the King, and tell him, that for to rob me ofan 
handred thouſand duckets, which I had there in Commodities, appertaining to the Captain 
of Malaca, he had moſt unjuſtly taken away my life : And that this being ſo, the King 
would demand an account of him of all thoſe Commodities, or of the Mony for them, 
and that it he render.d him even all that he had taken from me; yet would not that con- 
tent him, imagining (till there was ſomewhat more, whereby he would ſo put himſelf 
out of the good grace of the King, as he would never recover it again, which would be 
the cauſe of the utter overthrown both cf himſelf and his children, befides che diſhanar 
that would redound to him over and above. This dog the Governor Bain baa (haque, fears 
ing leſt that ſhould come to paſs which they bad ſaid, defilted from his former odſtinacy, 
ind correct ing the ſentence he had given, he ordained, That I (hould not dye, but that my 
goods (ſhould be confiſcated, and my ſelt arreſted for the Kings priſoner ; As indeed fo ſoon 
1s] was healed of the hurts, which the burning of the lacre, and the ſtripes of the whips 
had made upon me, I was conducted in chains to Pegs, and there as a priſoner was put in- 
to the hands of a Braman, Treaſurer to the King, named Dioſoray, who kad alſo in his 
cuſtody eight other Portagali, whoſe fins hid procured them the fame mis fortune, which 
mine ha i cauſed unto me; for it was now full ſix months ſince theſe poor wretches had 
been in hi» power, being taken in the ſhip of Don Anrique Deca of Cananor, which by 
a tempeſt was ciſt on that Coaſt. Now ſceing that hitherto I have diſcourſed of the ſueceſs 
of my Voyage to Martabano, and of the benefit that redounded to me by my going thither 
for the ſrvier of the King, which was no other then the loſs of my goods, and the impri- 
ſonment ot my perſon ; before I engage my ſelf further in theſe relations, I am reſolved to 
intreit of the divers Fortunes, which I ran in that Kingdom for the ſpꝛce of two years and 
an half chat I travelled therein, being the time of my Captivity, as alſo of the ſeveral 
Count es through which I was eirryed by my croſſes and miſhaps, 28 holding it altogether 


neceſſary tor the declaration of that which I zm going on withall. I ſay then, that _ 
this 
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this King of Bramaa was departed from the City of Martabano, as I have related before, 
be journeyed ſo long that at length he came to Pegs, where, before he diſmiſſed his Com- 
manders, he cauſed a Muſter to be made of his Army, and found that of ſeven hundred 
thouſand men, which he had carrycd along with him to the br ſieg ing of the Chaubainbaa, 
there wes four ſcore and fix thouſand of them wanting: Ard for as much as he had about 
that time ſome inckling how the King of Avaa, confederate d with the Savads and Chalcems, 
would give entry unto the Siawmor (whoſe Country borders on the Welt and North weſt 
fide on the Calaminban, Emperor of the indomptable Forces of the Elephants ot the 
Earth, 2s I will ſhew hereaftcr when I ſpeak of him) to the end he might win trom this 
Bramaathe chief. it ſtrengths of his Kingdom, he like a good Captain as he was, and very 
cunning in matter of War, before he paſſed on further, cauſed men to be Ivyed, wich 
whom, as alſo with all other neceſlary things he furniſhed thoſe principal Fortr: cs from 
whence his greateſt fear proceeded, Then having reiolved to go and beſiege the City of 
Prom, he retained the Army, which he had already a foot, and made new and great pie- 
arations throughout the Kingdom, uſing ſuch diligence therein, as in fix months time he 
d got together the number of nine hundred thouſand men, whom he imbe qued in 
twelve thouſand rowing Veſſels, whereof two thouſand were Seroor, Lanlers, Catures, 
and Feifts, Now all this great Fleet ſet forth from Pegs the ninth day of Aare b, 1545. 
and going up the River of Anſedaa, it went to Danaplon, where it was furviſhed w:th all 
ſuch proviſions #8 was neceſſary. From this place following on their way through a gr at 
River of freſh water, called Pican Malacon, which was above a lexgue broad, at length 
upon the thirteenth of April chey came within view of Prom. There, by ſome whom the 
took that night, they learned, that the King was dead, and how he had left for his ſuccei- 
ſor to the Kingdom a ſon of his of thirtecn years of age, whom the King his Father be- 
fore he dyed had marryed to his wives ſiſter, the Aunt of the ſaid young Prince, and Davgh- 
ter to the King of Avaa. This young King was no ſooner advertiſed of the King of Bramas 
his coming to beſi.ge him in his City of Prom, but be ſent preſently away to the King bis 
Father in-law for ſuccor,which he inftantly granted, ind to that end ſpecdily raiſed an Ar- 
my of 30000 Mont, T arterand Chalems, choyce men and trained up in the Wars, of whom 
he made a fonof his, and brother to the Queen, General. Io the mean time the Bramas, 
having intelligence thereof, uſed all poſſible diligence for to beſiege the City before io great 
a ſuccor might arrive. To which purpoſe, having landed bis Army in a plain, called Je. 
gævotau, lome two leagues below the City, he continued there five days in making ready 
ſuch ——— as were needful; Having given order for all things, he cauſed his Amy 
to march one morning before day directly to the City, with the ſound ef Drums, Fifes, 
and other ſuch inſtruments of War; where being arrived about noon without any oppoſiti- 
on, he began pteſently te ſettle his Camp, ſo that before it was night, the whole City was 
environed with Trenches, and very great Ditches, as alſo with ſix rows of Cannons, and 
other Pieces of Ordnance. ; "= 
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T hat which paſſed between the Queen of Prom, and the K ing of Braman; 


toget her with the firſt Aſſault that was given to the CI. 
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He King of Bramas had been now five days before the City of Prom, when as the 8.13 


1 Queen that governed the State in the place of her Husband, ſeeing her ſelf thus beſieged, 
to viſit this her enemy with x rich jewel of precious ſtones, which was preſented unto 
Aim by a T«/agrepo, or religious mag, of above an hundred years old, who was held am 
them for a Saint, together Wicki a Letter, wherein this was written; Great aud mighty Lord, 
wore favoured in the Houſe of fortune then. all the Kings of the earth, the force of an e. 
uream power, an increaſing of the. Salt-ſeas, whereintò all leſſer rivers do render themſeluos 
Shield full of very fair devices, Proceſſor. of the greateſt States, upon the Throne whereof 
thy feet do repoſe with a marvellous Majeſty : I Nhay Nivolau, 4 poor woman, Governg(s, 
"and Tutreſi of my Son, an Orphan, do proſtrate my ſelf before thee with tears in mine eyes, 
and with the 'reſpet which ought to be rendred unto thee; I beſeech thee net to draw thy 
Sword againſt my Weakneſs, for thou knoweſt that I am but a ſilly woman, Which can but 
only cry unte Goa for the Wrong that is done me, Whoſe property alſo it is to ſuccour With mer- 
ity, and to chaſtice with juſtice the States of the world be they never ſo great, trampling 
ibem under his feet with ſo redoubted a power, that the very Inhabitants of the profound 
houſe of ſmoak. do fear and tremble before this Almighty Lord: I pray and conjure thee not 
10 take from me that which is mine, ſecing it is ſo ſmall a thing, as thou ſhalt not be the great- 
t for it when tho haſt it, nor yet the leſs if thou haſt it not; Whereas contrarily, if thou, 
my Lord, wilt ſhew thy ſelf pitiful to me, that all of clemency will bring thee ſuch reputati- 
an, as the very Infants themſelves will ceaſe from ſucking the White breaſts of their Mo- 
thers for to praiſe thee with the pure lips of their innocency, and likewiſe all they of my Coun- 
try, and Strangers will ever remember ſuch thy charity towards me, and I my ſelf will cauſe 
it to be graven on the Tombs of the dead, that both they and the living may give thee thanks 
for a thing, which 1 do beg of thee with ſo much inſtance from the bottom of my heart. This 
holy man, Avenlachim, os whom thou ſhalt receive this Letter, Written with mine own 
hand, bath Power and Authority to treat With thee in the Name of my Fatherleſi Son, concern- 
ing all thas ſpall be judged reaſonable touching the tribute and homage which thou ſhalt think, 
fit to have renared unto thee, upon condition that thou wilt be pleaſed to let us enjoy our hou- 
ſer, ſo that under a true aſſurance thereof We may bring np our children, and gather the fruit 
of our Iabours for the nowriſhment of the poor Inhabitants of this paltry Tonn, Who will all 
| ſerve thee, and I to With a moſt humble reſpelt in all things, Wherein thow ſhalt think good to 
imploy us at thy pleaſure, 

The Bramaa received this Letter and Ambaſſage wich a great deal of authority, md enter- 
tained the Religious man, that delivered itzto him, with much honour, as well in reguard of his 
age, as for that he was held as a Saint amongſt th:m; with all he granted him certain things 
which were at firſt demanded, as a Ceſſation of Arms till ſuch time as Articles (hould be a- 
greed on, as alſo a permiſsion for the Beſieged to converſe with the Beſiegers, and other ſuch 
things of liecle conſequence ; In the mean time judging with himſelf chat all thoſe offers, 
which this poor Queen made him, and the humble ſubmiſsions of her Letter proceeded from 
weakneſs and fear, he would never anſwer the Ambaſſadour clearly, or to purpoſe : Contra- 
rily he cauſed all the places there abouts that were weakjand unarmed, to be ſectetly ranſaked, 
and the poor Inhabicants thereof to be unmercifully butchered by their barbarous enemies, 
Whoſe cruelty was ſo great, that in five dayes, according to report, they killed fourteen thou- 
ſand perſons, the moſt, part whereof, were women, children, and old men, that were not 
able to bear Arms. Hereupon the Ro/im, who brought this Letter, relying no lorger on the 
falſe promiſes of this Tyrant, and diſcontented with the little reſpect he uſed towards him, de- 
manded leave of him to return to the City, which the B. aaa gave him, together with this 
anſwer ; That if the Queen would deliver up her ſelf, her Treaſure, he: Kirgdom, and her 
Vaſſals to him, he would recompence her another way for the loſs ot her State; but withall 
that (he was to return him 2 peremprory anſwer to this propoſition of his the very ſame 8 
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ich was the time I could give her, that ſo he might upon the knowledge of her refoly: 
— — he wo do. The Rolim went herewich back to the City, where hg 
gave the Queen an account of all things, ſaying, That this Tyrant was a man without faith, 
and replete with dammble intentions, for proof whereof he repreſented unto her the Siege of 
Martabavo, the uſage of the (heubainhaa after he rendred himſelf unto him upon his word, 
and how he had put him, his wife, his children, and the chiefeſt Nobility of his Kingdom to 
z moſt ſhamefull death. Theſe things conſidered it was inſtantly concluded, 3s well by the 
Queen, as by all thoſe of her Councel, that ſbe ſhould defend the City, till ſuch time as ſuccour 
came from her Father, which would be within fifecen da, s at the furtheft: This reſolution taken, 
che being of a great courage without further delay took order for all things, hat were thought 
neceſlary for the defence of the City, animating to that end her people wich Be prudence, 
and a mar-like Spirit, though ſhe was but a women; Moreover, as ſhe liberally imparted to 
them of her Treaſure, ſo (he promiſed every one throughly toacknowledg their frrvices with 
al manner of recompences and bonoars, whereby they were mightily encouraged to fight: 
In the mean ſpace the King of Bramaa, ſeeing that the Ro/ins returned him no an wer within 
the time prefixt, began the next day to fortifie all the Quarters of his Camp with double rows 
of Cannon, for to batter the City on every fide ; and for aſſaulting of the walls he cauſed a 
great number of Ladders to be made, — with throughout his whole Army, that all 
Souldiers upon pain of death ſhould be ready within three days to go to the Aſſault ; The time 
then being come, which was the third of ay, 1545. About an hour before day the Kin 
went out of his Quarter, where he was at anchor upon the tiver with two thouſand ell 
of choice men, and giving the Signal co the Commanders which were on Land, to prepare 
themſelves, they altogethet in one Body aſſailed che walls, wich fo great a cry, as if Heaven 
and earth would have come together, ſo that both ſides falling to encounter py mell with one 
another, ther was ſuch a conflit betwixt them, as within a little while the air was ſeen all 
on fire, and the earth all bloody, whereunto being added the of weapons, ard noiſe 
of guns, it was a ſpectacle ſo dreadful, chat we few Portugals, who beheld theſe things, re- 
manned aRoniſhed, and almoſt beſides our ſelves : This fight indured full five hours, at the end 
whereot the Tyrant of Bramaa ſeeing thoſe within themſelves ſo valian/ly , and the 
moſt pare of his Forces co grow faint, he went to land with ten or eleven thonſand of vis beſt 
men, and with all diligence re-inforcing the Companies, that were fighting, the Bick-ring re- 
ne wing in ſuch ſort, as one would have ſaid it did but then begin, fo great was the fury ot it. 
The ſecond trial continued till night, yet would not the King fit from the fight, whar coun. 
ſel ſoever was given him to retire, but contrarily he (wore got to give over the Enterpriſe 
begun, and that he would lie that night within the incloſare of che City walls, or cut off the 
heads of all choſe Commanders that were not wounded at their coming off; In the mean time 
this obſtinacy was very pejudicial to him, for cootimung the Aſſault till the Moon was gone 
down, which was two hours paſt midnight, he was then forced to ſound a Retreat, after he 
had loſt in this Aſſault, as was the next day found upon a Muſter, fourſcore thouſand of his 
men, beſides thoſe which were hurt, which were thirty thouſand at the leaſt, whereof many 
died for want of dreffing, whence ifſued ſuch a plague in the Camp, as well through the cot · 
ruption of the air, as the water of the river, that was all tainted with blood and dead bodies, 
that thereby about fourſcore thouſand more periſhed, amongſt whom were five hundred Por- 
| #ngals, having no other buriall then the bellies of Vultures, Crows, and ſuch like birds of 
prey, which devoured them all the Coaſt where they lay. 
The King of Bramaa, having ered that this firſt Aſſault having coſt him ſo dear, would 
"no more hazai d his men in that manner, but he cauſed a great Terrace to be made with Bavins, 
and above ten thouſand Date-trees, which he commanded to be cut down, and on that he 
raiſed up a platform ſo high, us it over-topped the walls of the City two fathom, and more, 
where he placed fourſeore pieces of Ordnance,and wich them continually battering the City fos 
the ſpace of nine dayes together, it was for the moſt part demoliſhed with the death of fourteen 
thouſand perſons, which quite abated the poor Queens courage, eſpecially when (he came to un- 
derftand that ſhe had but fix thouſand fighting men left, all the reſt, wbich conſiſted of women, 
chidren, & old men, being unfir & unable to bear Arms. The miſerable beſieged ſceing themſelves 
reduced to ſuch extreamity, aſſ:mbled together in Councel, and there by the advice of the chicf- 
eſt of them, it was concluded, That all in general ſhould anoint themſelves with the Oile of 
the Lamps of the Chappel of Quiay Nivandel, God of Batcail of the field Vitan, and fo 
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offering themſelves up in ſacrifice to him. ſet upon the platform, with a determination 
either to dye, or to vanquiſh, in vowing themſelves all for the defence of their young King, 
to whom they had ſo lately done homage, and ſworn to be true and faithful Subjects. 
This reſolution taken, which the Queen and all her Nobility approved of for the beſt and 
moſt aſſared, in a time wherein all things were wanting to them for the loager defending 
themſelves, they promiſed to accompliſh it in the manner aforeſaid. by a ſalemn O:th, 
which they all took; Now there being no further queſtion but to ſee how they (ſhould carry 
themſclves in this affair, they firſt of all made an Uncle of the Queens the Captains of this 
reſolute Band, who aſſembling theſe ſix thouſand together, the ſame night, about che firlt 
ter of the wacch, made a ſally out of the two gates that were netteſt to the Terrace 

and platform, and ſo taking courage from their deſpair, and reſolution to dye, they fought 
fo valiantly, that in leſs then half an hour che whole Camp was put in diſorder, the Ter- 
race gained, the fourſcore pieces of Cannon taken, the King himſclt hurt, the Pallifado 
burnt, the Treaches broken, and the Xe»imbram, General of the Army, ſlain, with above 
fifreen thouſand men more, amongſt the which were five hundred Turks; there were 
moreover forty Elepkants taken, beſides thoſe that were killed, and eight hundred Bramaa: 
made priſoners, ſo that theſe fix thouſand re ſolute men did that, which an hundred hou- 
land, though valiant enough, could hardly have effected. After this t hey retreated an hour 
before day, and upon a review they found, that of fix thouſand which they were, there 
wis but ſeven hundred (lzin. This bad ſacceſs fo grieved and incenſed the King of Bre- 
mas, as attributing the cauſe thereof to the negligence of ſome of his Captains in the Il 
guarding of the Terrace, that the day following he cauſed two thouſand Pe gas to be b'= 
headed, which had ſtood ſentinel that night. This adventure rendred things quiet for che 
= of twelve days, during which the beſieged ſtirred aot ; in the mean time one of tha 
our principal Captain of the City, named X:mins Meleyray, fearing that which all others 
in general miſdoubted, namely, that they could not eſcape from falling into the hands of 
fo cruel an Enemy, treated ſecretly with the Tyrant, and upon concition that he wouid 
cout inue him in his charge, not meddle with any of the houſes of his friends, and mae him 
' Xemin of Anſedaa in the Kingdom of Pegs, with all the Revenue which the Bain baa of 
Halacos had there, being thirty thouſand Duckats à year, he would deliver him up the 
City by giving him entrance into it through the gate which he commanded : The King of 
Bramaa accepted hereef, and for a gage of performance on his part, he ſent him a rich 
Ring from off his finger. This Trea ſon ſo concluded, was eff: Red on the three and twen- 
ticth of Auguſt, inthe year 1545. wherein this Tyrant of Bramascarryed himſelt with 
all the barbarouſaeſs and cruelty that he uled to praftiic in the like caſes. And for as much 
ns I conceive that I ſhould never have done, if I ſheuld recount kiere it large how this af- 
fair paſt, I will ſay ao mote, bur that the gate was opened, the City delivered up, the 
Inhabitants all cut in pieces, without fo much as {paring one; the King and Queen made 
priſoners, their Treaſurers taken, the Buildings and Temples demoliſhed, and many other 
inhumanit ies exerciſed with ſuch outragiouſneſs, the belief whercof is beyond the imagi- 
nation and thought of man, and truly I never repreſcot unto my felf in what manner it 
was done, as having ſeen it with mine own-eyes, but that I remain as it were aſtoniſhed 
and beſides my ſelf at it. For as this Tyrant was touched to the quick with the affront he 
had lately received, ſo he executed all the cruelties he could imagine againſt thoſꝭ miſer= 
able Inhabicants, for to be revenged of the ill ſueceſs he had had in the ſiege, which could 
not proceed from any other but a baſe mind and vile extraction, for it ordinarily falls out, 
that barbarouſneſs finds place in ſuch kind of people, rather then in generous and valiant 
hearts ; Whereunto may be added, that he was a man without faith, and of an eff Mminate 
difpofition, though he was nevertheleſs an Enemy to women, albeit here were in that Kings, 
dom, and in all the others whereof he was Lord, thoſe that were very white and fair, 
After the bloody ruine of that wretched City, the Tyrant enired into it in great pomp, and 
and as it were in triumph, through a breach that was made of purpoſe ia the wall, ind by 
his expreſs commandment. When he was arrived at the young Kiogs pallace, he cauſed 
himſclf to be crowned: King of Prom, and duting the Ceremony of this Coronation, ha 
made that poor Prince, whom he had deprived of his Kingdom, to contioae knecling be- 
fore him, with his hands held up, as it he adored ſome God, and ever and anon they con- 
ſtrained him to ſtonp down and kits the Tyrants feet, who in the mean time made ſhew 7 
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| if ho were not pleaſed therewith. This done, he went into a Baleone, which looked on a 
great Market place, whit her he commanded all the dead children, that lay up and down the 
fireets, to be brought, and then caufing them to be hacked very ſmall, he gave them, mingled 
with Bran, Rice, and Herbs, to his Elephants to eat. Afterward, with a ſtrange kind of 
ceremony, at the ſound of Trumpets, Drums, and other ſuch like Inftruments, there way 
above an hundred Horſes led in, loaden with the quarters of men and women, w hich alfo 
he commanded to be cut ſmall, and then caſt into a great fire, kindled expreſly for it. Theſe 
things ſo done, the Queen was brought before him, that was wite to the poor little King, 
who, as I ſaid before, was but thirteen years of age, and (he thirty and ſix, a woman ve- 
ry white, and well-fzyvored, Aunt to her own Husband, Siſter to his Mother, and Daugh- 
ter to the King of Aves, which is the Country from whence the Rubies, Saphirs, and 
Emeralds do come to Pegs ; and it was the ſame Lady, whom this Brawas had ſent to 
demand in marriage of her Father, as it was then ſpoken, but that hg refuſed him, ſaying 
to his Embaſſador for an anſwer, That the thoughts of his Daughter ſoared a pitch higher 
then to be the wife of the Lim of Targus, which was the family whence this Tyrant 
was iſſued : But now that ſhe was fallen into his hands as his ſlave, whether he uſed her ſo, 
either out of a revenge of that affront, or out of ſcorn and contempt, ſo it was that he 
made her to be publiquely Rript ſtark naked, and to be torn and mangled with whipping, 
and then in that manner to be led up and down all the City, where amidſt the cries and 
hooting of the people, he expoſed her to other cruel torments, wherewith ſhe was tor- 
tured till ſhe gave up the ghoft ; When (he was dead, he made her to bg bound to the little 
Kiog her Husband, who was yet living, and having commanded a greit ſtone to be tyed 
about their necks, they were calt into the River, which was a kind of cruelty very dreati- 
ful to all that beheld it, To theſe barbarous parts he added many others ſo inhumane, as it 
is not likely that any other but he could imagine the like; And for a concluſion of his cru- 
elties, the next day he cauſed all che Gentlemen chat were taken alive, being ſome three 
hundred, to be impaled, and fo ſpitted like roſted Pigs, to be alſo threwn into the River, 
whereby may be ſeen how great and unkeard of the injuſtice of this Tyrant was, which he 
exerciſed on theſe miſerable retches. "2p 


CAP. LIV. 


The King of Bramas bv befieging of the Fortreſs of Meleytay, with b goin 
g of from thence to SS ; and that Which paſſed there, Sein 


22 days were paſt ſinee the doing of theſe things, during the which the Tyrant 
I employed himſelf ia fortify ing the City with a great deal of diligence and care, when 
28 his ſpics, whom he had ſent out, brought him word, that from the City of Avas Fleet 
of four hundred rewing Veſſels was come down the River of Qgeitor, wherein there 
were thirty thouſand Siam Soldiers, beſides the Mariners, of which the King of Avaas 
ſon, and brother to the poor Queen, was General; for this Prince having received ad ver- 
tiſement of the taking of the City of Prem, and of the death of his ſiſter and brother · in- 
law, went and ledged in the Fortreſs of Meleytay, which was ſome twelve lexgues up the 
River from Promi This news much troubled the Tyrant, howbeit he reſolved to go him- 
ſelf in perſon againſt his Enemies before that other ſuecors came to joyn with them, as in- 
deed the report went, that fourſcore thouſand, all Mon: by Nation, end led by the King of 
Avaa, were oa their way thither: With this reſolution the Tyrant of Bramaa ſet forth 
towards Aeleytay with an Army of three hundred thouſand men, namely two hundred 
thouſand by Land alongſt the Rivers (ide, whereof the Chanmigrem his Foſter- brother 
was Commander in chief, and the other hundred thouſand under his own conduct, being 
all choyce men, and imbarqued in two thouſand Seroos ; Being come within fight of Me- 
leytay, the Avaeas defiring to ſhew that the reſolution here with they were come thither, 
was of far more power with them, then any fear they could have, and that alio their Ene- 
mios might not receive any benefit by their Fleet which lay on the River, and do them an 
sffronc beſides by taking Gf it, they iet all the» Veſſels on fire, and burnt them every one; 
Theo, without any dread of that which the fleſh doth naturally moſt fear, they got all = 0 

, the 
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the field, and ranged themſelves into four Battalions, in three of which, whereof eich one 
made ten thouſand men, were the thirty thouſand Mons; and in the the other, that were 
ſomewhat bigger, were all the Mariners of the four hundred Veſſels they had burnt's Theſe 
ſame they placed in the Vaunt-guard, with an intention that they d weary the Ene- 
mies, with whom they made u crnel fight, which laſted about half an hour, wherein 
all theſe Mariners were cut in pieces; preſently after them the thirty thouſand An, cloſe 
compacted together in three Battalions, preſented themſelves, arid with wonderful-vio- 
lence ſet upon their Enemies, between whom and them followed fo extraordinary and 
cruel a battel, as not longer to inſiſt upon it, nor to recount in particular how things paſt, 
which alſo I cannot well do, it ſhall ſuffice me to ſay, that of the thirty thouſand Mons, 
eight hund red only eſcaped out of it, who being routed, made their retreat into the For- 
treſs of Meleytay; but that which was moſt memorable herein was that of the King of 
Bramaas two hundred thouſand men, an hundred and fifteen thouſand lay dead in field; 
and all the reſt for the moſt part were wounded. In the mean time the Tyrant, which 
came along on the River in the two thouſand Heros, arrived at the place of Butte), where 
beholding the ſtrange maſſacre which the Mons had made of his people, he became ſo eu- 
raged at it, that diſ-imbarquing his Forces, he inſtantly layd fiege unto the Fortreſs, with. 
x purpoſe, as he ſaid, to take all thoſe eight hundred that were in it alive. This ſiege con- 
tinued ſeven whole days together, during the which thoſe without guve five aſſaults to it, 
and the beſieged defended themſel ves always very valiantly, howbeit ſeeing that the luſt 
hour of their life was come, and that they could no longer hold that place for their King, 
as they had hoped they might, by reaſon of the freſh Forces which the King of Browas 
had landed, like couragious men as they were they reſolved to dye in the field, as their com- 

ions had done, and valiantly revenge their deaths with that of their Enemies, whereun- 
to they werethe more willingly carryed, becauſe they perceived well that if they continued 
ill in the place, they ſhould never make uſe of their valor; as they deſired to do, for that 
the Tyrants Ordnance would by little and little conſume them: This reſolution taken, they 
under the favor of a very dark and rainy night ſallyed forth, and firſt of all fell upon the 
two firft Courts of guard that were on the Lands fide, cutting all in pieces that they met 
wit hall, Then following their deſign they paſſed on lik: deſperate men, and whether they 
did it, either to ſhew that they regarded not death which threatened them, or for the defire 
they had to gain honor, ſo ic was that they behaved themſelves ſo couragiouſſy, and preſſ- 
ed the Tyrant ſo neer, as they forced him to leap into the River, and ſwim for his life, in 
ſo much that all the Camp was in diſorder, and broken through in I knew not how many 
places, with the death of above twelve thouſand men, amongſt whom were fifteen hun- 
dred Bramaas, two thouſand ſtrangers of divers Nations, and all the reſt Pegs's, This 
Gphc laft not above half an hour, in which time the eight hundred Mons were all (lain, thers 
being aot ſo much as one of them that would yield upon any compoſition w r. 
Hereupon the Tyrant of Bramaa ſeeing the fight ended, and all things quiet, went and re- 
aſſembled his Forces together, and ſo entered into the Fortreſs of Meleytay, where ho 
preſently commanded the mim head to be cut off, ſaying, that he was the ſole cauſe of 
that diſaſter, and that he who had been a Traytor to his King, could not be faithful unto 
him 2 behold the recompence which this Tyraat made him for delivering up the City of 
Prom unto him, howſoever it juſtly belonged unto him for a puniſhment of his perſidiouſ- 
neſs, that carryed him to betray his King and his own Country into the power of his 
Enemies : After this they fell to dreſſing of the hurt men, which were ia very great 
number. 

We palt all this night with much apprehenſion, always keeping good watch; and. the $.z; 
next morning as ſoon is it was day, the firſt thing that we did was to rid away the dead bo. 
dies, which were in ſo great number all over the Camp, that the ground was quite cover- 
ed with them; After this we cook x view of thoſe that were killed, as well on the one, as 
the other party, and we found that on the Bramaas ſide there were an hundred and four- 
{core thouſand, and on the Prince of Avaas forty and two thouſand, wherein were com- 
priz:d the thirty ouſand Mont. That done, after the Tyrant had fortified the City of 
Prom, 28 alſo the Fort of Meleytay, and made tus other Forts upon the bank of the 
River, in ſuch places as he judged to be moſt important for the ſafety ot that Kingdom, he 
went up the River of 2«ciror in « chouſand rowing Sereos, wherein were _ 
erenty

ſeventy thouſand mer. In this Voyage his intention was to go in his own perſon, for. to ob- 
ſerye the Kingdom of Avaa, and to ſee the City himſelf, the better to conſider the ſtrengeh 
ol it, and thereby judg what Forces he ſhould bring for to take it; So he proceeded "Rin 
on for the ſpace of eight and twenty days, and during that time paſſed by many goodly 
places, which within the Kingdom of Chaleu nnd Jacugalaow were upon the bank of the 
River: At length he arrived at the City of Avaa the thirteenth of October the ſame year, 
a thouſand five hand: ed forty and five; Being come to the Port, he remained (here thirteen 
days, and that while burned between two and three thouſand Veſſels that he found there; 
Moreover he let fire on many Villages thereabout, which coſt him not fo little but that 
he loſt in all theſe degaſts eight thouſand of his men, amongſt the which were threeſcore 
and two Portugals. Now whereas this City was very ſtrong, as well in regard, of the 
ſcituation of it, as of the Fort tifications which were newly made there, it had be ſides with - 
init twenty thouſand Mont, who it was ſaid were come thither ſome five days before from 
the Mountains of Ponda/en, where the King of Ava, by the permiſſion of the Siamon, 
Emperor of that Monarchy, was levying above far icore thoufand men for to go and regain 
the City of Prom for as ſoon as that King had received certain news of the death of his 
and ſon-in-law, perceiving that he was not ſtrong enough of himſelf to revenge 
the this Tyrant had done him, or to ſecure himſelf from thoſe which he feared to 
receive of him in time to come, namely the depriving him of his Kingdom, as he was 
threatened, he went in perſon with his wife and children and caſt himſelf at the Siamores 
feet, and acquainting him with the great affronts he had received, and what his deſire was, 
he made himſelf his Tributery at threeſcore thouſand Biſſes by the year, which amount to 
an hundred thouſsnd Duckets of our mony, and a gueta of Rubies, being a meaſure like to 
our pynt, therewith to make a jewel for his wife, of which I ribute it was ſaid, that he ad- 
vanced the payment for ten years beforehand, beſides many other precious ones, and very 
rich Plate, which he preſented him with, cſtimatcd in all at two millions, in recompence 
whereof the Siawor obliged himſelf to take him into his protection, yea and to march into 
the field for him as often as need ſhould require, and to re-eſtabliſh him within a year in tha 
Kingdom of Prom, ſo as for that effect he granted him thoſe thirty thouſand men of ſuc- 
cor, Which the Bramas defeated at Meleytay, 28 alſo the twenty thonſand that were 
then inthe City, and the fourſcore thouſand which were to come to him, over whom the 
{aid King of Avas wasto be the General. The Tyrant having intelligence thereof, and ap- 
prehend ing that this, above all other things he could fear, might be the cauſe of his ruine, he 
gave preſent order for the fortifying of Prom with much more care and diligence then for- 
merly : howbeit before his departure from this River where he lay at anchor, being about 
ſome league from the City of Avas, be ſent his Treaſurer, named Diogory (with whom 
we eight Portugals, as I have related be fore, remained priſoners)Embaſſador to the alamin- 
han, a Prince of mighty power, who is ſeated in the midſt of this region in a great and 
ſpacious extent of Country, and of whom I ſhall ſay ſomething when I come to ſpeik of 
him, The ſubjeR of this Embaſſage was to make him his Brother io Arms by a Lesgua 
and Contract of new amity, offering for that effect to give him a certain quantity of Gold 
and precious ſtones, as alſo to render unto him certain Frontier Lands of his Kingdom, up- 
on condition that the Spring following he ſhould keep the Siamon in war for to divert him 
from ſuccoring the King of Avaa, and thereby give him means the more eaſily to take his 
— from him, without fear of that aſſiſtance which that King hoped ſhould ſerve for an 
obltacle to his deſign. This Embaſſador departed then after he had imbarqued himſelf in 
a Laulea, that was attended on by twelve Seroos, wherein there were three hundred men of 
ſervice, and his guard, beſides the Watermen and Mariners, whoſe number was little leſs. 
The Preſents which he carryed to the Calaminhan were very great, and conſiſted in divers 
rich pieces, as well of Gold as of precious ſtones, but above all in the Harneſs of an He- 
phant, which according to reports was worth above ſix hundred thouſand Duckets, and 
it was thought t hat all the Preſents put together amounted to a Million of Gold, At his de- 
parture, amongſt other favors, which the King his Maſter conferred on him, this ſame was 
not the leaſt for us, that he gave us eight unto him for to be his perpetual ſlaves ; Havi 
clothed us then very well, and furniſhed us abundantly with all things neceſſary, he ſceme 
to be exceedingly contented with having us along with him inthis Voyage, and ever after 
he made more account of us, then of all the ref} that followed him. 8

of the way we held for to go into Timplan, the crpital Ciry of the E npite of che (alawinbam, 
which ſignifies, Lord of the world for in their lavgurge Cala is Lord, ani AMinban the world; 
This Prince alſo entitles himſclf, 7 he ab/o/n'e Lord of the in lomptable force of the Elephants 
of the Earth z And indeed I do not ehink that in all che world there is a greater Lord then he, 
as Ichall declare hereafter. This Ambaſſadonc then departing front + vas in che month of 
Ofober, thouſand, five hundred, forty and five, took his courſe up the riyer of Qusiter, 
ſteering Weſt, South-Eaft, and in many places Exftward by reaſon of the winding of the wa- 
ter, and ſo in this diverfity of rhomb-s we continued our voytge ſeven days togecher, at che 
end whereof we arrived at a Chanm l, called Gaampanoo, through which the RD, who 
was our Pilot, cook his courſe, that he might decline tne Sd Country, being fo command- 
ed co do by the expreſs Order of the King : A while after we came to a great Town, named 
Gataldy, where the Ambaſſidour ſtayed three days to make proviſion of certain thirigs ncerſ- 
fary for bis voyage. Having left this place we went on ſtill, rowing up through his Channel 
ekven dayes longer, during which time we met not with any place that was remarkable, only 
we ſaw ſome ſmall yillages, the houſes whereof were covered with thatch, and peopl-d with 
. yery poor tolks, and yet for all that the fields are full of Cartel, which ſeemed co h ve no Ma- 
fer, for we killed twenty and thirty of chem in a day in the ſight of choſe of the Country; 
o man ſo much as finding fault with ie, hut contrarily they brought them in cour eſie to us, 2s 
i they were glad to ſee us kill them in that ſore. At our going out of this Channel of Guam 
pane we entred into à very great tiver, called Angegumas, that was above three Leagues broad, 
and in ſome places fix and twenty fathom deep, i h ſuch impetuous currents. as they drove 
us often-times from our courſe ; This river we coaſt: d ab. ve ſeven dayes together, à d at 
length arrived at a pretty little walled Town, named Gui, in the Kingdom of 2 
invironed on the Lands fide for five or fix | agues pace with Forrefts of amin, 13 l o with 
Plains of Lacre, wherewith they ordinarily traded to Martaban, and do alio lade there many. 
veſſcls with choſe commodities for to eranſpore them into d vers Countries of the Indies, 
u to the Streight of Mec qua, to 4coger, à d daa. There is alſo in this Town great are 
of Musk, far better then that of China, which from thence is carri.d to Martabano and P.. 
ge, where thoſe of our Nation buy of it therewith to traffique at Narfingua, Orixas, and 
Maſuſe pan. The women of this Country are all very white and well-'avoured ; They ap- 
parel themſclves with Stuffs made of Silk and Cotter- wool, wear links of gold and filver 
about their legs, and rich Carcaners about th: ir necks; The ground there 1s of t (elf exceeding 

fertile in Wheat, Rice, Millees, Sugar, Wax, ard Cattel: This Town with ten leagues of 
circuit about it, yields every year to the King of angomaa threeſcore Altars of gold, which 
are ſcven hundred thouſand Duckets of our mony. From thei;ce we e aſted the tiver Sduth- 
ward. for the ſpace of above ſeven dayes, and arriv.d at a great Town. named Catanmme, 
whicd in our language ſignifies, the gol ien Crevice, being the Patrimony of & aud avaa Tin- 
bas, the Ca/aminbams ſecond Son. The Navgator of tha Town gave good entertainment to 
the Ambaſſadour, and ſent him many ſorts of retrt ſhœe nts for bis tollowers ; withail he gave 
him co underſtand that the ¶ alaminbam was at the Cy of Timplan. We depurted from this 
phce on a Sunday morning, and the day after about everiig we came to a Fortreſs, called 
Campalagor, built in the midſt of the river in the form ot an 1flnd upon a rock, and invi- 
Toned with good free-ftone, having three Balwarks.:ni two Towers ſevenſtories high, where- 
in, they told the Ambaſſador, was one of the four and twenty Treaſures, which the Ca- 
Tinhem had in this Kingdom, the moſt pare h reof conviſtcd in Lngots of filver, of the 
weight of {ix thouſand Caudint, which arc four and twenty thouſand Quintals, and it was 
ſaid, that all chis ſilver was buried in well, under ground; After ths we ſtill continurd our

Curſe tor the ſpace of thirteen days, duting che which we ſaw on both ſides ot the river 
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very goodly places, whereof the moſt were fair Towns, and the reſt ſtately high Trees, 
—5 — — great Plains full of Corn, as alſo much Cartel, red Peer, Shamoiſes, 
and Rhinocerots, under the keeping of certain men on horsback who looked to them whileſt 
they led. Oa the river there were a great number of veſſels, where in much abundance was 
all things to be ſold which the earth produceth, wherewith it hath pleaſed God to enrich theſe 
Countries more then any other in the world. Now foraſmuch as the Ambaſſadour fell fick 
here of an Impoſtume in his ſtomack, he was councelled to proceed no further till he Was 
healed, ſo that he reſolved to go with ſome of his Train for to be cured to a famous Hoſpi- 
tal, ſome twelve Leagues from thence, in a Pagode, named Tinagoogoo, which ſignifies tha 
God of thouſand Gods, and ſo departing at the ſame inſtant he arrived there on Saturday 2: 
bout night. 


S. 2. The Ambaſſadour being ſet on ſhore was the next day led to an Hoſpital, called Chipane- 


can, whither the greateft Lords uſed to repair when they were fick, and where there were - 
two and forty ſeveral Lodgings very neat and convenient, in one of the which he was placed 
by the expreſs command of the Pwiralen, who was as it were Governour of the Hoſpital : 
There care was taken that he wanted for nothing, but was furniſhed in abundance with all that 
was neceflary for him: I will omit the odours, the neatneſs, the care of attendance, the veſ- 
ſels, the robes, the exquiſite meats, the delicicies, and all the delights that may be imagined, 
which were to be had there with as mach perfection and curioſity, as more cannot be deſired. 
Thither like wiſe came twice a day to him exceeding fair women, who ſung to the Tune of 
Inſtruments of Muſick, and at certain hours repreſented Playes, or Comedies before him, 
that were very pleaſant, and finely ſet forth. Now that I may not trouble my ſelf in recennt- 
ing here at length the infinite r of things, which I could ſpeak of concerning this: Sub- 
ject, I will paſs over many of them in filence, whereof, other perſons that could better ex- 
preſs them then my ſelf, would peradventure male great eſteem. After we had been eight and 
twenty days there, by which time che Ambaſſador was perfeRly cured, we departed from thence 
for to go to a Town, named Aſeidwur, twelve leagues further up the river of Angeguma; - 
But that I may not be blamed for failing in the promiſe which I made heretofore of f 

of this Pagods of Tinagoogoo, I will here leave the Ambaſſadour to his Voyage, and return 
me to the Pagode, that of fo many things which we ſaw there 1 deliver ſome one, for 
to (bew how little we Chriftians do to ſave our ſouls, in compariſon of that much theſe wret- 
ches do to loſe theirs. Daring the eight and twenty dayes which the Ambaſſadour imployed 
in recovering his health, we nine Portugali that waited on him not knowing what to do, 
or how to beftow our time in the mean while, no more then the reſt, we paſt it away in di- 
vers things, according to each ones fancy and delight, for to that purpoſe we wanted no com- 
modities. Thus ſome applied themſelves to the hunting of Stags and Wild-boars, whereof 
there is great ſtore in that Country ; Some to the purſuing of Tygers, Rhinocerots, Ounces, 
Zeores, Lions, Buffles, Wild-bulls, and of many other ſuch kind of beafts which we have 
not heard ſpoken of in our Europe; ſome to ſhooting at Wild-ducks, Geeſe, and ſuch like 
Water-fowl; ſome to hawking with Vultures and Faulcons; and ſome to fiſhing 
for Trowts, Mackarels, Chevins, Mullets, Soles, and many other ſorts of fiſh, wherc- 
of there is great abundance in all the rivers of this Empire. In this manner we be- 
ſtowed our time, now in one thing, and then in another, but that which we gave our 
ſclves moſt unto was to hear, and ſee, as alſo to enquire after the Laws of the Coun- 
try, the Pagodes, and Sacrifices which we beheld there with much terrour and aſtoniſh- 
ment: Howbeit I purpoſe not to make any relation here more then of a few of them, 
which I conceive may ſuffice to draw out the conſequences of thoſe that I ſhall not diſ- 
courſe of. I ſay then that one of thoſe ſacrifices was made on the day of the n:w Moon of 
December, namely on the ninth of that Month, which is a time wherein theſe blinded peo- 
ple are accuſtomed to celebrate a Feaſt, called by thoſe of the Country Ma ſſunterivos; 
by thoſe of Zapper, Ferios; by the Chineſe: Mancioo; by the Lequios Champas, and 
Canchins, Ampatilor ; by the Siamens, Bramaas, Pafuas, and Sacotays, Sanſaporas ; 
ſo that though all theſe names throngh the diverſity of thoſe languages are different, yet do 
they in our tongue fignific all one thing, that is, The memorial of all the dead. This was 
then the Feaſt which we ſaw celebrated · here with ſo much diverſity of things that we 
never dreamt of, as Tknow not where to begin; for ſuch a multitude of people of all the 
Nations of theſe Countries came flocking to this place, as is not to be expreſſed, how- 


beit 
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beit the chiefeſt cauſe of their repair thither in ſuch numb-rs, is a Fair, which is kept all 
the titne of the Feaft, being fifceen dayes, namely from the newy to the full Moon. In this 
Fair are all things to be ſold, which Nature hath created on the earth, or in the Sex, and 
that in ſo high a degree of abundance, as there is not any one kind of thing, . whereof there 
are not whole Streets of Honſes, Cabbins, or Tents, ſo long that one can hardly ſee from 
one end to the other. All theſe Rreets are repleniſhed with very rich Merchants, beſides an 
infinite company of other people, who are lodged all along the River, which is above 
two Leagues broad, and planted about with ſeveral ſorts of Trees, as Walnuts, Cheſ- 
nuts, Cocos, and Dates, Iwhereof every one takes what he pleaſeth, becauſe it doth all 
belong to the Pagode. The Temple of this Idol is a very ſumptuous Edifice, ſcitusted in the 
midft of a Plain upon a little round hill, more then half a league in circuit: It is buile all ſlope 
fifteen ſathom high, and from thence upward it hath a wall of free-ſtone of ſome three fa- 
thom, with its Bulwarks, and Towers, after the faſhion of ours. Within the incloſure of 
this wall there is a platform made level with Battle ments, a ſtones caſt in bredth, which to- 
gether with the wall extends round about the bill, ſo that at firſt fight one would take it for 
a Gallery. There are likewiſe all along an huodred and thteeſcore Hoſpitals, io each whereof 
are above an hundred houſes, which are low, but very neat and convenient, where the Pil- 
imes, Fucatous, and Daroezes ire entertained, which come thither in troops, like the 
Giphes in our Europe, with rheir Captains, each company of them having two or three 
thouſand p ſome more, ſome leſs, according as the Kingdoms from whence they re- 
ſore are wearer or further off; now it is known of what Country they are by the devices 
which they carry in their Banners. From the top to the bottom it is all invironed wi 
Cypreſs-trees, and Cedars, where many fountains of moſt excellent water do — 1 
flow forth, and on the higheſt part of this hill, almoſt Sb. circuit, theres 
are four Conyents, and in them very ſumptuous and rich Temples, two of men, and 
23 many of women, in each of which, as we were aſſured, were very near five hundred per- 
ſons. In the midſt of theſe four Monafteries there is a Garden, compaſſed 'ab6ut {with 
ihres incloſures of Balliſters of Lattin, having very fair Arches, of curious Maſoris-work, 
and Steeples guilt all over, wich a number of lictle ſilver bels in them, which ting continually 
with the moving of the air. This Chappel of the Idol 75nagoogoo is of a round form, all ver- 
hid on the im ſide with plates of filver wrought in flowers, and garniſbed with a great ma- 
ny Branches for lights of the ſame mettal. This Monſter, of whom we could not judge, 
whether he were gold, wood, or copper guilt, ſtood upright on his feet, with his bands 
lifred up to Heaven, and a rich Crown on his head ; round about him were many other lit- 
gle Idols on their knees, and beholding him as it were am3zed : Below were two men made 
of braſs, in the faſhion of Gyants, ſeven and thirty ſpans high, and very ugly and deform- 
ed, whom they held for the Gads of the twelve months of the year. Without this place al- 
ſo there were an hundred and forty Gyants, who ranked in two Files incloſed it round a+ 
bout, and were made of caft iron, holding Halberds in their hands, as it they had been the 
Guard of it; ſo that all the Marvels of this Edifice put together made it appear ſo ſtately 
that looking upon it one could not ſufficiently efteem che riches hnd ſumptuouſneſs thereof, 
But ſetting aſide for this preſent the relation I could make of the buildings of this Pagode, 
becauſe that which I have ſaid of ic may, me thinks, ſuffice for the underſtanding of the reſt, 
I will intreat here of the Sacrifices which we ſaw to be made thete ona feſtival day, called by 
them, Xiparil in, ſignifiing, T be refreſbing of good people.

The great and ſumptuous Proceſſion made in this Pagode, together With their 
eee Sacrifices ; and other particularitien. 

| A Hite "this Feaſt of theſe Gentiles, ns alſo the Fair, which was kept all the time 

Ny V "thereof, endured for the ſpace of fifteen days, with an infinite concourſe of 
Merchants and ' Pilgrims, that came flocking thither from all parts, as I have declared. be- 
tote, there were many Sacrifices made there with different ceremonies, not a day paſſing 
without ſome new thing or other. For amongft many of great charge, and very worthy 
of obſervation, one of the chiefeſt was a Pubile after their manner, which was publiſhed 
the fifth day of the Moon, together with a Proceſſion, that was above three leagues in length, 
as we could gueſs; It was the common opinion of all, that in this Proceſſion there were 
forty thouſand Prielts of the four and twenty Sects, which are in this Empire, moſt of 
them were of different dignities, and called Grepor, Talagrepos, Roolims, Neepow, Bicos, 
Sacaretu, und Charfaraubos; Now by the ornaments they wear, 2s alfoby che devices and 
evligns which they carry in their hands, they may be diſtioguiſhed, and ſo every of them 
N relpected according to his dignity ; Howbeit theſe went not on foot as the other ordina- 


ry Prieſts, for that they were us this day forbidden upon pain of great fin to tread upon the 


ound, ſo that they cauſed themſelves to be born in Palaquins, or Arm. chairs, upon the 


oblders of other Prieſts their inferiors, . in green Sattin, with their Stoles of 
Carriation Damast. In the midſt of the ranks of this Proc: ſſion were all the inventions 
ol oo Sacrifices to be ſeen, as alſo the rich Cuftodes of their Idols, for the which each 


of np had a particular Devotion; They that carryed them were clothed in yellow, ha- 


ving esch of them i big wax candle in his hand, and between every fiftren of thoſe 
Cuſtodes went a triumphant Charet, all which Charets put together were in number an 
hundred twenty Fav fix: All theſe Charets were four, and ſome five ſtories high, with as 
many Wheels ob eithet fide ; In each of them there were at the leaſt two hundred pertons, 
what Wich the Pricſts and the Guards, and on the top of all an Idol of Silver, with u Miter 
of Gold on its head, and all of them had rich chains of Pearl and precious ſtones about 
ir necks ; round about evety Charet went little Boys, carrying Silver Maces on their 
zoulders, and behind them were a many of Caskets full of exquiſite perfumes, as alſo 
divers perſons with'Cenſors in their hands, who ever and anon cenfed the Idol to the tune 
of certain Inſtruments of Muſick, ſaying three times with a lamentable voyce; Lord, af 
[rage the pains of the dead, to the end they may praiſe thee peaceably z Wheteunto all the 
28 ered with a ſtrange noiſe, Such may thy pleaſure be, and ſo may it come to paſi 
exery day wherein thou ſorweſt us the Sun, Each of theſe Charets was drawn by above theep 
tho 90 per ſons, who for that purpoſe made uſe cf very long coards, covered with filk, 
ahd thereby gained to themſelves plenary remiſſion of their fins, without reſt itution to be 
made of any thing at all: Now that many might participate of this abſolution by drawing 
the coard, chey {cj their hands to it one after and cloſe to another, continuing doing fo ro 
the very end, in ſuch lort that the whole coard, was covered with hands, and nothing elfe 
fo be ſeen ; but that they alſo which were without might gain this indulgence, they helped 
thoſe that had their hands on the coard by putting theirs about their ſhoulders, then they 
that were behind them did the like, and ſo conic quently all the reſt ; In this manner through- 
out the whole length of the coard there were fix or ſeven Ranks or Files, and in each of 
them above five hundred perſons. This Proceſſion was envitoned with a great number of 
Horſemen, that carryed ſtaves with pikes at both ends, who riding all about, went crying 
to the people, which were infinite in number, chat they ſhunld make way, and not inter- 
rupt che Prieſts in their prayers ; Many times alſo they [truck thoſe ſo rudely whom they 
firtt met withall, as they brat down three or four together, or hurt them grievouſly, no man 
daring to find fault with, or ſo much as ſpexk a word againſt it, In this order this mervelous 
Proceſſion paſſed through above an hundred ſtreets, which to that end were all adorned 
: with boughs of Palms and Myrtle, amongſt the which were many Standarts and Banners 
of d k planted ; There were alſo many Tables ſet up in divers places, where all chat defired 
it for Gods ſake were adminted to ex of free-colt, yea and in other parts they had * 
an 


—— 
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and mony given them; There likewiſe Enemies reconciled themſelves one to another, ind 
the rich men forgave them their debts which were not able to pay. In 2 word, ſo many 
good works were done there, more proper for Criſtians, then for Gentiles, as I muſt needs 
conclude, that if they had been done with Faith and Baptiſm for the love cf our Lord Je- 
ſus Cnriſt, and without any mixture of the things of this world, aſſuredly they would 
have been acceptable to him. But alis | the beſt was wanting to them, and that both for 
theirs and our ſins. While ſt this Proceſſion, together with the Charets wherein the Idols 
were, paſſed along in this manner, and that with a dreadful aoiſe of Drums, and other tuch 
inſtruments, behold where out of certain wooden Sheds made expreſly for that purpoſe, ſix, 
ſeven, eight, or ten men, all beſmeared with odors, and wrapped up in filk, wearing Gold 
Bracelets about their wrilts, ſtart forth all at once, and room being inſtantly made them by 
the people, after they had ſaluted the Idol which was en the top of the Charet, they went 
and layd chemſelves down athwart on the ground, ſo that the wheels coming to go over 
them ccuſh'd them all to pieces, whick the aſſiit ants beholding, cryed out aloud together, 
My Soul be with thine : Preſently whereupon nine or ten of the Priefts deſcending from 
the Charet took up theſe bl: ſſed, or racher accurſed, creatures, that ſacrificed themſelves in 
this fort, and putting the head, bowels, and all the other members io cruſhed in pieces into 
great bowls made for that purpoſe, they ſhewed them to the people from the higheſt part of 
the Charet where the Idol ſtood, ſaying with a pitiful voyce, Miſerabie ſinners, fall ye to 
praying, that God may make you worthy to be a Saint, as this here u, Who bath now offered 
himſelf up as a {meet (melling Sacrifice, Whereunto all the people proſtrated on the ground 
anſwered with a fearful noiſe, We hope that the God of a thouſand Gods will permit to be (6, 
In this m»nner many other of theſe wretches ſacrificed themſelves, to the number, as we 
were told by c:rtain Merchants worthy of credit, of fix hundred and more, After theſe 
followed other Martyrs of the D-vil, whom they called ira ,, which facrificed them- 

ſelves before the ſaid Charets, by molt mercileſly (laſhing themielves with (harp Raſors,that 
to behold them how they did it, one could not think but that they were altogether inſen- 
fible z for they cut off great gobbets of their fleſh, and holding them on high at the end 
of Arrows, a8 if they would (hoot them up to Heaven, they ſaid, That they made 4 Pre- 
ſent thereof to God for the Sonls 7. their Fathers, of their Wives, of their Children, or of 
ſach a one, for Whoſe ſdte they did this Wicked work, Now whereſoever this gobbet of fleſh 
chanced to fall, there ran ſo much people to catch it up, asoftentimes many were ſtifled in 
the preſs, for they held it as a very great relique. In this fort theſe miſerable wretches ſtood 
upon their feet, all bathed in their owa blood, without Noſcs, without Ears, and without 
any reſemblance at all of man, until at length they fall down ſtark dead on the Earth, then 
came the Grepos in all haſte down from the top of the Charet, and cutting off their heads, 
ſhewed them to all che people, who kneeling on the groutid, and lifting up their hands to 
Heaven cryed out with a loud voyce, Let ws, O Lord, live to that time, wherein for thy ſer- 
vice We may do as this ſame here bath de c. There were others alſo whom the Devil drew 
thither aftcr another manner; Theſc ſame craving an Alms, ſaid, Give we an Alms for Gods 
ſake, or if thou doſt it not, I will kill my ſelf. So thut if they were not preſently contented, 
they would inſtantly cut their own throats with Rafors which they held in their hands, or 
ſab themſelves in to the belly, and fo drop down ſtark dead; whereupon the repos ran 
ſuddenly to them, and having cut off their heads, (hewed them, as before, to the people, 
who revercnced them proſtrated on the ground. We likewiſe ſaw ſome, named Nucara- 
went, men of a very ill look, clothed with Tygers skins, and carrying in their hands certain 
= of Copper full of excrements, and filthy corrupted urine, the ſtench whereof was 
horrible and inſupporcable, as it was not poſſible for any noſtril to endure it; Theſe cra- 
ving an Alms of the people, faid ; Give me an Alms, and that inftantly, otherwiſe I will 
tat this ordure Which the Devil eats, and beſpatter thee With it, that ſo thou mayſt be accurſed 
4 be is, They no ſooner uttered theſe words, but that all ran haſtily to give them an Alms, 
for if they ſtay d never fo little, they ſtraightway ſet the pot to their mouths, and * 
great ſup of that ſtinking (tuff, they there with all to bedaſhed (ſuch as they pleaſed; in t 
mean time all others chat beheld them fo dreſt, holding them accurſed, fell upon them, and 
entreated them in ſuch a ſtrange faſhion, as the poor wretches knew not which way to turn 
themſelves ; for there was not a man of the company that drove them not away with blows, 


and that railed not at them, ſaying 3 That they Were accurſed for having been the cauſe that 
"—_ Ii 2 this 
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this holy man had eaten of that beaſtiy filth which the Devil feeds wpon, and therefore was be» 
come ſtinking before God, ſo that he could neither go into P aradiſe, nor live among#t men, 
Behold how ſtraqge'the blindneſs of this people is, who otherwiſe have judgment znd wit 
enough. I will paſe by much other beaſtlineſs committed by them, which is ſo far eſloigr- 
ed trom all reaſon, as they ſerve for a great motive unto us, to render thanks without ceaſe 
ing unto God for the infinite mercy and goodneſs that he ſhews us, in giving us the light 
of true Faith for the ſaving of our Souls. 


5.2. Ot the fifteen days that this Feaſt wasto laſt, nine being paſt, all the people, which were 


there aſſembled, feigniog that the giuttonous Serpeat of the Houſe of Smoke (who is their 
Lucifer, as I have faid elſewhere ) was come for to ſteal away the aſhes of them that were 
dead in theſe ſeveral Sacrifices, and fo to keep their Souls from going into Heaven, there 
aroſe among them ſo great and dreadful a noiſe, as words are not able to expreſs it; for to 
the confuſed voyces that were heard from every part, there was ad joyned iuch a rivging of 
Bells and Baſins, beating of D:ums, and winding of Horns, as it was not poſſible to hear 
one another, and all this was done to fright away the Devil. Now this noiſe endured from 
one of the clock in the afternoon till the aext morning, land it is not to be believed what a 
world of lights and Torches were ſpent that night, beſides the infinite number of fires that 
were kindled every where; the reaſon hereof was, as they ſaid, For that Tinagoogoo, 
the God of thouſand Gods, Was gone in queſt of the gluttonous Serpent, for to kill him With a 
Sword Which bad been given him from Heaven. After the night had been palt thus amidſt 
this infernal noiſe and tumult, as ſoon as it was day the whole Hill, whereon the Temple 
was built, appeared full of white Banners, which the people beholding, they fell Rraight 
to giving thanks unto God, and to that end they proſtrated themſelves on the ground with 
great demonſtrations of joy, and then began to ſend preſents one to another for the good 
news they received from the Prieſts by the ſhew of thoſe white Banners, un aſſured ſiga 
that the gluttonous Serpent was killed. So all the people, tranſported with incredible glad- 
neſs, fell to going up the hill, whereon the Temple Rood, by four and twenty ſeveral ac- 
ceſſes that there were unto it, for to give thanks unto the Idol, and chaunt his praiſes for 
the victory he had the night pal obtained over the gluttonous Serpent, and cutting off his 
head 2 This throng of people continued throe days, and three nights, ſo that during that 
time it was not poſſible to break thraugh the preſs on the way, but with much pain. Now 
we Portugals having little to do, reſolved to go thither alſo for to ſee thoſe abuſes, where- 
fore we went to ask leave of the Embaſſa or, but he denyed us for the preſent, willing us 
to ſtay till the next day, and that then we (ſhould wait on him thither, for in his laſt ſickneſs 
he had vowed to viſit it; hereat we were very glad, becauſe we thought that by this means 
we ſhould the more eaſily ſee all that we defired : The morrow after, which was the third 
day of this Aſſembly, the greateſt croud being over, we went along with him to the Tem- 
ple of Tinagoogoo, and at length arrived, though with much ado, at the Hill whereon 
it was built. There we ſaw fix very fair long ſtreets, all full of Scales hanging on great 
Rods of Braſs ; In theſe Scales à number of people weighed themſelves, as well for the 
accompliſhment of the vows they had made in their adverfities and ſickneſs, as for the re- 


miſſion of all the fins they had committed till that preſent, and the weight which each of 


them layd inthe other Scale was anſwerable to the quality of the fault they had done: So 
they that found themſelves culpable of gluttony, and had not all that year uſed any abſti- 
nence, weighed themſelves with Hooy, Sugar, Eggs, and Butter, which were things not 
diſple:ſing to the Prieſts, from whom they were to receive abſolution ; They that were ad- 
dicted to ſenſuality weighed themſclves with Cotton wool, Feathers, Cloth, Apparel, Wine, 
and ſweet Odors, becauſe, ſay they, thoſe things incite a man to that (in : They that were 
uncharitable to the poor weighed themſelves with Coyn of Copper, Tin, and Silver, or 
with pieces of Gold; The ſlothful with Wood, Rice, Coals, Pork, and Fruit; and the en- 
vious, becauſe — reap no benefit by their maligning the proſperity of others, cxpiated 
their fin by confeſſing it publiquely, and ſuffering a dozen boxes ov the ear tobe given them 
in the memory and praiſe of the twelve Moons of the year: As for the fin of pride, it was 
fatisfi:d with dryed fiſh, Brooms, and Cow-dung, as being the bateſt of things; And 
touching them that bad ſpoken ill of their Neighbors, without asking them forgiveneſs, 
they put for that a Cow into the Scale, or elſe an Hog, a Sheep, or a Stag: ſo that infinite 
was the number of thole which weighed themſelves in the Scales tha were in _ fix 
treets, 


— 
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ind hundred other things in very great abundance. A 
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ſtreets, from whom the Prieſts received ſo much Alms, as there were great piles of all ſorts 
ef things made up all along. Now for the poor that had nothing to give for the remiſſion 
of their fins, they offered their own hair, which was preſently cut off by above an hun- 
died Prieſts, who for that effect fat in order one by another on low ſtools, with Sizzars in 
their hands; There alſo we ſaw great heaps of that hair, whereof other Grepos, which 
were a thouſind at leaſt, and tanked alſo in order, made Wreathes, Trefles, and 
Bracelets, which one or another bought for to carry home to their houſes, even as our Pil- 
grims uſe to do, that come from Santiago de Compoſtella, or other ſuch places: Our Em- 
baflador, being amazed at the fight of theſe things, enquired farther of the Prieſts concer= 
ning them, who beſides other particulars told him, that all thoſe als, and other offerings 
which were given there during the fifteen days of this Aſſembly, amounted to a great Re- 
venue, and that even of the hair of the poor alone there was raiſed every year above an hun- 
dred chouſand pardanis of Gold, which are fourſcore and ten thouſand Duckets of out 
Mony, whereby one may judg what a world of wealth was made of all thereſt. After that 
th: EMbaſſador had ſtay d ſometime in the ſtreets of the Scales, he paſſed on through all 
the other quarters, where were Comedies, dencing, wraſtling, and excellent, copſorts of gl, 
kinds of muſick, t ill at length we arrived at Ti»agoogoo, but with much labor and pain, 
becauſe the throng was ſo great, as one could hardly break through it. This Temple had 
but one ſl, that was very long and ſpacious, and full of great wax lights, each of them 
having ten or eleven wieks in it, ſet up all about in Silver Candleſticks ; there was alſo great 
ſtore ot pertames of Aloes and Benjamin z Aa for the Image of Tinagooggo; it w placed 
in the midſt of the Temple upon a ſtately Tribunal in the form of an Altar: coxjroned. with 
zoumber of Silver Candleſticks, and a many of Children attired in purple, which did no- 
thing but cenſe it at the ſound of Inſtruments of muſick, whereon the Prieſts reae

lonable well: Before this Idol danced, to the tune of the ſaid Inſtrume eJgdics; 
which were wonderful fair, and richly clad, to whom the people preſented their ams an 
offerings, which the Prieſts received far them, and than layd them beforę the Tribunal of 
the Idol with u great deal of ceremony and complement, ever and anon proſtrating the- 
ſelves on the ground. The Status of this Monſter was ſeven and twenty ipans high, haying 
the face of 2 Gyant, the hair of a Negro, wide diſtorted noſtrils, mighty FOR ips, 42d 8 
very ſo wre and ill-tavored countenance ; He had in his hand an Hatchet jo the form of 4 
Coopers Addis, but with a far longer handle: With this Addis, as the Prieſts .made the 
people believe, this Monſter the night before killed the gluttonous Serpent of the Houſe of 
Smoke, for that he would have ſtoln away the aſbes of thoſe that ſacrificed themſelver, There 
alſo we ſaw the Serpent amidſt the place before the Tribunal in the form of an Adder, more 
horrible to behold then the wit of man can imagine, and done ſo to the life, as all that looks 
ed on it{rembled for feat; It was layd all along, with the head cut off, being eight fathom 
long, and the neck of it as chick as x Buſhel, ſo lively repreſented, that though we knew 
it to be an artificial thing, yet could we not chuſe but be afraid of it. In the mean time all 
the aſſiſtants ran thronging about it, ſome pricking it with the points of their Halberds, and 
ſome with their Daggers, every one with railing ſpeeches curſing, and calling it, Proud, 
preſamptuomne, accurſed, infernual Mannor, Pool of Damnation, envious of Gods goodneſ?, 
bunger-ftarved Dragon, in the midſt of the night, and many other names, which they de- 
livered in ſuch extraordinary terms, and ſo fitted to the effects of this Serpent, as we could 
not but admire them. That done, they put into Baſins which Rood at the foot of the Idols 
Tribunal a world of alms, of Gold, Silyer, Jewels, _ of Silk, fine Callicoes, Mony, 
ter we had ſeen all theſe things, we 
continucd following the Embaflador, who went to ſee the Grots of the Hermits or Peni- 
tens, which were at the utmolt end of the Wood, all cut out of the hard Rock, and in 
ſuch order, as one would have thought that Nature, rather then the hand of man, had labor- 
ed init, There were an hundred forty and two of them, in ſome of the which remained 
divers men, whom they held for Saints, and that did very great and auſtere pennance; They 
in the firſt Grots wore long Robes like the Bones of Japan, and followed the Law of an 
Idol, that had ſometimes been a man, called Situmpor michey,who during his life enjoyned 
thoſe of his Sect to lead their lives in great auſterity, aſſuring them that the only and true way 
to gain Heaven, was to ſubdue the fleſh, and that the more they labored to afflict themfelves, 
the more liberally God would grant them all they could demand of him, They which — 
. F£Fompanyce 
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companyed vs thither, told us, that th: y ſeldom eat: vy thing bu herbs boyled a few Beers 
of Aricot rot ed, and wilde fruit, which were provided for them by othe: Prieſis, wid 28 
the Purveyors of a Cloiſter took care to furniſh theſe Penitems with ſuch thirgs as were 
confortmab'e to the Law whereof they made prof e ſſion. After theſe we ſa w in a Grot 
others of a Sect of one of their Saints, or rather ct a Devil, named Ange macur, theſe lived 
in deep holes, made in the midſt of the Rock. according to the Rule of their wretched or- 
der, eating nothing but Flies, Ants, Scorpions, and Spiders, with the jup ce of a certam 
growing in abundance there about, much like to ſor rel; Theſe ſpent their time in medi- 
eating day and night, with their eyes lifted up to Heaven, and their har ds cloted one with- 
in another, for a teſtimony that they deſired nothing of this world, and in that manner 
dyed like deaſts, but they are accounted greater Sa imis then all the reft, and as ſuch, after 
they ate dead, they burn them in fires, whereinto they caſt great quantities of moſt precious 
perfumes ; the Funeral pomp being celebrated with great ſtate, and very rich offerings, 
they have ſumprucus Temples erected unto them, thereby to draw the l:ving to do as they 
had done, for to obtain this vain glory, which is all the recomperce that the world gives 
them for their exctſſive pennance. We likewiſe ſaw others of a SeR al'ogether diabolical, 
invented by a certain Gilen Mitray; Theſe have ſundry orders of pennance, and are not 
much different in their Opinions from the Abiſſins of Ethiopia; Now that their abſtinerce 
may be the more agrees ble to their Idol, ſome of them eat nothing but filthy thick ipit- 
ings and inot, with Graſhoppers and Hens dung; others clots of blood drawn from of her 
men, with bitter fruits and herbs brought to them from the wood, by reaſon whereof they 
Ive but a ſhore time, and have fo bad a look and colour, as they frighe thoſe that be hold 
them. I will paſs by them of the SeR of Godowew, who ſpend their whole life in crying 
day and night on thoſe mountains, Godomem, Godomem, and deſifi not from it until they 
fall down derd to the ground for want of breath : Neither will I ſpeak of them wich 
ey call 7 axilacons, who dye more brut iſhly then the reſt, for they ſhut themielvts up in 
in Srots made of purpoſefor it, that are very little and cloſe, topped on all ſidcs, and 

then burning green thiſtles and thorns in them, they choke themielves with the tmoke 
thereof; Whereby one may ſee how by ſuch rude and different wr ys of living theie miſe- 


rable creatures render themſelves the Devils Martyrs, who in reward thereof gives them 
everlaſting Hell- fire g and verily it is a pititiful thing to behold che great pains Which theſe 
wretches take to loſe themſelves, and the little fhat we do to be ſaved. 9 
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which was called Singil apau, the Amba 
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What w' ſaw in the continuing of our voyage, antil we arrived at the 
City of Timplan. | 


A Fter we had ſeen all theſe things with wonder enough, we departed from this Pago of g 1. 
T inagoogoo, and continued on our way for thirteen days together, at the end whereof 
we arrived at two great Towns, ſcituated on the Bank of the river, juft oppoſite the one a- 
gxinft the other, about the diſtance of a ſtones caſt, one of the which was called Manavedes, 
ind the other Singila pan; in the midſt of this ſame river, which was there ſome what nar- 
row, there was an Ifland by nature formed round, and in it a rock (ix and thirty fathom high, 
and a Croſ-bow ſhoot broad; upon this rock was a Fort built, with nine Bulwarks and five 
Towers; without the rampite of the wall it was invironed with two rows of great iron gates, 
ind from the Bulwarks to the other (ide of the river ran a huge Chain of iren, to keep veſſels 
from paſſing along, ſo that nothing could þ irs enter there: At one of theſe two Towns, 
adour landed, where be was exceedingly well en- 
tertained by the Tem brum, or Governour ot it, who likewiſe furniſhed all his Train with 
great tore of refreſhments. The next morning we left this place, accompanied with twenty 
Lawlts, wherein there were a thouſand men and better, and about evening we arrived at the 
Cuſtom houſcs of the Kingdom, which are two ſtrong places, and from the one to the other 
run five mighty great chains of Latten all at wart the whole bredth of the river, ſo that no- 
thing can paſs in and out without leave; Hither came a man in a ſwift Seroo to the Ambaſ- 
fadour, and told him that he was to go aſbore at Campalagro, which was one of the twa 
Caſtles on the South- ſide, for to ſhew the Letter which this King had ſent by him to the (4+ 
laminham, to ſee if it were written in the form that was required in ſpeaking to him, as was 
uſually obſerved. The Ambaſſadonr preſently obeyed, and being come to he was led into 
2 great Hall, where were three men fe: at a table, with a great many Gentlemen, who gave 
him good entertainment, and demanded of him the occafion of his coming thither, as they 
that knew nothing of ic; Whereunto the Ambaſſadour anſwered ; That be came thither 
from the King of Bramaa, Lord of Tanguu, and that he bad a meſſage to deliver unto the 
holy Calaminham concerning matters greatly importing bis Eſtate, Then having made further 
anſwer to other queſtiors, which were put to him in a way of ceremony by the three principal 
per ſons that were at the Table, he ſhewed them the letter, wherein they correRed ſome words, 
which were not of the ſtyle wherewith they were accuſtomed to {peak to the Caiaminhep.; 
together wich this letter the Ambe ſſadour ſhewed them the preſent which he had brought 
for him, whereat they very much wondred, eipecially when they (aw the Chair tor an Ele- 
phant of gold and precious fiones, which in the j dgmencs{of divers Lapidaties was worth 
above fix hundred thouſand Duckets, beſides the other rich pieces that he carried him alſo, as 
I have before related. After we had our diſpatch from this firſt Cuſtom-houſe, we went to 
the other, where we found mote venersble men then the former, who with another new Co- 
remony looked like wiſe on the Letter, and the preſent, and put to all the ſeyeral parcels of it 
firings of wreathed carnation filk, with three Seals in Lacte, which was as the con- 
dufion of the receiving of the Ambaſſy by the Calaminham. The ſame day there came 
man from the next Town of Qacitor. ſent by che Governour of the Kingdom to viſit the 
Ambaſſadour with a preſent of refreſhments of ficſh, truit, and other ſuch things after their 
manner. Daring nine dayes that the Ambaſſadour ttayed-in this place he was abundantly fur- 
niſhed with all things neceſſary, both for nis own Perſon, and his Train, and withall was en- 
tertained with ſundry ſports ot hunting and fiſhing. as alſo with Feaſts, accompaied with mu- 
fick and Comedies repreſented by ve: y beauinul women, and richly attired : In the mean time 
we Portugals went with the permiſſiom of the Ambaſladour to ſee certain things, which they 
of the Country had mach commend: d un o us. namely ve y antique buildings, rich and ſump- 
tuous Temples, very fair Gardens, Hou:cs and Caſtles, that were all along the fide of this r- 
ver, made after a ſtrange faſhion, well torrified, and of great charge, amongſt the which there 
was an Hoſpital for to lodge pilgrims in. called Aanicafaran, (ignifying in our tongue, The 
Priſon of the Gods, which was above a L-ague in bredth; Here we law twelve Rreets, 


vaulted over, and in every one of them two hundred and torty houſes, namely, ſixſcore — 
each 
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eich fide, wbich made in all two thouſand, eight hundred, and feurſcore, all full of pilgrims, 
who the whole year throughout came thither in pilgrimage from divers Countries; for, as t 
told, this pilgrimage ought to be of far greater merit then all others, becauſe that theſe Idols 
impriſoned by ſtrangers have need of company. All theſe pilgrims, which, as they of the 
Country ſay, ate all the year long without diſcontinuing above fix thouſand, have meat given 
them the whole time of their abode there, at the charge, and out of the revenue of the 
houſe : They are ſerved by four thouſand Priefts of Manicafaren, who with many others re- 
fide within the ſame incloſure in ſixſcore religious houſes, where there are alſo as many wo- 
men that ſerve in the like manner. The Temple of this Hoſpital was very great, with three 
Iſles after the faſhion of ours, in the midſt whereof was 2 rem:rk»sble Chappel built round, 
and invironed with three very big Balliſters of Latten; within it there were fourſcore Idols 
of men and women, beſides any other little gods, that lay proſtrated on the ground, for 
the fonrſcore great Idols only ftood uprighr, and were all tied together with chains of iron; 
As for the little ones, they were, as I ſaid, laid along on the pavement, as the children of theſe 
gtenter, and tied fix to fix by the middle with other (lighter chains: Moreover wit hout the 
Balliſters in two Files there ſtood two hundred, forty and four Giants of braſs, ſix and twen- 
ty ſpans high, with their Halberds and Clubs upon their ſhoulders, as if they had been ſer . 
there for the Guard of the captive Gods. There wis over-head upon iren rods, that traver- 
ſed the Iſles of the Temple, great ſtote of Lamps hanging, having ſeven or eight Matches 
apiece in them, in the faſhion of Candleſticks, like to them of the 1ndiaes, all varniſhed with- 
out, xs alſe the walls were, and every thing elſe that weffaw there, in token of mourning, 
by reaſon of the captivity of theſe Gods. Being amazed as well at that which I have recount - 
ed, as at many other things which I paſs over in ſilence, and not able to comprehend what 
they meant by the impriſonmene of theſe gods, we demanded the ſignification of it of the Prieſts, 
whereunto one amonꝑſt them, that ſeemed of more authority then the reſt, made us this an- 
ſwerz Since 1 ſee that being Strangers, you deſire to learn of me that Which I know ve« 
ry well, and which you have never heard ſpoken, nor read of in 2 Books, I will declare 
the matter unto yen as it paſt, according as it is truly delivered by our Hiſtories, Know 
- then, that it now ſeven thouſand, three hundred, and twenty Moons, which make fix hun- 
dred and ten years after the ſupputation of other Nations, ſince the time that an holy C- 
laminham, .»amed Xixivarem Melentay, commanding over the Monarchy of the fix and twen- 
ty Kingdoms of this Crown, Waged Wars with the Siamon, Emperonr of the Monntains of 
the Earth, inſomuch that there aſſembled What on the one part and the other threeſcore and 
two Kings, who putting themſclues into the Field, fought ſo cruel and bloody a battail, as 
ir endured from an hour before day till night, and there was ſlain on both fides fixtien Laque> 
. - fans of men, each of which makes an hundred thouſand; At length the vittory remaining 
to eur Calaminham, without any more reſting alive of his Forces then two hundred and thir« 
ty thouſand, be ru ned in four months ſpace all the enemies Countries, with ſuch a deſtru- 
Aion of people, as if credit may be given to our Hiſtories, or to what any other befides have 
aſſured, there died fifty Laqueſaas of perſons. This battail Was fought in the firſt of the ſaid 
ſeven thouſand, three bundred, and twenty Mons, in the renowned Field Vitau, Where 
Quiay Nivandel appeared to the Calaminham, ſitting in 4 Chair of Wood, who acquired unto 
himſelſ in this place a greater and more famous Title of honour, then all the other Gods of 
the Mons and Sizmmes, in regard Whereof ſo often as they that inhabit the earth d. ſire ta 
make oath of things which * the belirf of men, they uſe for the more authorizing thereof 10 
ſwear by the holy Quiay Nivandel God of Battails of the field Vitau. Now in a great Cup 
named Sarocatam, where five bundred. thouſand prrſons Were ſlain, all theſe Gods, whic 
here you ſee befire you, were made priſoners in deſpight of the Kings that believed in them, 
and the Prieſts that ſerved them with perfumes in their ſacrifices. Thus by reaſon of ſo 
tine a victory all theſe people became ſubjedt to us, and tributaries to the (rown of the 
laminham, Who at this day holds the Scepter of this Monarchy, whereunto he was not 
raiſed but with much labour, and the ſhedding of a world of blood, during the threeſcors and 
four rebellions made by the ſaid people ſince that tim: until this preſent ; who not able t0 en- 
dure the captivity of their gods, for that, to ſay the truth, it is 4 wighty affront unto them, 
they do- ſtill in memory of 5 anhappy a ſucceſs continue making great dimonſtrasions of ſor- 
row for it, renewing every year the uam they have made not to celebrate any Feaſt, nor to 


rejegee in any kind of ſort whatſeever, until they have provided for the deliverance of theſe 
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priſoners ; which alſo is the cauſe that no Lamps are ſeen in their Temples, and that they 
are reſolved 10 light up none during the captivity of their Idols. Some of us ſeeming to 
doubt the verity hereof, becauſe it ſeemed ſtrange unto them, the Grepo ſwore that it was 
moſt true, and that alſo there had been killed at ſundry times about the deliverance of theſe . 
Gods, whom there we ſaw captive, above three millions of men, beſides thoſe that fell in 

Battails; whereby one may clearly ſee in what a ſtrange manner the Devil keeps theſe 
poor blinded wretches ſubjected unto him, and with how much abuſe and extrayagancy he 
precipitates them into hell. When we had well obſerved all the ſingularities of this Temple, 
ws went to ſee another, called Tr pancſendoo, to ſpeak of which I defire to be excuſed, that I 
way not be forced to treat of infamous and abominable matters, wherefore omitting the great 
abundance of riches, and other things which we ſaw there; ic (hall ſuffice me to ſay, that this 
Temple is ſerved by none but women, who are all of them the daughters of Princes, and of the 
principal Lords of the Kingdom, which dedicates them from their infancy to offer up thrir ho- 
pour in ſacrifice there; Now this filthy and ſenſual ſacrifice is performed with ſo great charge, 
that many of them beſtow above ten thouſand Duckets in it, befides the offerings which are 


made to this Idol Dr paneſendoo, to whom they ſacrifice their honour. This Idol is in a Chap- 


pel chat is round, and guilt all over; it is made of filver, and ſet upon a Tribunal in form of an 
Altar, iovironedover-head with a great number of Candleſticks, which are all of ſilver like- 
wiſe, every light in them having (ix wieks: Round about this Tribunal are many other I- 
dols guilded over, of very comely and well-favoured women, who with their knees on the 
ground, and hands lifted up, adore this Idol; Theſe ſame, as the Priefts told us, are the holy 
ſouls of certain young Ladies, which finiſhed their dayes there to the great honour of their 
parents, who made more eſteem of that then of all the King could give them. They aſſu- 
red us that the Revenue belonging to the Idol, was three hundred thouſand Dackets by the 
year, befides the offe1i gs and rich ornaments of their abominable ſacrifices, which was yet 
worth more. In this Dabolical Temple were (hut up within many religious honſes that 
we ſaw above five thouſand women, being all of them old,and for the moſt part exceeding rich, 
ſo that coming to dy, they malo a donation of all their wealth to the Pagode, wherefore it is 
no marvel, if it have the revenue I ſpoke of. From this place we went to ſee the companies of 
the ſtrangers, which came thither in pilgrimage in the manner that I have declared. Theſe 
were forty and ſix in number, every one of an hundred, two hundred, three hun- 
dred, four hundred, or five hundred perſons ; nay, ſome of them were more, and were all 
lodged along by the river, as if it had been a Camp. Amidft theſe troops of ſtrangers we 
met by chance with a Portugal woman, whereat we wondred more then at all we had ſeen 
before, ſo that defiring to know of her the reaſon of ſo Rrange an accident, ſhe told us with 
gears, who (he was, what occaſion had brought her thither, and how ſhe was at that inſtant 
the wife of one of thoſe Pilgrims, to whom ſhe had been married three or four and twenty 
years; whereunto (he further added, that not daring to go and live among Chriftians becauſe 
of her ſin, (he. continued ſtill in her wickedneſs, but that (he hoped God would at length 
be pleaſed to bring her into ſome Country, where before (he ended her dayes, (he might re- 
pent her of her lite paſt; and that although we found her in the company of people devoted 
to the ſervice of the Devil, yet ſhe leftnot for all that to be ſtill a true Chriſtian : we remain- 
ed much amazed at fo ſtrange a relation, and not a little forrowtful alſo to ſee and underſtand 
to what a point of misfortune this poor woman was reduced, ſo that we told her our opini- 
on, and what we thought was fit for her to do, whereupon (he. concluded to go along with 
is to 7 implens,' and fo to Pegs, and from thence to ſet ſail for Coromandel, there to finiſh 
her days in the Iſuund of S: Tem. Having vowed unto us todo thus we quitted her, not doub- 
ting that ſbe would loſe ſo good un opportunity to retire her ſelf out of the errors wherein ſhe 
was, and to reſtore her ſelt:toan eſtate wherejnſhe might be ſaved, fince it had pleaſed God to 
_—_ ta meet with us in a Country ſo far diſtant from that which (he could hope for: 
Howbeit ſhe performed nothing, for we could never ſee nor bear of her afterwards, which 
made us to believe, that either ſome thing was befallen her that kept her from coming to us, 
ot that through the obſtinacy of her fins, ſhe. deſerved not to make her profit of the grace 
which our Lord: had offered to her out of his infinite goednefs and mercy. |

© The Magnificent Reception of the King of Braman his Ambaſſadowr, at the 
| City of Timplam ; and that Which paſſed betwixt the 
41 Calaminham, aud him. | 
| 5236 — N Ine dayes after the King of Bramaa his Ambaſſadour had repoſed himſelf there by way 
I ol ceremony, according to the faſhion of the Cobtry, for the more honour of his Am- 
| baſſage, one of the Governours of the City, called Qwampanogrem, came to fetch him, ac- 
- companied with fourſcore Seroos and Laulees, very well equipped, and full of luſty able men: 
Throughout this Fleet they played on ſo many barbarons and ill accorded inſtruments, as Belg, 
Cymbals, Drums, and Sea-cornets, that the din thereof coming to joyn with the noiſe, which 
the Rowers made, terrified all thoſe that heard it; and indeed one would have thought it at 
firſt to be ſome inchantment, or to ſay hetter, a muſick of hell, if there be any there. Amidft 
this ſtir we drew near to the City, where we arrived about noon ; Being come to the firſt 
Key, that was named Campalarraia, we ſaw a great many men, both Horte and Foot, all 
richly accoutred, as alſo a number of fighring Elephants, very well harneſſed, having their 
chairs and forc-head pieces garniſhed with filver, and their warlike Parores faſtened: to their 
teeth, which rendred them very terrible. The Ambafladour was no ſooner come on. ſhore, 
but the Campænogrem took him by the hand, and falling on his knees, preſented him to ano- 
ther great man that attended for him at the Key in great pomp 5 This ſame was called Pa- 
redacin, one of the chiefeſt of the Kingdom, as we were told; After he had with a new 
complement of courteſie received the Ambaſſadour, he offered him an Elephant furniſhed 
with a Chair and barnefs of gold, bat whatſoever the Mandarin could do to make the Am- 
bꝛſſadour accept of it, he could by no means draw him thereunto, whereuper he cauſed ano- 
ther almoſt as well furniſhed to be brought, and gave it to him. As for us nine Portaga/s, 
and fifty of threefcore Bramnas they provided Horſes, on which we mounted: In this 
manner we departed from that place, having his Chariots before us fall of men, that amidſt 
the acclamations of the people played upon divers kinds of inſtruments z namely on filyer 
Cymbals, Bells, and Drums; Thus we were conducted through many long Streets, whereof 
nine were invironed with Ballifters of Lattin, and at the entrance into them, there were Ar. 
ches very richly wrought, as alſo many Chapters of pillars guilt, and great Bells, which lilte 
unto ciocks ſtruck the hours, rey the quatters of the hour ef the day, whereby the 

were ordinarily directed. After that with much ado, by reaſon of the great preſs of people 
that was in the ſtreets, we were come to the outward Court of the Calaminhars*s Pallace, 
which was 2s long, or little lefs, 25 2 Faulcons (hot; and broad proportionable thereunto, wa 
ſaw in it above ſix thonſand Horſes, all trapped with filver and ſilk, and thoſe that were monn- 
ted en them were armed with Corflets of Latin and Coppet,\had-picces ob ſibver, carrying 
Enfigns in their bands of divers Colours, and Targets at their Saddle- bow. The Cqm- 
mander of theſe Troops ws the Qui tor off Juſtiee, ho is asthe Super- iutendent over all 
the other Civil and Criminal Miniſters, which ii a — — by it ſelf, from whenes 
there is no appeal. The Ambafſadoor being cbme near unte him, who: was alſo advanced 
to receive him, and the two Governours, they all: proſtrate d iht mielves om the ground three 
times, which is amorgft them he kind ot Complimetm ; whereupon the Ducitor ſpalis 
nt a word to the Ambaffꝛdout but onely lud is hand um bis Head, and them gave bim a 
rich Scymitar that he wore by hivfide, - hien tho Ambaſſadvur accepted oi yery thankfully, 
and kiſfed it chriee; That dore the Quer ſet tho Aqbaſſadours on his righc hand, and len- 
ving the two Mandarin a litflt behind, they puſt ong thtuugt two ranks of Elephants, 
which made a kind of Street of the æugt ut the ourwatd Cum, they being. fijteem hundred 
in number, — — 4 — and —— of? ; inventions,” ps alſo with - 

at many k'Banners, and gorgeous C $; %] abour! were a. great Company 
Rade, and many other ſhe ws of Grextneſgand Majeltyy; which made us believe that this 
Prince was one of the mic htieſt ot the Country. When we! were come to a great Gate, that 
food between two high Towers, two hundred men which guarded it no ſooner ſaw the 
QArieter, but they all fell down on their knees. Through this Gate, we entred into another 


very ng outward Court, where the Kings ſecond Guard was, compoſed of a thouſand — 
w 
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who were all in guilt Arms, their Swords by their ſides, and on the ir heads Helmets wroughe 
wich gold and ilver, whereio ſtack gallant plums of ſeveral colours. After we had paſt 
through the middle of all this Guard we arrived at a great Hal}, where there was And 
rim, Uncle to the King, called the Aonvagτ u, x man of above ſeventy years of age, ac- 
companicd with a grcac number of Nobuy, as alſo with many Captains and Officers of the 
Kingdom; About him were twelve little boycs richly clad, wich great Chains of gold three 
or four times double about their ne cks, and cach of chem a filyver Mace upon his ſhoulder : 
As ſoon as the Ambaſladour was come near him, be touched him on the head with a YVentilos 
that be held in bis hand, and beholding him, May thy entrance, (aid he, into this Palace of 
the Lord of the World, be as agreeable to bis eyes, as the rain is to our fi Idi of Rice, far 
ſo ſhall be grant bee all that thy King demands of him. From thenee we went up an high 
pair of ſtairs, and entred into a vety long room, whereio there were many great Lords, who 


' ſeeing the Monvag arus ſtood up on their fert, is acknowledging him for their Superiour; Out 


of this toom we en:red into another, where there were four Altars, very well accommodated 
with idols of (ilver ; upon one of theſe Altars we ſaw the Statue of a woman as big as a Gi- 
ant, being eigbteen ſpans high, and with ber arms all abroad looking up to Heaven: This 
Idol was of Glver, and ber hair of gold, which was very long, and ſpread over her (houlders ; 
There al(q we ſaw a great Throne, incompaſicd round about with thirty Giants of braſs, who 
had guilded Clubs upon cheir ſhoulders, and taces as deformed as thoſe they paint for the Divel. 
From this room we paſt into a manner of a Gallery, adorned from the top to the bottom wich 
number of little Tables of Ebony, inlayed with Ivory, and full of mens heads, under every 
one of the which the name of him to whom it belonged was written in letters of gold: At 
the end of this Gallery there were a dozen of iron Rods guilt, whereon hung a great many fil- 


ver Candleſticks ot great value, and a number of perfuming Pans, from whence breathed forth 


s moſt excellent odour of Amber, and Calambuco, or Lignum Aloes, but ſuch as we have 


none in Cbriſtendom. There on a0 Altar invironed all about with three rows of Balliſters of 


filver, we ſaw thirteen Kings villages of the ſame mectal, with golden Mitars upon their heads, 
and under each of them a dead mans head, and below many Candlciticks of ſilver, with grear 
white wax lights in them, which were ſtuffed ever and anon by little boys, who accorded their 


' yoyces to thoſe of the Grepos that ſuog in form of a Lecany,anſwering one another. The Grepos 


told us that thoſe thirteen dead mens heads which were under the viſſages were cheskulls 


of thirtceom C alamia hams, which in times paſt gained this Empire from certain ſtrangers, cal- 


led Reparons, who by Arms bad uſurped the fame upon them of the Country x As for the 
other dead mens heads which we ſaw there, they were the skuls of ſuck Commanders, at by 
their Heroick deeds lud honourably ended their dayes in helping to recover this Empire, in re- 
gard whereof it was molt rexſonable; that though deach had deprived them of che re 


- which they had merited by theit action, yer their memory ſhould not be aboliſhed out of the 


world. Wben we were gone out of this Gallery, we proceeded on upon 2 great Bridg, 
that was in the form ol a Street, rayled on either fide with Balliſters of Lactio, and beautified 
with a many of Arches cyrioully wrought, upon which were Scutchions of Arms, charged 
with ſeveral devices in gold, 20d the Cr. ts over them were filver Globes, five ſpans in eir- 
xces, ll very ſtately and ma jeſtical co behold, Ac the end of this bridge was-amnother 
building, the doors whereof we found (hut, whereupon we knocked four times, they within not 


 deigning to anſwer us, which is a ceremooy obſerved by them in ſuch occaſions ; At the len 


aſter we had rung a bell ſour times more as it were in haſte, out comes a-woman of about fift 
years of age, accompanied with (ix little girls, richly attired, and Scymicars upon their ſho 
derg garniſbed with flowers wrought in gold: This anci-nt woman having ed of the 
Aan nag arma why be had rung the bell, and what be would have, he anſwered her with 2 
great deal of teſpect, That he bad there an eAmbaſſadowr from the K ing o Bramaa, the Lord 
of Targuu, we wa: come thither #0.5reas at the fert of the Calaminham abowt certain ma- 
ters much impor ting bis ſervice. By reaſon of the great authority which this woman was in 
the ſeemed little to regard this anſwer, whereat we wondred much, becanſe he that ſpake 
to her was obe of the chieſeſt Lords of the Kingdom, and Uncle to the:Ca/awinbaw, 28 ic 
was {aid ; Neverthelet one of the fox girls that accompanied ber, (pake. thus in her behalf to

That (aid, the door was ſhut again for the ſpace of three or four Credoes, and then the fix 
Girls came and opened it, but the anciant woman that at firft came along with them, we 
law no more, howbeit in ſtead of her there came a Boy of about nine years of age, richly 
apparelied, and having on his head an hurfangua of Gold, which is a kind of My ter, but 
that it is fomewhat more cloſed all about, and without any overture, he had alſo a Mace of 
Gold, much like a Scepter, which he carryed upon his ſhoulder : this ſame, without making 
much reckoning of the Mon vagaruu, or of any of the ot her Lords there preſent, took the 
Embaſſador by the hand. and ſaid unto him, 7 he news of thy arrival « come umo the feet 
of Binaigaa the Calaminhan, and Scepter of the Kings that govern the Earth, and is ſo agree: 
able to his ears, that With a ſmiling look he now ſends for thee to give thee audience concer ning 
that Which is de fired of him by thy King, Whom he newly receives into the number of bu bre. 
thren, With a love of the ſon of his emtrals, that ſ he may remain power ful and vill or iouu 
over bis Enemies : Thereupon he cauſed him, together with the Kings Uncle, and the other 
Governors that accompanyed him, to come in, | aving all the reſt without; the Embaſla. 
dor then ſecing none of his Train follow him, looked three or four times back, ſeeming by 
his countenance to be fomewhat diſcontented, which the Monva garus perceiving, ſpake 
to the Qgeitor, who was a little behind, that he ſhould cauſe the ſtrangers to be let in, and 
none elſe ; the doots being then opened again, we Portwgals began to go in with the Fra- 
mat, but ſuch a number of others came thruſting in amongſt us, as the Gentlemen Uſhers, 
who were above twenty, had much ado to keep the doors, ſtriking many with Battouns 
which they had in their hands, and of thoſe ſome that were perſons of quality, and yet 
could they not chere with, neither with their cries, nor menaces, Rop them all from enter- 
ing: Thus being come in, we paſt along through the midſt of a great Fugen made 
with ſuch art, and where appeared ſo many goodly things, fo divers, and fo pleaſing to the 
eye, as words are not able to expreſs them : For there were there many Alleys environed 
with Balliſters of Silver, and many Arbors ef extraordinary ſcent, which we were told 
had ſo much ſympathy with the Moons of the year, that in all ſeaſons whatſoever they 
bare flowers and fruits; withall there was ſuch abundance and variety of Roſes and other 
flowers, as almoſt paſſeth belief. In the midſt of this Garden we ſaw a great many young 
women, very fair, and well clad, whereof ſome paſt away their time in dancing, and 
others in playing on ſundry forts of Inſtruments much after our manner, which they per- 
formed with ſo much harmony, as we were not a little delighted therewith : ſome alſo be- 
ſtowed themſelves in making of curious Needle-works and Gold-ftrings, ſome in other 
things, whileſt their companions gathered fruit to eat; and all this was done ſo quietly, 
and with ſuch order and good behavior, as made us admire it. At our going out of this 
Garden, where the AMonvagarus would nceds have the Embaſſador to ftay awhile, that 
he might there obſerve ſomething worthy to entertain his King with at his return to Pegs, 
we went into a very great Antichamber, where many Commanders and Lords were fitting, 
as alſo ſome great Princes, who received the Embaſſador with new ceremonies, and com- 
plements, and yet not one of them ſtirred from his place; Through this Antichamber we 
came to a door, where there were ſix Gentlemen Uſhers with Silver Maces, by which we 
entered into another room very richly furniſhed : in this was the Calaminban ſeated on 2 
moſt majeſtical Throne, encompaſſed with three rows of Ballifters of Silver; At che foor 
of the degrees of his Throne fat twelve women that were exceeding beautiful, and moſt 
richly apparelled, playing on divers forts of Inſtraments, whereunto they accorded their 
voyces; On the top of the Throne, and not far from his perſon, were twelve young Dam- 
ſels about nine or ten years old, all of them on their knees round about him, and carrying 
Maces of Gold in the faſhion of Scepters; amongſt them there was alſo another that 
Rood on her feet, and fanned him. Below, all along the whole length of the room, were 
2 great many of old men, wearing Myters of Gold on their heads, and long Robes of 
Sattin and Damask, curiouſly embroidered, every one having Silver Maces on their ſhoul- 
ders, and ranked in order on cither fide againſt the walls: Over all the reft of the room 
were fitting, upon rich Perſian Carpets, about to hundred young Ladies, 'as wee could 
els, that were wonderful fair, and exceeding well fayored. Thus did this room, both 
tor the matvelous ſtructure ot it, and for the excellent order that was obſerved therein, re- 
preſent ſo great and extraordinary a Majeſty, as we heard the Embaſſador ſay N — 
* talk- 


| 


talking of it, that if God would grant him che grace to return to Pegs, he would never 
ſpeak of it ro the King, as well for fear of grieving him, as of being taken for a man that 
reports things which ſcea alcoge ther incredible. 

As ſoon as the Embaſſador was ent: red into the room where the Calaminban was, uc- 
companyed with the four P. inces that conducted him, he proſtrated himſelf five times on 
the ground, with ut ſo much as daring to beh old the Calaminhan, in ſign of the great re- 
{pe& he carrycd towards him, which the Mnvagarus perceiving, willed him to advance 
orward, ſo that being arrived neer to the firſt degree of his Throne, with his faee ſt ill 
bending downward, he ſaid to the Calaminhan, with ſo loud a voyce as every one might 
hear him; The Clonds of the Ayr, which recreate the fruits whereof we eat, have publiſhed 
over the Whole Monarch of the World the great Majeſty of thy Power, Which hath can ed 
my King, defiring to be honored With thy amity, as With a rich pearl, to ſend me for that pur- 
poſe, and to tell thee from him, that thou ſpalr much oblige him, if thou pleaſeſt to accept of 


lim for thy true Brother with the bororable obedience Which be Will always render to thee, as co 


him that is the elder, as thou art: And for that end it is, that be ſenas thee this Letter, which 
is the jewel of all his treaſure that he prizes moſt, and wherein his eyes take m ne pleaſure, 
for the honor and contentment they receive by it, then in bring Lord of the Kings of Avaa, and 


of all the precious ſtone of the mountain of Falent, of Jatir, and Pontau. Hereunto the 


{alaminhan made him this anſwer following, and that with a grave and ſ:vere counte- 
nance 2; For my part I accept of this new amity, thereby to give full ſati faction to thy K ing, 
4 to 4 ſon newly born of my intraliu. Then began the women to play on Inftraments of 
Muſick, and fix of them danced with little children for the ſpace of three or four credoes ; 
After chat, other fix little girls danced with fix of the oldeſt men that were in the room, 
which ſeemed to us a vety pretty fantaſticalneſs. This dance ended, chere was à very fine 
Comedy repreſented by twelve Ladies, exceeding beautiful, and gorgeouſlyattired, where- 


+ in appeared on the Stage a great Sea-montter, holding in his mouth the daughter of a King, 


whom the fiſh ſwallowed up before chem all, which the twelve Ladies ſecing, went in all 
haſte weeping to an Hermitage, that was at the foot of a Mountain, from whence they re- 


turned with an Hermit, who made earneſt ſupplications to Qsiay Pataren, God of the Sea, 


that he would bring this Monſter to the ſhore, ſo as they might come to bury the Damſel 
according to her quality; The Hermit was anſwered by Qgiay Patareu, That the twelve 
Ladies ſhould change their lamentations and complaints into ſo many conſorts of muſick, 
that were agreeable to his ears, and he would then command the Sex to caſt the fiſh upon 
the ſtrand to be done withall as they thought good; whereupon comes on the Stage ſix 
little Boys with wings and crowns of Gold upon their heads, in the ſame manner as we 
uſe to paint Angels, and naked all over, who falling on their knees before the Ladies, pre- 
ſented them with three Harps and three Viols, ſay ing, that Q#iay Parures fant chem theſe 
Inſtruments from the Heaven of the Moon, therewith to caſt the Monſter of the Sea into x 
fleep, that ſo they might have their defire on him, whereupon the twelve Ladies took them 
out of the hands of the little Boys, and began to play upon them, tubing them unto their 
voyces with ſo lamentable and fad a tone, and ſuch abundance of tears, that it drew ſome 
from the eyes of divers Lords that were in the room; Having continued their mulick about 
half a quarter of an hour, they ſaw the Monſter coming out of the Sea, and by little and 
little as it were aſtoniſhed, making to the ſhore where theſe fair Muſicians were; all which 
was performed fo properly, and to the lite, that the Aſſiſtants could hardly imagine it to 
be a Fable, and a matter deviſed for pleaſure, but a very truth, beſides the Scean was ſet 
forth with a world of Rate and riches. Then one of the ewelve Ladies drawing out a Poig- 
nard} all ſec with precious tones, which ſhe wore by her fide, ripped up the fiſh, and out 
ot the belly of it drew the Infanta alive, which preſently went and danced to the tune of 
their Inttruments, and ſo went and kiſſed the Calaminbaus hand, who received her very 
graciouſly, and made her fit down by him; It was ſaid, that this young Lady was his 
Niepce, the Daughter of a Brother of his; as for the other twelve, = were all the Daugh- 
ters of Princes, and of the greateſt Lords of the Connery, whoſe Fathers and Brothers 
were there preſent, There were alſo three or four Comedies more like this, acted by other 
young Ladies ef great quality, and ſet forth with ſo much pomp and magnificence, as more 
could not be deſired. About evening the Calamiubas retired into another room, accom- 


panycd with women onely, for all the reſt they went along with the Monvagaruu, — 
too 
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took the Em baſſador by the hand, and led him back to the ourermolt room of all, where 
with many complements after their manner, he took his leave of him, and ſo committad 
him to the Qxeitor, who ſtraightway ca ryed him to his Houſe, where he lodge d all the 
while that he was there, being two and thirty days, during which time he was feaſted by 
the principal Lords of the Court in a ſplendid and ſumptuous manner, and continually cnter. 
rained with ſeveral ſports ot fiſhing, hunting, hawking, and other ſuch like recrearions ; 
As for us Portwgals, we took a fingular content in obſerving, over all the City and about it, 
the excellent ſtructure of very ſumpruous and magnificent edifices, of ſt ate ly Pagodes or 
Temples, and of houſes adorned with goodly workmanſhip, and of ineſtimable value. 
Now amongſt all theſe Buildings there was not in the whe le City a more majcitical one 
then that which was dedicated to Qgiay Pimpoc au, who is The God of the Sick: In it 
ſerve continually a number of Prieſts, apparelled in grey Gowns, who being of greater 
knowledg then all che reſt of the four and ewenty dect, of this Empire, do dilt uiguiſh 
themſelves from the others by certain yellow ſtrings, which ſerve them tor girdles ; they 
are alſo by che vulgar people in a ſoveraign degree ot honor called ordinarily, Perfect men, 
The Embaſſador himie lt went five times to their Temple, as well to fee very marvelous 
thicgs, as to hear the doctrine of thoſe, that preached there, of which, and of all that com- 
cerns the extravagancies of their Religion, he brought a great volume to the King of Bra. 
as, Which was ſo pleaſing to him, as he afterward commanded .che ſa d Doctrine to be 
preached in all che Temples of that Kingdom, which is to this day-exactly obſerved in all 
his ſtates. Of chis Book I brought « Tranſlation into the Kingdom ot Portugal, which 
1 Florentine borrowed of me, and When I asked him for it again, he told me that it was 
loſt, but I teund afterward that he had carryed it to Florence, and preſented it to the Duke 
ol Tiſcauy. whocommandcd it to be printed under this Title, The new Belief of the Pa- 
gans of the other end of the World. Upon a day as the Embaſſador was talking io this Pa- 
gode with one of the Grepos, who profeſſed much kindneſs unto him, for indeed they are 
all of a good nature, enſie of acce(s, and communicating themſelves to ſtrangers freely . 
demanded of him,how long it wes fince the Creation of the World, or whether 
thoſe things had a beginning which God doth ſnew ſo clearly to cur eyes, ſuch as the Night, 
the Day, the Sun, the Moon, the Stars, and other Creatures that have neither Father not 
Mother, and of whom no reaſon can be rendered in Nature how they began: The Grepe 
relying more on his own knowledg, then on the ethers that were about him made this a. 
ſwer to his Queſtion ; Nature, faid he, bad no other Creation but that Which proceeded from 
the Will of the (reator, Who in a certain time, determined in bis divine (ounſel, manifeſted 
it to the Inbabitants of Heaven, created before by his (overaign power, and according to that 
Which is Written thereof, it wa four/core and two thouſand Moons, ſince the Earth vas diſe 
covered from under the Waters, When as God created therein a very fair Garden, Wwhers be 
placed the firſt man, whom be named Adua, together with bis wife Bazagon, tbem be expreſly 
' commanded, for to reduce ihm under the yoke of obedience, that they ſhonld not touch acers 
tam fruit of a tree, called Hilsforan, for that be reſerved the ſame for bimſelf ; and incaſe 
they came to cat thereof, they ſhould fir a chaſtiſement of their fault prove the rigor of bus 
Juſlice, Whereof they and their deſcendants noni feel the dire effeBs : This bring known ta 
ve great Lupantoo, Who i the gluttonous Serpent of the pre fi und Houſe of Smoke, and per- 
ceiving how by this commandment, God would for maus obedience on Earth give bim Hea- 
ven for a reward, be went to Aduas Wife and bid ber cat of that f uit, and that ſhe ſoowld 
alſ maky ber Huſb and cat thereof, for he aſſured her that in ſo doing they ſhould both of them 
be more excelent in knowledg then al other creatures,ana free from that heavy nature whereof 
he bad compoſed them, ſo that in a moment their bodies ſhould mount to Heaven, Then B:2zas 
gon, bearing What Lupantoo had ſaid unto her, Was ſo taken With a de fire of enjoying that 
excellent prerogative of knowledg which he promiſed ber, av to attain thereunts ſpe cat of the 
fruit, and made ber Huſband likewiſe to cat of it, Whence it inſacd, that they were both of 
them by that unhappy morſe! ſubjrRed to the pain of death. of ſarrow, and of poverty, For 
God ſecing the di/obedience of theſe two firſt creatures, made them feel the rigor of bus Juſtice, 
by cha/mng them gut of the (Jarden where he had placed them, and confirming the puniſhments 
wpon them Wheyewith h+ bad thre-rened them before; Whrrefore Adana, fearing leſt the divine 
Juſtice ſhould proceed further againſt him, gave bineſelf np fer a long time to continual tears; 
Wherexpen God ſem bia Word, that if le continned in hu repentance he would forgive * 
| | is 
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bis fin. Whileſt the Grepo was ſpeakingithus, the. Embeſſador wondering at his diſcourſe, 
which was 4 great novelty to him, Certainly, laid he unto him, / am Well aſſured that the 
King my Maſter hath never heard the like of this fromthe Prieks af aur Temples, fur they 
in recompence of our Works propound no ether thing unto us but the poſſeſſion of riches in this 
lift; for, as they ſay, there * no guerdon after death, and that we muſt finiſh our loves as all 


| the beaſts of the field do, except the Cows, Which for a reward of the milk they have given us, 


are converted into other Sea-cows, of the apples of Whoſe eyes are pearls ingemdred. At theſe 


+ words the Grepo, puffed up with vanity ſot that which he had. ſaid to the Embafſador ; 


Think not, aniwered he anto him, that there 5s any one in al this Country can let thee under- 
fand ſo much as 1 have done, unleſs it br one Grepo, Who 1 as learned as wy (elf : With this 
fume of preſumption he chanced to catt his eye on us Portæagali, that were behind the Em- 
baflador, and as the Minilter of the Devil, believing that we tſteemed him as much as he did 
himſelt, Yerily, ſaid he unto us, I ſbeuld be glad, that you, Who as ſtrangers have no know- 
ledg of this truth, would come more often to hear me, for to under ſtand how God hath cre- 
ated all theſe things, and how mach we are bound to him for the benefit of this Creation: Then 


one ot our company, named Ga par de Meyrelex, (hewing himſelf therein mors curious 


then the reft, after he had thanked the Grepo in the name ot us all, he prayed him to give 
him leave to ask him ſomething which he deſired to know of him; Whereunto the Grepo 
made anſwer, that he was very well contented ; For, added he, it i as Well the property of 


' & Wiſe and curious man to enquire for to learn, as of an ignorant to hear, aud not be able to 


anſwer: whereupon Gap ar de Meyrelez, demanded of him, whether God, after he had 
created all theſe things whereof he ſpake, had not done ſome heroical works upon Earth, 
either by his Jultice, or by his Mercy. To this the Gyepo replyed, that he had, it being evi- 
dent, that as long as man lived in this fleſb, he could not chuſe but commit ſins Which Would 
render him punifbabie, nor God be without a great deſire to pardon him; and he added fur- 


ther, That the fins of men coming to be multiplyed on Earth, God had overwhelmed the 
Whole World, by commanding the (louds of Heaven to rain upon it, and to drown all living 


things, except one juſt man with his Family, Which God put into a great Honuſe of Wood, 
from Whom iſſued afterwards all the Inhabitants of the Earth, The Portugal again en- 
quired, whether God after this chaltiſement had not ſent ſome other. God did nor, an- 
ſwered he, ſend any, which taken in general, Was like unto that; but it is true, that in 
particular be chaftiferk Kingdoms and People with Wars, and other ſcourges Which he ſend- 
eth them, as We [ee that he puniſpeth men With infinite affiiftions, labors, diſeaſes, and above 
all with extream poverty, Which is the laſt and exætreameſt of all evils, The Portugal con- 
tinuing in his demands, deſired him to tell him, whether he hid any hope that God 
would one day be appeaſcd, ſo as men might have cntrance into Heaven; Whereunto the 
Grepo replyed, That he knew nothing thereof, but that it Was an evident thing, and to be be- 
lie ved as an Article of Faith, that even as God was an infinite good, fo he would have regard 
to the gooa Which men did upon Earth for his ſake. Hereupon he demanded of him, whe. 
ther he had not heard it ſaid, or found written, That after all thoſe things, whereof he 
ſpake, a man was come into the World, who dying on the Croſs, had fatisfi:d God for all 
men; or whether chere was not among them ſome knowledg thereof: Whereunto the 
Grepo anſwered, None can make (ati:fattion to God but God himſelf, although there be in 
the World holy and vertuous men, Which ſatii ſie for themſelves, and for ſame of their friends, 
ſach as are the Gods of our Temples, as the Grepos do aſſure us; But to ſay, that one alone 
bath ſatisfied for all, is a thing Which We have never heard of till now, beſides, on Earth, 
Which is /s baſe of it ſelf, a Ruby of ſo high & price cannot be ingendred: It is true never- 
theleſs, that in times paſt ſo much Was certified to the Inhabitants of this Country by a man, 
named ] ohn, who came into this City, and Was held for an holy man, having been the Diſ- 
ciple of auot her, called Tome Modeliar, the Servant of God, Whom thoſe of the Country 
ut to death, becauſe he went publiquely preaching, That God was made man, and that he 
d ſuffered death for mankind ; Which at firſt wrowght ſuch a Diviſion among#t the people of 
this Nation, as many believed it for a very truth, and others oppoſed it, and formed a con- 
trary party againſt it, incited thereunto by the Grepoes of the Law of Quiay Figrau, God 
of the Atome of the Sun; ſo that they reproved all that this ſtranger ſaid, by reaſon 
Whereof He was baniſhed fi om this ("ity to the Kingdom of Braman, and from thence for the 
ſame 
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awe canſe to the Town of Digan, Where be Was put to death for preaching publiquely, as 1 
2 before, That God became mam, und wa, — fer men · Upon del — Gaſ- 
par de Meyreles und we, ſaid, that this man had preached nothing in this Country which 
was not moſt true z here with the Grepo was ſo taken, that he fell down on his knees bo- 
fore all that were preſent, and lifting up his hands and eyes to Heaven, he faid with tears 
| in his eyes, Lord, of Whoſe beauty and goodneſs the Heavens and the Stars do give teſtimi ny, 
I with all my heart do beſerch thee to permit, that in our times the hour may come, wherein 
the People of the other end of the World may give thee thanks for ſo great a Grace. Atter 
that cheſs matters were palt in this manner, and many others beſides, which well deſerved 
to be related, if my groſs wit were able to deſcribe them, the Embaſſador took his leave of 
the Grepo with many complements and words of courteſie, whereof they are noching 
ſparing, as being much accuſtomed to practiſe them one with another. | 
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| CHAP. XLIX. \ 
An ample relation of this Empire of the Calaminham, and of the K ingdomes of Pe gu, and 
Bramaa, with the continuance of our voyage, and what we ſaw among the ſame. 
A Moneth afcer our arrivall at this City of Timphas, where the Court then was, the 
£ KAmbaſlador demanded an anſwer to his Ambaſſie, and it was immediately granted 
him by the Calaminhams, with whom he ſpake himſelf, and being graciouſly entertained 
by him, he referred him for his diſpatch to the Monuag aruu, that was, as I have hereto» 
fore delivered, the chief man in governing the Kingdome, who gave him an anſwer on 
the behalf of the Calamiubam. as alſo a preſent in exchange of that which the King of 
Bramaa had ſent him; withall he wrote him a Letter, that contained theſe words, 7 how 
arm ef a clear Ruby, which God hath newly enchaced into my body , and whoſe flcſh 5s fitly 
faſtned to me, as that of my brother, by that new league and amity now accorded unto thee, 
by me Prechau Guimiam, Lord of the ſeven and twenty Crownes of the n ontaignes of the 
earth, inherited by a lamfull ſucce ſſion from him, who theſe two and twenty moneths hath not 


| ſet his feet upon my head; for ſo long it it fince he left me, never to ſet me again, by reaſon of 


the ſanctification which his ſoul doth now enjoy in feeling the ſweet heat of the beams of the 
Sun. I have ſeen thy Letter, dated the fifth cha"'eca of the eighth moon of the year, wherennto 
thave given the true credit of @ brother, and as ſuch a one I accept of the party then doſt pre- 
ſent me with, obliging my ſelf to render thee the two paſſages of Savady free, that ſo then 
mayeſt without fear of the Siamon be King of Avaa, as thou deſifeſt me by thy Letter: And 
A for the other conditions, whereof thy : umbaſſador hath made ſome mention unto me, I will 
wake anſwer thertunto by one of mine own, whom will ſend unto thee from hence ere it bo 
long, to the end thou maye ſt have a good ſurceſſe in the pleaſure thou ſremeFt to take in making 
war upon thine enemies. The Ambaflador having received this Letter, departed from the 
Court the third day of November; in the year one thouſand fire hundred forty and fix, 
' zccompanied with certain Lords, who by the expreſſe commandement of the Calamin- 
bam wentalong with him to Brdoy, where thev took their leave of him, after they had 
made him a great feaſt, & prefent ed him with divers gifts. But before I intteat of the way 
which we held from this place till we came to Pegu, where the King of Bramas was, 
Ithinł it convenient and neceſſary to make a relation here of certain things which we 
faw in this country, wherein | will acquit my ſelf as ſuecinctly as I can, as I have done in 
31} other matters whereof have ſpoken heretofore; for if I would diſcourſe in parti- 
cular of all that I have ſeen, and of that which hath paſt as well in this Empire, as in o- 
ther Kingdomes, where I] have been during my painfull voyages, 1 had then need to 
make another volume far bigger then this ſame, and be indued with a wit much above 
that I have: howbeit that i may not wholly conceal things ſo remarkable, I am content- 
ed co ſay ſo much thereof as my grofle ile will permit me to deliver. The Kingdome 
of Pegs hath in circuit an hundred and forty leagues, is ſcituate on the South (ide in fix- 
teen degrees, and in the heart of the Country towards the rhomb of the Eaſt it hath 
an hundred forty leagues, being invironed all above with an high ground, named Pa- 
aviras, where the Nation of the Bramau doth inhabit, whoſe country is fourſcore 
— broad, and two hundred long. This Monarchy was in times paſt one ſole Kin 
dome, which now it is not, but is divided into thirteen eſtates of Sovetaignes, who made 
themſelves maſters of it by poyſoning their King in a banquet which they made him in 
the City of (halen, as their hiſtories relate: of theſe thirteeneſtates, there are eleven 
that are commanded by other Nations, who by 2 tract of another great country are 
joyned to all the bounds of the Brawaas, where two great Emperors abide, of which 
the one is called the Siamon, and the other the (a/awinhaw, who is the ſame I purpoſe 
only to treat of. According to report, the Empire of the Prince is above three kundred 
lea gues bredth, and as much in length, and it is ſaid chat antiently it contained ſeven and 
twenty Kingdomes, the inhabitants whereof ſpake all one lan guage: within this Em- 
pire we ſaw many goodly Cities, exceedingly well peopled, and abounding with all 


proviſions neceſſary for mans life, as fleſh, freſh water, fiſh, corn, pulſe, rice, paſtures, 
vines, and fruits; thtichief of all cheſe Cities is 7 ywpban, where this Emperor, the C ala- 


minbaws, with his Cotirt commonly reſides : it is ſeated along by a great river, named 
Pituy, and invironcd all about with two broad walls of earth, made up with ſtrong ſtone 
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on either ſide, having very broad ditches, and at each gate a Caſtle with high Towers, 
certain Merchants aflirmed unto us, that this City had within ic ſome four hundre 
' thouſand fires, and albeit the houſes are for the moſt part not above two ſtories high, 
yet in recompenſe thereof they are built very ſtately, and with great charge, eſpecially 
thoſc of the Nobility, and of the Merchants, not ſpeaking of the great Lords, which are 
ſeparated by great incloſuret, where are ſpacious outward Courts, and at the entring 
into them arches after the manner of Chix, as alſo gardens, and walks planted with 
trees, and great ponds, all very handſomely accommodated to the pleaſures and delights 
of this life, het eunto theſe people are very much inclined: We were alſo certified, 
chat bot within the incloſure of the City, and a league about it, there were fix and 
twenty hundred Pagedes, ſome of which, wherein we had been, were very ſumptuous 
and cich, indeed for the reſt the moſt of them were but peity houſes in the faſhion of 
Hetmicages: Theſc people follow four and twenty Sects, all different one from ano- 
ther, amongſt the which there is fo great a confuſion of errors, and diabolicall preceprs, 
principally in that which concerns their bloudy Sactificcs, as } abbor to ſpeak of them; 
buc the Idol which is moſt in vogue among them, and molt frequented, is that whereof 
I have already made mention, talled Qwiay Frig aw,that is to lay, The d ef the Moats of 
the Fur, for it is in this falſe God that the C alaminbam believes, and docs adore him, 
and ſo do all the chiefeſt Lords of the Kingdome, wherefore the Grepes, Aﬀenigrepes, 
aucdT alagrepos of this falle god are honored fat more then all others,and held in the re- 
tation of holy perlonages; their ſuperiours, who by an eminent title are called Cabi- 
a9%405, never know women, as they ſay, but to content their bruitiſh and ſenſuall appe- 
tices they want not diabolicall inventions, which arc more worthy of tears then recital: 
during the ordinary Fairs of this City, called by them {bandubes,we ſaw all things there 
chat nature hath created, as iron, ſtee l, lead, tin, copper, lattin, ſaltperer, brimſtone, 
oyl, vermillion, honey, wag, ſugar, lecre, benjamin, divers ſorts of ſtufles and garments 
of filk , pepper, ginger, cinamon, linnen clth, cotton wool, alum, borax, cornalines, 
chriſtall, camphite, musk, yvory, eaſſia, rhubarbe, turbith, ſcamony, azure, woad, in- 
cenie, cochenill, ſaffron, myrrhe, rich porcelain, gold, ſilvet, rubies, diamonds, emerands, 
ſaphirs, and generally all other Kind of things that can be named, and that in ſo great a- 
bundance, as it is not poſlible for me to ſpeak that which I have ſeen, and be believed; 
women there are ordinarily very white and fair, but that which moſt commends them 
is, chat they ate of a good nature, chaſt, charitable, and much inclined to compaſſion: 
The Pricſts of all chele four and twenty Sets, whereof there are a very great number in 
this Empire, are cloathed in yellow, like the Rolin of Pega, they have no money ei- 
ther of gold or ſilvet, but all their commerce is made with the weight of cates, casi, me- 
ae, and conderins. The Court of the Cal aminbam is very rich, the Nobility exceeding 
allant, and the revenue of the Lords and Princes very great, the King is feared and re- 
ſpetied in a matvellous manner; he hath in his Court many Commanders that are ſtran- 
gert, unto whom he giveth great penſions to ſerve him for the ſafety of his perſon ; 
our Ambaſſador was aflaced, that in the City of 7imwphan, where moſt commonly the 
Court is, there are above threeſcore thouſand hoeſe, and ten thouſand Elephants: the 
tlemen of the country live very handſomely, and are ſerved in veſſels of filver, and 
ometimes of gold, but as for the — — they uſe porcelain & lattin;in ſummer 
they are apparrelled in ſattin, damask, and wrought taffeties, which come from Perſia, 
& iq winter in gowns furred with marteras;there is no going to Law amongſt them, not 
does any man enter into bond chere, but if there be any difference among the common 
people, certain Magiltrates, like to our Aldermen of Wards, do decide it, and if con- 
tention happens to ariſe between perſons of an higher quality, then they ſubmit to the 
judgment of certain religious men, who ate expreſly deputed for that purpoſe, and 
from them matters paſſe on in mannet of appeal to the Queitor of Juſtice, which is as 
the ſuperintendent thereof, from whoſe ſentence there is no appeal, how great and im- 
portanc ſoever the bulineſs be: The Monarchy of theſe ſeven and twenty Kingdomes 
hath ſeven hundred Provinces, that is (ix and twenty in every Kingdome ; and in the ca- 
pitall ton of each of thoſe Provinces doth a Governor preſide, af. of them bring of 
like and equall power. Now on every new Moon, each Captain is bound ro muſter the 
ſoulgiers that are undet his charge, which ordinarily ace two thouſand foot, fire hun- 
dted 
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dred horſe, and fourſcore fighting Elephants, one of the which is called by the name of 
the capitall cown of the ſame Province, ſo that if one ſhould make a juſt computation 
of all choſe men of war that are in thoſe ſeven hundred companies of thoſe Provinces, 
they would appear to be ſeventeen hundred and fifty thouſand, whereof there are three 
hund red and fifty thouſand horſe, and five and fifty thouſand Elephants; for in regard 
of che great number that there are of choſe beaſts in that country , this Emperor ſtiles 
kimſe lt in his ticles, Lotd of the indomptable force of Elephants. The revenue which 
the Monarch draws from his Roya!l Prerogatives, by them called, zhe price of the Scepter, 
as alſo from his Mines, amounts to twenty millions of gold, withoat compriſing there- 
in the preſents which are given him by the Princes, Lords and Captains, and a great 
quantity of money that is diſtributed amongſt che men of war, according to every ones 
merit, which are not of that accompt. In all this country, pearl, amber, and ſalt are ve- 
ry much eſteemed of, becauſe they are things that come from the Sea, which is far di- 
ſtant from the City of Timplan, but of all other commodities they have infinite ſore; 
The Country of it ſelf is very healthy, the ayr very good, and likewiſe the waters. When 
ſneeze they uſe to ſay, the God of truth is three and one, whereby one may judge that 
thele people have had ſome knowledge of the Chriſtian Religion. 

Being departed from the town of Bider, we held on our courſe down the great river 
of Pit ny, and the ſame day at night we went and lodged at x certain Abby of the land 
of 2 iay Farems, the God of marricd folks; this Abby is ſeated on the bank of the ri- 
ver in a plain, where are a great many of trees planted, and very rich buildings, here the 

' Ambaſſador was well entertained by the (abizoxdo and the 7 alagrepos; then continuing 
dur voyage ſe ven dayes longer, we arrived at a town named Pavel, where we ſtaid three 
es to furniſh our veſſells with ſome proviſions which we needed; in this place the 
Ambaſſador bought divers knacks of Chins, and other commodities that were ſold 
there at a very cheap rate, as musk, fine porcelains, wrought ſilks, Ermins, and many o- 
ther ſorts of furs, which are much uſed in that country, becauſe it is extreme cold thete; 
theſe wares. were brought thither by great troops of Elephants and Rhinocero's from: 
2 certain far diftant Province, as the Merchants told us, called Friewearaniaa, beyond 
the which, they ſaid; was a kind of people called Ca/ogensand Fancaos, tawny men, and 
great Archers, having their feet like unt o Oxen, but hands like unto other men, ſave 
chat they ate exceeding hairy, they are naturally inclined to cruelty, and have below at 
the end of the backbone a lamp of fleſh as big as ones two fiſts; their dwelling is in 
mountains that are very high and rough on ſome parts, where there are mighty deep pits 
or caves, from whence arc heard in winter nights moſtdreadfull cries, and dolefull la- 
mentations: We were told likewiſe, that not far from theſe people there were othecs, 
called Calowhos, Timpates,and Bagews, and a good way beyond them ſome, named 0- 
and Magores, who feed on wild beaſts which they catch in hunting, and eat raw, 
as alſo on all kind of contagious creatures, as lizards, ſerpents, and adders; they hunt 
thoſe wild beaſts mounted on certain animalls,as big as horſes, which have three horns 
in che midſt of their forcheads, with chick ſhort legs, and on the middle of their backs 
zrow of prickles, here wich they prick when they are angry, and all the reſt of the bo- 
dy is like 2 great lizard; beſides they have on their necks, inſlead of hair, other prickles 
far longer and bigger then thoſe on their backs, and on the joynts of their ſhoulders 
ſhort wings like to the fins of fiſhes, wherewith they fly, as it were leaping the length 
of five or ſix and twenty paces at & jump: Thefe creatures are called Banazes, upon 
which theſe ſavage ride into the country of their enemies, with whom they hold conti- 
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nuall war, and whereof ſome pay them tribute in ſale, which is the thing they make moſt. 


account of, in regard of the need they have of it, for that they are very far diſtant from 
the Sea. We ſpake alſo with other men called Buwivens, who live on high mountains, 
where there are Mines of Alum and Lacre, and great ſtore of wood; of this Nation, we 
ſaw a troop conducting of above two thouſand oxen, on hom they had put pack- ſad- 
dles, and ſo made them to carry their Merchandiſe; theſe men were very tall, and had 
eys and beards like the Chiveſes : We ſaw others likewiſe, that had reaſonable long 
beards, their faces full of freckles, and their ears and noſtrills pierced, and in the holes 
thereof ſmall threds of gold made into claſps, theſe were called Ginaphegaas, and the 
Province whereof they were Natives Swroboſay, which within the mountains of the 
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Zaulos are bounded with the lake of Chiammay, and are cloathed with hairy skins, go- 
ing barc-foot and bare-keaded. certain Merchants told us that theſe had great riches, 
and that all their traffique was in ſilver, whereof they had great ſtore. We ſpake alſo 
with another ſort of men, call d Twproens, who are tawny, great caters, and much ad- 
dicted to the pleaſures of the fleſh; theſe gave us bettet entertainment then all the reſt, 
and oftentimes feaſted us. Now becauſe in a certain banquet, where we nine Portugal: 
were with the Ambaſſador; one of us, named ' Franciſco Temwuda , challenged them to 
drink, they taking it for a great affront, cauſed the feaſt to continue the longer for the 
recovery of their honor, but the Porrwget ſer on them ſo luſtily, twenty that they were, 
ke laid them all along drunk on the ground, himſelf remaining ſtill fober; when they 
oh out of their drink, the Sapiton, that was their Captain, and in whoſe houſe the 
feaſt had been made, called his company together, which were above three hundred, 
and whether the Portage! would or no made him to mount upon an Elephant, and fo 
lead him through all the rown, accompanied with a great multitude of people that fol- 
lowed him at the ſound of trumpets, drums, and other ſuch inſtruments ; the Captain 
himſelf, as alſo the Ambaſſador, and the reſt of us, together with all the Jramaas, march- 
ing on foot after him, with boughs in our hands, and two men before him on horſe. 
back, that rode crying, O all ye people, pr aiſe with gladweſs the beams which proceed from 
the midſt of the Sun, who is the Grd that makes eur rice te grew, for that you have lived to 
ſee a man ſo holy, tha! knowing how to drink better then all the men of the world, hath laid 
on the ground twenty of the principall drinkers ef our troop, to the end his renown may be dai- 
ly more and more augmented. Wihereunto all the crowd of — that accompanied 
him, anſwered with ſuch cries and acclamations, as the very noyſe thereof frighted all 
that beard it. In this cquipage they lcad the Porrag al to the Ambaſſadots huuſc, where 
they ſet him down with a great deal of reſpect and many complements, then on their 
| knees they rendred him to the Ambaſſador, deſiring him to have acare of him as of an 
holy man, or the ſon of ſome great King, for, ſaid they, it cannot be otherwiſe, ſeeing 
God hath beſtowed ſo great a gift on him, as to know how to drink ſo well. Whereup- 
on having made a gathering for him, they got together above two hundred lingots of 
ſilver, which they gave him, and untill the time that we departed he was continually 
viſited by the inhabitants, whereof many preſented him with rich pieces of ſilk, and o- 
ther gifts, as if they had made an offering to ſome Saint upon a ſolemn day of his invo- 
caion. After theſe we faw other men that were very white, named Pavilens, great ar- 
chers, and goed horſemen, apparretled in caflocks of ſilk like thoſe of 7, and that 
carried their meat to their mouths with little ſticks, after the manner of the Chineſer; 
theſe ſame told us that theit Coyntry was called Jiaagerem, and that it was diſtant 
from chence about two hundred leagues up the river, their merchandize was ſtore of 
gold in powder, like to that of Mexancabe, of the Iſland of Sumatra, 2s alſo lacre , a- 
logs, musk, tin, copper, filk, and wax, which they exchanged for pepper, ginger, ſalt, 
wine, and rice: the wives of theſe men which we ſaw there are very white, of better con- 
verſation then all the reft of thoſe countryes, well natured, and exceeding charitable, 
demanding of them what was their Law, and what was the divinity that they adored 
they anſwered us, That their Gods were the Sun, the heaven, and the ſtars, for that from 
them they received by an holy communieation all the good that thry enjoyed upon earth ; and 
fm thermore, that the ſoul of man was but a breath which ended in the drath 7 the body, and 
that afterwards tumbling ny and down is the ayr ſbe mingled ber ſelf with the clouds, until 
ſuch time as coming to be diſſolved into water, foe died ag ain upon the earth, as the body had 
dome before; I omit an infinite many of ſuch extravagances which were told us, and that 
gave us good cauſe to wonder at the blindneſs and confuſion of theſe wretches, and doth 
alſo oblige us to render thanks continually unto God for delivering us from theſe cr- 
rors, and this falſe belief. Now from the diverſity of theſe anknown Nations, which 
we ſaw in theſe parts, it iseaſie to infer, that in this Monarchy of the world there are 
many countries yet undivided, and unknown to us. 
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CHAP. LX. | 
Our arrivall at Pegu, with the death of the Roolim of Mounay. 


5 5 our courſe from this town of Pavel, we came the next day to a village, 5. r, 
called Luncer, invitoned about the ſpace of three leagues, with a great number of 
ttees of Benjamin, which from this place is tranſported into the Kingdoms of P. gu, and 
Siam. From thence we failed for nine daies together down that great river, all alongſt 
the which we ſaw many goodly towns, and then we arrived at another river, called 
Femras. thorough the which we continued our voyage to Penaxchin, the firſt Borough 
of the Kingdome of Jangumas, where the Ambaſſador regiſtred his veſſclls, and all that 
- were within them, becauſe ſuch was the cuſtom of the country. Being departed from 
thence, we went and lay that night at the Rauditent, which are two ſtrong places be- 
longing to the Prince of Poncaner., Five days after we came to a great town, called 
Aagdaleu, which is the country from whence Jacre is brought to Martabanoʒ the Prince 
thereof, during the time that we ſtayed there, ſhewed the Ambaſſador a generall muſter 
of all the men of war that he had levied againſt che King of the Laubos, with whom he 
was at difference, becauſe he had repudiated a daughter of his, which he had married 
three years before, intending to eſpouſe a gentlewoman by whom he had had a ſonthat 
be had legitimated, and made choice of for heir of his Kingdom, thereby fruſtrating 
his Nephew (by his daughter) of his rigbe, Paſſing on then thorough the ſtreight of 
Madur. wherein we failed five days, we arrived at a village called Afcxnchell, the firſt 
place of the Kingdom of Pegs; there one Chalagenim, a famous Pyrat, that went up 
and down robbing in this place with thirty Coross, well equipped, and full of warlike 
men, aſſailed us one night, and fighting with us till it was almoſt day, he handled us in 
ſuch ſort, as it was the great grace of God that we eſcaped out of his hands, neverthe- 
leſs ic was not without the Joſs of fire of the twelve veſſells that we had, together with 
an hundred and fourſcore of our men, whereof two were Portugalc: The Ambaſſador 
himſclf had a cut on one of his arms, and two wounds befides with arrow ſhot, which 
had almoſt coſt him his life; all of us likewiſe were cruclly hurt, and the Preſent which 
the Calaminhons ſent to the King of Bremen, being worth above an hundred thouſand 
duckats, was taken by the Pyrat, together with a great deal of rick merchandize that 
was in the five veſſells, whereof he had made himſelf maſter, In this ſad equipage we ar- 
rived three days after at the City of CMartabeno, from whence the Ambaſſador wrote 
the King a lextet, wherein he rendred him an accomproof all that had happened to him 
in his voyage, as alſo in his diſaſter. Whercupon the King ſent preſently away a Fleet 
of ſixſcore (roos, with a number of choice men, amongſt which were an hundred Por- 
mgalrin queſt of this Pyrat. This Fleet having by good fortune diſcovered him, found 
that he had put on ſhore his thirty Ces, wherewith he had aſſailed us, and was 
with all his forces retired into a fortreſs, which was full of divers prizes that he had ta- 
ken in ſeverall parts chereabout; our men immediately attacqued the place, and car ried 
it caſily ac the very firſt aſſault, only with the loſs of ſome few Bramaass and one Porta- 
gol, howbcic many were hurt with arcows, but they recovered in a ſhort time without 
the maiming of any one. As ſoon as the fortreſs was gained, all that were found with- 
in it were put to the ſword, not ſparing the life of any, but that of the Pytat, and ſix- 
ſcore othcrs of his company which were led alive to the King of Bramaa, who cauſed 
them to be caſt to his Elephants, that inſtantly dilmembred them. In the mean time the 
taking of this fottreſs was ſo advantagious to the Parisg ali that were ſent thither, as 
they get urned from thence all very rich; and it as chought that five orfix of them got 
each of them the value of Gave and twenty, ot thirty chouſand duckats apiece, and that 
he which had leaſt, had the worth of two or chree thouſand for his (bare: After that the 
Ambaſlador was cured at CMariabane of the hurts which he had received in the fight, 
he went disectly to the City of Pagu, where, as I have declared, the King of Braas. 
Court was at that time, who being advertiſed of his arrivall, and of the letter which he 
brought him from the Calaminhens, whereby he accepted of his amity, and allied him- 
ſelf with him, he ſcat the Chaumigrems, bis foſter · brother, and brother-in-law, to receive 
kim; to which end he ſer forth, accompanied with all che Grandees of the Kingdom, 
and four battalions of ſtrangers, amongſt the which were a thouſand NO 
mande 
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manded by Autenio Ferreira, born in Braguenca, a man of great underſtanding, and to 
whom this King gave t welve thouſand duckats a year penſion, beſides the Preſents 
which he beſtowed on him in particular, that came to little leſs. Hereupon the King of 
Bramaa ſeeing that by this new league God bad contented his deſire, he reſolved to 
ſhew himſelf tharkfuli for ſo great a favour, wherefore he cauſed great feaſts to be 
made amongſt theſe people, and a number of Sacrifices to be offered in their Temples, 
where there was no ſpare of perfumes, and wherein it was thought there were killed 
above a thouſand, ſtags, cows, and hogs, which were beſtowed for an alms among the 
poor, beſides many «ther works of charity, as the cloathing of five thouſand poor 
folks, and imploying great ſums of money in the releafing of a thouſand priſoners which 
were detained for debt. After that theſe feaſts had continued ſeven whole days toge- 
ther, with a moſt ardent zea), and at the incredible charge of the King, Lords, and peo- 
ple, news came to the City of the death of the eAixquendoo, Roolim of Mounay, who 
was 28 it were their Soveraign Biſhop, which cauſed all rejoycings to ceaſe in an in- 
ſtant, and every one to fall into mourning , with great expreſſions of ſorrow: The 
King bimſelf retired, the fairs were given over, the windows, doors, and ſhops were 
ſhut up, ſo that no living thing was ſeen to ſtir in the City, withall their Temples and 
Pagods were full of penitents of all ſorts, who with inceſſant ſhedding of tears, exer- 
ciſed ſuch an exceſſe of repentance, as ſome of them died therewith, In the mean time 
the King departed away the ſame night for to go to Aownay, which was ſome twenty 
keagues from thence, for that he was neceſſarily to be aſſiſtant at this funerall pomp, ac- 
cording to the ancient cuſtom of the Kings of Pegs; he arrived there the next day ſome- 
what late, and then gave order for all that was neccflary for his funerals,ſo that the next 
day every thirg being in a readineſs; the body of the deceaſed was about evening 
brought from the place where he died, and laid on a Scaffold that was erected in the 
midſt of a great place, hung all about with white velvet, and covered over head with 
three cloths of Eſtate of gold and ſilver tinſell; in the middle of ic was a Throne of 
twelve ſteps aſcent unto ir, and an hearſe almeft like unto ours;ſet forth with divers rich 
works of gold and pretious ſtones; round about hung a number of filver candleſticks, 
and perfuming pots, wherein great quantities of ſweet odours were burnt, by reaſon of 
the corruption of the body, which already began to have an ill ſavour. In this manner 
they kept it all that night, during the which was no ittle ado, and ſuch a tumult of 
cries and lamentations made by the people, as wordsare not able to expreſs; for the on- 
ly number of the Bicos; Greposr, Menigrepos, Talagrepos, Guimens, and Roeolimes, who arc 
the chiefeſt of their Pricſts, amounted to above thirty thouſand, that were aſſembled to- 
gether there, beſides a world of others which came thither every hour. When divers in- 
ventions of ſorrow , that were well accommodated to the ſubjeR of this mourning, 
had been ſhown, there came ſome two hours after midhight out of a Temple, called 
Dniay Figras , god of the Motes of the Sun, a proceſſion, wherein were ſcen five hun- 
dred little boys ſtark naked, and bound about the neck and the middle with cords, and 
chains of iron; upon their heads they carried bundles of wood, and in their hands 
knives, finging in two Quires with a tone, ſo lamentable and ſad, as few that heard them 
could hardly forbear crying: In the mean time one amongſt them went, ſaying in this 
manner, Thes that art going to enjoy the contentment of heaven, leave us not priſonerrin this 
exile;whereunto another Quire anſwered, To the end we way rejepes with thee in the bleſſings 
of the Lord: then continuing their ſong in manner of a Letany, they ſaid many otherthing 
with the ſame tone. After that, when they were all fallen on their knees before the 
Scaffold where the body lay, a Grepo above an hundred years old, proftrated on the 
ground with his hands lifted up on high, made a ſpeech to him in the name of theſe lit 
tle boys, whereunto another Greps, who was neer the hearſe, as if he had ſpoken in the 
perſon of the deceaſed, came to anſwer thus, Since it hath pleaſed God by his holy will to 
form m of earth, it bath pleaſed bia alſo toreſolve me into earth, I recommend unto you, my 
children, the fear of that hour, wherein the hand of the Lord ſpall put us into the balance of 
bis juſtice; whereupon all the reſt with a greatcry replied in this ſort, Ain it pleaſe the 
wot Almighty high Lord that raigns in the Sun, to bave no regard to onr works, that ſo we 
way be delivered from the pains of death: Theſe little boys being retired , there came o- 


thers about the age of ten or eleven years, apparrelled in white Sattin robes, with chains 
of

of gold on their feet, and about their necks many rich jewels and pearls: After they had 
with much ceremony done 2 great deal of reverence to the dead — , they went and 
floriſhed naked ſcymitars which they had in their hands all about the hearſe, as if they 

would chace away the divell, ſaying aloud, Get thee gone, acc urſed as this art, into the bot- 
tem of the bowſe of ſmoke, where dying with a perpernall pain, wit haut making an end of dy- 
ing, thox ſoalt pay, without making an end alſo of paying the rigorous juſtice of the Lord 4. 
bove. This ſaid, they withdrew,as if they would ſhew that by chis action they had left the 
body of the deceaſed exempt from the power of the divell , which beſieged it before; 
In the place of theſe ſame came in fix and twenty of their principall Talagrepes, being 
fourſcore years old and upwards, apparrelled in robes of violet coloured damask , and 
carrying ſilver cenſors in their hands, before whom for the greater gracing of them 
marched twelve gentlemen Uſhers with Maces of the ſame metall; as ſoon as theſe 

Prieſts had cenſe d the hearſe four ſeverall times with many ceremonies, they all proſtra- 

ted themſelves with their faces on the ground, and then one of them began to ſay, as if 
he had ſpoken to the dead man, If rhe cloud: of heaven were able 19 tell our grief unte the 
beaſts of the ficla they would forſaks their paſtare for to help ws to wail thy death, and the 
great extremity whberewnto we are reduced; or els they would beleech thee Lord , to imbargue 
ur with thee into this deadly honſe, where then ſceſt not us, becauſe we are not worthy of ſo 

cat a favony. but that all this people may be comforted in thee before the tomb ſhall hide thy 

157 from ms, ſhew mr, Lord, by figures of earth. the praceable joy, and ſweet contentment of 
thy repoſe, that we may be all «wakgd ont of the heavy ſleep, wherein the obſcurities of the 
fl doth wrap ns, and that we miſer able wretebes may he iucited to imitate thee , and follow 
eby fteps, for to behold thee in the joyfull houſe of the Jun at the laſt gaſp of our lives. To 
the ſe words, the people having made a very dteadfull cry, anſwered incontinently, The 


Led graut ws this grace. Then the twelve gentlemen Uſhers that carried the Maces, go- 


ing on afore to make way thorough the preſs, though with much ado, becauſe the peo- 
le would not withdraw, there came forth of an houſe on the right fide of the Scaffold 
ur and twenty little boys richly apparelled, with chains of gold and pretious ſtones 
abourtheir necks, who playing after their manner on divers inſtruments of muſick, and 
Falling down on their knees in two ranks before the hearſe, they continued playing on 
their inſtruments, to the tune whereof there were only two of them that ſung, where- 
unto five others anſwered from time to time in ſuch a dolefull manner, as made all the 
aſſiſtants (bed abundance of tears, yea ſome of them were ſo ſenſible of it, as they 
could not forbear plucking of their hair, and knocking their heads againſt the ſteps of 
the Throne where the bearie ſtood. During this and many other ceremonies there per- 
formed, ſix young gentlemen Grepos ſacrificed themſelves, by drinking out of a golden 
cup a certain yellow liquor, ſo venemous, that before they had made an end of their 
draught, they fell down ſtark dead on the ground; this action of theirs brought rheſe 
Martyrs of the divell into the number of cheir Saints, ſo as they were envied by every 
one for it, and preſently their bodies were carricd with a ſolemn proceſſion to be 
burnt in a great fire, that was made of Sanders, Aloes, and Ben jamin, where they were 
quickly reduced unt o aſhes. The next morning the Scaffold was diſgarniſhed of all the 
richeſt pieces about it, and the hearlſe, but the cloths of eſtate, the hangings and banners, 
as alſo many other moveables of great worth were not ſtirred, and ſo with divers cere- 
monies, fcarful! crics and lamentations, and a ſtrange noyſc of ſeverall forts of inſtru- 
ments, they fer ſire on the Scaffold, and all that was upon it, anoynting it often with o- 
deriferous laquors, and confections of great price. Thus was the body conſumed to a- 
ſhes in a very (hom time, but whilſt it was burning, the King and all che Grandees of 
his Court which were then pteſent, caſt in by way ef alms many pieces of gold, pre- 
tious ſtones, jewels, and chains of pearl of exceeding great value, all which fo ill 
imployed were inſtantly conſumed by the fire, together with the body and bones of 
that wretched dead man, ſo as we were cercamly informed afterward , that this funcrall 


' pompcolt above an hundred chouſand duckets, beſides che garments which the King 


and the Grandees of the country gave to thirty thouſand Prieſts that vvere aſſiſting at 
it, wherein was imployed an incredible quantity of ſtuffes of ſeverall ſorts, witnefle che 
Portwgals, who mightily profited by fo lucky an occaſion, becauſe they ſold at what 
price they would ſuch as they brought from Jug aa, for which they were paid in lin- 
fots of gold and ſiiver. CHAP. 
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CHAP. LXI. 
The cleftion of the new Roolim of Mounay , the grand Talagrepo of theſe Gentiles 
of the Kingdome of Pegu. 


92 next day between ſeven and eight in the morning, which was the time when 
the aſhes of the deceaſed began to be cold, the King and all the great Lords of the 
Court came unto the place where the body had been burnt, marching all in order after 
the manner of a ſtately proceſſion, and aſſiſted by all the Grepos, amongſt whom there 
wefe an bundred and thirty with ſilver cenſors, and fourteen: with miters of gold on 
their heads; they were apparrelled in long robes of yellow ſattin, as for all the reſt}, xo 


the number of ten thouſand, they were'cloathed-withtaffera of the ſamecoldir, and 
- with £ kind of ſurpliſs of fine linnen, which was not done without a very great charge, 


by reaſon of the number of chem. Being arrived at the place where the Neolim had 
been burnt, after ſome ceremonies performed, as is uſual] with them, according to the 
time and fence that every one had of it, a Talagrepo of the Bramaa Nation, and Uncle 
to the King, as Brother to his Father, whom the people held for the ableſt of them all, 
having been choſen'to'preach that day, went up into the Pulpit for that effect: The be- 
ginning of his Sermon was an Elegy touching the defunct, whoſe life he commended 


Teich many ſpeeches that made for his purpoſe, wherein he grew ſo carneſt and hot, as 


ruroing himſelf to the King with tears in his eys, and lifting up his voice ſome what 
loudet, to the end he might hear him the better, he ſaid unto him, If the Kings in theſe 
times wherein we live do conſider bow little a time they have to live, and with what rigenr of 
juttice thry ſhall be chaſtiſed by the eAlmghty band of the moſt high God for the crimes of 
rheir tyrannicall lives, poſſibly it would be better for then ro fred in the open fields like bra 
beaſts, rben to be ſo abſolute in their will, and to ul it with ſo little reaſon, even as to be cri 
te the good, and ſlack in puniſhing the wicked, whom'by their ſoveraign power thiy bave pat 
"into greatnefſe and authority; and truly they are murb to bt lamented, whoſe good fortune bath 
2 them wp to an eftate ſo dangerous, as is that of Kings at this day , by reaſon of the is 


foluutt and liberty wherein they continually live, withont ſo much as the 1caſt- apprehs. fon of 


any fear or ſhame. But you muſt know, O ye blinded of the world, that God bath made you 
* ing! to uſe clemency toward; men, to give them audience, to content, to chaſtiſe them, but 
nor re bill them tyr anwically: Nevirtheleſſe, Oye bad Kings, in the condition whereiento you 
are raiſed, yew oppoſe your {tes to themature which God bath indusd you with, and take ur- 
on you many er her different for ms , in apparrelling your ſelves every hour with ſome ſuch li- 
very as (e:ms beft unto you, to the end you may be to the one very bloyd- ſuckers, that inc 
ſantly ſuck from them their goods and their lives, never leaving them ſo long as they have 
one drop of bloud in their veins; and to others you are dreadfull roaring Liens, who to-give a 
walk and a colour to your ambition and avarice, cauſe ſupreme Laws cf death to bs 5 
for the Iraft fanlts, and all for to confiſcate other mens goods , which is the main end of your 
pretenſiont. (ontrarily if there be any that you leve, aud unto whom you, or the world, or I 
know not what, have given the name of Grandees, yow are ſoneFligent is chaſtiſing their proud 
hamors, and /o prodig all in inriching them with the ſpoils and nndoing of the poor , whom you 


laude left naked, and even flayed to the very quick, as you cannot doubt but that they will one 


day Acne you before Godfor all theſe things, when you wil have no excuſe to make; ſo that 
there will be nothing left yes but a dreadful! confuſion to trouble you, and to put you into an 
borrible diſorder. 1 theſe he added ſo many other remonſtrances in favour of the poor 
ſubjects, cried ont ſo mainly, and ſhed ſo many tears in their behalf, as the King remain- 
ed almoſt beſides himſelf, and was touched fo neerly therewith, that he inſtantly called 
Brazi#g aran, the Governor of Pegs, unto him, and commande d him without all delay 
to diimifſe all the Deputies of the Provinces of the Kingdome, whom he had cauſed to 
be aſſe mbled in the Town of Co/win, for to demand of them à great ſum of money, 
that he might ſet upon the Kingdom of Seavady, on which he had newly reſolved te 
make war. Withall he ſware publikely on the aſhes" of the dofunct, that during his 
raign he would never charge his ſubjects with impoſts,nor would make them to ſerveby 
force, as he had formerly done; yea, and that fgrthe future he would have a moſt ſpeci- 
all care to hear the poor,and to do them juſtice againſt the miſdemeanours of the great 
ones, conformable to the merit of every one, together with many othee things very 
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jſt and good, which might well ſerve for a leflon to us that are Chriſtians. This Sermon 
being finiſhed, the aſhes of the defunct, which had been gathered up, was diſtributt d as 
a celique into fourtcen golden baſons , whereof the King himſelf took up one on his 
head, and che Grepos of chicfeſt quality carried the reft ; ſo the Proceſſion going from 
thence in the ſame order as it came thither, thoſe aſhes were conveyed into a very rich 
Temple, which might be ſome flight (hor from that place, and named 2xiay Docco, that 
is, the god of the afflicted of the earth, there they were put into a ſhallow grave, with- 
out other pomp ot vanity, for ſo had Aixequendes , the late Roolim, commanded. This 
grave then was invironed about with three iron grates, and with two. of filver, and one 
of latten, and upon three iron rods that croſſed the whole bredth of the chappell, hung 
ſeventy and two lamps of ſilver, namely four and twenty on each of them, all of great 
value, and faſtened cogecher with great filver chains. Furthermore, there were placed a- 
bout the ftrps, whereby one deſcended into the grave, thirty and fix little perfuming 
pots, wich Benjamin, Aloes, and other confections, wherein was great ſtore of Amber- 
greece, all which was not finiſhed till it was almoſt night, by rraſon of the many cere- 
* monies uſed in this funcrall; all that day long they freed an infinite number of buds 
which had been brought thither in above an hundred cages, theſe Gentiles being of the 
opinion that chey were ſo many ſouls of deceaſed perſons, which before times had paſ- 
ſed out of this life, and that were depoſited as it were in the bodics of thoſe birds, till 
the day of their deliverance ſhould come, at which time they were in all liberty to ac- 
company the ſoul of the defunct: The like they did with a great many of little fiſhes 
which had been tranſported thither alſo in certain veſſells full of water, ſo that to ſer 
them at liberty, they caſt them inte the river with another new ceremony, to the end 
they might ſcrve the ſoul of him whoſe aſhes were then buried: There was alio brought 
thither all kind of veniſon and foul, which was diſtributed as an alms to all the poore 
chat were pre ſent there, whereof the number was almoſt infinite. Theſe ceremonies, 
and other ſuch like which were perforincd in this action being finiſhed, the King in re- 
5570 it as neer night retired into his quarter, where he had cauſcd tents to be pitched 
r to lodge in, and that in ſign of mourning, the like did all the great ones, ſo that all 
the Aſſembly by little and little withdrew. Ihe next morning as ſoon as it was day, the 
King made it to be proclaimed, that all perſons of what condition ſoever they were, 
ſhould upon pain of death diſlodge ſpeedily out of the Iſland, and that they which were. 
Priefts ſhould return to the attendance of their cures, with this penalty, in care of con- 
travention to be degraded from their dignity, Whercupon all the Pric ſts went prelent- 
ly out of the Iſland, ninety of them excepted , who were deputed for the election of 
him that was to ſuccecd in the place cf the defunct. Theſe ſame then aſſembled in the 
houſe of Gargiparo to acquit themſelves of their charge; and for that in the two firſt * 
daies, which was che term limited to make this election, it could not ſucceed by reaſon 
of the diverſity of opinions, and great contraricty that was found amongſt them, 
which were to give their votes; the King thought fir, that out of thoſe depured ninety;. 
there ſhould nine be choſen, who alone thould make the election. This reſolution be- 
ing taken, theſe nine continued five daies, and as many nights together in contiouall- 
—__ in the mean time a world of offerings were made, and alms given; a great num- 
t of poor people were alſo cloathed, and tables prepared, where all men that would 
might cat of free coſt, and all this was accompanied with proceſſions in every quarter. 
At laft theſe nine being agrecd in conformity of votes, elected for Reolins one Manichs 
Moxchan, who at that time was a Ca, or Prelate in the town of Digam of a2 
Pagoae, called Pniay m__ that is to ſay, god of the atomes of the Sun, of whom: 
have oftentimes ſpoken; he was a man of about threeſcore and eight. years of age; 20 
counted amongſt them for an holy perſonage, very knowing in the cultomes and lawes 
of thoſe Sects of the Gentiles, and above all exceeding. charitable to the poor: With 
this election the King and all the you ones of the Court remained very well ſatisfieds 
The King then ſpeedily diſpatched away the ¶ haumigrem his foſter-brother, to whom 


be gave thereupon the title of Comtalanbas, which ſigniſies, the Kings brother, to the 

| ud he might be the more honorably qualified with an hundred Laslcas, wherein was 
the Flower of all the Br awas Nobility, together with the nine Electors, for to go abd* 
fetch him which had been newly choſen to w- Ggaity of Roo/im: And having broù an | 
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him nine dayes after with a great deal of reſpe and honor to a place called Tagalas, 
ſome five leagucs from the Iſle of Au, the King met him with all the great men of 
the Court, befides a world of other people, and above two thouſand veſſells with 
0ars. When he was come in this equipage where the new Roelim vvas, he proſtrated him- 
ſelf before him, and kifTing the ground three times, O then holy pearl, ſaid he unto him, 
which art in the midft of the Sun, breath forth upon me by an agreeable inſpirat ian of the 
Lerd of wncreated power, that I may not dread upon earth the in/upportable yoke of mine eu: 
mies: At theſe yvords the nevy Roetims putting forth his hand to raiſe him from the 
ground, ſpake thus unto him, Labeur my Sou that thy works may be pleaſing to God, and 
will pray for thee wth-ut ceaſing. Hereupon the King rifing up, the Reolim made him fir 
dovvn by him, and ſtroked him three times vvith his hand on the head, vyhich the King 
took for the greateſt honor he could do him; then baving ſaid ſomething unto him 
yyhic h vve could not hear, for that vve vvere a little too far off, he blovved three timey 
on the Kings head. vvhileſt he vvas on his knees again before him, and all the people laid 
fat on the carth. This done, he parted from that place amidſt the applauſcs that vvere 
given him from all parts, and the ſound of bells and inſttuments of muſick , and im- 
barqued him ſeif in the Kings Laulia, where he was ſ-ated ina rich chair of gold, ſet 
with precious ſtones, and the King at his feet, which was alſo taken for a great honor 
done him by the Roolims; round about, and a little diſtant from him were twelve little 
boys at tired in yellow ſattin, with ſcartes of filyer Tinſell, golden Maces, and Sceprers 
in their hands: All along the ſides of the veſſell, inſtead of Mariners, ftood the Lords 
of the Kingdom with guilt oars by them; and as well in the Poop as rhe Prow were 
two Quires of young itriplings, apparre'led in carnation ſattin, and having divers ſorts 
of inſtruments in their bands, to the tune whereof they ſung the praiſes of God. Some 
of our company obſcrved, that one of their ſongs ſaid thus; ¶ lilares of a pure heart, 
praiſe this admir able and divine Lord, for as or me bring a fiuntr } am not worthy to do it; 
and if that tos be not permitted unte you lei eys weep before hu feet, that ſo you may 
render your ſelves agreeable nnto him. In the ſame manner they ſung many other ſongs 
to the tune of tneit inſtruments, and with ſo much ardor and zeal, as if they had been 
Chriſtians; it would have been abie to have ſtirred up the devotion of them that heard 
them. After that the Reli was in this ſumptuous ſort arrived at the City of Marte 
bano, he did not go to Land, as it had been reſolved, becauſe it was night, for it was not 
lau full for him at any hand to touch the ground with his feet, in regard of the great 
dignity of his perſon, but ſtayed till the next morning, at which time the King diſim- 
barqued him firſt of all upon his own ſhogiders, and ſo too did the Frinces and great 
Lordsof the Kingdom catty him alcernatively to the Pagode of Owiay Ponnedea, as 
being the greateſt and moſt ſumptuous of the whole City, in the midſt whercof was 
Theacer richly ſcr forth of yellow ſattin, which is the livery of that ſoveraign dignity, 
There, out of anew ceremony, being laid all along upon a ittle bed of gold, be made as 
though he were dead, and then at the ſound of a bell which gave three toles, the Benzes 
proſtrate: them (elves all with their faces on the ground tor the ſpace of half an hour, 
during which time, all the aſſiſtants for a fign of ſadneſie held their hands before their 
eyes, in laying aloud, Lord recall this thy ſervant to a new life, tothe end we may bave one ts 
pray for ws. Inſtantly thereupon they took him from thence, and put bim into a Tomb 
adored with the ſame livery, then chanting out certain, I know not what, very ſorrows- 
full words wich tears in their eys, they left him, after they had ſurrounded the Temple 
thrice, in a grave made cxprefly for that purpoſe, covered over with a cloth of black 
velvet, aud invitoned about with dead mens heads. This done, they ſaid certain prayers 
after their manner, weeping, which very much moved the King; and then all the throng 
of people that made a ttrange noyſe, being commanded to ſilence, they gave three toles 
with a great bell, fora fign to all the reſt of the bells in the City to anſwer them, as 
they did with fo horrible and dreadfull a din, that the earth even trembled there with: 
After the ceafing of this noyſe, two Talagrepos, men of great reputation amongft 
them, and very well verſed in their Laws, went up into two Pulpits, prepared expreſly 
for them, and that were hung with rich Turky Carpets, where they entertaincd their 
Auditors with the ſubject of this ceremony, and gave them the explication of every 
thing, making an ample relation unto them of the life and death of the deceaſed Roolire, -

and of the election of this ſame; together with the excellent qualities with which he 
was indued for to be raiſed to ſo bigh a charge whereunto he was called by a particular 
grace of God; to this they added many other things wherewith the people were ex- 
ceedingly ſatisſied and contented; then the ſame bell having tolled three times more, 
the two Prieſts deſcended from their Pulpits , which together with all their furniture 
were preſently burned with another new kind of ceremony, whereof I will forbear 
here making a relation, becauſe it ſeems unneceſſary to me to loſe time in theſe ſuper- 
fluities, having ſaid but too much already thereof. After all things were peaceable and 
quiet, and that for the ſpace of five or fix Credoes nothing had been ſpoken, there ap- 
peared coming from the next Temple, which was about a flight ſhot off, a'very rich and 
ſumptuous Proceſſion of little children, attired all in white taffeta, for a mark of their 
innocency and pureneſſe; they had about their necks a number of jewells, chains of gold 
upon their legs in form of bracelets, white wax lights in their hands, and upon their 
heads bonnets imbroydered with filk and gold, and ſet with Pearls, Rubies, and Saphirs; 


in the middle of this Proceſſion was a rich Canopy of cloth of gold, which twelve of 
thoſe little children carried, invironed round about with perfuming pans and cenſors 


of ſilver, from whence breathed forth excellent odors moſt pleaſing to the ſent. Theſe 
lictle children played on divers inſtruments of muſick, and went on ſinging praiſes to 
God, and praying him to reſuſcitate this defunct to a new life. When they were arrived 
at the place where the Roolims lay, they drew to the ſhrine, and taking away the cloth 
whetc with it was covered, there came out of ita little child, which could not be above 
three or four years old, and although he was naked, yet was not his nakedneſſe ſeen, be- 
cauſe he was all coveted over with gold and pretious ftones, and appearcd in the ſame 
faſhion as we are accuſtomed to paint Angells; he had alſo golden wings, and a very 
rich Crown upon his head: Whenas he was come from out the ſhrine, the Aſſiſtants be- 
ing proſtrated on the ground, fell to ſaying aloud with a voice that made thoſe to 
tremble which heard them, Thew Angel of God, ſeus from heaven for aur ſalvation, pray 
for us when thou returneſs thither again, The King went inſtantly to this child, — ha- 
ving taken him in his arms with a great deal of reſpect, and aſtrange ceremony, as if he 
would ſhew that he was not worthy to touch him, in regard he was an Angell ſent from 
heaven, he ſer him on the brink of the grave, where after the child had taken away the 
cloth of black Velvet that covered him, whileſt all were on their knees, with their 
hands and eys lift up to heaven, he ſaid aloud, as if he had ſpoken to him, Thow which 
beſt brew conceived in fin, amidſt the miſery and filthineſs of the fleſh, God commands thee 
by we, who am the leaſt of his ſervants, that thou do reſuſcitate to a new life which may be 
agreeable nnto him, alwayes dreading the chaſtiſement of his mighty band, to the end that as 
the laſt gaſp of thy life then mayeſt not ſtumble like the children of the world; and that from 
this place where thow art extended ftark dead, thos do riſe up preſently , becauſe it hath been 
ſodecreed by the greateſt of the greateſt in the Temple of the earth, and come after me, and 
cones after me, and come after me. The King thereupon took this child again in his arms, 
and then the Roelime riting up in the grave where he was, as it were amazed with this vi- 
fon, fell on his knees betore the child whom the King held, and ſaid, 7 accept of this new 
race from the hand of the Lord, confermably to that which then baſt told me from him, ob- 
liging my ſelf to be even till death an example of humility, and the leaft of all bis, to the end 
toad; of the earth may not loſe themſelves in the abundance of the world. This ſaid, the 
child rid himſelf again out of the — atms, and going directly to the grave, he lent 
the Rolim his hand to help him out of it. Now he was ſcarce come forth, whenas they 
gave five toles with a Bell, which was a ſign for all the people to proſtrate themſelves 
on the ground the ſecond time, ſaying, Bleſſed be thow, O Lord, for ſo great 4 grace; 
whereupon all the bells in the City began to ring, and all the Ordnance that were on 
the land to ſhoot of, as alſo thoſe of above two thouſand veſſells that rode at Anchor 
in the Port, from whence proceeded ſo ſtrange a noyſe, as was moſt inſupportable to 
the ears of them that heard it. 
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CHAP. LXII. 
In what manner the Reolim was conducted to the Iſle of Mounay, and put inte 


poſſeſſion of his dignity. 


He new. Reolims was conducted from that place in 2 chair of gold exceeding rich, 
Toa ſet with Pretious Stones, which the ptincipall Lords of the Kingdome eartied 
upon their ſhoulders; the King in the mean time marched on foot before him, bearing 
2 rich Scymitar upright in his Land. In this equipage he accompanied him to his Palace, 
which was gorgeouſly furniſhed, and where he was lodged three dayes, during which 
time the preparations neceſſary for his entry was made in the Ifle of Mennay. Now 
whileſt he abode in the City of Martal ane there were many ſorts of inventions of 


g -- great chavge made by the Princes, Lords, and Inhabitants; In two of thoſe feaſts the 


King himſelf was preſent in perſon , with a moſt ſumptuous entertainment, which l 
ſhall not deſcribe, becauſe to ſay the truth I do not know how it did paſſe. The day be- 
ing arrived, wherein the new Roolis, who is (as I have already declared) their Soveraign 
High Prieſt, was to make his entry into the Iſle of Aſonnay, the whole Fleet of Servos, 
ZFangoas, Lauleas, and ſuch other veſſells of divers ſorts which were upon the river, to 
the number of two thouſand and better, were ranked in two files, ſome a league and half 
in length,being the ſpace between the City & the Iſland;ſo that of all thoſe veſſels joyn- 
ed together was formed a ſtrect,the faireſt that poſſibly could be ſeen, for every veſſell 
vas Covered with boughs full of ſeveral dainty fruits, together with all kind of flowers, 
Tangers, Standards, and banners of ſilk, each one firiving in emulation of another to 
g2in their pretended Jubilee, and a plenary indulgente and abſolation of all the robbe 
ries they had formerly committed, without being ſubject to the reſtitution of any thing 
wharſoever. This they did alſo to be abſolved from an infinite of other abuſes of theit 
abhominable lives, which I paſſe by in ſilence, as a matter unfit for devout cars, but con- 
formable to their diabolicall Sects, and the damnable intentions of thoſe which have 
inſtituted them, for theit whole manner of living is nothing but diffolation and excefſe 
in the laſciviouſnefle of the fleſh, as in like manner are all other infidells, and arch-here- 
tiques. In the Reolims company there were not above thirty Laalaas; who were reple- 
nithed with a great aumber of the Nobility; as for him he was in a rick Seroo, ſcated in 
a Throne of ſilver, undet acloth of State of cloth of gold, and the King at his feet, as 
not being worthy to fic in a more eminent place; round about him were thirty children 
on their knees attired in Crimſon Satt in, with ſilyer Maces on their ſhoulders, and 
twelve ſtanding on their feet cloathed with white Damask, having cenſors in their 
hands, from whence breathed farth moſt delicate perfumes. In the reſt of the ſhipping 
followed two hundred of the moſt honorable Talagrepes, ſach as Archbiſhops and o- 
ther Prelates may be amongſt us, in the number of whom were alſo fix or ſeven youn 

Princes, all the Sons of Kings, comprehended. Now becauſe theſe Veſſells were ſo fall 


of people is one could not row, they had fifteen Lala, or little Skis, wherein the 
Supreme religious men of thoſe nine Sets did row, to bring them the ſooner to land. 
In chis equipage, and in this order the new Roi parted from the City of Aſartabare 


two hours before day, and continued his courſe amidſt theſe Veſſells, which made, as 1 
have delivered, akind of ſtreet, and fotaſmuch as it was not yet day, there were a great 
number of Lanterns of different faſhions placed amongſt the boughs. As ſoon as he be- 
gan to ſer forth, a Canon was (ſhot off three times, at which ſign chere was ſuch 
a noyſe of Bells, and great Ordnance, as alſo of divers ſorts of very range Inſtruments 
intermingled with the cries and acclamations of the people, as one would have thought 
that heaven and earth would have come together. When he was arrived at the Kay, 
where he was to land, he was received with 2 ſolemn Proceſſion by certain religious 
men that hve in ſolitary places, and are called Aſenigreper, which are like to the Copacins 
in France, whom theſe Gentiles infinicely reſpect, by reaſon of their manner of living, 
for according to the rule which they obſerve, they uſe more abſtinence by far then all 
the reſt; Theſc ſame, being ſome fix or ſeven thouſand in number, were all bare foot, 
and cloathed with black Mat, to ſhe their contempt of the world: upon their heads 
they wore tho ſculls and bones of dead men, and great cords about their pecks, having 
all chctcfaces dawbed over with ditt, and a writing hanging upon them which contained 

theſe 
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theſe words, Aire, mire, do not caft thine eye on thy boſeneſſe , but on the recompenſes 

which God hath promiſed to thoſe that viliſie themſelves to ſerve him. When as, they were 

very neet to the Ros lia, who received them very affably , they proſtrated themſelves 

with their faces down to the ground, and after they had continued ſo ſome time, the 

chiefeſt amongſt them looking on the Roolims, May it pleaſe him, ſaid he, from whoſe hand 

thow haſt newly received ſo great ableſſing, as to be the Head of all on the earth , to render 

thee (0 good and ſo holy a man, that all thy works may be as pleaſing nnto him, as. the in- 

of chuliren which hold their peace whentheir mother gives them the dug. Whereunto 

all che reflanſwered with a great noy ſe of confuſed voices, Permit O Lord Almighty 
that it may be ſo. Paſſing on then, accompanied with this Proceſſion, which the King 
for the greater honor governed himſelf, together with ſome of the principall perſon- 
ages, whom he called unto him for that purpoſe, he went directly to the place where 
the dead Roolims lay buried, and being arrived at his Tomb, he fell down flat with his 
face upon it, then having ſhed a great many tears, he ſaid with a ſad and dolefull voice, 
as if he had ſpoken to the deceaſed, May it pleaſe him, who ragt in the beauty of the 
Stars, to make me deſerve the honoy to be thy Slave, to the end, that in the honſe of the Sun, 
where now thou recreateft thy ſelf, / may ſerve as a broom to thy feet, for ſo ſhall I be made 4 
Diamond of ſo high a price, as the world, and all the riches thereof together, ſhall not be able 
te equall the value of it: whereunto the Grepos anſwered, God grant it. Thereupon ta- 
king a pair of Beads which had belonged to the deceaſed, and that was upon the Tomb, 
he put it about his neck as a relique of great worth, giving as an Almes, fix Lamps of 
filyer, two Cenſors, and fix or ſeven pieces of violet coloured Damask. This done, he 
retired unto his Palace, accompanied ſtill with the King, the Princes, and great Lords 
of the Kingdome, as alſo with the Prieſts that were there aſſiſtant, from whom he pre- 
ſently rid himſelf, and then from out of the window he threw down upon the Aﬀem- 
' bly bandfulls of Rice, as amonght the Papiſts they uſe to caſt Holy Water, which all the 
people received upon their knees, with their hands lifted up. This Ceremony ended, 
' which laſted very neer three hours, they gave three toles with a Bell, upon which Signal 
the Roolins retired for altogether, and fo did the Veſſells, and they that came in them, 
wherein all that day was wholly beſtowed. About everiing the King took his leave of 
the Roolins, and returned to the City, making directly the next morning towards Pe- 
go, which was ſome eighteen leagues from thence, where he arrived the day following 
ewo hours within night, without making any entry or ſhew, to teſtiſie the extreme 
tiefe he was in for the death of the late Roli, whom it was ſaid , he greatly af.

CHAP. LXIII. 
That which the King of Bramaa did after his arrivall at the City Pegu, togetber 
with bis beße ging of Savady. 


Wo and twenty daies after the King of Br ewas arrived at the City of Pegs, he 
T received by the Letter which his Ambaſſador brought him from the C alamiabam, 
ke had concluded the League with him againſt the Siam, yet in regard the ſeaſon 

was not fit for him, either ro commence that war, or to aſſail the Kingdome of Avas, 
as he deſired, ke reſolved to ſend his Foſter-brother, unto whom, as 1 have already de- 
elated, he had given the title of lawfull Brother, to the ſiege of Sava, which was 
fome hundred and thirty Leagues from thenee to the North-Eaſt. Having aſſembled an 
Army then of an hundred and fifty thouſand men, amongſt whom werethirty thouſand 
ſtrangers of divers Nations, and five thouſand fighting Elephants, beſides three thou- 
fand others that carried the baggage, and the victualls, the Chanmigrems departed from 
Pegs with a Fleet of thirtcen hundred rowing Veſſells, the fifteenth of the moneth of 
March. Fourteen daies after he arrived in the fight of Savedy, and having caſt Anchor 
fcer to a great Plain, ca led Gampalary, he remained there (ix daies in attending the five 
thoufand Elephants which were to come to him by land, who were no ſooner arrived, 
but he began to befiege the Town, ſo that having be girt it round, he aſſaulted ir three 
times in the open day, and retreated till with very great loſſe, as well in regard of the 
notable reſiſtance which they within made againſt him, as of the extreme trouble his 
people 
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people were at in planting their ladders againſt the walls, by reaſon of their bad ſcitu- 
ation, which was all of Slate; whereupon conſulting with his Commanders about what 
he ſhonld do, they were all of opinion to have it battered with the Canon on the 
weakeſt ſide, untili that by the overthrow of ſome part of the wall, a breach might be 
made, whereby they might eater with more eaſe and leſſe danger. This reſolution was 
as ſoon executed as taken, ſo that the Ingineers fell to making of ewo manner of bull- 
works on the outſide upon a great Platform, compoſed ot great beams and bavins, 
which in five daics they raiſed up te ſuch an height, as ic ſurpaſled the wall two fathom 
at the leaſt. This done, they planted on each bulwark twenty great pieces of Ordnance, 
wherewith they began to batter the Town ſo violently, that in a little time they. beat 

down a pane of the wall; and beſides thoſe pieces of battery , there were above three 
hundred Falcons that (hot inceflantly, with an intention only to kill thoſe that were 
in the ſtreets, as indeed they made a great havock, which was the cauſe that ſeeing them- 

ſelves ſo ill-intreated, and their people flain in that manner, they reſolved , like valiant 

men as they were, to ſell their lives as dearly as they could, ſo that one morBing having 

ſallied forth by the ſame breach of the wall which the Canon had made, they gave ſo 

valiantly upon thoſe of the Camp, that in leſſe then an hour they almoſt routed the 

Bramaas whole Army, Now becauſe it began to be day, the Savadis thought it fit to 
re-enter into the Town, leaving eight thouſand of their enemies dead on the place. 
After this they repaired the breach in a very little time by the means of a rampire of 

earth, which they made up with bavins and other materialls, that was ſtrong enough 

to reſiſt che Canon, Hereupon the Chawmigrems ſceing the bad ſucceſſe he had had, re- 

ſolved to make war, both upon the places neer about, as alſo upon the frontiers that 
were furtheſt off from the Town, for which purpoſe he ſent Dioſanay , high Treaſurer 
of the Kingdome, whoſe Slaves we Portugals were, Colonel of five thouſand men to 
ſpoil a certain Borough, called Yalewtay, which furniſhed the befieged Town with pro- 

viſions; but this voyage was ſo infortunate unto him, that before his arrivall at the de- 

ſigned place, his forces were by two thouſand S,, whom he incountred by the 

way, all cut in pieces in leſſe then half an hour, not one eſcaping with life that fell into 

the enemies hands. Neverthe leſſe it pleaſed our Lord that amidſt this defeat we ſaved 
our ſelves by the favour of the night, and without knowing whither we went, we 

took the way of a very craggy mountain, where we marched in exceeding great pain 

three daies and an half, at the end whereof we entred into certain Mooriſh Plains, 
where we could meet with no path or way, nor having other company then Tygers, 
Serpents, and other ſavage beaſts, which put us into a mighty fear. But as our God. 
whom inceſſantly we invoked with tears in our eys is the true guide of travellers, he 

out of his infinite mercy permitted, that at length we perceived one evening a certain 

fire towards the Ealt, ſo that continuing our courſe towards that place where we ſaw 

this light, we found our ſelves the next morning neer to a great Lake, where there were 

ſome Cottages, which in all lixkelyhood were inhabited by very poor people; howbeit 

not daring to diſcover our ſelves as yet, we hid us all that day in certain hanging pre- 

cipices that were very boggy, and full of Horſleeches, which made us all gore blood. 

As ſoon as it was night we fell to marching again untill the next morning, whenas we 

arrived neer to a great river, all alongſt the which we continued going for five daies to- 

gether. At laſt with much pain we got to another Lake, that was far greater then the 

former, upon the bank whereof was a little Temple in the form of an Hermitage, and 

there we found an old Hermite, who gave us the beſt entertainment that poſſibly he 

could: This old man permitted us to repoſe our ſelyes two daics with him, during 

which time we demanded many things of him that made for our purpoſe; whereunto 

ke alwaies anfweted according to the truth, and told us, that we were ſtill within the 

Territories of the King of Sevady, that this Lake was called Orga autor, that is to ſay, 

the opening of the night, and the Hermitage, the God of ſuccour. Wherenpon being deſi- 

rous to know of him the ſignification of this abuſe, he laid his hand on an horſe of 

braſſe, that flood for the Idol] upon the Altar, and ſaid that he often read in a book, 

which intreated of the foundation of the Kingdome, that ſome two hundred, thirty, 

and ſeven years before, this Lake being a great Town, called Ocambalen, a King that 
was named Avas had taken it in war, that in acknowledgement of this victory, his 
Prieſts 
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prieſts, by whom he was wholly governed, counſelled him to ſacrifice unto Luiny gu 
tor, the God of war, all the young male children which had been made captives; and in 
eaſe he did not ſo, they would when they became men regain the Kingdome from him. 
The King apprehending the event of this threatning, cauſed all theſe children, being 
fourſcore and five thouſand in number, to be brought all into one place, and ſo upon a 
day that ws kept very ſolemn amongft them, he made them to be put moſt inhumanely 
to the edge of the ſword, with an intent to have them burned the next morning in Sa- 
erificeʒ but che night following there came a great earthquake, and ſuch lightning and 
fire fell from heaven upon the Town, as within leſſe then half an hour it was quite de- 
moliſhed, and all that was in it reduced to nothing, ſo that by this juſt judgement of 
God, the King, together with all his were ſttucken dead, not ſo much as one eſcaping; 
and beſides them thirty thouſand Priefts in like manner, who ever ſince during alf the 
New Moons are heard to cry and roar fo dreadfully, that all the inbabirants therea- 
bouts were ready to go beſides themſe)ves with fear, by reaſon whereof the Country 
was utterly depopulated, no other habiration remaining cherein , ſave only fourſcore 
and five Hermitages, which were etected in memory of the fourſcore and five thouſand 
children, whom the King had cauſed to be butchered through the evill counſell of his 


Prieſts. 


CHAP. LXIIII. 
AM rontinuation of the ſucceſſe which we had in this voy age, with wy departure from Goa t6 
Zunda, and what paſſed durint my abod: there. 


E paſt two daies in this Hermitage, where, as I declared before, we were very 
V well entertained by the Hermiteʒ the third day after betimes in the morning we 8 · 1. 
took our lcave of him, and departed from thence not a little affficted with that which 
we had heard, and ſo all che ſame day and the night following we continued on our 
way along by the river; the next morning we arrived at a place where were 2 great ma- 
ny of ſugar canes, of which we took ſome, for that we had nothing els to nouriſh us 
withall. In this manner we marched ſtill along by this river, which we kept for a guide 
of eur voyage, becauſe we judged that how long ſocver it were, yet would it at laſt 
ingulfe it ſelf in the Sea, where we hoped that our Lord would raiſe us up ſome remedy 
for our miſcries. The day enſuing we arrived at a village called Powmiſeray, where we 
kid our ſelves in a very thick wood from being deſcried by paſſengers, and two hours 
within night we continued our defign in following the current of this tiver, being re- 
ſolved to take our death in good part, if it ſhould pleaſe God to ſend it us, for to put an 
end to ſo many ſufferings as we had undergone day and night; and without lying, the 
apprehenſion and viſions of this laſt end troubled us more then death it ſelf, where- 
with we imagined our ſelves to be already enſnared. At the end of ſeventeen daies, 
that this painfull and ſad voyage had laſted, God ſhewed us ſo much grace, that during 
the obſcurity of a very rainy night, we diſcovered a certain light little more then a 
Faulcon ſhot before us, the fear we were in at the firſt that we were neer ſome Town, 
made us to ſtand (till for a good ſpace, without knowing what to reſolve upon, untill 
we obſerved that this light ſeemed to move, whereby we conjeRured that it was ſome 
Veſſell which went from one port to another; as indeed half an hour afrer we percei- 
ved one, wherein there were nine perſons, who approaching to the bank of the 
river, meer to the place where we were, landed all in a Creek that was there in the form 
of an Haven, and preſently making a fire, they began to prepare their ſupper, which 
-was no ſooner ready, but they fell coeating with great demonſtrations of mirth, where- 
in they beſtowed a pretty good time. At length when they were well repleniſhed with 
meat and drink, it happened that all nine of them, amongſt whom there were three 
women, fell faſt aſleep; whereupon ſeeing that we could not find a more favourable 
occaſion to make our benefit of this adventure, we went all eight of us very ſoftly into 
the barquc, th at ſtuck half in the Ouze, and was tyed faſt to a grear fake , which puſh- 
ing forth with our ſhoulders we ſet aflote, and then imbarquing our ſel ves in it with all 
ſpeed, we began to row down the tiver with as little noyſe as poſſibly we could make: 
Now in regard the current of the water and the wing were both very favourable 
y>< 4 unco 
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unto us, we found our ſelves the next morning above ten leagues from the place vyhenee 
vve parted, namely neer to a Pagede, called £'niay Hmarel, that is to lay, tbe God of 
Rice, vvhete vve met but only vvith one man and ſeven and thirty vvomen, the moſt of 
them old, and Religionaries of this Temple, vvho received us vvith a great deal of cha- 
rity, although in my opinion they did it rather out of fear of us, then any vvill that 
they had to do es good. Having queſtioned them about many things vvhich ſerved for 
our purpoſe, they could give us no pertinent asſyver thereunto, alledgirg ſtill, that 
they vvere but poor vvomen, vvho upon a ſolemn yovy had renounced all things in the 
vvorld, and confined themſelves into this incloſure, vvhete they beſtovved all their time 
in continuall prayer to ©niay Ponwedea, vvhich moves the clouds of heaven, that he 
vvould be pleaſed to give them rain, vvhereby their grounds might be made fruitfull to 
produce them abandance of Rice. In this place vve ſpent all the day in caulking our 
barguc, and furniſhing our ſelves at theſe religious vvomens coſt , vvith Rice, Sugar, 
Freach Beans, Onyons, and ſome ſmoak-dried fleſh, yvherevvith they vvere ſufficiently 
provided. Being parted from hence about an hour vvithin night, vve continued our 
courſe vvith our Oats and Sails for ſeven vyhole days together, vvithout ſo much as 
once dating to touch the Land, ſo much vvete vve in fear of ſome diſaſter that might 
eaſily arrive to us from thoſe places vyhich vve ſavy all alongſt the river: But as it is im- 
poſſible to avoid that here belovy vyhich is determined there above, juſt at the inſtant, 
as vye vvere continuing on our courſe, all confuſed as vve vvere, and in a perpetuall a- 
larm, by reaſon of the danger that vvas alvvays preſent before our eys, as vvell for that 
vrhich vve ſavv, as for that vve vvete in doubt of, our ill hap vvould have it, that an 
hour before day, as vve paſt thorongh the mouth of a Channell, three Pærass of Pyrats 
aſſaulted us vvith ſuch violence, and yvith ſo many different ſores of Darts, vvhich they 
ſhowred upon us, that within leſs then two Credess they had killed three of our con- 
panions; as for us five that remained, vve caſt our ſelves into the Sea all bloudy as we 
vvere vvith the vvounds vvhich vve had received, vvhereof tvvo others died a little af- 
ter: When as vve vvere got aſhore vye hid out ſelves in the vvoods, vvhere vve paſt all 
that day in lamenting our preſent miſhap after ſo many fortunes as vve had run tho- 
rough before time. Thus yyounded as vve vvere, parting from thence in more hope of 
death then life, vve proceeded on our vvay by Land, vvith ſo much pain and itte ſoluti- 
on concerning vvhat vve vvere to do, as vve fell many times a vvteping, vvithout being 
able to comfort one another, in regard of the ſmall likelyhood there vvas of ſaving 
our lives by any humane means. As vve vvere reduced to this deplorable eſtate, vvich 
tvvo of our companions teady to die, it pleaſed our Lord (vvhoſe ſuccour doth ordina- 
rily ſupply our defects) that in a place vyhere vve found our ſelves upon the bank of the 
vvater, there chanced to paſs by a Veſſell, vvherein there vyas a Chriſtian vvoman, na- 
med Uielinta, vvho vvas married to a Pagan, to vvhom this Veſſell appertained, vvhich 
he had laden vvith Cotton Wooll to ſell off at Coſmin; this vvoman no ſooner percei- 
ved us, but moved vvith pity at the ſight of us, e/ws, cricd ſhe, theſe are Chriftians which 
Tbeheld! that ſaid, ſhe cauſed the Veſſell vvherein ſhe vvas to come to the ſhore, and 
leaping on Land, together vvith her husband, they fell both of them to imbracing us 
vVich tears in their eys, and then made us to be imbarqued yvith them; preſently where- 
upon this vertuous Dame took a care to have our vvounds dreſt, and provided us of 
cloaths the beſt that ſhe could,rendring us many other good offices of a true and chari- 
table Chriſtian: Then ſetting aſide all feat, vve parted from this place vvith all ſpeed, & 
five days after thorough Gods = vve arrived ſafely at the Tovvn of {o/win, vvhich 
is 8 part of the Sea in the Kingdome of Pegw,vrhcre in the houſe of this good Chriſtian 
vvoman vve vvere a8 vvel looked unto , that in a ſhort time vve found our ſelves tho- 
my cured of all our hurts. Now vvhereas there is never any vvant in the grace which 
doth to his creatures, ir pleaſed him that at that very time vve met in this Por 


vvith a ſhip, vvhereof Luis de Aſontorraye vvas Maſter, vvho vvas upon the point of 
ſetting ſail for Bengala,ſo that after we had taken our leave of our Holteſs,to whom we 
rendred many thanks for all the benefits vvhich we had received of her, we imbarqued 
our ſelves with the ſaid Luis de Montarroyo, who likewile intreated us exceeding well, 
and furniſhed us abundantly with all that was neceflary for us. At our artivall at the 
Port of Clasen in the Kingdome of Bengala, where there was at that time many 
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Portngals, I inſtantly imbarqued my ſelf in the foiſt of a certain Merchant „called For» 
— (aldrjre, who was bound for G here it pleaſed God I arrived in good health. 
here I found Pedro de Faria, who had been Captain of HMalacs, and by whom I had 
been ſent as Ambaſſador to the Chambanbas of Metal ane, as I have declared bereto- 
fore. To him I rendred an exact accompt of all that had paſt, for which he ſhewed him- 
ſelf very ſorrowfull, and accommodated me with divers things, wherennto his conſci- 
ence and generoſity obliged him, in regard of the goods which I had loſt for his occaſi- 
on. A litcle after, that I migbt not loſe the oportunity of the ſeaſon, 1 imbarqued my 
ſelf with an intention to goto the Southward, and once more to try my fortune in 
the Kingdomes of China and apa, to ſee if in thaſe countries where 1 had ſo many 
times loſt my coat, I could not find a better then that I had on. | 
Being imbarqued at Gee in a Junck that belonged to Pedrs de Faria, which was bound 
in way of trade for Zunda, I artived at AMalaca the fame day that Ruy vas Pereyra, 
termed Marremeque died, who was chen Captain of the fortreſſe there. Being de- 
parted from that place to go to Zexds, at the end of ſeventecn dayes I arrived at Bow- 
ta, where the Portugals are necuſtomed to trathique. And becauſe there was at that time 
great ſcarcity of pepper over all the country, and that we came thither of purpoſe for 
it, we were conſtrained to paſſe the winter there, with a reſolution to go for Chine 
the year following. We had been almoſt to moneths in this Port, where we exereiſed 
our commerce very peaceably, whenas from the King of Demaa, Emperor of all the 
Iſlands of 7, «Angenia, B la, Madara, and of thereſt of the, Iſlands of that Archi- 
plage, there landed in this country a widdow woinan, named Nbay Pembaya, about 
the age of threeſcore years, who came as Ambaſſador to Tage King of Zusds, that 
was alſo his Vaſſall as well as all the reſt of that Monarchy, for to tell him that he was 
within the term of fix weeks to be in perſon at the town of Japara, where 
he was then making preparation to invade the Kingdome of Paſſarwasn. When 
this woman arrived in this Port, the King went in perſon to the Veſſell where ſhe was, 
from whence he carried her to his Palace with great pomp, and put her into the compa- 
ny of his wife for her better entertainment, whileſt he himſelf retired to another lodg- 
ing farther off to do her the more honor. Now that one may know the reaſon 
wherefore this ambaſſige was executed rather by a woman then a man, you maſt note, 
that it hath alwaycs becn the cultome of the Kings of this Kingdome to treat of the 
moſt important matters of their State by the mediation of women, eſpecially when it 
toncernes peace, which they obſerve nut only in particular meſſages that are ſent by the 
Lords to their Vaſſal's, ſuch as this was, but alſo in matter of publique and generall af. 
fairs, which is performed by ambaſſage from one King to another, and all the reaſon 
they give for it, is; That God bath given more pentleneſſe and inclination to conriefie, yea 
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and more authority to women then to men, who e ſe vere, as they ſay, and by conſequent lefe - 


agreeable to thoſe wnto whom they zre ſent. Now it is the it opinion, that every one of 
thoſe women which che Kings are accultomed to ſend about affiires of importance , 
ought to have certain qualitics for well executing of an ambaſſage, and worthily diſ- 
| charging the Commiſſion which is granted to them: for firſt of all, they ſay, Thet fie 
muſt not be a Maid, for fear ſhe Chance to loſe hey honor in going ont of ber bouſe, becauſe that 
even 41 with ber beanty fbe contents every one, ſo by the ſama reaſon ſhe may be ametiveof diſ< 
cord and uvquiatne(ſe in matters where unity is required, rather then an acceſſe to concord, and 
the peace which is pretended unto. To this they adde, that ſhe muſt be married,or at leaftwiſe 
4a widdow after a lawfull marriage; that if ſhe baus bad children, ſhe muſt bave 4 (certificate 
how ſbe hath given them all ſucł with ber own breaſts, allidging thereupon , that ſbe who 
| bath borne children, and dath not nonriſo them if ſhe ean, is rather 4 carnal, voluptuous, 
corrupted; and diſhoneſt woman, then 4 true mother. And this cuſtome is obſcrved ſo ex- 
actly over all this country, principally amongſt perſons of quality, that if a mother bath 
a child which ſhe cannot give luck unto for ſome valuable Jy nr (he muſt make 
an atteſtation thereof, as of a thing very ſerious, and much importing her honor. That 
if being young too ſhe happens to loſe her husband, and becomes a widdow , (he muſt 
for the better te ſtifyin : of het verrue enter into Religion, to the end ſhe may thereby 
ſhew, thae ſhedid not formerly marry for the pleaſure which ſhe expected from her 
marciage, but to have children, according to the pure and honeſt intention, _ 
c e 0 
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God joyned together the firſt married couple in the terreſtiall Paradiſe. Furthermore, 
that there might be nothing to be found fault with in the purity of their marriage, ang 
that it might be altogether conformable to the Law of God, they ſay, that after a wo- 
man is with-child, ſhe ought no longer co have the company of her husband, becauſe the 
ſame could not then be but diſhoneſt and ſenſuall. To thele conditions they add many 
others which I will paſſe over in filence, for that | think it unreaſonable to uſe prolixity 
in matters that I hold worthy of excuſe, if I do not relate them at length. In the mean 
time after that Nbay Pewbaya had delivered her Embaſſage to the King of Zunda, 281 
have declared before, and treated with him about the occaſion which brought her thi- 
ther, ſhe preſently departed from this Towne of Bazr; whereupon the King having 
ſpeedily — all things in tead ineſſe, he ſer ſail with a Fleet of thirty Calalates 
and ten uripan goes, well urniſhed with ammunition and victuall „in which forty veſ- 
ſells there were ſeven thouſand fighting men, beſides the Mariners and Rowers. A. 
mongſt this number were forty Pertagalls, of ſix and forty that we were in all, in re- 
gard whereof they did us many patticular favours in the buſineſſe of our Merchandize, 
and publikely confeſſed, that they were much obliged to us for following them as we 
did, ſo that we ſhould have had little reaſon to have excuſed our ſelves from accompa- 


nying them in this war. 


CHAP, XLIV. 


The expedition of the Pangueytan, Emperor of Jaoa , and King of Demaa, ap ainf? the 
King of Paſſeraan, and all that which paſſed in this war. 


He King of Zonda being departed from the Port of Bantathe fifth day of Pauna- 
A, inthe year one thouland five hundred forty and fix, arrived on the nineteenth of 
the ſame at the Town of Para, where the King of Demas, Emperor of this Iſland of 
40a, was then making hu preparatives, having an army on foot of eight hundred thou- 
and men. This Prince being advertiſed of the King of Zandarrcoming, who was his 
brother-in-law and vaſſall, he ſept the King of Panarea, Admirall of the Fleet, to re- 
ceive bim, who brought along with him an hundred and threeſcore Calalutes, and nine- 
ty Lancharez, full of Lafon from the Iſle of Berne: With all this company he arrived 
where the King of Zanda was, who entertained him very courteouſly,and with a great 
deal of honor. Fourteen daies after our coming to this Town of Papa, the King of 
Demaa went and imbarqued himſelf for the Kingdome of Paſſaruas in a Fleet of two 
thouſand and ſeven hundred fails, amongſt the which were a thouſand high-built Juncks, 
and all the reſt were Veſſells with oars. The eleventh of February he atcived at the ti- 
ver of Hicandwrea, which is at the entrance of the bar; and becauſe the King of Paxs- 
ruca, Ad mirall of the Fleet, perceived that the great Veſſells could not paſſe unto the 
Port, which was two leagucs off, by reaſon of certaine ſhelves of ſand that were in 
divers parts of the river, he cauſcd all thoſe that were in them to be diſimbarqued, and 
the other Veſſells with oats to go and anchor in the road before the Town, with an in- 
tention to burn the Ships that were in the Port, which indeed was accordingly execu- 
ted. In this Army was the Emperor Pangu-yray in perſon, accompanicd with all the 
grandces of the Kingdome; the King of Zunda, his brother-in-law who was Generall 
of the Army, went dy land with a great part of the forces, and being all arrived at the 
place where they me aut to pitch their Camp, they took care in the firſt place for the 
fortifying thereof , and for placing the Canon in the moſt commodious places to bat. 
ter the Town, in which labour they beſtowed the molt part of the day. As for the 
night enſuing it was ſpent in rejoycings, and keeping good watch untill ſuch time as it 
was day, whenas each Captain applied himſelf to that whereunto his duty obliged him, 
all in generall imploying themſelves according to the ingineers directions, ſo that by 
the ſecond day the whole Town was invironed with high Palls[adoer, and their Plat- 
formes fortified with great beames, whereupon they planted divers great pieces of 
Ordnance, amongſt the which were Eagles and Lions of metall, that the Achewws and 
Turks had caſt by the invention of a certain Renegade, born in the Kingdome of A. 
fans, appertaining to the Crown of Portwgal, and by reaſon this wicked wretch had 


changed his belief, he called himſclf (95a Gina, for xs for the name which he had be- 
| fore 
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fore when he was a Chriſtian, I am contented to paſſe it over in filence for the honot 
of his Family, being indeed of no mean extraction. In the mean time the beſieged ha- | if 
ving taken notice how ill-adviſed they had been in ſuffermg the enemies to labour two » if 
whole daies together peaceably in fortifying of their Camp, without any impeachment | 
of theirs; and taking the ſame for a great affront, they deſired their King to permit them 
to fal _ them the night following, alledging how it was probablethat men vvearied 
vvith labour could not make any great uſe of their arms, nor be ableto reſiſt this firſt im- 
petuoficy.The King, who at that time commanded the Kingdom of Paſſarwan,wasyoung; 

& indued with many excellent qualities vvhich made him to be exeeedingly beloved of 
all his ſub jects, for as it was reported of him, he was very liberal, no manner of Tyrant, ex- 
ceedingly affable to the common people, a friend to the poot, and ſo charitable towards 
Widovvs, that if they acquainted him vvith cheir neceſſities, ne relieved them inſtantly, 
and did them more good then they asked of him, Beſides theſe perfeRions that vyere 
ſo recommendable, he poſſeſſed fome others ſo confor able to mens deſires , as there 
vvꝛs not any one that vvould not have expoſed his life a thouſand times for his ſervice 
if need nad been. Furthermore he had none but choice men vvith him, even the flovver 
of all his Kingdome, beſides many ſtrangers, upon vvhom he conferred much vvealth 
honor, and many graces, which he accompanied vvith good vvords, that being indee 
the means vvhereby the minds both of great and ſmall are ſo ſtrongly gained, that they 
make them Lions of ſheep, vvhereas carrying ones ſelf. other vvayes, of generous Li- 
ons, they are made fearfull hares, This King then examining the requeſt vyh ch his peo- 
ple made unto him, and referring himſelf to the advice of the antienteſt and moſt pru- 
dent Councellors of his State vvhich vvere vvith him, there yvas a greit contention a- 
bout the ſacceſſe that the affairs might have, but in the end, by the counſell of all in ge- 
nerall, it vvas concluded Thar in caſe / ortune ſhould be altogethir adverſs unte them in 
this ſally which they m-ant to . again their enemies, yet wonld it be amuch leſſe evill, 
and leſſe conſider ble .ffront,then ts [ce the King ſo beſieged by vide people , who againſt all 

reaſon wouid reduce them by force to quit their beliefe,, w ereim they had been bred by their 

Fathers, to imbrace another new one by the [uſcit ation of the Farazes, who place their ſalva- 

tion in waſhing their parts bebind, in not eating of [wines fleſp, and mar ing of ſeven wi ves, 

whereby the brſt adviſed may eafily jadg⁴ that God was ſo much their enemy, as he would not 

aſſiſt them in ary thing, ſering that with ſo great offence they would under pretext of Religi- 

on, and withrea'ons ſo full of contradittion, compell their King to becomg a Mahometan, 

and render himſelf tributary to them To theſe reaſons they added many others, which 

the King, and they that were with him found to be ſo good, as they all with one com- 
mon conſent agreed thereunto, whieh is en evident mark, that it is a thing no lefſe na- 

turall for a good Subject to expoſe his life ſor his King, then for a vertuous wife t 

conſerve her chaſtity tor the husband which God hath given her: This being ſo, ſai 
they, a matter of ſo great importance was no longer to he deferred, but we all in gene- 
tall, and each one in particular, are by this ſally to make demonſtration of the extreme 
affeAion which we bear to our good King, who we are aſſured will never be unmindfull 
of them that (hall night beſt for his defence, which is all the inheritance we defire to 
leave to our children Whereupon it was reſolved that the night following they ſhould 
make a ſally upon their enc mics. 

Whereas the joy, which this deſigned ſally brought to all the inhabitants of the Town 8.7. 

was generall, they never ſtayed till they were called, but two hours after midnight, and 
before the time which the King had appointed, they aſſembled all in a great place, 
which was not far from the Royall Palace, and where they of the country had accu- — 
ſtomed to keep their Fairs and to ſolemnize their moſt remarkable feaſts on thoſe prin- 
cipall dayes which were deſtined to the invocation of their Pagoder. The King in the 
mean time, wonderfully content to ſec ſuch heat of courage in them, of ſeventy thou- 
ſand inhabitants which were in the Town, drew out twelve thouſand only for this en- 
terpriſe, and divided them into four companies, each of them containing three thou- 
ſand, whereof an Unkle of the Kings was Generall, a man whom experience had ten- 
d ted very knowing in ſuch undertakings, and that marched in the head of the firſt com- 
pany. Of the ſecond was Captain another of the principall Mandacine; Of the third 


A ſtranger, a Champaa by Nation, and bora in the iſland of Barnes; and of the fourth 
| Ceca one 
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one called Paubacaluio; all of them good Commanders, very valiant, and exceeding 
expert in matters of war. When they were all ready, the King made them a Speech, 
whereby be ſuccinctly repreſented unto them the confidence which he had in them 
touching this enterpriſe. After which, the better to inconrage them, and aſſure them of 
his love, he took a cup of gold and drunk to them all, cauſing the chiefeſt of them to 
pledge him, and craving pardon of the reſt, for that the time would not permit them 
to do the like. This gracious carriage of his ſo incouraged the ſouldiers, that without 
further delay the moſt part of them went and annoynted themſelves with Minhamun- 
di, which is a certain confection of an odoriferons oy le, wherewith theſe people are ac- 
cuſtomed to frote themſelves with, when they have taken a full reſolution to die, and 
theſe ſame are ordinarily called Awaces. The hour being come wherein this ſally was to 
be made, four of twelve gates that were in the Town were opened, thorough each of 
the which ſallied forth one of the four Captaines with his company, having firſt ſent 
out for Spies into the Camp fix Grob alons, of the moſt valiant that were about the 
King, whom he had honored with new titles, and with ſuch ſpeciall fayours, as uſe to 
give courage to them that want it, and to increaſe it in them that are indued with ſome 
reſolution. The four Captains marched a little after the ſix Spies, and went and joyned 
all together in a certain place, where they were to fight with the enemies: whereupon 
falling into the midſt of them with a marvellous impetuoſity, they fought ſo valiantly, 
that in leſſe then an houres time, which the fight indured, the twelve thouſand Paſſarw- 
aui left above thirty thouſand enemies upon the place, beſides thoſe that were wound- 
ed, which were in a far greater number, and whereof many died afterwards. Further 
more they took priſonef three Kings, and eight Pater, which ate asthe Dukes amo ngſt 
us, the King of Zuuda too, with whom we forty Porrwgalls were, could nor ſo ſave 
himſelfe, but that he was hurt wich a Lance in three phices, a number being killed in de- 
fending him. Thus wis the Camp put in fo great diſorder, as it was almoſt deftroyed, 
the Pas guryran himfelf being wounded with dart, and conſtrained to leap into the 
water, where little lacke d but that he had been drowned. Whereby one may fee what 
the force of a number of reſoture and fearleſſe men is againſt ſuch as are ſurpriſed when 
leaſt they think of it; for before that the enemies could: know what they did, or the 
Commanders could put their ſouldiers into order, they were twice routed. The next 
morning, as ſoon as the day gave them leave to know the truth of the buſineſſe, the 
Paſſernans retited into the Towne, where they found that they had not loft 2- 
bove nine hundred of their men, nor more then two or three thouſand 
3 


hurt. | 
It is ſcarcely to be believed how much the King of Demaa was grieved with the diſa- 


ſter of the former Gar, as wel for the affront which he received from thoſe within by the 
0 


loſſe of his people, as for the bad ſucceſſe of the beginning of this ſiege, whereof he ſee m- 
ed in ſome ſort to impute the fault unt o our King of Z unda, ſay ing that this fortune had 
happened by the bad directiors he had given to the Centinells. Now aftet he had com- 
manded that the wounded ſhould be dreſt, and the dead buried, he called to Councell 
all the Kings, Princes, and Captains of the forces that he had, both by Land and Wa- 
ter, unto whom he ſaid,7 bat he had made a ſolemn vem, and oath upon the NM. of Ma- 
homet, which in their Alcoran, or the book of their Law, never toraiſe the ſiege from before 
this T own, antill be had utterly deſtroyed it, or loft bis own State therein. Whereunto he 
added, 7 bat be proteflcd be wonld put to death whomſoever foould oppoſe this reſolution of 
his, what reaſon ſoc ver be could alledge thereupen; which begot ſo greata terror in the 
minds of all that heard him, as there was not one that duiſt contradict his will, but con- 
trarily they infinitely approved and commended it. He uſed then all kind of diligence 
for the new fortifying of the Camp with good ditches,ftrong Palliſadoes & divers Bul- 
works made of ftone and timbet, garniſhed on the inſide with their Platformes, where 
he cauſed a great many of Canons to be planted, ſo that by this meanes the Camp was 
ſtronger then the Towne it ſelfe, in regard whereof the beſieged did often times jeete 
the Centinells without, telling them, That it mui? needs be concluded they were notorions 
cowards, ſince inflead of befeging their enemies like valiaut men, they beſieged thew/clves 
like feeble woman, wherefors they bid them returns home to their bonſes, where it was fitter 
for them to fal ie ſpinning, then to make war. Theſe were the jeers which they ordinarily 


put 
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put upon the beſiegers, who vvere greatly offended vvith them. This Tovvne had been 
almoſt three moneths beſieged, and yet had the enemies advanced but little, for during 
all that time, vvherein there had been fire batteries, and three aſſaults given to it, with 
above a.thonſand ladders planted againſt the vvalls, the beſieged defended themſelves 
ſtill like valiant and couragions men, fortifying themſelyes vvith connter-mires which 
they oppoſed co the breaches, vyhich they made vvith pieces of timber taken from the 
houſes; ſo that all the power of the Pangucyran, which(as I have declared) was about 
eight hund ted thouſand men, whereof the number was much diminiſhed, was not able 
to give him entrance into it. Here upon the principal} Ingineer of the Camp, who was 
2 Rene gado of Maillorque ſeeing that this affair had nor a ſuccefſe anſwerable to what 
he had promiſed the King, he reſolved to take ano ther far different courſe. To that ef- 
fect, wich · a great amaſſe of earth and ba vius he framed a kind of a Platform, which he 
fortified with fix rows of beames, and ronght ſo, that in nine dayes he raiſed it a fa- 
thom higher then the wal that done, he planted forty great pieces of Canon upon it, 
together with a number of Baſes and Fauſconets, wherewith he fell to battering the 
Town infach ſort, as the beſieged were therewith mightily damnified, ſo that the King 
perceivingthat.this invention of the enemy was the only thing in the world that eould 
molt incorpmodatc bim in the Towne, he refolved by the meanes of ten thouſand Vo- 
lantecrs,.who had offered themſelves unto him for that purpoſe, and to whom for: 
mark of honor he gave the titfe of '7ygers of the world, to attacque this Fort, and they 
that were upon it; this matter was no ſooner reſolyed upon, bur was preſently put in 
execution, and-for the bettet incouragement of them, the King himſelfe would be their 
Captaine, albeit this whole enterpriſe was governed by the four Panarivox;, which had 
formerly commanded in the firſt ſally, Having put themſelves idtothe field then with 
the riſing of the Sun, they fought ſo valianeſy without any fear at all of the dreadfull 
Ordnance; which were planted on the Platform, as in leſſe then two Credoes they got 
to the top of it, and there ſetting on the enemies, who were thirty thouſand in num- 
ber, they defeated them all in a very (hore time. Ihe P angreyran of Pare ſeeing his 
forces thus ronted, tan thither in perſon with twenty thoafend choice ſonldiers, intend- 
ing to beat che Paſſernavs from the place which they had gained, but they defended it 
ſo couragiouſly, as is not poſſi ble to exprefle it in words: This bloudy battell having in- 
dured' till evening, the Paſſera an, who had loſt the moſt part of his men, made his re- 
tteat into the Towne by the gate that vras next to the Platfo rme, whereunto havin 
firſt ſer ſue in ſia or ſeven places, it took hold of ſome barrells of powder, whereo 
there was great ſtore there, which inflamed it ſo terribly in ſevetall parts, as it was not 
ble to approach unto it by the ſpace of a flight ſhoot; this accident was very favour- 
able to che beſieged, becauſe the enemies were thereby kept from joyning together, and 
ſo the Towne was for this time preſerved from the great danger wherewithall it was 
threatned; howbcit the Paſſernans ſcap't not fo ſcot : free, but that of the ten thouſand 
Volunteers imployed in this ſervice, ſix thouſand remained dead on the top of the Plit- 
forme . True it is, that in the Pawguryray part there vvas above forty thouſand killed, 
amongſt the vvhhich vvere three thouſand ſtrangers of divers Nations, the moſt part 4- 
chews, Turks, and Aalab ares, as alſo twelve Pareszor Dukes, five Kings, with many o- 
ther Commanders, and men of quality. 
All this night was ſpent on both ſides in lamentations and complaints, as alſo in 
teſſing the vvounded, and caſting the dead into the river. The next morning as ſoone 
1 it was day the Pangueyran of Pata ſecing che bad ſucceſſe which his enterpriſe had 
had untill that preſent, could not for all that be dravvn to deſiſt from it, ſo that 
he-canſcd all his ſouldiers to prepare themſelves for a nevy «faulting of the Tovyne, 
being perſyvaded that the beſieged had no great force lefi to defend them vvithall, 
conlidering their vvalls vyere overthrovvn in many places, their ammunition ſpent, the 
moſt part of their peopleſlaine, and their King dangerouſly hutt, at leaftvviſe it vvas ſo 
reported, Nov the better to be aſſuted thereof, he cauſed ſome of his forces to be 
laid in ambuſh in certain avenues, by vyhich he had been advertiſed, that divers of 
the frontizing inhabitants vvould paſſe, to bring unto the Tovvne Eggs, Pullaine, and o- 
ther ſuch like things neceſſary for the recovery of fick perſons. Novv they, vvhom he 
had ſeat for that purpoſe, arrived at the Camp à little before day, and 8 —— 
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priſoners with them, amongſt the which there was one Portwgal, After then that they 
had racked and tortured the other eight, & were come to do as much to the Portugal, 
who was the laſt, he imagined that it may be they would ſhe him ſome favour if he de- 
clared unto them what he was, ſo that upon the firſt torment he cried out, I hat he was « 
Portugal, he not knowing hitherto any thing of us, nor we of him: Our King of Z an- 
4 no ſooner heard this Declaration of his, but he commanded him to be taken from 
the rack, and inſtantly ſent for us to know whether that which this wretch delivered 
was true; whereupon fix of us that were the leaſt hurt went unto him, and at the fiſt 
ſight we judged him by his countenance to be a Portagal, ſo that proſtrating our ſelves 
before the King, we beſought him to give us this man, repreſenting unto him, that in re. 
gatd he was of our Nation we were bound to make this ſuit for him, which he very 
willingly granted us, and ſo we in way of thankfullneſſe kiſſed his feet. After we had 
received him, we carried him to the place where our companions lay wounded, and then 
we would needs underſtand of him whether he were a Portugal indeed, becauſe he look- 
ed ſo ſtrangely as we could not well know him, no not by his ſpeech; but after he was s 
little come to himſelfe, and that he had (ſhed a many of teares, My Maſters, faid he un- 
to us, I afſtrre you that I am 4Chriftian, and a Portugal, both by farber and: mother, al- 
theugh as you ſee I do not weare the habit of one; ay country is Penamocor, and my name 
Nuno Rodriguez Tabotda; I wert ont of Portugal in the year ene thouſand five bundred 
and thirterr, after I had inrolled my ſelf in the Marſpalls Army and in the Ship called the 
S.Joano, whereof Ruy Diaz Pereyta was ( aptaine. New becau'r in thoſe firſt beginnings 
1 frewed my ſelf in all exc: ſions a worth man, Alphonſo d' Albuquerque made me Cap- 
tain ef the four brig andines whith be had in the Indracs at that time; afterward: 1 was pre- 
fem with bim at the taking of o and Malaca; withall I laloured in the foundations of Or- 
muz and Calecut, never failing in any of the ſervices performed in thoſe times by that famond 
Commander, to whom ſo many different N ations do at thu day give the title of Great. I con- 
tinued the ſame yr oof of my courage anring the Governments of Lopo, Suarez, of Diego, 
Lopez de Siqueyra,aud of other Governors of the Indiaes,even unte Don Antisque de Me- 
neſez, who ſucceeded to that charge by che death of the Vice Roy Vaſco de Gama; who at 1 
entrance inte his Government made Franciſco de Sa General of 4 F leet of twelve Veſſelly, 
wherein were three hundred men Which he was to make whe of for the building of a Fort at 
Zunda, is regard of the feare they were then in of the Spaniards, who at that time went 10 
the Moluccacs by the new way which Magellan bad diſcovered unto them; in this Fleet I was" © 
made Capi ain of a Brig andine, called the J. Jorge, where I commanded over ſix and e. 
ty very conragions and valiant men. We departed then fromthe bar of Bintan, whenas Fe- 


ro de Maſcarenhas deſtroyed it; but when we arrived at the Iſle of Lingua, we were beaten F 


with ſo furious a tempeſt, that unable to reſiſt it, we were forced to make towards Jaoa, 
where of ſeven rowing Viſſells that we were, ſix were loft, and my ſint would have it that mine 
v one of that number; beſides for my greater infortune, the tempe#t caſt my Brig anding upon 
the coaft of this Country, where I bave now remained theſe three and twenty yiars, not one of 
all that were in the Veſſell eſcaping. ſave thres of my companions, who are every one dead but 
my ſelf, and wonld ro God it had pleaſed him to ſhew me the graces that I bad been ſo tos, 
that ſo I might not have offended bim 4s I have done ſines, for ſeeing my ſelf comtiunally 
preſſed by theſe Gentiles to fellow their perniciens errors, I withſtood them 4 long time, but ' 
whereas the fleſh is fraile, bring very poor far from ray country, and without hope of liberty, 
my fins made me at their intreatis to yeeld tothat which they deſired of me with ſo much im- 
pertanity; by reaſon whereef this Kings Father did me many great favours; and being ſent 
for yeſterday from a place where I was to look wnto two of the chiefeſt Gentlemen ef this coun- 
try, it pleaſed God that I fell into the hands of theſe dogs, to the end I ſbould no longer be one, 
fer which the Lord be bleſſed for evermore. This mans diſcourſe — aſtoniſhed 
us, and as much as the novelty of ſo ſtrange an accident required , fo that having com- 
forted him as well as we could in ſuch termes as we thought were neceſſaty for the 
time wherein we were, we asked him whether he would go with us to Zwnds, and from 
thence to Malace, where God might (hew him the grace to dic in his ſerviee like 2 

Chriſtian. Whereunto having made anſwer, that he defired nothing more, and 
that he had never had other deſigu, we gave him another habit, becauſe he was cloatbed 
like a Pagan, and kept him alwayes with us as long as the ſiege lafted. _ 
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CHAP. XLV. . 
Ile death of the King of Demaa by avery ſtrange actident, and that which arrived 
| therempon. 


— came again now to our hiſtory, you ate to underſtand, that the Pargueyran of C. 1. 
Pata, King of Demaa, being certified by ſome of the enemies, whom his men had 
taken priſoners, of the piteous eſtate wherevneo the befieged were reduced, the moſt 
part of them dead, their ammunition failing, and their King dangerouſly hurt; all theſe 
things rogether carried him more ardently then ever to the aſſault, which he had purpo- 
ſed with himſelf to give to the beſieged Town. He re ſolvtd then to ſcale it in plain day, 
and to aſſault. it with more violence then before, ſo that inſtantly great preparations 
were made over all the Camp, where divers Serjcants at Armes, on hoi ſcback, and car- 
rying Maces on their ſhoulders, went proclaiming aloud, aftcr.the men of war had been 
made to aſſemble together with the ſourd of trumpets, T be Pangueyran of Pata by rhe 
power of lim who hath created all things, Lord of the Lands which inviron the $tas , being 
willing te diſcover ante all in generall the ſecret of bis ſoul, doth let you know, that nine daies 
lenco be will have os be in areadineſs,to the end that with the comrages of Tygers, and re- 
donh led forces, you afſift bis in the aſſault which he intends to give unto the Town , for a re- 
compence whereof bo liberally promiſeth to do great favours, as well in money, as in honorable 
and rewwhable titles, throſeta the five [onl 15ers. which fi- ft of all ſball plant colours onthe 
enemics wall: , or that ſhall p attions hieb ſhall be agreeable to him. Whereas contr a- 
rely, they which do not carry thymſelves valiantig in this enterpriſe , conformably to his plea- 
ſare, ſhall be executed by the way of. juſtice, without ay regard bad to their condition. This 
Ordinance of the Kings, full of: menaces, being publiſhed over every part of the Camp, 


put them into ſuch an alarm, as the Commanders began incontinently to make them- 


lelves ready, and to provide all things neceſſary for this aſſault, withont ſcarce taking a- 
ny reſt either day or night, making wichall ſo great a noyſe, by intermingling their hues 
and ceics with the ſounds of drucns, and other inſtruments of war, as it could not be 
heard without much terror. In the mean time, whereas of the nine daies, deſtined for 
the purpoſe aforeſaid, ſeven were already paſt, ſo as there refted no more but two, at 
the end whereof an aſſault was to be given to the Towne , one morning as the Pax- 

weyr as {ate in Councell, to reſolve of the affaits of this ſiege with the principall Lords 
of his Army, as alſo of the means, of the time, and places, whereby they were to aſ- 
fault the Town, and of other neceflary things, it was ſaid, that from the diverfity of o- 
pinions, which the one and the other had, there aroſe ſo great a contention amongſt 
them, as the King was conſtrained to take every ones advice in writing. During this 


time, whereas he bad alwayes necr about him a young Page, who carried Bebel, an herb 


whoſe leavesare like unto Plantain, which theſe Pagans are accuſtomed to chaw, becauſe 


it makes them have a ſweet breath, and alſo purges the humours of the ſtomack; he ask- 
ed this Page then for ſome of it, who at firft ſeemed not to hear him, being much about 


twelve or thirteen years old, for I hold it fit co make mention of his age, in regard of 


that I am to ſay of him hereafter. Now to return to the Pangneyran, as he vvas conti- 
nuing his diſcourſe vvith his Councell of War; thorough much ſpeaking, and ſomevyhat 


in choler, his mouth betame dry, ſo that he asked the Page again for ſome Berkel, 
which he ordinarily cartic d in a little box of gold, but he heard him no more this ſe- 
cond time, then he had done the firſt; inſomuchas the King having asked him for ſome 


e third time, one of the Lords that vvas neete to the Page pulled him by the ſleeve, 
| and bid him give the King ſome Bethel, vrhich immediately he did, and falling on his 


knees he preicnted him vvith the box vyhick he had in his hands; the King then took 
tyvo or three leaves of it, as he uſed to do, and vvithout being otheryyiſe angry, giving 
him a light touch vvith his hand on the head, art then deaf, ſaid he unto him, that thei 


tend ft not bear me ? and thereupon re-entred into diſcourſe vvith them of his Coun- 


cell. Novy becauſe theſe Faoas are the moſt punctillious and perfidious Nation of the 
yvorld, and ithat vvithall they of this country hold it for the greateſt affront that can 
de done then, vvhen one gives them a touch on the head, this young Page imagining 
that the King; had touched him ſo out of a mark of ſogreat a contempt, as he ſhould 
thereby be miide infamous for ever, though indeed none of the company took notice of 
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it, he went aſide weeping and ſobbing by himſe if, and in the end reſolved to revenge the 
injury which che King had done him, ſo that drawing out à little knife which he wore 
at his girdle, he ſtabbed the King with it into the midſt of the left pap, and ſo becauſe 
che blow was mortall, the King fell inſtantly down on che ground, not adle to ſay any 
more then theſe two or three words, 7 aw dea: wherewithall thoſe of the Couneell 
were ſo frighted, as it is not poſſible to exprefle it. After that this emotion was a lit. 
tle calmed, they fell firſt unto looking to the King, to ſee if ſome remedy might not 
be applied to his wound; tut becauſe he was hurt juſt in the heart there was no ho 
of recovery, ſo that he died within a very ſhort time after: Preſently they ſeized on the 
Page, whom they put to torture, by reaſon of ſome ſuſpitions which they had upon 
this accident, but he never confeſſed any thing, and ſaid nought els, ſave, That be had 
done it of his own free will, and to be revenged of the blow which the King had given him on 
his head by way of contempt, as if be had firuck ſome dog that was barking np and down the 
cets in the night, without confidering that be was thy ſow of the Pate Pondan, Lord of Sure- 
2yaz. The Page then was impaled alive, with a good big ſtake, which wasrthruſt in 
at his Fundament, and came out at the nape of his neck. As much was done to his Fs · 
ther, to three of his brothers, and to threeſcore and twelve of his kinſmen, ſo that his 
whole Race was extcrminated, upon which ſo cruel! and tigorous an execution, ma 
great troubles enſued afterwards in all the country of 7, and in all the Iſlands of 
Bale, Tymor,and Madura, which arc very great, and whereof the Governors are Sove- 
raigus by their Lawes, and from all antiquity. After the end of this execution, que- 
ſtion was made what ſhould be done with the Kings body, whereupon there were ma- 
ny different opinions amongſt them, for ſome ſaid, that to bury him in that place was 
as much as to leave him in the power of the Paſſeraani; and others, that if he were tran- 
ſported to Demaa, where his Tomb was, it was not poſſible but that it would be cor- 
tupted before it arrived there; whereunto was added, that if they interred him ſo patri- 
fied and corrupted, his ſoul could not be received into Paradi/s, according to the Law 
of the country, which is that of Mabemet, wherein he died. After many conteſtations 
thereupon, in the end they followed the counſel] which one of our Portagals gave 
them, that was ſo profitable to hiq afterwards, as it was worth him above ten thouſand 
duckats, wherewith the Lords rewarded him as it were in vye of one another for a te- 
compence of the good ſervice which he did then to the deceaſed. This counſell was, 
that they ſhould put the body into a Coffin full of Lime and Camphire, and ſo bury it 
in a Junck alſo full of earth; ſo that albeit the thing was not ſo marvellous of it ſelf, 
yet left it not to be very profitable to the Pertagali, becauſe they all found it very 
good, and well invented, as indeed the ſucceſſe of it was ſuch , as by means thereof the 


Kings body was carried to Daa, without any kind of corruption or ill ſayour. 


As ſoon as the Kings body was put into the Fa»ck appointed for it, the King of Z 
4a, Generall of the Army, cauſed the great Ordinance and the ammunition to be ia- 
barqued, and with the leaſt noyſe that might be, committed to ſafe cuſtody the moſt 
Precious things the King had, together with all the treaſures of the Tents. But what- 
ſoever care and ſilence was uſed therein, the enemy could not be kept from having 
ſome inkling of it, and from underſtanding how things went in the Camp, ſo that in- 
ſtantly the — marched out of the Town in perſon, with only three thouſand ſoul- 
diers of the paſt confederacy, who by a ſolemn vou cauſed themſelves to be annoynted 
with the oyle which they call Minbamundi, a3 men reſolved, and that had vowed them» 
ſelves to death. Thus fully determined as they vvere, they went and fell upon tho ene - 
mics, whom finding bufic in truſſing up their baggage, they intreated ſo ill, 28 in leſſe 
then half an hours ſpace, for no longer laſted the beat of the figbt, they cut twelve thou- 
ſand of them iu pieces. Withall they took two Kings, and five P ates, or Dukes priſon- 
ers, together with above three hundred Tre, Abyſſives, and Ache, yea and their Ca- 
65/menbans, the Soveraign dignity amongſt the Aſabowerans, by whoſe counſel! the 
Pangneyyes was come thither. There vvere alſo four hundred (hips burnt, vrherein 
vvere the hurt men, ſo that by this means all the —_ vvas ncer loſt, After this the 
King retteated into the Tovvn vvith his men, yvhereot he loſt but four hundred. In the 
mean time the King of Zunda having cauſed the remainder of the Army to be reviews 
barqued vvith all ipeed the ſame day, beiog the nineth of Mech, nhey r —

directly for the City of Demaa, bringing along with them the body of the 
Pangnejran, vyhich upon the arrivall thereof vvas received by the people vvith 
great cries, and ſtrange demonſtrations of a univerſall mourning, The day after à te- 
vie vv vras taken of all the men of vyar, for to knov&Y hovy many vvere dead, and there 
vas found miſſing an hundred and thirty thouſand; vyhereas the Paſſernass, according 
to report, had loſt but five and tvventy thouſand ; but be it as it vvill, and let fortune 
make the beſt market that ſhe can of theſe things, yet they never arrive, but the field is 
died vvich the bloud of the vanquiſhers, and by a ſtronger reaſon vvith that of the van- 
guiſhed, co vvhom theſe events do alvvayes colt far dearer, then to the others. The ſame 
day there yvas queſtion of creating a nevy Pangueyran, vvho, as I have ſaid heretofore, 
is Emperor over all the Pates and Kings of that great Archipelago, vrhich the (hineſes; 
Tartar, f apon, and Lequio, Hiſtorians are vvont to call Raterre Vendau, that is to ſay, rhe 
eye lid of the world, as one may ſee in the Card, if the elevation of the heights prove 
true. Novy becauſe that after the death of the Pangueyran, there vvas not a lavyfull ſuc- 
ceflor to be found that might inherit this Crovvn, it vvas reſolved that one (ould bg 
made by election; for vvhich effect by the common conſent of all, eight men vvere cho» 
ſen, as heads of all the people, to create a Pangweyran. Theſe ſame aſſembled then to- 
gether in a houſe, and after order had been taken for che pacifying of all things in the 
City, they continued ſeven vyhole daics together vvithout being able to come to any 
agreement about this election; for vvhereas there vyere eight pretendents of the prin- 
cipall Lords of the Kingdome, there vvere found amongſt theſe Electors many different 
opinions, vvhich proceeded from this, that the molt part, or all of them, vvete meerly 
allied to theſe cight, or to their kinſmen, ſo that each one laboured co make him Pan- 
Belts. vyhich!yvas moſt to his mind. Whereupon the inhabitants of the City, and the 
uldiers of the Army, making uſc of this delay to their advantage, as men vvho imagi- 
ned that this affair vvould never be terminated, and that there yyould be no chaftife 
ment for them, they dc gan ſhamelcſly to break out into all kind of actions full of in- 
ſolency and malice. And foraſmuch as there vvas a great number of Merchants Ships 
in the Port, they got aboard them, and fell pell-mell to rifling both of ſtrangers, and 
thoſe of the country, vvich ſo much licentioutnelle, as it vvas ſaid, that in four daics they 
took an hundred Juncks, vvhetein they killed above fix thouſand men; vvhereof notice 
being given to the King of Panaruca, Prince of Balambuam, and Admirall of the Sea 
of chis Empire, he ran thither with all ſpeed, and of the number of thoſe which were 
convicted of manifelt robbery, he cauſed fourſcore to be hanged all along the ſhore, 
to the terror of thoſe that ſhould behold them. After this action, Qniay Anſedeas, 
Pate or Dake of Cberbom, who was Governor of the Towne, and greatly in authori- 
ty, taking this which the King of Panaruca had done for a manifeſt contempt, becauſe 
he had, ſaid he, little teſpected his charge of Governor, was ſo mightily offended y; it, 
as having inſtantly got together about ſix or ſeyen thouſand men, he went and ff ip- 
on this Kings Palace, with an intent to ſeize upon his perſon; but the Panaraca reſiſted 
him with his followers, and as it was ſaid, he endeavoured with many complements to 
juſtific himſelf to him all that ever he could; whereunto Qmiay Anſedeaa was fo far 
from having any regard, as contrarily entring by force into his houſe he ſlew thirty or 
forty of his men; in the mean time ſo many people ran to this mutiny as it was a dread- 
full ehiag co behold, For whereas theſe two heads were great Lords, one Admirall of 
the Fleet, the other Governor of the Town, and both of them allied to the principall 
families of the Country, the devill ſowed fo great a divifion amongſt them, as if night 
had not ſeparated the fight, it is credible that not one of them had eſcaped ; neverthe- 
leſle the diffetence went yet much farther, and ended not ſo; for the men of war, who 
were at that time above ſix hundred thouſand in number, coming to conſider the great 
affront which ©«iay Anſedean, Governor of the Town , had done to their Admiral}, 
they to be reyenged thereof went all aſhore the ſame night, the Panna not being 
of power en»ugh to keep them from it, notwithſtanding he laboured all that he could 
to do it. Thus ail of them animated and tranſported with wrath, and a defire of re- 
yenge, went and ſet upon Quiay Anſedeaa houl', where they flew him, and ten thou- 
lind men; wherewich not contented, they aſlaulted the Town ia ten or eleven places, 
and fell to killing and plundering all that ever they _ __ ſo that they carxied —_ 
elves 
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ſelves therein with ſo much violence, as in three daies alone, which was as long as the 
fiege of this Town laft: d, nothing remained that was not an inſupportable object to 
the ſight. There was withall fo great a confuſion of howling, weeping, and heavy la- 
mentation, as all that heard it could think no other but that the earth was going to turn 
topſie tutvy. In a word, and not to loſe time in aggravating this with ſuperfluous 
ſpeeches, the Town was all on fire, which burnt to the very foundations, ſo that ac- 
cording ro report there were above an hundred thouſand houſes conſumed, above three 
hundred thouſand perſons cut in pieces, and almoſt as many made priſoners, which were 
led away flaves, and ſold in divers countries. Beſides, there was an infinite of riches 
ſtollen, wherevf the value, as it was ſaid, only in ſilyer and gold, amountcd even to 
forty millions, and all put together, to an hundred millions of gold. As for the num - 
ber of priſoners, and of ſuch as were ſlain, it was neer five hundred thouſand perſons; 
and all theſe things atrived by the evill counſell of a young King, bred up amongſt 
young people like himſelf, who did every thin g at his own pleaſure, without any body 
conttadicting him. 


CHAP. LXVI. 
That which befell' ut, nntill aur departure towards the Pert of Zunda, from whence we ſu 
ſail for China, and what afterwards happened uuto us. 


6 — daies after ſo cruell and horrible a mutiny, whenas all things we re peaceable, 
A the principall Heads of this commotion fearing as ſoon as a Pangueyras ſhould be 
elected, that they ſhould be puniſhed according to the enormity of their crime,they all 
of them ſet ſail without longer attending the danger which threatned them. They de- 
parted away then in the ſame Veſlclis herein they came, the King of Pasaruca, their 
Admirall, being not poſſibly able to ſay them, but contrarily was twice in jeopardy of 
loſing himſclfe in endeavouring to do it with thoſe few men that were of his party. 
Thus in the ſpace of two daies only, the two thouſand ſailes which were in the Port 
went away, leaving the Town ſtill burning, which was the cauſe that thoſe few Lords, 
. hich remained, being joyned togethet, reſolved to paſſ unto the Towne of Zapara, 
ſome five leagues from thence towards che Coaſt of the Mediterranean Sea. This re- 
ſolution being taken, they put ic preſently in executron, to the end that with the more 
tranquillity (for the popular commotion-was not yet well appeaſed) they might make 
election of the Pargu qras, which properly (ſignifies Emperor; As indeed they created 
one, called Pate Sudaye, Prince of Swrwbayae, who had been none of thoſe eight Pre- 
tendents of whom we have ſpoken; but this election they made, becauſe it ſecmed to 
them neceſſaty for their common good, and the quict of the Country: All the inhabi- 
tantàgꝰO were exceedingly ſatisfied with its, and they immediately ſent the Panaruca 
for c to a place fome dozen leagues from thence, called Piſammenes, where he at that 
time lived. Nine dayes after he was ſent for, he failed not ro come, accompanied with 
above two hundred thouſand men, imbatqued in fifteen hundred C laluces and Juri- 
pangos. He was received by all the people with great demonſtrations of jy, and a lit- 
tleafter he was crowned with the accuſtomed ceremonirs, as Pangucyras of all the 
countries of 7, Bala, aud CHaders, which is a Monarchy that is very populous, and 
excceding rich and mighty. That done, he returned to the Towne of Demas, with an 
intent to have it rebuilt anew, and to reſtore it to its former eſtate. At his arrivall in 
that place, the firft thing he did was to give order for the puniſhing of thoſe which were 
found attainted and convicted of the ſacking of the Town, who proved not to be a- 
bove five thouſand, though the number of them was far greater, for all the reſt were 
fi:d away, ſome here, ſome there. Theſe wretches ſuffered onely two kinds of death, 
ſome were impaled alive, and the reſt were burncd in the very ſame ſhips wherein they 
were apprehended ; and of four daies, wherein this juſtice was executed, there paſt 
not one without the putting to death of a great number, which ſo mightily terrificd us 
Portugal: that were there preſent, as ſceing the commotion very great ſtill over the 
whole country, and no like lyhood that things would of a long time be peaceable, we 
humbly defired the King of Zanda to give us leave to go to our ſhip which lay in the 


Port of Baxts, in regard the ſeaſon for the voyrge to Chine was alrcady come. This 
King 
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King having eaſily granted our requeſt, with an exemption of the cuſtomes of our Mer- 
chandiſe, preſented every one of us beſides with an hundred duckats, and to each of the 
heirs of fourteen of ours, which were {lain in the war, he gave three hundred, which we 
accepted of as a very honorable reward, and worthy of a moſt liberall, and good natu- 
red Prince, Thus went we preſently away very well ſatisfied of him to the Port of 
Banta, and there we remained twelve whole daies together, during the which vve made 
an end of preparing our ſelves for our voyage. After this, vve ſet ſaile for China in the 
company of other four ſbips, vvho vvere bound for the ſame place, and vve took a- 
long vvith us the ſame ane Rodriguez, vvhom vve incountred at Paſſernan, as I have 
before declared, that had made himſelf a Brachman of Pagode, called Qsiay Nacore!, 
and as for him he had named himſelf Gauxitas Facalem, vvhieh is as much to ſay as, the 
4 onneell of the Faint. The ſame Joane Rodriguez no ſooner arrived at ¶ hina, but he im- 

arqued himſeife for Malaca, vvbete (through the grace of God) he vvas reconciled a- 
ne vv to the Catholike faith, and after he had continued a year there, he died vvith great 
demonſtrations of a good and true Chriſtian, vvhereby it ſeems vve may believe that our 
Lord received him to mercy, ſince after ſo many years profeſſion of an infidell, he reſer- 
red him to come ard die in his ſervice, for vyhich be he praiſed for evermore. Our five 
chips then, vvith vvhich vve parted from Znds, being arrived at Chinches, vvhere the 
Portugalrat that time traded, vve abode three moneths and an half there vvith travell 
and danger enough of our perſons; for vve vvete ina country, vyhere nothing but re- 
volts and mutinies vvere ſpoken of. Withall, there vvere great armics afoot all 
alongſt the Coaſt, by reaſon of many robberies vvhich the Pyrats of Papen had com- 


mitted thereabout, ſo that in this diſorder there vvas no meanes to exerciſe any 


commerce, for the Merchants durſt not leave their houſes to go to Sea. By reaſon of all 
this vve vvere conſtrained to paſſe unto the Port of {habaguea, vrhere vve found at an- 
chor ſixſcore punełs. vvho having ſet upon us, took three of our five Veſſells, vvherein 
four hundred Chriftians vvete killed, of which fourſcore and two vvere Portwgals.As for 
the other tvvo Veſſells, in one of the vvhich I vvas, they eſcaped as it vvere by miracle. 
But becauſe vve could not make to Lind, by reaſon of the Eaſterly vvinds vvhich vvere 
contrary to us all that ſame moneth, vve vvete conſtrained (though to our great grief) 
to regain the Coaſt of Pa. At length after vve had continued our courſe by the ſpace 
of tvvo and tyventy daics vvith a great deal of travell and danger, vvediſcoycred an 
iſland called Pulle (Condor, diſtant eight degrees, and one third of heighth from the bar 
of the Kingdome of Cambeya. W hereupon as we were even ready to teach it, ſo fu. 
rious 2 ſtorm came from the South Coaſt,as we were all in jeopardy to be caſt away. Ne- 
vertheleſſe driving along we got to the Iſle of Lingua, where a tempeſt ſurpriſed us at 
Weſt and Soutb- e, with fo impetuons a wind, as ſtrugling againſt the billow, it kept 
us from making uſe of our ſails: ſo that being in fear of rocks and ſhelves of ſand; 
which were on the Prow ſide, we ſteered the other way, untill that after ſome time the 
Forekcel of our Poup opened within nine hand-bredths of the water, which was the 
cauſe, ſeeing our ſelves ſo neer unto death, that we were inforced to cut down our two 
maſts,and to caſt all out Merchandiſes into the Sea, whereby our Ship was ſomwhar caſed. 
This done, vyhereas vve had left eur ſhip the reſt of the day, and a good part of the 
night to the mercy of the Sea, it pleaſed our Lord out of an effect of his divine juſtice, 
that without knowing how, or without ſeeing any thing, our ſhip ran her ſelf againſt 
2 cock, with the death of ſeventy and tyvo perſons. This miſerable ſucceſſe ſo deprived 
us of all our underſtanding and forces, that not ſo much as one of us ever thought of 
any way ſaving himſelf, as the {'hineſes, whom we had for Mariners in our Junck had 
done, for they had ſo beſtirted themſelves all the night long, that before it was day 
they had made a raft of ſuch planks and beams as came to their hands, tying them to- 
zcther in ſuch ſort with the cordage of their (ſails, chat forty perſons might abide upon 
it with caſe. Now whereas we were all in an imminent danger, and in a time wherein 
(as they ſay) the father does nothing for the ſon, nor the ſon for the father, no man 
took cate but for himſelfe alone, whereof we had a fair example in our Chineſe-Mari- 
nere, whom we accounted but as ourſlaves; for Martin Effeueæ, the Captain and Maſter 
of the Junck, having intreated his own ſervants, vvho vyere upon the raft, to receive 
him amongſt them, they anſyvered him, that they could not do it at any hand „ vvhich 
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coming to the cars of one of ours called = de Mowra,whereas he could not indure that 
theſe perſidious villains ſhould uſe us with fo much diſcourteſie and ingratitude, he got 
him up on his fect from a place where he lay hurt, »nd made unto us a ſhort ſpeech, 
whereby he repreſented unto us, That we were to remember bow odions a thing cowardice 
was; and withall, how abſolutely it imported ns to ſeize pen this raft for the ſaving of 
ctr lives. To theſe words he added many other ſuch like, which ſo inconraged us, that 
with one accord, and with one and the ſame reſolution, whereunto the preſent neceſſi. 
ty obliged us, being but eight and twenty Peringali, we ſet upon the forty Chineſes 
which were upon the raft. We oppoſed our ſwords then to their. iron hatchets, and 
fought ſo luſtily with them, as we killed them all in the ſpace of two or three Credoes. 
It is ttue indeed, that of us eight and twenty Pertag ali, ſixteen were (lain, and twelve e- 
ſcaped, but ſo wounded, that four of them died the next day. This was an accident, 
whereof no doubt the like hath ſeldome been heard of, or ſeen, whereby one may clear- 
ly perceive how great the miſery of humane life is, for it was not twelve hours before, 
when as we all imbraced each othet in the ſhip, and behaved our ſelves like right bre- 
thren, intending to die for one another, and ſo ſoon after our ſins carried us to ſuch 
great extremity, as hardly ſuſtaining our ſelves upon four ſcurvy planks, tied together 
with two ropes, we killed one another with as much barbariſme, »s if we had been mor- 
tall enemies, or ſomething worſe. It is true, that the excuſe which may be alledged 
thereupon is, that neceſſity, which hath no law, compelled us thereunto. 

Whenas we were were Miſtcrs of this raft, which bad coſt us and the Cbineſes ſo muh 
bloud, we ſer upon it eight and thirty perſons of us that we were, of which there were 
twelve Portagals, ſome of their children, our ſervants, and the remainder of thoſe that 
were hurt, whereof the moſt part died afterwards. Novy foraſmuch as we were ſo 
great a number upon a very little raft, where we floared at the mercy of the waves of 
the Sea, the water came up to our middles, and in this faſhion we eſcaped from that 
dangerous and infortunate rock, one Saturday, being Chriſtmas day, one thouſand five 
hundred forty and ſeven, with one only piece of an old counter-point, which ſerved us 
for a ſail, having neither needle nor compaſſe to guide us: True it is, that vve ſupplied 
thus defeR vvith the gieatſbope which we had in our Lord, whom we invoked inceſſant- 
ly with groans and ſighs, that were accompanied with abundance of tears. In this piti- 
full equipage we navigated four vvhole dayes without eating any thing, ſo that upon 
the fifth day neceſſity confirained us to feed on a C which died amongſt us, with 
vvhoſe body vvc ſuſtained our ſclves five dayes longer, vvhich made upthe nineth of our 
voyage, ſo that during other four, vvherein vve continued in this caſe, vve had nothing 
els to eat but the foam and ſlime of the Sea; for vve reſolved to die vvith hunger ta- 
ther then feed on any of thoſe four Porrmgals vvhich lay dezd by us. After vve had 
vvandted thus at the mercy of the Sea, it pleaſed our Lord out of his infinite goodneſs 
to let us diſcover land on the tvvelfth day, yvbich vvas fo agreeable a ſight to us, 28 the 
joy of it proved mortall to ſome of ours, for of fifteen of us that vyere ſtill alive, 
four died ſuddainly, yrhereof three vvere Porrmgals; ſo that of eight and thirty perſons 
vrhich had been 1mbarqued on the raft, there vyas but eleven that eſcaped, namely ſeven 
Pertugali, and four of our boyes. In the end having got to land, vve found our ſelves 
in a ſhallovy rode, faſhioned much like to an Haven, vvhere vve began to render infinite 
thanks to God for having thus delivered us from the perills of the Sea, promiſing our 
ſelves alſo, that through his infinite mercy he vyoulddravy us out of thoſe of the land. 
Having then made proviſion of certain ſhell-fiſh, as oyſteri, and ſea-crabs to nouriſh our 
ſelves vvithail, becauſe vve had obſerved hovv all this country vvas very deſert, and full 
of Elephants and Ty gers, we got up into certain trees, to the end we might avoid the 
fury of theſe beaſts, and ſome others which we ſaw there; then when as we thought that 
we might proc ecd on our way with leſs danger, we gathered us together, & went on tho- 
rough a vvood, where to ſecure our lives, we had recourſeto loud cries, and hollowings, 
In the mean time, as it is the property of the divine mercy never to forſake the poore 
ſufferers that are upon the earth, it permitted us to ſee coming along in a channell of 
freſh water, that tan ingulphing it ſelfe into the Sea, little barque, laden with timber 
and other wood, wherein were nine Negroes, aaa, and Papua, As ſoon as theſe men ſavy 


us, imagining that vve vvere ſome devills, as they confeſſed to us aftervvards they leapt 
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into the vyater, and quite left the Veſſell, nor ſo much as one of them abiding in het 
But vvhen they perceived vvhat vve vvere, they abandoned the fear they vvere in before, 
and coming unto us they queſtioned us about many particulars , vvhereunts vve an- 
ſyvered according to the truth, and vvithall, defired them for Gods ſake to lead us vvhi. 
thetſoever they vvould, and there to ſell us as f{:ycs to ſome that would carry us to A 
lacs; adding that we were Merchants, and that in acknowledgement of ſo good an of- 
fice, they ſhould get a gteat deal of money for us, or as much in commodities as they 
would require. Now he teas theſe as arc vaturally inclined to avarice, when they 
beard us talk of their intereſt, they began to be more ttactable, and gave us better words, 
with hope of doing that which we deſired of them, but theſe courteſies laſted no lon g- 
er but till ſuch time as they could get again into their barque, which they had quitted; 
for as ſoon as they ſay themſclves aboard her, they put off from the land, and making 
3s though they would part wKhout taking us in, they told us, that to be aſſured 
of what we had ſaid to them, they would have us before they proceeded a- 
ny further, to yeeld up our armes to them, whereas otherwiſe they would ne- 
ver take us in, no not though they ſaw us eaten up with Lions. Seeing our ſelves 
thus conſtrained by neceſſity, and by a certain diſpair of finding any other remedy 
to our preſent extremity, we were inforced to do all chat theſe men required of ns; ſo 
that having brought the ir barque a little neerer, they bid us ſwim to them, becauſe they 
had never a boat to fetch us from the (hore, which we preſently reſolved to do. Where-. 
upon two boys and one Portugal, lcapt into the Sea to take hold of a rope, which they 
had thrown out to us from of che poup of the barque ; but before they could reach it, 
they were devoured by three great Lizards, nothing of the bodies of all theſe three ap- 
pearing to us, but only the bloud, wherewith the Sea was all died. Whileſt this paſſed fo, 
we the other eight that remained on the ſhore were ſo ſeized with fear and terror, as 
we were not our ſelves a long time after, wherewith choſe dogs which were in the 
barque were not awhit moved; but cootraiily cl-pping their hands together in ſign of 
joy, they ſaid in a way of jecring, G bow happy are theſe three , for that they have ended 
their daves without pain! Then whenas they ſaw that we were half ſunk up into the Ouze, 
' without ſo much ſttengih as to get our ſelv«s out of it, five of them leaped aſhore, and 
tying us by the middic, drew us into their barque, with a thouſand injuries and affronts. 
After this ſetting ſail they carricd us to a village called Cher bow, which was ſome do- 
zen leagues from thence, where they ſold all eight of us, namely (ix Portng als, one C bi- 
weſe boy, and 2 (aphar, for the ſum of thirteen Pardairs, which are in value three hun- 
dred realls of our money. He that bought us was a Pagan Merchant of the Iſle of Zele- 
bret, in whoſe power we continued five or fix and twenty daies, and without lying, we 
had no lack with him, cither of cloaths or meat. The ſame Merchant ſold us afterwards 
for twelve Piſtolls to the King of Cala, who uſed ſo great a magnificence towards 
us, as he ſent us freely to the Port of Zanda, where there were three Portugal Veſlells, 
whereof Perenimo Gomez, Surmento was Generall, who gave as a very good reception; 
and furnithed us abundantly with all that was neceſſary for us, untill ſuch time as he pur 
to Sea from the Port, to ſail to China. 


CHAP. XLVIT. 
My paſſing from Zunda to Siam, where in the company of the Portugals I went to the War 
of Chiammay ; and that which the King of Siam did, wntill be retarned into his 
Kin gdome, whare bu Nuten poyſoned him. 


Frer we had been very neer a moneth in this Port of Zunda, where à good number 

of Portwgal: were aſſembled togerher, ſo ſoon as the ſeaſon to go to Chine was I» 7+ 
come, the three Veſſells ſer ſail for Chinches, no more Pertugali remaining aſhore, bur. 
only two, who went to Siaw ina Junck of Patana with their Merchandiſe. I bethought 
me then to lay bold on this occaſion, and put my ſelf into their company, becauſe they 
offered to bea r my charges in this voyage, yes and to lend me ſome money for to try 

fortune once more, and ſee whether by the force of importuning her, ſhe would 

not uſe me b.tter then formerly ſhe had done. Being departed then from this place, in 
ſix and twenty daies we arrived at the City of Odiaa, the Capitall of this Empire of 
Sarnau, which they of this country do ordinarily call Siam, where we were _— 

ully

fully well received and intreatcd by the Porrwgals, which we found there. Now having 
been a moneth and better in this City, attending the ſeaſon for the voyage to China, 
that ſo I might paſſe to papen in the company of ſix or ſeven Pertagals, who had im- 
barqued themſelves for that purpoſe, I made account to imploy in commoditics ſome 
hundred duckats, which thoſe two, with whom I came from Zunda, had lent me. In the 
mean time very certain news came to the King of Siam, who was at that time with all 
his Court at the ſaid City of Odiaa, that the King of ( hiawmay, allied with the Tin 
conber, Laaes, and Gueos, people which on the North. Eaſt hold the moſt part of that 
country above Capimper and Paſſilevs, and are all Soveraignes, exceeding rich and migh- 
ty in Eſtatcs, had laid ſiege to the Town of ©witer»ey, with the death of above thirty 
thou ſand men, and of 0% Capimper, Governor and Lievtenant Generall of all that 
Frontire. The King remained ſo much —— with this news, that without further 
temporiſing, he paſſed over the very ſame day to the other fide of the river, and never 
ſtanding to lodge in houſes, he went and incamped under Tents in the open field, there- 
by to draw others to do the like in imitation of him: Withall he cauſed Proclamation 
to be made over all the City, That all ſuch as were neither old nor lame, and ſo could not by 
diſpenſed with for going to this war, nid be ready to march within twelve daias at the witer- 
moſt, upon pain of being burned alive, with perpetnall infamy for themſelves, and their de- 
ſcendants, and confiſcation of their Eſtatos to the Crown: To the which he added many 
other ſuch great and dreadfull penalties, as the only recitall of them ſtruck terror, not 
into them of the country, but into the very ſtrangers, whom the King would not ex- 
empt from this war, of what Nation ſocver they vvere; for if they would not ſerve, 
they were very expreſly enjoyned to depart ont of his Kingdome within three daies: 
In the mean time ſo rigorous an Edict terrificd every one in ſuch ſort, as they knew nor 
what counſell to take, or what reſolution to follow. As for us Portwgals, in regard 
that more reſpect had alwayes been carried in that eountty to them, then to all other 
Nations, this King ſent to deſire them that they would accompany him in this . 
wherein they ſhould do him a pleaſure, becauſe he would truſt them oncly with the 
guard of his perſon, —— jud gi g them more proper for it then any Other that he could 
make choice of; and to oblige them the more thereunto, the meſſage was accompanied 
with many fair: promiſes, and very great hopes of penſions, graces, benefits, fayoury, 
and honors, but above all, with a p-rmiſſion which ſhould be granted them to build 
Churckes in his Kingdomc, which ſo obliged us, that of an hundred and thirty Pert 
gals which we were, there were ſixſcore of us that agreed together to go to this war. 
The twelve daies limited being paſt, the King put himſelf into the field with an Army 
of four hundred thouſand men, whereof ſeventy thouſand were ſtrangers of divers 
Nations: They imbarqued all in three hundred Scree, Lawieas, and Tangas, ſo that on 
the nineth day of this voyage the King arrived at a Frontite Town, named Saropiſem, 
ſome twelve or thirteen leaguesfrom Qsitiruan, which the enemies had beſieged. There 
he abode above ſeven daies to attend four thouſand Elephants which came to him by 
Land. During that time, he was certified that the Town was greatly preſt, both on the ri- 
vers {ide,which the enemies had ſeized upon with two thouſand Veſſels, at alſo towards 
the Land, where there were ſo many men, as the number of them was not truly known, 
but as it was judged by conjecture, they might be ſome three hundred thouſand, where- 
of forty thouſand were horſe, but no Elephants at all. This news made the King haſten 
the more, ſo that inftantly he made a review of his forces, and found that he had five 
hundred thouſand men, for firce his coming forth many had joyned with him by che 
way, as alſo four thouſand Ele phanta, and two hundred carts with field pieces. With 
this Army he parted from Saropiſem, and drew towatds Yaitirman, marching not above 
four or hve leagues a day. At the end of the the third, then he arrived at a valley called 
Sipmiay, à league and an half from the place where the enemies lay, Then ail theſe 
men of War, with the Elephants, being ſet in battell array by the three Maſters of the 
Camp, whereof two were 7 #rks by Nation, and the third a Portugal, named Domin- 
75 de Six, they proceeded on in their way towards Qaitiruas, where they arrived 
cfore the Sun appeared. Now whereas the enemies ere already prepared, in regard 
they had been advertiſed by their Spies of the King of Siam forces, and of the dolign 
vykich he had, they attended him reſolutely in the plain field, relying muck on — 
orty 
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forty thouſand horſe, As ſoon as they diſcovered him, they preſently advanced; and 
with their vant-guard, which were the ſaid forty thouſand horſe, they ſo charged the 
King of Siams rearward, compoſed of threeſcore thouſand foor, as they defeated them 
in leſſe then a quarter of an hour, with the loſle of three Princes that were ſlaine up- 
on the place. Ihe King of Siam ſeeing his men thus routed, reſolved not to follow 
the order which he had formerly appointed, but to fall on with the whole body of his 
Army, and the four thouſand Elephants joyned rogether, With theſe forces he gave 
upon the battalion of the enemies with ſo much impetuoſity, as at this firſt ſhock they 
were wholly diſcomfited, from whence enſued the death of an infinite company of 
men; for whereas their prin- ts All ſtrength conſiſted in their horſe, as ſoone as the Ele- 
phanes, ſuſtained by the harqueouſes, ard the field pieces, fell upon them, they were de- 
feated in leſſe then an half hour, ſo that after the routing of theſe ſame, ali the 
reſt began inſtantly to retreat. In the meane time the King of Siam, follow- 
ing the honor of the victory, putſued them to the rivers ſide, which the enemies 
perceiving, they formed a new Squadron of all thoſe that remained of them, wherein 
there were above an hundred thouſand men, as well ſound as hurt, and ſo paſt all the 
ſame day there, joyned together in one entire body of an Army, the King not daring 
to fight with them, by reaſon he ſaw them fortified with two thouſand ſhips, wherein 
there were great numbers of men. Nevetcheleſſe as ſoon as it was dark night the ene- 
mies began to march away with all ſpeed all along by the river, wherewith the King 
was nothing diſpleaſed, becauſe the molt part of his ſouldiers being hurt, they were ne- 
ceſſarily to be dreſt, as indeed that was preſently executed, and the moſt part of the day 
and the night following imployed therein. | 
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After the King of Siam had obtained ſo happy a victory, the firſt thing that he did 8 · 2: 


was to provide with all diligence for the for tifications of the town, and whatſoever els 
he thought to be neecſlary for the ſecurity thereof. After that he commanded a generall 
muſter to be made of all his men of war, that he might know how many he had loſt in 
this battell; whereupon he found that ſome fifty thouſand were wanting, all men of 
little reckoning, whom the rigor of the Kings Edict had compelled to ſerve in this war, 
ill provided, and without defenfive arms: As for the enemies, it was known the next 
day that an hundred and thirty thouſand of them had beer. ſlain. As ſoon as the hurt 
men were recovered, the King, having put-into the principall places of this frontier 
ſuch guards as ſeemed requiſite to him, was counſelled by bis Lords to make war upon 
the Kingdom of Guibem, which was not above fifteen leagues from thence on the 
North ſide, to be icvenged on the Queen of Cuibem, for having given free paſſage tho- 
rough her dominions to thoſe of ¶ hamma, in regard whereof ke attributed to her the 
joſſe of Oya4 Capimper, and the thirty thouſand men that had been killed wich him. The 
King approving of this advice, parted from this town with an army of foure hundred 
thouſand men, and went and fell upon one of this Queens rowns, called Fambacer, 
which was caſily taken, and all the inhabitants put to the ſword, not one excepted. This 
done, he continued his voyage till he came to Giter, the capitall rown of the Kingdom 
of Guibem, where the Queen then was, who being a widdow governed the State under 
thecitle of Regent, Curing the minority of her ſon, that was about tho age of nine 
years: At his arrivall he laid ſiege to the Town, and foraſmuch a. the Queen found nor 
her ſelf ſtrong enough to refiſt the King of Siams power, ſhe fell to accord with him 
to pay him an annuall tribute of five thouſ:nd Turmes of ſilvet, which aro threeſcore 
thouſand Duckats of our money, whereof the paid him five years advance in hand. Be- 
lides that, the young Prince her ſon did him — as his vaſlall, and the King led him 
away with him to Siem. Hcreupon he raiſed his ſiege from before the Town, and paſ- 
ſed on towards the North-Eaſt to the Town of T ayſirax, vikerc he had news that the 
King of Chiammay was fallen off from the league aforeſaid. In the mean time, where- 
as he had been (ix daies march in the enemics territories, he ſacked as many places as he 
met withall, not permicting the life of any male what ſocver to be ſaved. So proceed- 
ing onward, he arrived at the Lake of Si»gipamor, which ordinarily is called Chiawmay, 
where he ſtayed (ix and twenty daies, during the which he took twelve goodly places, 
invironed with ditches and bullworks aftet our faſhion, all of brick and mortar, with- 
om any ſtone or lime in them, becauſe in the country it is not the cuſtome to * 
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but they had no other Artillery then ſome Faulconets, and certain muskets of braſſe. 
Now foraſmuch as winter began to approach, and that it was very rainy weather, the 
King too feeling himſelf not very well, he retired back again to the Town of Quiti- 
ruax, where he tarried three and twenty daies and better, in which ſpace he made an 
end of fortifying it with walls, and many broad and deep ditches, ſo that having put 
this Town into an eſtate of being able to defend ir ſelf againſt any attempt, he im- 
batqued his Army in the three thouſand veſſells which brought him thither, and ſo re- 
turned towards Siam. Nine daics after he arrived at Odiaa, the chiefe City of his whole 
Kingdome, where for the moſt part he kept his Court. At his arrivall the inhabitants 
gave him a ſtatcly reception, wherein they beſtowed a it of money upon divers in- 
ventions, which were made againſt his entry. Now whereas during the fix moneths of 
the Kings abſence, the Queen his wife had committed adultery with a Purveyot of her 
houſe, named Vquauwchexiraa, and that at the Kings return ihe found her ſelfe gone 
four moneths with-chiid by him, the fear ſhe was in left it ſhould be diſcovered, made 
her, for the ſaving of her ſelf from the danger that threatned her, reſolve to poyſon 
the King her husband, as indeed without further delaying her pernitious intention, ſhe 
gave him in a meſſe of milk, which wrought that effect, as he died of it within five 
daies after; during which time he took order by his Teftament for the moſt important 
affairs of his Kmgdeme, and dilcharged himſelf of the obligation wherein he ſtood in- 
gaged to the ftrangers which had ſerved him in this war of Chiammay. In this Teſta- 
ment, whenas he came to make mention of us Pertagali, he would needs have this clauſe 
added thereunto, /t 5s wy intent that the fix/cere Portuga's, which have alwayes ſo faith» 
fully watched upon the guard of my perſon, ſhall receive for a recompence of their good ſer- 
vices, half a years tribute which the Queen of Guibem gives me; and that in my cuflowe 
bowſes, their Merchandiſe hall pay no cuff «me for the ſpace of three cars: HMoreover my 
intent is, that their Pricfts may throwgbowt all the Townes of K ingame publiſh the Law 
whereof they n ke profeſſion namely of aGod maar man for the ſalvation of mankind, 4 
they have many times aſſ vred me. To theſe things he added many others ſuch like, which 
well deſerve to be reported here, though I paſſe them under ſilence, becauſe I hope to 
make a more ample mention of them hereafter. Furthermore, he deſired all the Gran- 
decs of his Court which were preſent with him, that they would give him the conſola> 
tion before he died, to make his eldeſt Son be declared King, which was incontinently 
execated. For which effect, after that all the Oyaas, Conchalis, and Mentees, which are 
Soveraign dignitics over all the reſt of the Kingdome, had taken the oath of Allege- 
ance to this young Prince, they ſhewed him out at a window to all the people, whe 
were in 2 great place be low, and they ſet upon his head a rich Crovvn of gold in the 
form of a Miter, and put a ſvyord into his right hand, and a pair of balances into his left, 
a cuſtom vvhich they alvvays obſerve in ſuch a like ceremony. Then Oy Paſſilice, who 
was the higheſt in dignity in the Kingdome, falling on his knees before this new King, 
ſaid unro him with tears in his eyes, and ſo loud that every one might hear him, Bleſſed 
child, that in ſo ttnder an age doeſt held from the good influence of thy Star the bappineſſe to 
be cho/en by beaven there above for Governony of ibis Enopire of Sornau; ſee kow God puts 
it into thy hand by me who am thy vaſſall. to the end thow mayeſt taks thy firſt cath , whereby 
theu doe ſt proteft to hold it with obedience from bis divine will, 4s alſs te obſemve juſtice e- 
qually to all the people, wit heut having any regard to perſons, whether it be in chaſtifing or re- 
compencing the great or ſmall, the mighty or the humble, that ſo in times to come thow meyeft 
wot be reproached for not having accompl:ſhed that which thon haſt ſwore in this ſelema acti- 
en. For if it ſhall happen, that bum ane conſiderations Gall make thee ſwarve from that which 
for thy juſtification thow art obliged to do before ſo juſt a Lord , thow ſhalt be greatly puniſh< 
ed for it in the profound pit of the howſe of ſmoke, the burning lake of inſuppertable fench, 
whave the wicked and damned how! continually with a ſadneſſe of ob ſcure mght in their e- 
trails. And to the end thou mayeſt oblige thy ſelfe to the charge which then takeſt upon thee, 
ſay now Xamxaimporn, which is as much as to ſay amongit ns, Amen. The Paſſilice ha- 
ving finiſhed h ſpeech, the young Prince ſaid weeping Xamxaimpew, which ſo mighti- 
ly moved all the Aſſembly of the people, as there was nothing heard for a good while 
together, but fighing and wailing. At length, after that this noyſe was appeaſed , the 
Paſſilico proceeding on with his diſcourſe in looking on the young King; This _ 
| i 
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ſaid he unto him, which chow holde naked in thy hand, 5; given thee as @ Scepter of S 
rag power: upon earth for the ſubdning of the rebellioms, which ts alſe to ſay that tos art 
trmly obliged to be the ſupport of the ferble and poor, to the end that they which grew lofty 
with their power, may not overthrow thew with the puffe of their pride, which the Lord doth 
4s much Alber, as be doth the month of bim that blaſphemeth againſt a little infant which 
bath never fined: ud that thou mayeſt in all things [atirfis the fair enawelling of 
the flars of heaven, which is the per fett, juſt, and geod God, whoſe power is admirable over all 
things of the world, ſay once again Xamxaimpom; wherennto the Prince anſwered twice 
weeping, Maxinan, Maxinan, that is to ſay, I promiſe ſe to do. After this, the Paſſilies 

having inſtructed him in divers other ſuch like things, the young Prince anſwered ſeven 
times Xawx4impems, and ſo the ceremony of his Coronation was finiſhed; onely there 
came firſt a Talagrepo, of a ſoveraign dignity above all the other Prieſts, named Qui 

Ponveden, who it was ſaid was above an bundred years old: This ſame proſtrating him- 

ſelf ar. the feet of the Prince, gave him an oath upon a golden baſon full of rice, and 

that done, they put him into it, after they had created him thus anew, for time would, 
not permit them to hold him there longer, in regard the King his Father was at the 
point of death, beſides there was ſo univerſall a — amongſt the people, that 
in evety place there was nothing heard but lamentations and wailing. 

| CHAP. XLVIII. 
The lamentable death of the King of Siam, with cortain illaftrions and mem able 
things deus by his during bis life , ud many ether accidents that ar- 
rived in this Kingdome. 


2 7 — the day and the night following had been ſpent in the manner that I g. 2. 
V have related, the next morning about eight of the clock the infortunate King 
yeelded up the Ghoſt in the preſence of the moſt part of the Lords of his Kingdome, 
for the which all the people made ſo great demonſtrations of mourning , as every 
where there was nothing bur wailing and weeping, Now foraſmuch as this Prince had 
lived in the reputation of being charitable to the poor, liberall in his benefits and re- 
xompences, Pitifull and gentle coward every one, and above all incorrupt in doing of 
zaſtice, and chaſtiſing the wicked; his ſub jects ſpake ſo amply thereof in their lamentati- 
ons, 28 if all that they ſaid of it was true, we are to believe, that there was never a bet» 
ter King then he, cither amongſt theſe Pagans, or in all the countries of the world. 
Howbcit, whereas I cannot aſſure, that thoſe things which they afficmed in their com- 
plaints were true, becauſe I did not ſee them, I will only inſiſt upon thoſe which paſt 
concerning him, in the time whileſt I was trading in this Kingdome, whereof I will re- 
three or four amongſt many others, which I have ſcen him do, from the year 1540. 
untill 1545. The firſt was, that in the year 1540. Pedrode Faria, being Governour of 
Aal aca, King Peau the p oba, the third of glorious — wrote him à letter, whereby 
above all things he recommended unto him his uſing all poſſible means for the redeeming 
of a certain Dowinges de Seixas, who for the ſpace of three and twenty years had been a 
fave in the Kingdome of Siam, adding that the doing thereof would be very impor- 
tant for Gods ſervice and his, in regard he was informed, that from him, rather then 
from any other he might be certified of the great things which were recounted to him 
of this Kingdome; and in caſe he could redeem this Chriſtian, that he ſhould ſend bim 
iacontinently to Don Garcia, the Vice-Roy of the [»diars, to whom he had alſo writ- 
ten, that he ſhould imbarque him in the ſhip which was to part that year for to returne 
into Portugal. Pedro de Faria had no ſooner received this letter, but ſeeing with how 
much care the King his Maſter recommended this affair unto him, he ſent us his Ambaſſa- 
dor to Siam one Franciſco de (rafto, x noble and very rich man, to the end he (ould 
treat about the ranſome of this Dowingos de Six, and other ſixteen Portmgals, which 
were alſo ſlaves there as well as he. According to this Commiſſion Fraxeſco de (afro 
came to the City of Odiaa, whileſt I was there, where he delivered his letter to the 
King of Siam, who gave him a vety good reception, and after he had read it, and que» 
ſtioned him concerning many new and curious things, he anſwered him preſently, 
which was a thing he did not uſually do to any Ambaſſador, his anſwer contained this 
much, 4, fer Domingos dc Scixas, whew the * of Malaca [ends to me for , adverti- 
C ing 
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ſing me that I ſhall do the King of Portugal a great pleaſure in _— bi, 7 do woſt 
willingly grant to de it, as alſo to deliver all the reft that are with him. Whereupon Fran- 
ciſco de ¶ v afto, having had this diſpatch from the King, gave him moſt humble thanks for 
it, and proſtrated himſelf three ſeverall times before him, with his head bowed down 
to the ground, as the cuſtome was to do unto this King, in regard he was more abſolute 
then others. Whenas then t he ſeaſon permitted Franciſco de (aftyo to return to Mala- 
ca, the King ſent to fetch Deminges de Seixas from the Town of Gowralex , where he 
was at that time Generall of the Frontire, having under his charge thirty thouſand foot, 
five thouſand horſe, and cighteen thonſand duckats penſion by the year: With him al- 
ſo he cauſed to be brought the other ſixteen Porewgals, and conſigned them all into the 
hands of Franciſco de Caſtro, who gave him thanks again for the grace which he did 
him. A little after, whenas Dewingos de Seixas and his companions went to take their 
leave of this King, he cauſed a thouſand turmes of filver to be given to them, which are 
in value twelve thouſand duckats of our money, and deſired them ro pardon him for 
giving them ſo little. Another time, which was in the year a thouſand five hundred for- 
ty and five, Simano de Melo, being Captain of the ſame fortreſſe of Malaca, one Lay, 
de Nlontarreyo coming from China to go to Patara, it happened that the ſhip wherein 
he was, being beaten with a furious tempeſt, was caſt away in the Port of ¶ barir, ſome 
five leagues from Luger, where all his good were ſeized upon by the Xabandar of the 
country, after that the Sea had caſt him aſhore, and withall, he himſelf was made a pri- 
ſoner, together with all the reſt which were ſaved, to the number of four and twenty 
Portagal, and fifty boys, which made in all ſeventy and four perſons; the goods too 
that were ſaved out of this Shipwrack,amounred at leaſt to fifreen thouſand duckats.Now 
the reaſon which the Ta dar alledged for this ſame was, that by the antient cuſtom of 
the Kingdome all theſe goods belonged unto him, whereof Lnis de AMontarrayo having 
advertiſed certain Periugali which were at that inſtant in the City, they concluded a- 
mongſt themſelves to make an Odiaa, or preſent of ſome rich pieces, to the value of « 
thouſand duckats, and ther: with to go unto the King, upon the day which was named 
of the white Elephant, that vvas ten daies after, and on the which, in regard it was a very 
olemn feaft, this Prince was accuſtomed to do many graces to ſuch as vvere ſuitors to 
him for them. So on the ſolemnity of this day, vvhich they call Onidaypiles, that is to 
ſay, the rejoycing of good men, all the Pertagali, who were threeſcore and odd, placed 
themſclves in a certain paſſage of one of the three principal] ſtreets, thorough whick 
the King vvas to paſſe vvith a great deal of pomp and Majeſty, and vvhenas they ſavy 
the King come by, they proſtrated themſclves all upon the ground, as the inhabitants of 
Siam uſc to do, and one of them, being deputed thereunto, recounted unto the King 
the vvhole buſineſſe of Lais de Montarras and his companions, juſt as it had paſt, be- 
ſeeching him he vvould do them ſo much grace, as to command the releaſement of 
thoſe poor priſoners, vyithout ſpeaking of the goods vvhich the Xaba»dar had ſeized 
upon, becauſe it ſeemed not reaſonable unto them. But the King, who preſently un- 
derſtood their demand, yvas ſo moved vvith the tears vvhich he ſavy fome of them 
ſhed, as he cauſed the vvhite Elephant vvhereon he vvas mounted to ſtay, then caſting 
his eye on the Portwgals, and the Preſent that ſome of them held our in their hands; 
vrhich he knevy they intended to offer unto him, A friends, ſaid he unto him, 7 raks 
that for received which you wonld preſent me with, and do thanł you for it; for in ſo ſolemn 4 
day as this is F do not w/e to take any thing of any body, but to give, and oblige every ene with 
benefits ; where fore 7 deſire you for the leve of your God, whoſe ſervant I am, and ever will be, 
to beitow this Preſent upon ſuch of your company as are in moſt need of it; for you ſhall do 
far better in gaining thereby therecompence of this Almes, which you ſtall give for his [ake 
then you could get ; y all that which I ſhowld confer on you is acknowledgement of this Proſent, 
it being moſt cert ain that before him } aus but a poor worm of the earth. As for the priſencrs 
which you demand of me, it is my pleaſure to beftow them a5 an Almss upon you, that ſo in all 

liberty they may return unte Milaca; and further, I command that all the goods which the 

ſay baue bees talen from them, be reſtored is them again; for things which ars done for Go 

ſaks, ought to be accompliſhed with much more liberality then the nerd of the por requires, 
eſpecially when they crave it with tears in their . Hereupon the Porrngels ptoſtrated 
themſelves all before him, and the next day the King by his .Letters Patents ordained, 
That 
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That within the terms of ten daies the priſoners ſhonld be brawght to the City , together with 
all that which had bees taken from them; which. incontinentiy was executed very exactly, 
for there were reſtored unto them all the goods which had been ſaved out of the ſhip, 
amounting, as | have already ſaid, to fifreen thouſand duckats, which the King freely 
gave them. Two or three moneths after, inthe ſame year one thouſand five hundred 
forty and five, it greatly importing this King of Siam to go in perſon and repulſe the 
King of Tepearahor, who on Paſſilicaus ide had invaded his country, and ſacked 
ſome of the weakeſt places, with an intent to beſiege the fottreſſe of X;naw and Lauter; 
whercon depended the whole ſafety of this ſtate, ke reſolved to go againſt him in per- 
ſon. Wherefore he ſent certain Colonells over all the Kingdome to levy men, with an 
cxpreſſe Commiſſion to return within twenty dates with their men of war to the City 
of Odiaa, for it was his intention to ſet forth from thence about that time. Withali he 
enjoyned his Commanders upon pain of a rigorous chaſtiſement not to diſpenſe with 
a man that could fight, from this war, except it were ſuch as were any way impotent; 
and above threeſcore years of age, whereupon each of theſe Colonells was affigned the 
Province wherein he ſhould make his levies: It happened then that one 2 wing Rau- 
diuaa, à man of quality, and one that the King made oftentimes uſe of, had for his lot 
the frontier of Blanchas, where the molt part of the inhabitants being very rich, 2s well 
in money, as other wayes, gave themſclves to the delights of the flcſh, and ſpent the 
moſt parc of their time in feaſts, in ſports, and other ſuch like pleaſures of this life, ſo 
that when they ſaw that Qi Raudiuaa would compell them to go to this war, as he 
was enjoyned to do, they took it for too heavy a yoke, and too inſvpportable a bar- 

then, and chat did not well agrce with the manner of life which they were wont to 

lead, and therefore the richeit of the country aſſembled together, and reſolved to ger 
e diſpenſation from this voyage by the means of a great ſum of money which they 
made up amongſt themſelves, and carried to the Colonel. Now whereas there is no 
place where money is not powerfull enough to overthrow all things, and from which 
a man can hardly defend himſelf. the Colonel Raadiuaa ſuffered himſelf to be overcome 
with ſuch a maſſe of coyn as theſe men preſented him with, and conſented that they 
ſhould not budge from their homes. In this ſort he was conſtrained to take up in their 
ſteads moſt of the poor impotent, and old men of the country, without any regard had 
to the Kings expreſſe InjunRion to the contrary. Being arrived with this goodly com- 
pany of ſouldicrs at the City of Odiaa, he was commanded to make a ſhew of them be- 
fore the King, as all the Colonels did of theirs; as ſoon as this Prince caſt his eye from 
z window where he was, upon men ſo wretched, old, and poorly clad , he cauſed one 

file of them to come before him; then having asked of them how old they were, and 

why they preſented themſelves before him in ſo bad an equipage; one amongſt them 
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ſpeaking for the reſt, recounted unto him the whole buſincile as it had paſt , which put | 


the King into ſuch choler, that having preſently commanded Qian Kandinas to be 
brought before him, and teviled him publikely for his villany and baſeneſſe, he cauſed 
him to be bound hand and foot, and having given order for the melting of fire Tarmes 
of ſilver, he made it to be powred into his mouth in his preſence, whereof ke died in- 
antly. Whereupon beholding him lie dead before him; it be ſo, ſaid he unto him, 
that there needed bat five 7 wrmes of filver to kill thee , how conld ſt thow imagine that the 
threeſevre thon[and duckats which thou tockeft of the coward: of Banchaa for to diſpenſe with 
tie from the war, ſhonld not be capable of ſending thee into the other world? God forgive 
ther thy avarice, and we the little punifoment ] bave inflicted on thee for the ſame. After 
this, he ſent preſently to ſearch his houſe, where the tive thouſand Turmes he had taken 
were found, which were immediately brought to the King, who cauſed this money to 
be diſttibuted in his preſence co thoſe old and impotent poor wretches which Raudiua 
had brought thieher, being in number above three thouſand ; that done he ſent them 
home to their houſes, willing them to pray unto God for him. As for thoſe effeminate 
men, who to be exempted from going to the war had given the five thouſand 7 »rme- 
ta the Colonell, he commanded them to be attired like women, and ſo baniſhed them 
into an Iſland called Pw/ho Caten; wherewith yet not contented, he confiſcated all their 
ekates, which he ordered ſhould be beſtowed on ſuch as behaved themſelves beſt in the 
war. And not long after, obſerving that one of the hundred and threeſcore Porragals, 
8 Eee 2 ; which 
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which went along with him in this expedition, hung back in a certain attempt, which 
the reſt of his fellows went upon, where they carried themſelves ſo valiant ly, and with 
ſuch courage, as they regained the principall Fort which the enemy had taken in the 
Town of Lauter, he commanded him to return to Siam, ſeeing he was nor like his o- 
ther companions, and that as long as he continued there, he ſhould neither offer ro go 
out of the houſe where he was, nor take upon him the name of a Portugal, on paine of 
having his beard ſhaven off, and uſed like thoſe of Bunchaa, ſince he was as cowardly as 
they; whereas contrarily to all the reſt of the Portugals he ſent treble pay, and exempt- 
ed them from all duties that were to be paid for their Merchandize, asalſo gave them 
power to build Churches in any part of his Kingdome forthe adoring of the name of 
the God of the Por:«gals. By theſe and many other examples which | could produce 
here, it is manifeſt how greatand commendable the inclinations of this Prince were, 
who notwithſtanding that he was a Gentile, was of a wonderfull good nature, and ex- 
ccedi ngly addicted to vertuous actions. 

It is not to be believed with what infinite ſorrow, both all the great Lords, and ge- 


nerally all the ſubjects of this Kingdome bewailed the death of their good King; but 


at length an Aſſembly was made of all the Prieſts of this City, who as it was ſaid, were 
twenty thouſand in number, by whoſe direction the principall perſons of the Kingdom 
concluded upon the funerall pomp, and ceremonies which were to be uſed thereabour, 
according to the cuſtome of the conntry : whereupon a mighty great pile was forth- 
with erected, ade of Sandal, Aloes Calembas, and Benjamin, on the which the body 
of the deceaſed King being laid, fire was put to it, with a ſtrange ceremony: during all 
the time that the body was a burning, the people did nothing but wail and lament be- 
yond all expreſſion, but in the end, ic being conſumed to aſhes, they put them into a ſil- 
ver ſhrine, which they imbarqued in a Laulea very richly equipped, that was accompanied 
with forty Soros full of Talagrepos, which are the higheſt dignity of their Gentile 
Prieſts, and 2 great number of other Veſſelis, wherein there was a world of people; af- 
ter them followed an hundred ſmall barques laden with divers figures of Idolls, under 
the formes of Adders, Lizards, Tygers, Lions, Toads, Serpents, Bats, Geeſe, Bucks, Dogs, 
Elephants, Cats, Vultures, Kites, Crows, and other ſuch like creatures, whoſe figures 
were ſo well repreſented to the life, as they ſeemed to be living In another very great 
ſhip was the King of all theſe Idolls, which they called, 7 he gluttonons Serpent of the 
profonnd pit of the houſe of [moke. This [doll had the figure of a monſtrous Adder, was as 
big about as an hogſhead.and vvrithed into nine circles,ſo that whenasit was extended, 
it was above «n hundred (pans long, it had the neck ftanding upright , and out of the 
eyes, throat, and breaſt iflucd flames of artificiall fire, which rendred this monſter ſo 
dread ſull and furious, as all that beheld it trembled for fear. Now upon a Theater three 
fathom high, and tichly guilt, was a very beautiful little boy, about four or ſive years old, 
covered all over with pearls, and chains, and bracelets of precious ſtones, having wings, 
and a buſh of hair of tine gold, much after the manner as we uſe to paint Angells. This 
child held a rich Curtelas in his hand, by which invention theſe Pagans would give to 
underſtand, That it was an «Angell of heaven ſent from God to impriſon all thoſe many de- 
vills, to the end they ſhould net ſteal away the Kings ſoul, before it ud arrive at the place 
of reſt, which was prepared for it there above in glory, for a vecompence of the good works 
which he bad done below in the world. In this order all theſe Veflcells got to land at a Pa- 
gode, called 2 niay Poutor, where after that the ſilver ſhrine, in which the Kings aſhes 
were, was placed, and the little boy taken from thence, fire was put to all that infinite 
number of Idolls, juſtia the manner as they ſtood in the Barques; and this was accom- 
panied with ſo horrible a din of cries, great Ordnance, Harquebuzes, Drums, Bells, Cor- 
nets, and other different kinds of noyle, as it was impoſſible to hear it without trem- 
bling. This ceremony laſted not above an hour, for whereas all theſe figures were made 
of combuſtible ſtufte, and the Veſſells filled with pitch and rozen, ſo dreadfull a flame 
enſued preſently thereupon, as one might well have ſaid that it was a very pourtraiture 
of hell; ſo that in an inſtant the Veſſells, and all that vvete in them vvere ſeen to be re- 
duced to nothing. Whenas this, and many other very lively inventions, which had coſt 
a great deal of money, vyere finiſhed, all the inhabitants, vvhich vverc come thronging 
thither, and vvhereof the number ſcemed to be inſinite, retired back to their houſes, 
5 where 
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where they remained with their doors and windows ſhut, not one appearing in the 
ſtreets for the ſpace of ten daics, during which time all places were unfrequented, and 
none were ſeen [tiring bur ſome poor people, ho in the night went up and down beg- 
ging with ſtrange lamentations. At the end of the ten daies wherein they had ſhut 
themſelves up ſo, they opened their doors and windows, and their Pagodes, or Temples, 
were adorned with many Enfigns of rejoyting, together with a world of hangings, ſtan- 
dards, and banners of filk, Hercupon there went through all the ſtreets certain men on 
horſeback, apparelled in vyhite Damask, who at the found of very harmonious inſtru- 
ments,cried alond with tears in their eys, Te ſad inbabitants of this Kingdome of Siam, 
hearken, hearkgn to that which is made known to you from God, and with humble and pure 
bearts praiſe ye all bis holy name, for the effects of his diving juſtice are great; withall lay- 
ing aſids your mourning, come forth of your ahodes wherein you are ſynt up, aud ſing the 
pr aiſes of the goodneſſe of your God, fSince he bath been pleaſed to give yon a new King. who 


fears bim, and 5s 4 friend of the poor. This Proclamation being made, all the Aſſiſtants, 


with their faces proſtrated on the ground, and their hands lifted up, as people that ten- 


dted thanks to God, anſwered aloud weeping; We make the eAngells of heaven our At- 


rorneys, to the end they may continually praiſe the Lord for us. After this, all the inhabi- 
tants of the City coming out of their houſes, and thinking of nothing but dancing and 
rejoycing, went to the Temple of ©niay Fanarel, that is to ſay, the Jod of the joyfull, 


. wherc they offered ſweet perfumes, and the pooreſt ſort, fruits, pullen, and rice; for the 


entertainment of the Prieſts. The ſame day the nevy King ſhewed himſelf over all the 
City with a great deal of pomp and Majeſty, in regard whereof the people made great 
demonſtratiors of joy and gladneſſe. And foraſmuch us the King was but nine years 
old, it was ordained by the — and twenty Bracalous of the Government, that the 
Queen his mother ſhould be the Protector or Regent of him, and that ſhe ſhould beare 
rule over all the Officers of the Crown. Things paſt thus for the ſpace of four moneths 
and an half, — the which there was no manner of diſotder, but all was peacecable 
in the Kingdome; howbeit at the end of that time, the Queen coming to be delivered of 
a Son which (he had had by her Purvcyor, being diſpleaſed with the bad report that 
went of her, ſhe reſolved with her ſelf to — her defire, which was to marry with 
the Father of this new Son, for that ſhe was deſperately in love with him: And further, 
ſhe wickedly enterpriſed to make away the new King, her lawfull child, to the end that 

by this means the Crown might paſſe to the baſtard by right of inheritance. Now to 

execute this horrible deſign of hers, ſhe made ſhew that the exceſſe of her affection to 

the young King her Son, kept her always in fear, leſt ſome attempt ſhould be made up- 

on his life; ſo that one day having cauſed all the Councell of the State to be aſſembled, 


the repreſented unto them, that having but this only pearl enchaced in her heart, ſhe de- 


ſired to keep it from being plucked from thence by ſome diſaſter ; for which effect ſhe 
thought it requiſite, as well co ſecure her from her apprehenſions, as to prevent the great 
miſchiefs which careleſſeneſſe is wont to bring in ſuch like cafes, that there ſhould be 2 
guard ſer about the Palace, and the perſon of the King. This affair was immediately de- 
bated in the Councell, and accorded to the Queen, in regard the matter ſeemed good 
of it ſelf. The Queen ſeeing then that her deſign had ſucceeded fo well, took inſtantly 
for the guard of the Palace, and the perſon of her Son, ſuch as ſhe judged were proper 
for the executing of her damnable enterpriſe, and in whom ſhe moſt confided. She or- 
dined a guard then of two thouſand foot, and five hundred horſe, befides the ordinary 
guard of ber houſe, which were ſix hundred Caucbhias and Lequios, and thereof ſhe made 
Captain one called Tileubacus, the cozen of the ſame Purveyor, by whom the had had a 
child, to the end that by this mans favour ſhe might diſpoſe of things as ſhe pleaſed, 
and the more t aſily bring to paſſe her pernicious deſign. Whereupon relying on the 
great forces which (he had already on her party, ſhe began to revenge ker ſelf upon ſome 
of the great ones of the Kingdome, becauſe ſhe knew they deſpiſed her, and held her 


not in that citcem ſhe deſite d, The two firſt whom ſhe cauſed te be laid hands on were 


two Deputics of the Government, making uſe of this pretext, that they held ſecret in- 
telligence with the King of ('biamwway, and were to give him an entry into the King- 
dome thorough their lands, ſo that under colour of juſtice ſhe cauſed them to be both 


executed, and confiſcated their eſtates, whereof ſhe gave the one to het Favorite, — 
the 
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the other to x brother-in-law of his, who (ic was ſaid) had been a Smith: But in regard 
this exccution had been done precipitouſly, and without any proof, the greateſt part of 
the Lords of the Kingdom murmured againſt rhe Queen for it, repreſenting unto her the 
merit of them whom (he had put to death, the ſervices they had rendred to the Crown, 
the qualitic of the perſons, and the nobility and antiquity of their extractions, as being 
of the bloud toyall, and lincally deſcended from the Kings of Siam, howbcitſhe made 
ao reckoning thereof, but contrarily a little after making ſhow as if ſhe had not been 
well, ſhe in 2 fall Councill renounced her regency, and conferred it on Dgaumclvniraa, 
her Favorite, to the end that by this means beating rule over all others, he might diſpoſe 
of the affairs of the kingdom at his pleaſure, and give the moſt important charges there- 
of to ſuch as would be of his party, which he thought to be the moſt aſſured way for him 
to uſurp this Crown, and make himſelf abſolute Lord of the Empire of Sornew, where- 
of the revenue was twelve millions of gold, beſides other comings in, which a- 
mounted to as much more. With all theſe inventions this Queen uſed ſo great diligence 
for the contenting of the deſire which (he had to raiſe her Favorite to the Royalty, to 
marry her ſelf to him, and to make the illegitimate ſon, which ſhe had bad by him, ſuc» 
ceſſot ofthe Crown, as within the ſpace of eight moneths, fortune fayouring her de- 
ſignes, and hoping more fully to execute her wicked plot, ſhee cauſed moſt of the great 
men of the kingdom to be put to death, and confiſcated all their lands, goods and trea- 
ſures, which ſhe diſtributed amongſt ſuch of her creatures as ſhe daily drew to her par- 
ty. Now foraſmuch as the young King her ſon ſerved for the principall obſtacle to her 
intentions, this young Prince could not eſcape her abominable fury, for the her ſelf poy- 
ſoned him even as ſhe had poyſoned the King his father. That done, (he marricd with 
Uquamcheniraa, who had been one of the Purveyors of het houſe, and cauſed him to be 
crowned King in the city of 04544,the eleventh of November in the yearc one thouſand 
five hundred forty five. But whereas Hcaven never leaves wicked actions unpuniſhed, 


the year after, one thouſand five hundted forty and fix, and on the fifteenth day of Ja. 


nuaty, they were both of them ſlain by Oyas Paſſilice, and the King of Cambeyes,at a cex- 
tain banquet which theſe Princes made in a Temple, that was called Qsiay Figraw, that 
is to ſay, the god of the atom. of the Sus, whole ſolemnity was that day celebrated: So 
that, as well by the death of theſe two perſons; as of all the reſt of their party, whom 
theſe Princes alſo killed with them, all things became very peaceable, without any fur- 
ther prejudice ro the people of the kingdom ; onely it is true, that it was deſpoyled of 
the moſt part of the Nobility, which _— it had, by the wicked inventions, and per. 
nicious practices, whereof I have ſpoken before. | 


CHAP. LXIX. : 
The Xing of Bramaa's exterprizs wyon the King dm of Siam; and that which paſt until bu 
arri vall at the city of Odiaa, with bu befieging of it, and all that en[ned therewpon. 


He Empire of Siam remaining without a lawfull ſucceſſor, thoſe two great Lords 

of the Kingdom, namely,0yes Paſſilivs, and the King of Cambaia, together with 
four or five more of the truſtieſt that were left, and which had been confederate with 
chem, thought fit to chuſe for King, a certain religious man, named Preriew, in regard 
he was the naturall brother of the deceaſed Prince, kusband to that wicked Queen of 
whom I have ſpoken ; whereupon this religious man, who was T alagrepo of a Pagode, 
called 2#i«y Afitraw, from whence he had not budg'd for the ſpace of thirty years, was 
the day after drawn forth of it by Oy Paſſilice, who brought him on the ſeventeenth 
day of January into the city of Odiaa, where on the nineteenth he was crowned King 
with a new kind of ceremony, and a world of magnificence, which (to avoid prolixity) 
I will nor make mention of here, having formerly treated of ſuch like things, Withaſl 
paſſing by all chat further arrived in this Kingdom of Siam, I will content my ſelf with 
reporting ſuch things as I imagine will be moſt agreeable to the curious. It happened 
then that the King of Bram, who at that time reigned tyrannically in Pegs, being ad- 
vertiſed of the deplorable eſtate whereinto the Empire of Sornaw was reduced; and of 
the death of the greateſt Lords of the Country, as alſo that the new King of this Monar- 
chy was a religious man, who had no knowledge eirhet of arms or war, and withall of 
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a cowardly diſpoſition, a tyrant, and ill beloved of his ſubjects, he fell to conſult there- 


upon with his Lords in the town of Anaplen, where at that time he kept his Courr, 
Deſiring their advice then upon ſo important an enterprize, they all of them told him, 
that by no means he ſhould deſiſt from it, in regard this Kingdome was one of the beſt 
of the world, as well in riches,as in abundance of all things; thereunto they added, that 
the ſeaſon which was then ſo favourable for him, j romiſed it to him at ſo good a rate, 
as it was likely it would not colt him above the revenue of one only year, what expence 
ſoever he mould make ot his treaſure; beſides, if he chanced to get it, he ſhould remain 
Monarch of all che Emperors of the world, and therewithall he ſhould be honored 
with the ſovetaiꝑn title of Lord of the white Elephant , by which means the ſeventeene 
Kings of Capimper, who mide profeſſion of his Law, mult of neceſſity render him obe- 
dience. They told him moreover, that having made ſo great a conqueſt, he might, tho- 
rough the ſame territories, and with the ſuccour of the Princes his Allies, paſſe into ¶ hi- 
ua, where was that great City of Peqwiy, the incomparable pearl of all the world, and 
2ginſt which the great (he of Tartaria, the Siamon, and the Calaminbaw, had 
brought ſuch prodigious Armies into the field. The King of Brawas, having heard all 
theſe reaſons, and many others which his great Lords alledged unto him, wherein his in- 
tereſt was eſpecialiy concerned, which alwayes works powerfully on every man, wies 
perſwaded by them, and reſolved to undertake this enterpriſe. For this effect he went 
directly to Mariabano, where in leſſe then two moneths and an half, he raiſed an Army 
of eigbt hundred thouſand men, wherein there were an hundred thouſand ſtrangers, 
and amongſt them a thouſand Pertug ali, which were commanded by Diego Swartz d 
eAlbergaria,called Gel:go by way of nick name. This Diego Suarez departed out of the 
Kingdome of Portug4/ inthe year one thouſand five hundred thirty and eight, and 
went into the Indiaet with the Fleet of the Vice-Roy, Don Garcia de Noronha, in 2 
Junck, whereof Foavo de Sepulveda of the town of Emore was Captain; but in the time 


of which I ſpeak, namely in the yeare one thouſand five hundred forty and eight, he had 


of this King of Brawas two hundred thouſand duckats a yeare, with the title of his 
brother, and Governor of the Kingdome of Pegs. The King departed then from the 
Town of Aari«bans the Sunday after Eaſter, being the ſeventh of Ari 1548. 
His Army, as I have ajready ſaid, was eight hundred thouſand men, whereof only forty 
thouſand were horſe, and al! the teſt foot, threeſcore thouſand of them being Harque- 
buzicrs; there were moreover five thouſand warlike Elephants; with whom they fight 
in thoſe countries, and alſo a world of baggage, together with a thouſand pieces of Ca- 
non, which were dran by a thouſand couple of Buffles and Rhinocerots; withall, there 
was 2 like number of yoke of oxen for the catriage of the victualls. Having taken the 
field then with theſe forces, he cauſed his Army to march ſtill on, untill at length be en- 
ered into the Territories of the King of Siaw, where after five days he came to a for- 
treſſe called 7 apwrax,containing ſome two thouſand fires, commanded by a certain Aſo- 
or, a valiant man, and well verſt in matters of war. The King of Bramaa having inve- 
ed it, gave three aſſaults to it in the open day, and laboured to ſeale it with a world of 
ladders which he had cauſed to be brought thither for that purpoſe; but not being able 
to carry it, in regard of the great reſiſtance of them within, he retreated for that time. 
But having by the counſell of Diego Suarez, who Was Generall of the Camp, and by 
whom he was wholly governed, cauſed fotty great pieces of Ordnance, whereof the 
' moſt of them ſhot bullets of iron, to be plinted zgainſt ir, he fell to battering it with 
ſo much fary, as having made a breach in the wall twelve fathom wide, he aſſaulted it 
with ten thouſand ſtrangers, T#rks, eabyſſine, Moors, Malauares, Achemt, Janes, and 
AMataysr, whereupon enſued ſo terrible a conflit between the one and the other, that 
in lefſe then half an hour, the beſieged, vyhich vvere fix thouſand Siamites, were all cut 
in pieces, for not ſo much as one of them would render himſelf. As for the King oi 
Bram aa, he loft above three thouſand of his men, vvhereat he vvas inraged, asto be re- 
venged for this loſſe he cauſed all the women to be put to the ſword, vVhich no doubt 
vwyas x ſtrange kind of cruelty: After this execution, he drevy directly tovvards the 
Tovvn of Sacotay, vvhich vvas nine —_ beyond, deſiring to make himſelf maſter of 
that, as vvell as ot the other. He arrived in the ſight of this Toyyn one Saturday about 
Sun-ſer,and incamped all along the river of Laa, vrhich is one of the three that iſſue 
our 
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out of the Lake of {hiammay, vvhereof I have formerly made mention, vvitha deſigu 
to march thorough it directly to 04548, the Capitall City of the Empire of Sorxax; tor 
he had already been advertiſed that the King vvas there in perſon, and that he vvas ma- 
king preparation to fight vvith him in the field; he no ſooner received this advice, but 
his Lords counſelled him to make no tarrying in any place, as vvell that he might not 
loſe time, as that he might keep himſelf from inſenſibly conſuming his forces, in lyin 
before places vvhich he pretended to take, that vvere ſo vvell fortified, as they — 
coſt him dear if he amuſed himſelf about them, ſo that at his arrivall at Odiaa he 
vvould find the moſt part of his men vvanting, and his victualls quite ſpent. The King 
baving approved of this advice, cauſed his Army to march avyay the next day thorough 
vvoods that vvere cut dovyn by threeſcore thouſand Pioners, vyhom he had ſent before 
to plane the paſſiges and vvays; vvhich vvith much ado they performed. When he vvas 
come to a place, called Tilaa, vyhich is befides 7uncalan, on the South- Eaſt Coaſt, neere 
to the Kingdome of Quedes, an hundred and forty leagues from Malaca, he took 
guides that were very well acquainted with the way, by whoſe means in nine daics jour- 
ney he arrived in the fight of Odiaa, where he pitched his Camp, which he invironed 
with trenches and ſtrong Palliſadoes. 

During the firſt five daies that the King of Br awaa had been before the City of Odias, 
he had beſto ved labour and pains enough, as well in making of trenches and Palliſe- 
does, as in providing all things neceflary for this ſiege, in all which time the beſieged ne- 
ver offered to ſtir, whereot Diego Swarce, the Marſhall of the Camp being aware, as 
alſo of the little reckoning which the Siamites made of ſo great a power as was there 
aſſembled, and not knowing whereunto he ſhould attribute the cauſeſof it, he reſolved 
to execute the deſign for which he came, to which effect, of the moſt part of the men 


which he had under his command, he made two ſeparated Squadrons, in each of whick 


there were ſix battalions of ſix thouſand a piece. After this manner he marched in bat- 
tell array , at the ſound of many inſtruments, towards the two points which the City 
made on the South. ſide, becauſe the entrance there ſeemed more facile to him then any 
other where. So upon tbe nineteenth day of e, in the year one thouſand five hundred 
forty and eight, an hour before day, all cheſe men of war, having ſet up above a thou- 
ſand ladders againſt the walls, endearoured to mount up on them; but the beſieged op- 
poſed them ſo valiantly, that in lefle then half an hour there remained dead on the place 
above ten thouſand on either part. In the mean time the King, who inconcaged his ſoul- 
diets, ſeeing the ill ſueceſſe of this fight, commanded theſe to retreat, and then made 
the wall to be affaulted afreſh, making uſe for that effect of five thouſand Elephants of 
war which be had brought thither, and divided into twenty troops, of two hundred 
and fifty apicce, upon whom there were twenty thouſand Aſoens and {balens, choice 
men, and that had double pay. The wall then was aſſaulted by theſe forces with ſo 
terrible an impetuoſity, as I want words to expreſſe it. For whereas all the Elephants 
carticd wooden Caſtles on their backs, from whence they (hot with muskets, brafle cul · 
verins, and a great number of harquzes a crock, each of them ten or twelve ſpans long, 
theſc guns made ſuch an havock of the beſieged, that in leſſe then a quarter of an hour 
the moſt of them were beaten down; the Elephants withall ſetting their trunks to the 
target fences, which ſerved as battlements, and wherewith they within defended them» 
ſelves, tore them down in ſuch ſorr, as not one of them remained entire, ſo that by this 
means the wall was abandoned of all defence, no man daring to ſhew himſelf above. Ia 
this ſort was the entry into the City very eaſie to the Aſſailanta, who being invited by ſo 
good ſucceſſe to make their profit of ſo favourable an occaſion, ſet up their ladders 1- 
gain which they had quitted, and mounting up by them to the top of the wall, with x 
world of cries and acclamations, they planted thereon in ſign of victory a number of 
Banners and Enſigas. Now becauſe the Turi: deſited to have therein a bettet ſhare then 
the teſt, they beſought the King to do them ſo much favour as to give them the vant- 
guard, which the King caſily granted them, and that by the counſell of Dirge Sa, 
who deſired nothing more then to ſee their number leſſened, always gave them the moſt 
dangerous imploy ments. They in the mean time extraordinarily contented, and proud 
to ſee themſelves preferred before ſo many other Nations as were in the Camp, reſolved 
to come oft wich honor from this ſervice which they had undertaken. For which — 
poſe 
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oſe having formed a Squadron of twelve hundred men, wherein ſome Abyſſist and 
anizaries were comprited, they mounted with great cries by thoſe ladders up to the 
top of the wall, which as I have declared, was at chat time in the power of the King of 
Bramaars people, Theſe Tarks then, whither more taſh, or more infortunate then the 
reſt, ſliding down by a pane of the wall, deſcended thorough a bullwork into a place 
which was below, with an intent to open a gate, and give an entrance unto the King, 


to the end they might rightly boaſt, that they all alone had delivered to him the Capi- 


tall City of the Kingdome of Siam, and fo might gain the recompence vvhich they 
might well expect for ſo brave an action; for the King had before promiſed to give un- 
to whomſoever ſhould deliver up the City unto him, a thouſand biſſes of gold, which in 
value arc five hundred thouſand duckats of our money. Theſe 7 #rks being gotten down, 
as I have ſaid, labouted to break open a gate with two rammes which they had brought 
with them for that purpoſe; but as they were occupied about it, upon a confidence that 


they alone ſhould gain the thouſand biſſcs of gold, which the King had promiſed to 


whomſocver ſhould open him the gates, they a themſelves ſuddainly charged by three 
thouſand 740, all reſo;ute ſouldicrs, who fell upon them with ſuch fury, as little more 
then a quarter of an hour, there was not ſo much as one 7h left alive in the place; 
wherewith not contented, they mounted up immediately to the top of the wall with a 
wonderfull courage, and fo fleſht as they were, and covert d over with the bloud of the 
Twrks, whom they had newly cut in pieces, they ſet upon the Bramaaes men which 
they found chere, and fought with them ſo valiant ly, that they durſt not make head 2- 
gainſt them, ſo that moſt ot them were there ſlain, and the reſt tumbled down over the 
vvall. The King of Brawas redoubling his cunrage more then before, would not for 
all char give over this aſlault, but contrarily reſolved to undertake it ane, ſo as imagi- 
ning that thoſe Elephants alone would be able to give him an entry into the City, 


© he cauſcd them once again to approach unto the wall. At the noyfe hereof, O54 Pa 


ſlice, Captain Generall of the City, tan in all haſt to this part of the wall, accompani- 
ed with fifteen thouſand men, whereof the mit page were Lu, Boynegg, and Chan- 
paars, with ſome MMenancabor among, and eauicd the gate to be preſently o encd, ho- 
rough which the Br amsae pretenacd to center, and chen ſent him word, that whereas he. 
Was given to undeiitand how his Highne lc had promitedto give a thouſand biffts of 
gold to whomſoever ſhould open him the gates, chat ſo he might thereby enter into the 
City, he had now perti:rmcd it, ſo thai by iwight enter if he would, provided that like 
2 great King as he was, he would ma good his word, and ſend him the thouſand biſles 
of gold which he ſtaycd there to receive. The King of Brawas having received this 
jeer, would not vouchſafe to return an anſwer, thereby to ſhew bis contempt of Oyas 
Paſſilics; but inſtantly he commanded the City to be aſſaulted, which was preſently ex- 
ecuted with a great deal of fury; for the fight became fo terrible, as it was a dreadfull 
thing to behold, the rather for that the violence of it laſted above three whole hours, 
during the which time the gate vyas ti vice forced open, and twice the Aſſailants got an 
entrance into the City, which the King of Siam no ſooner perceived, and that all vvas 
in danger to be loſt, but he ran ſpeedily to oppoſe them vyith his follovvers, vvhich 
vvere about thirty thuuſand in number, and the beſt ſouldiers that were in all the City; 
whereupon the conflict grew much bettet then before, and continued half an hour and 
better, during the which I do not know what paſt, nor can ſay any other thing, ſave 
that we ſavvy ſtrcams of bloud running every vvhere, and the ayr all of a light fire; there 
vvas alſo on either part ſuch a tumult and noyſe, as one would have ſaid the earth had 
been tottering; for it was a moſt dreadfull thing to hear the diſcord and jarring of thoſe 
barbarous inſtruments, as bells, drums, and trumpets, intermingled with the noyſe of 
the great Ordnance and ſmaller ſhot, and the dreadfull yelling of fix thouſand Ele- 
phants, whence enſued ſo great a terror, that it took from them that heard it both cou- 
rage and ſenſe; withall, that place at the City gate, whereof the Bramaa had been Ma- 
ſer, was all covered over with bodies drowned in bloud, a ſpectacle fo horrible, that 
the very ſight of it put us almoſt beſides our fc lves. Diego Suarez then, ſeeing their for- 
ces quite repulſed out of the City, th- molt part of the Elephants hurt, and the reft ſo 
ſcated with che noyſe of the great Ordnance, as 7 impofſibie to make them return 
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unto the vvall; as alſo that the beſt men of thoſe that had fought at the gate were flain, 
and that the Sun was almoſt down, came to the King, and counſelled him to ſound a te- 
treat, whereunto the King yeelded, though much againſt his will, becauſe he ob- 
ſerved, that both he and the moſt part of the Porrwgals were wounded, but it 
was with a purpoſe to returne to the ſame enterpriſe againe the next morn» 
ing. 

> he King being retired to his quarter, found himſelf wounded with the ſhot of an 
arrow which he received in that daies conflict, and which he felt not untill then, by rea- 
ſon of the heat of the fight. This accident hindered the executing of the reſolution he 
had taken to give another aſſault to the City the next day; for he was conſtrained to 
keep his bed twelve daies together, but at ſeventeen days end, when he was fully cured 
of his hurt, he undertook again the proſecution of his deſign, and to effect that which 
he had ſo reſolved upon, namely, not to raiſe his fiege from before the City untill he 
had made himſelf Maſter of it, though it coſt him both his life and his whole State. He 
gave then a ſecond aflault unto the City, which proved like unto the former, for he loſt 
z yyorld of men in it, ſo that he was forced to retreat; but his wilfullneſſe was ſuch, ay 
nothing daunted with the great ſlaughter of his men, he gave five aſſaults more to it in 
the open day, wherein he made uſe of many warlike ſtratagems, which a Greek Ingineer 
daily invented for him; but wharſocver he could do, he was always fain to retire with 
lofſe, whereat he was greatly troubled. In the mean time, whereas the ſiege of this City 
bad already indured four moneths and an half, he commanded a genetall muſter of his 
ſouldiers to be made, and he found that an hundred and forty thouſand of them were 
wanting. Whereupon ſecing to what eſtate he was reduced, for the putting of an end 
to the buſine ſe, he reſolved to affault the City again with another nevy invention, and 
this aſſault was the cighth he had already given to it, during the ſiege, which he enter- 
priſed by the Counceſſ of war, and that under the fayour of the night; for they alledg- 
ed unto him, that darknefſe would make the aſſault leſs dangerous, and the ſcaling of 
the walls more facile. This reſolution taken, he inftantly commanded all preparations 
neceſſary for this delign to be made,ſo that in ſeventeen days they built up fix and twen- 
ty Caſtles of ſtrong pieces of timber, whereof each one was ſet upon Fr ard twent 
wheels of iron, which facilitated the motion of ſo great a frame. Every Caſtle was fif- 

foot broad, threeſcore and five long, and five and twenty high, and all of them were 

reinforced with double beams, covered over with ſheets of lead: Moreover each of 
them was full of wood, and had faſtned to them before great iron chains, and that 
were very long in regard of the fire, Things thus prepared, one Friday about midnight, 
being very dark and rainy, the King of Jramaa cauſed three times one after another all 
the great O:dnance of the Camp to be diſcharged, which, as I remember, I have alread 
ſaid, conſiſted of an hundred and three ſcore great pieces, vrhereof the moſt part ſhot + 
ron bullets, beſides a many of Falconets, baſes, and muskets, tothe number of fifteen 
hundred, ſo that from all theſe — (bot off together three times one after anotiier, 

roceeded ſo horrible and dreadfull a noyſe, asI cannot think that any vvhere but in 

ell the like could be; for on whatſoever the imagination can de fixt, it carnot meet 
with any thing that may be rightly compared thereunto. At this time, it was not only 
the great pieces of Ordnance, whereof I have ſpoken before, and the ſmall ones 
too, which were (hot off, but the like was done by all the guns which were both 
within the City, and without in the Camp, of what bigneſs ſocver they vvere, 
being at leaſt an hundred thouſand in all, for whereas there were, as I have already 
ſaid, threeſcore thouſand Harquebuziers in the King of Bramaacs Army, there vvere 
thirty thouſand alſo in the City, befides ſeven or eight thouſand Falconets and Baſes; 
ſo that to hear all theſe ſhot off continually for the ſpace'of three hours together, and 
intermingled with thunder, lightning, and the tempeſt of the night, was, to ſay the 
truth, a thing which was never ſeen, read of, or imagined, and ſuch indeed as put every 
one almoſt beſides himſelf; for ſome fell flat on the ground , ſome crept behind walls, 
and others got into walls. During the greateft violence of this horrible and furious 
tempeſt, they ſet fire on the fix and twenty Caſtles which they had before brought cloſe 
to the walls, ſo that by the force of the wind, which vvat at that time very great, and 
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by the means of barcels.of pitch that had been put into chem, they fel a flaming in ſuck 
a ſtrange manner,as there was anew to be {cen ſo dreadfull a picture of hell(for it is the 
only name that can be given it, becauſe there is nothing upon earth that may rightly 
be reſembled unto it) that if even thoſe which were without trembled at it, I leave you 
to think vvith hovy muck more reaſon vvere they to fear it yvhom neceſſity conſtrained 
to abide the violence of it. Hercupon began a moſt bloudy conflict on either part, they 
without falling to ſcale the walls, and the befieged, who took no leſs care for all things 
chen they. valiantly to defend the mſelves, ſo that no advantage was to be found on ei- 
ther fide, but rather both of them were in a condition to be utterly deflroyed; for 
whereas the one and other reinforced themſelves continually with freih ſupplies, aud 
that the King of Bramaaes obſtinacy vyas luch, as he went himſcif in perſon amongſt 
his ſouldiers, incouraging them with his ſpeeches, and the great ptomiſes that he made 
chem, the fight proceeded fo far, and increaſed fo mightily, as being unable to deliver 
the leaſt part of chat which paſſed therein, | leave it to the underſtanding of every one 
to imagine what it might be. Four hours after midnight, the fix and tyveaty Caſtles be- 
ing quite burned to the ground, with ſo tettib le a blaze, as no man durſtcome within a 
ſtones caſt of it, the King of Bram cauſed a retreat to be ſounded, ar the requeſt of 
the Captains of the ſtrangers, for there vvete ſo many hurt men amongſt them, as 
all the day, and moſt pact of the night following was imployed in drefling of 
chem. 


CHAP-LXX 
The King of Bramuaes raiſing bis fiege from before the City of Odina; with a deſcription of 
| the Kingdome of Siam; and the fertility thereof. : 
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T* King of Br, ſee ing thit neither the great Ordnance vyherevvith he had F, 3. 


batcered the City, nor the aſſaults vvhich he had given unto it, nor his inventions 

of Caſtles, accompanied vvith ſo many attifices of fite, whereon he had ſo much relied, 
had ſerved him to any purpoſe for the execution of that which he had ſo mightily deſi- 
red, and being reſolvcd not to deſiſt from the enterpriſe vyhich he had begun, he ca led 
4 Councell of War, vvherein all che Princes, Dukes, Lords, and Commandets that vyere 
in the Army were preſent. Having then propounded his defire and intention unto 
them, he required them to give him their advice thereupon ; immediately the affair be- 
ing put into deliberation, and thoroughly debated on either part, they concluded in 
ahe end, that the King vvas by no means to raiſe this ſiege, in regard this enterpriſe was 
the moſt glorious, and mol? proficable of all that ever might be offered unto him; they 
repreſented moreover unto him the vvorld of treaſure that he had imptoyed therein, 
and that if he continued battering the City without deſiſting from his aſſaults, at length 
the enemies would be ſpent, becauſe it vvas apparent (as they vvere informed)that they 
vvere no longer able to vvithſtand the leaft attempt that ſhould be made againſt them. 
The King being exceedingly contented, for that their opinions proved to be conforms» 
ble tv his deſire, teſtified the great ſatis faction that ke received thereby, ſo that he gave 
them many recompences in money, and vovved to them, that if they could take the Ci- 
ty, be vvould confer upon them the greateſt commands of the Kingdome, vvith very 
honorable titles and revenues. This reſolution being taken, there was no further que- 
Kion but of conſidering in vvhat manner the buſineſſe ſhould be carried; whereupen by 
the counſell of Diego Snares, and of the Inginecr, it was concluded, that vvith davins 
and green turfe a kind of Platform ſhould be erected higber then the vvalls, and that 
there on (hould be mounted good ſtore of great Ordnance, wherewith the princi- 
pall fortifications of the City ſhould be battered, ſince that in them alone conliſted all 
the enemies defence. Order then vvas preſently given for all that vvas judged neceſ- 
ſary thereunto, and the threeſcore thouſand Pioners vvhich vvete in the Camp vvere 
imployed about it, vvho in tvvelve days brought the Fort or Platform into the eſtate 
vyhich the King deſited. There vvete already planted on it then forty pieces of Canon 
for the battering of the City the day enſuing, vvhenas a Poſt arrived vvith Letters to 
the King, vrhereby he vras advertiſed , That „ bring riſen ny in the Kiug- 
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dome of Pegu, bad cut fifteen thouſand Bramanes there in pieces, and bad withall ſeized on 
the principail places of the country. At theſe news the King was ſo troubled, that with- 
out further delay he raiſed the ſiege, and imbarqued himſelf on a tiver, called Pacaran, 
where he ſtayed but that night, and the day following, which he imployed in retiring 
bis great Ordnance and ammunition. Then having ſec fire on all the Palliſadoes, and 
lodgings of the Camp, he parted away one Iueſday, the fifteenth day of Offeber,. in 
the year a thouſand five hundred forty and eight, for to go to the Town of Mari 
bano. Having uſed all poſſible ſpeed in his voyage, at ſeventeen days end he. came 
thither, and there was amply informed by the Chalagenim, bis Captain of all the 
Z emindoos proceedings, in making himſelf King, and ſeizing on his creaſure ; by kil- 
ling fifteen thouſand Br awazes, and that in divers places he had lodged five hundred 
thouſand men, with an intention to ſtop his paſſage into the Kingdome. This news ve- 
ry much perplexed the King of Bramaa, ſo that he fell to thinking with himſelf what 
courſe he ſhould take for the remedying of ſo great à miſchief as he was threatned 
with: In the end he reſolved to tatty a while at Mart ab ans, to attend ſome of his 
forces that were ſtill behind, and then to go and fight a. battell with his enemy; but 
it was his ill luck, that in the ſpace of foutteen days only which he abode there, of 
four hundred thouſand men which he had, fifty — quitted him: For where; 
they were all Pegwer, and conſcquently defirous to ſhake off the Bramaaes yoke; 
they thought it beſt to fide with the new King the Zemindes, who wasa Pegwas well 
as they; and they were the rather induced theteunto, by underſtanding , that this 
Prince was of zn eminent condition, liberall, and ſv affable to every one, that he 
thereby won nfoſt men toibe of his party. In the mean time the King of Bramaa, feat- 
ing leſt the defection of his ſouldicrs ſhoald daily more and more increaſe , was advi- 
ſed by his Councell to ſtay no longer. there, in regard the longer he ſhould tarty, 

more his forces would diminiſh, for that a great part of his Army was Peg, which 
were not likely to be very faithfull unto him. This counfell was approved of by the 
King, who preſently march, d away towards Pega, necr unto which he was no ſoon- 
er arrived, but he was certifi-d that the Zemmindos,, being advertiſed of his coming, 
was attending ready to recerve him. So thele two Kings being in the view of one an- 
other, incamped in a great Haine, ſome two leagues from the City of Pe, the 
Z emindes with fix hundred thouſand men, and the Brews with three hundred and 
fifty thouſand. The next- day theſe two Armies being put into battell array, came to 
joyn together one Friday the (ixtecnth of November , the ſame year, a thouſand ſiye 


| hundred forty and eight. It was about ſix of the clock in the morning when firtt they 


began their incounter, vyhich vvas performed vvith ſo much violence, asa generall de- 
feat enſued thereupon, yet fought they with an invincible courage on either part; 
but the Zemvindoo had the worle, for in leſſe then three hours his whole Army was rout- 
ed, with the ſlaughter of three hundred thouſand of his men, ſo that in this extre- 
mity he vyas forced to ſave himſelf only with fix horſe in a fortreſs, called Barteler, 
where he ſtayed but one hour, during the yvhich, he furniſhed himſelf with a little Veſ- 
ſell, wherein he fled the night enſuing up the riverto Codes. Let us leave him now fly- 
ing, untill we thall come to him again whenas time ſhall ſerve, and return to the King 
of Bramaa, who exceedingly contented vvith the victory vvhick he had gotten, march- 


ed the next morning againſt the City of Pogs; where as ſoon 26 he arrived, the inha- 


bitants rendred themſelves unto him, on condition to have their lives and goods ſa- 
ved. Whereupon he took order for the dreſſing of them that were hurt; as for thoſe 
that he loſt in this battell, they were found to be threeſcore thouſand in number, a- 
mongſt the which were two hundred and fourſcore Pert ali, all the teſt of them being 


gricvouſly wounded. 
Having already intreated of the ſuccefle which the King of Bramaat voyage had in 


the kingdom of Siam, and of the rebellion of the Kingdom of Pegs, me thinks it will 


not be amiſſe for me to ſpeak here ſuccinctly of the ſcituation, extent, abundance, riches, 
and fertility which I ſaw in this kingdom of Siam, and in this Empire of Sornau, to ſhew 
that the conqueſt thereof would have been far more utile unto us, then all the eſtates 
which now we have in the India, and that we might obtain it with a great deal leſſe 

charge. 


2s in the Kingdome of Pegs; and the King for a ſoveraigne ticle cauſeth himſelf to be 
called Prechas Salis, which in our tongue lignifies, A boly member of God. He ſhewes 
not himſelf to the people ſave only twice in the year, but then with lo much riches and 
majeſty , is he hath power and greatneſſr, and yet tor all this that I ſay, he lets not to 
acknowledge himſelf the vaſſall and ttibutatie to the King of Chins, to the end that by 
means thereof his ſubjets Juncks may be admitted into the pott of Combay, where or- 
dinarily they exerciſe their commerce. There is aſſo in this Kingdome a great quantity 
of Pepper, Ginger, Cinamon, Camphire, Allume, Caſſia, Tamarinds and Cardamon; ſo 
as one may truly affirm that, which I Have often heard ſay in thoſe parts, namely , that 
this Kingdom is one of the b.ſt countries in the world, and eafier.to be ſubdued then a- 
ny other Province, how little ſocyer, I could here report likewiſe many more particula- 
rities of things which I have ſcen only in the city of Odiaa, but I am not minded to make 
mention of them, that | may not beget in them that ſhall read this che ſame grief which 
Thave for the loſſc which we made of it through our ſins, and the gain we might make 
in conquering this Kingdom. | 
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CHAP. LXXI. | 
A continumion of that which happened in the Kirgdome of Pegu, as well during the life, a 
after the death of the King of Bramaa. 


TE return now unto the hiſtory which heretofore I have left, you muſt know, that 
after the King of Brawaa had obtained that memorable victory neer to Pegs, asl[ 
have declared heretofore, by means whercof he remained peaceable poſſeſſor of the 

whole Kingdom , the firſt thing he imployed himſelf in was to puniſh the offendors 
which had formerly rebelled ; for which effect he cut off the heads of a great many of 
the Nobility, and Commanders, all whoſe eſtates were confiſcated to the Crown, which 
(according to report) amounted unto ten millions of gold, beſides plate and jewells, 
-whereby that common Proverb, which was common in the mouths of all, was verified, 
namely, That one mans offence coft many wen very deare. Whileſt the King continued 
more and mort in his cruelties, and injultice , which he executed againſt divers perſons 
during the ſpace of two moneths and a half, certain newes eame to him, that the city of 
Martabano was tevolted, with the death of two thouſand Bramau, and that the Ch 
logomin, Governour of the ſame city, had declared bimſe If for the Xemindes. But that 
the cauſe of this revolt may be the bettet underſtood by ſuch as are curious, will(before 
I proceed any further) ſuccinctly relate, how this X-windoo had been of a religious order 
in Pegs, 2 man of noble extraction, and (as ſome affirmed) neer of kin to the precedent 
King, whom this Frames had put to death twelve years before, 25 I have already decla- 
red. [his Iemindos had formerly to name Xoripam Xay, a min of about forty five years 
of age, of a great underſtanding, and held by every one for a Saint: he was withall 
very wel verſt in the Laws of their Sects & falſe Religion, and had many excellent parts, 
which rendered him ſo agrecable unto all that heard him preach, as he was no ſooner in 
the Pulpir , but all the aſſiſtants proſtrated rhemſelves on the ground, ſaying at every 
word that he uttered, « ſſmredly God ſpe abs in thes. This Xewindes,ſecing himſelf then in 
ſuch great credit with the pcopTe; ſpurred on by the generoſity of his rjature , and the 
2 which was then ſo favourable unto him, reſolved to try his fortune, and ſee to a 
what degree it might arrive. To this end, at ſuch time as the King of Braas was fal- 
len upon the kingdom of Siam, and had laid ſiege to the city of Odias, the Xenindes 
preaching in the temple of ¶ enquiaꝝ at Peu, which is as it were the Cathedrall of all 
the reſt, where there was a very great aſſembly of people, he diſcourſcd at large of the 
loſſe of this Kingdom, of the death of their lawfull King, as alſo of the great cxtortions, 
cruel! puniſhments, and many other miſchicfs which the Fram as had done to their Na- 
tion; with ſo many inſolencies, and with ſo many offences againſt God, as even the very 
houſes which had been founded by the charity of good people, to ſerve for Temples 
wherein the Divine Word might be preached, were all deſolated and demoliſhed; or if 
any were found [til] ſtanding, they were made uſe of, either for ſtables, lay-ftalls , or o- 
ther ſuch places accuſtomed co lay filth or dung in. Theſe, and many other {uch like 
things, which the X.mindoo delivered, accompanied with many ſighs and tears, made ſo 
reat an impreſſion in the minds of the people, as from thenceforward they acknows 
edged him for their lawfull King, and ſwore allegeance unto him; ſo that inſtead of 
calling him, as they did before, Ao. iam Xay, they named him Xemindoo, as a foveraigne 
title which they gave him above all others. Seeing himſelf raiſed then te the dignity 
of King, the firſt thing during the heat and fury of this people, was to go to the King 
of Bramaas palace, where having found five thouſand Brawewy, he cut them all in pic- 
ces, not ſparing the life of one of them; the like did he afterwards to all the rell of 
them that were abiding in the moſt im port ant places of the State, and wit hall he ſeized 
on the Kings treaſure , which was not ſmall. In this manner he ſlew all the rama 
that were in the Kingdom, which were fifteen thouſand, beſides the women of that Na+ 
tion of what age ſocver, and ſeized on the plices where they reſided , which were in- 
ſtantly demoliſhed; ſo that in the ſpace of three and twenty dayes onely he became ab- 
ſolute poſſeſſot of the Kingdom, and prepared a great Army to fight with the King of 

Brawas, if he ſhould chance to return upon the bruit of this rebellion, as _—_ be 

| ought 
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fought with him to his great damage, being defeated by him, as I have heretofore de- 
clarcd. And thus having methinks ſaid enough for the intelligence of that which I 
am to recount, I will come again to my firſt diſcourſe. This King of Bramaa being 
advertiſed of the revolt of the Town of CMarrabano, and of the death of thoſe two 
chouſand Brawacs, gave order immediately to all the Lords of the Kingdome for 
their repair uato him with as many men as they could levy, and that within the term 
of fifteen daies at the furtheſt, in regard the preſent neceſſity would not indure 2 
longer delay. This done, he parted the day following with a ſmall train from the 
City of Pegs, to give example to others to do the like, and wept and lodged at s 
Town called Aauchan, with an intention to tarry there thoſe fifteen days he had li- 
mited the Lords to come unto him. Now whenas fix or ſeven of them were already 
paſt, he was advertiſed that Xewin de Satan,Governor of a Town ſo named, had 
ſecretly ſent a great ſum of gold to the Zemvindes, and had withall done him homage 
for the ſame Town where he commanded. This news ſomewhat troubled the King 
of Bramaa, who deviſing with himſelf of the means which he might uſe to meer 
with the miſchief that threatned him, he ſent for Tmin de Satan, who was then in 
the ſaid Town of his Government, with a purpoſe to cut off his head; but he, be- 
taking himſelf to his bed, and making ſhew of being ſick, anſwered, that he would 
wait upon the King as ſoon as he was able to riſe. Now in regard he found himſclf 
to be guilty, and miſdoubting the cauſe wherefore he was ſent for, he communica- 
ted this affair to a dozen of his kinſmen that were there preſent with him, who all 
of them concluded together, how ſince there was no better way to ſave himſelf then 
in killing the King, that without further delay it was to be put in execution, ſo that 
all of them offering ſecretly to aſſiſt him in this enterpriſe, they ſpeedily afſembled 
all their Confidents, without declaring unto them at firſt the occaſion wherefore 
they did it ; and withall, drawing others unto them with many fair promiſcs, they 
made up of all being joyned together a company of fix hundred men. Whereupon 
being informed that the King was lodged in a certain Pagode, they fell upon it with 
great violence, and fortune was ſo favourable unto them. that finding him almoſt a- 
lone in his chamber, they ſic w him without incurring any danger. That done, they 
retired into an out ward Court, where the Kings Guard having had ſome notice of 
this treaſon, ſet upon them, and the confſict was ſo hot between them, that in half an 
hours ſpace, or thereabout, eight hundred men lay dead in the place, whereof the 
moſt part were Br awaaes. After this X:wsin de Satan making away with four hun- 
dred of his followers, went to a place of a large extent, called Powtel, whither all 
thoſe of the country round about reſorted unto him, who being advertiſed of the 
death of the King of Brumaa, whom they mortally hated, made up a body of five 
thouſand men, and went to ſeek out the three thouſand Brawazes which the King 
had brought thither vvith him: And foraſmuch as theſe ſame vvere diſferſed in ſe- 
yerall places, they vvere all of them eaſily (lain, not ſcarce ſo much as one eſcaping. 
Wich them alſo vvere killed fourſcore of three hundred Porragals that Diego Su- 
ret had with him, vvbo, together vvith all the reſt vvhich remained vvith their lives 
faved, rendred themſelves upon compoſition, and vvere received to mercy,upon con- 


dition that ft the turuce they ſhould faithfully ſerve Iris de Satan, as their proper 


King. vvhich they caſily promiſed to do. Nine days after this mutiny, the Rebell ſee- 
ing himſclf fayourcd by fortune, and ſuch a multitude of people at his devotion; 
which were come to him out of this Province, to the number of thirty chouſand 
men, cauſed himſelf to be declared King of Pegs, promifing great recompences to 
ſuch as (hould follow and accompany him, untill he had wholly gained the King- 
dome, and driven the Bramaaes out of the country. With this deſign he retired 
to a fottteſſe called Tagalaa, and reſolved to fortiſie himſelt there out of the feare 
he was in of the forccs vvhich vvete to come to the ſuccour of the deceaſed King, 
thinking to find him alive, having been advertiſed that many vvere already ſet forth 
from the ( ity of Pegs for that purpoſe, Now of thoſe Braw4art which Tmin ds 
Satan had ſlain, one by chance eſcaped, and caſt himſelf all wounded as he vvas into 
the river, and ſwimming over, never left travelling all that night, and the ay fol- 
owing 
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lovving, for fear of the Pegues, untill be arrived at a place, called Couta/arem, where 
be incountred with the Chaumigrem, the deceaſed — Foſter-· brother, vvho vvas 
incamped there vvitk an army of an hundred and tourſcore thouſand men, vvhereof 
there vvere but only thirty thouſand Bramaaes, all the reſt Pegaci; finding him then 
upon the point of partivg from thence, in regard of: the heat that vvould be vvith- 
in tvvo hours after, he acquainted him yvith the death of the King, and all that had 
paſt beſides. Now chough this news greatly troubled the Chammigrem,yet he diſſem- 
Pied it forthe preſent with ſo much courage and prudence, as not one of his follow- 
ers perceived any alteration in him: But contrarily, putting on a rich habit of Car. 
nation Sattin, imbroidered with gold, and a chain of precious ſtones about his neck, 
he cauſed all the Lords and Commanders of his Army to aſſemble before him, and 
then ſpeaking to them with the ſemblance of a joyfull man, Gentlemen, ſaid he, thy 
fellow which you ſaw come to me but now in ſuch haſt, hath brought me this Letter, 
which I have here in my hand, from the K ing. my Lord and yours ; and alihongh by the 
contents thereof be ſcemetb io blame ui for our carele(]rneſs in lingering thus, yet I bops 
ere long to render him ſuch as accompt of it, a his Highneſſe ſhall givs us all thanks fer 
the ſer vice we have done him. By this letter tos he certsies me, that he bath very cortaine 
intelligence, hom the Ze mindoo bath raiſed an army, with an intent to fall xpon the Towns 
of Coſmin Dalia and to gain all along therivers of Digon and Meidoo, the whole 
Province of Danapluu eve» te Anſcdaa; wherefore he hath expri ſly enjoyned me, that at 
ſoon as poſſibly } may, put into thoſe places (as the moſt important) ſuch forces as ſhall 
be able to reſiſt the enemy; and that } take beed worthing be loſt through my n:gligence, 
becanſe inthat caſe be will admit of no excuſe. Thi. being ſo, it ſeems to me very ipor- 
tant and neceſſary for his ſervice, that you my Lord Xeminbrum go inſtantly without all 
delay, and put your ſelf with your forces into the Town of Dilaz ; and your brother-in- 
law Bai. haa Quem into that of Digon, with hu fifteen tbouſand men; as for Colonel Gi- 
pray and Monpocaſſer, they ſhall ge with their thirty thouſand ſouldiers into Anſedaa, 
and Danapluu, and Ciguamcan, with twenty thou/and men ſhall march along to Xaraa, 
aud ſo to Milacou; morcorer Quizy Brazagaran, with bis brethren and kinſmen, ſball Lo 
fer Generall of the Frontier, with an Army of fifty thenuſand men, to the end that aſſiſted 
with theſe ferces, be may in perſon ive order where/oever need ſhall be. Behold, what the 
K ing bath written to me, whereof 5 pr ay you let us make an agreement, and all fig» it to- 
gether, for it is no reaſon that my head ſhould anſwer for your want of care, and impra- 
dence. His Commanders preſently obe yed him, and without longer tarrying there, 
each of them went ſtraight to the place, whicher his Commiſſion directed him. The 
Chanmigrems, by means of this ſo cunning and well diſſembled a ſleight, rid himſelf 
in leſſe then three hours of all the hundred and fifty thouſand Pegwes, who he knew, 
if once they came to hear of the Kings death, would fall upon the thirty thouſand 
Bramaaecs that he had there with him, and not leave one of them alive. This done, 
as ſoon as it was night, turning back to the City, which was not above a league from 
thence, he ſeized with all ſpeed on the deceaſed Kings Treaſure, which amounted, 
according to report, unto above thirty millions of gold, beſides je well that were 
Bot to be cltimitcd ; and withall, he ſaved all the Brawaars wives and children, and 
took as many arms and as much ammunition as he could carry away. After this, he 
ſet fire on all that was in the Magazines, cauſed all the lefler Ordnance to be rived a. 
ſander, and the greater, which he could not uſe ſo, to be cloyed. Furthermore, he 
made ſeven thouſand Elephants that were in the country to be killed, reſerving only 
two thouſand for the carriage of his treaſure, ammunition, and baggage. As for all 
the reft, it was conſumed with fire, ſo that neither in the Palace, where were cham- 
bers all ſecked with gold, nor in the Magazines and Arſenalls, nor on the river, 
where were twothouſand rowing Veſſells, remained ought that was not reduced to 
aſhes. After this exctution, he departed in all haſt, an hour before day, and drew di- 
realy towards Tagen, which was his own country, from whence he came ſome 
fourteen years befure to the conqueſt of the Kingdome of Pegs, which in the heart 
of the country was diſtant from thence about za hundred and threeſcore leagucs. 
Now whereas fear commonly adds wings to the feet, it made him march = ſuch 
| pecd,

ſpeed, as he and his arrived in fifreen days at the place whither they were 2 going,In 
the mean time, whereas the Chawmigrems had cunningly ſent away the hundred and 
fifty thouſand Pegues, as I have declared already, it happened that two days after 
they underſtood how the King of Jramaa was dead: Now in regard they vvere 
mortall enemies of that Nation, ſixſcore thouſand of them in one great body turn- 
ed back in haſt for to go in queſt of the thirty thouſand Bramaaes, but when they ar- 
rived at the City, they found that they were gone from thence three days before; 
this making them to follow in purſuit of them with all the ſpeed that poſſibly they 
could, they came to a place, called Gainacowtel, ſome forty leagues from the City 
whenee they came; there they were informed, that it was five days ſince they paſſed 
by, ſo that diſpairing of being able to execute the deſign which they had of —. 
them in pieces, they returned back to the place from whence they were parted, 
where they conſulted amongſt themſelves about that which they were to do and 
reſolved in the end, ſince they had no lawfull King, and that the Land was quite 
freed of the Bramaaus, to go to Xewin de Satan, as incontinently they did, who te- 
ceived them, not only with a great deal of joy and good entertainment, but promi- 
ſed them mighty matters, and much honor, by railing them to the principall com- 
mands of the Kingdome, as ſoon as time ſhould ſerve, and that he was more peace- 
ably ſetled. Thereupon he went directly to the City of Pegs, where he was received 
with the magnificence of a King, and for ſuch crowned in the Temple of emquiay, 
which is the chief of all the ret. | 


| CHAP. LXXII. 
That which arrived is the timo of Nenim de Satan, and an aborwinable eaſe that beſel to 
Diego Suarez; together with the Xemindoos expedition againſt Xenim de 
Satan; and that which inſusd therewpon. 


Hree moneths and nine dayes had this Tyrant Tei de Su already peaceably 

poſſeſſed the city and kingdome of Pegw, whenas without fearing any thing, or 
being contradicted by none, he fell to diſtributing the treaſure and revenues of. the 
Crown to whomſoever he pleaſed, whereupon great ſcandalls inſued, which were 
the cauſe of divers quarrells and diviſions amongſt many of the Lords, who for this 
cauſe, and the injuitice which this tyrant did them, retyred into ſevetall foraigne 
Countries and Kingdoms. Some alſo went and ſided with the minds, who began 
at that time to be in reputation again: For after he had fled from the batrell onely 
with ſix horſe, as I have declared heretofore ; he got into the Kingdom of A»/edes, 
where as well by the efficacy of his Sermons, as by the authority of his perſon , he 
won ſo many to his devotion,as aſſiſted by rhe favour and forces of thoſe Lords as ad- 
hered to him, he made up an army of threeſcore thouſand men, with which he march- 
ed to Meidoo, where he was very well received by thoſe of the Country. Now ſer- 
ting afide what he did in thoſe patts, during the ſpace of foure moneths, that he abode 
there, I will in the mean time paſſe to a ſtrange accident which in a few dayes fell out 
in this city, that one may know what end the good fortune of the great Diego Suarez 
had, who had been Governour of this Kingdom of Pegs; and the recompence 
which the world is accuſtomed to make at laſt unto all ſuch as ſerve and ttuſt in it, 
under the ſemblance of a good countenance which ſheſhews them at firſt. The matter 
paſt in this ſort ; There was in this city of Pegs a Merchant, called Harb agoas, 2 
rich man, and that of good reputat ion in the country: This ſame reſolved to marry 
a daughter of his to a young man, the ſon of a worſhipfull and very rich Merchant 
alſo, named Manicani andarim, abont that time that Diego Swarcz was in the great- 
eſt height of his fortune, and termed the Kings brother, and in dignity above all the 
Princes and Lords of the Kingdom. So the fathers of theſe young couple being a- 
grerd on this marriage, and of the dowry that was to be given, which by report 
was three hundred thouſand duckats; when as the day was come wherein the nupti- 
alls were celebrated with a great deal of ſtate and magnificence, and honoured with 
the preſence of malt of the gentlemen of chiefeſt quality in the ciey, ic happened 
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that Diego Swarez, being come 3 little before Sun · ſet from the royall palace, with a 
great train both of horſe and foot, as his manner was to be aiwayes well accompani- 
ed, paſſed by Aambogoaat door, where hearing the muſick and te joycing that was in 
the houſe, asked what the matter w/], whereunto.anſwer being made him, that Aam- 
begeas had married his daughter, and that the wedding was kept there, he preſently 
cauſed the Elephant on which he was mounted to ſtay, and ſent one to tell the fa- 
ther of the bride, that he congratulated with him for this marriage, and wiſhed x 
long and happy life to the new married couple; to theſe words he added many o- 
thers by way of complement, yea and made him many offers if he would make uſe of 
him; wherewith the old father of the bride finding himſelf ſo exceedingly honored, 
as not knowing how to acknowledge it, in regard the perſon who did him ſo mach 
honor, was no leſſe then the King himſelf in greatneſſe and dignity, the defire 
which he had to facisfie this obligation in part, if he could not wholly do it, made 
him go and take his daughter by the hand, accompanied with many Ladies of quali- 
lity, and ſo leading her to the ſtteet door, where Diego Suarec was, he proſtrated 
himſelf on the ground with a great deal of teſpect, and with many complements af- 
ter his manner, thanked him far the favour and honor chat he had done him. There- 
upon the new marricd bride, having taken from off her finger a rich ring, preſented it 
on her knees by her fathers exprefſe commandement, to Diego Swarez, ; but he that 
naturally was ſenſuall and laſcivious, inſtead of uling civility, whereunto the Laws of 
gencroſity and friendſhip obliged him, having taken the ricg which the maid pre- 
{ſented unto him, he reached out his hand, and plucked her to him by force, ſaying, 
God forbid that ſo fair a Haid as you fpowld fall into any other hands but mine; where- 
upon the poor old man ſeeing Di. ge Sur hale his daughter ſo rudely , lifting up 
both his hands to heaven, with his knees on the ground, and tears in his eys, A4 
Lord, ſaid he unto him 7 bumbly beſeech thee for the love and reſpelt of the great God, 
whom theu adoreft, and which was conceived withent any ſpot of fin in the Vi gins womb, 
a! cenfeſſe and believe, according to that which i have heard thereof, that thow wilt nos 
forcibly rake away my danghter ; for if thow deef ſo, } ſpall aſſurediy die with griefe and 


| diſpleaſure at it; but if thou defire of me that I ſhould give thee ber dowry, together with 


all that is in my howſe, and that ? deliver up my ſelf unto thee for #by ſlave, I wil inſtant- 
ly do it, provided thow wilt per mir that ber buiband may poſſeſſe ber, for } have no other 
good in the world but fre, ner will } bave any other as long as 7 tive. Whereupon offering 
to lay hold on his daughter, Diego Suarez, making no anſwer to him, turned himſelf 
about to the Captain of his guard, who was a Turk by Nation, and ſaid unto him, 
kill ibi dog The Turk preſently drew out his Scymitar to kill the poor old man, but 
he ſuddain ly fled away, leaving his daughter with her hair all about her ears in Diegs 
Suarez his hands. In the mean time the Bridegroom came running to this tumult, 
with his cheeks allbedeawed with tears, but he was ſcarcely arrived there, whenas theſe 
Barbarians ſle him, and his Father tov, with fix or ſeven other of his kinſmen. 
Whileſt this paſt ſo, the women made ſuch fearfull cries in the houſe, as terrified all 
thoſe that heard them, ſo that even the earth and the ayr ſeemed to tremble at it, or 
to ſay better, they demanded vengeance of God for the little reſpeRt which was had 
to his divine juſtice, and for ſo great a violence as this was; and truly if Ido not 
more amply report the particularities of ſo black and ſo abhominable an ation, I 
deſire to be excuſed, in regard I paſſe them by for the honor of the Portnga/ Nation. 
W hercfore it ſhall ſuffice me to ſay, that this poor Maid ſeeing her ſclf upon the 
point to be forced, ſtrangled her ſelf with a ſtring that ſhe wore about her middle 
for a girdle, which ſhe choſe rather to do, then ſuffer this ſenſuall and bruitiſh man 
to carry her away with him by force; but he was therewith ſo diſpleaſed, as he was 
heard to ſay, that he repented him more for that he had not enjoyed her, then for u- 
fing her in that ſort as he did. Now from the day of this abhorred act, till four ycars 
after, the good old man, the Father of the Bride , was never ſcen to go out of his 
houſe ; but at length to give a greater demonſtration of his ſorrow, and to ſhew 
his extreme reſentment of the matter, he covered himſelf with an old tattered mat, 
and in chat ſad cquipage went up and downe, begging aa alms of his very ſlaves, 
never 
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ae ver eating any thing, but lying all along naked, and his face fixed on the ground. 
Thus continued he in fo fad a manner of life, untill in the ead he ſaw that the ſeaſon 
invited him to have recourſe unto juſtice, which he demanded in this ſort; perceiving 
that in the Kingdome there was another King, other Governors, and other Juriſdi- 
ction, alterations which time ordinarily produceth in every country, and in all kind 
of affairs, he went out of his houſe in the wretched faſhion he had ſo long uſed; 
having a big cord about his neck, and a white beard, reaching almoſt down to his 
girdle, and got him into the midſt of a great place, where ſtood a Temple called 
Lia Fantaren, that is to ſay, the God of the affiified; there he took the 1doll from 
off the Altar, and holding it in his armes, he returned out of che Temple, to the ſaid 
great place, where having cried out aloud three times to draw the people together, 
as accordingly they came flocking in unto him, he ſaid with teares in his cys; O ye 
people, ye people! who with a cleane and praceable heart make profeſſion of the truth of this 
God of the afflifted, which pes ſee here in my armes , come forth liks lightning in a dark 
and rainy night , and joyn with me in crying ſo loud, that our cryes may pierce the hea- 
vens, to the end the pitifull ear of the Lord may be ar awn to hear our beavy lament ations, 
and by them be may know the reaſon we have to demand juſtice ag ainſt this accurſed fir an- 
ger, as the moit wicked man that ever was born inti ibe world; for this abbominable wretch 
hath not been contented with ſpoiling ms of our goods, but hath alſo difponored our fami- 
lies; wherefore whoſoever all not with me accompany tbe God which } hold in my hands, 
and water with my tears, is deteſting ſo horrible a crime, let the gluttonous Serpent of the 
profound pit of ſmoke abridge his dayes miſerably, and tear bis body in pieces at midnight, 
This old mans words ſo mightily terrified the Aſſiſtants, and made ſo deep an im- 
preſſion in their minds, that in a ſhort time fifty thouſand perſons aſſembled in that 
place, with ſo much fury and deſire of revenge, as was wonderfull co behold. Thus 
the number of the people ſtill more and more increafing, they ran chronging ſtrait 
to the Kings Palace, with ſo horrible a noyſe, as ſtruck terror into all that heard them. 
In this diſorder, being arrived at the outward Court of the Palace, they cried out fix 
or ſeven times with a dreadfull tone; & King come ent of the place wherein thou art four 
wp, to hear len to the woice of thy God, who demands juſtice of thes by the manth of thy poor 
people. At theſe cries the King put forth his hesd out of the window, and affrighted 
with ſo ſtrange an accident , would needs know of them what they would have? 
whereunto they all anſwered unanimouſly with ſuch loud cries, as ſeemed to pierce 
the heavens, uſtice, juſtice againſt a wicked infidell , who to ſpoil us of our goods hath 
killed aus fathers, our children, our brothers, and our kivſmen. The King having there- 
upon inquired of them who it was, is is, anſwered they, 4x ace thief, narticipa 
ting with the works of the Serpent , who in the fields of detight abuſed tre fir ſt man that 
God created. Is it poſſible, ſaid he unto them, that there. Houla be any ſuch thing a you 
tell we? whereunto they all replied, This ſams is the moſt arcenrſed mas thas ever was 

born on the carth, and is ſo out of his wicked nature and inclination, wherefore we all of 
us beſerch thee in the name of this God of thy aſſlicted, that bis veins may be as much 

emptied of his blond, à belt is filed with bis wicked works, At theſe words the King 
turning towards them that were about him, bat do yog think bereaf , ſaid he unto 

them? What am I to do? and hem ans to carry my ſelf inſeftrange and extraordinary « 

watrer? To which they all anſwered, Afy Lerd, if them wilt not hearken to that which 

this God of the «fflifted comes to demand of thet, it is to be fearedthat be will take care no 

len ge to aid thee, and will refuſe to ſupport thee in thy dignity; Then the King turning 

himſelf again to the multitude that were below in the Court, bad them go to the 
place whore the great Market was keys, and be would give order that the war ven they 
required ſhowld be delivered anto them to be diſpoſed of at their pleaſure. Whereupon 
having ſent for the (birca of juſtice, who is as the Soveraign Superintendent there» 
of above all others, he commanded him to go and apprehend Diegs Swarez , and 
deliver him bound hand and foot to the people, that they might do juſtice up- 
on him, for he feared if he did otherwiſe, that God vvould execute it upon 


him. | 
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The Chirea of Juſtice vvent immediately to Diego Suareæ his houſe, and told him 
tfiar the King bad ſent for him; he in the mean time was ſo troubled to ſee the 
Cbirea come for him, that he remained a pretty while not able co anſwer him, as a 
man that was always beſides himſelf, and had loſt his nnderſtanding ; bur at length 
being ſomewhat come to himſelf again; He earneſtly deſired him to diſpenſe with bim 
at thu time for going with him, in ref ard of a great pain that be had in his head, and that 
in acknowledgement of ſo good an office, be would give him forty piſſes of gold. Where- 
unto the Chirca replied, The offer which thou mate ft me is too little for me to take upen 
ne that great pain which then / iyeſt thou haft in thy head, wherefore thow muſt go alon 
with me , either by fair meant or by force, fince thou obligeſt me to tell thee the truth. 
Diego Swarex then, ſeeing that there was no means to excuſe him, would have taken 
along wich him fix or ſeven of his ſervants, and the Cbirca not permitting it; I muſt, 
ſaid he unto him, faiſili the Kings command, whichis, that thow ſhalt come alone, aud 
not with ſox or ſeven men, for the time is now paſt wherein tho wert wont to go ſo well ac- 
companied, as I have oftentimes ſeen thee do ; all thy ſupport is gone by the death of the 
T yr ant of Bramaa, who was the quill wyerewith thou blowedft up thy ſel] to an unſuppert- 
able pride, as is apparent by the wicked actions which thos haſt committed, which at nbit 
preſent accuſe thee before th juftice of Cod. This ſaid, he took him by the hand, and 
led him along with him, invironed with a guard of three hundred men, whereat we 
remained very much diſmayed. Thus marching from one ſtreet to another, he arcived 
in the end at the Jacer, which was a pub ike place where all kind of wares was ſold; 
but as he was going thither, he met by chance with Balthazar Suarex his ſon , who 
came from a Mcrchants houſe, whither his Father had ſent him that morning to re- 
ceive ſome money that was owing to him. The Son, ſeeing his Father in this plight, 
alighted preſently from his horſe, and caſting himſelf at his feet; Mat wears this, my 
Lord, ſaid he unga im with tears in his eys, and whence cemes it that yew are led along 
in this ſort? eArk it of ney fins, anſwered Diego Suarez, and they will tell ther, for I 
proteſt unte thee my Son, that in the Caſe I ans in, all things [cexs dreams unte me. There- 
upon imbracing one another, and mingling their tears together, they continued ſo, 
untill ſuch time as the Chires commanded Balthazar Suarec to get him gone, which 
he would not do, being loth to part from his father, but the Miniſters of juſtice haled 
him away by force, and puſhed him ſo rudely, a8 he fell and broke his head, yea and 
withall chey gave him many blows beſides, whereat his Father fell into a ſwoun. 
Being come again to himſelf, he craved a little water, which he had no ſooner taken, 
bur lifting up his hands to heaven, he ſaid with tears in his eys, Si iniquitates eb/erva- 
beris: Domine, Domine quis ſuſtinebit? But, O Lord,added he, ont of the great confi- 
dence 1 have in the infinite price of thy precious blond, which thou haſt ſhed for me po 
the crofſe, I may ſay with more aſſurance, Miſericordias Domini in eternuns cantabe. 
Thus altogether deſolated as he was in this laſt affliction, when he was come in fight 
of the place, whither the King had commanded him to be conducted, it is faid, that 
perceiving ſo many people, he remained fo exceedingly diſmayed, that turning him- 
ſelf to a Portugal, who was permitted to accompany him, Fe/#z, ſaid he unto him, 
have all theſe accuſed me to the King? whereunto the ¶ hirca made him this anſwer, 
It 5s no longer time for thee to think of this, for then haft wit enough to know, that tha po- 
ple we of ſo unruly a humour, that they alway: follow evill wherewnto they are naturally 
inclined. It is not that, replied Diego Snare c with tears in his cys, for I know that if 
there be any warulineſſe in them, it proceeds from my fins. Thom ſeeft thereby, ſaid the 
('birca, that this is the ordinary recompence which the world is accuftomed to give to they, 
who daring their life, have left the memory of the divine juſtice, as thos baſt done, and 
God give thee the grace that in this little time thow haſt to live, bon maſt repent the- of 
the faults thow committed, which poſſibly way avail thee more then all the gold that thaw 
leaveſt bebind thee, for an inberitance to him, who per adventure is the cauſo of thy death. 
Here Diego Suare falling down on his knees, and lifting up his eyes to heaven, 0 
Lord 7eſws Chrift, cried he, my true Redeemer , 1 beſerch thee by the pains which thou 
haft

haſt ſaffered upon the Croſſe, to permit that the accuſation of theſe hundred tbouſand 

hunger-flarved dogs againſt me, may ſerve to (atisfie the chaſtiſement of thy divine 

juice in my bihalf, to tbe end that the ineſtimable price which thou haſt imployed 

for the ſalvation of my ſoule , without any merit of mine, may not be unprofitable 
wato me. This ſaid, he aſcended the ſtaites which led to the market place, and 

the Portugal that aſſiſted him, told mee, how at every ſtep he kiſſed the 
ground, and called upon. the name of 7ESUS, at length when he was 
come to the top, the Manbegoaa, who held the Idoll in his armes, ani- 
mating the people with great cries, ſaid unto them, Whoſoever ſhall not 
for the honour of this God of the afflifled, whom I bave bere in my armes, 
fone this aceurſrd Serpent , let him for ever be miſerable, and let the br aines 
of bis children be conſumed in the miaſt of the mght , to the end that by the 
puniſhment of ſo great a ſinne, the rigbteoms judgement of the Lord above may 
be jwni'ified in them. He had no ſooner made an end of ſpeaking thus, 
bur there fell ſo great a ſhowre of ſtones on Diege Suarez, as in leſſe 
then a quarter of an houre he was buried under them, and they that 
flung them at him, did it ſo indiſcreetly, as the moſt part of them hurt 
one another therewith. An houre After they drew forth the poore Die- 
go Smarez, from under the ſtones, and with another new tumult of cries 
and voices they tore him in pieces, with ſo much fury and hatred of the 
whole people in generall, as there was not he which did not believe that 
he did a charitable and holy work in giving a reward to the moſt muti- 
nous amongſt thoſe, which dragged his members and entrailes up and 
downe the ſtreets. This execution done, the Kin willing to confiſcate 
his goods, ſent men to his houſe for that purpoſe, where the diſorder 
was ſo great, in regard of the extreme avarice which theſe hungry 
dogs had, they left not 2 tile unmoyed ; and becauſe they found not 
ſo much as they expected, they pur all his ſlaves and ſervants to torture, 
with ſuch an excefle of crucity , as eight and thirty of them remained 
dead in the place, amongſt which were ſeventeen Poris als, who bore the 
pain of a thing whercof they were hot. guilty. In all this ſpoile there 
were no more then ſix hundred biſſes of goſd found, which are in value 
three hundred chouſand duckats, beſides ſome pieces of rich houſhold: 
ſtuffe, but no precious ſtones, nor jewells at all, which perſwaded men 
that Diego Su had buried all the reſt; howſoever it could never be 
found out, notwichſtanding all the ſearch that was made for it, and yet 
it was verified by the judgement of ſome who had ſcene him in his pro- 
ſperity, that he had in meanes above three millions of gold, according to 
the ſupputation of the country. Behold what was the end of the great 
Diege Suarez, whom fortune had ſo favouted in this — 7 of Pegs, 
as he had raiſed him up to the degree of the Kings Brother, the higheſt 
and moſt abſolute title of all others, and given him withall two hundred 
thouſand duckats yearely rent, vvith the chatge of Generall of eight hun- 
dred thoulaud men, and Soveraigne over all the other Governours or 
Vice-Royes of fourteene Kingdomes, which, the King of Braas had at 
that time in his pofleſſion. But it is the ordinary, curſe of the goods of 
this world, eſpecially of ſuch as are ill gotten, alwayes to ſerve or A way 
to diſgraces and misfortunes. | 9 
| \ . X 
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I return now to the Xomindes,of whom I have not ſpoken a long time. Wher- 
as that Tyrant and avaritious King Xenim de Satan gave daily new increaſes to 
the cruelties and tyrannies which he exerciſed againſt all ſorts of perſons, never 
ceaſing killing and robbing indifferently thoſe , who were thought to have mo- 
ney ; nor ſparing any thing on which he could lay his hands, his rapines ptocecd- 
ed ſo far, as it was that in the ſpace of ſeven moneths only, wherin he was peace- 
able poſſeſſor of this Kingdom of Pegs, he put to death fix thouſand very rich 
Merchants, beſides many ancient Lords of the Country, who by way of right of 
inheritance held their eſtates from the Crown. Theſe extortions rendered him 
ſo odious, as the moſt part of thoſe that were with him abandoned him to (ide 
with the Lemindoo, who bad for him at that time the towns of Digon, CMeideo, 
Dalaa, and (onlam, even to the confines of Taras, from whence he patted in haſt 
to go and beſiege this Tyrant with an army of two hundred thouſand men, & five 
thouſand Elephants. When he was arrived at the city of Pegs, where Neis de 
Satay then kept his Court, he inveſted it round about with paliſadoes and very 
ſtrong trenches, yea and gave ſome aſſaults to it, but he could not enter it ſo ea- 
fily as he believed, in regard of the great reſiſtance he found from them within; 
wherefore judging it requiſite for him to alter his mind, being prudent as he 
was, he came very ſubti ly co a truce of twenty dayes with the Tyrant upon cer- 
tain conditions, whereof the principal] was, that if within the terme of thoſe 
twenty dayes he gave him a chouſand biſſes of gold, which are in value five hun- 
dred thouſand Duckats , he would deſiſt from the protenſion and right which he 
had co this Kingdome ; and all this he did ( as I have already ſaid ) cunningly, 
hoping by this means to bring him to his bow, wih leſſe perill, So the time of 
the truce beginning to run on, all things remained peaceable on either ſide, and 
the beſiegers fell to communicate with the beſieged. During this pacification 
every morning two houres before day, they of he Xemindoors Camp played af- 
ter their manner upon divers jorts. of ioftruments very melodiouſly , at the 
ſound whereof all they of the city ran to the walls to ſce what the matter was. 
Whereupon thoſe inftruments cealing to play, a Proclamation was made by a 
Prieſt, accounted by every man a holy perſonage, who ſaid theſe words with a 
very ſad voice, 0 ye people, ye people | unto whom Nature hath given cares 
to hear, hear en to the voice of the holy Captain the Xemindoo, of whom 
God will make aſe for the reſtoring you to your liberty and former quiet; in 
order wherunts he admoniſheth you from Quiay Niuandel, the god of battells 
of the field Vitau, that none of you be ſo hardy as to lift up your hand azainſt 

im, nor againſt thi holy aſſembly which he hath made, out of 4 holy Neal to- 
wards theſe people of Pegu, as brother, that he is, to the leaſt of all the poor: 
Otherw'/e whoſoever ſhall come againſt the army of theſe ſervants of God, or 
ſhall have the will to do them any harm, let him be accurſed for it, and as de- 
formed and wile as the children of the night, who foaming with poyſon make 
horrible cries, and be delivered imo the burning jawes of the dragon of diſ- 
cord, whons the true Lord of all the Gods hath cui ſed for ever; whereas con- 
trarily, to thoſe, that ſhall be ſo happy & to obey this Proclamation, as his holy 
brethren and allies, ſhall be granted in this life a perpetual peace, accompa- 
vied with a great deale of wealth and riches, and after their death their fg 
ſha#l be no leſſe pare and agreeable to God, then thoſe of the Saints which goe 
dancing amidſt the beams of the Sun in the celeſtiall repoſe of the Lord Al- 


mighty, This publication made, the muſick began to play again with « 
great 


the other Portagalls, being eighty in number, he gave five thouſand D 
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great noiſe as before, which made ſuch an impreffion in the hearts of them that 
heard ir, as in ſeven nights that it continned above threeſcore thouſand perſons 
went and rendred themſelves to the Temindes; for moſt of them which heard 
choſe words gave as much credit thereunto, as if an Angell from heaven had 


' ſpoken them. In the meane time the beſieged Tyrant, ſeeing that theſe ſecret 


Proclamations of the enemy were ſo prejudiciall unto him, as they could not 
chuſe but turn to his utter ruine, brake the truce at twelve dayes end, and de- 
liberated: with his Councell what he ſhould do, who adviſed him by no means 
to ſuffer h mſelf to remaine any longer beſieged, for feare left the inhabicants 
ſhould mutinie, and fall from him to the enemy; and that the beſt and ſureft 
way was to figkt with the X:windoo in the open field, before hegrew to any further 
ſtrength. This reſolution being approved of by Zim de Satan, he prepared 
himſelf for the execution of it; to which eifect he two dayes after before it was 
day fallied out at five gates of the city wich foticſcore thouſand men, which then 
he had, and charged the enemies with ſtrange fury. They then in the mcane time, who 
alwayes ſtood upon their guard, received them with a great deale of courage, 
whereupon inſued ſo cruell a conflict between them, that in leſſe then halfe an 
honre, for ſo long laſted the heat of the fight, there fell on both fides above 
forty thoufand men; but at the end of that time the new King Zim was born 
from his Elephant by an harquebuze Cot, diſcharged at him by 4 Portugall, na- 
med Gongalo Neto , which cauſed all the reſt to render themſelves, and the city 
likewiſe, upon condition that the inhabitants ſhould have their goods and lives 
ſaved. By this means the Temindoes cntred peaccably into it, and the very ſame 
day, which was a Saturday che three and twenticth of February, a thouſand five 
hundred fifty and one, he cauſed himſelf to be crowned King of Peg in the grea- 


reſt Temple of the city. As for Gengals Neto, he gave him in recompence for 


killing the Tyrant twenty Biſſes of gold, which ate ten thouſand — — 

te, be 
ſides the honors and prſviledges which dhey had in the country; he alſo cxempe- 
ed them for three years from paying any cuſtome for their merchandize, which 
was afterwards very exactly obſerv d. 
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CHAP. LXXIIL 
That Which the Xemindoo did, after he Was Crowned King of Pegu, with the 
Chaumigrems ; the King of Bramaaes Fo ſter- Brothers coming againſt 
him, with 4 great Army; and divers other memorable things. 


Xemindoo ſeeing himſelf Crowned King of Pegs, and peaceable Lord of all 
the kingdome ; began to have thoughts far different from thoſe which Xemin de 
Satan had bad, being raiſed to the ſame dignity of King; for the firſt and principal 
thing wherein he imployed bimſelf with all his endeavour, was to maintain his King- 
dome in peace, and to cauſe Juſtice to flouriſh; as indeed he eſtabliſhed it with 
much integritie, as no man how great ſo ever he was, Curſt wrong a leſſer then him- 
ſelf : withall in that which concerned the government of the Kingdome, he procee- 
ded with ſo much vertue, and equity, as it filled che ſtrangers that were there with admi - 
ration, ſo that one could not without marvel conſider the peace the quiet, and union 
of the wills of the people; during the happy and peaceable eſtate of this Kingdome, 
which continued the ſpace of a year, and bettet; at the end whereof the Chanmigrem, 
ſoſter· brother tothe ſame King of Brawas, whom Femin de Saten had (laine, as J 
have before declared, baving received advertiſement, that by reaſon of the rebelli- 
ons and warres, which ſince his departure from thence hid happened in the King- 
dome of Pg; the principall men of the State there, had loft their lives; and the 
Xemindoo who then raigned, was unprovided of all thing a—_— for his defence; 
he reſolved once again to adventure upon the ſame enterpriſe, which bad formerly 
been undertaken by his late King. With this deſign, be ertertained into his pay 8 
mighty Army of ſtrangers, unto whom he gave a Tincall of gold by tie month, which 
is five dackets of our mony; when as he had prepared all things in a readineſſe, he 
departed from Tang», the place of his birch: Oa the ninth day of March, athou- 
ſand, five hundred, fifty and two, with an Army of three hundred thouſand men, 
whereof only fifty thouſand were rama, and all the reſt Mons, Chalens, Cala- 
minhams, San in,, Pamncrus, and A4. In the mean time the Temindos, the new 
King of P egw, having certain intelligence of theſe great forces, which were coming 
to fall upon him, made preparation to go and meet them, with a deſign to give them 
battle; for which effect, he aſſembled in the ſame = where he was ; a huge Army 
of nine hundred chouſand men,which were all Peguet by nation, and conſequently of a 
weake conſtitution, and leſſe warlick then all the others, whereof I have ſpoken; 
and on Tueſeday the fourth of April, about noone, having received advice that thee- 
nemies Army was incamped all along the river of Mel:yray ſome twelve leagues from 
cherice, he uſed ſuch expedition, as the ſame day, and the next night all his Soul- 
diers were put into battle array, for whereas they had prepared e thing long be- 
fore,and had alſo been — by cheir Capt. thete needed no great ado to bring them 
into order. The day enſueing. all theſe men of warte begun about nine of the clock 
in the morning, to march at the ſound of an infinite company of warlick inſtruments, 
and went and lodged that night ſome two leagues from thence neer to the river Pota- 
res. The next day, an hour before Sun- ſet the Bramaa Chanmigrem appeared with 
ſo great a body of men, as it took up the extent of a league and an half of ground; 
bis Army being compoſed of ſeaventy thouſand horſe, of two hundred and thirty 
thouſand foot, and ſix thouſand fighting elephants, beſides as many more which car- 
ried the baggage and victuals; and in regard it was almoſt night, he thought fit to 
lodge himſe if all along by the mountain, that he might be in the greater ſafety. Thus 
the night paſt with a good guard. and a ſtrange noiſe that was made on either part. 
The day following, which was a Saturday, the ſeventh of Aprill in the year one thou- 
ſand, five hundred, fifty and three, about five of the clock in the morning, theſe two 
Armies began to move, but with different intentions; for the deſigne of the Bramas 
was to paſſe the foard, and recover an advantageous peece of ground, which lay neer 
to another river; and the Y-mi»doo had a deſite to keep him from it, and to ſtop his 
paſſage ; upon this contention, ſame skirmiſhes enſued, which continued moſt part of 


the day, and wherein about five hundred men on the one ſide, and the other were — 
ow- 
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howbeit the advantage remained with the haumigrem, becauſe he gained the place 
whercunto he pretented, and paſſcd all the night there in banquetting, and making 
great bonfires for this good ſucceſſe. The next day betimes in the morning the Xe- 
mni doo, King of Pegs, preſented the battail to his enemyes, who did not refuſe it; ſo 
that they incountred one another with all the fury chat a cruel hatred is accuſtomed 
to kindle in ſuch like caſes; the two vantgards then, vvho vvere the beſt Soldiers a- 
mongſt them, fell ſo luſtily unto it, that in leſſe then half an hour, all the Field was 
covered with dead bodies, and the Peg ues began to lack courage. Wherupon the Xemin- 
doo ſeeing his men give ground, came to ſuccor them with a body of three thouſand 
elephants, wherewith he fer upon the ſeventy thouſand horſe ſo couragiouſly,and to the 
purpoſe, as the Bramaaes loſt all that they had gained, ; which perceived by the 
Chaumigrem, who was better experienced in matters of Warre, knowing full well 
what he was to doe, to recover all again; made ſhew of retyring, as if he had been 
vanquiſhed ; the Xemindoo thereupon, who underſtood not this ſtratagem, and that 
thought of nothing but the victory, purſued his enemie about a quarter of a league: 
but incontinently the Bramaa facing about with all his forces, fell upon his enemy with 
ſuch violence and horrible cryes, as not only men, but even the very earth, and all the 
othet elements ſeemed to ttemble at it. By this meanes the conflict renewed in ſuch 
ſort, as in a little time the ayre was ſeen all on fire, and the ground watered all over 
with bloud ; for the Pegs Lords and Commanders, beholding their King fo farre 
ingaged in the battle, and likely to loſe the day, ran inſtantly to his ſuccor; the 
like did the Panonſaray, the Bramaaes brother, on his ſide, with fourty thouſand men, 
and two thouſand elephants; fo that there enſued berwixt them, ſo bloudy and 
dreadfull a fight, as words are not able to expreſſe the truth of it; wheretore I ſhall 
ſay no more, but that half an hour, or there about, before Sun-ſer, the Army of nine 
hundred thouſand Peg ues was utterly diſcomfited ; and as it was ſaid, four hundred 
thouſand of them were left dead on the place, and all the reſt, or the moſt part of 
them, grievouſly wounded ; which the Xemindoo ſeeing, fled our of the field, and fo 
eſcaped. Thus did the victory remain unto the Chaumigrem, who thereupon cauſed 
himſelf to be crowned King of Pegs, with the ſame royal Enſignes, magnificence, and 
triumph, as the other King of Bramaa, whom Xemin de Satan ſlew, had formerly been. 
And in regard it was already night, they beſtowed the time in no other thing, but in 
dreſſing the hurt men, and keeping good watch in the Camp. 


The next day, as ſoon as it was light, all the victorious ſouldiers, as wel wound- Sect. 1. 


ed as unwounded, tan to the ſpoil of the dead bodies; wherewith divers amongſt them 
were mightily enriched ; for they found there great ſtore of Gold and Jewels, by 
reaſon the cuſtome of thoſe Gentiles is, (as I think, I have heretofore delivered) to 
carry all their wealth about them to the War. The ſouldiers being well ſatisfied in 
this particular, the new King of this miſerable Kingdome parted forchwith from the 
place where he had gotten the Victory, and marched towards the Citie of Pegs, di- 
ſtanc ſome three leagues from thence. Now foraſmuch as hee would not that day 
enter into it, for certain conſiderations which I will relate hereafter, hee ſer himſelf 
down in the view of it, about half a league off, in a Plain, called Sunday Patir : and 
after he had thus encamped his Army, hee gave order for the guard of the four and 
twenty gates thereof, by placing at each of them a Bramaa Commander with five 
thouſand Horſe. In this manner hee remained there five dayes, without being able 
to teſolve to enter into the Citie, out of the fear he was in, leſt the ſtrangers ſhould 
require of him the pillage of it, as indeed, he was obliged to grant it to them by the 
promiſe which he had made them for it at Tanguu. Now the cuſtom of men of War, 
who live but upon their pay, being to have regard to nothing but their intereſts, theſe 
ſix Nations ſeeing the King thus defer his entry into the Citie, which they could not 
brook, began ro murinie, and this by the inſtigation of a Portugal, named Chriſto- 
nano Surnento, a man of a turbulent ſpirit, but otherwiſe a good and valiant Com- 
mander ; and this mutinie proceeded fo far, as the King of Bramaa for his own 
ſafety was conſtrained to retire into a Pagode, where he fortified himſelf wich his 
Bramaaes, untill that the next morning about nine of the clock hee came to a truce 
with them, and cauſing them to aſſemble together, from the top of a wall he you to 
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them in this ſort, My worthy Friends, and valiant Commanders, I have cauſed you to 
come to this holy reſting place of the dead, to the end that with a ſolemn Oath I may diſ- 
cover unto you my intentions ; whereof, with my knees on the ground, and my eyes lift up 
r:nto heaven, I take to witneſs Quiay Nivandel, the God of Battel of the field Vitau, be- 
ſeeching him to be udg of this between you and me, and to ſtrike me dumb, if I do not tell 
you the truth. I very well remember the promiſe I made you at Tanguu, which was, to 

ive you the pillage of this tumultuous Citie ; as well becauſe I believed your valor would 
2 a it were the miniſter of my revenge, as in ſom ſort to ſatisfie your avarice, where- 
unto 1 kyow you are naturally very much inclined: Now having given you this promiſe 
for a gage of my faith, 1 „ that I am altogether obliged not to break, m word with 
you But when on the other ſide, I come to conſider the great inconventences which may 
accrue to me thereby, and the ſtrift account which 1 ſhall one day render for it before the 
equitable and rigorous juſtice of the Lord above, I muſt confeſſe unto you, that I am 


very much affraid of charging my ſelf with ſo heavie a burthen : wherefore Reaſon ad- 


viſes me to render my ſelf faulty towards men, rather then to fall into the diſpleaſure of 
God: Beſpdes, it is not reaſonable that the innocent ſhould pay for the guilty, and of 
whom I am ſufficiently ſatisfied with the death which they have received in this laſt bat- 
tell by your hands, Bebold, how I earneſtly intreat you, as children that you are of 
my bowels, that having regard to my good intention, you Will not kindle this fire wherein 
my ſoul will be burnt, ſince you ſee well enough how reaſonable that is which 7 deſire of you, 
and how unjuſt it would be for yon to refuſe it me. Nevertheleſſe, to the end you may not 
remain altogether without recompenſe, 1 ds here promiſe you to contribute thereunto all 
that ſhall ſeem reaſonable to you, and to ſupply this defauit in part with my own goods, 
with my Perſon, with my Kingdom, and with my State. Hereupon the Commanders of 
thoſe th Nations hearing the Kings juſtification, and the promiſe which hee made 
them, yeelded to agree unto whatſoever he would do: howbeit, they prayed him a- 
bove all things to have regard unto ſouldiers pretenſions, who were not at any hand 
to be diſcontented, but greatly to be made account of. Whereunto the King tre- 
plyed, That they had reaſon, and that in all things he would endeavour to conform him- 
ſelf to whatſoever they ſhould judg reaſonable. In the mean time, to avoid diſputes 
which might enſue hereupon, ir was concluded, that they ſhould referr themſelves to 
Arbitrators : for which effect the Mutiners were to name three on their (ide, and the 
King three others on his, which made fix in all, whereof three were to be Religious 
men, and the reſt Strangers, that ſo the judgment might be given with lefle ſuſpicion. 
This reſolution being taken between them, they agreed together, that the three Re- 
ligious men ſhould be the Menigrepos of a Pagode, that was named 2xiay Hifaron, that 
is to ſay, the God of Povertie ; and that for the other three Strangers, the King and the 
Mutiners ſhould caſt lots, to ſee who ſhould chuſe one or two of them on his (ide. 
This Election being fallen to the King, he made a choice of two Portugals, of an hun- 
dred and forty that were then in the Citie ; whereof the one was Gongalo Pacheco, 
the King our Maſters Factor for Lacre, a worthie man, and of a good conſcience ; 
and the other a worſhipful Merchant, named Nano Fernandez Teixeyra, whom the 
King held in good eſteem, as having known him in the life time of the deceaſed King, 
By the ſame means the Commanders of the Mutiners elected another ſtranger, whoſe 
name I do not know. Things thus concluded, the Judges deſtined for the reſoluti- 
on of this Affait, were ſent tor, becauſe the King was not willing to ſtirre out of the 
place where he was, untill the matter was determined; to the end he might diſmiſſe 
them all peaceably before he entred into the Citie, for fear leſt if they entered with 
him, they ſhould not keep their word. For this purpoſe then the King about mid- 
night ſeat a Br amaa on horieback to the Portugali quarter, who vvere in no leſſe fear 
then the Pegues of being plundered and killed. After that the Bramaa vvas come 
into the Citie, and that hee had asked aloud (for fo they uſe to do vvhen they come 

from the King) vvhere the Captain of the Portugals vvas, he vvas preſently conducted 

to his Lodging, vvhere being arrived, It ir a thing (ſaid he to the Captain) as pro- 

per to the nature of that Lord above, who hath created the firmament and the whole 

heavens, to make gaod men for the converſion of the wicked, as it it ordinary with the 

pernicious Dragon to nouriſh in his boſome ſpirits of commotion and rumult , to 
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bring diſorder unto the peace which conſerves us in the holy Law of the Lord. I mean 
hereby (continued he) rhat amongſt all thoſe of your Nation there is one wicked man 
found, vomiting out of his infernall ftomack flames of diſcord and ſedition, by means wher- 
of he hath cauſed the three ſtrange Nations of the Chalons, Meleytes and Savadis to mu- 
tinie in the King my Maſters Army, whereupon hath enſued ſo great a miſchief, that 
befides almoſt the utter ruine of the Camp, three thouſand Bramaaes have been ſlain, and 
the K ing himſelf hath been in ſuch danger, as he Was fain to retire into a Fort, where hee 
hath remained three dayes, and ſtill ts there, not daring to come out, becauſe he cannot 
put any truſt in thoſe ſtrangers. Howhbeit, for a remedy of ſo great unquietneſſe, it hath 
pleaſed God, who is the true Father of concord, to inſpire the Kings heart with patience to 
endure this injarie, being prudent as he is, to the end hee may by that means paciſie the tu- 
mult and rebellion of theſe three turbulent Nations, who inhabit the moſt deſert parts of 
rhe mountains of Mons, and are the moſt accurſed of God among ſt all people. Now, to 
make an entry into this peace and union, a Treaty bath been had between the King and 
the Commanders of the Mutiners, whereby it hath been concluded on either part with an 
Oarh, That to exempt this Citie from the plundering which had been promiſed to the Soul- 
diers, the King ſhall give them out of his own eſt ate, as much as ſix men, deputed for 
that purpoſe, ſhall award; of which number there are already four, ſo that to make up the 
Whole fix, there Wants none but thee, whom the King hath choſen for him; and another 
Portugal, whoſe name is written in this paper, whereby thou ſhalt be aſcertained of that 
Which I have ſaid unto thee. Thereupon he delivered a Letter unto him from the 
King of Bramaa ; which Gongalo Pachecs received upon his knees, and laid upon bis 
head, with exterior complements ſo full of civilitie and courteſie, as the Bramaa re- 
mained very much contented and ſatisfied therewith, and ſaid unto him, Surely, the 
King my Maſter muſt needs have a great knowleag of thee, in that hee hath choſen thee 
for a Fudg of his Honour and Eſtate. Hereupon Gongalo Pacheco read the Letter a- 
loud before all the Porrwgals, who heard it ſtanding, with their hats in their hands: 
The contents of it were to this effect, Captain Gongalo Pacheco, my dear Friend, and 
that appears before my eyes like a precious Pearl, as being no leſſe vertuous in the tran- 
quillitie of thy life, then the holyeſt Menigrepos which live in the Deſerts ; I, the ancient 
Chaumigrem, and new King of fourteen States, which God hath now put into my hands 
by the death of the holy King my Maſter, do ſend thee a [mile of my month, to the end 
thou mayeſt be as agreeable to me, as thoſe Whom 1 cauſe to ſit at my table in a day of joy 
and feaſting : Know then, that I have thought good to take thee for a Fudg of the Afar 
that is in queſtion, and therefore have ſent far thee, together With my good Friend, Nuno 
Fernandez Teixeyra, to come preſently unta me, for to give an end to t bis buſineſſe, which I 
Wholly commit unto your truſt. And for ſe much as concerns the ſecurity of your perſons, 
in regard of the fear you may be in of the late Mutinie, I do engage my word, and ſwear to 
you by the faith which a King ought to have, whom God himſelf hath annointed, that 1 
will take you, and all thoſe of your Nation, With all others that beleeve in your God, into my 
protection. After that this Letter was read, to the great aſtoniſhment of all us that 
heard it, we could beleeve no other; but that by Divine permiſſion it came from 
Heaven for the aſſutance of our lives, whereof we ſtood in very great doubt until then. 
GonGalo Pacheco and Nuno Fernaxdez,with ten other Portugals which were choſen for 
that purpoſe, inſtantly prepared a Preſent of divers rich Pieces to carry to the King,unto 
whom they went that very ſame night an hour before day, in the company of the 
Bramaa who brought the Letter, in regard the haſte the King was in would brook 
no delay 
— Pacheco, Nuno Fernandeæ, and the other Portugal, arrived at the camp 
an hour before Sun-xiſing, and the King ſent to receive them one of the chiefeſt 
B ramaa Commanders that he had, and in whom he very much confided, who was 
accompanied with above an hundred horſe, and fix Ser jeants at atmes that carried ma- 
ces. This ſame received the Porrngals, and lead them to the King, who. did much 
honour unto GonGalo Pacheco, and Nuno Fernandez, ; and after he had calked with 
them of divers matters, he put them in mind of the importance of che buſineſſe for 
which he had ſent for them, and willed them by any means co leane rather to the 
Commandersthen to him, aſſuring them chat he _ be very well contented 1 
2 wit . 
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with, and faid many things to them to that purpoſe. Then he cauſed them to be 
conducted by the ſame Bramaa Lord to the Tent, where the other four Arbitrators 
were with the high Treaſuror and two Regiſters ; when as they had commanded ſi- 
tenceto all that were without, they fell to debating of the buſineſſe for which they 
were aſſembled together; whereupon there were many opinions, which took up the 
moſt part of the day, but at laſt all fix came to conclude, That albeit on the one (ide 
the King, by the promiſe which he had made at Tang un to the forraigne Souldiers, fot 
to give them the ſpoil or pillage ofche places hich he ſhould take by force, was excee- 
dingly obliged to the performance thereof, yer ſeeing that on the other (ide this pro- 
miſe f great and notable prejudice to the innocent, becauſe it could not be put 
in execution without greatly offending God; theſe things conſidered, they ordained 
by their award; That the King, in regard of abe promiſe Which he had made them, 
foontd pay nnto them 4 thomſamd biſſes of gold out of his own treaſure , and that upon the 
Sowldiers receiving thereof, they ſbould paſſe over to the other ſide of the River, and re- 
tire directly into their countries; but that they ſhould firſt be alſo paid all that was due 
to them before this mutiny began, and that they ſhould be furniſhed with vittuals ſuſſici- 
ent for twenty daies. This award being publiſhed, was received with much content 
to either party; So that the King commanded it to be inſtantly and punctually 
executed; and for a greater teſtimony of his liberality, after he had paid them all 
this ſum of mony, he beſtowed upon the Commanders and Officers of each Com- 
pany many bountifull rewards, wherewith they were all of them very well pleaſed, 
and farisfed. In this fort were theſe three mutinous nations diſcharged ; for the 
King would by no meanes truſt, or make uſe of them any longer: Howbeir,he would 
not ſaffer theſe ſtrangers to go all away together, but cauſed them to be divided into 
troups ; each of them conſiſting of a thouiand men, to the end that by this means, 
they ſhonld give the leſſe ſuſpicion in their rerurne, and ſhould be leſſe able to plun- 
der the open townes, by which they were to paſſe; and thus the next day they de- 
parted. As for GonGalo Pacheco, and Nuno Fernandez, Teixyra, the King gave them 
ten biſſes of gold, for being his Arbitrators in this affair, whereunto he added a paſs- 
rt written with his own hand, whereby the Portugal were permitted to retire free- 
b the Indiet, without pay ing any cuſtome or duty for their marchandize; where- 
of we made more account then of all the mony could have been given us, becauſe that 
for three years before the precedent Kings bad retayned us in this country, with excee- 
ding much vexation and tyranny, whereby we were oftentimes in great danger of our 
lives, by reaſon of the ſucceſſe of that which I have ſpoken heretofore. This done, there 
were Proclamations made by men on horſeback, to give notice that the day followi 
the King would enter into the City in a pesceable manner, threatning all fuch as ſnou 
do the contrary, with a cruell death. Accordingly, the next morning at nine of the 
clock the King parted from the Pagode, whither he had retired bimfelf; and about 
an hour after arrived at the City, whereinto entring by the chiefeſt gate, he was 
received by an aſſembly (in form of a, Proceſſion) of fix thouſand Prieſts of all the 
twelve Seas which are in this Kingdome; by one of whom, called Capizando, an ora- 
tion was made unto him, whereof the preface was thus, Bleſſed and praiſed be that 
Lord, who onght truly to be acknowledged of all men for ſuch, in regard =o boly works 
which he hath made with his Divine hands, teſtified to us by the light of the day, the ſhis 
ning of the night, and all the other magnificences of bis mercy which be hath produced is 
us ; Praiſed be be, I ſay, for that by the effetts of bis inßnite power, Which are agree- 
able unto him, be hath been pleaſed to eſt abliſh thee on the earth above all the Kings that 
govern it; and ſteing we hold thee for his favorite, we humbly beſeech thee our Lord, 
that thou wilt never more remember the fanits and offences which we have committed a- 
aint thee, to the end that theſe thy afflicted people may be comforted with the promiſe there- 
of, which they hope thy Majeſty will make them at this preſent. This ſame requeſt 
was likewiſe made unto him by the fixethouſand Grepos, all proſtrated on the ground, 
and with their hands lifted up to heaven, who with a dreadful tumult of voices ſaid 
unto bim; Grant, our Lord and King, peace and pardon for that is paſt to all the people 
of thu thy Kingdome of Pegu, to br end they may not be troubled with the feare of their 
offences, which they confeſſe publikeiy before thes, The King anſwered them, chat he 
Was 
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was contented ſo to do, and ſwore to them by the head of Quiay Nivandel, the God 
of Battol of the field Vit au, for the confirmation thereof. Upon this promiſe all the 
people proſtrated themſelves with their faces on the ground, and ſaid unto him; God 
make thee to proſper for infinite years in the victory over thy enemies, that thou mayeſt 
trample their beads under thy feet. Hereupon for a token of great gladneſſe, they fel to 
playing on diversinſtruments after their manner, though very. barbarouſly, and un- 
tunably; and the Grepo Capizonao ſet on his head a rich Crown of gold and precious 
ſtones of the faſhionof a Miter, wherewich che King made his entry into the City, 
with a great deal of ſtate and tryumph, cauſing to march before him all the ſpoile of 
the elephants and chariots, as alſo the ſtacue of the Xemindoo, whom he had vanqui- 
ſhed, bound with a great yron chain, and forty Colours trayled on the ground; As 
for him, he was ſeated on a very mighty elephant, harneſſed with gold, and invironed 
wich forty Serjeaſits at armes bearing Maces : there marched likewiſe all the 
Lords and Commanders on foot with their Scymitars covered with plates of gold, 
which-chey carried on their ſhouldiers, and three thouſand. fighting eſephants, wich 
their Caſt ſos of divers inventions, beſides a world of other people, as well foot as horſe, 
which followed him without number. 


C HAP. LXXIV. 
The finding of the Xemindoo, and bringing of him to the King ; with the manner of 
his execution and death; and other particularities concerning the ſame. 
22 that the King of Bramas bad continued peaceably in this Citie of Pegs for 
the ſpace of fix and twenty daies, the firſt thing he did was ro make himſelf 
Maſter of the principal places of this Kingdome, which not knowing the defeat of the 
Xemindeq, held ſtill for him: To this purpoſe, having given Commiſſion to ſome 
Commanders for it, bee wrote to the inhabitants of thoſe places divers courteous 
Letters, wherein he called them his dear children, and gave them an abolition of all 
that was paſt : He alſo promiſed them by a ſolemn oath, to maintain them in peace 
for the time to come, and alwayes to miniſter juſtice to them, without any Impoſts 
or other oppreſſion; but that hee would contrarily do them new favours, as to the 
very Bramaas which ſerved him in the Warres. To theſe words hee added many o- 
thers, very well accommodated to the time and his deſire; for the better crediting 
whereof, they that were already reduced under his obedience, wrote their Letters al- 
fo unto them. wherein they made an ample relation of the Franchiſes and Immnni- 
ties which the King had granted to them. All this, accompanied with the fame which 
ran thereof in all parts, wrought ſo great an effect, as all thoſe places rendred unto 
him, and put themſelves under his obedience: ſo that in imitation of them all the o- 
ther Cities, Towns, States and Provinces that were in the Kingdom did the like. For 
my part, I hold, that this Kingdome whereof the King of Bramaa made at this time 2 
new Conqueſt, is the beſt, the moſt abundant, and richeſt ia Gold, in Silver, and preci- 
ous Stones that may be found in any part of the world. Things being thus accompliſhed, 
to the great advantage of the Bramaa, he diſpatches divers Horſemen with all ſpeed in- 
to all parts, to go in queſt of the Xemindoo, who (as I have already declared) had 
eſcaped from the paſt Battel, and was ſo unhappy, that he was diſcovered in a place 
named Faultu, 2 league fram the Town of Putew, which ſeparatesthe Kingdom from 
Aracam : Preſently whereupon, he was lead with great joy by a man of baſe conditi- 
on, to this — of Bramaa, who in tecompence thereof, gave him thirty thouſand 
Dackats of yeerly rent. Being brought before him, bound as he was with an iron 
coller, and manacles, he ſaid unto him in way of deriſion, Thos art Welcome (King 
of Pegu) and maiſt well kiſſe the ground which thou ſeeſt ; for J aſſure thee, I have.ſer my 
foot on it; whereby thou mayeſt perceive how much I am thy Friend, fince 1 do thee an 
bonour which thou couldſt never imagine. To cheſe words the Xemindep made no an- 
ſwer; fo that the King falling to jeer this miſerable man anew, vyho lay before him 
with his face on the ground, ſaid unto him, hat means this Art thow amaced to 
ſee me, or to ſee thy ſelf in ſo — honour ? Or what is the marter, that then doſt not an- 
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that he was troubled with his misfortunes,or aſhamed of his diſhonour, anſwered him 
in this ſort : If the clouds of Heaven, the Sun, the Moon, and the.other creatures, which 
cannot expreſſe in words that which God hath created for the ſervice of man, and for the 
beantifying of the Firmament, which hides from us the rich treaſures of his power, could 
naturally with the horrible voice of their dreadfull Thunder explain to them which nom 
look upon me, the eſtate whereunto 1 ſee my ſelf reduced before thee, and the extreme af- 
fiction which my ſoul doth ſuffer, they would anſwer for me, and declare the cauſe I have 
ro be mute in the condition wherein my ſins have ſet me: and whereas thou canſt not be 7udg 
of thar which I ſay, being the party that accuſeſt me, and the miniſter of the execution 
of thy deſigne, I bold my ſelf for excuſed, if I do not make thee an anſwer, as 1 would do 
before that bleſſed Lord, who, how faulty ſoever I could be, would have pitie on me, moved 
with the leaſt tear that I ſhould ſhed. This ſaid, be fell down with his face on the 
ground, and twice together asked for a little water: Whereupon the King of Bramaa, 
che more to afflict him, commanded that the Xemindos ſhould receive this water 
from che hand of a Daughter of bis, (held by him as a ſlave) whom he exceedingly 
loved, and had at that time of his defeat promiſed to the Prince of Nautir, Son to 
the King of Avas. The Princeſſe no ſooner ſaw her Father lying in that manner on 
the ground, but ſhe caſt. her ſelf at his feet, and ſtraitly embracing him, after ſhee 
had kiſſed him thrice, ſhe ſaid to him with her eyes all bathed in tears, O my Father, 
my Lord, and my King, I intreat you, for the extreme affection which I have alwayes 
born you, and for that alſs which you have at all times ſhewed to me, that you will be plea- 
ſed to lead me with you, thus imbracing you as I do, to the end that in this ſad paſſage you 
may have one to comfort you With a cup of Water, now that for my ſins the world refuſes 
voi that reſpelt which ii due unto you. It is ſaid, that the Father would fain have an- 
fweredto theſe words, yet could not poſſibly do it, ſo much was he oppreſſed with 
grief and anguiſh of minde, to ſee this Daughter whom he ſo dearly loved, in ſuch a 
taking; but fell as it were in a ſwoun, and ſo continued a good vrhile; vyberewith 
ſome Lords that were there preſent yvere ſo moved, as the tears came into their eyes; 
vrhich obferved by the King of Bramaa, and that they vvere Pegues, vvho had for- 
metly been the Xemindeo's Subjects, fearing leſt they. ſhould betray him in time to 
come, he cauſed their heads to be preſently ſtrucken off, ſaying vvith a diſdainfull 
and fierce countenance, Seeing you have ſo great pitie of the Xemindoo your King, get 
you before and prepare a lodging for him, and there be will pay you for this affettion which 
you teſtifie to have for him. After this, his wrath redoubled in ſuch fort, as inſtantly 
he cauſed this very Daughter to be killed in her Fathers arms; which truly was more 
'then'a bruitiſh and ſavage cruelty, in ſeeking ro hinder the affections which nacure 
Hat imprinted in us. Then no longer enduring the ſight of the Jemindoo, he com- 
manded him to be taken from thence, and to be carried to a cloſe priſon, where he 
paſſed all the night following under a ſure guard. 
The next morning, Proclamation was made over all the City, for the people to be 
| =o at the death of the unizappy Xemindoe;now,the chiefeſt reaſon why the Bramas 
id this, was, that the inhabitants ſeeing him dead, might for ever loſe all hope of 
having him for their King, as all generally deſired; for whereas he was their Coun- 
tryman, and the Bramae a Stranger, they were in extreame fear, leaſt the Bram 
ſhould become in time like unto him whom Amin de Satan ſlew, and that had been 
during his raign a mortall enemy to the Pegues; intteating them with ſuch extraordi- 
nary cruelty, as their ſcarcely paſſed a day, wherein he did not execute hundreds of 
them; and all for matters of (mall importance, and which deſerved no puniſhment , 
had they been proteeded againſt, by the waies of true Juſtice. About ten of the 
clock, the unfortunate Nei ndoo was drawn out of the dungeon where he was, in the 
manner enſuing. Before him marched through the Streets, by which he was to paſſe, 
forty men on horſeback with lances in their hands, to prepare and clear the waies ; 
there were as many behind as before him, which carried naked ſwords, crying aloud 
to the people, whereof the number was infinite, to make roome: After them follow- 
ed about fifreen hundred harquebuſiets with their matches l:ghted ; next to theſe laſt, 
which they of the country uſe to call, the avant coureurs of the Kings wrath, went an 
hundred and threeſcore elephants armed with their Caſtles, and covered with — ta- 
peltry, 
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peſtry, marching by five and ſive in a rank; after them rode in the ſame order by five 
in a rank, fifteen men on horſeback, which carried black enſignes all bloudy ; crying 
aloud, as it were by way of Proclamation; Let theſe miſerable wretches, which are 
the ſlaves of hunger, and are continually perſecuted by the diſgrare of fortune, hear ken to 
the cry of the arm of wrath,cxecuted on them that have Fand their King, to the end that 
the aſt oui ſument of the pain, which is ord aid them for it, may be deeply imprinted in 
their memory. Behind theſe ſame were other fifteen, cloched with a kind of bloudy 
garment, which rendred them dreadfull and of 2 bad aſpect; who at the ſound of five 
Bells, which they rung in haſte, ſaid wich ſo lamentable a voice, 4s they that heard 
them were moved to weep : This rigorour 7nſtice is done by the living God, the Loyd 
of all truth, of whoſe holy body, the hairs of vur heads are the feet; It is he that will have 
the Xemindoo p to death, for uſur ping the Eft ates of the great King of Bramaa, Lord of 
Tangun. Theſe Proclamations were anſwered by a croupe of people, which marched 
thronging before with ſuch loud cryes, as made one tremble to hear them, ſaying 
theſe words; Ler bim die without having pity on him, that hath committed ſuch an of- 
fence : Theſe were followed by a company of five hundred Brawas borſe, and after 
them came another of foot, whereof ſome held naked fwords and bucklets in their 
hands, and the reſt were armed with torſelers, and coats of maile; In the midſt of 
theſe, came the poor patient, mounted on à lean ill- favored jade, and the hingmin 
on the crupper behind him, holding him up under both che armes. This miſera ble 
Prince was fo poorly clad, that his naked skimne was every where ſeen; withall, in an 
exceeding deriſion of his perſon, they had ſet upon his head a Crowne of ſtraw, like 
unto an Urinall caſe ; which Crowne was patniſhed with muſcle-ſhells, faſtned toge- 
ther with blew thted; and round about his yron coller were à number of onions tyed: 
Howbeit, though he was reduced to ſs deplorable an eſtate, and that his face was 
ſcarce like to that of a livitig man, yet left he not for all that, from having ſomething 
of I know-not what in his eyes, which manifeſted the condition of a King. There 
was beſides obſerved in him, a majeſticall ſweetneſſe, which drew tears from all that 
beheld him. About this guard which accompanied him, there was another of above 
a thouſand horſe men, intermingled with armed elephants ; Paſſing thus tho- 
row the twelve principall ſtreets of che City, there was a world of people, he 
arrived at laſt at a certain ſtreet called Cabam B ainhaa, out of which he went but two 
and twenty days before, to go and ſight with the Bramaa, in ſuch pomp and greatneſſe, 
as by the report of them that ſaw it, and of which number I was one, it was without 
doubt, one of the moſt marvellous fights that ever hath been ſeen in the world; whereof 
notwithſtanding I will make no mention here, eicher in regard I cannot promiſe to 
recount rightly how all paſt, or for that I fear ſome will receive theſe traths for lies; 
nevertheleſſe mine eyes having been the witneſſes of theſe two facceſſes, if I donot 
ſpeak of the greatneſſe of the firſt, I will at leaſtwiſe declare the miſeries of the ſecond, 
to the end that by theſe ewo fo different accidents, happening in ſo ſhort x time, one 
may learn what little aſſurance is to be put in the proſperities of the earth, and in all the 
goods which are given us by inconſtant and deceitful Fortune. Whenas the poor Pati- 
ent had paſt that ſtreet of Cabam Bairhas,he arrived at a place where Gongalo Pacheco 

our Captain was, with above an hundred Portugals in his Company ; amongſt the 
vvbich there was one of 2 very baſe birth, and of a minde yet more vile, vvho having 
been robbed of his goods fome yeers before, as he ſaid, at ſuch time as the Patient raign- 
ed, and complained to h of thoſe who had done it, be vvould not vouchſafe to give 
him audience; fo that ebinking to be revenged on him for it now, vvith extravagant 
and unſeemly ſpeech ; gs ſoon as this poor Prince came where Gongalo Pacheco was, 

with all the other Pottugals, the witleſſe fellow ſaid aloud to him, that all might hear 

him O Robbery Xemindoo, remember how when I complained to thee of thoſe that had 
robbed me of my goods, thow wowldſt not do me juſtice; but I hope that now t hom ſbait ſa- 

tis fie what thy works deſerve: for I will at + — a piece of tha fleſh of thine, where- 
unte 1 will invite two dogs that I have at - The fad Patient having heard the 

vvords of this hair-brain'd fellow, lifred up bis eyes to heaven, and after he had 

continued à while penſive, turning himſelf vvith a ſevere countenance towards him 

that uttered them, Friend, (aid he unto him, pray thee, by the great goodneſs of _

Godin whom thou belitveſt, to pardon me that ſor Which thou accuſeſt me, and tu remens- 
ber that it is not the part of a Chriſtian, in this painful eſtate wherein I ſee my ſelf at this 
preſent, to put me in mind of that which 1 have done heretofore ; for beſides that, thou 
canſt not thereby recover the loſs which thou ſayeſt thou haſt ſuſtained, it will but ſerve 
to »fflift and trouble me t he more. Pacheco having heard what this fellow ſaid, comman- 
ded him to hold his peace, which immediately he did; whereupon the Xemindee with 
a grave countenance made ſhew that this action pleaſed him, ſo that ſeeming to be 
more quiet, it made bim to acknowledge that with his mouth, which he could not o- 
therwile requite, I muſt confeſs, ſaid he unto him, that I conld wiſh, if God would 
permit it, I might have one hour longer of life to profeſs the excellency of the faith wherein 
you Portngals live; for, as I have heretofore heard it ſaid, your God alone is true, and 
all other gods are lyert. The Hangman had no ſooner heard theſe words, but he gave 
him ſo great a buffet on the face, that his noſe. ran out with bloud, fo that the poor 
Patient ſtooping with his hands-downward, Brother (ſaid be unto him) ſuffer we 
to ſave this loud, to the end thou maiſt not want ſome to 1 my fleſh mit hall. So paſſing on 
inthe ſame order as before, he finally arrived at the place where he was to be executed, 
with ſo little life as he ſcarcely thought of any thing: When he was amounted on 2 
great Scaffold, which had been expreſly erected for him, the Chirca of Juſtice fell to 
reading of his Sentence from an high Seate, where he was placed ; the contents where- 
of were in few words theſe ; The living God of our heads, Lord of the Crown of the Kings 
of Avaa, commands, that the perſidious Xemindoo be executed as the Perturbator of the 
people of the earth, and the mortal enemy of the Bramaa Nation. This ſaid, he made a 
ſign with his band, and inſtantly the Hangman cur off his head at one blow, ſhewing 
it to all the people, vvhich vvere there vvithout number, and divided his body into 
eight quarters, ſetting his bovvels and other interior parts vvhich vvere put together, 
in a place by themſelves; then covering all vvith a yellovy cloth, vvhich is a mark of 
mourning amongſt them, they vvere left chere till the going dovvn of the Sun, at vvhich 
time they vvere burnt inthe mannerenſuing. 


The eight quarters of the Xemindooves body vvere expoſed from-mid-day till three of 
Clock in the afternoon to the view of all the people, whereof there was an infinite 
company there, for every one came thronging thither, as well to avoid the puniſh- 
ment wherewith they had been threatned, as to gain in ſo doing, the Plenary indul- 
gence called by them Axipe ran, which their Prieſts gave them of their ſins, without 
reſtitution of any thing of all the Theeveries by them formerly committed. After then, 
that the tumult was appeaſed, and that certain men on horſeback had impoſed ſilence 
on the people by making certain publications, whereby the Tranſgreſſors therein were 
chreatned wich terrible puniſhments , a bell was heard to toll five ſeveral times; up- 
on this ſignal twelve men clothed in black robes, ſpotted all over with bloud, having 
their faces covered, and bearing ſilver Maces on their ſhoulders, came out of a houſe 
of wood , made expreſly for that purpoſe, and diſtant ſome five or fix paces from the 
Scaffold; after them followed twelve Prieſts, which they call Talagrepos, being, as 
I have ſaid, the moſt eminent Dignities amongſt theſe Pagans, and held by chem as 
Saints; then appeared the Xemin Pocaſſer the King of Bramaae Uncle, who ſeem- 
ed to be near an hundred years old, and was as the reſt, all in mourning, and inviron- 
ed with twelve little boyes richly apparelled, carrying on their ſhoulders Courtelaſſes 
curiouſly Damasked. After that the Iemin had with a great deal of Ceremonie pro- 
ſtrated himſelfe three times on the ground, in way of extraordinary reverence; O 
holy fleſh (ſaid be) which art more to be eſte: med then all the King domes of Avas, thou o- 
rient Pearle of as many Carats as there be Atomes in the beams of the Sun, whom God hath 
placed in an height of Honour, with a Scepter of Soveraign power above that of Kings, I 
that am the 7 of thy meiny, aud ſo unlike thee through my baſeneſt, as 1 can ſcarcely ſee 
wy /clf,ſo little I am, do moſt humbly beſecchthee, O thou Lord of my head, by the freſh 
Meade where thy ſoul doth now recreat thy ſelf, to hear that with thy ſorrowful ears 
which my month ſayes to thee in publick, to the end thou maiſt remain ſarirfied for the of- 
fence which bath been done thee in this world. Oretanan Chaumigrem, thy brother, Prince 
of Savady and Tanguu, ſend: to intreat thee by me thy ſlave, that before he departs out of 
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this life thow wilt pardon him that which is paſt if he have given thee any diſcontent, 
and withall that thou wilt take poſſeſſion of all his King domes, becauſe he doth even now 
yeild rhem up unto thee, without reſerving the leaſt part thereof for himſelf ; Withall be 
proteſts unto thee by me thy vaſſal, that he makes this reconciliation with thee voluntari- 
ly, to the end that the complaints which thou maieſt prefer againſt him there above in 
beaven,may not be heard of God: Moreover for a puniſhment of the diſpleaſure he bath done 
thee, he offers to be for thee during this pilgrimage of life, the C gone and Guardian of 
this thy Kingdome of Pegu, for which he does thee homage, with an oath to accompliſh 
al waies upon earth whatſoever thou ſhalt command him from heaven above; upon conditi- 
on that thou wilt beſtow the profit which ſhall ariſe thereof upon him ar an almes for his en- 
rertainment ; for he knowes very well, that otherwiſe he ſhould not be permitted to poſſeſs 
the Kingdome, neither would the Menigrepos ever conſent thereunto, nor at the hour of 
death give him abſolut ion for ſo great a ſinne. Upon theſe words, one of the Prieſts thar 
was preſent, and that ſeemed co have more authoritie then all the reſt, made him an- 
ſwer, as if the deceaſed himſelf had ſpoken ; Since I ſee, O my Sonne, that thou do- 
eſt now confeſſe thy paſt faults, and craveſt pardon of me for them in this publick, aſſem- 
bly, I do grant it thee with all my heart; and ir pleaſes me to leave thee in this K ingdome 
for the paſtor of rhis my flock, on condition that tho doſt not violate the faith thow haſt 
given me by this oath; which would be as great an offence, as if thou ſbouldſt now come to 
lay bands on me wit hout the permiſsion of Heaven, All the people having heard rheſe 
words, anſwered thereunto with joyfull voices; Pe-form ſo much, my Lord, my Lord. 
After this, the Prieſt being got into the pulpit, began to ſpeak thus co the aſſiſtants ; 
Preſent me with part of the teares of q aur eyes for the entertainment of my ſoul, becauſe of 
the good ne er now bring you, which iij that by the wil of God this Country tu ſetled on 
aur King Chaumigrem, without being tyed to make any reftitution thereof, for which 
you have all of you good cauſe to rejoyce, like good and faithfull ſervants as yow are. He 
bad ſcarcely made an end of ſpeaking thus, when as all thoſe of the aſſembly clapping 
their hands, gave great demonſtrations of joy, and cryed out in a way of thankſgiving, 
Be thow praiſed, O Lord, All this ceremony ended, the Prieſts full of devotion and 
zeal immediately took all the parts of this poor King diſmembred in that ſort, and 
with great veneration carried them to a place below, where a great fire was kindled of 
Sandal, Aloes, and Benjamin, which coſt a great deal; then three of them taking up 
of the body of the deceaſed, with the bowels, and all the reſt, threw it into it, and 
afterwads with a ſtrange ceremony offered many ſacrifices unto him, whereof the moſt 
part were of ſheep. The body burned all chat night untill the next morning, and the 
aſhes thereof was put into a ſilver urne, wherein, with a very ſolemn aſſembly of a- 
bove ten thouſand Prieſts, it was carried to a Temple, called The God of : — — 
Gods, and there was buried in a rich tomb within a Chappel guilt all over. Id 
what was the end of the great and mighty X:mi»doo King of Pegs, unto whom his 
ſub jects bore ſo great reſpeR and honour, during the time of his raign, which was ſo 
flouriſhing, chat it ſeemed there was no other Monarch greater then he on the earth ; 
bur ſuch is the courſe of all the world. 


8 : CHAP. LXXV. —_— 
My imbarking in the. Kingdome of Peꝑu to go to Malaca, om thence to 
Japan; anda ftrange accident which arrived there. 


He death of the good King of Siam, and the\adulterie of the Queen his wife, 
whereof I have ſpoken at large heretofore, were the root and beginning of ſo ma- 
ny diſcords, and of ſo many cruell warres, which hapningin thoſe two Kingdomes of 
Pegs and Si am, indured three years and an half, with ſo much expence of mony and 
bloud, as is horrible to think of. Now the end of all thoſe warres was, that the C bau- 
migrem, King of Bramaa, remained abſolute Lord of the Kingdome of Pegs : how- 
beit for the preſent I will ſpeak no further of him, but will deliver that which arrived 
in other Countries, untill ſuch time as the ſame Chanmigrem King of Bramaa retur- 
ned upon the Kingdome of Siam, with ſo mi pa Army, as never any King what- 
ſoever.in the [»djaes brought a greater into the Id, as conſiſting of ſeventeen — 
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dred thouſand men, and of ſixteen thouſand elephants ; whereof nine thouſand were 
for the carriage of the Baggage, and ſeven thouſand for fighting; an enterprize that 
was ſo dammageable for us, as J learned afterwards, that it coſt us two bundred 
and four ſcore Portugals. I come now again to my deſigne, from which I have wan- 
dered a good while. After that theſe commotions, whereof 1 have ſpoken bereto- 
fore, were all appeaſed, Gengalo Pacheco departed from the City of Pegs, with all 
us the reſt of che Portugals which remained there, and whom the new King of Bra- 
mas had delivered, as I have already declared, cauſing their merchandize to be reſto- 
red unto them, and obliging them with many other courteſies, as well of Honour, as 
of Liberty : So we, an hundred and three ſcore Portugals as we were, imbarqued 
our ſelves in five veſſels, which were at that time in the Port of Coſmir, one of the 
principal Townes of that Kingdom ; and there we divided ourſelves as pilgrims, and 
travellers to the Indiaes, for to go into divers Countries, according as each of us 
thought to be moſt convenient for him. As for me, I ſet fail for Malaca, with fix and 
twenty of my companions ; where when we were. arrived, I ſojourned tbere one 
month only, and then imbarqued my ſelf again to go to pan with one Forge Alva- 
rex, who in a Sip belonging ro Simone de Mello, Captain of the Fortreſſe, went to 
trathck. Now having been already (ix and twenty dayes under ſai), in continning our 
courſe with a good winde, according to the ſeaſon, wee came in ſight of an Iland, 
called T anix#maa, ſome nine Leagues South towards the point of the Land of Zapar; 
ſo that turning our prow that vvay, vve vvent and rode the next day in the midſt of 
the haven of Ganxiroo: In this piace the Nautaquin, who was Governour thereof, 
had the curioſitie ro come unto us for to ſee a thing which: he had never ſeen before ; 
to which effect he got aboard of us, where amazed with the faſhion and equipage of our 
veſſel, as being the firſt that ever arrived in that Country, be ſeemed to be infivitely 
glad of our coming, yea, and was very earneſt vvich us to have us trade in that place 
with him: but [Forge Alvarez and the Merchants excuſed themſelves, ſaying, that 
this port was not ſafe for their Ship, if any contrary winde ſhould happen to ariſe. 
The day following, — — from this place, to go to the Kingdom of Bunge, 
from whence vve vvere diſtant ſome hundred leagues ro the Northward ; — 
dayes after our departure it pleaſed God that we arrived in the port of the Town of 
Fucheo, where we were vvell received, as vvell by the King as the people, vvho great- 
ly favoured us in that vvhich concerned the duties of our Merchandize ; and the King 
had yer more obliged us, if in the little time that vve abode there he had not been 
miſerably lain by a Vaſſal of bis named Furarandono, a mighty Prince, Lord of many 
Subjects, and exceeding rich; a diſaſter, which hapned as followeth, At the time 
when we arrived there, there was in the King of Bunge Court a young man, called 
Axirandoo, Nephew to the King of Arimaa, vwho in regard of the ill intreaty vvhich 
he bad received from the King bs Uncle, had retired himfelf into this Court, and 
continued there above a yeer, with an intent never to return into his Country again: 
but his good fortune was ſuch, as his Uncle coming to die, and having no other to 
ſucceed him, he declared bim for his Heir. Whereupon the Fxcarandoxo, of whom 
I lately made mention, defiring to marry this Prince to a Daughter of his, intreated 
the King to mediate this marriage for him, which he eaſily condeſcended unto. For 
vvhich- effect the King one day invited the Prince to go a hunting with him into a 
Wood, which was ſome two leagues off, and where there was great ſtore of game,vvbich 
be much delighted in. When they were there ir private together, be moved this 

Marriage unto him, and certified how exceedingly it vvould content him that hee 
vvould accept of it; vvhich accordingly he did; vvherewith the King ſeemed to be 

extremely ſatisfied ; fo that upon his return unto the Town, hee ſent for the Fuca- 

rundono, and told him how he had prevailed for the Marriage of his Daughter vvith 

the King of Arima, and therefore vvilled him to go and acknowledg unto him 

vvich all thankfulneſſe this grace and bonour which he did bim; for he aſſured him 

on the vvord of a King, that he himſelf had defired him for his Son-in- Law. Here- 

upon the Facarandoxo caſt bimſelf preſently at the Kings feet, and in convenient terms 

for ſo great an obligation, kiſſed them, with much ſenſe of fo extraordinary 2 favour 

as he had ſhewed him. That done, he went home to his Palace, where, with much

joy and contentment, he gave an account of this Affair to his Wife, to his Sons, and 
his kinſmen, who ſhewing themſelves exceedingly ſacisfied therewith, congratulated 
one another for it, as they commonly uſe to do in ſuch honourable Matches as this. 
In che mean time, the Mother of the Bride; as. ſhe that had the beſt part in this Joy, 
went unto a chamber where her Daughter was ſowing; with divers other young Maids 
chat ſerved her; and taking her by the hand, lead het into the room, where her Fa- 
cher, Brerhren, and kinſmen were, who rejoyced with her for fo happy a fortune, 
and honoured her with the Title of Highneſſe, as being already Queen of the King- 
dome of Arimaa; and fo all that day was-ſpent in Feaſts, Banquets, viſits of Ladies, 
and preſenting her with many rich Gifts. But whereas the good or evill of ſuch like 
Affairs conſiſts more in that which followeth, then in the original thereof, upon the 
good and joyfull beginning of this Marriage, fuch great diſaſters enſued , as they al- 
moſt equalled chem of the Kingdom of Siam, whereof I have ſpoken heretofore : 
which I ſtick nor to ſay; in regard I can affitm it with truth, as having ſeen theſe two 
Succeſſes with mine own eyes, and been preſent at them wich danger enough of my 
perſon. © All this day was ſpent in the viſits of the principal perſons of the Kingdom; 
But in this publick rejoycing there was none ſave the Bride alone that was diſconten- 
red, in regard ſhe was deſperately in love with a young Gentleman, the ſon of one 
Groge Aram, who wis is a Baron amongſt us, but very much different in extraction 
and quality from the Facarandono, the Father of the Bride: who, as ſoon as it was 
night, compelled by the violence of the love which ſhe bore to him, ſent him word 
by her whom ſhe had'alwayes ſecretly made uſe of in this Affair, that ſhe would have 
him come and ſteal her away out of her Fathers: houſe before ſome other᷑ miſchief 
arrived. Whereupon'the young man, who was no more free from this paſſion then 
ſhee, failed not to come to her to à place in which they uſed to meet together, where 
his Miſtreſſe imporruned him in ſuch manner, as he was conſtrained to carry her a- 
way from her Fathers houſe, and put her into à Monaſtery of Religious women, 
vvhereof an Aunt of hers wis as it were the Abbeſſe; in vvhich ſhe continued nine 
dayes concealed, withour the knowledg or privity of — body. The next morning 
her Governeſſe vvem into her chamber where ſhe had left het the: night before; but 
not finding her there, ſne preſently repaired to her Mothers chamber, imagining that 
ſhe was gone thithet to trick up ber ſelf extraordinarily, in regatd of the time, or for 
forme other ſuch like octafion; and miſſing of her there too, ſhe returned to her 
bed. chamber, vrhere ſhe found one of the vvindows that looked into a garden, o- 
en, together with 4 ſheet faſtned to one of the batrs, and one of her ſandals lying 
oon the ground; Pteſently miſdoubring the buſineſſe, ſhe went without farther 
delay to impaxt the fad news unto her Mother, who was ſtill in her bed, out of which 
in all haſte fhe' _ —— ſearching all the women chambers, vvhere ſhe 
conceived/ſtie might be, and not finding her, it was ſaid, that ſhe vvas ſo overcome 
vvith grief 2s ſhe fell down dead in the place. In the mean time, the Facarendono, 
vvho 'as' ye underſtood nothing of the matter, hearing the noiſe which the women 
made, ran i haſte to Khidw the cauſe thereof: Whereupon, being aſſured of the 
flight of tits Diughter, he ſent wich all ſpeed to acquaint his kinſmen therewith ; who 
amazed Yvith the novelty of ſo unfortunate and unexpected an accident, came in- 
Raritly tinco him: Hrving'66mfuſted: then amongſt themſelves vvhar they ſhould do 
in this Aﬀair, they reſolved 6 proceed therein with all the rigour that poſſibly could 
be uſed ; ſo that pieſently beginning with the vvomen of the houſe, they cut off I 
know not How' arty of their heads, under pretext of being complices of this rape - 
or flight. After this execution, being of different opinions touching the place where 
this maid might be, they were all of the minde not to proceed any further, untill 
=_ had firſt acquainted'the King with the buſineſſe; which inſtantly they did, and 
withall, very earneſtly beſooght him to permit them to go and ſearch the houſes of 
ſome whom they named unto him, where they beleeved ſhe was: Which the King 
refufing, as well to exempt the Maſters of them from ſuch an affront, as alſo to pre- 
vent the tumult which'chis diſorder might cauſe ; the Fxcarandone offended for that 
the King did not grant him bis requeſt , returned with his kinſmen to his Palace, 
where he reſolved with them to do therein all that in ſuch a caſe he thought was fot 
Titi 2 his 
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his honour, alledging that it was onely for men of little worth, and baſe mindes, to 
proceed by way of juſtice in marters which might be carried by force. This teſolu- 
tion taken, as it is the cuſtome of theſe people of 74pan to be more ambitious of ho- 
nout then all the Nations of the world, he determined to bring his deſigne to paſſe at 
any ptice whatſoever, without regard to any thing char might arrive thereupon ; ſo 
that ging intelligence thereof to all his friends and kinſmen chat were in the Court, 
they came all co him that night, and approved of this bis reſolution, after he had de- 
clared it unto them ; infomuch that — went without further delay to the houſes 
of them where they were perſwaded this Maid lay hid: but they being already for- 


tified and furniſhed with men, upon notice given them before-band of their intent, 


ſuch a great and tertible uproar enſued thereupon, as there were above twelve thou- 
ſand perſons killed that night. To this diſorder the King ran in perſon with his guard, 
to ſee if he could pacific it; but the quartell grew fo hot betwixt them, as it was im- 
poſſible to appeaſe it: fo that after they had loſt the reſpect which tbey owed to 
the King. they turned all their fury againſt him, and ſtew the moſt part of chem that 
were with him, ſo that he was conſtrained to retire unto his Palace, where he ga- 
thered unto him as many as poſſibly he could upon a ſudden, but all that ſerved him 


to little purpoſe, for they purſued him thither, and killed him, together with very

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deer all them that be had drawn to his defence, amounting to the number of ſeven

a eight thouſand men; amongſt che which were ſix and twenty Portagali of forty 
ze were with the King. But theſe miniſters of Satan, not contented with having 


__ "cothinitted ſo-horrible a Treaſon, went directly to the Queens lodging, where having 
 foutid. her ſick in her bed; they moſt mercileſly butchered her with three of her 


bters; and all che women they could meet withall. After this, with an inra- 
they fer fire on tha Town in (ix or ſeven places, which kind ling by the vio-

lence bf the vvinde, Chit vm very higb at that time, it took hold of it in ſuch lort, 


25 in leſſe then two hours it as almoſt burnt down to the ground. W bereupon, vve 
ſeven and twenty Porrngals thay remained, retired with much adoe to our Veſlel, 
where we ſaved our ſelves as it by miracle, leaving our anchor in the ſea, and 
ſetting ſail wich all the ſpeed we could. The next morning the mutiners, who were 
about ten thouſand, having ſacked the Town, divided tbemſelves into two troops, and 
retired to a bill, called * there they fortified themſelves, with an intent 
to create a new. Head that id govern them, becauſe the. Fucarandowo had been 
ſlain with the ſtroak of 2 lance, which he had received in his throat, together wich all 
the reſt of his kinſmen, which bad given a beginning to this Mutinie. 5 | 
The ſame day, after the end of this diſorder, adveniſement was given thereof to 
the Prince, the Kings Son, who wat at that dime in the fort of Oſquy, forme ſeven 

from the towa of Fxcheo. This young Prince, extremely afflicted wich this 
newes, would preſently have gone to the town with ſome of his fayorites, which 
were all che company that he had then with him; but the Fangeindono his governor, 
was urrecly againſt it, ailedging many reaſons to petſwade him not to bude from that 
place, until he had been more amply informed in what termes this affair ſtood; for 
it was very credible, that they who durſt kill his father, would not ſtick to: diſpatch 
him out of the way too, fince it lay in their power ſo to doe, he not being, in a con- 
dition to defend himfelf : Wherefore he adviſed him to aſſemble all the forces be could, 
to the end be might by their means ſubdue and cbaſtiſe his enemies. The Prince ap- 
proved of this counſefl, and having taken order for that which he judged was moſt ne- 
ceſſary according to che eſtate wherein he + as, he commanded ſome that were about 
bim, to go and wind the horn, a thing obſerved in n, which cauſed ſuch a hurly 
burly over all the country, as words are not able to expreſle it, Now the better to un- 
derftand this ſame, you muſt know, that by an ancient cuſtome of this Kingdome of 
dupa, all the inhabitants, in whatſoever place they lived, from the leaſt tothe greateſt, 
are bound to have in their houſes a horn of a great ſea-winckles ſhell, which they are 
forbidden at any time to winde upon pain of qe rg fave in one of theſe 
four caſes, namely, a tumult, a fire, « robberie, and a treaſon; ſo that if one winds 
a hora, the cauſe of it is preſently known ; becauſe if it be a tumult, one winds it 
once; if a fire,ewice; if a robderie,chrice ; and if it be a treaſon, four times; * 

| that 
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that at the firſt winding of the horne, all others are bound upon pain of death to wind 
theirs, and in ſuch ſort as the firſt bath winded his, to the end that it may be diſtinct- 
ly known what it is, and that there may be no confuſion. Now, becauſe this fignal of 
treaſon is not ſo ordinary as the others, which arrive very often ; when. it happens to 
be given, all the people are ſo affrightrd with it, as without further delay, they run 
thronging to the place where the hora was firſt winded ; ſo that by this means, the 
bruit paſſeth from one to another with ſuch ſpeed, as within leſſe then an hour, one 
is advertiſed thereof above twenty ieagues about. But to return to that which I ſaid 
but now; as ſoon as the Prince had given order for that particulat, he recired into a 
Monaſtery of Religious perſons, which ſtood in the midſt of a wood; there he re- 
mained ſhuc up three daies, during the which, he did nothing but bewail his Father, 
Mother, and Siſters ; and that vvith exceeding demonſtrations of ſorrovy, teſtified by 
his ſigbs, and tears. At the end of that time, in regard great numbers of his ſub- 
jects vvere aſſembled unto him, he went out of that Monaſtery to provide for that 
which he judged neceſſary, as well for the ſafety of his kingdome, as for the cha- 
ſtiſement of the rebels; vvhoſe goods and eſtates were immediately confiſcated, their 
houſes demoliſhed, and ſuch cerrible Proclamations publiſhed againſt chem, as could 


not be heard without trembling, Seven daies aftet this deplorable event, the Prince 


was counſelled, in regard he had, as already I have ſaid, great numbers come unto 


him, to go and beſiege the ten chouſand Mutiners in the place of their tetreat: Where- 
upon he parted from the fort of Oſqay, and marched directly to the town with H- * 
Army, which it was ſaid, conſiſted of very neer an hundred and thirty thouſand mem = 


whereof ſeventeen thouſand were horſe, and the reſt foot, all luſty and well armed, 
and capable of executing any high enterpriſe. Being arrived at the town, he was 


— vrell received by the people, vvho teſtiſfed a great deal. of teſlemrmene - 
t 


for the death of the late King bis father: He vvould not go at art to the Roiall Palace, 
but went befote he paſt any further to the Pagode,where his father was buried ; there 
he took care to make him a funerall Pomp, with 4 great deal of coſt and honor, ac- 
cording to the mannet of the country, which laſted the two nights wr pens In 
concluſion, he was ſhewed the ſame robe all bloudy, that his father had on when he 
was killed; upon which he cook a ſolema oath, neverto pardon any of them that 
ſhould be found guilty,no not if they were Bonzes; and to burn all the Temples where 
into thoſe traitors had fled for ſanctuary. The fourth day after his entry into the town, 
he was proclaimed King,though but with little ceremony and magnificence, in regard 
of the general mourning, That done, accompanied as he was, with an hundred and three- 
ſcore thouſand men, he marched directly to the place, whither the mutiners were 
retired : Now to the end he might the more eaſily take them, and keep them from 
flying away ; he beſieged them in che mountain where they were, and that for the 
ſpace of nine daies : But whereas they ſaw that they could hold out no longer for 
lack of victuals, and that they had no hope of ſuccor, they thought it was better for 
them to die like valiant men, then to let themſelves be beſieged like cowards ; vvith 
this reſolution, under the favor of a very dark and rainy night, they deſcended from 
the mountain by four ſeverall waies, and falling on the Kings Army, which was ready 
to receive them in battel array, as — advertiſed of their deſign, thete enſued 
fo dreadfull and furious a fight berwixt „as it laſted two hours within day, but 
at length, the conflict ended with the death of ſeven and thirty thouſand men; amonꝑſt 
the which, the ten thouſand Mutinets were (lain, not one of them deigning to fave 
himſelf upon any cermes whatſoever, In the mean time, the death of tus men great- 

afflicted the King, who after this puniſhment of the rebels,retyring to the town, the 


thing he did was to provide for the curing of the hurt men, wherein he ſpenc a 


— 2 in regard they were very many, and whereof a great number died af - 
ter . . 
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| CHAP. LXXVI. 
Our paſſing from the Town of Fucheo , ro the Port Hiamangoo; and t hat which 
befell us there; together with my departure from Malaca, and arrival at Gos. 


frer that this revolt had taken an end by the death of ſo many men on the one 
A and the other (ide, we few Portugali that remained, as ſoon as time would per- 
mit us, got tothe port of the town, where ſeeing the Country deſolated, the mier- 
chants fled away, and the King reſolved to leave the town, we loſt all hope of ſelling 
our comodities, yea and of being ſafe in this harbour, which made us ſet ſail, and go 
ninety leagues further to another Port, called — which is in the bay of ¶ au- 
guexumaa; there vve ſojourned tvvo months and an half, not able to ſell any thing 
at all, becauſe the countty vvas ſo full of Chineſe comodities, as they fell above half 
in half in the price: for there vvas not a Port ot Read in all this Iland of apan, vvbete 
there were not thirty or forty 7«ncks at anchor and in ſome places above an hun- 
dred; fo that in the tame very year, atleaſt two thonſand merchants ſhips came from 
China to Japan. Now moſt of this merchandiſe conſiſted in Silk, which was given 
at ſo cheap a rate, that the peece of Silk which at that time was worth an hundred 
Taies in China, was ſold in Fapar for eight and twenty, ot thirty at the moſt, and 
that too with much adoe ; beſides, the prices of all other commodities were fo low, as 
holding our ſelves utterly undone, we knew not what reſolution or counſell:to take. 
But whereas the Lord doth diſpoſe of things according to his good pleaſure, by waies 
which ſurpaſſe our underſtanding; he permitred, for reaſons only known to himſelf, 
that on the new moon in December, being the fifth day of the month, there aroſe ſo 
furious a tempeſt of wind and rain, as all choſe veſſels ſaving a few periſhed, in it : fo 
tlat the loſſe cauſed by this ſtorm , amounted unto a thouſand, nine hundred, and 
ſeventy two punch; amongſt the which, were (ix and twenty Portugals ſhips, where- 
in five hundred and two of our nation were drowned; befides, a thouſand: Chriſtians 
of other Countries, and eight hundted thouſand duckets worth of goods caſt away. 
Of { hineſe veſſels, evording to report;there were a thouland, nine hund ted, thiny 
and ſix loſt, together with above tvvo millions of gold, and an hundred and: chreeſcore 
thouſand perſons. Now from ſo miſerable a ſhip-wrack, not above ten or eleven ſliips ef- 
caped, of which number, was that wherein I was imbarqued, and that ' almoſt by 
miracle; by reaſon whereof theſe ſame ſold their commodities at har price they 
would. As for us, after we had uttered £bours, and prepared: our ſelves for our 
departure, we put to ſea on a twelfth day innhe-morning; and although we were well 


enough contented in regatd of the profit we had made, yet were we not a little fad, 


to ſee things fall out ſo to the coſt of ſo many lives and riches, both of thoſe of our 
nation, and of ſtrangers ; But when we had weighed anchor, and hoiſted our >ſailes 
forthe proſecution of our courſe, the ties of our main ſail brake; by which means, 
the ail yard falling down upon the of the ſhip, brake all to peices; 
ſo that we were conſtrained by this accident, to recover the port again; and to ſend 
4 ſliallop on ſhore to ſeek for a fail yard, and ſhipwrights to fic it for ur. To this. ef- 
fect, we ſent a preſent to the Captain of the place, that he might ſuddenly give us ne- 
ceſſary ſuccor, as accordingly he did; fo thatithe very ſame day, the ſhip was put in- 
to her former eſtate, and better then before © Nevertheleſſe, as we were weighing 
anchor again, the cable of our anchor broke, and becauſe we had but one more in 
the ſhip,-we were forced to indeavor all that we might for the recovery thereof, by 
reaſon of the great need we ſtood in of it; now, to do this, we ſent to land for ſuch 
as could dive, who in conſideration of ten duckets that we gave them, fell to diving 
into the ſea, where they found out anchor in i and tvventy fat home depth, ſo that 
by the means which we faſtned unto ir, vve hoyſted it up, though 
vvith a great deal of labour, vvherein vve all of us beſtovved our ſelyes, and ſpent the 
moſt part of the night. As ſoon as it vvas day, vve ſet ſaile, and parting from this 
river of Hiamangoo, it pleaſed God, that in fourteen daies,vvich a good vvind, vve 
aftived at Chincheo, vvhich is one of the moſt renovvned and richeſt Ports of the King- 
dome of China; there vve vvere advertiſed, that at the entrance of this river, there 


lay 
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lay at that time a famous Pirate, called Cheopocheca, vvith a mighty fleet, vvhich put 


us into ſucha fear, that in all haſt we.got avvay to. Lamas, vvhere vve made ſore 


proviſion of victuals, vvhich faſted us untill our arrivall at Malaca. 

Having ſtayed ſome time at Malaca, for the diſpatch of certain affaires that 1 had 
there, I imbarqued my ſelf for Gm, ' vvittvanincent ot length, co return into Portugal, 
if I could meet vvith ſhipping- ready to: depart from thence at that time; but ſome 
fevv daies after my arrival there it happened, that a Ponugal named Antonio Ferreyra, 
brought a pteſent of very rich peeces to the Met · Roy Dos Pedro Maſcaren hac, which 
the King of J ungo ſent him from papan, to get herwith a letter, whereof the contents 
were theſe, Iuſtrioum Lord, and of grout majefty , Jici-Nay of the limits of the In- 
diaes, the druulfull Lion in be flowds of the ſea, by the force of thy ſhips and artillerie: 
1 Yacatanandono K ing of Bungo, Facataz, Omangucha, and the Countries of the two 
ſeas, Lord of the petty Kings of the [lands of Toſa, Xemenarequa, and Miaygimaa, do give 
thee romnderſtand by this my letter, that Father Franciſco Xavier having been not long 
ſiucs in this Country, preaching to them of Omangucha the new law of the Creator of all 
things,' I ſerretly promiſed to him, that at bis return into n Kingdome I would re- 
ceive from his hand the name and water af holy Baptiſm, howſoever the noveltie of ſo un- 
expected a thing might pnt me into bad terms with my ſnbjetts, Wherenpon, be alſo 
promiſed me on his fide, that if God gave him life, be would come back again wnto me as 

ſpeedily as he could. And foraſmuch as his ret uru hath been longer then I looked for, 1 
— ſent thus expreſly to know both of bim, and of you, the cauſe of this retardment of 
his. Wherefore my Lord, I deſire you, that he may haſten away to me with all the ſpeed 
that the firſt ſeaſon which ſhall be proper for navigation, will permit. For beſides, that 
hi« arrivall in my Kingdom is greatly important for the ſervice of God, it will be alſo 
very profitable to my ſelf, for the contracting of a nem league with the great King of Portu- 
al, to the end that by this amitie, my country and his may hereafter be but one thing, 
and that his ſubjetts may in all our ports and rivers be as free as they are in your Co- 
chim where yon are; wherefore your Lordſhip ſhall exceedingly oblige me by ſending. one 
unto me, that may be wit neſſe of the deſire I have ro ſerve your King; for I Will do it 
as willingly, ar the Sun is ready to haſten his courſe from the morning to the night. More- 
over, Antonio Ferreyra will give thee the very ſame armes wherewith I vanquiſhed the 
Kings of Fiangaa and Xemenarequa, and which I wore in the day of battel . I am rea» 
dy in all things to obey my elder Brother , that invincible King of the other end of the 
world, Lord of the treaſures of great Portugal. The Vice- Roy having read this 
Letter, ſent for one father Belguior, Rector of the Colledg of the Jeſuits, and ha- 
ving imparted unto him the King of — deſire, he told him, that in tegard Father 
Xavier was dead, he could wiſh that he would in his ſtead undertake this voyage to 
Zapas, which in all probalitie would very much redound to the ſervice of God, and 
the propogation of the Chriſtian faith. The Rector upon the hearing hereof, willing- 
ly imbraced the imployment, wherewith the Vice-Roy was exceedingly well pleaſed, 
and very much commended him for ſuch his good and pious reſolution. After this, 
the Vice-Roy conſulting with ſome of his friends about the chuſing of a man, that in 
qualitie of his Ambaſſador, might accompany the Father in this expedition; I was no- 
minated unto him, as the fitreſt he could fix upon, in regard of the knowledg I had, 
both of che Country. and of the then King thereof: whereupon, I was immediatly alſo 
ſent for, and the Vice-Roy 2equainting me with the great defire he had, chat I 
ſhould take this negotiation upon me, which he ſaid, did ſo much import the ho- 
nor of God, and the King our Maſters ſervice; he preſt me ſo earneſtly to it, that 
I knew not how to refuſe him, although 1 muſt confeſſe, I was very unwilling 
thereunto: So that conſenting to what I could not well avoide, he commanded 
that all things neceſſary for our voyage ſhould with all convenient ſpeed be pre-

| mn or dayes after, namely on the ſixteenth of April. One thouſand five hundred 
fifty and four, Father Be/quior and I ſet fail for Malara in aſhip, wherein alſo 
was Don Antonio de Noronba, Son to Don SFurcia de Noronha, who had been Vice- 
Roy of the Indiaes, that was going to rake poſſeſſion of the Government of the For- 
treſſe there; from the which the Vice-Roy had ſent order co diſplace Don Alvaro de 
T ayda, who was Captain of it, as well for that he would not obey his Commands, 
as for many other miſdemeanors which he had committed, whereof T-will not ſpeak 
in particular here, becauſe they are altogether from my purpoſe at th is time. The 
fifth day of June following, we and the new Captain arrived at Malaca, where the 
Licentiat Gaſper Forge Superintendane Generall of the Indiaes, who was the man 
that proſecuted this buſinefle, cauſed the people of the Town to aſſemble together 
upon che rolling of a Bell; and having read unto them the Vice-Roys Letters Patents, 
whereby he diſplaced Don Alvaro, he examined him upon divers Interrogatories, 
- Whereof two Regiſters made a verbal proceſs, which was ſigned both by them and 
the ſaid Superintendent, and the new Captain. After all this, Don Alvaro was de- 
poſed from his Government, made a priſoner, and all his eſtate confiſcated : che 
like was done to all his partakers who had favoured him in the impriſoning of 
Gamboa, Superintendent of the Treaſure, and in diſobeying the Vice-Roys Com- 
miſſions, as alſo in many other diſorders that had been committed thereupon : 
vrhich was executed wich ſo much rigour, as the moſt part fled to the THabome- 
tant, whereby the Fortreſſe remained fo bare of men, as it was in danger of being 
undone, had not the new Captain provided for it with a great deal of prudence, 
granting a general Abolition unto all, although they returned for all that but with 
an ill will, Theſe revolutions, and this exceſſe of juſtice, which pur all che Country 
into an uproar, were the cauſe that Father ZBe/qzior and I could not this year paſs 
unto apes, as we had reſolved ; ſo that we were conſtrained to winter at Malaca 
until April following,in the year One thouſand five hundred fifty and five, which was 
ren months. During that time, the Auditor Ga#ar Forge continuing the rigorous 
executions which he exerciſed day by day, was a ſubject of great ſcandal to all the 
Country; vvherewith not yet contented, and relying on the large Commiſſion vvhich 
the Vice-Roy had given him, he would needs intermeddle with the Captain Pon 
Antonio's Juriſdition ; and indeed, he inctoached fo far on bis Authority, as Dex 
Antonio had no more but the name of it, and was no other then as a guard of the 
Fortreſs. Now, though he was very ſenſible of this affront , yet he did diſſemble 
and endure it with a great deal of patience : But theſe: exceſſive rigours of this Au- 
dicor- continuing for the ſpace of four months ; during che which there. vvere many 
diſcontentments, vvhereof I will not treat here in particular, becauſe the diſcourſe 
of it would be infinite. One day Don Antonio, ſeeing the time proper for the exe- 
eution of chat which he had formerly reſolved on, cauſed ſome, whom he had de- 
ſtined for it, to ſeiſe on him in the Fortreſs, and carry him to a private houſe ; 
vehere (according to report) he was ſtript ſtark naked, and his bands and feet being 
bound with cords, he was grievouſly whipped : After which, having drop'd ſcald- 
ing oyl on his bare fleſh, (which had almoſt killed him) and clapr irons on his legs, 
and manacles on his hands, they pluck'd off all the hair of his beard, leaving him 
not ſo much as one, and did many other ſuch like things unto him, as it was pub- 
lickly ſpoken : ſo that the poor Licentiat Gaſpar Forge, who termed himſelf Auditor 
Generall of the 1ndiaes, great Proviſor of the deceaſed and Orphelins, and Superin- 
rendent of the Treaſure of Malaca, and or the Countries of the South, for the King 
our Soveraign Lord, vvas thus handled by Den Antonio, if the report of it be true. 
Finally, when the ſeaſon of Navigation was come, he was ſent, ſo manacled as he 
was, to the Jndiaes, with an infamous verball proceſs ; which the Parliament of Goa 
annulled afterwards: And Don Antonio had thereupon an expteſſe Commandment 
from 
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from the Vice-Roy Don Pedro de Maſcarenhas, who governed the State of the /ndiaes 
at that time, to appear perſonally before him as a Priſoner, for to be confronted in 
judgment with Ga#þar Torge, and render an account of his proceedirg againſt him; 
as indeed Don Antonio failed not in making his appearance at Goa accordingly : where 
being about to juſtifie himſelf for that which had paſt, he was ordered co anſwer 
within three dayes to an ignominious Libel, which Gaſpar Forge had exhibited a- 
gainſt him: But foraſmuch as Don Antonio was naturally an enemy of Juſtifica- 
tions by Anſwers and Replyes, whereby it was ſaid, the Councellors of the Parlia- 
ment intended to ſurprize him, the report went (at leaſt wiſe ſuch was the ſay- 
ing of Derracors; for as for me, I neither ſaw nor am aſſured of it) that in ſtead 
of imploying the thtee dayes which had been given him, in making anſwer to this 
Libell, hee vvithin four and twenty hours having met accidentally vvith Ga#þar 
Jorge, ſent him to proſecute his Suit in the other World, laying him ſo ſure on 
the ground, as he never roſe again. Howbeit, there are thoſe vvhich recount this 
Affair quite otherwiſe, and that ſay, how in a Feaſt, vyhereunto he was invited, 
hee vvas poyſoned. By this death of his all this difference vvas decided, and this 
buſinefſe vvholly ceaſed, ſo that Don Antonio vvas by Sentence abſolutely clear- 
ed, and ſent back to his Government: wherein he continued not above two months 
and a half, at the end vvhereof he died of a bloody Flux: and fo vvere all the 
ſtorms of envie and diſcord vvherewith the Fortreſſe of Malaca had been beaten, 
appeaſed. | 25 

When the ſeaſon was come vvherein vve might continue our Voyage, on the 
firſt day of April, in the year One thouſand hve hundred fifty and five, wee par- 
ted from Malaca, after vvee had imbarqued our ſelves in a Carvel belonging to 


che King our Soveraign Lord, which Don. Antonio, the Captain of the Fortreſle gave | 


us by che expreſſe command of the Vice-Roy. Three dayes after our putting to ſea, 
we arrived at, an Iſland called P«lho Piſan, at the entering into the Streight of 
Sincaaprra , where the Pilot baving never navigated that way before, ran us with 
full fails fo dangerouſly on certain Rocks, as we ie ſelves to be utterly loſt, 
without all Hope of recovery: In regard whereof, by the advice of all the reſt, 
the Father and I were conſtrained to get into a Mancbua, for to go and demand 
ſuccour of ohe Lais Dalmeida, who two hours before bad paſled by us in a Veſſell 
of his, and lay at anchor two leagues off us, by reaſon the winde was againſt him: 
So the Father, and I made to him with peril enough. For whereas all that Country, 
which appercained to the King of Pantana, Grand-childe to him that had been 
King of Malaca, out mortall Enemy, were at that time in arms, his Balons and 
Lanchares, that were aſſembled in a Fleet of Warr, continually gave us chaſe, wich 
an intention to take us; but by Gods providence we eſcaped them. At length, af- 
ter we had got to this ſhip, with no little fear and trouble, he that was Captain 
of her furniſhed us with a Boat and Mariners, and fo we returned to our Carvel 
as ſpeedily as we could, for to ſuccour and draw her out of the danger wherein 
we had left her : But it pleaſed the Lord that we found her the day after deli- 
vered from it; though it is true, that ſhe took in water abundantly in the prow's 


fide ; but in the end we ſtanched it at Patana, where we arrived ſeven dayes af- 


ter. There] went aſhore with two others, to ſee the King; unto whom 1 deliver- 
ed a Letter from the Captain of Malaca: and being received very graciouſly by 
him , he read ic over, whereby he underſtood, that the cauſe of our coming thi- 
ther was to provide our ſelves of victuals, and ſome other things which we bad not 
taken in at MAalaca; as alſo that we were reſolved to proceed on in our courſe 
directly to China, and from thence to Japan, where Father Belquior and others 
wich him were to preach the Chriſtian Law to the Gentiles : vvhich the King of 
Pat ana having read, after he had muſed a little, he turned to them that were a- 
bout him, and ſaid ſmiling go them, O how much better were it for theſe men, ſince 
they expoſe themſelves to ſo many travels, to go to China and inrich themſelves there, 
then to recount tales in ſtrange Countreys ? Whereupon, calling the Xabandar to 
him, Be ſure, ſaid he unto him, that thox giveſt theſe men bere all that they ſhall 
demand of thee, and that for the love of the Captain of Malaca, who hath greatly re- 
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commended them unto mec: and above all remember, That it is not my cuſtome to com- 
mand a thing twice. When we had taken leave of the King, excecdingly content- 
ed with the good reception he had given us, we fell preſently to buying of Vidu- 
als, and other ſuch things as we ſtood in need of; So that in eight dayes we were 
abundantly furniſhed with whatſoever was neceſſary for us. Being departed from 
this Haven of Patana, we ſailed two dayes together with a South-eaſt winde along 
by the coaſt of Lager and Siam, traverſing the Barr of CH, to go to Pulbo Cam- 
bim, and from thence to the Iſlands of Canton, with an intent there to attend the 
conjunction of che new Moon: But it was our ill fortune to be ſurprized by Eaſt 
ind South-eaſt winde, (which raign in that Coaſt the moſt part of the year) 
whereof the violence was ſo great, that we were in fear to be caſt away: ſo that 
to decline the event thereof, we were forced to tack about again to the Coaſt of 
Malaya; and WR at an Iſland, called Palle 7 iman, we ran into great danger 
there, as well by rcaſon of the tempeſt which we had upon the ſea, as in regard of 
the great treaſon of the people ot tie Country. Now after five dayes that we had 
continued there , without having either freſh water or vicuals , becauſe for the 
eaſing of our. Veſſell we had caſt out all info the Sea, it pleaſed God that wee 
encouutred with three Portugal Ships which came from Sanda, by whoſe arrivall 
we were very much comforted in our travels; Whereupon Father Belquior and I 
began to treat with the Captains of thoſe Veſl-Is about that which they thoyght was 
requiſite we ſhould do; and all were of the opinion, that we ſhould ſend back the 
Carvel wherein wee vvere, to Malaca; ſaying, that there was no likelihood wee 
ſhould be able to make ſo long a Voyage in her as that of 7.1pa». Having appro- 
ved of this counſel, we preſently imbarqued our ſelves in the Ship of one + -+»ciſco 
Toſcano, 1 Worſhipfull and rich man, who defrayed our chaige during ali; ous 


| Voruge, yea, and moſt part of the time that vve were in China, not permuting 2» 
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r Company to ſpend a peny. From this Iſland Pullo Timan we put to ſea 
on Friday the ſeventh of une in the ſame yeet One thouſand five hundred fifty 
ind five, and diſcovering the firm land of the Kingdome of Champaa, we hailed 
along the Coaſt with a North-Weſt” winde, and in twelve dayes we arrived at an 
Iſland called Pulle 'Champeiloo, in the Straight of Cauc henchina, where we took in 
freſh vyater at a River which deſcended from an high Mountain. There amongſt 
the Rocks we perceived x very-fair Croſs graven on a great free Stone, and under 
it 15 18, with fix letters abbreviated, which ſaid, Duart Cortho : We obſerved al- 
ſo towards the River, and on the Soutb-ſide, two flight ſhot off, threeſcore and 
two men hanged on trees alongſt the Strand, beſides others that lay on the ground 
half eaten; a thing which ſeemed to have been done not above fix or ſeven dayes 
before. Upon another tree there hung a great Banner, wherein theſe vvords vvere 
ſeen in Chiniſe letters, Let every Ship or uncl which ſhall arrive in thus place, be. 
ſure to diſlodg quickly from thence after ſhee hath furniſbed her ſelf with freſh Water, 
whet her ſhee hath time, or hath it not; on pain of incurring the ſame juſtice as theſe 
wretches have done, wham the fury of rhe arm of the ſon of the Sun hath coverwhelm- 
ed. Wee were mightily 2 vvitb ſo ſtrange an accident, ſo that vvee could 
make no othet judgment of it, but that ſome Chineſe Army had arrived there, and 
meeting with thoſe vvretches, had (as Pirats uſe to do) intreated them as vve ſaw, 
under-the ſpecious pretext of Juſtice. 


| CHAP. LXXVIII. 
Our departure from the Iland of Champeiloo, and our arrivall at that of Lam- 
pacau ; With a relation of two great diſaſters which hapned in Chi- 
na unto two Portugal Colonies;and of a ſtrange accident 
that bifell in the Country. 


VV we were parted from the Tland of C hampieloo, we got to the Ilands of 
Canton, ſo that on the fifth day of our voyage, it pleaſed God that we arrived 
at oge of them, called Lampacau, where at that time the Port. galt excerciſed their 
co metce with the C hincſes, which continued untill the year One thouſand five hun- 
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dred, fifty and ſeven ; when as the Mandarins of Canton, at the requeſt of the Mer- 
chants of the Country, ga ve us the port of Macao, where the trade now is; of which 
place (that was but a deſert Iland before) our country men made a very goodly planta- 
tion, wherein there were houſes worth three or four thouſand Duckats, together with a 
Cathedral Church : Moreover,this Colony hath its Governor, Auditor, and Officers 
of Juſtice ; whereunto I ſhal add, that the inhabitants of this place are in as great ſafety 
there, as if they were in the quieteſt part of Portugal. But God grant of his infinite 
mercy, and goodneſſe, that this Colony may be of longer durance then that of Liampoo, 
which was another of the Portugals, and whereof I have ſpoken at large heretofore, 

3 hundred leagues from this ſame on the North Coaſt. But ill fortune would, 
that by the diſorder of one Portugal, it was demoliſhed in a very little time; in which 
diſaſter, I my ſelf was preſent, and can ſay, that the loſſe which was made there, as 
well of people, as of riches, was ineſtimable. For in this plantation, were three 
thouſand men, whereof twelve hundred were Portagali, and the reſt Chriſtians of 
divers nations: Yea, and I have heard many ſay, which ſpoke like knowing men there- 
of, that the Portugals traffick there, exceeded three millions of gold: Now, the moſt 
part of this traffick was in lingots of ſilver of apan, which had been found out not 
above two months before, and was ſuch as a man doubled his mony three or four times 

by the commodities which he ſent thither. In this Colony, there was a Governor, 

who reſided in the Country; there were alſo an Auditor, Judges, Sheriffs, Aldermen, 
4a Proviſot of the deceaſed and Orphelins, a town Clark, and all other Officers that 
are uſually in a Commonwealth; together with four publick Notaries, and fix Re- 
giſters, each of whoſe offices were ſold for three thouſand duckats ; yea, and there 
were ſome farre dearer. There were alſo two Hoſpitals, wherein above thirty thou- 

ſard duckats was ſpent every year, and the Town houſe had in revenue fix thouſand 
per annum; So that it was generally ſaid, that this Colony was the richeſt, and beſt 
peopled, of any that was in the Indiaes ; beſides, for matter of extent, it had not its 
fellow in all 4½4. Furthermore, when the Regiſters or Secretaries paſſed any Grant, or 

when the publick Notaries made any writings, they ordinarily uſed theſe termes; In this 

moſt noble and alwaies faichfull town of Liampoo, for the King our Soveraign | Lord. 

Now, having ſaid ſo much of it, I hold it not amiſſe to tell you, how and wherefore fo 
noble and rich a Colony was deſtroyed, which arrived in this ſort. There was living 
there a man of a good extraction and rank, named Laxcerote Pereyra, born at Pont de 

Lima, à town in Portugal; it is ſaid, that this ſame had lent ſome thouſand duckats 
to certain Chineſes,who were not men ſolvent, but became bankrupts, and never paid 

him any thing, nor could he hear any newes of them afterwards ;- which was the cauſe 
that deſiringto make good this loſſe, and to recover it of them which were not the oc- 
caſion of ĩit, he aſſembled for that effect ſome eighteen or twenty Portugals, idle fel- 
lows, and of lewd diſpoſitions, with whom, under the favor of the night, he fell upon 
2 village, ſome two leagues from thence. where he robbed eleven or twelve labouring 
men; and withall, ſeizing on their wives and children, killed about half a ſcore 
perſons,” without any teaſon at all ſo to do. In the mean time, the Alarum being 
taken up by the whole country round about, by reaſon of this violence, the inbabi- 
rants went and complained to the Chumbin for Juſtice ; and having made a verball 

proceſs of the buſineſſe, they preſented it in the name of the people to the Chaem of 
the Government, which is as one of the Vice-Roys of the Kingdome; who immedi- 

ately thereupon, diſpirched'awiy an Haitas, who is as an Admirall amongſt us; with 
an Army of three hundred Juncks, and four ſcore Vangons with Oares; wherein 

there were threeſcore thouſand men, which being all made ready in ſeventeen daies, 

came and fell on this misfortunate Colony, and the matter paſſed in ſo ſtrange a man- 

ner for them, as I muſt confeſſe, I have not capacity enough to recount it fufficient- 

ly, neither underſtanding enough to imagine it; only it ſhall ſuffice me to ſay, as 

one who ſaw it, that in leſſe then the ipace of five hours, which this dreadfull chaſtiſe- 

ment of the hand of God indured; theſe cruell enemies, left not any thing at all in 

Liampoo to which one could give a name, for they demoliſhed and burnt all that they 

could find; they put to death withall twelve hundred Chriſtians, amongſt the which, 
were eight hundred Portugals, who-were = burned alive in five and twenty _ 
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and two and forty Juncks. It is ſaid, that in this common ruine, there was loft to 

the value of two millions of Gold, as well in Lingots, Pepper, Sandal, Cloves, 

Mace, and Nutmeggs, as in other Commodities; and all theſe deſaſters arrived by 
the ill conſcience, and little judgment of an avaticious Pertagal. Now, from this 
misfottune, w as another farre greater derived; which was, chat we loſt our credit and te- 
putation ſo mightily over all the Country, as the inhabitants would no longer endure the 
ſight of us; ſaying, that we were divels incarnate, ingendred by the malediction of 
the wrach of God, forthe puniſhment of ſinners. This hapned in the year, one thou- 
ſand, five hundred, forty and two, AMartim Alfonſo de Souſa being Governor of the 
Indiaes, and Ray Va Pereyra Marramaque Captain of Malaca. Two years after, 
the Portugal, deſiring to make another new Colony in a Port, called Chinchee, in the 
ſame Kingdome of China, five leagues lower then Liampos, with an intention to 
ſettle their trade there, the Merchants of the Country coming to conſider what 
great profit would redound to them thereby, intreated che AMAandarins to make ſhew 
ofpermitting it, and obliged them chereunto with many great preſents ; we bad com- 
merce then with thoſe of the Country about two yeares and an half, untill ſuch time 
as by the exprefſe command of Sinan de Mello, Captain of the Fortreſſe, there was 
ſent into this place another man of the ſame humor as Lancerete Pereyra was of, un- 
to whom the faid Simeno de Mello gave a commiſſion to be Governor of this Port of 
Chinchbeo, and Proviſor of the Deceaſed : but the bruit went of him, that the extream 
covetuouſneſſe wherewith he was poſſeſt, made him lay hands on all things, with- 
out any the leaſt reſpect to ought whatſoever. It hapned then that in his time there 
arrived in the Port of Chincheo a ſtranger, by nation an Armenian, who was held by 
every one for a very good Chriſtian: This man, who had an eſtate of ten or twelve 
thouſand duckets, and being a Chriſtian, as I have ſaid, and a ſtranger, as we were, 
paſſed out of a Mabomerans Junck, wherein he was, into the ſhip of a Porr»ga/, na- 
med Lui de Montareyo. Now having lived ſome (ix or ſeven months very peace- 
ably amongſt us, and much reſpeRed and favored of every one, he chanced to fall 
ſick of a feaver, whereof he died hut before he gave up the Ghoſt, he declared by 
his Teſtament, that he bad a wife and children in a town of Armenia, called Gaborem, 
and that of his twelve thouſand duckets eſtate he left two thouſand to the Hoſpitall 
at Malaca; and for thereſt, he deſired ic might be kept in ſafe hands, untill there 
werean opportunity to have conſigned it unto his children, as to his lawfull beirs ; 
and in caſe they were dead, he left it tothe Hoſpital, Behold, what was the Te- 
ſtament of this faithfull Chriſtian, who was no fooner buried, but Ayr:4 Betelbe de 
Sexſa, Proviſot of the dead, ſeized on all his eſtate, without making any Inventorie, 
or other kind of accompt, ſaying, that before any farther proceeding therein, they 
were to ſend to make iry in Armenia, which was above two tboſand leagues from 
thence, to ſee whether there were not ſome ingagements, or ſeizure+ of Juſtice upon 
it: There arrived alſo at the ſame time, two Chineſe Merchants, who bad to the va- 
lue of three thouſand duckets in filk, peeces of damaske, musk, and porcelaines, ap- 
pertaining to the deceaſed Armenian: the Proviſor arreſted them all, and not con- 
rented therewith, he would needs make the Ghinyſes beleeve, that all the merchan- 

diſe which they had, belonged alſo unto the Arwenier ; ſo-that under the precext- 
thereof, he took eight thouſand duckets from them, and bid them go to Goa and there 

demand juſtice of the Proviſor Generall, by teaſon be could do no otherwiſe then he 
did; for that, he was obliged to deal in that fort by the duty of his Charge. Now, 


not to ſtand upon the delivering of the reaſons, which in vain were alledged by them 


againſt this injuſtice of his; 1 will only ſay, that theſe two Merchants returning home 
without any of their merchandife, went with their Wives and Children, and caſting 
themſelves at the Charm: feet, repreſemed unto him in a Petition the whole buſineſle, 
as it paſt: informing him, moreover, that we were men quite-yoid of the fear of God. 
The Charm willing to do juſtice then to theſe Merchants, and to many others which 
had formerly complained againſt us, cauſed. it to be every where proclamed, that 
no man on pain of death ſhould converſe with us; whereupon, the ſcarcity of victuals 
came to be ſo great amongſt us, as that which was wont to be dought for (ix blanks,was 
then worth above a ducket;ſo that neceſſity conſtrained us to go unto certain hamlets; 
where- 
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whereupon enſued ſuch diſorders, as all the Country roſe upagainſt us with fo much 
hatred and fury, that ſixteen daies after we were en — of an hundred 
and twenty very great Juncks, which intteated us in that manner for our ſins, as ofthir- 
teen ſhips which we had in the Port, there was not one that was not burne and of five 
bundred Portugals which were abiding in the Country, thirty only efcaped; who had 
not the worth of penny left them. From theſe two lad hiſtories, recounted by me, 
L inferre, that it ſeemes the Aﬀairs which we have now in China, and the tranquillity and 
confidence wherewith we live there, (ſuppoſing that the creaties of peace which we 
have with them be firm and aſſured) wil laſt but til our fins ſhal ſerve for motives to the 
inhabitants of the Country to murine againſt us, which God of his infinire mercy, per- 
mit not for the time ro come. To return again now to my former diſcourſe, you 
muſt underſtand, that after we were arrived at the Port of 4cas, 2s I] have de- 
clared before, we could not meet with any veſſel that was bound for h; fo that 
we were conſtrained to paſſe another year too in this Port, with a Ten in May 
—— which was ten months off, to continue our voyage as we had reſol- 


Father Belquior and I perceiving that there was no hope of going to 74pes this 
yeare,as well for that the ſeaſon was paſt, as for other inconveniences that fell out, we 
were forced to ſtay in this Iland till the time ſhould ferve for us to make our voyage 
chicher. Having continued there then til che ſeventeenth of Feb. following, certain news 
came to us from Cantan, that on the third day of the ſame month the Province of Sax. 
2 had been ſwallowed up in the manner enſuing. The firſt day of Frebruary, the earth 

| acrembling from eleven til one of the clock at night, and the next day from mid- 
night til two in the morning; as alſo the day following from one til chree:Duringthis 
trembling it was a dreadful thing to hear the terrible noiſe which the ſtormes and thun- 
der made: After all this ſuch an horrible inundation of waters borke forth out of 
the center of the earth, as in an inſtant, all the Country about, was ſwallowed up 
threrſcote leagues round, without the ſaving of any living creature from periſhing, 


but only of one child of ſeven years of age, and which was for a great wonder pre- 
ſented to the King of China. In the mean time this news was no ſooner come to the 


City of Cantar, but all the inhabitants thereof were terrifyed with it, yea and all 
ours were ſo amazed at it, that holding it for an unpoſſible thing, fourteen of our 
company would needs go thither ro know the truth thereof; which they immediately 
put jo execution, and at their return affirmed, that the matter was very certain, 
whereof an atteſtation was made, ſigned by fourteen ocular witneſſes, who had been 
upon the place; which atteſtation was afterwads ſent by Franciſco Toſcano to the 
King of Portugal, Don Foaxo the third of glorious memory. This prodigious event fo 
affcighced che inhabicants of che City of Cantes, that all of them generally teſtified x 
world of repentance; and although they were Gentiles, yet muſt it be acknow- 
ledped that they confounded us Chriſtians, who ſaw how far their devotion extended. 
For on the firſt day when the newes thereof arrived there, Proclamations were made 
throughout all the Principall ſtreets of the City by fix men on horſeback, who in long 
mourning robes, and with a ſad and ſamentable voice, rode crying out theſe words; 
Miſerable creatures as you are, that ceaſe not from offending day by day, the Lord of all 
thing: Heare, Obeare, the. moſt lamentable and dreadfull adventure that ever was ; 
For you are to know, that for our fins God hath dra wu the (word of his Divine Puſtice . 
gainſt all the people of Cuy and Sanſy, overwhelming pell mell with water, fire, and tem- 
peſts from He aven all that great Province of China, none being ſaved but one only Child 
which is carried to the Son of the Sun. And thereupon, they rung a little bell chrice, 
which they had in their hands; Then all the people proſtrating themſelves on the 
ground, ſaid with fearfull-cryes, ad is Juſt in all that be doth. After this was paſt, 
all the inhabitants retired into their houſes, which were ſhut up for five daies 

ther, ſo that the City was ſo deſolate, as chere was not a living creature ſeen ſtirring 
in it. At the end ot the fivedaies, the Charm and the Anchaſſts of the government, 
together with all the reſt of the people (wherein the men only vvere comprehended. 
for as for the vvomen, they hold them incapable of being heard of God, by reaſon 
of the diſobedience of the firſt ſinne committed by Eve) vvent as it vvere in proce 
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fron, thorow the principall Streets of the Citie , while their Prieſts ,” which vvere 
above five thouſand in number, cryed with a loud voyce that ' pierced the very 
skies, O marvellous and pitifull Lord, have no regard to our wickedneſſe ; fer if thou 
rakeſt account of them , we ſhall remain dumb before rhee. Whereunto all the. peo- 
ple with an other fearfull cry, anſwered, Lord, we confeſſe our faults before thee, And 
ſo the Proceſſion continuing, ſtill going on, they at length arrived at a magnificent 
Temple, called Nacapyrau, whom they bold for the Queen of Heaven, as I have 
heretofore related. From thence they went the next day to another Temple, called 
The God of puſtice: and in this ſort they continued fourteen dayes ; during which, 
were great Alms generally beſtowed,and many priſoners freed;alſo divers Sacrifices were 
made of the odoriferous perfumes of Aloes and Benjamin: There were many o- 
thers too, wherein there was good ſtore of blood ſhed, and wherein many Kine, 
Stags and Swine vvere offered, vvhich were all diſtributed in almes to the poor. 
In purſuance whereof, during the three months that we abode there, they conti- 
nued in doing many other good works, which were performed vvith ſo much 
charge and charity, as it is to be beleeved, that if the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt had 
been added thereunto , they would have been acceptable unto him. We heard 
afterwards, and this report was univerſall over all the Country, that during the 
three dayes of that Earth-quake at Sa»ſy, it had ſtill rained blood in the City of 
Pequin , vvhere the King of China's Court was at that time, vvhich made the moſt 
part of the inhabitants to forſake it, and the King to fly to Nanquin, vvhere, it 
was ſaid, he gave great aims, and ſet at liberty an infinite many of Slaves; amongſt 
the which were five Portwgals, vvho had been retained priſoners in the Town of 
Pocaſſer above twenty yeers togerher. When theſe came to Cantan, they recount- 
ed unto us divers marvellous things; and amongſt others, they told us, that the 
almes which the King had given upon this occaſion, amounted to (ix hundred 
thouſand Duckats , beſides the magnificent Temples which he built to appeaſe the 
vvrath of God ; amongſt the which hee made one in that very City, vety ſumptu- 
ous, and of great majeſty, undes che title of The Love of God, | 


| CHAP. LXXIX. | 
Our arrival in the Kingdome of Bungo, and that which paſs'd there. 


N ſeaſon being come vyherein vve — — our Voyage, vve parted from 
this Iſland of Lampacas the ſeventh day of May, One thouſand five hundred 
fifty and fix, after vve had imbarqued our ſelves in a Ship, vvhereof Don Franciſco 
de Maſcarenhas, farnamed Palia, vvas Captain. So vve proceeded on in our courſe 
for fourteen dayes together; at the end whereof wie diſcovered. the firſt Iſlands, 
at the height of five and thirty degrees ; and vvhich by gradation regard the Weſt, 
North-vveſt of Tarix#mas : vvhereupon, the Pilot knowing that it vvas ill ſailing 
there, ſteered to the South · vveſt, to finde out the point of the Mountain of Mis 
natoo: We coaſted T anoraa then, and till ran along this. coaſt to the Port of Fi- 
g. And foraſmuch as in this Climate the windes are Northerly, and that the 
current of the vvater vvas contrary to them, the Pilot had a very bad opinion of his 
Navigation; ſo that vvhen he came to know his fault, although out of an accuſto- 
med obſtinacy of Mariners, he vvould not confeſs it, vve vvere already paſt three- 
ſcore leagues beyond the Port vvhere vve meant to arrive; by reaſon vyhereof, we 
vvere fain to tack about for the recovery of it fifteen dayes after, though with 
travell enough, for that the vvindes were croſſe; and (without lying) our goods 
and lives were in no little jeopardy, by reaſon all this Coaſt was riſen up againſt the 
King of Bungo our Friend, and the inhabitants, who vvere greatly inclined to the 
Law of the Lord, vvhich had formerly been preached unto them. At length, after 
that by the mercy of God vve had got tothe Town of Fucheo, vvhereof 1 have of- 
tentimes ſpoken, which is the capitall of the Kingdom of Bungo, where the cliefeſt 
Chriſtians of all pan do now flouriſh ; all they of the Ship thought it requiſite that 
I ſhould go to the Fortreſſe of Ou, where: we heard the King then was: Now 
thopgh I feared to undertake this Journey, in regard the Country was all up, yet I 
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at a place called 12 which might be a quarter of à league from the Fortreſſe 
ent one of thoſe of 7apar, which I had wich me, to let the 


judging it neceſſary for the increaſing of the Portugals reputation, and of the — 
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eſteem vvherein we vvere at that time in the Country; for all the inhabitants held it 
for moſt certain, that the King of Portagal was indeed the only Prince, which might 
terme himſelf the Monarch of the world, as well for the large extent of his territo- 
ris, as for his power, and mighty treaſure; in regard whereof chiefly. they of theſe 
Countryes made great account of our amitie. © - Theſe things done, the King vvent 
from this Hand towards Oſquy, and about an hour within night he arrived at his 
Caſtle; vvhere he was received with a great deal of rejoycing, and applaued by every 
one for ſo honourable an exploit, as that of killing the Whale, attributing to him 
alone, that which all the reſt had done; whereby one may ſee, that this pernici- 


. ous vice of flatttery raigns fo abſolutely in the Courts of Princes, as ir hath eſtabli- 


fed its felf a place even amongſt the very Gentiles and Infideils. The King ha- 
ving diſmiſſed ali them that had accompanied him, vvent to Sup with his Wife and 
Diughters, and would not then be attended on by any body, becauſe the feaſt was 
made at his vvives charge. And whereas vve vvere then at a Treaſurers houſe of 
his, where vve were appointed to lodg, he ſent for us all five, and intreated us th at 
vve ſhould eat in his preſence after the manner of our Country, adding, that the 
Queen did infinitely defire it. Then having cauſed a table to be covered for 
us, and on it placed ſtore of excellent good meat and vvell dreſt, vvhich vvas ſerved 
up by very fair women; vve feil to eating after out manner, of all that vvas ſer be- 
fore us, vvhileſt the jeaſts vvbich the Ladies broke upon us, in ſet ing us feed ſo 
vvith our hands, gave more delight to the King and Queen, then all the Come- 
dies that could have been repreſented before them : for thoſe people being accuſto- 
med to feed vvith tyvo little ſt.cks, as I have declared elſeyvhere, they hold it for a 
great incivilitie, to touch the meat with ones hand, as we uſe to do. Hereupon 
the Kings Daughter, a marvellous fait Princeſſe, and not above fourteen or fifteen 
years of age, ctaved leave of the Queen her Mortier, that ſhe and jix or ſeven of her 
companions might preſent a certain Play before them concerning the ſubject in que- 
ſtion; which the Queen with the Kings conſent granted her. Thar done, they 
withdrew into another room; wheeethey ſtayed a pretty while, during the which, they 
that remained in the place, drove away the time at our coſt, by jeering ar d gibing 
at us, who were much aſhamed, eſpecially my four companions, which were but 
novices in the County, and underſtood not the la guape; for as for me, ] had 


+ before ſeen ſuch a like Comedy aQed at 7 ai-x5m4ae 2Farrſt the Portygals, As we 


were thus miniſtring matter for the Company to laugh at us. and ſetting the beſt 
face on it that poſſibly we coul@ amidſt theſe affronts, in regard of the great plea- 
ſure which we obſerved'the King and Queen took therein, we ſaw the young Prin- 
ceſſe come out of the other room diſguiſed like a Merchant, wearing 2 Sycmicer by 
her fide, covered all over with plates of gold; and the reſt of her habit anſwerable 
tothe perſon which ſhe repreſented. In this equipage falling down on her knees 
before the King her father, with the reſpect ſhe owed to him, Moft mighty Lord and 
King (ſaid ſhe unto him) albeit rhis wy boldn:ſſe be worthy f great choftilement, in 
regard of the inequalitie which it hath pleaſed God to put between your greatm (ſe and my 
baſeneſſe; yet the neceſſity whereunto I find my ſelf reduced, makes me ſhut my yes a- 
gainſt all that may happen to we thereby; For being old as I am, and charged with 
many Children, which I have had by ſeverall Wives, with Whom I have been marr ii d, 
wy extream poverty, and the defire I have not to leave them deſtitute of means, hath wade 
me have recourſe to my n for help, which they have granted me; So that having em- 
ployed the mony which they have leut me, in a certain Commoditie,which I cannot ſel in all 
Japan; I have reſolved to barter it aWay for any other whatſoever it be: And having 
complained hereof to ſome freinds that I have at Meacoo, they have aſſured me that your 
Highmeſſe may doe me ſome food. Wherefore, my Lord, I humbly beſeech you, that 
in conſideration of theſe white haires, and fecble age, as alſe for that I bave many 
Children, and am poor, you will be pleaſed to affiſt me in my need, which will be an almes 
very well beſtowed, and moſt agreeable to the Chenchicos, which are lately arrived 
here in their Ship; for this commoditie of mine will accommodate them beter then any 
ether, in regard of the want they have courinnally thereof. Whileſt this diſcourſc laſted, 
the

the King and Queen could not forbear laughing, to ſee that this old Merchant, who 


bad ſo many children, and ſo many incommodities, was the Princeſſe their Daugh- 
ter, very young, and exceeding beautifull : But the King forbearing a little from 


laughing, anſwered her with a great deal of gravity , that ſhee fhould ſhew ſome 


ſamples of the Merchandize which ſhe had, and if it were ſach as would accom- 
modate us, he would deſire us to buy it. At theſe words, the pretended Merchant 
' having made à very low obeyſance, retired into the other room again. In the 
mean time, we were ſo confounded with what we heard and ſaw, as we could not 
tell what to think, or what ſhould be the event of it; whileſt the vvomen which 
were in the room, being about three ſcore in number, (for there were no other 
men but we five there) fell to jogging one another, and laughing at us. Heretipon, 
the Merchant comes in again,, bringing with her fix fair u maids, richly clad 
and diſguiſed alſo like Merchants, carrying ſamples of thi Merchandize they had 
to ſell : They had Scymiters and Daggers by their ſides all guilt, with grave coun- 
tenances and high looks, being all of chem Daughters to the greateſt Lords of the 
Kingdom, whom the Princeſſe had expreſly choſen to act this Play with her. Each 
of theſe fix Damſels bare on her ſhoulder a fardle of green Taffata, and all of them 
together, ſeeming to be Merchants ſons, danced a Ball to the tune of two Harps 
and a Viol, and ever and anon ſung in verſe with a very ſweet and melodious voyce, 
words of this ſubſtance, High end mighty Lord, by the riches which thou poſſeſſeſt, 
we pray thee to think of our poverty ; we are miſerable creatures in this ſtrange Coun- 
try, and conſequently defþiſed you inhabit ents thereof , which gxpoſeth us to great 
affronts : wherefore we beſeech thee by that which thou art, be mindfull of our poverty, 
After that young Merchants had finiſhed their Dance and Song, they fell all 
on their knees before the King, and then the eldeſt of them having rendred hm 
moſt bumble thanks for the fayour he did them, in helping them away with their 
Merchandize, they untied all their far and let fall ia the midſt of the toom 2 
great number of woodden arms with badds, the ſaid eldeſt of them ſaying with a 
very good grace . 9 — ar me 2 — + xn 70 to ſo Fe 4 
miſery, that aur mu neceſſity es or fiſh, or of ſuch o- 
os 4s wee eat with them, this — will greatly acc * ur, to 
the end that whileſt we make uſe ¶ ene ſort of hands, the other may be waſved. The 
King and Queen fell heartily a laughing at this Speech; vvhereas in the mean time 
we five were ſo aſhamed, as the King perceiving it defired us to take it in good 
pace, ſaying, That the Princeſſe his Daughter had done this to no other end, but 
for the better entertainment of us, vvhom ſhe reſpected as her Brothers. Where- 
unto vve made anſwer, That we hoped God er Mafter wonld reward his Highneſſe 
for this honour aud grace that he did ur; which we confeſs'd was very great, and for 
ſuch wee would publiſh it over all the world as long as we lived: Wherewith the King, 
Queen and Princeſſe ſhewed themſelves very vvell ſatisfied, giving us thanks vvith 
many complements after their manner: yea, and the Princeſſe ſaid to us more- 
over, 4 your God would take me for his ſervant, I ſhould endeavony the bf I could 
ro pleaſe him: but I hope he will * me. At theſe vvords vve proſtrated our 
ſelves on our knees before her, and kiſſing the hem of ber ga ve anſwered 
her, That we hoped no leſſe of ber, and that in caſe ſhes became a Chriſtian, we ſuould 
ſee her Queen of Portugal : Whereupon the Queen her Mother and ſhe fell a laugb- 
ing. Having taken leave then of the 1 returned to our lodging, and: che 
next morning as ſoon as it vvas day, he ſent for us again, and queſtioned us very 
exactly about the coming of Father Ze/quzex, the intention of the Vice-Roy , the 
Letter which I had brought from him; our Ship, and the goods that were in her; 
and many other things, wherein we ſpent four hours at the leaſt; after which he 

diſmiſſed us, ſaying, that within ſix dayes he would be at the Town, and thatthere 
be would receive the Letter, ſee the Father, and make anſwer to all 
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CHAP. LXX. 


My reception by the King of Bungo, as Ambaſſador from the Vice- 
' Roy of the Ibdiar, + nin tn 3s * 


4 | Frer rhe fix dates were paſt the King parted from Oſquy to go to the town of 
Fachev, accompanied with a great number of 'Nobikcje, and a guard of fix 
hantred foot, and two hundred horſe, which made a; good ſhew. © Being ar- 

rived there, hie as feceived by the people with great demonſttations of joy, with 
Shewes, Interludes, and many other inventions after their mannet, that were very 
coſtiy; after which, he went to his Palace, an exceeding far and magntficent 
ſtructüre, Whither the next day he ſent for me, and bid me bring him the Vice- 

F Roys Letter, as being come for no other end bar to teceive it, and that after he had 
0 readit, he would ſpeak with Father Belquior touching che matters that were moſt im - 
| portant. Whereupon I preſently returned to my lodging. and having made ready 

all that wis neceſſary for me, about two of the clock in the afternosn, the King 
ſent the Captain of the town, and four other of the chiefeſt men of the Court for 
me; who conducted me to the Palace, accompanied with forty Portugals, which 
matched all on foot, becauſe it is the cuſtome of the Country ſo to do. All the 
ſtreets thorow which we paſt, were very handſomly ſet forth, and there was ſuch 
a world of people, as the officers had much adve to make way fot us. Three Por- 
rxgals on horſeback, carried each of them a peece of the pteſent; and a little after 
them followed two curious Spaniſh Gennets, with rich Saddies and Trappiags, and 
with ſuch Armes as are uſed in Juſts. Upon out arrival at the ſirſt court of the Palace, 
we found the Kirig there on 2 ſcaffold, hich had been erected expreſſy for him, ac- 
companied with all che Lords of the Kingggme, amongſt whom, vvere the Ambaſſa- 
dots of three ſtratige Princes. namely che firſt of the King of the Lequiss, the ſecond 
of the King of 'Chanchim,and Iſle of Teſa, and the third of the Emperor of the Afiacoo; 
and round about as far as the court extended, there were above a thouſand har- 
quebuziers, and four hundred men mounted on goed horſes, beſides a multitude of 
peop'e without number. After that the forty Portagals and I were come to the 
Scaff id where the King was, we performed if! the ceremonies and complements which 
are uſed to be done to him in iuch caſes; and then _— a ſittle ' neerer to bim, 
I deliveted him the Letter from the vice-Roy;/ Which he would not receive but ſtan- 
ding. Then being fer don again in his plate, he gave it to one about him, that 
was 35 his Secretarywho read it aſoud that everyone might hear. After it was read, 
the King queſtioned me before the three ſtrange Ambaſſadors, and the great Lords 
with whom he was accompanied, about certain things which he wis curious ro know 
touching our Exrope ; whereof one was, how many men, armed cap-a+pe; and monn- 
ted on ſuch hotſes as thoſe were that I ſaw there, the King of Porrxga/ could bring in- 
to the field > Whereupon fearing leaſt I ſnhould bluſhif Icame to tell a lie; I muſt 
confeſſe, that I was much troubled how to anſwer, which one of my companions 
who was fleet me, petceiving, ſpeaking for me, made anſwer; That he could 
bririg an hundred or ſixſtote thouſand; a matter whereat the King was much abaſhed, 
and I too: But the King taking pleaſure as it ſeemed, in the marvellous anſwer, 
which this Portugal gave him, beſtoyyed above an hours time in asking bim que- 
ions. In the mean ſeaſon, ' even the King himſelf, and all they that were preſent 
with him, being exceedingly amazed to heat ſuch great and: ſtrange things delivered, 
he turned to them and ſaid; Iſ ware truly unto you, that I ſhould dere nothing ſo 
much in the world, as te ſee the Monarchy of this great ¶ oumry, whereof I have hrard 
ſuch wond:rfull things,” as "well | concerning" the immence treaſures, and the infinite 
number of ſhips which he bath ; for could I hut oure do thrs, I u live very well con- 
rented the reſt of my daies. Thereupon having ſent me, and thoſe that accompanied me, 
| away, he ſaid unto me, When thou ſbalt think it a fit tine, thow maieſt bid the Father 
» |} com? unte mr, for be ſhall find me ready here to receive him, 
| After 
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After I was retired to my lodging, 1 gave Father Be/quior an accompt of the 
Kings good reception of me, together with all that had paſt beſides, and how defi- 
rous he was to ſee him; in regard whereof I held it fit, ſince all the Pertugals vvere 
then together, and in their beſt clothes, that he ſhould goto him out of hand, which 
he liked very vvell of. Having furniſhed himſelf then with certain things neceſſary 
for the better ſetting forth of his perſon, be and I went avvay, accompanied vvith 
forty Portugals, all very well apparrelled, and vvearing chaines of gold Scarfe-wiſe ; 
and four pretty boyes in caſſocks, and hats of white taffata, and ſilken croſſes on their 
dreſts, together with a converted Zapavois, Chriſtened Foana Fernandez, to ſerve 
for Interpreter. When wee vvere arrived at the firſt Court of the Kings Palace, we 
found ſome Lords attending us there, who vvith a great deal of courteſie and demon- 
ſtrations of friendſhip brought the Father and me up to a chamber where the King 
ſtayed for him, who having taken him by the hand with a joyfull countenance, ſaid 
unto him; Belacve me, Father, this day is the only one that I can call mine, in regard 
of the extreme pleaſure I take to ſee thee before mine eyet, becauſe, me thinks, I ſee Fa- 
ther Xavier, to whom 1 wiſhed as well as to mine own perſon : Then leading him into a- 
nother inner chamber, that was richlyer furniſhed, he ſet him down by bim, and 
made very much of the four little Boyes, for that it was a new thing to him, and ne- 
ver ſeen in that Country before. The Father rendred him thanks conformable to 
the great honor he did him, and after chat manner which they are wont to uſe amongſt 
themſelves, and which on Fernandez bad taught bim. After this, he entertai- 
ned him with the principall cauſe of his coming, which was, that the Vice-Roy 
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had ſent him expreſly to ſerve him, and to ſhew him the aſſured way of ſalvation; | 


which the King ſeemed to like of, by his action of bowing down of his head: The 
Father going on, made 2n holy ſpeech ſomewhat like unto a Sermon unto him, a- 
greeable to the buſineſſe in hand; and which, he had directly ſtudied for that pur- 
poſe. Whereunto the King made this anſwer, Good Father, I know not how to ex- 
preſſe the great content which I take in ſeeing thee in this houſe, and in learning all 
that which my ears have heard thee jay ; which I ao nat an wer for the preſent, in 
regard the affaires of my State are ſuch, 4s thou maieſt peraduenture have heard: 
Wherefore, I earneſtly intreat thee, fince God bath brought thee hither, that thou 
wilt repoſe thee a while from the travel Which thow haſt endured for his ſervice. And 
ar for that which the Vice-Roy bath written to me, touching the buſineſſe which 1 
ſent to him about by Antonio Ferreyra, I ſtill avow it; but the Affaires of the pre- 
Sent time, are reduced to that paſſe, as I em much afraid, if my ſubjetts ſee any change 
in me, that they will approve of the Bonzoes counſel ; Beſides, I make no queſtion 
but the Chriſtians which are here , have told thee the — danger I run in this Coun- 
try, by reaſon of the mutinies that bave paſt here, during the Which, I have been in 
as great jeopardy as any other; ſo that for the ſafety of my perſon, I have been inforced 
to execute in one morning thirteew of the Principalleſt Lords of my Kingdome, together 
with ſixteen thouſand perſont of their faction and league, beſides as many more which 
J have baniſhed. Bat if is ever bappens, that God ſhall grant me that Which 
wy ſoul deſires of him, I ſhall hold it 4 — matter, to conſent to what the Vice-Roy 
adviſes me by his Letter. Hereunto, the Father replied, That be was greatly ſa- 
tis fied with his holy reſolution ; but be was to,remember, that his life Was not in the hands 
of men, becauſe they were mortall ; and that if he ſhould chance to die beſore he effe- 
Hed it, what would then become of his ſoul ? To which he anſwered ſmiling, Ged 
knows. The Father ſeeing that he could receive no other ſatisfaction from the 
King at that preſent but good words, without making any concluſion on a matter 
that was ſo important for him, diſſembled with him, and changing diſcourſe, tal- 
ked to him of other things, wherein he knew he took more pleaſure. So,having 
ſpent the moſt part of the night with the Father, in queſtioning him about divers 
novelties, whereunto he was much affected, he diſmiſſed him in very plauſible 
termes, with hope that he would become a Chriſtian, but not ſo ſoon ; a thing 
which was then well enough underſtood, and that ſufficiently diſcovered bis inten” 
tion. Thenext day about two a clock _— afternone the Father wens co fee =_ 
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King again, and ſetting aſide his kind welcoming of him, this Prince never anſwe- 
ed him to purpoſe; and within a while after returned to his Fortreſſe of Oſquy, from 
whence he ſent to defire him to continue abiding where he was, and to come ſome 
times and ſee him, for that he took extream pleaſure in talking wich-him- of the 
great things of God, and perfection of his Law. In the mean ſpace, above two 
months and an half paſt away, without giving in all that time any other fruit of 
himſelt, then certain kind of hopes, accompanied ever and anon with ſome excu- 
ſes, which did not much content the Father: ſo that he thought it requiſite for him 
to return to Goa, as well for the diſcharging of the duty of his charge there, as for 
many other reafons that moved him thereunto. Being reſolved then for our depar- 
ture, I went to the Fortreſſe of Oſquy to the King, to demand an anſwer of the 
Letteg a brought him from the Vice-Roy of the Indiaes, which he preſently gave me, 
having made it ready againſt my coming; and in exchange of the Preſent he had 
received, he ſent him very rich Armes, together with two Scymitars garniſhed 
with gold, an hundred Ventiloes of the Country of the Zequios, In the Letter 
which he himſelf had written, were theſe words contained: Lord Vice-Rey of ho- 
norable Majeſt ie, that art ſeated in the Throne of thoſe Which render puſtice by the 
power of the Scepter : I Yaretandono, King of Bungo, give thee to wnderſtand, that 
Ferdinand Mendez Pinto it come to me, with a Letter from thy Royall Lordſhip; 
and a preſent of Armes, and other peeces very agreeable to my dtſire, and which · I be- 
ry much eſteem, for that they are of a Country in the other end of the world, which Wwe 
call Chenchicogim,where through the power of great Armies,compoſed of divers Nations, 
raignes the Crewned Lion of Portugal, Wheſe ſervant and ſubjett I do by theſe preſinits 
declare my [elf to le: Wherefore I pray thee, that as long as the Sun ſhall not ſwerve 
from the effect for which God bath created him, nor the Waters of the ſea ctaſe from vi- 
ſing and falling on the ſhoares ſide, thou wilt not forget this homage, Which hereby I 
make to your King, whom 1 acknowledg for my elder Brother; to the end, that theres 
by this my obedience may remain the more honorable, as I am confident it | ſhall alvvanes 
be: , And 1 deſire thou wilt daign to accept of rheſe Armes which I ſend thee, as a gage 
and aſſurance of my faith. From this my Fortreſſe of Oſquy, the ninth Mamocos of 
the third Moon, in the thirtie and ſeventh year of our age. With this Letter, and 
his preſent I returned to our ſhip, which rode at anchor ſome two leagues off in 
the Port of Zequa, where I found Father Belquior, and all the reſt of our company, 
already imbarqued, and from thence we ſet ſail the day after, being the fourteenth 
of November, One thouſand five hundred fifty and fix. | 
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What paſt after our departure from Zequa, till my 
' arrevall in the Indiaes, and from thence 


into the Kingdome of Portugal. 


Pen this Port of Zequa we continued out courſe with Northerly vvinds, which 
wers favourable unto us in this ſeaſon :* and on the fourth of December vve ar- 
rived at the Port of Lampacau, vvhere we met with fix Portugal ſhips , vvhereof 
was Generall a certain Merchant; called Franci/co Martinez , the creature of 
Franciſeo Barreto, at that time Governour of the State of the Indiaes in the place 
of Don Pedro Maſcarenhas. And becauſe that then the ſeaſon for Navigation into 
India was almoſt paſt, our Captain Den! Frusciſco Maſcarenhas ſtayed no longer 
there then was neceſſary for providiug of victuall. We departed then from this 
Port of Lampacan à little before Chriſt maſſe, and arrived at Goa the ſeventeenth of 
February. The firſt — I did there was to go to Franciſco Barrets , unto whom 
I-gave an account of the Letter which I brought from the King of papant but he 
having refetred it to the day following, I failed not to deliver it to him the next 
morning, together with the Arms, the xymitars, and the other Preſents _ 
2 5 CTIM that 
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that Pigan King hadJerit. Whereupon, after he had ſeen all ar leaſute, adareſ- 
ſing hinſelf unto me, I aſſure you, ſaid he ants me, that I prize theſe Arms whith 
Jos have brought me, as much as the Government of India : for I hope chat by the means 
of this Preſent, and this Letter from the King of Japan, I ſhall render my ſelf agree- 


able to the King our Soveraign Lord, that I ſhall be delivered from the fortune of Liſ- 


bon, where almoſt all of us that godrri this State, du go and land for our fins. Then, in 
acknowledgment of this Voyage, and che great expence I had been at, he made me 
many large offers, which I would by no means accept of at that time: Neyerthe- 
leſſe I was well contented to juſtifie before him by atteſtations, and acts paſt ex- 
prefly for it, how many times I had been made a ſlave for the ſervice of the King 
our Maſter ; and how many times alſo J had been robbed of my Merchandize: for 
I imagined that this would ſuffice to Keep ine at my return into my Country, 
from being refuſed that, which I believed was due to me for my ſervices ; as indeed, 
the Vice-Roy paſt me an AR of all theſe things, adding thereunto the Certificates 
which 1 preſented unto him: withall, he gave me a Letter, addreſt to the King, 
wherein he made ſo honourable a mention of me and my Services, that relying on 
theſe hopes, grounded as they were on ſuch apparant reafons as I had on my (ide, 
I imbarqued-my ſelf for to return into the Kingdom of Portugal; fo contented 
with the Papers which I carried along wich me, that I counted them the beſt parc 
of my eſtate; at leaſtwiſe, 1 beleeved ſo, becauſe I was perſwaded that I ſhould 
no ſooner ask a recompence for ſo many ſervices, but wont it be preſently granted me. 
Upon this hope being put to ſea, it pleaſed our, Lord, that I arrived ſafely at the 
Citie of Liſbon, the two and twentieth day of September, in the Year One thou- 


ſand tive hundred fifty and eight, at ſuch / time as the Kingdome was governed 


by Madam K AT HER INA, our Queen of happy memory. Having deli- 
vered her the Letter then from the Vice-Roy,of the Indiaes, I told her by word of 
mouth all. chat I thought was important for the good of my buſineſſe: vyhere- 
upon ſhe referred mee co the Miniſter of her State, who had the charge of deal- 
ing in her Affairs: At firft he gave me very good words, but far better hopes, as 
indeed I held them for moſt aſſured, hearing what he ſaid unto me: But in ſtead 
of letting me ſee the effect theregf, he kept me theſe miſerable papers of mine four 
years and an half, at the end of which, all the fruit I reaped thereby was no other, 
then the labor and pains which to no purpoſe I: had imployed in theſe vain ſollici- 
tations, and which had been more · grievous unto me, then all the troubles I had 
ſuffered during my voyages: Wherefore ſeeing of what little profit all my paſt ſer- 
vices were unto me, notwithſtanding all the ſuit I could make; I reſolved to retire 
my ſelf, and remain within the terms of my miſerie, which I had brought along 
with me, and potten by the means of many misfortunes, which was all that was 
reſting to me of the time and wealth which I had beſtowed in the ſervice of this King- 
dome, leaving the judgment of this proceſle to the divine Juſtice. I put this de- 
fign of mine then in execution, not a little grieved that J had not done it ſooner, be- 
cauſe, I might thereby peradventure have ſaved a good peece of mony. For a con- 
cluſon, behold what the ſervices have been which I have done for the ſpace of one 
and twenty years, during which time, I was thirteen times a ſlave, and fold fix- 
teen times, by reaſon of the unlucky events of ſo long and painfull a voyage,whereof 
I have made mention amply enough in this Book. But although this be fo, yer 
do I not leave to beleeve, that the cauſe why 1 remained without the recompence 
whereunto I pretented for ſo many ſervices and travels, rather proceeded from the 
Divine providence, which permitted it to be ſo for my fins, then from the neg- 
ligence and fault of him, whom the duty of his charge ſeemed to oblige to do me 
right. For it being true, that in all the Kings of this Kingdome who are the live- 
ly ſource from whence all recompence do flow, though many times they ranne tho- 
row pipes more affectionate then reaſonable, there is alwaies found an holy and ac- 
knowledging zeal, accompanied with a very ample and great deſire, not only to 
recompence thoſe which ſerve them, but alſo to confer great eſtates on them which 
render them no ſervice at all; whereby it is evident, that if I, and others, have not 
been 
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
